30 lh temperature was generally in defect 

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central General mode- 

rately heavy ram fell in the northwest of the United Provinces and few isolated falls were 
reported from east of the division Skies were completely overcast in the northwest 
of the United Provinces on the iGOii but they wei^' clear or only lightly clouded in the 
rest of the division throughout the period During passage of warm wave across the 
division temperature was in marked excess especially in northwest of the United Pro- 
vinces where it was over 1 1° above normal, but as the cold wave advanced eastward tem- 
perature fell very rapidly and <>n last three days oi the week weather was decidedly cooler 
than usual.

Northwest: India. — Moderate to heavy precipitation occurred lo Baluchistani Kashmir^ 
the North-West Frontier Province, ^the Punjab, Sind and ea^t Rajputana,.

Jhfter compUmenta . — Now that seditious people have endeavoured to 
Mread their nefarious doutrines several ^ the Native States of India, 
1 feel that it is desirable to address Your Highness on the subject. As those 
doctrines are subversive of internal peace and good government, the matter 
is one in which the interests of the (jovernmcnt of India and of tbo ituling 
Princes in India are identical, and Your Highness will, I am confident, agree 
with me that it is appropriate tlmt wc should exchange opinions on the subject 
with a view to mutual co-operntion against a common danger. For although in 
Tour Highnes8*s dominions there is no serMtis cause for anxiety at present — 
a result mainly due to the action of Your Highness in dealing with 
seditiou^j^^nifestations — I feel that the time has come when we may advan- 
tngepusly ddlfbert measures and prepare a \)olicy to exclude effectually 
seditious agitation. It is very true that in such a matter to bo forewarned is 
to be forearmed. 

I wish to assure Your Highness that I do not contemplate or counsel the 
adoption of any general rules or general course of action. The circumstanci's 
of different States vary so greatly, the treaty relations vi Inch unite them to the 
Paramount Power are so diverse, that any general policy* would oreato endless 
difficulties, even were a general policy desirable. Your Highness wdll probably 
agree with me that earfli State must w'ork out its own polu*y with i*efere»ce 
to local conditions. Should it be necessary to combine in some maHers such 
as in circulating information, and tlie surveillance of individuals suspected of 

S ropagating s^ition, I shall still be firmly of opinion that each Stale should 
eal with its own problems. 

But my advice in regard to the policy to bo adopted is likely to be sought 
and I should greatly value a full and frank expression ol Your Highness’s 
opinion as to the measures which will be effectual in keeping out of Native 
States tbo insidious evil of sedition, and the manner in which ] could assist to- 
wards this end. 1 feel confident that Yeur Highness, the old and valued ally 
of the British Qovernment, will gladly help me wdth your wise and exp erieuctnl 
advice.

dfter comphmenta . — The Hon 'hie Mr. M F. O’Dwyor ]»resenfed to mo 
personally on the 26th August 1009 Your Kxccllency’s esteemed Kharita of the 
6th idem regarding the endeavours made by seditious peopje to spremi tlieir 
nefarious d^/stil^nes in seveial of the Natives StaU's of indin. 

•2. I quite agree with Your Jixcellenoy in Ihiuking that these doclriiies 
are subversive of internal peace and good govermweiit, and th.it the nKilt<*i is 
one in which the interests ol the GovenimiTit of India and of the fndian Fnnecs 
are identical. I am deeply sensible of the kmd cwiisulenif ion with which a ou 
have taken me into your confidence and askorl me to excliaiigc opinions W'ith 
Your Excellency with a view to iniitual <*o-opei'tttion against a cominon danger. 
Once the forces of law'leraness and disowlcr are let thei*e is no knowing 

where they will stop. It is true that coinpawHl with the enonnous population 
of India tte disaffected peojile are a vexy insignificant minoniy, hut given the 
time and qpportunity there exisU the danger of this small ^nority spreading 
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its tontacles all over the country, and inoculating with its poisonous doctrines 
the classes and masses hitherto untouched hy this seditious movement. 

3. I thanh Your i]ve<*ll<*ncy for telling me that in my dominions there is 
no serious cause for anxiofy at present, and that the result is mainly due to my 
action in dealing witli sfditious manifestations. I trust 1 may not be con- 
sidered an optimist in indulging in the hope that, under God*s blessing, there 
will probably be no cause lor anxiety in the lutuie also My people as a rule 
are contented, pi«icolul and law ^biding, andri can say, with pardonable pride, 
that tlioj are bound to me by ties of affection and loyalty. And as Your 
b'xcelieiicy has been pleased to address me by my inherited title as tlje old and 
valued ally of the Hrilish Government, my people*s loyalty to me means loyalty 
to the British Government also. 1 need hardly say that it has a|.w'ay8 been my 
endeavour to uphold and maintain the traditions of my house. JFrom the very 
outset, my policy has been to trust my people and to show them that I trust 
them. X have abstained from (Causing them alarm hy issuing manifestos 
warning them against sedition. But at the same lime 1 have not been unmind- 
ful of the existing danger ; and a very strict watch has been kept 0}^r Ipcal 
officials, more especially over those who are close to, and miglit lie ia s/mpathy 
with, the ueighhouriiig seditious places in British India. Orders have been 
issued to tile Police and Distiict Magistrates not to allow' any meetings to he 
hold in which there was any likelihood of inflammatory speeches being made. 
Petty officials and other ]K‘(sons having a tendoiiey to sympathise with the 
movement h.avo from tune to tune been warned, and some ot the former have 
been transferred, in oid/ir to break up any attempt to form a clique or combina- 
tion for undesirable purposes. Tlu' head of the EdueationaL Department has 
been specially directed to exorcise strict supervision iifer teachers and students 
and to prevent tlieir particupation iii any political demonstration whatever. 

4). So far, nii> disiilTeeteil jicoph' coming from outside have not been able 
to gain a looting 111 iny dominions. Judicious hut summary action is taken 
under my orders in all such casi's Instances have occurred of disatfeoted indi- 
viduals trom Biitish India arriving here, hut my l^olice have ever kept a care- 
ful watch on tlieui, ami they havo been promptly but qyiotly sent away from 
my territory. Jn matters ot this kind, so far as my own dominions are con- 
cerned, 1 impliedly believe in working quietly hut with promptitude and 
tirmiK'ss. Believing, as I do, in the policj of deportation ot undesirable 
individuals from my doiiunions, 1 need hardly say that 1 am in full sympathy 
with the Uegnlalioii ot JblH whieh J eonsider most efficacious in di^aling with 
persons known to he given to sedition 

5. I am at one with Your Fxcelleney in believing that no«gencral rules 
or general course r»t action could he laid dowm^s regards the Native States of 
India. The circumstances ot dilloiviil States are so diversified that one general 
policy for them all wouhl not eerlainly be desirable. I am also in thorough 
agreement with jour \ lews that eacli State should work out its own policy with 
reference to local condiuoiis But it is necessary that there should he ])erfcot 
co-operation in siieh niatteis as uixulating information and surveillance of 
individuals suspected of propagating stnlitioii. X’or this purpose 1 would ask 
Your Excellency to allow' jour Criminal Investigation Department to corres- 
pond directly and lieolj' 011 all such subjects with my Inspector-General of the 
District l\dico wild may he trusted to exercise discretion and ju«^smeut iu such 
matters, it is obvious that unless this pioeedure is adopted, dclajCTire likely to 
occur m obtaining intormation as regaids the arrival or departure of su.spccted 
individuals, in tlie same manner I will issue orders to my Police to correspond 
freely in such matters with the Police in British India. 

6. Your Excelleiicj has been so kind as to ask inj* advice in regard to 
measures which may prove elTectual in keeping outof Native States the insidious 
evil of stditioii, and the manner in which Your Excellency should assist towards 
this end. Mj' know ledge of the conditions obtaining iu different Native States 
lu India is very limited, hut if I may venture to express an opinion it w*puld be 
that Y'our Exoellenej' should ns otton as possible write to some prineifial Huling 
Princes and cofit.ult with them as regards all important matters touching 
the welfare of not only the Native States but also the Indian Empire as 
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a whole. I look upon the Native States in India as the pillars o£ the 
Empire, and. I feel sure that the Ruling Princes will prove worthy of the 
confidence and trust that may bo reposod in them. Indeed it cannot he 
otherwise ; because as Your Execlleney rightly observes m your Kharitn, the 
interests of the Government of India and ot the Ruling Princes in India are iu 
this respect quite identical. 

7 . There are, however, two or three suggestions that I would make fok 
Your Excellency’s consideration : — 

(1) The Government of India as well as^he Provincial Governments 

and Indian Durbars should ns often as possihle issue Press Coni'* 
inmniquds for the purpose of ofHcitiily contradicting or cormeting 
allegations or exaggerated reiiorts, and call upon the nows 
papers that publish siich things to print formal coniradiciion or 
wirrection as directed, it is no longer safe or %sirable to treat 
with silent contempt any perveqj^ siat-omeni which is publicly 
made ; because the spread of educatiim, on the one hand, has 
. ^i^oreatinl a general interest in the news of the country, and a 
s^iliou dt the Press, on the other hand, deliberaUdy disseminates 
news calculated to pramoti; enmity between Europeans and 
Indians,^or to excite hatred of Government and its olllcors in the 
ignorant and credulous minds. Oflicial warnings to editors, 
publishers, proprietors and printers of the offending papers would 
also have a salutary effect and would probably often save the 
necessity of public prosecutions which m:^ possibly do more 
harm than good. * 

(2) 'Hie Nati\e States should prohibit all clubs, Hbrarics and other 

institutions from subscribing to any papers or journals believed (o 
be instaumontal in spreading sedition, and olUcials subscribing 
' to or taking in such literature should be told that they would be 
looked upon with disfavour. I have myself taken the initiative 
in this matter and ha\ e issued orders to that effect. 


(3) I am also inclined to think that itinerant agitators (often disguisinl 
as Sanyasis) are not watched as thoroughly as they should he. 
Sucli persons should be followed from province to proviiicc and 
regularly handed over for surveillance 

8. The experience that l*hnve acqumnl within the last 25 years in ruling, 
my State, encourages me to veniuro upon a few observations which X trust will 
he accepted in the spirit in which they are offenul. I have already said that my 
subjects are as a rule contented, peaceful and law-abiding. X'or this blessing I 
have to thank my ancestors. Tfley were singularly free irom all religious 
and racial prejudices. Their wisdom ani^ foresight induced them to employ 
Hindus and Muhammadans, Europeans and X’arsis alike in carrying on 
the administration, and they reposed entire confidence in th(*ir oflicers, 
whatever religion, race, sect or creed they belonged to. Jlencu it b»llo.*i*d 
that ii^ the early part of the last century Kaja Cliundoo Lai was MitiisIoi 
of Hyderabad tor over a quarter of a century. The two Daltardais 
(Record-keepers of the State) were Hindus whose desceTidaids still enjoy 
the jagirs, offices and lionours conferred by my predeccHsors. InluTiting 
ns I did the j^psHcy of my forelicars, I endeavouml to follow*iu their ffsdsb'ps. 
My present^inister, the highest official in the Stab*, is, as Your X/xodlcnc}^ is 
aware, a Hindu. One of my four Moin-ul-Mahams is Mr. Casson \Valk»jr 
whose services have been lent to me by the Govornmeiit of India 'I'lie Sconi- 
tory to my Government in the Revenue Departincut is Mr. J>unlop who has 
retired from the British service and Mr. JIankin, wbo is a Govornoumt ol 
India official, is the Inspector-General of my District J’olu e, Alilioiigli 1 am 
a strict Sunni myself, some of ray Muhammadan jioblcm<?u aiul high officers of 
the State are Shias. Arabs and other Muhammadan races number among rny 
Slate offices. Hindus of all sccU, cwieils, and denominations serve in my 
State and many hold high positiom. 1 he Revenue administration of one half 
of my States at present entrusted to Iwo Parsis who are Sq^sadars (Cornmis- 
atonexs of Divisions). It is in a great measure to this policy that 1 attribute 
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the contentment and well-being of my dominions. Your Ex<»llenoy will, 
therefore, quite understand bow gratified 1 was to learn of the wise, generous, 
and liberal ])oliey pursued by Your Kxeellency and tl»o Secretary of State for 
India in giving elTcet to tin* principles, announced in the Queen’s Proclamation 
<»f 1858 and solemnly r(*aflirm(*d ui tbc King-* mperor's giacions message to 
the J’rinccs and P<*oples f»f India in 11)08, by appointing an Indian as a member 
of Your Executive Council and two Indians as members of the Council of .the 
Secretary of State. 'I'bis blieral policy as also the enlargement of the Legisla- 
tive Couneils will, J <'ariie«.lly*i*ru8t, sorve^To allay the present unrest and to 
remove altogether the seditious movement which is happily confined to a very 
small minority. 

9. 1 am a great believer in conciliation and repression g9>ng band in Iiand 

to cope w'ith tbe present condition of India wbieh is but transitory. While 
sedition should bg localised and iiioted out stei uly and even mercilessly, deep 
sympathy and unreserved leliav^c should manifest themselves in all dealings 
with loyal subjects without distinction ot creed, caste or colour. 1 am exoeed- 
ingly glad that this view has commouded itself to Your Excellei m^ and. I feel 
sure that the Indian Emjiire has now entered on a new aiM lirigtete^^a of peace 
and prosperity under the benign reign of iJis Majesty the Kiug-Emperor.

After oomph ttient ft — I beg to acknowledge tbo receipt of Your Excel- 
lency’s Khurita of the 6th August intimating that in Your Excellency’s opinion 
tl.e time had come when concerted action should he taken between the Gov- 
ernment of India and the Ruling Princes ngainst all persons endeavouring to 
spread seditious dootrincs and to incite ft'cUngs of liO'-tKity among the people 
against the const it uted forms of Government. 

So far as my State is cemeerned I am happy to be able to inform Your 
Excellency, with tbo utmost confidence, that tbe baleful disease of sedition is 
■absolutely unknown and, so far, no members of tbc party of sedition, eitlier 
openly or disguiscdly, have attempted to preach tbeir noxious doctrines among 
my jieoplo. They probably were all aware that any such attepjpts would not 
be tolerated for a moment and that, if made,^tho persons concerned would be 
immediately turned out of the Sta^. 

Knowing that niy people were engrossed in their own agricultural pursuits, 
that only an infinitesimal minority ever read a newspaper and that tbe 
knowledge that in certain remote parts of India a disloyal faction bad endea- 
voured to foster ill-feeling to tbe British Government and had even perpetrated 
murderous and violent acts was confined to a few of tho higher and official 
classes, I, at first, did not consider it desirable to excite tho cUildliko 
cuiiosity of my people to know what it was all -^about, and thus draw 
their attention tm the faot that such feelings did unfortf^&tely exist 
and that unlawlul acts of sedition had occurred in India,^%y promul- 
gating throughout the State special orders dealing with sedition and with 
exjilosive suWanccs. Moreover, tho promulgation of such orders was not 
really necessary seeing that, although justice is adniinistei’cd on the lines of the 
British Codes, jicrsonal rule in tho Kota State has not boi'ii entirely abandoned 
for rule by logislation and the Kota Courts would have no hesitation in trying 
a jicrson for an otfonce not specially or very definitely defined in the Penal 
Code if directed to do so by the Durbar. 

But although the issue of such orders was quite unnecessary so far as 
the Kota State w as concerned, yet cases of attempts to preach seditmn against 
the British Gowiiment having, been discovered in other Nattve States, I 
thought it desirable to show t‘*e sedition-mongers in other parts of India that 
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bhe Kota Durbar were read^ to do all thoy could, however alight their power 
might he, to assist the British Govemmont, a Government to whom the State 
was bound by feelix^s of the deepest loyalty, devotion and gratitude, to stamp 
'>ut sedition. Such action seemed likely to deter sedition- mongers from 
attempting to visit tho State for the furthornnee of their detestable ideas. 

1 accordingly issued orders on the 26th July 1909, which, 1 hope, will 
effectually prevent an^ attempts in future in my State either to make seditious 
utterances or to commit acts of violence by explosive substances. 

Copies of my orders have, I understand, been forwarded to the Hon*bIe 
the Agent to the Governor-General ami have pcrhhps by now been submitti^ 
for Your Excellency's information, i trust that Your Excellency may be 
pleased to approve of them. 

Special ordora for the prevention and punishment of persons attempting jto 
incite sedition or To commit acts of •violeutic by moans of explosive substances 
cm the lines of the British Acts having thus been promulgated, there only 
remains for me to reply to Your Excellengy's suggestion rogatding the 
advantage to be obtained by oo-opcration in ceitain mattera such as in circa* 
la ting infora^tion and watching suspicious charactors. 

I venture ty%tate that I am entirely in favouf of tho adoption of Your 
Excellency's suggestion which, if fullow'cd, should bo of much practical valuo. 

K 1 am happy to be able to inform Your Excellency that in this respect also, 
avo been so fortunate ns to have been able to anticipato Your Excellency's 
id advice.' The preventive measures nlicady taken should, I think, bo 
Sufficient to prevent i sedition-mongers esiablfsbing any irndiiig in my Stato, 
ind I would only a<ld that the task of watching suspicious characters will lio 
greatly facilitated if information, when available, of the probnblo visit of such 
persons to my Stato can be dloramuiucntod by the British authorities. 

In conclusion, I beg to assure Your Excellency that, if any further Action 
in this matter on my p^rt is dt^sired, 1 will be only too happy to do my utmost 
to carry into effect the w'lsbes which Your Excellency may bo graciously 
pleased to communicate to me.

After cwnplimenta , — I have to thank Your Excellency for your Kharita of 
the 6th August in which Your l^collency asked my advice as to the 
best way of keeping sedition out of Native States. 

1 quite agree with Your Excellency in thinking that the seditionists are 
working not only against the British Admiuisl ration, but also against the 
established order of Government and society. It is apparent that wo are all in 
the same boat and those, therefore, who arc working against tho established 
order of Government are working against us. 

The^ various Native States of India are sfi different to (‘acli otlier in the 
oharacteristiCB o£j.,their peoples and other circumstances of orpial limportance, 
that it is only^Iie individual rulers of these States wlio can gauge ihtisc matters 
accurately in so far as their respective; peoples are concerned. With due 
consideration to these circumstancos, every liulnig Chief must, I supfsits;, 
have, on the lines of the steps taken in this connection by Your Excollonepr's 
Government, already thought out the best means for keeping or rooting sedition 
out of his State. In respect of all this important matter, 1 can, generally 
speaking, think of the following measures 

1. The seditious newspapers to be suppressed and thoir career of mischief 
brought to a summary end. 
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II. Every Ruling Chief to establish, or if need be, <o increase the strength 
of Secret Police within his territory. 

III. All Ruling Chiefs, to co-operate with each other in the matter of 
supplying information and watching bad characters. The Indian Government 
to be kept informed through the Political Department. 

IV. Supervision of teachers in the schools. A little education in 
etiquette and some religious instruction to he introduced into the currioulums 
everywhere, so that propi*T foundation bo laid «;f that loyalty and obedience 
without which education js not worthy of its name. 

V Exemplary punisliihents to be meted out to soditionists whenever 
caught working to attain their nefarious ends. 

As far as my own State Js concerned, I have every hope that the steps 
that have already been taken wdll be fruitful of good results and that my people 
will, Gotl willing, remain as free from all contamination as they did during the 
troubled days of 1867

The peace and benefits which India and the Ruling Princes have enjoyed 
under the kind aegis ot the benign and mereiCiil Britrsh Government are well 
known , and it is theri'lore our bimnden duty to see that nothing should happen 
within our territories that may be prejudicial to the peaceful administration of 
tho empire. 

1 liavi* already issued a notification throughout my State warning all my 
subjects and oflieials against, the spread of .s<‘dirion and di.sloyalty to the estab- 
lished Government and imposing upon them the duty of arresting any danger- 
ous or suspected per‘«on8 \vhencv<*r loutii^ in the State Through Your Excel- 
lency’s kindness no dangerous^jK'Vsons seem to have visited my State as yet, 
but *ir any venture to do so in tho future they will he promptly arrested and 
detenent punishiuent aw aided them and inlormation thereof w'lU be submitted 
to the ]*olitioal Otlleer tor eonimunieation to Your Excellency. 

Prom the cojiy of the notification which I beg to enclose herewdth for 
Your ExcelU'iicy’s kind jicrusal, Your Excellency will, I hope, note tUbt it has 
been printed in tlie Bundi dialect so that everybody might he able to understand 
it and act accordingly.

After compliments,— I thankfully beg to acknowledge the receipt of Your 
Excellency’s kind and^wejeome letter of the t»th August 1909. R^ly I am 
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very much obliged to Tour Excclloney for kiudlv inviting my opinion on an 
important subject which greatly concerns the Indian Government. 

It is evident from some cases of sedition occurred in oertain Native Slates 
that the seditious party is endeavouring to got a footing in the Native States 

As far as I can think I am perfectly sure that no Native Chief in India 
will ever like this disloyal mov('ment getting into his State. 

The loyalty and the devotion of the Indian Chiefs for the benign British 
Qfovemment are well known to Y4^ir Evcelloncy. Moreover as w'ell statcsl in 
Tour Excellency’s letter, I quite agree wiffi Your Excellency that sedition 
and anarchism are injurious not only to the indi.ni Govornnu'nt but also 
to all administrations andtheestabli.sh(‘d order of societ,>, the prevention of which 
is beneficial l^pth to the Painmount Tower and the Indian Chii'fs alike and 
therefore I am perfectly sure that no Chief will ever sympathise with such 
agitators and will spare no means to prevent such agi^ition and punish tho 
agitators. % 

1 am heartily thankful to Y'our Excellency for the assurance Your Excel- 
lency mfc>g i^ *n in the letter about the non-interference poliey of tho Govern- 
ment in the imcrnal affaii's of tlic Native States. 

• 

I beg to inform Your lixeelleney tliat iny State is tjuito free from this 
i sedition and amarcliisiu. My sul)]ects have no sueh disloyal feelings up till now, 
and I pray that the Almighty will always be ]>leasod to preserve their such 
feelings. However as a precautionary measure I Tuive ad<lri»ss»Ml a m<*ssag4* in 
vernacular to my subjects for gcmoral mlorination and^ warning, asking them 
to act up to my orders, to' continue such loyal tcidings towards Mis Majesty’s 
Imperial Government, the translation of which 1 annex herewith lor Your 
Excellency’s kind perusal ^ 

Over and aboT^ this I have ins tiuct<‘d my ofijcors to he always on the 
watch for any suspicious character and to have a very k<*eri eye over his move- 
ments, arrival, departure, &c., and to inform the neighhounng distiiet otneers 
when necessary without any delay, and 1 hope tho neighbouriiig district otfieors 
will adopt the sumeancasure. As lar as 1 know' 1 think 1 have adopted such 
a policy that sedition is not probable m my Stat<‘, and it is not likely that any 
suspicious character if imported from outside may esoa^ic detection and 
punishment. 

I am doubtful how far my humble opinion will meet w ith Y'our Exiid- 
lency’s approval, how’cvcr 1 beg to say that if Your Execlicney sees no 
objection to such a course 1 would like to convene a meeting ot my hnither 
Chiefs of Buudelkhand at a gpnvtmient place to all, and will put hcfoiv' them 
my suggestions regarding the previmtitiu <4' sedition and afti-r diseussing the* 
necessary points w'itli them on the impoidant subject ot inter-statal co-ojier.ii ion 
I shall then be in a positimi to inform Your Excellency of tin* final resiiM of oiir 
meeting, and I hope this will produce better results I nei-d liatdiy iriloim 
Your Excellency that my house lias ever remained loyal to the Jh’ifish (jiov - 
ernment. Tho services rendered by ray anccstois in the tiy mg tlnu' ol the 
Mutiny of 1857 are well known to Your Excellency. As for luyvcll J res]»r*ct- 
fully l^g to inform you that 1 was not wanting iii tho'-e feelings ol loyaliy 
to the British Crowm and as a proof of this my .‘'i*rvn'cs arc well known to 
Your Excellency when in 1893 d.ikaiti w'as raging m ^alil pur and (iwalioi 
territories and was spreading in the whole ot Biindclkhand. On tins and on 
all former occasions my loyalty has been amply' appiceiati'd and rcwardcil by 
the benign British Government from time to lime Ld me assure Your 
Excellency that I alv^nys pray fm th<* jicaii* and j)ies],« uty ol tin* benign 
British rule under whose fostering can* the whole of India enj<iyM every' bless<.‘d 
happiness of justice, order and tranquillity

— It is with cvtrcmo plensiirc and with intonso foolinsfs 
of tliHiikhilnoss that I ackTiowlod^f* Yonr Excellency’s Kharita, dated the 0th 
Ani'ust IJKMl, I'l'i'ardintf the sii|)pre>'*ioii of fecdiliou which is of equal importance 
both to tho J^aivunoiml British Governinont and tlic Kulini^ Princes. I am in 
ahvilnte ayn'emeiit w itli Your lOrcelleucy’s Hew that the time has arrived when 
w’(^ may l»ii! well prepared to w’ork hand in hand with each other in circulating 
information and w at cliini' susjucious characters connected wdth sedition. Of 
course, Yonr I'Xcelhmey has been pl(*ascd to static in your Kharita tliat there is no 
contem]dat ion of formulating nenerlil rules or geiu'ral course of action which 
may involve interf<*rence in tin* internal government of the Native Stateg. I 
for OIK* fully ro.ilisi's Your JCxci'lleney’s sincere feelings in this matter and 
assure YMif I'.xei'llency that no'c lor a moment did I doubt otherwise. 
Purl her I am d(*eply indehted to Y^our Excclleney for offering assistance to 
Nutivi* SI, 'ill's generally and to iny State in parlieular, in case of nced;'’*'lIcJ'e- 1 
need hardly write that my State and mysi'lt are always ready at the service, 
whenc’vor required, of llis Xinpcnal ‘Majesty King Edward VII, Emperor of 
India, and his Empire. 

2. 'J’hero ean ho no ouestion, as Your Excellency expressed in your 
Kharit/i, that tlio party ot sivlilion is eudea\ouuiig to extend its dark and 
malicious o])i‘ralious (‘\ (Ml III Native Sr lies It is a well-know n fact that the 
ondo'ivours ol the soditlTms party are direoh'd not only against the Paramount 
British (Jov<*rnment. hut against all eonstilutod forma government in India, 
tlirough an ahsolutely misunderstood sense of “ I’atrioiisiu ” and through an 
attachment hi the popular idea ol “ (lovernmi'nt liy people,” when ev(*ry levol- 
lieaded Indian must admit that India geni'i’ally has not in any w*ay show nits 
fitness for a jiopiilar (jovernrnent Personally, if I wereto say a few words on 
this sulijeet, I should di'elare th.it it is historically proved and even well realised 
by all sound-miiuled jieiqile that India eannot really attain to the standard of 
popular (loverament as undi'rslood in tlie West. Reasons for this are manifold 
and I fi'el, i may he iligressnig Irom the mam point contained in Your 
Exeelleucy’s Kharita, if I wen* to write those reasons hero m full. 

B. I con'^ider it .v great privilege to havo been asked by Your Excellency 
to*offer my suggestions lor suppressing the seditious movement. Now I proceed 
to make the following few suggestions, which may, I hope, bo of some use in 
dealing with seilition throughout British India and Native Stages, if they 
roeomiuend themselves to Your Excellency. ^ 

(1) Julitcattou — It IS a well-knc^n fact that the germs of the present unrest 
in Iiulia were laid m ih.it benefactor of human race, e/r., education It sounds 
alr.inge, hut then* it exists. It is not that education itself is injurious, but 
much tlepeiuls on thi* juineiplos uuderlving an educMtional movement. 
In my opinion, the higher education, temporarily at least, may be made 
so (h'.'ir as to prevent every ordinary man wlio g(*nerally has not gof the 
instinct for l.iking tho best advimt.ago of education, and tlic wdiolc system 
of education, from primary to higher, may well bo comhiucd, as far as practi- 
cable, with moral uduoation. Personally, I am all for incrcasir^ educational 
institutions for tin* use of the jmhlie ; but I leel that aliove primary education, 
which, 1 must say, ought to b»* as free as po^isible and within the reach of 
almost every jicrsou, it is certainly now-u-dajsa point for discussion as to 
whether higher education may not he made dear. 1 realise the diiliculties of 
this question and w'ould suggest that at least the principles of moral education 
may he more widely attended to in tlic educational line and that cverj head of an 
educational institutiou may be stiictly cUrectcil to prevent hojs and girls from 
reading or olit-uaing seditious writings or mixing with seditious gangs or 
iiwvtings. Of course, a teacher cannot bo responsible for a student alter his 
scUool-lu'ur^ , but it may be cireuiated to all the pai'ents ot the hu^s and 
gills, w ho vMsh to ^iici iheir children in schools or colleges, tliat»they w'iU 
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have to sign a bond for their good and clean conduct in respect of seditious 
movement, before they are admitted, and thus put the responsibility on the 
parents as \rcll Further, all private educational institutions may be* obliged 
to conform to the above-mentioned principles. 

(2) Prass. — Really speaking, a good many of the present newspapers 

in India deserve to bo totally stopped. But there is one point which may bo 
taken fully into consideration. It is this. If the Government stops newspapers 
totally,' there is always a likelihood of more secret sociclias being formed to 
exchange vienrs on maUcious nmW dishonoui^le topics. Hence, the question 
arises whether it is better to allow views on fue movement tt) bo given a fn^o or 
controlled vent to them and thus got an idea of the movomoTit, or to suppress 
the publicity of the views totally and thus gi\o a chance to farther secret 
societies. At^tho same time, Indian ))apors have reached a stage when they 
cannot bo allowed *10 bo publlsl«od without inoixj control, because they have boon 
the cause of gnvitest harm Hence, I suggest that both in^lirilibh India and in 
Native States, the resjjective local (lovcrniuvits may appoint a committee or a 
person or an oUicer to review all <h<* writings of the Press, c'xceph'ng those per- 
taining^) commeree, medicine, health and geni'ral advertisements, and those 
w’viiin^Pthut^urc to he published under the orders of tin* Paramount British 
Government or under the orders of the .Durbars of Hu* Native Stales, before 
they arc published, and thus j)revent the inindH of the people from being 
corrupted lor nothing Further, any violation of laws framed for directing 
the Press, may bo severely and unfailingly cheeked. These remarks may also 
apply equally well to all kinds of publications and writings, such as pamphlets 
and books. ^ 

(3) Summary trials and political punishments . — It is, in rny opinion, 

very ncceasary that stslitious oiTenci's being political olTenccs, Ihoy may be 
disposed of in a summary method and much publicity to the proceedings may 
bo stopped, bccausnthis for nothing creates inisundersiandings and gives room 
for unnecessary criticism. This may lie extended pra<’ti<5ally throughout 
British India by the Paramount Ooveriiraent of India and by the lliiling 
Princes of all tlio Native States throughout their territories In this connec- 
tion, it must he statwl that, whenever possible and advisable, the Political Law, 
on the lines of Act 111 of 1818, may bo enforcwl in more instances and olTonders 
may either be deported to other places from their own native* places or kept in 
local jails till further orders, when it is thought proper to release them. 1 Jay 
great stress on tthese two points and feel eonlidtuii that, though they nyiy 
appear arbitrary ti) some to* start with, jet those methods of dealing w'ith 
political offenders in India are quite suited to the country and the jieojilos and 
may prove of immense help to the British Government and to the Native 
States in the end. « 


(4) Sadhus and Fakirs and others ^of the kind . — Under the guise of 
religious mendicants, it is quite probable that many Sadhus and t'aljrs and 
others of the kind move about preaching or communicating Mslitious views 
Such people may he strictly watched and every person, who susp<M-ts any of 
these religious mendicants m any w'ay connected with .sedition, may he made 
oomfiulsory by law to report the matter under penalty. FiiHlicr, if such 
mendicants live or as^rablc in private houses temporarily <*r pcrrn.uicnlly, flic 
owner of the house may he made by law rcsjionbihlc. 1 he same remarks may 
apply to religious Saroajes or bodies. * 

4. he above-stated are the low suggestions of mine for suppicssing 
sedition in British India and for the Native Princ<*s io do the oarne in their 
territories, which, 1 hope, may recommend thems«5lves to Yfiur J*.x<*clJciicy. 
And I trust. Your Excellency will excuse me il there is d<*lay 111 replying 
Your Excellency's Ehari^a, but 1 can assure Your ExcclJencjr that the delay is 
due to the weighiiness of the subject. 

6. In conclusion, 1 need hardly a.ssuTC Your Excellency of my readiness 
to do my utmost to put down sedition within the limits of my territory and 
whenever necessary to be of help to the Paramount Government (mtside the 
Statej b^uBc I fully realise that the interests of the Paramount British 
Goverpmefft my State are quite identical in this i^attcr, and furthei 
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it is, I consider, my duty to be, tis 1 have said above, ready at Iho service^ of 
Ills lrap(*rml Majesty the Kinij-Emperor, and to put a stop to anything 
improperly said, written or done against Ills Imperial Majesty’s Government,

After comphme^ls . — I beg to acknowledge, with thanks, the receipt of 
Your Jilxcellenev ’s Kharita of the 0th August 1009 

I myself had, some mouths ago, conceived the idea expressed in the first 
part of Y'oiir Excellency's letter alxiut sedition, and dreading lest it* progress 
should re.ach the limits ol my State, 1 had taken such steps as 1 could to 
guard against the contending evil and iullueucc. 

I might add, lor Your Excellency’s information, that on the 30th October 
1008 the .Taora Durbar communicated to the Political Agent in Malw'a that 
“ the Jaora State does not contain either the admirers of Shivaji or the followers 
of 'lilak and Is therefore entirely free from any sedition or mi^phiovous 
agitation. The ruler and his subjects are as ever united and strong in their 
loyaltj, and allcguHlcc to the Crown • • • it there happens \o be any 
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(seditious case) in future, the Durbar would lose no time in dealing strongly 
with t)ie offender and in bringing the matter to your notice**. 

I am very glad to say that w hat I dwlared ton months ago, holds true 
down to this day, and 1 confidently trust that the State shall as biiherto remain 
free from the taint for ovor. 

X beg to assure Your Excellency that any measures other than thoso 
described above which Your Excellency’s Governitumi may suggest or pres- 
cribe shall bo most willingly acted upoji by the Durbar. 

I might also draw Your Exeelleucy’s attention to the Pnvss I admit that 
the Press has much to do in elevating mankind, hut I also think that, without 
restriction or control, the I’ross is as just apt to <'rr on the wrong aide ns 
to mark the rigbt path on the other I might go further and say that 
it is the Press or ceitain jmpers sohdy that have heon the cause 
of widening the gull between the rulers and the ruled, and that«they are mainly 
responsible for the ]iresont situation. 'I’hey Hfcve hoeii the instrnnionts of 
disseminating seditious idca^ and thoughts among (he puhlie. Musses of the 
Indian pop 4 ij|§tion of any soot or creed are lo\al to the core of their heart to the 
Untisli Oovernmd^tfr It is therefoie necess iry that tlth Press should not ho allowed 
Uo play too freely wuth the ignorant puhlie and oxeitc religious feelings and 
np|3cptibilitics of one community against the other. Consequently some 
j||■|Pl'>ure& are imperative to etfeefc a closer scrutiny and control over the Press. 

H My next point is education Religious edueatloii*is the ke 5 f-noto to tlio 
formation of <‘hara<*ter This important hraneh has to he. negh*eti‘d in schools, 
42 pcause owing to diveise creeds and nationalities, the (4o\ormiient cannot 
undertake to impart religious instruction and the people thi*mselves do not seem 
to realise that ideal, as tlieir soh* anxiety i*» to give them English odiuvition as 
soon as their children are lit to receive it With religions education tlterc is 
also a subservience of indigenous language or mother tongue, which keeps hiwk 
the educated youths from imhibiiig properly tlu' noble ti adit ions of their 
ancient lineage and family They join tin* school early where they 
spend only a few hours a day and the rest with had associates at home. 
If residential institutioiF ivero established wiili I'vcry school, it w'lU have a 
beneficial elfoet on the moulding of the ehardcicr of the hoys. As for the 
required funds, the Government cannot, of course, take the whole hiirde.n 
upon its shoulders and the people must come forward to help 
thomsolvos. 

The desirable results may also bo secured in some measure by the se.lcetion 
of good teachers, men wdio are endowed w ith noble ideas, uiatunMl counsel and 
judgment and free from any of^the dangers of a little knowledge It 
matters little to what religion tlicso may* jirofess to belong, si nee the 
analysis of all religions in the world shows in its composition the clemmits 
of the same code of morals and virtue. The piqiils -may safely ho put in 
charge of such good and able hands not during school hours only, hut for 
the whole period of tbeir educational hfe. 

Another cause which has assistixl in bringing on the. pr(*s«‘nt state ol aiiairs 
is the treatment of scditionists according to law Uwclouhtedly tJio Rritish 
Government cannot hut deal with such case.s aecording to law, hut what 1 
mean is that the rigour of the law in particular matti’vs caliMilatiMl to 
endanger the Sovereign*8 prestige should he seterc and quick Regular 
trials like those that have recently been held in Rengal do, in my humhie 
opinion, more harm than good, as the longer the prociicdings are protract<*d, 
the greater are the ohancos for craftiness tf) do its woik. 

I feel under deep obligation to Your J.xcellcncy for jour ho kindly oth rii^ 
assistance to my Stale, and 1 heg to say that wheneAcr J and my State stand in

is indeed ol grave importance both to the Supreme Government and to the 
Native Princes 

2. In the second phu’c, I am delighted to be able to obSbrve that within 
the limits of my State no stMlitious or revorutionary movement exists. On the 
contrary, all my‘^subji‘i ts and odicials love the British Government as much as 
they love me , and should any f'vil-minded persons enter this State clandestinely 
to sow seeds of disalleciion towards the British Government, they will, I 
confidently ])rophesy, meet, wdth scant success and on ligmg ^Sftcctcd wdll 
certainly fare >ery badly indi'ed 

3. 'J'he blessing of peaee under the enlightened and homgn British Gove rn;^ 
mont, w'hich blessing was unknown in olden times, is threatened by this bai^^ 
fill movement ; and it is Ui(‘ duty of every Native Prmcc to readily combimf* 
w'ith the raramount Power to (‘radicate the r.ank growth ol seditious aniM 
revolutionary spmt obsi'nable in a few ungrateful peisons belonging to 
two or three cominhnil les, who have profited the most by the educationy^ 
faeihties graciously olleivd hy the civilised British ^ule 

4 To 1)(* ahli‘ to thwart the inaehinations of tin* party of sedition, we 
must have a clear notion of fheir modtts opentudi The society seems to 
have been divided mfo bmr departments, u/c. — (1) the mechanical, (2) educa- 
tional, (3) the journalistic, and (1) the spiritual 

T) We have tlu'ndore to deal with (1) the actual murderers wlio arc the * 
madcU'iH'd selmol-laiys or collegians; (2) th«' impartejs of national education, 
who literally as well as im‘taphovicall\ teach tlu* y ming idea how to shoot ; 
(3) till* lilt ra-pat nolle joniiialists win* always criticise Government policy 
adversely and fry to make pi'ojdi* hclu'x* that theie is li'galised and systcunatic 
^ loot ill the pri's(*nt , and (1) inissiunari»*s oi ridigious workers who are 

by no moans as innocent as lambs and woik on the religious si'iitimcnta of tbe 
villagers and tlie ignorant, whose niimher is legion. 

6. Now, tlio Penal Code, the Bxjdosive Siih*'tances Act inid other Acts 
passed from time to time for maintaining Ia% and ord('r will look aft(*r the first 
department elTi'Ctiially. Jt is, h«fwev(*r, n(*c('ssa ry to advise that the Govern- 
ment will lose iio time in framing n<*w’ laws whenever the existing legislation 
will be found inadi'ijiiate to copi* with any em(*rgency'. 

7. It has been obs(*rved in a majority of cases that it is among the 
student population that tlie agitation has mostly found a home. The conspir- 
ators have toiind that tbeir older countrymen are not amenable to tlieir preach- 
ings which are apiiareutly sliovlsight('d and ot a disastrous character and 
have theroloro worked on tlu* highly impressionable youthful minds. The 
University rcforfli scheme will deal with this departnvent. The selection 
of teachers, especially of heads ol* schools and colleges, should be carefully 
made, or the young mind w ill be allowed to be poisoned till the disease will 
become ohronic and incurable. 

8. The Newspaper (Incitement, to Offences) Act deals with the journals 
which are too patriotic. But legal technicalities which are growing more and 
more complex every day afford so many loop-holes through which the offenders 
often escajK* when prosecuietl. This therefore ni'cessitates the organisation of a 
press censorship in this country. Under the present circumstances, the courts 
of justice on the publication of seditious matter in a paper can rul^whether it 
should not cease to exist ; but, as pointed out above, tbe court’s decision 
iB hampered ffj legal technicalities of an intricate nature, ihe formation 
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of a oomraittee of press censors should act as a wholesome control on cheap 
and nasty journals. So much for the third department. 

9. But the last department of the society of sedition, eiz.^ tho spiritual 
has not been hitherto paid any attention to. 

10. That Hindus and for the matter of that all oriental peoples are swayed 
more by religion than by anything else is quite patent to tho party of sedition 
as it is to the Government themselves. Tho latter have hitherto ndoptt'd, and 
rightly adopted the policy of aliening tho different oominiinitics perfect freedom 
in the matter of their religions belief^ 80 miudi so that even public nuisances 
have been tolerate<l if committed by any sc'ctiof^in the name of religion. As 
an example in point, the feeling of tcmlerness to animal life, oven vermin life, 
shown by Jains and some 11 nidus has boon respected by Government to such 
an extent that th^ refrain from enforcing tho destruotion of ruts recommended 
by eminent memcal * authorities ^as a preventive measure against plague. 
Perhaps so far tho Government have boon acting wisely ; hut when it is 
noticed that seditionists arc seeking to connect l^eir aiiarchicar movement with 
religion, and the political Sadhii is abroad, it is nigh time to change the policy 
of non-inte||forence in so*cnUed religious affairs. 

11. In thi^wamo of religion the Thugs murdered innocent people, but 
Government was not deterred from oxtermvnating tliuggism from their anxiety 
gal; to interfere with so-called religious beliefs. Kuti also has been abolished, 
iBugh it had been practised under the samriion ol religious hooks. 

12. The now religion which is being now preached *by so-called religious 
IsBOciations under tho pr<‘tcnep of reviving old religions is nothing but the 
cult of the swadeshi, tlic adoration of the motherland, self-jespect, worship of 

like Shivaji, and the doctrine of India for tho Indians only. 

13. It pains rao to vfrito as above ; but already religion has played a 
prominent part in this matter, for ndigious hooks wei’c found in almost every 
iiearch made for weapoiTs and bombs The rdlc of the priest or the Sodhii is 
most convenient, and rulers have bowed and do bow to religious preachers, 
riicse iicoplc generally distort tho real import of religious pnscepts and thereby 
vitiate the public mind. I'lie founders arc sly enough to flatter the Govern- 
ment by an occasionaV address breathing loyalty and friendship ; but it is 
essential to check this sudden growth of piety and religious propaganda. 

14). These are my views of the present state of affairs. I have expressed 
them freely. 

15. To recapitulate, then, * wo must watch suspicious characters and not * 
allow them to enter our States and combine in circulating information about 
bhe movements pf such people. We must exercise due care in the selection of 
it least the lieiids of tho education|fl institutions, schools and ctdleges. in the 
absence of censorship the Native States mus4 prohibit the circulation in their 
territories of tho papers whose one. object is to decry ev<*ry thing British. We 
must view with suspicion any sudden grow’thnf religious activity and wo must 
set a good example h^ |>ublicly cxpre.ssing our horror of siMlitious and anarchical 
movements j and this is the duty wo owe to tho British Government who have 
sGcurod4o lis our possession of the States w'o rule over

After compliments.— 1 write to acknowledge the receipt of Your Bxcel- 
lexioy *8 Kharita, dated Simla, the 6 th August 1909, which was delivered to me 
by the Besident, Colonel Showers, on the 21 th ultimo The subject w not quite 
new to me, as 1 have been watching during the last two years, with great concern, 
the trend of events in British India. The campaign of vilitication and ^lumny 
directed ungratefully against the Paramount Power and its officers, whose sole 
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objpot is India’s peace and ])rosperity, has been for a Ion" time prosrouted by 
professional liludlcrs whose wicked industry has been aided by the intrigues of a 
few disappointed and over-ambitious young men. Tiie evil has spread ; it has 
infected certain Native States; and recent events of violence and la wit- 
ness such as have hliockod humanity, go to show that the party of sedition 
has not j’l't slackened its i^fforts, mxuih less abandone^d them The Ruling 
Princes of India, even more than the Paramount Power, are interested in 
stamping out tin* evil, and no one is bethw supplied Avith n capons than they to 
scatter and def<‘ai the forces of anarchy should they make appearance within 
their dominions ^ 

1 feel quite tlattered in liemg asked to co-operate with the Paramount 
Powi'r in lighting a common enemy ; and I take this occasion to assure Your 
Bxeelhmcy that no sacrifice will be deemed by me too great to make in the 
mtcresls of th(‘ Government, Inisc proteej,ion and friendsTiip my State has 
uninterruptedly enjoyed for lU'arly a century. 

As rivgards the pre'^ent p(v,,tion of affairs in my State, t fully believe that 
it is absolutely free so far from the taint of sedition, such ns 1 have descrihod 
above ; and that the jirop.igators of anarchical doctrines have novjw thought it 
safe to dir<‘ct their mischievous a<*t ivities in any part of termory 1 do 

not apprehend that any of my siih^'cts will <*ver he tempted into the criminal' 
folly of entertaining ieelings of disnIVeetion and ill-will against the HritL^ 
Ooveniment , hut uhat I do fear is that tin* malignant insanity nliieli 
atleeted certain seetums^if the community in Hritish India will, if not checlfflto' 
at its sonrei', eontmm* to spriMil through the land, and some of ni} pi'accfi^ 
Huhjeets may unwijtinglx he invol\ed in the misehiei it is als<» piohalile that

1 am awari* that much of the anarchical propagai^da is dilfused under tlic 
scductiN c name ol religion, and hence in a gre.it measure the ditliculty of 
detecting crini«‘ ol this kind. 1 (Uitiicly concur with Your Excellency that 
rather tluin wait for the advent ol the cmI, it would he wise to conceit measures 
hi time tor its prevention 1 have diiected my Council to include in the 
schedule of olTenees all acts and omissions which have been made penal in 
Itritisli India under the Evplosixe Suhstanees Act, J908, the Newspaper 
(Incitement to Ollimei's) Aet, IbOS, the Pn ’'ontion ol Seditious Meetings Act, 
11)07* offences ol tins nature will lie ct»>^'idered eqiiallx penal whetlier com- 
mitted or intended to he eomnii'fted in Kisluingaih or Hritisli India 'Ihe pro- 
ceduw, which 1 pi-opose adopting with respect to sueh seditious cases tliat may 
come to light, is that all trials will he held in a summarx w’ay, by this Court in 
my State that <*an pass the highest, stuiti iices ; and that all sentenees passed will 
bo liual, subject onlj te my conlinnatioii I eannot but think that long 
draw'u-out trials m sueh eases are an encouragement to, rather tban*a deterrent 
against, the eoutinuauee of these ollenei's 1 will fuither order that it will 
bo obligatory upon every suhjeet of mine to give lorthwith to the nearest 
Magistral? or J’olice Ollieer iiiforiiiatioii ot the commission or intention to 
commit any of the offences alluded to above, wbidhcv in Kisbangarh territory 
or British India. Any one withholding infonnaliou will be seriously dealt 
with ; so also any one harlioiiriug or si^namiug an olfciider of this class, 
whether ho be iny subject or not. 

To make my >iews universally known, I also propose issuing a proclama- 
tion on the occasion of the Dasehra, when all my nobles and high officials 
will bo assembled. I will then emphatically proclaim my utmost abhorrence 
and detestation of the vile deeds recently enacted in British India and 
England; and I will exhort my subjects to helji me m keeping out of my 
territory the euoiuics of the British Government under whos& aogis I am 
enabled to macjjiaiu a just and jirosperous rule in the State. « 
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In circulating information and watdiing suspicious cliaraoters, I am 
wilUng to cooperate with the British Government in any way it may be desired, 
and 1 will now take, moreover, a personal interi^t in the matter, and ho ready 
both in this and any other matter that may arise to devote my utmost endea- 
vours to the assistance of the Paramount Power.

After comphmente , — I write to acknowliHlge, with thanks, the receipt of 
Tour Excellency’s Kharita of the 6th AugiHt, asking my advice tis regards 
measures to be adopted in ronnection w'ltli the mischievous efforts of some 
seditiou^eople w'orkiug in certain parts of British India with a view to create 
disquietude iiMhe peaceful administration oi tlit) British Goiemmeiit and to 
spread their maievoloua mfluonco in other quarters as u’cll. I deeply regret 
.that those ill>advised people, under disguise of doing good to their country, 
phave created an agitation which is dotiimcntal to all good government and 
social administration. X believe, and every one wijl agree with me, that those 
mischievous people are suicidal in their attempts and will bring ruin 011 
themselves. ^ 

Wf It is a great disgrace b> their name as also their religious heliiifs that, in 
spite of the great prosperity India has been enjoying under the British regime, 
those people are acting in sueli an ungratetul way 1 als«) endorse tlu^ opinion 
that such seditious ifihnnpta must he nipped in the hud; and the measures 
adopted by the British Govenimoni wen* undouhtotlly expedient on the occasion 
to preserve the peace of the country. 

All Rulers of Native States should heartily co-opemte in guarding their 
lespectivo subjects fooni mixing with those ilUadvis(‘d people, who devise such 
hateful conspiracies and agitations, and they should try tlieir best to n;alise the 
wishes of the Government of India on this occasion, nor should they allow such 
agitations to spread in their respective UTritories 

I am, however, glad to dfcclure that in my t(*rritory there is no sign of any 
seditious movement at the prestmt moment, and 1 hope tlu^rfi will he none in 
the future too. As this State of Mewar always desires the welfare oL the British 
Qovenunent^ its subjects will ever remain loyal, and will always try to undo the 
efforts of the agitators against tlf^ British Government. In 1 discern any 
signs of such movements, 1 sliall at once adopt strong measures to suppress 
them. I have, with a view to warn my subjects, already issued a proclama- 
tion to the effect that they should not be misled by the wicked advice of 
mischievous agitators against the British Government. 

. Jn conclusion, 1 desire to express the high consideration w’hicli I entertain 
for Your Excellency.

BsoeUency my sinoerest assurance that my subjects, faithful to the traditions 
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of the past, entertain sentiments of profound loyalty and devotion to the 
Paramount Power. It is a matter of no less gratification to me to add, for 
Your Jilxcolloney's information, that those feelings of loyalty and devotitm 
which both ttie ruling fainilv and its subjects liave cherished as a sacred trust 
since tlie State was recruited under the aegis ol the British Raj have been 
strengthened by the notification which. Your Excellency is aware, 1 took care 
to issue in 1907 as a precautionary measure impressing upon my people in 
the strongest and (‘Icnrest terms'^ ossible that all feelings of anarchy and sedition 
are ruinous to the peace ol the country, and us such are looked upon by me with 
the deepi'st abhoircnee and dctcslaf.ion. 

I need liardl^ suhniit to Your Excellency that, being fully alive to the 
patent fact that it is of vital importance alike to the Paramount Power and 
its leudatories to co-operate in preserving peace and order in the empire, 1 
have, since the first appearance of the signs of disaffection and discontent 
among certain perverted and irrekpousiblo people in British India, not only kept 
a most watchful eye on my suhioets, hut have thought it fit to adopt stringent 
measures to keep uiide8irabl(3 and suspicious characters out of my Sis-J and to 
otherwise guard against any possible dissemination ol any seditious ideas among 
my iieople. 

Wliilo heartily thanking Your Excellency for the honour done me b^ 
kindly giving me an opportunity to express my opinion on the delicate anw 
vexed question of how to Suppress unrest and sedition iu Native States gene- 
rally, 1 venture to slafo that, so far as I am aware, the few incidents of a sedi- 
tious eharacter th.it iir.ght come to notice in some of the Native Srates are by no^ 
means of local origin, being enlireJy traceable to outside evil influence. I, ffSr 
one, am firmly couviueed of the sl.iunch and unshakdu loyalty and devotion of 
the Indian Chiefs and tlieir suhjeefs, and think that seditious movements or 
anything iiuinical to the interest of the British Haj can fifid no fixitiug there. 
But in view of the fact that dangerous elements may enter State territory 
si'orotly and unoliserved and corrupt iiopular minds, if proper watch is not kept 
on arrivals of such elciuents f rom outsuU', 1 consider that the Chiefs should exert 
their personal influence on thiar subjects to prevent their imbibing poisonous 
ideas ol sedition and anarcliy and should put down promptly and with a strong 
band the least s.vmptom of demonstrations that can even be remotely 
connected witli seilit ion and unrest ; that secret and vigilant watch should be 
kept on the iiioi euu*nts of irresponsible an?l suspicious persona visiting the 
State territories; that circulation ol disloyal and infl.imuiafi>ry literatur <3 should 
altogether be put a stop to; and that last, though not the least, particular 
care should be taken to set‘ that ti'uelu'rs and profesirors of schools* and' colleges 
in the several Stales aro men of bii^li icligiou^aiid moral principles, free from 
any doubtful political views and ideals, so that the rising generation, vmder 
their care, may grow to be perfectly loyal and faithful citizens of the Brituh 
Empire. 

But to give a practical shape to these and similar other allied matters 
to aohievo the best results, it is essential, 1 think, for the Chiefs to mutually 
co-operate and to have op]u>ii uniti( 3 s of freely exchanging their views with one 
another. Considering the peculiar nature of the case, tliis seems to me to be 
the most buitabl(3 means by which ])rompt and effective measures could be taken 
to deal with the situation. 

As regards Iho question as to how' the desired co-operation may be effected, 

I leave the matter to Your Excellency deliberation and wise judgment I 
shall anxiously await Your Excellency's advice before 1 take any further action 
in the matter.

Although no signs whatsoever of the misohievous activities of the sedition- 
mongers have yet been discovered in my State, I have always l>een wide awake 
in tms connection, and the State authorities are under instructions to be very 
vigilant and to bo on the watch as regards the movements of any suspicious 
characters. Moreover, with a view to dealing promptly with any case of 
■edition that may occur in the future, as well as to minimising any chances of 
such an emergenoy arising, I hav9 issued cgitain orders, a copy of which is 
herewith enclosed for favour of Your !Exenllency*s perusal. 

1 feel highly honoured at Your Excellency asking my humble advice in 
the matter. 

My humble opinion is as follows : — 


(a) A regular system of exchanging information between the Native 
States and the British Pulioe should be established, and whenever 
necessary these reports regarding the movements of seditious 
41 ^ characters should bo made by telegram. 


(6) Ai™e newspapers likely to publish seditious articles should be 
severely censored, «.e., more than they are now. 

(c) I have been observing carefully the judgment passed on persons 
who have been convicted of sedition, and in my humble opinion 
they have all been too leniently dealtViih. 

I assure Your Excellency that my State will always bo at Your 
l^^cellency*s service and we will spill our blood if need bb.

2. I leipm from newspapers that the seditionists have endeavoured Jk> 
gain a footing in certain. Native l^tates, but 1 believe they have been foiled. 
am glad to say that there has been no trouble in my State. My people are 
loyal and I have beard of no attempts being made in that nefarious direction 
in my territories. Should any steps lie necessary exeeutivo or legal action can 
be taken by me at once, and I wish to assure Your Excollenoy that the Itowah 
Barbav wul always most gladly co-operate with tho officers of Your Excel- 
lency's Government in the suppression of the seditious propaganda and political 
mrime. 1 have warned my cnief officers in tho districts and at the bead- 
quartors to keep a eareful watch over suspicious characters so that action may 
be taken here, if necessary, or information circulated to Goyeroment officers in 
British India.

I hare been watching with much concern the movement set np bj 
sedition^mongers in certain Native States ; but ns regards Marwar, it is needless 
for mo to’ assure Your Excellency that they will be given no quarter. 


3. At present their modtia operandi seems to be — 

(1) the criminal use of explosives ; 

(2) the preaching of sedition ; 

(3) the dissemination of seditious writings, whether by leaflets, pamphlets 

or periodicals ; and 


(4) malevolent criticism of the actions of the Supreme Government. 

4. With regard to (1), I h.cvo already taken the necessary steps by pro- 
mulgating an Explosive Act m May last It is my sincere belief that the 
stern attitude adopted by the Durbar will hardly afford any one the opportu- 
nity of creating a depAt for, or of keeping or using any e:;j)losives in this 
country, or of finding shelter in Marwar after they have been guilty of 
any of the offences ^included under the said Act. To place matters on a consti- 
tutional basis, I am, with the eT\|’rj concurrence of iny nobles and people, 
passing an Act making actions falling under categories (2), (3) and (4) penal, 
and 1 take this opportunity of submitting a copy of the same for Yynr Ezoel- 
lenoy’s inlormation. . 

C. I would at the same timi' »sk Your Excellency’s Government to in- 
oludo offences under sub-heads (2), (3) and (4) in article 5 of our Extradition 
Treaty.

0 For offences that aio likely to fall under sections 3, 8, and 9 of my 
Act, 1 Mould feel ohlined, as Y our Excellency has foro-shadowod in the 2nd 
paragraph of Your Exeelloncy’s Khnvita, if Iho Criminal Intelligence Depart- 
numi he ordered to funiish my Durbar with such information as may nnabl?

After eomphmrui« — In acknoM lodging the rt'ccipt of Your Excellency’s 
Kharita of the Cth August last, I desire to express my appreciation of the 
confidence which Y'our Excellency has rejiosed in me by writing so frankly 
and fully on the subject of ** Sedition in the Native States of India”. The 
question is ontj which baa lioen the subject of anxious consideration ol! my 
part, and I can assure Your Excellency that I shall never relax my efforts 
to prevent the nefarious doctrines ol sedition from taking root in Mysore. 
I welcome the opportunity which Your Excellency has given me of expressing 
my opinions on the* subjoot with a view to our mutually co-operating against a 
common danger. 

It is, as Your Excellency points out, impossible to contemplate the 
adoption of any general rules or general course of action, and 1 trust therefore 
that Your Excellency will be satisfied with a general assurance on my part 
that 1 am resolved to deal promptly and rigorously with anarchy and sedition 
in whatever shape it may present itself within the borders of my State. No 
preacher of seditious doctrines shall be permitted to poison tho minds of my 
subjects, and 1 shall piximptly repress any attempt to sow the seeds of sedition 
either by prosecuting the offending individual under the orixninffl law qi 
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bj expelliiup him from my dominians. My own magistracy and police are on 
the alert to. discorer and report the ad rent of all seditious preachers, and I 
shall, if necessary, issue renewed and stringent orders on the subject. It is 
not, howerer, aumofent in my opinion for the Ruler of a Native State to 
merely discountenance the open preaching of sedition, for 1 hold that every 
Ruling Chief is bound to let it be clearly understood that he will view with 
strong displeasure any person, however high his rank and however valuable 
his public services, who in any way associates himself with doctrines which 
have produced the welbknown extremist party m British India. 

I shall not hesitate to express my reprobation of the entertainment of 
extremist views whenever an occasiodPshould ariee. 


As regards, seditious writing? in tho newspapers, 1 have armed myself by 
means of the Mysore Newspaper Hegulation with ample and unrestricted powers 
to prevent the circulation, through tho press, of anarchical and seditious propa- 
mn^ among my subjects T venture to oliserve in this connociion that the 
distinguishing 1 nature of tho above Regulation is tho ^complete power 
which it gives to the Executive Government o||^my State to deal with the- evil 
against which tho Regulation is aimed. From my point of view it seems a 
cardinal in a country like India to tie the hands of the executive in 

dealing with tlu^scdiiious press and to allow tho tedious, cumbersome and 
^ expensive machinery of the Courts oC Baw to decide tho question of fact 
^bother or not a particular newspaper is seditious and should be suppressed. 
Hi is, I consider, essential that the executive G<*vernment should have a 
^ee hand to deal promptly and vigorously with (HM^tioiis journalism without 
lany interference from the Courts of Law, and I earnestly commend thia 
prominent feature of the Mysore Regulation to Your Excellency’s consider^ 
imijion. ^ may conclude tliis portion ol ray argument* by assuring Your 
Excellency that 1 have loivid tills Hegulation a most useful and oifioacious 
weapon against sedition. The attacks which have bc'cn made in tho press 
upon tho Icgislatioi^ in question have caused me no concern, foi^ 1 feel 
that it is only tho actual evil-doers who will bo affected by tho now law and 
that no really loyal subject need apprehend that his legitimate rights will lie in 
any measure curtailed thereby. 1 am convinced that the Regulation was a wise 
and most necessary measure and 1 have no intention of modifying it. 

Your Excellency refers in the second paragraph of tho letter under reply to 
a necessity that may possibly arise for the Indian Princes to combine with the 
Oovemment of India in some matters such as circulating information and the 
surveiHance of individuals suspected of sedition. On this point I need hardly 
say that 1 should give my moat careful consideration to any further sugges-* 
tions that it may occur to Your Excellency’s Government to make to me. 1 
myself contemplate introducing on Bt'itish Indian lines a more careful super* 
vision over the publications of the«vomaoular press of my province by means of 
periodical extracts translated from the various newspapers and printed for 
circulation among the principal officers of tlie magistracy and police. 

In conclusion, I may fairly claim for* my own people that tlicy have always 
retained a vivid recollection of tho many benefits which Mysore has received 
from ij^ritish rule. 'With the exception of an ebfillition on the part of tho local 
press' (the handiwork of a very small and irresxionsible set'tiou of the 
educate classes among my subjects influenced by wild utterances of their 
bretihren elsewhere), which was met and promptly suppressed by th<* enactment 
of the Newspaper !^gulation, I can confidently assert that Nicre an? no more 
loyal subjects of His Majesty in India than the people of Mysore. Anarchy and 
sedition have so far never taken root in my dominions, and ^ 1 venture to say 
that univeraal feeling among my subjects is one of friendliness, gratitude aim 
loyalty towards the Paramount Power. It is my fervent prayer that this 
■entiiiient may long continue. 

I deody appreciate the feeling of consideration for myself to which Your 
Hxtsellancy has given expression. I take this op[>ortunily to express on my 
part ^le great regard which I feel for Your Excellency, anti with feelings of 
ugh eons^eraUon and respect 1 beg to subscribe myself.

— I liavc bad tlio pleasure of receiving, by the hands of 
my friend Mr. Jlosanqiiot, Your Excel lency’*! esteemed Kharita, dated the 0th 
August last, conveying a warning that seditious people are endeavouring to 
establish tbeir evil doctrines and practices in the Native States of India, and 
seeking my counsel as to bow we can best assist one another in stamping out 
the common enemy. ^ t.- 

2. I am deeply con corned \o find that a new element has unfortunately 

been introduced into the country which not only aims at the embarrassment 
of the Hritisb administration, but works openly or covertly agAinst the consti- 
tuted order of society -r 

3. The extent to which sedition has adlually spread in Native States is 

not known to me'’ I was anxious to inform myself more fully on this subject, 
and to know Ibo condition of a^nirs in other States generally, before replying 
to Your Excellency’s Kb.'irita I uas informal, however, through the Resident 
that such information could not he communicated, and I was refer d to such 
reports as had appeared in newspapers. Judging from these*^port8 there has 
been trouble only in one or tuo SStktes, and I trust and hope that the evil will . 
not spread any further Ip 

4*. Your Excellency rightly observes that the interests of the RulmfR 
Princes and the I’aramdunt Po\M‘r are identical, and 1 fully agi'eo with, Your^ 
Excellency in thinking that much good may result from a full, frank and" 
friendly diseussion 6n this grave question It is obviously the duty of ever.^ 
Government to stamp out the forces which make for anarchy and sedition. 

5 Since n*eeipt of Your Exc(*lleni*y’s Kharila I havo obtained full 
information from luy Polu*o Ei'partment, and have aj^o causal a Note to be 
drawn uji by my Alinister, with regard to the lufiuencc which itinerant men, 
mosidy Irom Eritish t(*rritory, have sought to exert on my State, and the 
precautions w'hiidi have h(*on taken. Cojiy of a Memorandum prepared for 
my information by my Mimstcr is enclosed for the information of your Govern- 
ment. The 8uhji*et receives the continuous attention of* my ofiicers, and such 
measures us may he considered needful from time to time will bo adopted in 
tlio future.

Itinerant lecDirers from out.side occasionally visit the State of Raroda 
with the object o| preaching reformation, or gr(.'ator devotion to religion, or 
the encouragement of goods of Indian manufacture, &c. In course of these 
lectures, which are themselves harmless, doctrines are sometimes introduced 
which are objectionable. The Police have instructions to be watchful, 
take the necessary action in such oases. 

2. It appears that in the course of 18 montlis from the beginning of the 
year 1908, there were some thirty visitors, mostly from British India, whose 
movements were watched by the Police. Most of them were harmless leoturets 
who spoko on the Swadeshi movement, on unity between Hindus and Muham- 
madans, on the preservation of cows, on industries, on export of grain, on 
national education and physical culture, on the four stages of life anffl on castc^ 
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on the caste rights of goldsmiths and blacksmiths, on tho Hindu, Muham- 
madan, Christian and Buddhist religions, on Indians in South Africa, on the 
Vedas and the Yedio religion, and on similar suhjocts. A few of these visitors 
ronke on subjects of a distinctly political character or in a tone which was 
inflammatory ; they were all watched, and soon left tlie State. In some other 
cases, the subject of the proposed lectures was the Suudeshi movement, but 
■8 the speakers were known to bo political agitators, no meetings were 
permitted to be held. ^ 

8. Within the last few years, the Residency also brought to the notice of 
this Government a number ot cases in which itinerant preachers from outside 
entered the State with the object of disseminating their views and doctrines 
among the people, 'llis Uighu^ss’s Govmmmcut have responded to these 
friendly communications in every instance, iiavc supplied information w'hen 
information was asked for, have made, enquires, and liavo taVen tho neoessaiy 
action when any action was called for. ^ 

4, ^tewspapers in this State, w Inch are in their infuncj , and generally 
unixlformea, at^i^ncs write articles in connection with those movements. 
Whenever anything of an objectionable, character is puhlislied in them, tho 
litoiB concerned arc sent for and reprimanded, and in one recent case, the 
liter publicly apologised Cor his indiscreet writings. Tho Rules relating to 
Mnting Presses and NewspajK^ra in the State, frjmied many years ago, have 
^ lecentij^ecn revised in view of the present static of political unrest in some 
parts of British India, and the question of a further revision, if need bo, is 
|i^ayl*bofore the eyes of the Government. ^ 

6. Teachers and pupils of the several oducational institutions in the State 
have hitherto held themselves aloof from associating themselves with jiolitical 
movements, and taking any part in organising and carrying on political agita- 
tion. The principles laid down by tlie Government of India in 1907 with tho 
object of protecting liigher education in India trom lliis danger, w'crc communi- 
cated to Uis liighuess’s Govin'iimciit hy the Resident, and all the exlucational 
authorities in the Stat^ have been instructed to hear them in mind, and act up 
to the spirit of the same. 

6. The Police of the State have instructions to bo vigilant, and to bring 
promptly to notice all matters relating to seditious movements The macliincry 
for obtaining information has rgicently hc'cn reorganised. And witii a view to 
arm tho Police with more effective powers for tho purposes of prevention, an 
amendment of the Police Act is now under consideration

Jijter complimente , — I have been much honoured and gratilied by receiving 
Your Excellency's gracious letter of 6th August appreciating my action in the 
ifnat.'tei* of sedition, and 1 am grateful for the confidence repos^ in mo by 
imiriTig for my advice as to the best way ol kcejiing sedition out of Native btates 
generally. 

2. The question is undoubtedly a grave one, alfectiiig as it docs Gie futuro 
well-being of Tridift , Therefore 1 feel, it particularly behoves those who preside 
over the of people and have large personal stakfis, to <h> all^ in their 

power, to ^grapple with it vigorously till they have solved it satislactonly. 

8. The -gravity of the question is only equalled, if nU surpassed, hy its 
delicacy, at least in the aspect in which Your Excellemyhas asked me to 
approaw it. 
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4. I shall try to give my opinion frankly according to my lights Mid 
experience. 

6. Whatever prO}iortions sedition may have assumed in the country at 
laige, including the Native States, T make no doubt that the personal loyalty 
of the Itiilers of Native States to the British Throne remains and will alwaj^ 
remain unsliaken and above suspicion and also that they all desire peac^ con- 
tentment and prosperity to reign in the land. And their loyalty is only 
natural, as they cannot but mpbse that' the permanent paramountcy of the 
British Government is an indispensable condition of their own existence and 
prosperity. 

6. These sentiments of Native Chiefs cannot but be reflected in their admi- 
nistrations and cannot fail to permeate to the humblest of taeir subjects by a 
natural process. 1 cannot therefore help thinking that in Native States at any 
rate, the number of people euterbtining questionable feelings towards the Britisn 
Government must be infinitesimal, and such feelings wherever they exist must 
be entirely the product of extraneous influences. 

7. The problem, therefore, is : — 

(1) How to prevent the importation into the Native States of ideas and 

feelings not in accord with their traditions, and ^ 

(2) The eradication of those ideas and the punishment of persons guifl^j 

of holding them, if they have found their way in, unnoticed. ^ 

8. A suitable {imondmeut or extension of the Criminal Law hearing on 

seditious movements should he introduced wherever necessary. ' * 

9. Even more effective than the above, wtuild bo the formation of 
“ Vigilance Committees ” composed of leaders of different communities who 
are also men ol staunoh< convictions and arc earnest supp'orters of law and order. 
These 1 now propose ioriuing in my own State and langing them on the 
side of the Durbar for the purpose of inculcating in all, by precept and 
example, a sense of tlie futility and wickedness of brewing disorder and 
anarchy and the wisdom of pursuing healthy avocations and profltable callings. 
These committees might also usefully seivc as mediums for bringing to 
the notice of the Durbar, cases which may baffle their own private efforts. 

10. Along with this, special caro should bo taken to sec that the best 
possible iiilliiences uro brought to bear upon the students of schools and 
colh'ges, and that all engaged in the profossiou of teaching take every possible 
opportunity of mstiihng correct notions into the minds of their pupils. 

11 These steps supplomonted by a piAlie avow.al of the convictions and 
policy of the llulers on the subjebt of sedition, whether in the form of messages 
to their subjects or any other form, couched in unmistakable terms should go a 
long way towaifls keeping the people aloof from any proceeding designed to 
embarrass or w’eakcu the autliority of the British Government. 

As an instance of the salutary (‘fleet of such an appeal or pruolamAtion, 1 
may cite the action taken by mo at the last Singhastha Fair in Ujjain which 
had brought togetlior some 6 lakhs of people of all grades and shades of opinion 
from all p^rts of , the country. 

12. The last point I would touch upon is the importation of seditious 
literature into the Native States. In regard to that, the Native States are 
practically helpless as the evil has to be checked at its source and this can only 
be done by the Government. 

18. To show what measures I have adopted and how the foregoing sugges- 
tions could bo given eft’ect to, I beg to forw'ard, for Your Excellency's perusal^ 
copies of ceiiain papers one of which has, 1 believe^ been already brought to 
Your Excellencv*s notice.

After complimenta, — I beg to gratefully acknowledge receipt of Your 
Excellency's kind Kharita of the 6th August 1900, and to tender my siuoero 
apologies for the great delay in repl^king to the same, which I gi*catly regret 
and which has been due to a cdliibinnt.iQqi^f circumstances and chiefly to 
domestic anxieties and trouble, which, as Your Excellency is aware, culminated 
in the lamentable death of my mother, and for the same reasons 1 beg that 
Your Excellency will be kind enough to furgivc me. 

Your Excellency's consultinc the Ruling Drinces and Chiefs of India on 
such a subject has, 1 feel sure, n^ only honoured and gratiiiod them, but has 
also, I would venture to add, given another pi^f — not. that ode was wanted — of 
the sincere friendship which Your Excellent evinces for, and the genuine 
interest Your Excellency takes in, the Protected States of India and their 
Bulei^, a^ of ^^ur Excellency’s solicitude tlu^t as “ Pillars of the Empire" 
they should take Tlieir proper place and share the rcsponsibilitit^s and anxieties 
of the Supreme Government ; and it is my humble belief that such steps arc 
l^und to result in good both to the Imperial Government and to the States 
^themselves. 

^ sure that no one can but realise that the movement of the party of 

sedition is, as Your Excellency remarks, directed not only against the British 
jkC&feiShient but against all constituted iorms of governmimt and tlie established 
^^er of society and that tlu; matter is one in which the interests of the Paramount 
Power and the Ruling Princes of India are identioal, and I think it* can con- 
fidently be expected ijiat Your Excellency will find — and no doubt ha^already 
found — that the Ruling Chiefs of India will, as in the past, vigorously rank them- 
selves on the side of the Government vvhioh is also that ot law and order. Already 
several instances are forthcoming of tho siaiinch loyalty of the Chiefs and of 
their stepping forth in no hesitating inanniT and doing their utmost to co- 
operate with the Government, where soditiouists have been tried and brought to 
book or substantial measures and precautions have been taken to prevent their 
States and subjects from getting infected by this most objectionable movement* 

And there is every reason why this should be so — from whichever point of 
view the matter may be looked *at. 1 would beg Your Excellency to believd 
that apart from interests being identical, there is a marked degree of true loyalty 
and genuine devotion towards tbeir Sovereign on the part of the Chiefs, aud iltac 
that is very real in spite of the sqgpticism of certain ill-informed aud ignorant 
persons who affirm it to he based on mere selflsli motives and worldly considera- 
tions. Our llindu religion— and no doubt the Muhammadan religion as well— 
teaches us this ; indeed it is one of its first principles, and history bears testimony 
to my assertion even as regards the past and under Sovereigns aud Governments 
that contrast strangely and very difieroutly to our present King-Ernfioi'or and 
Hie Majesty's Government out here. M olives of self-preservation also, loukj ug 
at it from the worldly point of view, necessitate our energetic co-operation with 
the Government in this direction and w'e are also bound by our 'IVeaties to do 
80 . • 

It is difficult to suggest for British India anything more than what has 
already been, and is being, done to stamp out or check the spread of this curse 
wher^— if I may be permitted to say so — ail sensible persons and those who 
have a stake in the country have w'atchcd with genuine admiration and lively 
giatifioation the far-seeing and statesmanlike policy adopted by Your Excellency 
by which while firmly and with a strong hand suppiessing anarchy and sedition-- 
which was so necessary— 'Your Excellency nevertheless declined to bring in such 
rraressive measures as might punish and bear harshly <>n the innocent aud loyal 
tnillinTitf of India and I would iurthcr v«*nture to join in \ oicing the expressions 
of the geillral opinion of such persons that any other method of coping with the 
Critical situaition through which w© have just passed, any show weakness on the 
pert of the Government, any undue or harsh repressive or coercive measures— so 

o 
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Huicidally advocated by those who ill-judged the present times and who failed 
to realise the real gravity of the consequences of the policy they advocated — 
anything likely to have been interpretcil as a breacli of faith on the part of the 
Government of India, or any deviation from the right and honourable path of 
duty in satisfying tlio legitimate aspirations of the peoples of India— to which 
end the Government ol India had themselves, in their self-imposed task of 
humanity, trained thorn and which end appears to have been well served hy the 
introduction of the recent reforms — any such measures might easily have ended 
111 the most serious results anil^-iconsequcfices affecting not only India but the 
Empire as a wdiole — situation, the dealing with which would not have been in 
the hands oi the ill-ud vised and irresponsible persons who advocated a different 
policy, but which uould have landed the Govornraent of India and His Majesty’s 
Government in England into an extremely difficult and awkwhrd position. In 
short, so long as the Government of India adhere to the present policy of dealing 
firmly and proinfitly w'itli nil seditionists and seditious movements, and at the 
same time tompr'ring it with kiihlness and parental solicitude for the loyalists 
and the innocent, and even magnanimously showing mercy in deserving cases, 
there ought to he and can ho no cause for any anxiety in any Oven though 
as Your Excelleuoy remarked in a recent speech there are stiii rocks and shoals 
ahead. * 

The only other step that seems to he called for at the present raomenM 
is some measure to put a muzzle 011 that portion of the venomous press i:i^ 
India whioli does so mucli harm and w hie 1 1 is to a groat extent rqsn^^ iwMtf l 
lor all the serious unrest and violent crimes in India. 

As for the Protected States, apart from what has already been done 
many States and what doubtless is being, and will h(^ done by the remaining in 
the way of practical measures, a few suggestions occur to me w^hicb, with great 
difTidoiide, I heg to offer to Your Excellency for what they may be worth, and 
before doing so, the remark on my part seems hardly to be called for to the effect 
that any matters connected with the States and their Eulers must, of necessity, 
have a personal bearing for myself also, hut 1 hope Your Excellency will believe 
that it is lor nounuortiiy selfish motives— though self-interest naturally with all 
human boiugs must always he a consideration— *-that I propose bringing them 
forward here, but I do so because i Jeol that it is my duty, in accordance with 
one of my essential principles, of respectfully yet clearly and frankly putting 
forward my views aiul suggestions and I honestly believe that, in the event of 
those proposals being seriously and, as I hope, favourably considered by Your 
Exccllouey, they cannot but result 111 substantial advantage to all concerned 
and will go a long way towards bringing about a better state of apairs. 

1 . Jtistlie universal experience of ev^iy one wdio has had anything to 
do with our States that no person, •whether an official, or a noble, or a private 
gentleman, can render any signal or really useful services to the State or its 
llulor or come to wield any beneficial influence of any importance unless his 
prestige and position is placed on a high pedestal so to speak and this is greatly 
influenced according to the ('onsideration and support given to him by the 
Killer of the State and his Durbar I believe I am not going agaiflst the 
general consensus of opinion entitled to any weight when 1 say that as in the 
post as w'ell as 111 recent times, so in the future also, in all times of stress 
and storm, the Hiding Piinces and Chiefs are destined to play a prominent and 
honourable part in the history of the British Empire in India. It is true that 
loud protestations of loyalty shouted from house tops are of no value— 
perhaps this has been too much overdone already by certain interested 
communities to jiermit of much reliance being placed on them — but Your 
Excellency w ill bo the first to realize that the loyalty of my community— the 
Kuling Chiefs — which has stood the severe tests of the Mutiny and all these 
jears is not a hollow' sham but something that is genuine and real and, should 
the time come again, it can confidently be assorted that we can he depended 
upon and we shall give further pi'oofs by deeds and not by w'ords alone. In 
ordinary times or those intermediate peiiuds like the present, we havesit in our 
pow or, and w e co^ider it a privilege, to render in our own States oundutiful help 
to theGoiernm^of His Majesty the £ing-£mperor in India. ButXhaveoften 
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felt that we might make ourselves further useful, did oircumstanoes ]|^^)rmit, or 
were we placed in the position, of being able to render sorno services in British 
India also. ^ One often notices cries in the papers and elsewhere for influential 
and responsible people coming forward and doing something more than mero 
talking in supTOrt of the Government and denouncing disloyal movements and 
seditionists and, if my memory serves mo right, some feeble attempts have, at 
times, been made, sin^e the disturbing element made itself visible above the 
surface in India, to constitute Societies and Bodies of Ruling Chiefs and 
Territorial Magnates, &o., to oo-qperato with Government and by tours, 
speeches, &c., to remove the misrepresontatiflIfP deliberately spread about the 
Government and to disillusion the people from the deception practised b^, and 
to expose the base motives and real character of, the agitators and seditionists. 
But after the flfst announcement, one never hears anything more aliout such 
leagues and societies*; and the good they could have done, or are doing, must, 
it is feared, be very limited indeed. Thanks to the education and training 
imparted to our younger generation of Ghief%wo arc beginning to look beyond 
our hitherto limit^ spheres and take due and real interest in the affairs of the 
Empire,^yid some of us will no doubt be found who u ould desire to take 
a more aotivc^apersonal as apart from official^^part in the attempt to co- 
operate with Government and like the bjg men in l^lngland who — not neces- 
sarily forming part of the Government — discharge their public duties, would also 
like to see whether wo could not do something useful by going about British 
Indi a addressing audiences, speaking to people, and by all other practical 
13&Rii^ayj;empt to destroy the seeds of poison sown by seditionists and agitators 
counteract their baneful intluonco. In short, instead of our merely acting, 
pshitti erto, on the defensivet we uouUl now like to embark on an offemtee 
campaign. Whether any success would attend this, no one can really say ti'i 
the experiment has actually been tried. 

But as in the I^tected States, so in British India-— and perhaps even mon 
BO in these democratic days of socialistic tendencies — ^no one could wield any 
wholesome influence unless ho is looked upon as a person of importance and can 
command the respect due to his position and befitting his rank. Although — I 
believe 1 am right in sa;^ing — it is a fact that the majority of the people in 
Brtish India are, on the whole, favourably disclosed and sympathetically 
inclined towards us, it is perhaps only to be expected that the significant 
minority of the disloyalists and agitators — who do not love my community — 
do all in their power to belittle our worth and importance and attempt to sot 
popular feeling against us, by hook or by crook, and to hold us up to ridicule. 
The correctness of tliis assertion would, 1 venture to say, bo corroborated by 
the storm and outcry that is invariably raised and all the things that are said 
about, as well as the epithets ^pit are applied to, us in certain newspapers 
whenever any one of my community writeA or does anything in support of tho 
Government or against the propaganda of agitation, sedition, and disloyalty. 

I have no hesitation in saying that all the Chiefs' gratefully realize that 
under the mgis of Your Excellenoy*s rule, a very great deal has already been done 
to l\plp them and their Durbars, and to smooth over diftioulties and matters of a 
nature which caused them inconvenience and anxiety But m spito f>f tliat 
perhaps my oommuuity are too sensitive and perhaps we are wrong, yet, 
whatever it may be, the fact remains that tho feeling is that, for diverw reasons 
of several years* standing which it would be as unnecessary as it is out of 
place to touch upon here, our dignity and importance has gradually diminishal 
to some extent and that we do not now occupy the same position as we did 
some 40 to 60 years ago and we consequently feel that tins fact, to a very large 
extent, detracts from our usefulness and lessons our influence and power of 
doing good and of our contributing our modest quota of help to the British 
Government in maintaining Jaw and order and obecking lawlessness ana 
violence. 

I firmly believe that all the Chiefs will join in tho OTpression of the 
eani68t^bope— and doubtless the kind consideration, sympathj and regard 
Your StceUenoy has already shown, as at the Agra Durbar 'u 1907, will 
• ^ /» D a 
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encourago and embolden them to so hope — that, in spite of the heayy work 
entailed on Your Kxcellonoy eonseqaent on the introduction of the reforms, 
not to speak of the very responsibh* duties of wielding the destinies of the Indian 
Empire with w'hifh jou arc at all times occupied, Your Excellency will bo 
able to And time in the, aln^ very short period remaining of your term of 
Viccroyalty to look into the matter, and to, at least, lay the foundations in 
ooncrote <t 1 ’ restoring tlie Izzat and position of the ( 7 hiefs to their former 
standard. 

II. The second point whicd*« 4 * would ffeapectfully bring forward for Tour 
Excellency’s favourable consideration is that according to present arrangements 
any person taking part even in the most violent or the most seditions movements 
against our States or their Rulers has only to go across into British India to enjoy 
perfect immunity and I am sure Your Exeelloncy’s Governmcrfc would be still 
further putting the Chiefs and their Durbars^ under a debt of gratitude by the 
early considcratiort of the ])oint os to wbctlier or not such persons should bo 
allowed to escape uiijninislied. Apart from the ordinary yet important consider* 
ations of the fact that any ono hostile to any properly constituted government and 
one who is an enemy of all that counts for law and order shouldjjowhtf^ be* able 
to And shelter, there would porliaps not beany tw*o opinions about it that just ac 
is the oasu that all such movements affecting the British Government and British 
India have both direct and indirect oonseqiiencos for the Protected States, sc 
exactly — though t o a correspondingly smaller extent according to the lesser degree 
of our importance — siudi olfuriccs against the States and their Rulers must 
sarily as a matter of course affoet the British Government and BritlSir India 
also ; and further a study of similar anarchical and nihilistic movements ixpoMvn 
parts of the world leaves one little doubt for a]>prehending that the cult of the 
bomb at present dm'cted mainly against olTieers of thb Government of India in 
British India is bound 111 time to be directed against the Rulers of States as well 
as their ow'n oAicers and looking ahead and keeping this inView, it seems to be 
most important and all the more urgently necessary that all persons guilty of 
sedition or any violent attempts against the States and their Rulers, of writing 01 
publishing seditious articles, pamphlets, &c., or otherwise disseminating sedition 
in and against Native States and their Rulers should ho liable to extradition and 
that they should not receive shelter in British India — whether such olTenccs were 
committed in British India or the territories of the Protected States and may I be 
forgiven for respocttully pointing out that this would also bo in conformity with 
the Treaties between the British Government and the majority of the States 
where the stipulation is ]>ut down in the very Arst Article that “ the friends and 
enemies of ono party shall ho the friends and enemies of both parties 

At present sueh olTeiiees are not included in the Extradition Treaties and 
even if extradition could not be arrq^iged or saffbtjoned by Government it would 
seem to be desirable that at least the olTenders should bo duly dealt with in 
British India by the British Government. At any rate it could do nothing but 
good if either of these two alternatives were followed — preferably the former — 
and if it became w idely known that no offenders and persons guilty of such 
serious offences w'ould, any further, enjoy immunity either in British India or 
in the Native States — no matter whether such offences w*ere committed against 
the Govenimont or the States and their Rulers ; and possibly some such con- 
certed action, leaving little h opholc for mischief -making against either party, 
might tend to the e&rlier stamping out of anarchism and disloyalty. 

III. It is extremely advisable that there should be unity of action as re- 
gards the exchange and circulation of information concerning suspicious 
uharaotors as Your Excellency has suggested. Indeed this is a point that I had 
already taken nn on my own account in April last. What appears to me 
to be urgently called for IS that we should be in possession, at the earlieet 
possible oppoi'timitj/t of the particulars of all the movements and actions of 
not only seditious persons but societies, and specially the dangerous ones. 
If possible, it would bo a very great facility if some measures were taken 
to enable us to be put in possession of all the faots, as soon aa^hey are 
known at tlie Criminal Intelligence Bureau, through the Political author* 
ities if time permif^r even direct, in cases of urgency-— copies of such inform- 
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aiion being in due course sent to the local PoUtical authorities also for their inform* 
ation. Brides British India, we are also ordinarily in eoraplete ignorance of 
what is going on in our sister or even neighbouring States until u e hear some time 
later from friends or see the announcement in the papers of discoveries or arrests 
or trials. 

Although a somewhat different subject, yet anotlier matter has a close re* 
aemblanoe with the above. Owing to there being, so far as 1 am aware; no Press 
Outtinga Agency in India, it is difficult for us to come to know what is being 
said or written about us in differeift parts o£,]^dia in the various English and 
Vernaoular newspapers and in many cases, and'for obvious reasons, it is often 
very desirable that Chiefs and their Durbars should be fully posted about such 
oomments, criticisms or attacks. Owing also to the diversity of languages ond 
other difficultiesdt; is practically impossible for thoiu (o collect or got hold of all 
such articles, &o., or their translations. The knowledge of the criticisms 
and comments directed against the Government oi India — many of which w'C 
know to be vilely unfair— would also lie of adHuntage to us and possibly of some 
use to Government also, when, as in some eases, we might he able to refute the 
sanie'shifldd itbo within our ])ower to do so and at the same time it w^oiild 
keep us acquaints with the state of the politicaPatinosphcrc in British India. 

As for what we have done in our Stdte, Your Excellency is aware that we 
were thfi first State to pass an lilxplosive Substances Act in July 1008 and many 
months ago we issiuMl confidential instiuctious to all local and uislrict authorities, 
ibm^^^tforbidding the importation into, or the* possession in, the State, of 
dangeraue? seditious or disloyal papers including all such pamphlets, &o., is also

in this matter and to*exercisc due discrimination between such papers and those 
which, though not of an altogether desirable tone, are not the active organs 
of sedition and the prohibition of wbitdi might do more harm than good by 
magnifying their importance and creating suspicion where none may exist or 
otherwise producing prejudicial effects, and 1 have already taken steps in this 
direction and obtained particulars of such papers through the Political Agent, 
Bikaner. 


be takeu up and 1 have turtlicr under my coiisidarut 1011 the question of 
some of the really notorious and dangerous seditious and disloyal news- 


tiblishcd in India from being biouirht or seui into my State. J am 
to the view, in regard to the latter, that it is prudent to move cjiutiously 


I am happy to add for Your Excellency’s information that, so far at any 
rate, my State and people are f^ee from all infection of a seditious or disloyal 
nature against the British Government and, although prophecies arc dangerous, 
I have every hope that they w'ill remain strictly loyal to the end. Por tlie future, 
1 hope no assurances are necessary from me to the clfect that I and iny Durbar 
will ever do all in our power to eo>operate vj^ith the Govcrninent and that, as in 
the past, we shall, as occasion demands, oeasclossly and vigilantly continue to 
take all such measures and precautions as may appear best suited to cope with 
the situation with due regard to local conditions. 

Of the staunch loyalty of my House and our unstinted devotion to the 
persdh of His Majesty the King-Emperor, I need say nothing. It is proved by 
actual deeds in past history ; it is a matter of great pyide and plcasiiro to us 
that my ancestor Maharaja Sirdar Singhji was the only Chief in ifcajputana to 
personally march from Bikaner at the head of Ins troops to render assistance 
to the British Government in the dark days ol the Mutiny End 1 consider it a 
privilege and my great good fortune to have personally rendered services to 
my Sovereign on active service, and 1 would beg Your Exoelloncy to always 
rely on and count upon us in all future emergi-ncios. 

In ooneliision, I would again expi*es8 the hope that Your Excellency will 
forgive my having taken up so much of jour time, and with oil good w'ishes, &c.

jijter comphmentB — I writo to thank Your Honour for your kind letter 
of tho 7th Septomhor from which I am very sorry to learn that the party of 
sedition and violence, so fari/*’<^ni abanGoning their seditious propaganda in 
Hrilisli India, aro trying to extend their baneful activities to Native States, 
Your Honour may rest assured that any assistance that I can give either 
in person or in any other way, will be freely and ungrudgingly given, because 
tlie traditional relations of this State with the British Government are those of 
the closest friendshij) and strictest loyalty, aAd the Treaties which have existed 
between the Government of ills Most Gracious Majesty the King-Emperor 
and my House for so long bind* me to that Government by ties of the deepest 
obligation and sincorest devotion. In this connection I may perhaps he 
permitted to recall the part my great-grandfather played in th^ trou^rlous dayi 
of 1857 when he spared neither himself nor his subjects xlf/r money in the 
cause of the British Government and in protecting Europeans. 

While entirely agreeing with Your Honour that anarchism is a common 
enemy of the Paramount Pouer and the Indian Princes and also a menace tc 
the established order of sodiety 1 fi'ol bound to say that apart from 
t ho danger is a eomiuon one I should ever deem it a privilege to pl^'Seinysell 
with all my rosources^t the disposal ot the British Government. 

1 am happy to say that this State has so far h<)cn free from the influence 
of seditionists, who would find it most difficult to get a foothold in Bampur, 
hut if afiy attempt is made to seduce my subjects from their loyalty we wall 
be prepared to deal with the evil promptly. 

1 have carefullv C/Onsidered the subject matter of Your Honour's lettei 
and have emhodicd my ideas with regard to it, in rough outline, in a memo- 
randum enelosod herein. 1 should bo glad to obtain the benefit of Youi 
Honour’s views on the points I’aised in the momorandum and to modify or add 
to them in a way agreivible to your wislu's so as to give complete effect to the 
policy of co-oporation in stamping out anarchy and sedition to which Youi 
Honour has n'fenvd in the loiter uiuh'r reply. 

Ill conclusion, I am very glad to find that iny letter of July 1908 has not 
been forgotten and that Your Honour has taken the earliest opportunity tc 
give ellect to the request contained in it. Tins I regard as a token of (x>nfi< 
deuce on the part of tlu' British Governmoiit#C which 1 am justly proud and 
for which pray acciqii my sinct'resf thanks

AJ ter compliment 8 — Your Honour's note was delivered to me in du< 
course. No doubt the subject upon which Your Honour has been pleased t( 
address mo is a very important one, and X have given it due consideration 
I'ortuiintely in my Stati' the propaganda of the anarchists may bo said to be f 
thing unknown, nor is there any* possibility of its ever taking roots in a soil sc 
uncongenial to it ns that of Tehri where loyalty to the throne has always heei 
regarded as a part of religion, 'iho proverb says “Qni se resemble s’assomble.' 
Aly people differ from the seditionists in their ideals, education, customs anc 
m.nniers that it becximes practically an impossibility for them to coalesce witl 
eacli other Nevertheless 1 quite agree tliat the time has come whcEaeomo sor 
of measures should be taken, by the way of precaution, to remove any possibilil^ 
of temptatlun befi^ offered, to the younger generation. 
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For the prosent* I bolioTe steps be taken first to prevent the oiroulation of 
seditious literature : secondly, to keep the State free from the seditiouists. 

Should Your Honour be pleased to approve of the proposals I would suggest 
that the Post Office he required to keep the civil authorities informed of all the 
newspapers that oome for circulation, and to withhold the delivery of those 
that may savour of sedition. I am of opinion that no discrimination ought to 
be made between sedition under veil preached by indirect insinuations and 
sedition openly asserted, as sedition in any garb will always do the same mis* 
chief. Probably it may never become neceseSPy to put in force the latter 
measure, as the majority of the educated people hero aro in the State 
service and we can use our influence to discourage seditious literature 
being read by^hem, without resorting to the other moans, but I should 
like the Post Office to have i|pch powers to deal (witli) exceptional 
oases. 1 would require the police in British territory to koe^ ua confidentially 
informed of the movements of any seditionist^ho ma^ enter or wish to enter 
our territory. Directions will be issued to oui^olicc to remain alert, but the 
information that may bo received from outside will always bo valuable. If a 
Buspebte^ttSediti§|mt enters our territory I would have him kept under surveil* 
lanoe, and if the Ibspicion against him bo Justified, 1 would have him turned 
out of the State. It however during his stay in our territory h(> committed 
anything which, if committed in British territory, would be regarded os an 
^offence under the laws in force, 1 would hare him tried and punished in the 
as if ho were in British territory. A* close watch would also bo 
keptoxr^pbrsons with tendencies towards anarchism, no matter whether they 
jB UUCSlders or the residents of the State. With such mtasurcs which 1 have 
wiefly described above, l^think, w'e can keep sedition out of my territory. 
If, however. Your Honour may consider it necessary to frame severer measures, 
I shall indeed be gla^ to carry them out. *

Your Exoellencies,-^ Allow me to g^et you with a cordial wolcorne to the 
capital of my State on your first entrance into Bajputana durinj? your otfioial 
tour in our province ; and we take delight in welonming Your Bxcelloncy not 
only as the representative of His Ifiosi Aufp^ Majesty the Emi)eror of India, 
whom we have been accustomed to regard with feelings ot loyalty and esteem, 
but we welcome you also- personally as the champion of the cause of India of 
the future. 

We greCT you'as one whOs^ symj>athy and devotion for India's interests 
have, I think, been demonstrate in practical form, and wh^so respect and regard 
for the privileges and enhancement of the ;||^pcrity of the Indian States has, 
I am certain, been silently but surely valued and much appreciated by those 
conderi^. 

If^werdR^ipiug Your Excellency would have boon able to pay us a longer 
visit last March, but the Indian reforms which were then under the consi^er- 
*ation of Government presumably neee&hitated the cancelling of your proposed 
visit, which was a source of much disappointment to us all. 

H owever, avo are entertaining you now with •no less assurances of sineexe 
And during this interval the reforms also have taken a more practical 
thus enabling those who aro interested in theip to study the situation 
»wbich IS calculated to further the progress and prosperity o£ tins country. 

India is now going through a state of transformation, and its deep slumber 
has been awakened by the light of education and travel, and paiitly by the 
radical march of ofents in the East. 


Now has come the time when India, once the greatest of civilised nations, 
is going to attempt to rebuild some of its portions that have tumbled into decay, 
and when, if it is to eventually claim its. posit ion once more alongside those 
nations who aie now on their heights, it must need help and guidaneo in order 
to ensure its steady and certain progress. 

This task of guidance has been ordained by Providonco to he placed in the 
hands of the British nation, whose King to.day rules the mighty dorairuoiis 
over which the sun n^ver sets. 

Surely no task has ever fallen upon a nation or a king in history wliinh is 
greater or grander lu its aspect — no task of which a nation c'ould be more 
rightly proud. ^ 

All this experience of mai^y centuries whicli has taken so long to weld 
together this great Empire is now being utilised lor the benefit ol this great 
continent of India, and it is left to the civilisation oi this country io take 
i^dvantage of this opportunity or to lose it, ior the purposes of rebuilding itscll 
lender such just and sympathetic rule. 

Since the time of the great wars of the Mahabharat the old and refined 
civilisation of poor India had been losing its fooUiold which was so strongly 
based on its religion of elevating and lire>giving principles and the internal ilis- 
orders and foreign invasions since had scattered its unity until it was on the 
vei|^ of degradation and decay. 

I was at such a time when the destinies of tlie country were at their 
lowest ebb that its future fate was placed in the hands of the Briiish p<5oj)Io. 

What India would have otherwise been to-day seems almost^ dilliciiU to 
even iwiagme, but it is no flattery to state that wbai wc of India to-day is 
the result of the tutorship of its new and welcome guardian 

I think right-minded and self-respecting Indians need not be osliamcd of 
each a record of guardianship— indeed they can take this opportunity of 
h^ping^nd not hindering cause of the rulers of this coimtry j helping the 
ral£ to raise India to the' level of the other great natioju^ of the world in 
points of civilisation and otherwise. 
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'Your i'.xcellcncy has now been at the helm controlling ‘the affairs of this 
vast Empire for four years, and during this time we have been much interested 
in studying tlio various reforms which you have initiated with the intention of 
accelerating llm progress of this country. 

Wo have admired tlic synijiathy and courage with which you had persisted 
in the iaeo oi stoimis and obstacles to embark on schemes intended to help the 
people of India, and our hearts have gone out to our great and popular states- 
man, the piesent Secretary of Sta|;e for In^a, in his resolute determination to 
introduce stdieines for the benefit ot' India in the face of dark clouds appearing 
on its horizon. 

Jiut while no thus appreciate your kindness and firmness in extending 
jonr helping hand to tlioso who are in need, wo arc also in crJnplete accord 
•witli jmi in jour courage and firmness to suppress with your other hand the 
recent eiimes agailist tlie law and the acts of miscreants calculated to retard 
the harmonious and peaceful prog*V8s of the country. 

W(‘ feel glad, however, to think that in most eases they have only been 
the nets of a lew lanaties who .have not only deservedly received 4Leir due 
punish tm 111 , but have also aroused expressions of strong disappi'Oval from their 
own eoiintrymen. 

'I'lio future of India must depend a great deal on the bands that are shap- 
ing if h d«‘sl my, but it must ^also depend in no small degree on the people 
themselves. ^0^ 

Education will, T ^hink, play a large part in its future progress, arm it is on^ 
how' the jieople digest it and apply it to the problems of life that it will (l6|JPBf*^ 
bow ra})i<l that progress will bo. , 

Tlio«|uol)lom ot the future of India is one which 1 am sure haunts the 
minds of many peo])le, and 1 cannot claim mjself to be an evception to the 
1 life, lor i think w ilh the question of the futuie of India also depends the 
uuestion of tlio futiuo of the Native States pith which I am more directly 
oonoemed.

'J'fiu two are so closely connected to each other, and the one question is so 
dejiendeiit on tlu' other that 1 think they are inseparahlo. 

But so long as the education that is given to the children of this country 
is based on lile-mvnig and man- making principles and the hands that arc shap- 
ing Its destiny are as just, gentle and sympathetic as they Lave been, specially 
so duiing ionr l^xeelleney’s term ot office, I don't think the well-wishers of 
this great Indian Empire need be o\ er-aiixious about its peaceful and brilliant 
future. • 

J alwajs take delight in ascril^ng the notions of loyal attachment to the 
throne and the love of peace and subordination to law among the great masses 
of the Hindus to the teachings thej' have received through the old schools or 
thiough their own societies legarding those noble principles of our religion. 

I am personally of doubt, though 1 am open to correction, if the purely 
technical or litorarj or even degree-taking education can raise that firm 4foiin- 
dation of character so essential for the w'oll- being of a race. 

I ha> o no doubt that this inipoitant subject has already engaged Yoiir 
Excellonej's kind attention, and 1 would dearly like to see the day when a 
greater share of moral and religious education was introduced into at least our 
lower standard schools.

“ When Your Excellency came to India the political atmosphere was 
surt barged with elements of discontent and unrest, feelings new and alien 
to the country. In some parts there was a sense of dissatisfaction o^ account 
ot the supposedV^outing of aspiration on the part of Govornlhent. ThiS' 
cicated in inexperionced minds, overwrought by seditious teachings, violent 
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feeling, vhiob found expression in crimes and outra^s hitherto unknown 
in the land. The misdeeds of these penrerted youths startled all right- 
thinking men and produced a feeling of abhorrence and righteous indigna- 
tion all over the country showing thereby in an unmistakable manner how 
deep-seated was the faith of the people at large in the moderation, justice 
and impartiality of the British Gk>vernment. Your Excellency at this juncture, 
undeterred by adverse criticism, adopted a line of action which has. 1 think, 
given general satisfaction, and 1 trust I may be allowed to express my warmest 
admiration of Tour Excellency’s atfftude tlisaflghout. of your lirm determina- 
tion to suppress sedition combined with a kindly sympathy for the just and 
legitimate aspirations of all true and lo^al subjects.” 

His Highness dwelt on the unfortunate neglect of religious instruction in 
the educational systdm of the country, but felt confident that His Excellency’s 
wise policy would steer the vessel of State safely aoross th^ shoals, and bring 
all back once more to the safe anchorage tha% they had enjoyed under British 
rule. The Maharaja touched lightly on his own public acts in regard to sf'ditioa 
and ns&inpd the Viceroy that the British Government would always have the 
most lo;^ and^mbositating co-operation from*tlie Jaipur iState. and also, ho 
had not the least doubt, from his brother •Chiefs in India.

Ladies and Gentlemen, 1 rise now to jiropose the health of my illustrious 
guest, Ilis Excellency the \"iceroy. Tw’o of ills Excellency’s predecessors, 
IjowI JDufferin and Lord Elgin, favoured ns w itli their visits within my time, 
and as on those occasions 1 n'joico once more in according a cordial welcome to 
the august representative of llie King-Einporor. Years have lapsed since the 
visits of the prec(*l mg Viceroys, many changes have taken place with the 
yearn, but the friendly relations of niy State with the British Government re- 
main unchanged, and the firm and unaltcrahlo loyalty of my house to the 
British Throne remains unshaken. Indeed the lapse of years has drawn our 
mutual relations yet closer We form jxirtions of the same great Empire. We 
are inspired by the same object, wdiich is the preservation of peace, and public 
tranquillity, and wo are animated by the same wish, which is the promotion of 
the progress, the prosperity and the happiness of the people. 

Lord, it has always appeared to me that any true jirogress among the 
people must embrace their social and moral advancement, as well as their 
material well-being 1 think the true function of Government is n^ to stand 
entirely aloof ii^ioso matters, but to keep pace with modem timA and modem 
ideas. After all the masses arc yet sunk in appalling ignorance, and they need 
our support, eucaiiragemeiit and help in effecting ret’orms. To minister to 
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social and moral advancement has always been the consideration and one of 
the duties of the sovereic^n in the East. I have myself sometimes been 
ciitioised for taking admiuktrative action I o correct sdcisI evils and religious 
abuses. 80 far, however, as one ciiii judge, from the results, my policy has 
met with some measure of success. In these and in all other matters of 
internal administration every Native State, in proportii-n as it enjoys liberty 
of action, grows in efficiency in seeming the weIl‘a]*o of its subjects, and, 
therefore, in promoting general proi^ess any curtailment of freedom in internal 
affairs lessens our sense t<f responsihfrily, and^Mfikens our p<»wer for effoeting 
improvement. Loyalty has always boon ctnisiderc'd in the East as one of the 
first virtues in a people. But loyalty, when merely sentimental, is of small 
value. It shojjJd bo I’eal, genuine, and act ivo To scHuire such loyalty there 
^ould be a community of interest between the subjects and the ruling pow'or. 
The former should have a proper share in tho admin istratiou of the country 
and should ftel that tho Government is their ^wn It is for this roason that I 
hail with pleasuio those gn^at uu^asurcs of reform which Your Excellency initiat* 
ed, apd which liis Majesty's Government have accepted. Those reforms will 
opan ou^ro thfi^ju^iplo of India a largor field of activity, and inspire them with 
a greater sense ofl^sponsihility in tho performance of their civic duties, and 
future generations will rocogniso in those statesmaii'liko measures a forward 
step in the progress aud advauceiuent of the comuiunity under tho rule of 
England. 


•know full well the difficuKies with which education is beset, difficulties 

'vArhioh many arc liable to ignore in their haste to achieve in a day those results 
which are attainable only*by tho patient and selfless work of generations. I 
would have my people loam tliat progress, to be real, must havo its roots in 
themselves, that they must look to the orderly conciuct of their lives, tTiat it is 
probity, fair-mindedness, public spirit and loyalty to the Stale wliich mako 
good citizens and that he who can subordinate his piivate lutiTosts to tho com- 
mon weal, is he who is fitted for a voice in affairs ol State. 'I'lio truly educated 
will regard tho personal liberty they enjoy as tlie moat jireolous bh'SHing of 
civilization, and thoir duties to the State us essential to their corporate existence. 

Those, on the other hand, who conlound llhcrly w'ilh license, and seek to 
undermine authority, must be repressi'd w'ith a firm band, aud not allowed to 
endanger the public tranipullily or general progress. These, my Loid, are my 
ideals of education and soil- help, in all my endeavours to achieve progress and 
to make my subjects worthy citizens, 1 know that I can roly on Your Excel- 
lency's support. I cordially acknowledge the ready assistance which my 
fi d minis tration receives from Yo#r Excellency's Government, aud as oordialiy 
1 assure Your Excellency of my readiness td respond, within my pow'or, to any 
nail for oo-operation with the Government of India. 

I desire, in conclusion, to express on behalf of the Maharani and of myself 
the gratification that we feel at J^ady Miuto's visit to our capital, and 1 wish 
onoe>more to offer to Iler Ladyship and to Your Excellency our heart test wcl- 
ciome. Our welcome, my Lord, is fraught with tho most heartfelt grant ute that 
Frovidencse has saved Your Excellency from the dastardly atteinjil at outrage, 
of which the news has just reached us.

REFORMED COUNCIL. 

His Excellency iHE President said — “Gentlemen, 1 welcome the 
members of this newly-constituted Impenal Council on their first assembly at the 
capital of the Indian Empire. 

“ The occasion is replete with political meaning. It marks the close of a 
system of administration which, under the guidance of many illustrious states- 
men, has contributed much to the prosperity of India and to the glpyics of h®r

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histnry'— 4 t /^opens a new era with the inai;^uration of broader principles of 
government,— and though this Council Room is ill-adapted for the accommoda- 
tion of our increased numbers and (or the convenience of the public, it has 
seemed best to me that we should first assemble within the walls ot the palace 
which Wellesley founded, and in the Council Chamber hallowed by the legis- 
laUve traditions of the last hundred years. 

** Those years have witnessed the consolidation of the Indian Empire as it 
ousts todav -'they tell a story of trouble's and anxieties, of hard-won successes 
and many glorious episodes — but they have throughout been years of recurrii^ 
administrative changes in harmony with social progress and an advance in 
political thought largely due to the education system introduced 

into India by British rulers. 

“ It has heen a period of evolution. We have moved in successive stages 
from Wellesley’s small Supreme Council appointed by the Boird of ControT-’- 
to the days of ftord William Bentinck and the Charter Act of 1833— to the 
conquering rule of Lord Dalhrusie and the Charter Act of 1853— to the 
Council Acts of 1861 and 189a — great landmarks in Indian history. And 
each successive stage has witnessed eilheF the grant of larger legislative* 
powers to the Government of India or an increasing recognition of the 
necessity for broadening the basts of administration upon lines more repre- 
sentative of the general interests of the country. That necessity was first 
met by the nomination, and subsequently by the ^Ma^i'-election, ot additional 
members of the Governor General’s Council. The first additional member 
was appointed nearly eighty years ago under the Act of 1833. That member 
was Lord Macaulay. Since then the machinery affecting their appointment 
has been gradually adapted to meet varying conditions, whilst therr numbers 
were increased to a possible sixteen by the Act of 1^92. That Act, like its 
predecessors, has been superseded bv the adoption of more advanced legislation, 
and in accordance with the Act of 1909 this newly 'constituted I mperiaf Council 
is now for the first ^ime assembled. • 


“ 1 have merely ventured to sketch the progress of British legislation, 
because 1 cannot but feel that much of the criticism of the recent policy of the 
Government of India has been oblivious of past history ami his been based 
upon the assumption that the India of twenty years ago can continue to be the 
India of today. That is an impossibility — many influences have combined to 
make it so — and we have had to follow in the footsteps of the statesmen who 
have preceded us, and to recognise that British rule must again be re-adapted to 
novel conditions, — conditions far more novel than any with which our prede- 
cessors had to deal, in that political forces unknown to them have come into 
existence in Iiidia which it is no longer possible for British administrators to 
ignore, whilst the trend of events in the Far East has accentuated the ambi- 
tions of Eastern populations. When 1 took up the reins of government as 
Viceroy in the late autumn of 1905, all As^ji was marvelling at the victories of 
Japan over a European Power, — their effects were far-reaching— new possibilities 
seemed to spring into existence — there were indications of popular demands in 
China, in Persia, in Egypt, and in 'I'u'-key, there was an awakening of the 
Eastern World, and though to outward appearances India was quiet, — in the 
senee that there was at that moment no visible acute political agitation, — she had 
not escaped the general infection, and befo];^^ 1 had been in the country a year 
I shared the view of my Colleagues that beneftSiiii^seeiningly calnte|Surface ther* 
existed a mass of smothered political discontent. whlii til^^ ^horoughl] 

justifiable, and due to causes which ue were callT^ 
heartily recognised the loyalty of the masses of the pq 
were not prepared to suppress new, but not nnnatur^ 
examination. You cannot sit forever on a safety valve, 
the boiler may be. Something had to be done, and we 
the powers and expand the scope of the Act of 189a. 

” It 18 important that my Hon’ble Colleagues and the Indian public should 
know the history, the early history at any rate, of the refwms which havi 
now b^sn sanctioned, by Parliament. They had their genesis in a note of mj 
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own addressed to my Colleagues in August i9o6---mearly 3-^ years ago. It was 
based entirely on the views I had myself formed of the position of affairs in 
India. It was due to no suggestions from home — whether it was good or bad 
I am entirely responsible for it. It dealt with the conditions it appeared to 
me the Government of India had then to consider, and as it is answerable for 
much that has followed in its wake, my Hon’ble Colleagues will perhaps allow 
me to read it to them 1 his is what I then wrote : — 

'I feel sure my Colleagues will agr^c with me that Indian affairs and the methods 
of Indian administr ition have never attracted more public attention in India and at home 
than at the prebent moment Fiie rt a^ons for their doing so arc not far to seek. The 
growth of education, which Hntish rule has done so much to encourage, is bearing fruit, 
important classes of the populatioh ..n' icafning to realise their own position, to estimate 
for themselves their own intellectual capacities, and to compare their claims, for an 
equality of eiti/enship, with those of a ruling rice, whilst the directing influences of political 
life at home are simultaneously in full accord with the advance of political thought 10 
India f 


' To what extent the people of India as a whole aVe as yet capable of serving in all 
branches of adnunistdition, to what extent the/ are individii tlly entitled to a share in the 
political representation of their countryi to what extent it m iv be possible to weld together 
the traditional sympathies and antipathies of many different races and diff-^rent creeds, and 
to what extent the great hereditary rulers of Nalivh States should assist to direct Imperial 
policy, are probi ms which the exper.ieiu > of future years ran alone gradually solvh 

‘ But we, the Cjovernmenl of India, cannot shut our eyes to present conditions The 
political atmosphere is full of chang>^, <|u(‘stidns are bi fore us whu h we cannot afford to 
Ignore and which we must attempt to answer, and to me it would apocar all-important that 
the initiative should cm.mate from us, that the Government of India should nit be put in the 
position of appearing to have it^ hands forced by igitition in this rountry or by pressure 
from home, that wc should be the first to recognise surrounding c >nditioiis and to place 
before His Majesty’s tiovcrnincnl the ripiniuns which persoml experi" iice and a close touch 
with the every-day life of India entitle us to hold 

* This view 1 feel sure my C'olleagues share with me Mr Mirley cordially approves 
it, and in pursuance of It aunounci d, on my authority, in his* recent Budget speech my 
intention of appointing a Committee from the Viceroy’s Council to consider the question of 
possible reforms 

‘ Such enquiries have, as >ou arc aware, taken place before There w'as the Com- 
mission, over which Sir Charles Atichison presided to enquire into the em plo>meot of 
Indians in the public services, and w'c have also the notable report of the Committee ap- 
pointed by Lord Dufffrinlo i onsider proposals lor the recosstrucuon of Legislative Councils

* But though increased representation is still the popular cry as it was in 1888, other 
demands or rathei suggestions are shaping themselves out of a foreshadowed metamor- 
phosis Wc are told of a Council of I’rinces, of an Indian Member of the Vu eroy’s Execu- 
tive Council, of an Indian Member on the beoretary if btate’s Cuutx il, and in addition to the 
older claims put forvv.ird on behalf of im reased representation on the Legislative Councils, 
we arc asked to consider new procedure as to presi ntation of the Budget to the Viceroy’s 
Legislative Council, a prolongation of the Budget Debate, and further opportunity for 
hnancial discussion. As to possibilities such as these, I would be gratelul for the opinion 
of the Committee I hope to appoint, limiting myself tor the present to only one opinion 
that 111 any proposal for the increase of representation it is absolutely nec<ssary to^uard 
the important interests existing in the country, as expressed in paragraph 7, page 3, of the

** That note elicited valuable opinions and was fully discussed in Council, and 
though, as you are aware, its suggestions were not accepted in their entirety by 
the Government of India, it laid the foundation of the nrst scheme of reform 
they submitted to the Secretary of State. 

*' Since it was written, Lord Morlc y has fo ught India’s battles in both 
Houses of Parliament in many great aiflPMIRIPrHble speeches, and there has 
been a constant interchange of correspondence between him and the Govern* 
roent of India. Much of it has not as yet been made public, but as regards ^ the 
reform of the Legislative Councils 1 commit no breach of confidence in indicat- 
ing the lines whidS the Government of India has endeavoured to follow. We 
have distinctly mamtained that representative government* in its Western 
sense is totall inapplicable to the In ian Emigre and would be uncongenial 
to the traditions of Eastern populations —that Indian conditions do not 
admit of popular representation -that the safety and welfare of this 
country mtist depmd on the supremacy of British administration — and that 
that supremacy can, in no circumstances, be deleg.ited to any kind of represen- 
tative assembly. * 


** But we have been deeply impressed by the changing political conditions 
alluded to in my note, and we have endeavoured to me t them bv broadening 
the representation authorised by the Council Act of i8o3, by expanding its 
rules of procedure and facilitatiiig opporlunnies for delate, by inviting the 
leaders of Indian public opinion to become fellow- workers with us in British 
administration, and by s<^ curing the representation of those important interests 
and communities which go fb form the real strength i f India, whilst at the same 
time recOi'nismg the claims of educational advance. We have borne in mind the 
hope^ held out to the people of India in Queen V’ictoria's Proclamation of 1858. 

“ We have felt that the political atmosphere of a bureaucracy may become 
close and confined, and that the admittance of outside air is benencial to its 
health and strength. We have aimed at the nform and enlargement of our 
Councils, but not at the creation of Parliaments. 1 emphasise vi^at I have just 
said in view of the opinions to which advanced Indian politicians appear not 
unfrequently to commit themselves 

“ The machinery of our scheme was explained in our Resolution of November,* 
i^th. There is no necessity for , me to analyse it — it has already been fully 
discussed by the public. We by no means claim perfection for it, we know 
that there will be much to learn from experience of its working, and that it 
may require alteration in the future, but if I have judged Indian public opinion 
correctly, the verdict has been in our favou? in admitting the necessity for 
administrative changes, and the general soundness of the lines we have followed. 
Of course we have met with many criticisms. It would have been unfortunate 
indeed, if a scheme of vast political moment had not elicited discussion and 
diversity of opinion. But there is one criticism which I refuse to accept — 
the suggestion that the Councils Act of loop is the result of concessions to 
seditious agitation. There is no foundation^ItT'vqiy^^such assumptJi 
the recognition of the political condition of India in ~ij 
to describe it, is to be reckoned as a concession — tnuuj 
the necessity for which no responsible administrators 
murders at Mozufferpore were the first of the political 
horrified all India, and they were perpetrated vears after my 
mittee bad commenced to formulate their reform proposals Then came the 
Manicktollah Garden discoveries, followed at intervals by a repetition of 
outrages, mysterious in their origin. Was the Government of India in the 
face of those outrages, and on account of them, to renounce the conclusions 
they had deliberately come to. and to throw overboard their schemes for 
refwm P Were they to be frightened by an anarchical plot out of a policy they 
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had flellberately adopted ? 1 absolutely refuse to admit that the just aspirations 

of the loyal subjects ol the King-Emperor should be jeopardised by Iraitorout 
conspirators. That is a concession I will not agree to. 

** But it is unfortunately too true that the progress of the work upon which 
we have been engaged, and in the completion of which we hoped to confer a 
welcome boon upon the people of India, has been marred by a succession of 
abominable crimes which have forced my Government into one repressive 
measure after mother. And yesterday, on the eve of the assembly of this 
Council, A faithlul and gallant public servant was brutally murdered within 
the precincts of the High Court^nd in the broad light of day. A spirit hitherto 
unknown to India has come uAiStence, a spirit opposed to all the teachings 
of Indian religion and traditions, a spirit of anarchy and lawlessness which 
seeks 10 subv^rt not only British rule but the governments of Indian Chiefs 
to whom I am so det^ply indebted for their loyal assistance. We are called 
upon to deal with subterranean machinat'pns, and methods of assassination 
and robb>-ry, dan^ero >s to the public safety and d screditable to the fair fame 
of India We are aware of asspciations which are doing their best to inveigle 
into (heir meshes the youth of the country noisoneil by the dissemination of 
revolutionary lit' rature, which, out of a chivalrous unuilli igness to interfere 
with any form of freedom .of sp>‘ech, British administraiions have tolerated 
for too long Present dang>-rs we are prepir>d to meet, and the moral training 
of the rising general ion our duty wilP no longer allow us to neglect. We can 
no longer tolerate the preachings of a rev* luiionary Press. We are determined 
to bridle lileiaiy In ense.« 1 am glad to believe that the support of an enlarged 
Council will go far to assure the Indian public of the soundness of any measures 
we may deem it right to introduce. 

" I had hoped to open this new Council under an unclouded politic.!! sky. 
No one has longed more earnestly than 1 have to allow bygones to be bygones, 
and \o commence .! new administrative era with %. clean slate The course of 
recent events has cancelled the realisation of those hopes,t and I can but assert 
that the first duty of every Government is to maintain the observance of 
the law, to provide for the present, and as fitr as it can for the future welfare 
of the populations committed to its charge, — to rule, and, if need be, to rule 
with a strong hand. 

“ But, gentlemen, though 1 have no wisli to disguise from you the anxieties 
of the moment, I do not for an instant admit that the necessity of ruthlessly 
eradicating .a great evil from our midst should throw more than a passing 
• shadow over the general political situation m India. 1 belie\e that situation 
to be better than it was five years ago We must not allow immediate dangers 
to blind us to the evidences of future pro.nise. 1 believe that the broadening of 
political representation ha? saved India from far greater troubles than those 
we have now to face. 1 am convinced that the enlargement of our administrative 
machinery has enormously strengihened the hands of the Viceroy and of the 
Government of India, and his brought factors to our aid which would otherwise 
have had no sympathy with us 1 believe above all that the ft^lioW'Service 
of British and Indian administrators under a supreme British Government is the 
key to the future political happiness of this country It is in that belief that 1 
have worked hard for Indi.i, and when 1 sec around me today the representatives 
of the p^erful communi interests for whom I pleaded in my note, 1 feel

RULES FOR THE CONDUCT OF LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS. 

The Hon’ble Mr Scnha said — ** My Lord, I beg to rive notice that at 
the next meeting of the Council I shall propose certain amendment%in the Rules 
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for the condi^t of Legislative Business of the Coonoil of the Govemort General. 
A copy of the existing Rutes> together with the oroposed amendments, and a 
Statement of Objects and Reasons for those amenaments, has been placed on 
the table before each Hon^ble Member, and today 1 mean to make only two 
remarks with regard to these proposed amendments. Firstly, that those Rules 
for the conduct of Legislative Business are, Hon'ble Members will notice, 
entirely distinct from the Rules which have been made by the Governor 
General in Council, that is, the Executive Council, and already published ; that 
is, Rules for the discussion of Resolutions on matters of public inteiest, 
Rules for the discussion of the Financial Statemen t, and Rules for the asking of 

B uestions. Those Rules are made by the OVPUHEr Gener^il in Council, and the 
sgislative Council has nothing to do with them. The Rules which we now 
se^ to amend are Rules for the conduct of Legislative Business properly so- 
called. The sec^^i^ remark which 1 desire to place before the Council is this : 
that the am*'nc’meitts which we proi^ose are of a pureK formal nature, intended 
merely to ad.ipt the existing Rules to i he altered constnutiqp of the present 
Council ; for example, in th old Council, Momb^t used to make their speeches 
sitting ; with a Council of 6o Additional Members it would be almost impossible 
for tire .Members to hear a spt'aker if he were to speak while retaining his seat. 
So that we*propose to alter that and to make it a Rule, subject of course to the 
Legislatixe^ Council passing it, that Members henceforth should stnnd uhen 
making thetr speeches. The other alteratilms are more or less of the same 
char^ioer. We considered that it was not desirable to make any substantial 
changes m the Rules before we had a larger and ]pnger experience of the 
existing Rules, which, if 1 may venture to say so, seemed to work very well so 
far as the old Councils were concerned, I hope Hon'ble Members will agree 
with me that it would be inad/isable and inexpedient to diake any changes of 
substance of the existing Rules before we have gained some practical experi- 
ence of the working of the Rules which I shall propose at the next meeting of 
the Council. • • 

" That is all 1 have to place before the Council today , 1 merely make 
these observations in order that Hon’ble Members may feel that we are not 
proposing any drastic changes in the existing Rules of Business." 

The Council adjourned to Friday, the 28th January 1910.

RESOLUTION. 


Felegraph Establishment. 


Calcutta^ the 2nd ’February 1910, 

The Government of India have now received the approval of the ^Secretary 
of State to the projiosals submitted to him for the reorganisation of the Tele- 
graph Department on the lines recommended by the Telegraph Committee of 
1906. 

2 The existing organisation of the Department is as follows Eor Tele- 
graph purjxises the ^hole of India is divided into twi'nty divisions, each in 
charge of a Su^Kirintendent, an officer of the rank and standing of an Executive 
Engineer in the Public Works Dejiartment Eacli division includes two or 
more minor charges known us sub-divisions, of which there arc 73, the more 
imjxirt^it of them being in charge of Assistant Superiatendents, t.e.^ junior 
officers of the superior stall, and the less important in charge of Sub-Assistant 
Superintendents, who arc upper subordinates. 


In addition to the heads of the Divisions there are eight officers of the 
same rank who are also immediately subordinate to the Director-Gteneral, eis., 
the four Superintciulents 111 charge of the Calcutta, Bombay, Madras and Agra 

Offices, the Superintendont of the Check 
Office, the Electrician, the Superin- 
tendent of Stores and the Superintendent 
of the Workshops. The whole Depart- 
ment IS controlled by a Director-General, 
who is assisted at head-quarters by the 
staff of officers enumerated in the margin.

3. This organisation is in several resj[)cct8 defective There arc as many as 
tweuty-<‘igh( subordinate' officers, whose powers arc very limited, in direct oorre- 
spondenee with the Direct or-G('iieral ; and the latter officer is consequently 
overwhelmed with a mass of unimportant references The live officers of the 
Department next in sen lority to the Director-General are all statiened at 
head-quarters. This couceiit ration of so many of the senior officers at head- 
quarters and the lack of adequate devolution of responsibility have undoubtedly 
been prejudicial to^thc efficient administration of the Department in the past. 


4. The uew organisation now approved by the Secretary of State is aa 
follows. The whole of India will bo divided into eight circles coterminous 
with the eight jxistal circles, each of which includes in its bounds one of 
the great provinces of India. The officers placed in charge of these circles 
will bear the title of “ Director of Telegraphs” follow'cd by the name of 
the circle. Arrangements have been made lor the delegation to these 
officers of many of the powers now exorcised by tho Director-General, 
and after tlio formation of the circles there will remain in the Direotioni 
in addition to the Director-General himself, his Personal Assistant, who wrill 
be of the rank of an Assistant Superintendent, and the Directors ‘of Traffic 
and Construction, who will be graded with the heads of offeke. Two 
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Attistaat SuTOrintendents will also ordinarily be posted to the Direction to 
Work under me Directors of Traffic and Construction. The ten appointments of 
Director will be interdiangoablo, and the tenure of the appointments of the 
Directors of Traffic and Construction and the Personal Assistant will ordinarity 
be limited to three years. 

6. The Telegraph Committee pointed out that, if both divisional and sub- 
divisional officers were retained while circle officers were created, a fresh link 
would be added to the official chain of correspondence, and business would be 
more delayed than under the presimt ooutrafized syi^tem. They therefore pro- 
posed that the number of divisions tliould bo increased from 20 to 34 and their 
area reduced so as to bring them within manageable proportions, and, at the 
same time, that tho existing sub-divisions should bo abolished, the offioers at 
present in charge of them being posted to the head-quarters of tho divisional 
Superintendents This propostu has been accepted, and effect will bo given to 
it as soon as the necessary arrangements can be made, it will be possible 
cither to place the Assistants to the Divisi(fnal Superintendent in charge 
of speoiffoa portions of the divisions, as at present, or, if circumstances render 
this colir^ preferable, to place one officer in cliarge of construotioii work, and 
another omoer in charge ol' traffic work, but they will in any case be posted to 
the head-quarters of the Divisional Sup(‘rinteiid<‘nt, wilf have no office estab* 
lishment other than his, and will obtain lus orders, when uuci'ssary, nut by 
official corrcs]x>ndencc, but luiofficially either by verlial discus'^ioii or by means 
of unofficial iiot(‘s. The reduction which will thus 1x5 effected in the volume of 
routine work w ill he of great advantagt' to tho Department, and will enable the 
Divisional officer to maintain a clos<* and salutary control* ov<ir all the work for 
which he is responsibh*. It is not of coum' int(*nded that as a result of 
this change offici'rs M'^ill remain constantly at head-quarters; on (he contrary, 
they idiould move treoly about tlu! division, and it is expected tlu^ under 
the new system the*Superiutcudent will he able to do more touring Ihau at 
present. 

0. An integral part of the Gommittoe’s scheme lor the better organisation 
of tho Department was the formation of a Technical Branch, consisting of 
officers and subordinates who would sjiccializc in electrical work, and would bo 
employed solely on duties of a technical kind. This proposal also has been 
approved. The branch will consist of an Electrical Eugineer-in-Ciiiof, five 
electrical engineers and forty subordinates. The duties which will he assigned 
to the members of this branch are fully described in paragraphs 22 to 20 of 
the Committee’s Beport. 

7 . The sanctioned number of officers in the Dojiartment is at present lOl, 
but this will now be reduced to 96, of whom six will belong to the Technical 
Branch. Three out of the five appointments by which the estalilishmcnt is 
reduced will, however, in future be filled in a difieront way, so that the staft* will 
actually be reduced by two officers only The Check Office will be jilaced in 
charge of a civil accounts officer, a Chief Store-Keeper recruited outside tho 
Depeurfcment will replace the present Suj^ierintendent of Slor(‘.s, and th(‘ apixiini- 
ment o^ the Superintendent of the Workshops will also ordinarily be held by 
an outsider. The number of officers actually employofi is at 2 >reseiit 103, and 
some time must elapse before the excess is absorix.xl The ajqiointmcnt of 
a Chief Store-Keeper will, therefore, be kcjit in ab<*yauce lor the jirescnt. 

8. The question of the pay of the suixx’ior officers 0 / tlie*rck*grapli Depart- 
ment has engaged the serious attention of the Goveiiiment ol India. They 
have received at various times petitions from oflicers of the Department pray- 
ing that they may be granted the same rates ol pay us have already been sanc- 
tioned for offioers of the Public Works Dejiartment. It has bci ii urged that 
whenever an improvement in the jiay and prospects of o/lic»jrs of Ihi* Public 
Works Department bc^cn introduced a similar improvemcut has also sooner 
or later been sanctioned for the Telegraph Department, and on this ground it 
has been claimed that the revised scales of pay should have effect Irom tho 
same date*in both Departments. Tlio Coverumeut of India have carefully 
ocmsideied these requests, but they are unable to accept the oonclusion that 
officers of the Telegraph Department can demand, as a inaticT of right, the 
Bamgt of pay as those in force in the Public W^orks Department. They 
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do not find that any promise or jdedge has at any time been given by Gkivorn* 
meat uhich would entitle Telegraph officc'rs to exjHJct the same pay as thdur 
contemporaries in tlie Puhlic Works Department, and in fact the rates have 
b<*en the same, grade lor grade, only for a short ^leriod of about three years, from 
1902 to 1905 At the same time the Government of India attach much weight 
to the argument winch has been admitted on mure than one occasion that it 
is desirable in the interests of efficiency that the 2>rospocts of advancement in 
the Telegraph Dojiart merit should not be inferior to thosti in the Public Works 
Department Taking all the circumstances of the case into consideration, they 
decided that an increase ih*tlio scale of pay shotild be granted, and they were 
of opinion that rates approximating to those which hail been introduced in the 
Public Works Department eonstitutcd a liberal, though not unsuitable, scale for 
the Telegraph Dc‘partmont Thejr have now obtained the improval of the 
Secretary of State to the introduction of a tijne scale of pay for Superintendents 
and Assistant 8u]i^jrintendentB which will lake effect from the 19th December 
1909, the date on which the 8ei?rctary ol State’s despatch on the subject was 
received in India With regard to the claim that the higher rates of pay should 
be granted to these officers, as well as to those in the administrative grades, with 
retrosjicctivo effect, the Government of India decided aftercareful consideration 
that it could not he admitted. The Government desire that this opportunity 
should be taken of announcing definitely that neither now nor hereafter can 
the contention ho admitted that an iinpro> cment in the. pay of one of the two 
departments must necessarily he conceded to the other 

9. The new rates of pay now sanctioned tor the whole superior staff are so 
forth in Apjiendix 1 to this Resolution. Rxeept for a difl'eronce in the pay of 
the administratue omcers and a modification in the increments of officers of 
the Provincial Sen ice, those rates are tlu' same as those already in force in the 
Public Works Department. Rxchaiige Gomiicnsation Allowance ivill, however, 
be no Khger admissible in tin' case ot any ap|K>intmcAt except that of the 
Director-General. The increments will he given for approved sendee only, but 
after the first increment has been admitted by the Director-Gonoral, and 
subject to the reservations u'lth respect to the maximum pay of Assistant 
Superintendents explained in the two succeeding jiaragraplis, subsequent 
increments may he drawn in each class on the date on which they are due, 
and may be admitted in audit without sanction of higher authority, providod 
that an order withholding the increment in any particular case has not been 
issued by the Director-General or the Government of India. 

10. No officer of the Imperial Service will be promoted to the rank of 
Superintendent of Telegraphs until he is in permanent charge of a division. 
No Assistant Suporlnti'udeut in the Imperial Service will be permitted to draw 
more than lls. 000 a month until he is reported fully qualified for the charge of 
A division, nor will any such officci*draAv more tlian Us. 800 a month unless he 
holds a divisional charge, or a charge uliieh is recognised as of equal importance. 
An Assistant Superintendent of li'ss than eight years* service' officiating in charge 
of a division will driu. , in addition to liis substantive pay, an officiating 
ollowauco of Rs. 100 a month, subject to a maximum i^ary of Us. 700. 
Temporary promotion to the rank of Superintendent will be abolished. * 

11. An officer of the Provincial Service will he eligible for appointment 
as Director of Telegraphs, il fully qualified to iierform the duties attaohing to 
the appointment , «nd of the thirty-four di\isions now establislied, twelve will 
ultimati'ly he filled by officers of that 8cr\ icc, as soon as there are twelve 
officers of sufficieut stauding, who are certified to bo fit for divisional char;^. 
The increase, up to twelve, of Uie divisional charges entrusted to Provincilil 
officers will, however, ncci'ssarily be made gradually owing to the paucity of 
such officers at present in the • service v ho art' qualified to hold charge of a 
division. Promotion to the rank of Superintendent in the Provincial Sorvioe 
will be dependent on — 

(1) the existence of a permanent vacancy in one of these twelve 

charges ; • 

(2) the possivssiou ot the necessary qualifications for the achaige of a 

div isiou. 
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17. The qntibion of the appointments under the revised organisation 
which should be substituted for the appointments in which approv^ sarviee 
under the existing system counts towards the special additional pensicniB 
referred to in Articles (>1<2 and &13 of the Civil Service Uegnlations, is engaging 
the separate consid(n*al lou of the Government of India. Orders on this poinit 
will be communicated to tlie Director-General of Telegraphs in due course. 

18. In paragraphs .38 to 42 of their report the Telegraph Committee dis- 
cussed the sysksin under which the Provincial Branch of the superior staff of 
the Deyiartinent was recruited and made proposals for its improvement. The 
present system consists in the maintenance of a special class for the training of 
candidnt(‘s for tlie Ti*Jcgraph Depart, mont at Burki. Entrance to the class is 
ohtairu‘d hy the llurki Entrance Evamination, or on the nomination of the 
heads of the other Engineering Colleges. On the conclusion of the period of 
training the candidates eonipetc lor appointments in the Department. Criti- 
cism has l)t‘en direct<*d to several features of the system. It has been found that 
hitherto the TeJegrafih class at llurki has failed as a rule to attract candidates 
from more than one provinci , that tliero has been a complete absence of 
healthy competition, that the small size of the class has made it difficult to 
make satisfactory arrangmnents for it, and that the College authorities them- 
selves would prefer to see the arrangements altered. The Government of India 
are satisfied t,Iuit the present inetho4s of recruitment are not productive of 
good results and tliat it is ru'c<*ssary to make some new arrangement. 

19. Hitherto the mamtt'nance of a special class at one college for the 

training of candidates for the Telegraph Department has been necessitated 
by the fact that the other colJeg(*s did not make any provision, in their ordin- 
ary curriculum, for training in electrical engineering. This condition of things 
is, howev<*v, rapidly disa]>pcaring, and in tlio course of a few years the need for 
a Hjiecial class \\ ill probably cease to exist. The Committee, recognizing this 
fact, biR>cd their scheme on the likelihood that before long the Engineering 
CoUeges will be able to maintain thoroughly equipixxl classes in electrical 
engineering, quite a])art from the requirements ol the Telegraph Department, 
and recommended that apjiomtinonts should be made by stdectiou from the 
graduates in the engineering classes in any College which gives a suitable and 
adequate training in eloctric.*il enginc(*ring. This proposal has been approved 
subject to the moililication that applications for appointment will be open to all 
competitors, wlietlu'r educated at Engineering Colleges or Technical Institutes 
or in Europe Tlu‘ Diroctor- General will nominate, for the approval of the 
Government of India, after the candidates ha\o been interviewed by himself or 
some high officer ot the Demrtinent, the one who, in liis opinion, is best fitted 
for emjdoymoiit in the Telegraph Department having regard not only to his 
educational qualifications, but also to his physique, moral chaiacter, habits of 
activity and gentlemanly hearing The new system cannot be introduced at 
once, as in fairiK'ss to the students 'how in the special telegraph class at Burki 
one apiKiintinent must he offered for competition this year. No appointment 
therefori* can he nuuU* under the new system until 1911 at the earlic^, and even 
tlion tlie pix'sent excess in estahlishinent must first be absorbed before recruit- 
ment under the new system can commence. ^ 

20. Under the existing rules the number of officers admitted to the 
Provincial Service is two and one in alternate years, on the assuhaption tl^t 
the annual recruitment of four officers is necessary to keep the Department up 
to its proper strongth. The Provincial Service will therefore eventually con- 
stitute threc-ei^liths of the superior staff. As an occasional measure, a Sub- 
Assistant Superintendent of marked ability and merit may under the present 
system bo promoted to a suitable made of tlie Provincial Service. Only one 
officer has actually been promoted to the superior staff under this rule, which 
lias therefore practically been a dead letter. The Committee, in paragraph 42, 
expressed the hope that, if the methods for the selection and fining of Sub- 
Assistant Superintendents wore improved as th^ propos^, suitable candidates 
for promotion to the Provincial Service might be found within the ‘tlepartment. 
They did not propose that the rule should be revised, but pointed ouf^c that cyan 
a very few apj^ointments made under it would be a great enooura§^ment to ttie 
whole bubordinaie btaff. The Government of India are in entire sym|)at]iy‘ 
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with the Committee’s reoommendatioB, but they consider that the rule should 
b« revised and that the claim of the subordinate ranks to share in the lii^hcr 
appointments should be distinctly recognized. It lias therefore been decided 
. that in future while five-eighths of the superior cstabliriimcnt will still be 
recruited in England, one-fourth will be obtained from the Indian Enginoering 
Colleges or Technical Institutes in the manner explained in paragraph 19 
above and one-eighth will be provid(*d by promotion from the subonlinate 
ranks. This arrangement will result in the promotion of a subordinate once in 
every two years on the average as soon as tho excess in the sanctioned number 
of ofiloers mentioned in paragraph 7 of tins Resolution is absorbed, 

21. There are at present seventy-two sanctioned ap^intments of Sub- 
Assistant Superintendents equally divided between two grades. The pay of the 
second grade is Rs. 260 nsing to Rs. 276 by five annual increments of Ba. 6, 
and that of the first grade Rs. 276 rising to Rs. 360 by llvi^ annual increments 
of Rs. 16. A Sub- Assistant wlio^lias dmwn tin' maximum jiay of tho first 
grade for five years may bo granted a first inci’cment of Its 60, and after 
five years* service on Rs ioo a second sj)ecial«ncrement of the same amount. 
These officers \vill in future be styled Deputy Suiiorintondonta, and the rates 
of pay wpl be assimilated to those already in foree for officers of tho same 
standing m the Traffic Branch. Tho rates of i>nynoAV sanctioned art^ set forth 
in Appendix II to this Rt*aolution. Twenty-four Deputy Superintendents 
will be placed in tho first class and lorty-t'ight in the si'coiid. Eight of the 
officers in the first class u ill be oligibh' to risi' to a higher maximum of 
Rs. 600 Tho allowance of Rs. 30 a mouth drawn at pr(‘sont by Sub-Assistant 
Superintendents in charge of sub-divisions will disajipi'ur with the sub-divisions. 

22. In the Technical Branch there will lx* as alreculy stated forty subordi- 
nates Six of these officere will bo of the rank of Bojmty 8u])orintendcnt, 
three in the first class and three in the second. On<* officer in tho first class 
will be eligible to risivto tlic high(*r niaviinuin of Rs 600 Tho n^^oining 
thirty-four officera will be granted an allouanco of Rs 20 a month in addition 
to their scale pay as telegraiihists, and as no distinotion of duties will exist 
similar to that which separates Tolegrapli Masti^rs from tolograpbists, llu*y will 
continue to draw thoir increments, after reaching the maximum of the tele- 
graphists* scale, subject, however, tf> the proviso tlint the total of pay and 
allowance does not exceed Rs 260 a month. The new rail's of pay are set 
forth in Appendix III to this Resolution 

23. The establishment of the Circle and Divisional organisation herein 
described and the institution of the Technical Branch will take effi'ct from tho 
Ist April 1910, from which date the; revised rates of pay will come into force, 
except in the case of Superinti'ndcnts and Assistant Suiiorinieriderits, who will 
come on to the new time scale with effect from tin; lOtn December 1909. It 
may not be possible to effect the abolition all tho sub-divisions by tho 1st 
April 1910, and the allowance of Rs. 30 a month re'f erred to in jiaragraph 21 
above wiU continue to lie drawn by the Sub- Assistant Sujierinteudenth in charge 
of such sub-divMons as are not abolished by that date, subji'ct to a tinw; limit of 
three months thereafter. 

24. In thia Resolution several of the minor details of the sclu^inc' of re- 
mganization have been omitted. Orders will lie cominunicated to tin; Diroctor- 
Gcneral regarding those points separately.

STATEMENT QF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


The continued recurrence of murderous outrages has shown that the measures 
have hitherto been taken to deal with anarchy and sedition require strengthening and that 
the real source of the evil has not as yet been touched. .Since 1907, the policy of the 
Government has been directed to the steady enforcement of the ordinary law against 
sedition. Prosecutions have invariably proved successful but have produced no uermaneiit 
improvement in the tone of the Press, a ccrt'ain section of ^ which has tontinuccl, both by 
openly seditious writing and by suggestion and veiled incitementj to inculcate lioslility to 
British rule. There is no lack of evidence that th»* senes of dimes which preceded and 
have followed the passing of Act Vll of 1908 is directly traceable to these influences, to 
which the authors of the outrages — young men of the educated middle class are peculiarly 
susceptible. This propaganda has been carried on not only by means of newspapers but 
by leaflets, pamphlets and the like, rendering it nec essary to assume conti ol over printing- 
presses as well as newspapers 

2. The main divisions of the Bill which has been prepared with this object ye— 

(I) Control over presses and means of publication , (II) * control over pub- 
lishers; (III) control over the importation into British India and the trans- 
mission by the post of objectionable matter , (IV) the suppression of seditious 
or objectionable newspapers, books or other documents wherever found. 

3. I The first of these objects it is sought to attain as follows — 

(1) all proprietors of printing-presses making a declaration for the first time under 

section 4 of the Press and Registration of Books Act, 1867, will be required 
to give security, which may, however, be dispensed with by the Magistrate 
at his discretion. The proprietors of existing presses will be required to give 
security only if and when they are guilty of printing objectionable matter of 
the description to* which the Act applies , 

(2) Local Governments may declare such security forfeit where it appears to them

authorities artic Ics in the course of transmission which are suspected of containing such 
newspapers 

IV. The fourth object of the Bill is attained by authorizing the Local Government to 
declare forfeit any newspaper, book or other document which appears to it to contain matter 
of the prohibited description, and upon such a declaration the Bill empowers the police to 
sci/e such articles and to search for the same. 

In each case the Local Government is the authority authorized to declare forfeiture, 
but a chi'ck IS imposed upon the exercise of this power in that the Bill provides for an 
application, willnn two months of the date of such declaration, to a special bench of three 
Judges of the High Court, on the question of fact whether the matter objected to is 
or IS not of the dc^'-ription denned in the Bill 'if the High Court finds that it is not of 
that description, it must cancel the order of forfeiture. 

All other legal proceedings for action taken under the Bill arc barred. 

Subsidhiry matters provided for in the Bill are the search for and seizure under special 
warrant of the* Magistrate of property declared forfeit under the Bill , for the submission 
by the printer r f every newspaper to such officer as the Local Government may dficct of two 
lopies of eai h issue of his paper on pain of a penalty of Rs. 50 for each default ; 
tin return of security deposited bv a printer or a publisher, when such person ceases to 
keep a prnting-press or, being a publisher, makes a declaration under section 8 of the 
Press and Registration of Books Ait of 1867 , and lastly the saving of prosecutions under 
any other law

RULES FOR THE CONDUCT OF LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS. 

The Hon*ble Mr. S. P. Sim ha moved that in rule a of the Rules for the 
conduct of the Legblative Business of the Council of the Governor Genwal, in 
the defhntitfn pf*' president ”, for the words “ the seraor Ordinar}' Member of

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Council present and presiding” the words and fibres “the Vice-President 
Appointea by the Governor General under section 4 o? the Indian Councils Act, 
1909”, be substituted He said: — 

” My Lord, Hon’bic Members are aware that in the Government of India 
Act, 1833, and the Indian Councils Act of 1861, there are sections enacting 
that during ihe temporary absence of the Governor General from the Council 
the senior Member should preside both in the Executive Council and in 
the Legislative Council ; and there are provisions also for the temporary 
holding of the office of the Governor General. The Indian Councils^ Act of 
1909 has, by section 4, modiBed those provisions inasmuch as it requires the 
Governor General to appoint a Member of his Council to be Vice-President 
thereof for the purpose of temporarily holding and executing the office of 
Governor General and of presiding at meetings of the Legislative Council. It 
is therefore necessary to include the Vice-President appointed under the provi- 
sions of section 4 in the definition of the word * President * in the rulee as 
they stood , that js the sole object of the amendment which I propose.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. S P. SiNHA moved that rule 4 of the said Rules be 
omitted He said • — “ Hon’ble Members will observe that rule 4 of Hie existing 
rules is this — ‘ The quorum shall be seven, including the President ’ Under 
the Indian Councils Act of 1909 the Governor General in Council is required to 
make regulations fixing the quorum for the new Council, and in pursuance of 
that, Regulation Xlll of the Regulations which were published on the 15th of 
November lias fixed the quorum at 15 excluding the President. Rule 4 there- 
fore is superseded by the Regulation, and is no longer necessary.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

Vhe Hon’ble Mr. S. P. Sink a moved that for rule 3 of the said Rules the 
following rule be substituted, namely • — 

“ 5. The Members shall sit in such order as the President may direct " 

He said — ” As Hon’ble Members have seen in the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons of this amendment, it is stated that the present rule 5 is not 
suitable tor the enlarged Council in which there will be no seniority among the 
Additional Membt>rs.

ELECTRICITY BILL. 

The Hon’blc Mr. Miller said; — “My Lord, as the Council has been 
entirely re-constituted since the Electricity Bill was introduced, ^t may be 
convenient that in moving for its reference to a Select Committee, I should ex- 
plain, very briefly, the steps by which Ihe proposed legislation has reached its 
present stage and the objects we have in view 

“ The existing law on the subject is contained in an Act of 1 903. This was 
the first comprehensive enactment dealing with the subject in this country, and, as 
was to be expected, in its application and administration some difficulties came tr 
the front, and the legal opinions which we received showed that in some respects, 
amendment was necessary. Accordingly in 1907 a strong Committee was ap- 
pointvd to consider the revision of the Act and to suggejst the lines upon which 
any amendments should proceed. They submitted a very complete and valuable 
*'eport with a draft Bill. After a reference to Local Governments a Bill that was 
largely based on that proposed by the Committee, was introduced at Simla last 
year, the object being to have it circulated and to obtain opinions so that it could 
be referred at as early a date as possible to a Select Committee in the Calcutta 
session We have now received a very complete expression of opinion from all 
those interested in electrical enterprise in different partsjof the country. 1 should 
like to acknowledge here the value of the criticisms and suggestions made, which 
show' that many amendments in the Bill will be necessary, and which will be fully 
considered in the Select Committee V/hat we all aim at in proposing this legis* 
lation IS to give every reasonable and proper encouragement to the application of 
capital to electrical enterprise, with due regard to all the other interests concerned, 
for this Bill touches very many interests. There arc the commercial interests, — 
the capit^ilist who considers that ne does not get sufficiently liberal terms in 
the provisions of the existing law regarding the compulsory acquisition at some 
distant date of his property There are the suppliers, who also think that they 
are inadequately piotected by some of the provisions of the present Act and 
who wish for something more drastic In addition to this, therot sire the 
consumers, the general public, the local authorities, all of whom have to be 
considered. 

” 1 am afraii^that it is impossible that an Act dealing with such a' very tech- 
nical subject and affecting so many interests should be a simple one, and although 
the Bill which has now' been drafted does not propose any very fundamental 
changes in the existing law, still I think that the Select Committee will have 
no easy task in dealing with all the questions on points of local and techmeal 
aerail that wijl come before them. It has been thought advisable to appoint 
a large and strong Select Committee so as to facilitate the placing before it of 
the views of representatives of the different interests concerned. 1 have no 
doubt that with their assistance we shall be able to place before the Council a 
Bill which will give every reasonable encouragement to electrical enterprise, and 
w'hich will generally be regarded with satisfaction. I beg to mov6, my Lord, 
that the Bill to amend the law relating to the supply and use of electrical 
energy be referred to a Select Committee consisting of the Hon*bIe Mr. S. P. 
Sinha, the Hon’ble Sir T R Wynne, the Hon’ble Mr. Jacob, the Hon*ble Mr, 
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Kesteven, the Hon*ble Sir Vithaldas Thackersey, the Hon*ble Maung Bah Too, 
the Hon’ble Mr. Dadabhoy, the Hon’ble Mr. Graham, the Hon’ble Mr. Rawson 
and myself.*’ 

The motion was put and agreed to.

DOURINE BILL.

The Hon’ble Mr Miller said: — “The Bill with which I have now 
to deal is in the same stage as the Electricity Bill It was introduced in the 
former Coundl at Simla, and it is now proposed to refer it to a Select Com- 
mittee. It is a short Bill to give the Government power to deal with dourine. 
a disease which affects equin» stock I am glad to sa^ that the spread of 
this disease has given rise to serious concern only in Uj^er India as yet, and 
that such administrative measures as it has been found possible to take without 
any definite legal provisions have been very successful m checking its spread. It 
is s6 serious, however, that it has been tnought necessary to draft a permissive 
measurft to allow of Local Governments tuking the steps necessary to check 
this disease. It is proposed therefore to give them certain powers for this 
purpose, and at the same time to prbvide for the grant of compensation where 
private loss is caused by the measures which are adopted. The Bill has been 
circulated and a number of criticisms and suggestions have been received that 
will be considered in Select Committee. 1 beg 10 move that* the Bill to provide 
for the prevention of the spread of dourine be referred to a Select Committee 
I consisting of the Hon’ble Mr. S. P. Sinha, the Hon’ble Mr Carlyle, the Hon’ble 
Mr. Holms, the Hon’ble Mr. Graham, the Hon’ble Malik Umar Hyat Khan, and 
myself.” ^ 

The motion was put and agreed to. 


INDIAN PAPER CURRENCY BILL. 

The Hon’ble SIR Guy Fleetwood Wilson said . — “ The motion which 1 
have to put before the Council is of a formal character. The Bill for amending 
the Paper Currency Act has been referred to Provincial Governments and to the 
financial, commercial and industrial communities for their opinions, and the great 
body of opinion throughout the country is wholly in favour of the prin^plea 
which the Bill embodies. 

“ 1 introduced the Bill at Simla, but we considered it right to take the 
Bdl through its latter stages in Calcutta so as to meet the convenience of non- 
o£Qcial Members of Council. Accordingly, 1 now beg to move that the Bill to 
consolidate and amend the law relating to the Government Paper Currency be 
referred to a Select Committee consisting of the Hon’ble Mr. S P. .Smha, 
the Hon’ble Mr. Meston, the Hon’ble NawabSaiyid Mahammad Sahib Bahadur, 
the ^on’ble Mr. Gokhale, the Hon’ble Sir Vithaldas Thackersey, the Hon’ble 
Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu, the Hon’ble Mr Graham, the Hon’ble Mr. 
Armstrong, and myself.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. • 


INDIAN PENAL CODE (AMENDMENT) BILL 

The Hon’ble Sir Herbert Risley said: — “ My Lord, 1 have the honour 
to move for leave to introduce a Bill to amend the Indian Penal Code by enlarg- 
ing the scope of section 75 which deals with certain classes of habitual offenders. 
The Bill consists of a single section and its purpose is concisely staled in the 
summary of Objects and Reasons which is in the hands of Hon’ble Members. 
I need i^t therefore enter upon a lengthy further explanation. It will be sufficient 
to say that the present sUte of the law has caused serious practical difficulties in 
the Central Provinces and Berar, and I shall refer only to those territories, and 
not to the other area% within Native States which are covered by Berar. 
Akhough Berar is for administrative purposes an integral part of the Centr^ 
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Provinces and is under the same police and judicial system, it is, according to 
the better opinion, not British India. I am aware that the Hon’ble Mr, Mud> 
holkar holds a different opinion on this rather abstruse question of legal meta* 
physics, but h«* has consented not to raise it on the present occasion and he will 
nave ample opportunities of bringing his views before the Government of India. 
From the present state of the law there follows the anomalous and inconvenient 
consequence that a man who has been convicted over and over again in Berar 

theft and other grave offences against property cannot, if he is subsequently * 
'-'‘convicted in the Central Provinces, be punished according to his deserts. His 
previous convictions cannot be proved against him ; on one side of an adminis- 
trative line he i:» a habitual criminal, on the other side the law as it now stands 
enables him to pose successfully as a first offender. The same applies to a 
Central Provinces habitual who transfers his mischievous activities to Berar ; he 
gets so to speak a fKish start , his Karma, to use a familiar metaphor, does 
not pursue him That is a typical ,case, and owing to the constant communica- 
tion between Berar and the adjacent districts of British India, such cases are 
frequent enough to call for an amendment of the law. Berar is a rich coilntry 
and large numbers of labourers from the rice and rabi districts of the •Central 
Provinces visit Berar every year to seek temporary employment in the cotton 
harvest and in the numerous ginning and pressing mills, and in this laovine 
population there is a certain sprinkling of habitual criminals. In a matter ot 
this kind it is not easy to procure complete statistics, but I may mention that a 
partial examination of the records of the last few years discloses that a6o persons 
convicted in 146 cases had been previously convicted in the adjoining province. 
The problem of dealing with habitual criminals is a formidable one and thef^^ 
development of railways has added to its difficulties, but one of the conditions 
of success IS that they should not be encouraged, by defects in the law, to think 
that they tian ply their trade with impunity by simply changiifg their venue. 

“ 1 trust, my Lord, that I have said enough to justify to this Council the 
measure which I ask fur leave to introduce.’' 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sir Hlrberi' Risley introduced the Bill 

The Ilon’ble SiR Herbert Rislfy moved that the Bill, together with the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons i elating thereto, be published in the Gazette 
of India in English, and in the local official Gazettes in English and in such other 
languages as the Local Governments think fit. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

INDIAN CENSUS BILL. 

The Hon’ble Sir Herbert Risley said : — “ My Lord, 1 have the 
honour tofmove for leave to introduce a Bill to provide for the taking of a Cfhsus 
of India early in March 1911 The Bill is in the hands of Hon’ble Members ; 
it is identical in terms with the Act of 1900 ; and 1 might reasonably follow the 
example of Sir Chaises Rivaz ^ho was m charge of that measure and treat the 
Bill as a matter of administrative loutine requinng no special explanation. But 
I am unwilling to adopt that course on the present occasion. It is due to the 
Council that they should be fully acquainted with the purpose and point of view 
of the Bill and 1 may perhaps be peimitted to add that I myself, having been 
Census Commissioner for India teh years ago, take a keen personal interest in 
the subject and am anxious not to miss this opportunity of drawing the attention 
of my Hon’ble Colleagues to its importance both for the purposes of administra- 
tion and — a point which has not been noticed before — in its international * 
aspects. 

'* Now as regards administrations our object is essentially practical. The 
costly and laborious operations of an Indian census are amply justified by their 
direct bearing on the everyday government of the country. The census 
presents a series of pictures of the national history of the past ten years , it sums 
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tfie dff^ts of the ticissitiides of the seasons, of relipfious and social move- 
sseAts, of educational effort, cd commercial and industrial progress. It enables 
the Government of India, the Local Governments and the Ruling Chiefs to take 
stock of their position and to see how things have fared with the peoples entrust- 
ed to their charge. For the current decade it fixes the statistical data on 
which all administrative action must be based. It tells the rulers what manner 
of men they have to deal with ; how many will suffer from a failure of the rains 
mr will benefit by a well-conceived scheme of irrigation ; what are the prospects 
of a new line of railway ; what proportion of the population will be reached by 
a reduction of taxation ; how many children ought to be at school ; what is 
real measure of the ravages of various forms of disease. For these an^^ 
numberless other purposes an accurate census is an indispensable preliminary 

to administrative action. 

• 

** The international aspect of the subject, although not of primary import- 
ance, cannot be left entirely out view. Decennial censuses, taken so far as 
may be at the same time, are now a recognised necessity in all civilised 
countries. By taking part in this concerted scheme of operations India enters 
into the comity of nations, and I think t may say that she has won for herself 
there a distinguished place. To*use a sporting phrase, India holds the world's 
record both for the magnitude of her operations and for the speed with which 
the results are publi^ed. In 1891 iny predecessor as Census Commissioner, 
Sir Athelstane Baines, produced the first totaU of the census then taken about 
five weeks after the actual enumeration Ten years later, in ipot, wc went a 
little better. Nearly three hundred millions of people were counted between 
7 p.M. and midnight on the ist of March ; the preliminary results were published 
on the 15th March, exactly a fortnight later; and these figures differed from 
Ithose arrived at in the final compilation by only 94,355 or *03 per cent. So 
^Car as 1 am aware, no other country, not even the United States, which has 
always taken the lead in census organization, has produced any figures at 
all in less than sijr months. To whom is the creait due for the success 
attained ten years ago which may not improbably be surpassed next ye^ 7 I 
say without hesitation — and I welcome the opportunity for saying it 
here— -to the people themselves, to all sorts and conditions of men from 
one end of the Empire to another, who gave their unpaid services for a 
great public object. An Indian census is pre-eminently the work of the Indian 
people. If they held aloof or even demanded the most trifling remuneration for 
their trouble, the whole undertaking would be financially impracticable. As it 
is, the greater part of the enumeration is done for nothing by an army of private 
individuals, numbering on the last occasion more than a million and a quarter, 
who bnng to their troublesome task a spirit of oainstaking accuracy which I 
believe to be unequalled anywhere in the world. Their exertions have at times a 
bumourous side. ) remember for example how the zeal of a volunteer enume- 
rator in the United Provinces impelled him to turn into verse the census 
instructions and to suggest that the weaker brethren should be required to learn 
his production by heart. They have also their serious side. Perhaps the most 
remarkable instance of voluntary exertion in the public interest occurred in the 
City of Bombay, where the teaching staff and the senior students of the 
Elphifistone High School came forward spontaneously to conduct the entire 
derations of the census for the quarter in which the school was situated. 
There was plague in Bombay at the time , the census enumerators, going from 
house to house and from room to room, were specially expo^sd to infection ; and 
several of them fell victims to the disease. I point to that as a fine illustration, 
in a humble sphere, of that ‘ fellow service * which His Excellency the 
Viceroy hdd up the other day as the ideal to be aimed at in the future. I have 
no doubt that equally ungrudging assistance will be rendered in the next census, 
and that India will mountain the pre-eminent place that she now occupies on 
the international record of census successes. 

** Now the main object of a Census Act is to give legal authority and 
sanction to the host of non-official agents who are appointed to carry out the 
enumeration. It confers upon them the status of public servants, empowers 
fhem to asi^ceruin authorised questions, and requires the public to answer 
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such questions to the best of their knowledge and J>eliel. It places co>operatioii 
in the census on the footmg of a public obligation, and imposes a p^alty of 
Rs. 50 oil certain acts and omissions which would impede the enumeration or 
would vitiate its results But such is the spirit in which the operations are 
regarded by the people that prosecutions are exceedingly rare, and I doubt 
whether any province could show as many as a dozen cases. Here and there 
an instance of perversity occurs 4uch as that of the faquir who expressbd 
disapproval of the census and retired to the middle of a tank until the enume- 
ration was over But even he was not prosecuted , he Was duly entered in 
appropriate schedule , and the tank, being at the time inhabited, Was put 
'^wn as a house 1 his illustrates the temper in which things are done and 
the reluctance to have recourse to the penalties provided by the law. 

“ In conclusion there is one clause, clause 14, which calls for a word of 
explanation. This clause empowers the Local Government to direct that 
expense incurred under the Act may be charged to a municipal, local or 
viljage fund. It vas inserted at my instance in the Act of 1900, and 
was explained m r.ither general terms by Sir Charles Rivaz. The real ^ point 
of It IS this, that in every Census certain petty charges are incurred for painting 
numbers on houses, for pens and ink to write qp the schedules, and for cojuntry 
paper used in practising enumeration and making rough drafts. If thesp things 
are provided locally, tliey cost next to nothing — one anna per 50 houses is an 
average figure for numbering , but if they are supplied Irom headquarters or 
elaborate bills an* sent into the District Magistrate, the expenditure is likely to 
mount up. In any case the power is discretionary and it will rest with the 
Local Government to exercise it or not. 

“ My Lord, I now ask for leave to introduce the Bill.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sir Herbfri Risi.ey introduced the Bill. 


The Hon’bU* Sir Herbert Risi e\ moved that the Bill, together with the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons relating thereto, be published in the Gazette 
of India in English, and in the local official Gazettes in English and in such other 
languages as the Local Governments think fit. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned to Friday, the 4th February 1910.

Bombay.— Standing crops are suffering from insufficient moisture in parts of Poona 
and Sholapur They have been damaged slightly by insects in parts of Karachi ; by cloudy 
weather and rats in West Khandesh ; by frost in Karachi, Hyderabad and the Upper Sind 
iFrontier, and are generally good elsewhere. Threshing of autumn crops continues in parts 
'of the Upper Sind Frontier, the Koiikan,the Deccan and Palanpur. Spring sowings are pro* 
grossing in parts of Karachi, Kanara, Nasik and Mahi Kantha. Harvesting is in progress in 
parts of Kaira, Broacl^ Surat, the Deccan, the Karnatak Baroda. Kutch, Rewa mntha and 
Kolhapur. Cotton picking is progressing in Gujirat, East Khandesh, Belgaum, Baroda 
and Kutch. The fodder supply is generally adequate. Agricultural stock are sufficient, except 
in parts of the Deccan and are generally in good condition. Drinking water is generally 
sufficient in parts of Nasik and Poona. Grain stocks are sufficient. Prices have risen in 
Larkana, the Upper Sind Frontier, Sholapur, Satara and Bijapur and are stationary 
elsewhere. The quantity purchasable per rupee is in Sind 25 to 41 ; in Gujarat 3 to 33 ; in 
the Konkan 3 to 40; in the Deccan 7 to 3a and in the Karnatak 17 to 33 per cent less than 
the normal. 


Hyderabad. — ^No rain fell during the week The autumn harvest is over except for 
picking of cotton which is going on in a few tracts of the Marathw’ara. Tlie spring 
harvest is in progress, and the erqp is generally fair to good except in parts of Telingana, 
especially in the Nalgonda, Warangal and Karimnagar districts, where it is poor. Some 
damage is still being done by rats in parts of the Khuldabad taluka of the Aurangabad 
district.

The following Report of the Select C ommittee on the Dill to provide for the better 
control of the Press, was presented to the Council of the Governor General of India for the 
purpose of making Laws and Kegulations on the 8th February, 1910 — 

We, the underaigned, Members of the Select Committee to which the Bill to provide 
for the better control of the Press was referred, have considered the Bill, and have now 
the honour to submit this our Report, with the Bill as amended by us annexed thereto. 

a. Clause a. — We have con^idered it necessary to insert a special dehnltion of 
" High Court ” as the deGnition in section 3 {24) of the General Clauses Act, 1897, is not 
suitable for the provincea of Coorg and Ajmer>IiMrwara where the Chief Commissioner who 
is the Local Government is also the High Court. We have therefore provided that in the 
case of these two provincea the ** High Court" shall mean the High Court at Madras and 
the High Court for the North-Western Provinces, respectively 

3. pauses 3 (/) and 8 (/). — In th'* case of a keeper of a press or a publisher starting 
busineas after the commencement of this Act we have reduce d the maximum amount of 
the security from Rs. 5,000 to Rs. 3,000 as we think that tb<* larger amount might prove 
excessive m the case of well-intentioned printers and publt^rrs of^hiatl means. 

Clause 4 (/).— In sub*clause (c) we have substituted thi* words “ th« administration 
ot justice in British India" for the words "any lawful authority” and we have struck out 
from this sub-clause the words "or antipathy between members of different races, castes, 
claaaca, religionB or sects " and inserted in it words to make it imiude the bringing into 

hatted or contempt of any class or section of His Majesty^ subjects m British India, as 
we are disposed to think that the clause as thus altered will be sufficient to carry out 
the purpoee in vte’o^ 
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3. Clauses j, j, «y «*</ /o.— We have expressly provided that the deposit r^nired 
under the Act may be made either in money or the equivalent thereof in securities of 
the Government ot India. 

6. Clause 14 — We have slightly mo<Itfied this clause so as to make it clear that it 
appUes only to newspapers printed and published in British India. 

7. Clause 15 — This clause as introduced proposed to empower postal officers to open 
any article in course of transit by post. We do not consider it necessary that postal officers 
should have this power. Nor do we think that they should have power to detain letters or 
parcels. We liave therefore modified this clause by providing that such officers 8h<i||^ 
have power only to detain articles other than letters or parcels and deliver them to su« 
offic er as the Local Government may appoint in this behalf to be disposed of in sucl 
manner as the Local Government may direct. 

8. Clauses tS and ig . — We have considered it necessary to provide for cases where tiM 
Special Bench may consist of two Judges who may be divided in opinion , we have provide^ 
that in such cases the order of forfeiture made by the Local Government shall stand. 


9. The other alterations which w'e have made in the Bill are of a formal nature and 
call for no special remarks. 

10. The Bill was published in the Gazette of India in English on the 5th February, 
1910.

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We sign the Report subject to the following minute of dissent. ^ 

We think that the exiating law is sufficient to punish actual sedition as also to deal 
efEoctiveljr with incitements to violence. But in view of the exceptional situation in 
several parts of the country, we are constrained to admit the necessity of strengthening 
l^je hands of the Executive in preventing the spread of seditious teachings. And we assent, 
not without great reluctance, to the principle of providing a certain amount of 
^^ecutive control at initial stages over printing-presses and newspapers to prevent 
aerious abuses of the liberty of the Press. We cannot shut our eyes to the risks which 
^ttst accompany such a provision. But it is a choice between two evils, and we accept 
what we consider *to be toe lesser evil of the two. We, however, think that such excep- 
■lonal legislation should not form part of the permanent Statute-book of the country, 
Vand we strongly urge that the measure |hould remain in force for a limited period only, 
kay, three years. Moreover, even conceding the principle mentioned above for 
Preventive purposes, we consider that some of the proMsions of the proposed Bill 
^aure far too drastic and go beyond the requirement of the situation. In particular we urge 
that two provisions should be modified The Bill lays down that the keeper ot every new 
printing-press and the publisher of every new newspaper shall, at the time of making 
a declaration under the Press and Registration of Books Act of 1867, ordinarily deposit 
a security, *thc Magistrate being empowered to dispense In exceptional cases with the 
deposit of such security. We think that .this should be reversed — that ordinarily no 
security should be required, but the Magistiate should be empowered to demand fhe 
deposit of a security in cases in which in his opinion there are reasonable grounds to believe 
that the press or the newspaper is intended or is likely to bo used for any of the purposes 
described in section 4, sub-section (1). This will prevent an unnecessary finamial burden 
, (which in the case of small concerns might prevo a serious burden) being imposed on 
well-intentioned printers and publishers and will at the same time meet tho case of old offen- 
ders reappearing under new names or new garbs. We also think that whore a Local 
Government has issued a notice of forfeiture of security , the annulment of the declaration 
should not take place till after the application to the High Court, if made, lbs been 
decided.

to the Government for exercising a moie effective control over the Press will not in the

1 think that the provisions of the Bill are in some other respects also wider and more 
drastic th.m the) need be, but they are covered by the amendm^^ftl propose to put 
forward, and I need not therefore note them in detail here.

The 
subject is a large one and I have considered carefully how it should be presented 
to this Council, so that the essential issues may be* clearly brought out and may 
not be obscured by history that has ceased to be relevant and principles which 
no longer apply. In the first place let me state as simply as possible what the 
Bill proposes to do 

“It will be convenient if 1 first describe the kind of matter which may not 
be published. This is set out in clause 4 of the Bill under six separate heads. 

” The first of these relates to incitements to murder or to any offence under 
the Explosive Substances Act or to any actual violence. Incitements of this 
nature are already covered by the Newspap^l^ (Incitements to Offences) Act, 
1908, but we think it advisable to include them in this Bill in order that we may| 
if necessary, take action of a less severe kind than that prescribed by the Act 
of 1908. 

” The next kind of writing which is forbidden is that which is likely to 
seduce officer, soldier or saulor from his allegiance or his duty. That calls 
for no comment . it is obvious that such writings must be dangerous to the 
public welfare. 

” Then under head (c) we come to writings which are lively to bring into 
hatred or contempt His Majesty, or the Government, or any lawful authority, 
or any Native Prince or Chief under the suzerainty of His Majesty, or which 
are likely to excite disaffection against His Majesty, or the Government, or 
such Princes or Chiefs, or to excite antipathy between members of difierent 
races, castes, classes, leligions or sects. 1 he greater part of this head is 
rovered by the terms of sections 124A and 153A of the Indian Penal 
Code, bat we have made two additions of «ome importance. In the first place, 
we have included what 1 may describe as the preaching of sedition against the 
Princes or Chiefs of our Native States. *Afe have had not a few instances cf 
newspapers^^lUlhed in British India containing seditious matter of that kind. 
The 'Govemo^m of India cannot tolerate this , they cannot allow their tetri* 
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tories to be used as a safe asylum from which attacks can be launched upon 
Indian Princes The other direction in which this heading goes beyond the 
terms of the two sections 1 have quoted is that it includes the cringing of any 
lawful authority into hatred or contempt. There have been many venomous 
attacks upon Magistrates and Judges, even upon Judges of the High Courts, and 
this must be prevented. 

“The fourth heading relates to intimidation and blackmailing. It will cover 
the case of the blackmailing of Indian Princes against which the corresponding 
clause of Lord Lytton’s Act of 1878 was directed. 

The fifth heading prohibits matter which is likely to encourage or 
any ptrj»on to interfere with the administration of the law or with the mainti 
nance of law and order- Under the Indian Criminal Law Amendment Af 
1908, the Government have power to declare that an association which 
these objects is an unlawful association, and, a newspaper should not be allows 
to do what an association may not do. 

The last sub*clause dea^s with the intimidation of public servants and 
X^QXwerhattm from the Act of 1878. The protection which this sub-clause will 
give IS certainly more necessary now than it was thirty years ago. 



" I will now show how we propose to prevent the publication of matter of the 
kind I have described. Hon’ble Members are no doubt aware that under the 
Press and Registration of Books Act of 1867 every person who wishes to keep 
a press for tht* printing of books or papers must make a declaration to that effect 
before a Magistrate Another provision of that Act requires that every printer 
and publisher of a newspaper must make a similar declaration These declarations 
arc registered and are available for the information of anyone who wishes to take 
proceedings against the press or the newspaper Clause 3 of our Bill provides that 
every per->on who makes a declaration hereafter as the keeper of a press must deposit 
secuhty for an amount to be fixed in each case by the Magistrate, out opt being less 
than Rs 500 or more than Rs 5,000. Clause 8 contains a similar provision in respect 
of the publisher of . I newspaper. The printer of a newspaper is not required to 
deposit securily as his case is already covered by the provision requiiing security 
from the person who keeps the press. These provisions, as I have said, apply 
only to future registrations. In the case of existing presses and existing news- 
papers no secuniy can be demanded until the press or paper offends by printing 
or publishing matter of the prohibited kind But when a press or newspaper has 
punted or published such matter, the Local Government may at once call upon the 
person registered as the keeper of the press or the publisher of the newspaper to 
deposit security to an amount to be fixed by the Local Government subject 
to the same liinits as are prescribed for fresh registrations 

“ The next stage in the procedure provided by the Bill is that the Local 
Government c.in order the forfeimre of the security deposited if it appears that 
the press has printed or the newspaper has published any matter of the prohi- 
bited kind. If the keeper of the piess or the publisher of the newspaper wishes 
to continue his business after such an order has been passed, he is at liberty to 
do so, but he must make a fresh declaration under the Press and Regi^ration of 
Books Act and the Magistrate may then demand enhanced securitj^up to a 
maximum of Rs. 10,000. Should the keeper of a press or the publisher of a 
newspaper again npblish prohibited ni.itter after enhanced security has been 
taken, the Local Grovernment may order the forfeiture of the enhanced security in 
the case of the newspaper, and of both security and press in the case of the print- 
ing-press. I wish to make it quite clear to Hon'ble Members that no keeper of 
a press who is registered at the time ot the passing of this Bill will be affected by 
its provisions unless and until he offends by printing prohibited matter; but if he 
docs that, he may be called upon to deposit security. If he again offends, his 
security may be forfeited, while for a third offence both security and press may be 
forfeited. For persons who are now registered as publishers of newspapers the 
procedure is the same. That is to say, no interference at all until one offence is 
committed ; then a demand for securily which may be forfeited fo\ the second 
offence , next the taking of enhanced security ; and the forfeitui^^ this enhanced 
security for the third offence. In the case of new registrations security is 
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demanded from the beginning. This is necessary to provide against an evasion 
of the law by new registrations which are new only in name. 

'* It wdl be readily admitted that if we take security at all we must take 
it from the keepers of printing pre»ses , for the law, to be effective, must 
cover not only newspapers, but also books, pamphlets, leaflets and 

every other kind of document by which seditious ma'ter can be disseminated. 
But It may be asked, why take security from the publisher of a newspaper in 
addition to taking it from the keepers of presses? The answer is t iiat we 
liannot always be certain of getting at the newspaper througii its press, for 
difficulties have arisen in ascertaining at what press a newspaper is printed. Many 
' of the small newspapers, which are notorious offenders, have no presses of their 
own, but are printed at a job press which may be changed ^ from month 
Ntc month, and it is by no means easy to learn with certainty at which particular 
press an offending issue of the newspaper was published Moreover, if 

iecuiity were not demanded ffom the publisher of a newspaper, he might 
continue to offend with no greater penalty than the demanding of security 
from each of the different presses at whicK ssuccessive issues of his journal 
were* printed. 

“ We have fixed a minimum as well as a maximum for the security to be 
demanaed in order to give an indication which will guide officers ir all ordinary 
cases. But to meet the exceptional cases of the petty press which publishes 
only trade circulars, bill headings and the like, and the caNC of the school or 
college magazine and other similar publications which are not newspapers in the 
ordinary sense of the term, though they cannot be excluded from the definition — 
in order to meet these cases we have given the Magistrate power to take 
reduced security or to dispense with security altogether. 

'*The provisions which 1 have described so far relate to the cases of news- 
papers and of matter which is printed at presses that are known. Uut4,we have 
also to deal with books and pamphlets, especially the latter, which are printed 
out of India or secretly in India. To meet these cases power is taken for the 
Local Government to declare by notification that such publications are forfeited 
and to issue search-warrants for iheir discovery. In aid of this provision povier 
is also given to customs officials to detain suspected packages pending examina- 
tion of their contents by the Local Government, and to post office officials to open 
and detain with a like object any suspected packet which has been transmitted 
by post. We have also prohibited the transmission by post of any newspaper 
in respect of which the necessary declaration and deposit of security, when re- 
quired, have not been made. 

Finally we have laid an obligation upon the printer of a newspaper to 
deliver to Government at the time of publication two copies of every issue 
This has been rendered necessary by th^ailure of certain newspaper proprietors 
to send punctually the copies for which the Government subscribe, while in one 
case a subscription equal to ten times the ordinary subscription was demanded 
from the Government. 

SR So far I have dealt only with the powers which are given by the Act. I 
will now turn to the check which we have provided. This consists of an appeal 
to a special tribunal of* three judges of the High Court against any order of 
forfeiture passed by the Government. If it appears to li^e High Court that the 
matUr in respect of which the order was passed does not come witliin the terms 
of section 4 of this Bill, then the Hifi'h Court Vrill set aside the order of for- 
feiture. I think it will be admitted that that is a very complete check upon any 
hasty or improper action by a Local Government. We have, therefore, barred 
all other legal remedies. 

There are two other clauses that I must mention On< provides that 
the penalty for keeping a press or publishing a newsp.iniT without making the 
deposit of security shall be the same as ttiat inipo^ed upon a person who keeps 
a preset publishes a newspaper mthout making the declaration required by 
the Pres^l^ Registration of Books Act. The otht r is a provision which saves 
the pperatioo of other laws. 
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“ 1 hare explained the scope of the B»U, what it proposes to do. I will now 
mention its limitations, nhat it does not propose to do In the first place, it does 
not create a Censorship It imposes no antecedent restraint on the Press a 
man may publish what he pleises ; he has the widest range for every form of 
intellectual activity within the limits laid d'^wn by the law ^econdlv, it is not 
like the Press Act of 187S, a purely executive measure The initiative, indeed, 
rests with the Executive Government, but ample security against hasty or 
arbitrary action is provided in the form of what is virtually an appeal to a 
highly competent judicial authonty Thirdly, it is not a measure of universal 
licensing with power to the Government to withdraw or refuse a license at 
discretion The liberty of unlicensed printing for which Milton pleaded 
three centuri(‘S and a half ago, and at the time pleaded in vain, is untouched 
by this Bill Security is demanded only from papers established after the passing J 
of the Act That is necessary to guard against the Protean changes of iden-* 
tity of which we have had illustrations in Bcng^al But security is one thing and j 
a system of licensing is another Security may rightly be required in the mter- ^ 
csts of the community in order to guarantee that those who undertake for the 
first time the important task of irtstructing the people regarding public affairs 
shall at any rate be fully aware of the responsibility they incur. 

“ I do not set much store by precedents and parallels drawn froinc foreign 
sources. As Lord Morlcy has pointed out, no political principle whatever is 
capable of application in every sort of circumstances without reference to condi- 
tions m every place and at every time Each country has its own problems and 
must solve them in its own way India has hers, of which this is one of the 
gravest. We too must travel on our own road with such guidance as our 
necessities give us , we cannot walk by borrowed light. But if there is any 
European country upon whose experience wc might draw upon and whose 
example we might follow, it would be Austria, w'here there exists much the 
same kind of medley of nation.ihties, cl.issi'S, languages and religions as we find 
in India, and where (as Bismatck pointt cl out long ago) a certain section of the 
Press has exercised an influence of evil tendency* Yet what a contrast there is 
between this Bill and the regular practice in Austiia. In that country not 
only can the business of printing not be carried out without a license, hut 
every number of a periodical must be submitted to the police before publication 
so tnat it may be confiscate I if it contains anything contrary to the law. All 
periodicals, whether they have offended or not, must deposit money, on pain 
of suppresMon, as a guarantee tor the payment of fines. The police frequently 
order a newsp.iper to leave out of its columns an article which thev deem offen- 
sive and give notice to tlie daily Press that some particular subject had belter 
not be touched upon for the present Finally, whatever constitutional rights 
newspapers may pO'.sess may he suspended at a tnoinent*s notice by the Ministry 
declaiing a state of siege. This is thtypractice in a country where the Press 
is subject to the wholesome check of public opinion Each p ilitical party has 
its organs, and the Government hive theirs. State nents made by one side are 
promptly rebutted bv the other, and no editor can be wholly irresponsible. In 
India none of these restraints exist to any extent worth mentionimy. Yet the 
Bill does not propose to confer any powers on the police. They will bc^bso- 
lutely outside it and will have nothing whatever to do with its administration. 

I have explained, my Lord, what our proposals are and also whit thev are 
not It IS my prost*||t duty to justify them and for this purpose I 'must 
review as connselv as possible the history of the subject and must answer 
the question, whv is any special law necessary , whv cannot the Govern- 
nent be content to rely upon the ordinary criminal law ? To do this I must 
go back to the beginnings of the present evils. The Press in India has been 
tree (except during two periods) for the last 75 years, in fact ever since 
Sir Charles M tcalfe repealed the Licens.ng Act wfiich was in force up to 1835 
The two periods which I have referred to were, first the period of the Mutiny 
wher^ the entire Press was under absolute control for one yeir and no more and 
the second was from 1878 to 18S1 w'hen a portion of the Press was subi^-ct to 
the virtually nominal control imposed by the Vernacular Press Act 1878. I 
will not touch upon the earlier years, but I will begin about the nubxlle of the 
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P eriod which' I have marked off and I will endeavour to show what use the 
'ress has made in comparatively recent times of Lord Metcalfe’s famous 
concession. Tairty*three years ago, I was pre**ent, as Under jSecrntary to the 
Government of Beng>tl, at a notable Durbar held by Sir Ashlev Eden at 
Belvedere on the lath August 1877 In addressing that Durbar the Lieutenant* 
Governor denounced in strong terms the disloyalty and sedition which weie 
frequently published in the Native Press of Bengal. Even then rank treason 
was preacned and a war of independence was talked of, and Sir Ashley Eden 
thought it necessary to warn those whom he addressed that the c haracter of 
the Vernacular Press was creating an unfavourable impression in many quarters 
of the loyalty of the Bengalis. The warning was not heeded, and in the following 
year the tone and tendencies of the Press led to the passing of the Act of 1878, 
ihe object of tyhich, like the object of the present Bill, was to prevent, not to 
>unish, sedition. As everyone knows, the Act was in force for only three years 
luring which time recourse was only once had to its provisions. Its defects, 
i^om our present point of View, are |)alpable. It applied only to the Vernacular 
*Press and left untouched journals published in English, whether owned by Indians 
or by Europeans ; its machinery was purely executive, judicial intervention being 
expressly excluded, and it contained an impractic »ble provision for censorship 
which was soon repealed The whole Act was repealed in 1881, and from that 
time till n%w the Press has been left to the operation of the ordinary law. Up 
to the yeir I907 the policy of the Government was one of extreme forbearance 
and prosecutions were of rare occurrence*. Indeed, during the 37 years from 
1870 to 1907 the law was put in motion only sixteen times. Among these cases 
there is not a single case of acquittal. On two occasions the jury disagreed 
but the offenders would have been tried again if Government had not thought 
fit to accept their apologies. I have described our forbearance as 
extreme ; many people may think it excessive. But the ingrained instincts 
of all Englishmen are averse to interference with the Press, even by way 
of prosecution, and we continued to hope that time and education 
would bring wisdom. Our hope was vain, the Press did not mend its 
ways; it went continually from bad to worse, and at length it produced its 
inevitable results in the cruel and oppressive methods of the boycott It was 
clear, moreover, that matters were not going to stop there and tint worse things 
were in store for us .As every one knows, we had not long to wait. Accordingly 
on the 3rd June 1907, after ca'^eful and anxious consi cerition, the Government 
of India issued the following resolution 


‘ Certain cirrumstanres attending the recent outbreaks uf lawlcssnesn m the Punjab 
and Eastern Bengal have forced upon the attention of the Ooverninent of India the 
deliberate efforts made by a number of newspapers, both Englibh and Vernacular, to 
inflame the minds of the peojlle, to enrourage ill>will bi'tween clashes, to promote 
active ho'«tiUty to the Government, and to divlurb the publn tr.tinjuillity in manv 
different ways. The Governor General has no d^ire whatever to restru t the legitimate 
liberty of the Press to criticise the action of tm Govern mt'iii, and he would be most 
reluctant to curtail the freedom of the many well-conducted papers because of the misbehav- 
iour of a few disloyal jouroaLs But he is responsible for the maintenance of law and 
order among a vast and heterogeneous population, and he is unabl«* to tolerate the publica- 
tion of writings which tend to aroune th" disorderly elements of society and to iiu ite 
them to||oncerted action against the Government On these grounds he hais det< nnined 
that the at»seminatioii of sedition and the promotion of ill-will between classes must 
be repressed by firm and sustained action und^r the penal law. Accordingly, in 
supersession of previous orders on the subject, His Excellency in Count il empowers 
Local Governments to institute prosecutions in consultapon uittt their legal advisers 
in all cases where the law has been wilfully infringed He hopes that the warning now 
given may, In great measure, avert the necessity for numerous proserutions, but 1? this 
nope should unhappily not be realised, he relies upon the local authorities to deal with the 
evil effectively. 


** Up to the end of last year ^7 prosecutions had been undertaken under 
these ortfers. Not one of these cases has failed, although in some instances the 
editor, manager or proprietor has escaped, and only the registered printer or 
proprietor has been convicted, while in others the Government have accepted an 
apolo gy aild vkhdrawn the prosecutions. Nevertheless we have to acknowledge 
defeqt. WdiiPKve succeeded in the minor object of punishing a certain number 
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of offenders ; we have failed in the major, the vital, the all-important object of 
curing a grave eviU We have proved that the law as it stands is sufficient to 
enable convictions for sedition to be obtained ; but we have also proved that 
it is not sufficient to restrain the Press within the limits of legitimate discussion. 
In spite of our successful prosecutions we seethe most influential and most widely 
read portion of the Indian Press incessantly occupied in rendering the Govern* 
ment by law established odious in the sight of the Indian people. The Govern- 
ment is foreign, and therefore selfish and tyrannical It drains the country of its 
wealth , it h.ts impoverished the people, and brought about famine on a scale and 
with a frequency unknown before , its public works, roads, railways and canals 
have generated malaria , it has introduced plague, by poisoning wells, in order to 
reduce the population that has to be held in subjection , it has deprived the 
Indian peasant of his land, the Indian artisan of his industry, and the Indian 
merchant of Ins trade ; it has destroyed religion by its godless system of education ; 
It seeks to destroy caste by polluting, maliciously and of set purpose, the 
salt and sugar that men eat and the cloth ihat thr*y wear ; it allows Indians 
to be ill -treated m I3ri ish Colonies; it levies heavy taxes and spends them 
on the army ; it pays high salares to Englishmen, and employs Indians only 
in the woist paid posts ; — in short it has enslaved a whole people, who are 
now struggling to be free, 

“ My enumeration may not be exhaustive, but these are some of the state- 
ments that are now being implanted as axioms in the minds of the rising genera- 
tion of educated youths, the source fro*m which w’e recruit the great body of 
* civil officials who administer India. If nothing more were said, if the I^ess 
were content to 

‘ let the lie 

Have time on its own wings to fly,' 

things would be bad enough. But very much more is said. Every day the 
Press {KOI laims, openly or by sugge-ition or allusion, that the only cure for 
the ills of India is independence from foreign rale, independence to be won by 
heroic deeds, self-sacrifice, martyrdom on the part of the young, in any case by 
some form of violence. Hindu mythology, ancient and modern history, and 
more especially the European literature of revolution, are ransacked to furnish 
examples that justify revolt and proclaim its inevitable success. The methods 
of guerilla warf ire as practised in Circassia, Spain and South Africa ; Mazzini*s 
gospel of politiral assassination , Kossuth's most violent doctrines ; the doings 
of llussian Nihilists , the murder of the Marquis Ito , the dialogue between 
Arjuna and Krishna in ihe Gr/a, abook that is to Hindus what the Imitation of 
Christ IS to cmoti<*nal Christians — all these are pressed into the service of 
inflaming impressionable minds The last instance is perhaps the worst, 
I can imagine no more wicked desecration than that the sacri- 
legious hand of the anarchist should be laid upon the inaian Song 
of Songs and that a masterpiece of transcendental philosophy and religious 
ecstasy should be perverted to the base uses of preaching political murder. 
The poison, however, is widely diffused by a variety of methods, and 
antidote there is none. The side of Government is represented in the Indian 
Press by a few papers of small circulation w'hich never reach the n^rsons 
wli()se minds are prejudiced bv the attack. Sedition has the monopolj^f its 
audience, and that audience is large .ind is increasing daily No means are left 
untried to swell its nufibers and to infect the masses of the people. The peace- 
ful life of the village has been invaded by youthful enthusiasts who read out to an 
illiterate audience, attracted by natural curiosity, articles preaching the doctrines 
which 1 have described Emissaries disguised as religious devotees travel about 
the country and spread the gospel of anarchy among simple folk who believe that 
whatever is printed must be true. Worst of all, attempts are being made to 
enlist the women of India on the side of rebellion by disseminating in the 
zenana libels upon the Government — among them that infamous story about the 
introduction of plague. Was there ever such sacrilege as this — that the 
renaissance of Indian womanhood, their avrakening to a new intellectual life, 
should be thereatened at its outset by influences such as these ? ^ all ages— 
from the tiipe of your own Epics and the old Roman Icgend^'the Sabine 
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' **Tbe conaeqeenecnr.ol this ever^flewing atream of slander and incite* 
ment to outrage are now upon us. What was foreseen a few years ago 
tns aetuaHy eonte to pass. We are at the present moment confronted with a 
mur d ero u s conapiracy, whose aim it is to subrert the Government of the country 
end to m^e British rale impossible by* establishing general terrorism. Their 
Ofgantsatidh is effective and far-reaching; their numbers are beKeted to be 
considerable ; the leaders work in secret and are blindly obeyed by their youth* 
Ini followers* The method they favour at present is political assassination t the 
method of Mazzini in his worst mooda Already they have a long score of 
murders or attempted murders to their account. There were two attempts to 
blow up Sir Andrew Fraser's train and one, of the type with which we are now 
unhappily familiar, to shoot him on a pubUc occasion. Two attempts were 
made to murder Mr. Kingsford, one of which caused the death of two English 
lad^s. Inspector Nanda Lai Bsnerji, Babu Ashutosh Biswas, the Public 
Frosecutor at Alipore, Sir William Curzon-Wyllie, Mr. Jackson, and only the 
other ^y Deputy Superintendent Shams*ul Alam, have been shot in the most 
deliberate and cold-blooded fashion. Of three informers two have been killed^ 
and on the third vengeance has been taken by the murder of his brother in 
the sight of his mother and msters. Mr. Allen, the Magistrate of Dacca, wsa 
shot tJirough the lungs and^ narrowly escaped with his life. Two picric arid 
bombs were thrown at His Excellency the Viceroy at Ahmedabad and only 
failed to explode by reason of their faulty construction. Not long afterwards an 
attempt was made with a bomb on the Deputy Commissioner of Umballa. 

These things are the natural and necessary consequence of the teachings 
of certain iournafs. They have preparcxl the soil in which anarchy flourishes ; 
they have sown the seed and they are answerable for the crop. This is no 
mere general statement; the cnmn of causation is clear. Not only does 
the campaign of violence date from the change in the tone of the Press; 
but speciflc outbursts of incitement have been followed by specific outrages. 

And now, Sir, 1 appeal to the Council in the name of all objects that 
patrioric Indiana have at heart to give their cordial approval to this Bill. It 
ta called for m the inter^ts of the State, of our officers both Indian and 
European, and most of all in the interests of the rising generation of young 
men. In this matter, indeed, the interests of the State and the interests 
of the people are one and the same.* If it is good for India that British 
rule should continue, it* is equally essential that the relations between 
Government and the educated community should be cordial and intimate, 
gqd that cannot long be the case if the <%gans of that community lay themselves 
but to embitter those relations in every sort of way and to create a permanent 
atmosphere cf latent and often open hostility. In the long run people will believe 
what tney are told, if they are told it often enough, and if they hear nothing on 
the other side. There is plenty of work in India watting to be done, but it never 
urill llh done if the energies of the educated classes are wasted in incessant abuse 
and suspicion of Govwm m ent. 

** As regaurde the officers of Government, the case is clear. At all costs they 
must be protected from intimidation and worm . And ft is our Indian officials 
wbo stand in most need of protection, for they are most exposed to the danger, 
detailed work of investigation and detection necessarily fnlls upon them, 
they are specially vulnerable through their families. They have done 
. fribst admirable work during the troubles of the last few years and have 
ffilnplaycd under most tiying conditions courage and loyalty that are 
bfwond all prjusew **We arelbound m honour to protect them from threats of 
fw|trage which sooner or later bring about their own fulblment, 

• To mV mind, Sir, the worst feature of the present situation is the 
that the Press exercises upon the student class. 1 was talking 
j|^/«lMflaboat a month ago with a distinguished Indian who is in close 
toudismTseboolsandcolk^sin BengaL He took a most gloomy view of 
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the present state of things and tlie prdsMcts the toHdedisiiec fntitfev- Ac- 
cording to him the younger generaitioo had gdt entirely nut of han^ tatnd nMn^ 
of them had become criminal ifanatics unconteoUable by their parents or their 
masters. As an illustration of the spirit that is abroadL he told me that one ci 
the examiners for the last Matriculation of the University had received a 
threatening message that if he reported to the^ authorities a particularly grosp 
case of cheating * a Browning pistol wa^ rudy fi^r him.* 1 may set by the 
side of this^ as a companion picture, the following passage in S^r Lawrence 
Jenkins* judgment in the Alipare Appeal.

Rainfall summary for the seven day^endlngr at 8 hrs. on Thursdays 
the 10th February 1910, based on the Indian Daily Weather 
Reports of the period. 

In Kashmir weather was sHchtly disturbed on several days and light fall<< of snow 
occurrdP^ there was also local rainfall in the upper Brahmaputra valley, but over the rest 
of the country dry weather prevailed throughout the week Maximum t<*rnperalure was 
in moderate to large'excess in northwest India and from the 4th to the 6th in the United 
Provinces and Central India. ^ 

Skies were generally clear and temperature normal. 

Northeast Indtat including Orirre.-— Rain fell locally in the upper Brahmaputra valley 
on die 6th. Skies were cloudy in the north of Eastern Bengal and Assam on the ^th and 
6tb and were clear elsewhere throughout the week. Temperature did not differ much 
Irpm the normal. 

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central Provinces . — Skies were clear 
or lightly clouded. At night, temperature was generally normal, but during the d^ time, 
it waa in excess from the 4th to the 6th except in Berar and the east of the Central 
Provinces. 

Northwest /mA‘tf.->Light falls of snow were reported from most of the observatories 
in K^fami^ overcast in Kashmir on several days and were clear or only 

lightly cloude^lsewhere. Weather was much warmer than nsual during the day time 

( *75 ) A 
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throughout the week and at night also in Rajputana, Gujarat, the southwest Punjab, 
Sind and Baluchistan for part of the period. 

The Peninsula — Skies were clear or lightly clouded and temperature was generally 
normal except on the Konkan coast where the maximum was in excess up to the 9th. 

The only important rainfall amounts were reported on the 7th and were 0*78*' at 
Dibrugarh and o 49'^ at Sibsagar. 

The rainfall for the period from the 3rd December 1909 to date is now in defect in 
Baluchistan and the cast of the United Provinces, but it is still over no per cent, in excess 
in the Punjab, the North-West Frontier Province, Bind and Rajputana,

February 1910. 

Burma — I'lic week was rainless. Transplanting of spring rice and cultivation of 
misieilaneous crops on islands are proceeding Harvesting of cotton, groundnut, millet 
and^Mcrr is in progress Standing crops are reported to be in good condition. 

Eastern Bengal and Assam — The weather was seasonable. There was no rain 
during the wei*k except light showers in parts of the Assam Valley Transplanting of 
spring ncc, gathering of mustard and pressing of sugarcane are in progress. Ploughing for 
jute and other autumn crops is going on.

Bombay.— Standing crops .ire suffering from I nsuflicient moisture in parts of Poona 
and Sbolapur , they have been damaged slightly by insects in parts of Karachi . by rats in 
West Khandesh , by frost in Karachi, Hyderabad and the Upper Sind Frontier and are 
generally in good condition elsewhere Threshing of autumn crops continues in parts of 
the Upper Sind Frontier, the Konkan, Khandesh, Poona aud PaJanpur. Harvesting of 
spring crops is in progress in parts of Kaira, Broach, Surat, Kanara, the Deccan, the 
Karnatak, Baroda, Cutch, Rewa Kantha and Kolhapur, Cotton picking is progressing in 
Gujarat, Belgaum, Kathiawar, Baroda and Cutch. 1 he fodder supply is generally adequate.

Sixth Report of the Board of Management of the Indian 
People's Famine Trust covering the 
Calendar year 1909. 


1. Four meetings of the Board were held duyng the year 1909,— three at 
Calcutta and one at Simla. 

9. Tlje Report and the Annual Accounts of 1908 were passed at a meeting 
pf the Board on 29th January 1909 and it was decided at that meeting that in 
future the Report and the Accounts should be circulated among the members 
before the annual meeting A copy of the Report on the Administration of the 
Trust during 1908 together with that of the accounts was forwarded to the 
Government of India in the Department of Revenue and Agriculture in accord- 
ance with rule 16 of the Rules for the Administration of the Trust. 

3. An application from the Maharaja of Darbhanga for a grant for relief of 
distress in Darbhanga came under the consideration of the Board in March 
1909, but having regard to the smallness of the resources of the Fund at that 
time, the Board decided to wait further development of the position in that 
district. 


4. At a meeting held at Simla on 20th May 1909, the Board again con- 
sidered the Maharaja’s application, supported by an application from the Govern- 
ment of Bengal for a grant of lakh for the purpose referred to, but in 
view of the fact that only ohe district was concerned and as there was some 
uncertainty regarding the season, a grant of R 25,000 only was sanctioned. 


5. At that meeting the Board also considered an enquiry from the Govern- 
ment of the United Provinces as to whether any funds would be available for 
the distressed districts in those Provinces. It was decided, and that Government 
was infoipned, that very little money was available in 1909 and that in any case 
no grant could, under the rules, be given from the Trust funds until the existence 
of general and severe privation over a considerable area was i^st notified by the 
Governor General in Council. 


6. The general agricultural condition of the country, however, improved in 
the mean time. The Indian Famine Charitable Relief Fund, inaugurated in 
March 1908, was closed early in 1909, and the Trust was subsequently credited 
with Ri, 97,933>2-9 by transfer of the unspent balances of the Famine Relief 
Fond in the hands of the Central and the Provincial Executive Committees and 
of cerUun bdated collections of subscription. 

7. On 6^lR>ecember 1909 it was decided at a meeting of the Board to 
nvest R^,9 P,oo 9 put of the accumulated cash balance of the Trust in the 3^ 
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psr cent. Government Securities. Accordingly Government Promissory Notes 
of the aggregate face value of R3*37»3®® P®*" cent, loan of 1900-01 

were purchased at a net cost of R3,i9,9Si-i-o. These Securities stand in 
the Joint names of the Comptroller General and the Accountant General, Bengal* 
and do not form part of the Endowment Fund. 

8. During the year, the Hon’ble Sir Francis Maclean, Kt., K.C.I.E., 
resigned the Chairmanship of the Board of Management of the Trust, and the 
llon’ble Sir Lawrence Hugh Jenkins, Kt , K C.I E., succeeded him. The 
appointment of the Hon’ble Mr. J M. Holms, C.SL, as a member representing 
the Government of the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh on the Board was 
formally notihcU, and His Highness Maharaja Sir Madho Kao Sindbia Bahadur, 
Maharaja of Gwalior, G C.S I., G.C.V.O., was appointed by the Hon’ble the 
Agent to the Governor-Gcncial in Central India as a member of the Board 
vice Khan Bahadur Yar Muhammad Khan, deceased. In November 1909, the 
Hon’ble Sir William Meyer, K.C.I E., resigned his membership of the Board as 
a nominee of the Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor-General m Rajputana, 
No one ha*, yet been appointed in his place In December 1909, Mr. F. C. 
Harrison, C S.I., resigned the office of Honorary Secretary to the Board on his 
leaving India, and the office was offered to, and accepted by, Mr O, T. Barrow, 
C.S.l. 


9. A statement of the assets of the Trust and an abstract of the accounts 
will bb found in Scheduh'S I and II, annexed. 

10. The Miscellaneous Receipts shown in Schedule II annexed represent 
the annual subscription of R500 by the Raja of Athgarh for the year 1905-06. 

11. The Endowment figure has remained unchanged, vts, ; — R28,io,ooo«

Rainfall summapy for the seven days endlngr at 8 hrs. on TnSrSfi^r" 
the 17th February 1910, based on the Indian Daily Weather 
Reports of the period. 

A well marked depression entered northwest India from the west on the nth. but it 
followed a more northerly course tiian tisual, and in consequence it was only in the west 
Himaiams and subntontane districts that any precipitation of importance occurred . in these 
areas the precipitation was general and in placea moderately heavy , a few thunder- 
showers also occurred in east Rajputana A warm wave preteded the depression and 
travelled right across northern India giving much wanner weather tlq^n usual, hut with its 
disappearance temperature fell and at the close of th^ week was generally normal 
Conditions were slightly unsettled in south Burma and a moderate amount of rain fell la 
south Tenasserim. 

^MF*iR0.— -Ram fell in south Tenasserim on several days and a light fall was reported 
from Touoffoo on the i6th. Skies were cloudy in the southern half of Burma during the 
period of cHsturbed weather and were generally clear on other days Night temperature 
was normal or in excess during the latter half of the week, but day temperature was nor- 
mal throughout the period. 

Northeast India, including Orissa — ^There was some ram in the upper Brahmaputra 
valley on the 15th. Skies were clear or tightly clouded Maximum temperature was 
higher than usual on most days and the minimum was generally normal.

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The Untied Pt evinces, Central India and the Central -Moderately 

heavy snowfall occurred in the hills, and light rainfall iii the plains in the northwest of the 
United Provinces ; light ram fell in the Sutna district uf Central India. Skies were over* 
cast in the northwest of the United Provinces on the t3th and 14th and were clear or 
lightly clouded in the rest of the division Weather was much warmer than usual during 
the day time in the United Provinces and Central India up to the 14th and at night also on 
severalday s 

Northwest India . — Precipitation was moderatelv heavy and general in the^ wMt 
Himalayas and submontane districts. Skies were overcast in the area of precipitation 
during the first half of the week and were clear or lightly clouded elsewhere. Maximum 
temperature was in moderate to large excess up to the 13th and normal for the rest of 
the w'eck while minimum temperature was normal or in excess 

Thi Pentumla —Skies were generally clear and temperature normal

Peninsula.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 12th 

February 1910. 

Burma — Some rain fell in Mergui only. Threshing and winnowing of winter nee is- 
appro.uhing (ompletion Sowing and transplanting of spring rice are in progress. 
Clearing of hill sides for miscellaneous cultivation has commenced. Agricultural 0{)er> 
ations lor misi r lUneous spring crops arc proceeding normally. Standing crops are doing 
well 

Eastern Bengal and Assam — The weather is dry. Rain is needed for standing 
crops Transplantation of spring nee is going dh with good prospects. Pruning and 
hoeing oi tea, pressing of sugarcane and harvesting of mustard are in progress. 
Preparatcry cultivation for jute and('^lier autumn crops continues. Prospects of linseed, 
wheat, tea, tobacco, sugarcane and mustard are good The average price of common rice 
has fallen by one percent in Dacca, .Mymensin^, S)lhet, Darrang and Sibsagar. 

Bengal — There was no ram during the iveek Harvesting of oilseeds ^d pulses 
tontinues Sugarcane pressing is in progress. F*reparation of lands for the next season’s 
< lojs IS going on Threshing of winter paddy is approaching completion. The standing 
•spring crops are doing well Prosj-ects are good. Inset ts nave done some damage to 
rohar and oilsctds in paits of Monghyr , and rahar and gram are reported to be suffering 
from want of moisture in parts of Ranchi The price of common rice has risen in 
Burdwan, Howrah, Champaran, the Sonthal Pargana^-, Angul and in the districts of the 
Presidency division, cxcejiting the 24>Parganas, and has fallen in Gaya, Saran and F’urnca. 
Cattle disease is reported from eighty districts The fodder and water supply ts sufficient 
tbroug||out the Province. 

United Provinces.— Three districts report rain v'arying from 7 to 30 cents. Standing 
crops are excellent Poppy is doing well. Fields are being prepared for sugarcane ana 
extra crops Wheat and barley are in ear. Harvesting of peas is in progress. Slight 
damage to mustaid from insects is reported The condition of agricultural sto^ is generally 
good but disea'-e continues in parts of ten districts Fodder and supplies are sufficient 
e\er)'whcre Prices are generally stationary but falling in five districts 

Punjab —Good to moderate rnin has fallen in Gurgaon, Amritsar and parts of Rohtak,. 
Ambala, Jullundur, Ferorepore, Sialkot and Rawalpindi which has benefited the standing 
Cl ops Pressing of sugarcane continues in some districts and the outturn is good to 
average Stancling crops arc generally in good condition and average in Multan only. 
Sowings of extra spring crops are in progress ij# Delhi Hail stones fell in Rohtak and 
epore but daui.ige to the vegetable crops *is reported from the latter district only. 
Rats "are damaging the standing crops in Rohtak Prices are generally unchanged A 
slight rise in prices of certain articles is reported from three and a slight fall from four 
distiuts Cattle are generally in good condition Fodder is scarce in Jullundur and in parts 
of Sliahpur and Mianwali, but sufficient elsewhere.

lannu district Sowings of extra spring crops are in progress in the Dera Ismail Khan 
district 1 ands arc being prepared for extra spring; sowings in the Peshawar and Bannu 
districts Irrigation from the Paharpur Canal in the Dera Ismail Khan district is still 
stopped. The water supply and fodder are sufficient except in the Shigga Circle of the 
Marv\ at tahsil of the Bannu district. The condition of cattle is generally good except in 
two villages of the Nowshera tabsil of the Peahawar district. The public health is 
generally good.

The condition of spring crops is good Ploughing for autumn crops his commenced 
There is no disease among cattle. Fodder is average except in flooded villages Prices 
are nnehanged. 

Rajputana.— Spring crops are progressing. Slight damage is reported to the gram 
crop in Partabgarh. Cattle are in good condition. Fodder is sutfli ient. Prices are rising 
in Bikaner, Jatsalroer, Bundi, Kotah, Jhalawar, Jaipur and Karauli and are steady or falling 
elsewhere. 

Central India.— 'Rainfall nil. Threshing of autumn and irrigation of spring crops 
continue. Crops have been damaged slightly in Gwalior, Indore, Bundelkhand, Malwa 
and Bhopnwai. Agricultural s'oek are good except for some disease in Indore, 
Bagbelkhand, Bundelkhand and Bhopawar Prices are fluctuating in Indore and Bbopal ; 
have risen slightly in Malwa and are .high and steady elsewhere. Watering and weeding 
of poppy continue. 

Central Provinces. — The weather has been clear and the nights and mornings cooE 
but the days arc becoming waim. lhrc->hing and uinnowmg of autumn crops are stilt 
in progress in five districts 'Cutliug of bprjng crops Continues Prospects aie generally

Bombay — Standing crops are suffering from insufficient moisture in parts of Poona 
and SI oLipur , they lia\c been damaged slighllv by nisei ts in parts of Kar.ic hi and 
Hyderabad , by rais m West Khandosh , by frost in K<trachi and the Upper Smd 'Fiontier 
and are generally good elsewhere Threshing of aulumii ciops continues in parts of the 
Konkan, Khandesh Poona and Palanpm.

The followhig preliminary statement of plague seizures and deaths reported in India 
during the week ending the 12th February 1910, is published for general mtorniation — 
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SPEECH OF THE HONOURABLE FINANCE MEMBER INTRODUCING 
THE FINANCIAL STATEMENT FOR 1910-1911. 


Introductory. 

On this occasion, when the first Financial Statement under the new rules is 
presented to our ^eatly enlarged Council, 1 may be permitted to indulge in a brief 
retrospect. In Fwruary, i860, just fifty years ago, my predecessor and namesake, the 
Right Honourable James Wilson, in an elaborate speech, laid the earliest of India’s annual 
financial statements before the Legislative Council of those days. His speech, as I 
have said, was elaborate , it covered the whole ground of the financial and economic 
position of India But the accounts which it introduced were set forth in a single short 
table, printed on a sheet no bigger than the proverbial shc^ of note paper To this were 
appended a few statistics of debt, trade and cash balances , the whole thing barely 
l^ccupied ten octavo pages There was of course no discussion The revenues for the 
coming year were estimated at £2^ millioii>!> and the expenditure at £42 millions. The 
tot^l external trsAe, jmports and exports combin>^d, was valued at only £60 millions 
(it is now over ;^200 millions! and the total debt of India was £t)S millions (it is now 
over j^a5o millions). We have gone a long way in these fifty years, and our conditions 
are widely different from what they were in i860 ; but there is a curious parallelism 
between parts of Mr Wilson’s speech and some of the things which I shall have to 
say to-day. He had to deal with a deficit ; he had to convey a grave warning (which 
was long unheeded) of the precarious nature of our opium revenue ; and he had ~ as 
alas ' IS my fate also — to suggest additional taxation. 

2 It IS not, however, the m«itter, but rather the form and th(> tre.itment, (rf our 
financial statements that I set out to n‘view The full expository speeches and the 
brief figured tables were continued by Mr. Wilson’s successors for thirteen years : 
though about 1866 we find the abstract of revenue and expenditure developed and 
classified into major heads — a far shorter list than we now have, but numb(*red and 
arranged much in the present style In 1873 and for the three following years, there 
Vere no Budget meetings, the old law of 1861 did not permit the Council to meet for 
other than legislative business, and the finances of those years involved no legislation. 
The Statement in those circumstances took the shape of a formal minute published 
\n the Gasette. In 1877, however, with a gnat famine overshadowing the finances, a 
Budget meeting had again to be convoked, a^ the statement was presented by Sir John 
Strachey in a speech of portentous length ft occupied 40 pages of printed foolscap, 
and was supplemented by another 34 pages of a minute in which the hinance Member 
examined the figures in fresh detail lit 1881, Major Baring (now LordCronu^r) restored 
comparative brevity ; but in 1882 he reverted to a sp^ch which occupies 52 printed pages, 
explaining that there was no other means of describing the figures w ith .iccuracy, .ind 
that his attempt at condensation in the previous year had been misundt rstood After 
that, came a senes of annual minutes, with a wealth of detail, but a deiided lendcncy 
to technicality. During this period the form in which 3ur figured statemtnts .ire now 
shown was worked out under Lord Cromer’s orders ; and in iSgt^, Sir David Barbour 
split up the explanatory speech or minute into two parts His intention cvidcnlly was 
tnat the first part should be mainly a discussion of policy and the second an examination 
of results. It*was some time before this ideal was reached and Bart I in the cours'* 
of years got more and mote overloaded with figures technical and difficult But in 
1900, Sir Clinton Dawkins got back to the original idea I^irt 11, prepaied by the 
Financial Secretary, became a detailed expositKin of the figures, adaptr d to the student 
or the specialist ; while Part I was the ehicn. used by the Finance Member for a 
broader review of the position and for his declarations of financial policy 

3 Of the nature of the discussions on the past Financial St.itemcnts I need say 
little, as they were described in a picture‘-que passage .f the speech with which Sir 
Edward Baker summed up the Budget debate of two years ago Prior to 1892 no 
discussion at all ^ permissible. In the following year the rules under the Indian 
Councils Act, i 892 ,^ad come into force, and members were at liberty to offer any 
observations th^ might wish on the Statement, but not to put any motion or divide 
the Council, llie observations allowed by the rules became in time lengthy and 
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comprehensive non-official members ranged over the whole field of Indian administration, . 
and official members were drawn into the defence of the acts and policy of their depart" 
ments. There was no other recognised occasion during the legislative session, either 
for the former to criticize or for the latter to expound 

4 So mu( h foi the old order which is now passing Let me turn to the new. 
What I submit to the Council to-day is the result of direct evolution from the system ' 
that has been worked out during the last fifty )ears The Financial Statement which 
the new rules prescribe w'lll be found in the set of tabulated figures displaying, in their 
logical and time-honoured classification, the closed accounts of last year, our latest 
estimates of levenue and expenditure for the current year, and our preliminary forecast 
for the ensuini; year The explanatory memorandum which the rules require is the old 
Part II of previous years. It is prepar»-d, however, in greater detail than before, yet 
w ith less repetition , and an attempt is made in it to explain succinctly the movements 
of the figuK s under each important head of ac( ount, as well as to give a conspectus 
of our ays and Means operations But, in order to summarise the lessons of the 
fi^uies and to review’ the general position, I propose to retain, in the remarks which I 
shall now offer to the Council, our old Part I 111 a slightly different and less technical garb. 

5 As I egards the discussion, a still greater change w'lll mark the new’ procedure. 

To-day the rules do not permit discussion. It would in any case be manifestly 
unreasonable to expect members to speak, almost on the spur of the moment, 
upon the 1 irgo and complicated questions which emerge from the Financial btatement? 
But on a later dale, which I believe Your Lordship intends to fix for next Friday, 
the Council will proceed to what roughly corresponds with the Commiltec stage 
of the estimates in the House of Commons We shall take up first the considera- 
tion of our proposals for fresh taxation, for a new loan, and for additional grants 
to Local Governments. Then, alter a short interval, the Council will again assemble 
in what I may term Committee of the whole House; and each “ major head " in the 
accounts which is open to discussion will be explained in turn by an official member 
who has special knowledge of the branch of the administration concerned. At both 
of tljese stages it will be open to any member by w’ay of resolution alter due notice 
given, and subject fo a few reservations, to call attention to any matter which is directly 
relevant to the litres under consideration, to criticise the necessity for any entry, or to , 
ask for further information regarding it. All such resolutions, if in ord^r bj', djiJ^ ' 
debated In this way ample opportunity will be afforded for genuine scrutiny of 
the estimates by the Council, and for a ciiticism which is b” .<1*011 precise facts W e

7 When I introduced the Budget for the current year, I entered a plea for 
caution and economy. On almost every side there were auguries of better harvests 

•and reviving trade But recovery was likely to be slower than it had been in times of 
the country’s convalescence from previous famines, because the trade conditions of the 
world remained dull and unsettled A year ago, prices were still high ; the country was 
still feeling the effects of over-speculation and a glut of imports , and the loss 
of our opium revenue was a standing menace That caution has been justified ; but we 
have also been justified in our resolution to face the difficulties of the year without 
extra taxation, and wc now believe that the year will close with a surplus remarkably 
close to, and slightly in excess of, the small maigin of revenue for which we budgeted. 

8 From the agricultural point of view, the year has been a good one, and 
the country may be said to have shaken off the effects of the drought of 1907. 
At the beginning of last April, it is true, there were still over 100,000 persons 
in receipt of State relief, but distress duiing the hot weather was nowhere very 
severe. It was confined for the most part to limited ar^s in Bihar and the United 
Provinces, and by July all relief operations weie closlro Except in Bengal and 

8 arts of the United Provinces, which suffered from a shortage m the winter rains, 
le outturn of the spiing harvest w'as not unsatisfactory. Later, the improvement 
became more de^itt ly marked , for the monsoon broke early and the rainfall was un- 
usually abundant and well distributed in nearly every part of the country Famine 
and scarcity were at last at an end The autumn and winter harvests w'ere everywhere 
good, and m many places excellent liumper rice crops have been reaped in Bengal 
and Eastern Bengal, while the autumn harvest in the Punjab is estimated to be 21 per 
cent in excess of the average for the pie\ious five years The only complaints we have 
heard — and they are not serious - come from some of the Madras districts which are 
suffering from the failure of the north-east monsoon in October In them however the 
excellent rainfall of the previous months replenished the various souices of irrigation, 
and no serious anxiety is felt, though the yield of the cold weather crops cannot be a 
• full one In all other parts of the country the at counts of the spring crops are very 
^ satisfactory though more rain would be useful in some places. If no untow'ard event 
occurs in the next month, an excellent harvest should ushei in the ensuyig year. 

9. It was natural therefore and proper tli.it, when the end of the legular monsoon 
showed the agricultur.d position to be assort d, .1 general air of hopefulness should 
pervade the country 1 am afraid however that it did not penetrate the Finante 
Department, where the state of the public exchequer was felt to be by no means free 
of anxiety. On making our usual preliminary revision of the estimates in November, 
we found falling prices, easy money, and a tangible rise m the purchasing power of the 
people. Trade how'ever was still slack , an A the recovery seemed likely to be slow, 
irregular and hesitating. The land revenue, including large amounts of famine arrears, 
had been coming in well , but in nearly every other important respect our receipts 
were below expectations The most disappointing* section was oui Railway earnings, 
w hich reflected the slowness of the general improvement being almost a crorc short 
of what we had counted on realizing by the end of October Backward ('ustoms 
returns, particularly from piece-goods ana silver, indicated how' seriously the import 
markets had been glutted , and a marked shortage in the Rost f)irice re< eipls bon 
testimony to •the dullness of general business. Our revenue from h'orests, from 
Salt, from Excise, was also behindhand, W'hile on the oilursldi of tin account, our 
* budgeted expenditure seemed likely to be fully required Vf(' w< rt thcroforr* 
compelled in ordinary prudence to explain the situation to our big spending 
Departments and to Local Governments, and to call upon tnem to exeicist all possible 
economy in view of our diminished resources T he appeal was loyally riisponded to, 
and the savings in expenditure which were thus secured h«ive played a considerable 
part in the improvement of the financial position tJiat has taken f>Jaee since November 

10. To that change there have been other contributory factors —the good 
harvest of cotton and oilseeds, with their effect both on railway traffic .md on the 
spending power of the peasantry . the incrc’asing activity' of the import market , and 
the big nee movements which are beginning in Burma with the accompanying use m 
export duties But the most dramatic feature in the situation has been the sudden and 
unexpected development of our Opium revenue 1 must diverge for a moment to 

explain this movement* and the events which led up to It. 

11. As I mentioned last March, we intended to sell 42,300 chests of Bengal opium 
during the current financial vear , and in view of the fluctuating mood of ihc' China 
market, we based our estimate of receipts on the cautious average of R 1,350 a chest.

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In Maln'a we had app.irt ntly reached a curious impasse. The Bombay godowns were 
full, and duty had bt'i n paid in advance upon a very large quantity of opium which still

Tne China 
m.irkt t w IS dull, w'lth a slightly using tendency The prices fetched b) our Bengal opium 
v.iried ht tw< t n K i , 1 50 and k i ,450 , and the t learances from Malw'a were not more than 
wtmid oidinaril> he required for home consumption In October how’ever a sharp rise in the 
China put IS took place I need not discuss the complicated factors in the remarkable 
speculate c movement which was thus established, and over which, so far as the China 
m.irket is concernt'd, we had of course ahsoluttdy no control. The first result of the 
movement was another rush to pay duty in advance. The trade had got wind of our 
proposal -to which 1 shall allude hereafter— to give Malwa a larger share of the 1910 
exports, and although we had guaranteed no priontj' of shipment after 1910, the 
exporters were prepared lo/j-^take their chance and, so to speak, to register their 
ckiims During the first half of November, duty was paid on 1 7,000 chests, when 
th(* Indore authorities vciy properly stopped the rush and refused to receive aiw 
more payments Wc were at the time in correspondence with the Secretary of State 
regarding the distiibution, as between Bombay and Calcutta, of our redT^ced exports ; and 
as soon as that matter was settled, wc decided how to deal with our unexpected windfall 
of revenue. The decision was to retain the duty paid in respect of chests which under 
our revised programme could be shipped in 1911; to grant priority of shipment to 
those chests in the order in which duty had been received; and to refund all payments 
that had been made in respect of chests which could not be either used for home 
consumption or exported to China in 1911, thus leaving us a free hand regarding the 
1912' exports. This closed the episode for the time being, so far as concerns the 
IVlaIVva revenue. But the excitement in the China market had an immediate and 
startling effect upon our Calcutta prices also From R 1,439 a chest in October, the 
selling price suddenly bounded up to R 1,800 m November, and even this price, un-^* 
precedented for neatly half a century, was outstripped in January, when the average 
ran up to R2,o44, only to be again and still more strikingly exceeded by the figure of 
R2,397 which was obtained at the sale in the current month 

12. The net lesult of this great appreciation m the value of Indian opium in China 
is th.it our revenues in the current year, after deductiny the refunds to which I referred 
aboj'c, will gain about ,000,000 beyond what w'e budgeted for So far as possible, 
the windfall has been utilized on tlu sound principh' of meeting non-recurnng liabilities 
which would otherwise have hampered oiy tinances in future }ears We have in this 
way been enabled to lesUire the depleted balances of Bengal, Eastern Bengal and 
Assam and the ('entral Provinces , to complete our promised grant to the Rangoon 
river training scheme, and in various other directions to fulfil obligations which will 
lighten (he burden on the general r<5venues hereafter 

Such being the main features in this eventful and difficult >ear, I proceed to show how 
far our original estimates of levcniie and expenditure hav e been supported or modified by 
the results as we can now foiccast them with the actual figures of ten months in our pos- 
session. 1 shall do so in round figures and on general hnes, neglecting m^nor variations. 

Revenue 

13. The total^revenue which we expected, when our Budget for the year was 
framed, was £'] The revenue we now hope to realize is ;^74,303,7oo, being 
an impiovement of £5^2,800. The Provincial section will be better by 798,700, 
the bulk of which conics fri>rn the improv'ement in land revenue and from the additional 
giants that we arc making to three I.ocal Governments. The Imperial section, on 
the other hand, shows a deterioration of ^^245,900 and it is to the explanation of this 
figure that 1 invite the CounciPs attention. 

14. Land Revenue is tilt* first head under which our estimate has been materially 
V ant'd The fine harvests have enabled the curient revenue to be collected promptly, 
as well as an unexpectedly large slice of the arrears which lay over since the late 
famine The total increase over our Budget figure will be ;^3^,ooo. The Imperial 
portion of this would be roughly one-half but instead of sharing in the increase, the 
Impeiial Govcinmenl is actually credited with an amount of Land Revenue which is 
worse than our original estimate by j^494,ooo. The apparent anomaly has already been 
explained, for it is b\ transferring the necessary amounts from our own share of the 
receipts, under this head to the Local Governments concerned that we give effect to the 
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grants made to the two Bengals and the Central Provinces in aid of their diminished balan- 
ces. Apart from this, all the other gains and losses to the Imp erial revenues are true gains 
and losses, and not mere transfers to Provincial exchequers. The largest of the gams is 
the Xi, 106,000 (gross) by which we benefit from Opium and the heaviest of the losses 
is ;^644 ,ooo by which our total net Railway earnings are expected to fall short of our 
Budget Estimate. Of the latter, about £t^,ooo is due to small excesses m ^he work- 
ing expenses on certain railways where the charges for repairs, renewals and coal had 
been under-estimated. The balance represents a shortage in the traffic returns, due to 
the slow recovery in business, the tardv movement of crops, and the depression in the 
coal trade. Lines serving the Gangetic plain and its adjoining country are roost pro- 
minent among the losers- the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, with its big cotton 
connection, and the lines which traverse Southern India have done very much better ; 
but the losses outw’eigh the gains. 

15. 1 would now ask the Council for a moment to balance these three divergencies 
from our original figures. On the oftc hand we have the windfall of 1,106,000 from 
Opium This is a departure from our estimates which is due to the vagaries of a mar- 
ket influenced by wholly abnormal causes and entirely outside our control Upon the 
other hand we have, first, the reduction of ;^494,ooo in the Imperial receipts from Land 
Revenue. As I have explained, this is more than accounted for by the grants made out of 
our opium receipts to Local Governments and to local bodies in order to fulfil obligations 
that we sh§uld otherwise have had to defer. Secondly, w e have the drop of ;^*644,ooo 
in our net Railway receipts You see how closely these three variations balance ; 
and now, if you exclude them, you will find that the aggregate discrepancy 
between the Budget estimate and that which I now present, taking all our other 
sources of Imperial revenue, is the comparatively small shortage ot j^2 13,000. In this 
total there are no individual fluctuations of any importance , and 1 venture to say that the 
result is not an unsatisfactory proof of the care with which our original estimates were 
framed, and that 11 reflects very great credit on the officers of the Finance Department. 

16 The most prominent of the minor differences appear under CusfRms Excise 
and Interest. The Customs revenue will probably fall about 57,000 below- oui 
Budget figure The imports of petroleum, metals and manufactured articles generally 
have been dull, and the lateness of this year’s rice exports has helped to pull down our 
estimate, in spite of the higher yield from silver and from lava sugar. Excise will 
yield us about ^^246, 000 less than we had budgeted, and half of this mss will fall on 
Imperial revenues. The steady progress of reform (including the curtailment of outstill 
areas) and the continuous rise in our exci'-e duties have gone far to check the rapid 
expansion of the revenue from intoxicants which trok place during the recent cycle of 
prosperity , and in some parts of India these influences appear to have been supple- 
mented by very welcome movements it| favour of temperance Th<‘ variation unde^ 
Interest IS in the opposite dirqction from those 1 have just mentioned. It shows 
improvement of £ 1 59,000 over the Budget figure, due partly to increased receipts fre 
interest on overdrafts of railway capital l^ companies in India, and partly to the " 
successful employment by the Secretary of State of his spare balances in short loans 
to the London money-market 

Expcndttiirc 

17. 1 turn now to the expenditure of the year which is coming to its < lose We 
had budgeted to spend £T3,T20,^oo our latest figures indicate that wc shall need 
only ^^73,350,700, and that the Imperial share of the s<ivii^ will be £28^,600 To 
this very satisfactory result the chief contributor h.is betm tin Army Flu- total 
reduction on our budgeted provision for Military .Services will Ik- about ^391,000, 
effected partly in generous response to our call for eciJiiomy last No\ ember, and partly by 
shorter purchases of ordnance and other stores in I.ngland 1 shall return to this subject 
in more detail a little later. The other chu*f icononiies occur undrr the salaries and 
contingencies of the various Civ'il Departments, where wc < xjjcc t a saving of 

1 22,000, and under the charges on account of Civil orks, which will be ;^ii 3 ,<x )0 

less than we provided in the Budget We have thus been able, not without some- 
real sacrifices, to secure a genuine curtailment of expenditure amounting, under 
these few prominent heads, to ncj less than £620,000 , and there are a number of 
minor reductions which I do not stop to specify Against these, there are outstanding 
excesses ov^the Budget grants under three heads but it is gratifying to observe that 
in two of these cases there has been only a nominal, and not a real, increase of expendi- 
ture. The first of these is R efunds, w here we shall require an addition of 128,000 
to our original figure ; this being almost w holly due to our decision, as 1 have already 
to return the duty paid on Malwa opium which cannot be sent to China 
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before 1912. The second case of nominal over-spending appears under the Famine 
Relief and Insurance grant liy the peculiar constitution of that grant, any lapse in the 
budget allotments either for famine expenditure (whether Imperial or Provincial) or for 
protective works, in a tear when the total grant does not exceed the prescribed 
million, IS not added to our revenue surplus but goes automatically to swell that 
portion of the grant which is used for the reduction 01 avoidance of debt. In other 
words, it IS cast into our i^eneial balances with a view to capital expenditure, and 
must thus be debited against revenue Tlie result in the current year is that the Imperial 
share of the Famine grant will be raised by ;^9i,ooo, being the amount by which the 
grants taken by Local Governments for the cost of direct famine relief have happilv 
proved to be unnecessary. The third chief excess over budget provision appears 
in our Interest charges, which we expect to be ;^i 26,000 higher than the original 
estimate This is partly due to a smaller share in the total having been charged to the 
Railway and Irrigation accounts , partly to a change in the average rate, wliich is re- 
calculated on the latest data every year , and partly to the higher discount which the 
Secretary of State had to pay on his India bills in England 

18 1 may now biicfly .sumiyanze the finances of the year, so f.ar as the 
Imperial section of the accounts is concerned W c budgeted for a surplus of 330, 900 : 
we now hope to leali/e a surplus of 369.500 Our revenue has declined by 
j^245,900 but our charges have been reduced by ^284,500, the balance of ^^38,600 
representing the improvement in oui surplus. Considering the difficulties oflrthe year, 
1 regard this result as distinctly satisfactory. It is possible that some further changes 
may be necessary before we finally dispose of these estimates at the end of March, for 
the Council will fully realize that the present statement is — technically at least — a 

' preliminary draft but I do not anticipate any substantial alterations 

Budget Estimate for 1910- 1911. 

19 lt<f?s with some reluctance that I leave the narrative of a chequered but 
not unsuccessful year, to take up a less agreeable task 'The new financial ytar which 
will begin five weeks hence, goes promise of opining undei favourable auspices, with 
good harvests, active markets, exp Hiding trade. The heav\ remitlaiu cs of capital 
^om abroad, both in gold and in Council drafts, testify to the prosp«*nt} whn h is 
txpected m the private imaiices of the country. Do w'e anticipate an equal buoyanc\ 
in Its public finances I* In many respect-^ 1 do We bi'hevc shat, it the monsoon 
rains are adequate, the land revenue will be* punctually collected, that our customs 
receipts will rise, our railwajs do well, and most of our other heads ot revenue 
show an improvement. But unfortunately I cannot expect a surplus, without 
the help of addition.il taxation, which accordingly it will be m) unenviable 
luty to piopose For this state of affairs €liere are two plain and adequate 

isons. In the first place, tlie leduclion ol our exports ot opium to China will 
*®it*..*ause a sisious tall in our opium rewenue In the second place, w'e are obliged 
to abandon to EasUin B* ng d and Assam a much laigcr shaii' of its land revimue th.in 
it has hitherto rctainixl , lor the present u'sourevs ot the Local Government have proved 
quite insufficii'nt for the nevds of the new province Thest^ two factors dominate the 
position for 191 0-1 1 Apait Irom them we should have been able to meet the normal 
growth of our expenditure from our growing levenues Though I view with grave anxiet) 
the steady growth of our expenditun', vi‘t 1 realise th.it, without a gcxieral rt?-casting 
of our scale of public chargers, wc' cannot c'xtend mdefimtely those retrenchments of 
a teiiiporaiy and eniergi'nt^charaetc r which have* been forced upon us in the last two 
years. 1 should have been prepriic'd therefore to budget for a mode .itc* addition to the 
current year's charges and to Ic'iok to the mituial improvement ot our resources to cover 
that addition without .isking foi any exlni taxation But tlii' loss undei Opium and 
the needs of Eastern Bengal have made equilibrium impossible, and a permanent 
strengtlieming ot our u'sourc'es is inevitable 1 he best way in which I e.m explain the 
situation will be to take the Coune'il through the allotments whicli we wish to make for 
expenditure in 1910-1 1 , to ex.iniine how far our rc'venui, in normal conditions and with 
the existing scale of taxation, would have be en sufficient for our charges , to show' where, 
and by how much, it will tall short , and finall) to describe the special measures w'hich we 
consider necessary to equate our resources with our requirements 

Expend tint e. 

30. The total expenditure which we have to provide for in 1910-11 is £ts, 6 ^ 2 ,^oo. 
This IS ;^a,3oi,8oo in excess ol our total estimated expenditure in the current 
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year; but 1,10 1,000 of the difference is due to increased charges which ^vill be met 
from Provincid resources, so that the Imperial increase which I have to justify is roughly 
;^i,3oo,ooo. The Council may take It that out of this sum, 500,000 is required by 
the commercial departments of Government, and £’;oo,ooo by those ordinary adminis- 
trative services from which we recede no direct monetary return A further analysis 
indicates that it will be sufficient to consider the excess as falling under five groups of 
heads — Interest, Posts and Telegraphs, Salaries and Expenses of Civil departments, 
ordinary Civil Works, and Military ser\ices. The five groups of services which I have 
just named are going to cost us almost exactly 200,000 more than they have done 
in 1909-10 , the minor variations may safely be neglected. 

91 . The Interest charges, which form the first of my five groups, are shown under 
various heads, but m the aggregatt* tht*y come to nearly ^^408, 000 more than 
in the current year. The interest on ordinary debt, as 1 will explain immediately, 
will hardly be raised at all in India, but there M'ill be an increase of about J^ 2 ’jo,ooo 
in England. On the small loan which we propose to take in India, our total discount 
charges (apart from all question of the’ratt') should be easier than thej were this year; and 
we ought not to have interest to pay on advances to our treasury from the silver branch of 
the Gold Standard Reserve, as w'as th(' cMse for a f#r months m 1909- 1910 • so that on 
the whole our next rupee loan should not cause a net addition to our interest liabilities in 
the coming year But in England the case is different A full v ear’s interest has to 
be paid on the Sterling loan ot 7 V millions w’hich the Secretary of State raised last month 
and increa^d pavments have to be made to the sinking funds which are now established 
for meeting the discount on our English loans 1 still have to explain £ 1 38,000 of 
the total increased expenditure undc'r Interest By far the greater part of this is a conse- 
quence (i the fresh capital which ci'rtam of the Companies working State lines wall raise 
and deposit at the India Office until they require it. About half of the balance repre- 
sents debits against us in India in cert.iin complicated transactions with the Bengal-Nagpur 
Railway Company, which 1 need not describe in detail ; the remainder stands for our 
increasing interest liabilities on savings bank deposits, on the new general prwident fund, 
and the like. Practic.illy the whole of the increased charges which I nave been 
describing under this head are a compulsory and inevitable result of the extension of 
our Capital expenditure on productive works 

22. The second c.itegory of increased expenditure is our Post Office and Telegraph 
charges, where w'o expect a growth of about j^8i,ooo In the case of the Post Office 
the growth is small (j^2 4,ooo'» and of normal character and it is more than covered 
by increased receipts The third and fourth categories comprise the additional provision 
m next year’s estimates for ordinary Public Works (roads, buildings, etc.) and for the 
salaries and expenses of what are known as the Civil I)cpartmonts The great bulk of 
this outlay is met t)V Local Governments from their own provincial resources but 
certain charges, both in England and in Ipdia, are exclusively Imperial, and show an ^ 
increase of about ;^i 55,000 For that part of the decennial census operations which#' 
will take place next year, w'e have provided five lakhs, which is ;^32,ooo more than ii‘ 
the current year The other individual variations are of comparatively small mipoi lance, 
and the total excess allotted under Cavil Di-partments is £<)'], 000. C)n ordinary Public 

Works the increased expenditure will be j^58,ooo ; this much being considered nect'ssary 
in order to allow' of the progress of a number of works which had to be postponed in 
the current year The fifth category is the Military charges, to wlm h 1 shall return hit4*r 
and in mgre detail The expenditure, here is taken at 536,000 mou than in the current 
year. Out of this excess 128,000 goes in the combined naval .ind miht.iry (iperations 
which have had to be undertaken to check gun-running in ^ tin* Persian fjulf, and 
;^4 o8,ooo are for the general purposes of military efficiency As I h.ive said, I shall 
take up this subject again but 1 w'lsh to emphasize that wh.it W( an providing for military 
expenditure next year is in reality (apart from the PersiarrCjuU expenditure) considerably 
less than we provided in the current year’s budget. His IvxcelJency the Commander-in- 
Chief, however, gave me his cordial co-operation — for which I take this opportunity 
of thanking him— in reducing expenditure at a time wh« n the outlook was causing us 
serious anxiety the result being, as I have said above , a very welcome reduction 
in the 1909-1910 allotments. To compare next year s grants with what has actually been 
spent in the current year IS thus deceptive, the temporary curtailment of expenditure 
now in force could not be a permanent reduction 

^ Revenue 

23 I next proceed to consider our probable income, and its idequacy to meet 
our budget of expenditure. Our Imperial requirements for i9io-i9ii,(as 1 have briefly 
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described them, demand a provision of £50^2^^, Boo. During the year which is now 
closing, we expect our Imperial revenue to be ^^49, 326, 500. To meuntain bare 
e'c^uilibnum therefore, w'<‘ must be able to count on improving the revenue by close on a 
million sterling while •jhall have to get considerably more if we are to budget for a 
reasonable surplus or working balance, such as every prudent Government must insist 
on In order to see wlu tlu*r this is practicable, I will now ask the Council to go very 
briefly through the t hief heads of revenue with me and ascertain what increases they 
will yield In this ( xamin.ition, we had better leave Land Revenue and Opium to the 
end, as they will require somewhat careful examination. 

24 From Railways, at the outset, it is apparent that we cannot expect much 
assistance Tht' gross receipts of State lines show a remarkable improvement of nearly 
1, 130,000 but tile incn-ase in current expenses is almost equally great. The Railway 
Hoaid, w'ho art' the responsible advisers of the Government in the matter, urge 
that the tronomies which we are now enforcing must, in the interest of our railw'ay 
devtiopmtnt, be at least temporarily relaxed, and th.it advantage should be taken of our 
increased earnings to push on the more essential *rent wals and repairs which on several 
lines have recently been deferred I have been obliged to accept that view, and 1 have 
budgi'ted for .1 net impnivement of nly £^8,000 from our railway revenues as a whole. 
Most of our other m.iin heads how'ever promise better. From Customs, on the existing 
tariff, we should expect an improvement of 183,000 There is a steady upward 
movement in imports, wdiich ought to continue, and give us a moderate increase, particu- 
larly from liquors, ptitroleum, piece-goods, metals and manufactured articles^ generally ; 
while in view of the big crops in Burma and Bengal, the rice export may reasonably be 
taken at a figure somi'whal higher than was realised in the last good year, 1905*1906. 
Asubstmtial increase in Excise seems equally cert.iin even if there were no further 
' enhancement in duties Th<*re is invariably a rise after a year of good harvests , and 
illicit practices are being steadily worn dow'n by thi* strengthening of the preventive 
forces in the different piovmces We estim.ite therefore th.it our share of the revenue 
from this^, source will be, on the present rates of duty, some ;^!09,ooo better than in 
the current y<*ar The Posts and Telegraphs, under the stimulus of the revival in 
trade, should givt* an ini’re.ise oi£<)6 000 A group of other heads, which arc all more 
or less sensitive to the general condition of the people, — Salt, Stamps, Income-tax and 
Mint — will yield, .is we estimate, .in improvement of about £ 165,000 Irrigation receipts 
will be diminished by the plentiful rainfall, .ind Inteiest is taken .it a reduced figure as the 
Secretary of St.ite’s lo,inable b.ilaru'es may not be so high as in the current year. But 
against these w'c are .ible to sit a number of minor ini reases under Forests .and a variety 
of other heads which 1 ni-ed not enumer.ite. The chief of these is the military receipts, 
from which we hope for .in improvement of ;^63,ooo, owing to the new arrangements 
for clothing, l.iigei sales of dairy pioduce, .iiid other c.iuses 
us 25 The net result for , ill the heads witlpwimh I have thus briefly dealt is an

Revenue by £^28,000 i^*t. Add this to the increase of £^2,8, 000 under the other 
improving heads of revenue, and it is .ipparent that we should have almost fully 
covered the increase ol £ i .200.000 in expenditure At the risk then of some repetition, 

I trust I have made it abundantly clear that we have not allowed any increase of 
expenditure which could not have bet'n met from the normal and moderate expansion 
of our ordinary revenues 

26 We thus return to the special causes w’hich interfere with that expansion. The 
first is the necessity for a revision of the provincial settlement with Eastern Bengal and 
Assam. How the necessiiy arose, I will discuss later : for the present all I need mention 
is the result, viz , th.it we h.ive agreed, with the Secretary of State’s approval, to increase 
the Local Governmi'nt’s sh.are of the revenues which it collects by £^55,000, involving an 
equivalent recurring loss to Imperial finances. The second and by far the greater of our 
difficulties IS the loss in Opium revenue, which we estimate (net, after celCain adjustments) 
at ;^872 ,ooo as compared with the present year, 

27. When the agreement into which His Majesty’s Government entered with China 
on our behalf was announced, it w'as at once apparent how seriously the Indian revenues 
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were bound to be affected. The effects of the curtailment of our opium exports have 
hitherto-been somewhat obscured by the events which ^ already described both 

a year ago and to-^lay. But they are now coming into operation, and their operation 
is all the more vigorous because it has been deferred. In the calendar year 1910 
we shall, as required by the agreement, export 5,100 chests less than in the calendar 
'year 1909. Translating this arrangement into terms of the financial year, we can sell 
only 37,560 chests of Bengal opium m 1910-1911 against the 49,300 chests sanctioned 
in 1909*1910. In the current year we take the average selling price at R 1,610 a chest: 
for next year, owing to the continued high pnees in China, we believe that R 1,750 a 
chest is a reasonably safe assumption. The result is that, on Bengal opium by itself, we 
hope to restrict our loss to 160,000 But for Malwa opium, a comparison of the actual 
exports of the two years affords no guide to the financial position As I have explained 
before, the whole of the duty payable to us on the exports permissible up to the end of 
December 1911 has already passed into our treasury , and for this good and sufficient 
reason we do not budget for receiving any further dues on Malwa opium during the 
financial year 1910-1911 The consequeacc is that, as compared with the receipts 
during the current year, we must prepare for a loss of ;^7 18,000. 

38. I have now explained our requirements I havi^given an estimate of what our 
revenues would be under normal conditions I have shown where the conditions are other 
J^an normal, and I have described the gap that actually intervenes betw^een our require- 
ments and our resources, — a gap which may roughly be measured by the shortage 
of 1,1 27, 000 ||ue to opium and the new settlement with Eastern Bengal and Assam. 
To fill that gap, the Government of India are compelled to impose extra taxation which 
is estimated to yield 1,1 33, 000. 


Fresh Taxation. 

29. The taxation which we propose falls under three main heads. The bulk of what 

we require wall be raised by increasing the existing Customs duties on liquor^ on 
tobaccos, on silver and on petroleum. In this way w'c hope to obtain an additional 
revenue of ^^967, 000 Certain consequential alterations m the excise duties upon beer 
and so called “ foreign ” liquor m.ide m India will bring in a further ;^33,ooo The 
balance, or 133,000, w'o propose to take by enhancing the Stamp duties on certain 
instruments which 1 shall enumerate later. The Government of India have not 

come to this decision without the most anxious consideration. There was no 
avoiding the deficit there was no temporary palliative for it The profits from our 
railways will no doubt improve, and the elasticity of most of our other heads of 

revenue is happily assured. But we cannot in prudence treat the decline in our Opium 

receipts as other than permanent, and in the present uncertainty as to China’s 
achievements, w'e must keep m view the possi^lity of its being continuous Nor can we, 
apart altogether from the Opium question, -shut our eyes to the heavy demands 

upon the Indian exchequer which he ahead of us, in the cause of education, to name only 
one pressing requirement. It has become our clear ^uty to strengthen the basis of our 
revenues, and we have endeavoured to do so in the way which will be least burdensome to 
the country A variety of other schemes for increased taxation, several of which will 
readily occur to the minds of my honourable friends, w'crc fully considen d, but the 
balance of advantage seemed to rest with the combination which I have describ( d, and 
this has the full, approval of the Secretary of State 

30. So far as our Customs proposals are concerned, wc have held fast by the general 
princ'^le that our tariff is a revenue, and not a protective, tariff Eut substantial duties 
on wine, beer, spirits and tobacco are in no way inconsistent with that principle, while 
they constitute one of the most legitimate forms of tax.ition in ev< ry civili/ed country. 
Our proposals regarding liquors are intended to simplify th< (‘xisting rati s, and to raise 
them by from 30 to 50 per cent. Upon tobacco the present tax.ition —5 per cent. 
ad volorem on manufactured, and nothing at .iJl on unmanubictured tobacco -is 
ludicrously inadequate. In 1907-1908 over 6 million pounds of tob.icco were imported 
into India, and all that it paid to Government was ^^25,000 , in England it would have 
paid forty times as much. What w'e now propose is a set of rates which, in the case of 
cigarettes, is represented by R2 a fl>. Thcvma\ dimmish import for a time, but incidentally 
they may check the rapid grow'th of the cigantte habit, w’hich is not without its danger to 
the rising generat^i^n India. On petroleum we simply nroposi- to raise the present rate 
from 1 anna to i J annas per gallon. On silver we intend to take .a fixed duty of 4 annas 
an <Hince instead of the 5 per cent, ad mlorem w hich it now pays The enormous import 
of those two commodities marks them out as fitting objects for an increased contribution 
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to the exchequer, and we prefer to take the extra taxation which we require by 

substantial duties upon a few artlqles of comparative luxury rather than by interferinf 

with the all-round uniform rate upon a variety of less important articles, many of which 
may be describtd necf ss.ines 

I hope 1 shall not be charged with framing a swadeshi budget. Jn the sense 
which may bi st i n indicated on Bryant and Ma\ ’s match-boxes (“ Support Home 
Industrie s ") I think swadi-slii IS good , and if the outcome of the changes I have laid 
befon Couiu il n suit in some encouragement of Indian industries, I for one shall not 
regret it, hut 1 would emphasise the fact that the enhanced customs duties are attributable 
sohlv to tfu imperative necessity of raising additional revenue. There is not the 
slighl«*st inclination towards a protective customs tariff Even in free-trade England 
we hav( always imposed considerable customs dues, not to protect industries but to 
raise revenue That is all we are doing in India, and I cannot but think that in 

countiies whu'h depend mainly on agnculturt, where the population is poor and 

there .ire no large* and profitable manufactures, it will be long before you can dispense 
with c ustoms receipts as a part of the* revenue <. ss« ntial for the administration of the country. 

31 The increase which wc* piopose in Stamp duties will touch only a limited class of 
documents We do not intt;:feie with the eh.irges on bonds, conveyances, leases, 
mortg.iges, cheques or n*ceipts But we intend to raise the duty on bills of exchange, 
on the issue and transfers of shares and debentures, and on agreements for the sale o^ 
those securities Full details of the new rates are given in the Bills which will be 
presented to the Council to-day to give effi'Ct to the changes 

32. With the aid of these new taxes, we hope to secure an Imperial revenue of 
^^50,503,700 in the ensuing year 1 have already stated our expenditure requirements 
at ;^«50|257,8 oo so th.it wc budgi t for a surplus of ^^245, 900 It is a very, very small 
margin for a ye.ir in which m.iny surprises may await us, and any short.ige in the monsoon 
would sweep it cle.in .iw.iy But our estimates throughout .ire studiously cautious , we 
were .inxious to avoid the levy of a single superfluous rupee of extr.i taxation . and with 
reasonable good fortune 1 trust th.it a modest surplus will carry us through, as it has done 
in thd^ current year. 1 invite the Council to contrast our situation with the present 
dilTlculties which beset the Chancellor of the Exchequer in EngLind, or the j^8,ooo,ooo 
of extra t.ix.ition in Fnince , or the loan of ;^4,6co,ooo with which Frussia hopes to cover 
its defu it next year , or the still he.ivier loans that h.ive been forced upon Germany for 
the current needs of its administration in these two years.

I mentioned last year that it had been decided to abolish the grant for special 
expenditure and to revert to the system which w'as in force prior to 1904-05 Provision 
is now made for this purpose to the extent wrarranted by the ^ state of our finances. 
During the five years ending with 1903-04 a sum of about millions jn all was 
allotted Then followed Lord Kitchener's reorganisation and re-distribution schemes. 
In prosecuting these schemes and carrying on the work already begun and meeting 
ordinary new' requirements which presented themselves from tii^to time we spent 
about £"] millions betw'een the years 1904-05 and 1908-09. “ 

34. In March last entirely new conditions presented themselves The general 
financial position was not satisfactory and, as regaras military expenditure, we were faced 
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• with the obligation to provide for nearly million for the increased payments to the 
War Office on account of the Britifh Army m India and for the pay concessions to the 
Indian Army, The rates for food supplies too were still rising. To meet these new 
^ charges, all of them practically unavoidable w ithout throw'ing an additional burden upon 

g eneral revenues we had to economise in man\ directions, and as oui political relations 
ad improved it was decided to proceed more deliberately W'ith schemes of reorganisation. 
After restricting the provision to the lowest limit the Budget figure for 1909-10 was 
placed at about ^^85,000 less than that of the previous year 

35. Considering the extent to w'hich this year’s Budget had to be cut down and 
the extraordinary demands which I have alluded to above, our latest estimates of the 
probable actuals of the year disclose a very satisfactoiy state of affairs. The net 
military expenditure for 1^9-10 is expected to be ^1^370, 000 less than that of i^o8*o^, 
the reduction being due in the mam to a substantial decrcast* in food charges in India 
and in expenditure on stores in England The jiosition has enabled us to take in hand 
at once the improvement of the accommocftition tor the Indian Army, a measure of 
importance and urgency to w'hich the Commander-in-Chief called our attention soon 
after his arrival. It has become oDvious that, with tfc persistent rise in prices and 
wages, comfortable and durable buildings can no longer be constructed at the cost 
yhich was previously regarded as sufficient In the lines which are now being built we 
are adopting a sound type of construction and are entrusting the operations to the 
Military Works Services instead of to regimental agency. 

36. The other principal measures involvinii special expenditure which we have under- 
taken are referred to in tht Memorandum t'xpl.iining the Financial Statement. 1 will merely 
mention that we have established in the current year a Cavalry School of instruction , the 
organisation of the new artillery ammunition columns has been practically completed , 
prioress has been made wth the provision of accommodation for additional troops 
at Quetta, Jubbulpore, Ahmednagar and Nuwshera , and there has been an advance 
in the output of quick-firing guns and short rifles from the Gun and Rifle Fact^ies. 
We have also improved the arrangements for financial control by extending to all 
^ Bntish troops and the Suppl) and Fiansport Corps the new system under which 
^accounting and audit duties are undertiken in separate ofhees and by moving out 
two more Audit Offices to Divisional Head Quartets I'lnally wc have had to provide 
for the expenditure on the arms traffic operations in the I’ersian Gulf Of the total 
sum which we have allotted for this purpose, vis, j^2i8,ooo, a sum of ^^45,000 
will fall into the accounts of the present year 

37. For the coming year, apart from the special provision for the arms traffic 
operations in the Persian Gulf, we propose to allot £ 1 20,000 less than the amount 
provided in the current year’s Budget We have been able to provide for a some- 
what larger expenditure on special measures %lian in this year and to lestore some of 
the temporary reductions made in March last Among the more* important measures 
with which we propose to proceed in 1910-11 are the improvement of accommodation 
for the Indian Army, and the building operations referred to above ; the organisation of 
military companies for maintaining communications in the field, a requirement which 
is now universally recognised as essential ; the purchase of horses to commence the re- 
constitution of an artillery reserve , and the supply of intrenching tools to the held aimy 
and of a uniform pattern of rifle carrying equipment to the Indian Cavalry. 

We anticip|ite a further increase in the output of guns and rifles from our lactones, 
but it IS necessary to supplement the local production of rifles by pun hast from 
» Home, and we have accordingly provided funds for this purpose. H|e Royal (jarnson 
Artillery in India is being reorganised, and wc expect a con.sid< ruble '-.a mg from tins 
measure. We are also remodelling the system of Ordnance 1 actory at t oiints on the 
advice of the Home experts 

For the expenditure in 1910-1 1 on the arms traffic operations we have provided 
173,000. On the other hand we have betn able to niamtam a laigc part of the 
reduction in our store demands which has been effected during the current year ; we 
anticipate a further substantial improvement in regard to the food charges, and we 
hope to obtain a considerable saving by using the R.I.M.S. IJttffci'tnw the Home 
trooping service for two voyages and dispensing to that extent with the employment 
of hired transports 

38. We have alsq^ecn able toprov'ide for a possible increase m the railway rates 
for military traffic, cMsequent on the desire of the Railway Companies to modify the 
tentative arrangements made two years ago for the adoption of a vehicle mileage rate 
for military traffic, which, though administratively advantageous, is thought to involve an 
undue loss to the railways.

During the ensuing year it is intended to increase this length by 520*55 miles. 

41. In the tunent year the return on the capital at charge amounts to 4*48 per 
cent., as comp.ired with 36910 1908-1009, 4 75 per cent in 1907-1908 and 5*38 per 
cent, in 1906-1907 The rate of interest which we have taken for the year on the 
debt chargeable to railways is 3 384 per cent. 

The position has gie.itly improvt-d since last year, although the traffic returns have 
not come up to expectations The improvi mint is Uargely due to the at^ceptance by the 
railw.iy .idministrations of the rtMSon.ible and indeed inevitable limitations imposed by 
budget provision^ The gr.nits for working expenses, etc , are unlikely to be exceeded by 
more than the comparativeh unimpoitant sum of ;i^'85.ooo , and this excess may be taken 
.IS due to unprecedented floods on the North-Western Railway and the cyclone which 
w'oiked serious l.avoc on the Lastc'rn Bengal State Railway. If we take the railway 
revenue account as a whole, and set the interest charges, the annuities and sinking fund 
payments, and the minor debits (cost of land, etc ), .igainst the net earnings, w'e find 
.a surplus of ;^828,5C)o which accrues to general revenues. Last year there was a 
net loss to the State, for ihe first tune since 1898-99, 

42 Our .anticipated results for the ensuing year have already been alluded to. The 
gross e.irnings aie expected to respond to the trade revival, but the larger grants which 
wi have been advised to provide foi improvements in the permanent -wray, rolling stock, 
and general equipment, as well as the increasing charges on railt^y debt, will depress the « 
net surplus It is estimated at only ;^486,2oo We should have been glad of a greater ^ 
measure of assistance from our railways in a year of considerable difficulty , but we accept 
the situation in the confident hope that our sacrifices now will result in a substantial and 
permanent increase of our net railway profits in the future.

44. At the end of 1908-1909, 55, 140 miles of main and branch canals and distributari 
had been constructed, commanding 47 million acres of rulturable land , the arc . 
actually irrigated m the year was 22,i87,430oacres The productm* works during tfwt 
year yielded a net return of 8*17 per cent on the capital outl.iy of £2H millions, 
after paying all charges exclusive of interest The net profit to tht St.itc wa.s 
1, 356, 000. 

45 The revised estimate for 1909-1910 shows a net profit of 1,345;, 000 on 
producflve works and a net return on capital outlay of 7 9.) per c c nt Al tin < nd of the 
current year we expect to have 55,601 miles of mam and branch canal', and distributaries 
constructed to command 47,396,402 acres of culturabic lan<#. .ind W( hope actually 
to have irrigated about 21^ million acres during the yi.ir In addition to the 
canals in operation, there are altogether 44 projects whn h are either under 
construction or awaiting sanction or being examim d by the pK»fc‘ssional advisers 
of the Government , of these 14 are productive and 2s protective They are designed 
to irrigate 3 24 million acres and 3'6i million acres, respectively, at a total capital cost 
of nearly li rofilions and 1 9^ milhons, resp< ( lively Th<’ former are expected to 
yield a net return of 7*40 per cent on the outlay 

46. The most important works which received sanction during the year are the 
Tendula project in the Central Provinces and the Hathras Branch of the Upper Ganges 
canal in the United Provinces A reference to the former project was made m 
paragraph 6A)£ the last year’s Financial Statement. It is one of the most promising 
sch^es of the class of protective irrigation works, as it will protect a large tract of 
country which has suffered severely from drought in recent years. The estimated 
xotum on its capital outlay is 3 9 per cent., and work will be started as soon as we are in 
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a position to allot funds from our current revenues. The Hathras Branch canal is 
designed to serve portions of the Aligarh, Etah and Agra districts of the United 
Provinces where it will irrigate an area of 109,500 acres annually. It is a work of (he 

S roductive category, the return on the capital outlay being estimated at 14*31 per cent. 

atisfactory progress ( ontinues to be made in the construction of the three canals 
comprised in the Triph 1 anal project in the Punjab, but it is feared that the original 
estimate of cost uill be largely exceeded It has been d(‘( ided to adopt a level crossing 
instead of a syphon to < arry the water from the Upper Chenab across the Ravi nver for 
the s^ply of the Lower Ban Doab canal. 

The imjiort.int Sind projtct for the construction of a barrage at Sukkur, and for the 
system of fi\c canals to take out above it, has been under preparation, the design for 
tlie barr.igc is now under the consideration of the Government of India The 
Sarda-Gang<‘s* Jumna Feeder scheme has also been under investigation during the 
year Mention was m.'ide of these projects in paragraphs 63 and 64 of my last 
Financial Statement. , 


, Opium. 

47. I fear the Council must be weary of my n ferences to Opium but I milst revert 
to the subjt'ct again for a few' minutes. It is a question of grave importance to our 
revenues and to various interests both in British India and m Malw'a, especially to many 
humble people for w'hom the poppy cultivation is tlu-ir daily bread As far as wr arrange- 
ments w'lth China an* concerned, our position is the same* as wh<*n I described it last year, 
though we shall prob.ibly continue our progressive reduction of exports into 1911 while we 
await unequivocal evidence as to the success or otherwise of China’s efforts to put down 
^ cuItiv.ition .and consumption Hut in one import. int respect, we have made a change in 
our domestic arrangements Wi‘ have decided to alter the distribution of our exports, so 
as to allow the Malwa States a larger share, in them duiing the next three years The in- 
tention is in^is way to allow the large stocks of Malwa Opium to bo cleared, .ind the capital 
locked up in them to be released, and to afford the Durbars <ind cultivators more time to 
adapt themselvis to the inevit.ible decline in poppy cultivation We are enabled to 
malce this change by the greater roadint'ss of the Bengal growers to take to other crops. 
It may be convenumt that 1 should take the opportunity. of announcing the figures of 
export that will be permitted in the next three calcmdar years, on the assumption that 
the curtailment of our I'xports to Chin.i will c'ontinue They are as follows —

48. In my l.ist Financi.il St.atement. I made little more than a passing allusion to 
the International Opium Commission whic h met at Shanghai in February 1909 Its 
proceedings had not then reached us, and the bearing of its recommendations on India 
w'as uncertain Since then, however, we h.ive had an opportunity of examining the 
Commission’s conclusions, and the Council will naturally expect some indication of the 
.iltitude of the Govi'mincmt of India towards the policy which the Commission 
advised 1 cannot enter into any detail because we are still consulting the Local 
Governments concerned, .ind corresponding with the Secret.ary of Station a number 
of the questions involved But the Commission was a thoroughly repres^itative body , 
its conclusions were unanimous, .and there is nothing in its findings to deter us from 
expressing our accept.ance of the general principles which it laid down. We accept them 
all the more readily that the interests of India were amply and skilfully pressed on the 
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Commission by our representative, Mr. J. B. Bmnyate. Aided by his knowledge of the 
subject, the Commission was enabled to appreciate the importance and complexity 
of the opkim problem in this country. 

49. Out of the nine Resolutions m which the Commission formulated its advice, 
only four have a direct bearing on India Resolution No 2 recommends measures for 
the gradual suppression of opium-smoking 1 need not remind the Council how near we 
are in India to the legal prohibition of this particular form of the opium habit. Absolute 
prohibition is virtually our ideal, and we are prepared to take every rc'asonable step 
towards enforcing it, as our action in the past has clearly shown. In Burma we have 
had to deal with special difficulties, and our experience warns us to tread wanly but even 
in that province absolute prohibition for foreigners, as well as for Burmans, will be 
taken into serious consideration. The difficulties will be great but they may not prove 
insuperable, and w'e arc ready to gi\e the whole question our best attention. The 
Commission's third Resolution suggests that w'e should re-examine our regulations for 
the use of opium in the light of the experience gained by other countries. This we 
are prepared to do We retain full* liberty to protect the legitimate household and 
medianal use of opium , but increasing stringency <ig.iiiist its use as a luxury or an 
intoxicant, higher rates of duty and more vigorAs preventive action command our 
entire approval. Resolution No 4 .idvises the adoption of reasonable measures for 
prohibiting the export of opium .ind its preparations to any country vrhich forbids their 
entry. The exact mechanism for giving efifect to this advice will require examination : 
but the priiftiple involved is equitable and we fully accept it. The fifth Resolution — 
the last with which we arc immediately concerned — urges on each Government the 
control in its own territories of the manufacture, sale and distribution of morphine or any 
similar opium derivative. We gladly w'elcome the recommendation The morphia habit 
and the cocaine habit are becoming serious dangers in India , the enforcing of prohibi- * 
tion through the control of imports and of consumption is a matter of extreme difficulty : 
and it is only by the proper regulation of the supply of these drugs at its source that we 
can hope to hold them in check It wrill thus be st‘en, 1 trust, that the (^vernment 
of India are m full accord with the views expressed by the Commission and will take 
any practicable means of making them effective 


Provincial Finance 


50. I must now say a word about the finance of the provinces — a subject which 
has recently caused no small embarrassment to the Government of India. For all the 
provinces taken together, we have the following results —

The surplus in the current year is in reality fortuitous, being due partly to abnormally 
heavy collections of Land Revenue and partly to the special subsidies with which the 
Imperial Government helped three of the provinces in the jjeculiar circumstances which 
I have already described The revenue collections exceeded those of the previous year by 
about ;^700,ooo (Provincial share), the greater part of whu h may be regarded as famine 
arrears. The grants-in-aid of Provincial balances which we have paid through the current 
year’s accounts come to a total of ^^496, 000 On the other hand, the deficit for 
next year includes a special draft of balances by the Madras 

Government. Making these allowances, wc are driven to the conclusion that 
the provinces iiAhe aggregate are steadily over- spending their income by about half a 
million a year. The position is thus one which compels most serious reflection. It differs 
consi^rably m different provinces. Madras, for example, keeps well within its means 
and has a kvge credit balance for special or non-recumng expenffiture. The Umted 
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Provinces, with its new settlement and a respite from famine, will no doubt be able to 
avoid deficits in normal conditions and to build up a strong balance against emergencies. 
Eastern Bengal and Assam enters next year upon its new settlement, which 1 shall 
shortly describe, and ought in future to be able to confine its expenditure unthin 
the limits of its resources The Central Provinces finances have been severely tried 
by the recent famim , which was administered with a care for the interests of the 
general taxpa}tr winch the Government of India cordially aporeciate The ordinary 
services of the province have suffered accordingly and until the leeway is made up, 
there may be some excess of expenditure over the normal revenue, though we ho^ 
It will be neither large nor prolonged 

51. In the other four large provinces, I am afraid that the situation is less assuring. 
Bombay, it is true, has substantial balances, but the> are being somewhat rapidly dimin- 
ished, and care will have to be exercised to prevent the scale of recurring expenditure 
from settling into permam nt excess ovei the normal revenues. From Burma and the 
Punj.ib wi* have recently had special appeals for assist.ince To accept these appeals 
would have been virtually to admit that the provinv lal settlements of these provinces are 
inadequate, and wec.innot m.ike any such admission Burma has undoubtedly suffered 
from a set-back, which I hope may* be mcrelj temporary, in its Forest receipts, but we 
do not consider that in < ither province there is a case for revising and amplifying the 
standing arrangements. It willbt* the duty —disagreeable and unpopular, but inevitable — of 
the Local Governments to overhaul their expenditure and to adapt it to their normal 
resources. That duly has already been undertaken in Bengal by our cc’league, the 
present Lieutenant Governor , and I am glad to havtj this opportunity of expressing 
my acknowledgment of the cour.ige and thoroughness with which Sir Edward Baker 
has enforced economy in that province 

5a We have now framed a semi-permanent settlement with Eastern Bengal^ and 
Assam, the last provim (‘ where the settlement was on a temporary and provisional 
basis. This closes our long list of rc-settlements. and I can hold out no hope of any 
general revision of thest‘ arnangements They were made, before f came to India, with 
scrupulou^ care, and w’ere intended to foster provincial independence, economy and 
foresight. Nor do I see any near prospect of our being able to undertake a further share 
of the recurring expenditure of Local Governments Our own necessities will not improb- 
ably force systematic retrenchment upon us, which will affect Imperial and Provincial 
services alike , .md m the meantime Local Governments can best co-operate with us, 
and best mitigate future difficulties, by examining the causes of the insidious grow'th of 
expenditure, and by sharply checking them 

53 The spt‘ci.il grants which we have given in the current year to the more 
impecunious provinci-s were meant partlv to restore their normal scale of expendi- 
ture on civil works and parti} to enable them to close 1910- 191 1 with the pre- 
scribed minimum balanci s * For the next Mr the only additional grants which we 

# intend to give are ^^2551,000 to I'.aslern Beng.il and Assam undtr its new settlement, 

' ;^2i,oooto Bt'iigal for police reforms , and 1,000 distnbuted among five provinces, 
in aid of University and Collegiate educ.ition. The police grant . is one of the 
last that IS claimable for the reforms w'mch were sanctioned on the advice of the 
Police Commission The not'd for pressing on the reforms is most prominent in 
Bengal, and our general position puts it out of our power to accord similar treatment 
in 1910- 1911 to" the other provinces whose grants have not yet been paid in full. 
The University grants are a renewal and continuation of what we have been allotting 
since 1904, 

54 As I h.ive mor(* than ont c rofened to it, 1 shall di'scnbe very briefly the 
new settlement with Eastern Bengal and Assam. The existing settlement was made 
in 1906, and was to run for three years, in order to allow' us to gam experience of the 
needs of the prov ince It was known that the Eastern Bengal districts required develop- 
ment, but the cost of the operation was largely guess-work The temporary settlement, 
as we had believed probable, turned out inadequate; but at the end of its 
three-years’ term, the Imperial provinces were not m a state to justify a revision 
which was clearl} going to involve a large transfer of Imperial funds to the Local 
Government The consequence waS that the province had to continue working 
with a deficit, and getting deeper into debt to Imperial revenues. We have now, m 
consultation with "the Lieutenant Governor and his officers, given our most 
careful consideration to the special difficulties of the province and arranged, with the 
Secretary of State’s approv al, to provide it with such a moderate* addition to its 
resources as the efficiency of administration seems to demand. The result is that

Our measures for obtain- 
m extra t»ation will mean, as we estimate, an increased revenue of j^i66.ooo under 
Excise and Stamps ; but, as these are " divided ” heads and we require the whole 
« tte extra revenue for Imperial purposes, we have appropriated the Provincial share 
^ It, or ^83,o(», by taking cqitfnbutions from the Local Governments concerned. 
The amount which we thus take from each 'province is based on a rough estimate of 
what the province is likely to coUect on account obthe higher duties. 


Ways and Means^ 

56. Hitherto we have been considering almost exclusively the current revenue 
1^ expe^ture of Indm. I must turn to the operations upon our cash balances, 

the Secretary of State’s custody in London. As the Government 
of India is iti^own banker, it is into our general cash balances that all our current 
revenue is paid, and from them that all our current expenditure is drawn. They are also 
^e reservoir for the proceeds of all sterling and rupee loans, whether raised bv 
Government or by railway companies which work our State lines, for the whole of our 
unfunded debt ; and for all the miscellaneous deposits which are not earmarked for separate 
custody. All the provincid balances merge in them, and in them'are absorbed all the 
repayments ^d interest of State loans or advances to focal bodies and private 
individuals. Simi arly, it is out of our cash balances that we take all our capital 
expenditure on railways and irrigation ; ^11 the advances’ which. Government iffikes to . 
local authorities and private persons ; and all the money used in the discharge of our 
•permanent, temper^ or unfunded debt, or in the repayment of deposits. Finally it 
IS through ourTash bailees, owing to their being located partly in England and partly 
in India, that Council Bills are usually drawn and the greater part of Government’s 
remittances between England and India effected It is with qur cash balances therefore 
that our estimate of Ways and Means are concerned. 

57. For 191 o- 1 1 we count on opmng with ;fi a, 503.337 in our. balances in India, 

' England; the latter figure including ^^3,064,118 on account of the 

. Go d Standard Res^e, and being further swelled by part of the proceeds of the /7I 
million loan which the Secretary of Statdl floated last month. Our chief requirements 
. ^ring the. year will be our capiul expenditure of / 12,000,000 on railways and 
. irrigation, and £946,300 for the dischwge of permanent debt , to which may be added 
a netdebit of ;^74i.i<» for transactions on account of the Gold SUndard Reserve, 
the total of these liabilities coming to ,^i3,687.4<fc. To meet these, we shall have ow 
revenue surplw of ^345,900 anda further ^500,000 from the Famine Grant. The 
. Secretary of State has still to realite £1, 6^1, 600 out of his January loan : and ceruin 
Railway Companies are expected to raise fresh capital amounting to /a, 597,500. 
Our unfunded debt receipts are estimated at ;^i,i 19,200 and the net result of our advance 
and remittance accounts, etc., will be a credit of ;^348,6oo. From the aggregate of 
- these resources we shall thus obtain ^^6,448, 800 ; and our high opening balances will 
be reduced during the course of the year by ^6, 338,600, thus bringing our available 
means up to ;^i 2,687,400. This leaves us still short by £1,000,000, and we intend to 
borrow that amount {i\ croresof rupees) in India. We eetimatc our closing balances on 
jthe 31st March 1910 at £12,404,137 in India and £6,619,1 15 in England , £1,333,018 
of the latter being held on account of the Gold Standard Reserve. 

58. Besides the transactions which I have thus desenbed, the'year will be marked 
by the purchase of the Indian Midland Railway. This liability will be met partly by 
taldng over Debentures and partly froitf the proceeds of tcmporaiy loans which the 
Secretary of State will raise in England. 

59. The anouncement regardmg borrowings is made subject to the usual reservation, 

and the Government of India retmn full discretion to vary the programme, as now 
declared, ip, any and to any extent that may be thought advisable. 

60. The present intention of the Secretary of State is to draw bills on India for 
£16,500,000, bitt this also is subject to a similar reservation. The figure represents a 

0 
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forecast of the Secretary of State’s requiremeots^ hut additional bills he sold, so far 
as may be, if needed to meet the demands of trade. 

Exchange and Currency. 

61. 1 propose now to pick up the narrative of our currency affmm and to continue 
it from the point up to which 1 was able to carry it in the Budget discussions 
last March During the year 1908-09, the Government of India fought a 
strenuous campaign against the fall in exchange — ^the first that had been forced 
upon them since the adoption of the gold standard. When the year closed, the 
movements of trade were rapidly becoming more normal, and exchanjg;e was firm 
IS. with a tendency to rise But though the battle had gone in our mvour, its losses 

remained with us in the attenuated condition of our gold resources. In spite of the marked 
recovery which began in September 1^8, the gola holding, in securities and cash) of our 
gold standard reserve was under 8 millions on the 31st o? last March, and the reserve 
in I ndia was laden, besides its standing silver nucleus of 6 crores, with the large sum of 
9 88 crores in rupees, which we had withdrawm from circulation in exchange for the 
issue of gold in London. The 'gold in our currency chest at the Bank of England had 
falltm to millions , and the amount of sovereigns in our hands in India was* practically 
negligible — about £g 2 ,ooo. Our gold resources at the beginning of the current financim 
year were thus represented by a total figure of 9^ millions sterling. A y*ar earlier, on 
the 1st April 1908, they had been as high as 21 millions , and before lAe American 
financial crisis of October 1907, they had reached the substantial figure of 24^ millions. 
It was with this contrast m my mind that 1 have considered it my duty to represt-nt 
the urgency and importance of building up our gold resources again by every means in 
our power. 

62. It is on the volume and direction of India’s trade with the outside world 
that w'c must primarily depend for the strengthening of our gold position. We may 
husbanc^ tmr gold when we have it , we may cause it to fructify ; w'C may even in emer- 
gency take exceptional means to supplement it. But it is the relation betw'een 
our imports and our exports which, in the last resort, decides whether we are to keep 
our gold or to lose it. When I took stock of the position a year ago, our external 
trade, after the dislocation caused by the famine in Northern India and bvthe general 
depression m the world’s markets, was beginning to resume its normal proportions. 
'Fhe very heavy imports of piece-goods, metals and silver which had helped to upset 
the Vialance in 1908 were at last easing off , the value of private merchandise and 
tieasure which came into India by sea during the last three months of 1908-09 having 
been less by the enormous sum of lo^ crores than in the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year Along with this there was a substantial quickening in the export trade j 
big shipments of opium left Bombay in January ; a good average cotton crop began to 
move , and the market for yarns in China revived after some temporary dullness. 

in There was thus a considerable demand for currency, emphasised by the sharp reduction 
which our 1 908 operations had effected ^n the stock of rupees available for circulation. 
The Secretary of State was able to sell very heavy drafts during the two busiest months 
of the year , and before the end of March he had found it possible to restore to the 
gold standard leserve about two millions of the gold w'hich it had parted with. Such 
was the state of affairs when we last discussed the subject in this Council. 

63. When the current year began, the improvement in the outlook hq 4 become 
unmistakable. Northern India was safe with a fine spring harvest ; and the foreign 
market for our yarns, ^otton and oilseeds continued active, while the imports of bar- 
silver tell very substantially from the high figure they had reached in the previous year. 
In May began large exports of wheat, which were abnormally heavy while they lasted. 
They ceased abrufptly in August, and brought to a close the first phase of the year’s 
trade movement. During the five months from April to August the net -exports on private 
account amounted to close on 20 crores, as against 16^ crores in the same period of 
1906, 16} crores in 1907 and an actual (though small) net excess of imports in the five 
corre*!ponding months of the anxious year 1908. Vp till August then everything was 
wholly favourable to the improvement of Our position. In September there came, 
a slight check. Wheat had worked itself out for the time being , and there was a sharp 
drop in cotton and seeds. Simultaneously W'ith this, imports bounded up again ; the new 
crop of Java sugar was coming into the market, and large consignments reached 
India of piece-goods and precious metals. On the month’s accoum the net result 
was a balance of net imports to the extent of about 1 crore. In this, I need hardly 
say, there was nothing unseasonable, and I should not have referred to the point hail it 
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not been-for tbe iin)nMi^t«>«ftedt'tn» excfaai^ to tiihtBfa I shall allude bebw. Clearly, 
however, the reversd the bisdance in Septeibbor wras a merely transitory incident. 
By October the autuimi barveste were safe, and a boimteous monsoon offered the best 
of jfwospects for the {ottowine spring. Trade soon flowed back into its normal 

^ channels ; and since tben^ the balance has been steadUy in our favour , thanks mainly to 
the heavy exports of cotton, tea and ]ute, both raw and manufactured. During the 
third quarter of tbe year (last October to December) the exports as a whole exceeded 
the imports by a crotes in vahie, agaimst i-j^ crores in 1908 and a crores in 1907 ; but the 
excess would have been very much greater if it had not been for the large arrivals of 
gold (about 5^1 crores) in December. 

64 U 4 s instructive to watch how dosely tbe fluctuations in exchange followed the 
broad movements of tfade which 1 have outlined above* Beginning April at is 
the rate ^flened to is. 4^. by the end of the month, thus returning to parity lor the 
first time since Christmas 1907. It slipped back a pomt or two after the middle of May, 
but tbe Secretary of State met with no cnecks m his sale of bills until well into August 
With the abrupt stoppage of the wheSt exports, a shade of weakness came over the 
market. The reduced supply of export bills, combined with easy money (Bank rates of 
3 per cent, in both Calcutta and Bombay), forced doWlh the rate once more below gold 
point. 1 immediately put into force what may now be regarded as the regular and < 
^ stereotyped procedure for checking a slump ; and on the and of September,' and again 
on the 9^h, the Comptroller General • offered to sell bills on London at is. up to 
^500,000 wo^h in each week. The bills actually tajeen during the fortnight amounted 
only to ;^i56,ooo ; the Secretary of State at his end cut down his offers of remittances : 
ana the market was almost immediately restored to confidence, exchange rising by rapid 
stages back to parity on the 23rd of September. From October onwards tlu^re has been 
no further sign of trouble ; Council bills have been sold in very large quantities, at 
prices ranging from par to above, with ^nds for telegraphic transfers ; and 

gold has begun once more to come freely into the country. 

65. In currency affairs, effects sometimes follow causes with gratifying r^idity. 
As the result of the heavy demand for remittances to finance our revived exporr trade, 
the Secretary of Stale expects, in addition to satisfying all the requirements of his home 

j treasury, to be able to raise the gold standard reserve by the end of March to over 
millions ; that is, to repay to it the whole of the gold which had to be withdrawn 
in 1908 in support of exchange. Our currency reserve in London stands at millions ; 
but the sovereign Is once more visible in India, the stock of gold held by us in this 
country having risen to over 5^^ millions at the end of January, when it was still rapidly 
increasing. Within two years after the first breaches had been made in our position, 
our walls have been rebuilt and we are engaged in the further strengthening and exten- 
sion of our defences. 

66. I should be lacking in candour if I%Ilowedthe Council to think that we are 
yet satisfied with the sufficiency of our defences. We have come successfully through 
one financial crisis and one famine. But there have been blacker times in the financul 
w’orld than the crisis of October 1907, and there have been longer and more widespread 
famines in India than the one which is now happily' at an end. My desire is to sec our 
gold resources strong enough to carry us over not one, but two, years of short exports . 
and to keep exchange stable through at least twice the period during which we supported 
it in 1908. I do not say that even then we should regard our position as absolutidy 
clear ; but what 1 have indicated seems as much as we need aim at for the present, i 
should now like to add a caution on the other side. I wish to dissociate the Government 
from the notion that a reduction in our gold holdings is an evil per se^ and i trust that 
nothing which I have said above wiTl be taken as indicating symjiathy uith that idea. 
There would be nothing more fallacious than to conceive of our gold reserve's as being 
something that we put away in safety and strive to protect at all hazards. 'I h<*y exist 
to be used ; and they are efficient only in so far as they are capable of U'ing freely used 
for the purpose for which they were created To hoard our gold when there is a clear 
case for employing it, would be fatal to our currency policy . and it may, and usually 
will, be just as much our duty to disperse our reserves when the balance of trade is 
against India, as it is our duty to build them up when the balance is in our favour Tbe 
increasing delicacy of the exchange standard and the more frequent manifestations 
of nervousness in the market— I use the term in no offensive sense — may require us 
to open our gold reserves more often than has hitherto been necessary . but we shall 
not hesitate to do 8% whenever exchange clearly needs support. 

67. It is therefore with genuine satisfaction that I am able to announce two recent 
decisions which ought to increase the efficiency of our gold reserves. The Council will 
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remember that, in August 1907, upon the advice of the Indian R^ailway Finance Com* 
mittee, it was determined to employ oneohalf of the profits on our rupee coinage in capital 
expenditure upon railways. The sum of ^1,12^604 was actually diverted in this manner. 
But for the future, as has now been decided, tne whole of our coinage profits without 
reservation will be paid into the gold standard reserve until such time as the gold held 
by us, in that Reserve and in the Paper Currency department combined, reaches the 
figure of ;i^2< millions sterling. The second important change concerns the form in 
which the gold standard reserve is held in England. For the future, instead of tying 
up the wh^e amount in investments, the Secretary of State has consented to keep i 
million sterling uninvested, letting out this sum m short loans or putting it into bank 
deposits. Of the balance, he will hold a considerable portion in high*class securities with 
a near date of redemption , and the remainder in Consols or other approved stock. 
When we are next obliged to sell sterling bills on London, the Secretary of State will thus 
be able to meet them in the first instance from cash which is virtually at call. When 
this IS exhausted, he can draw on his short-dated securities, upon which cash can always 
be obtained by sale or loan if it is impossible to^ wait for their maturity. If the crisis still 
continues, it will become necessary to realize— ’and to realize gradually and carefully— the 
more permanent securities. It itt^l be for the Secretary of State in Council to carry out 
this operation, and he accepts the responsibility for doing so if occasion arises. I trust 
that the Council, as well as the large and important community who are vitally interested 
in such matters, will find in these arrangements and in the actions of Government during the 
last two years, no uncertain proof of the determination of those who are ^sponsible for 
the Government of India to uphold the gold value of the rupee. 

Conclusion. 

68. In introducing the Budget last year I used the perhaps infelicitous expression 
" a gamble in rain." So far the gamble has resulted in a win, but 1 think every one will 
agree that, although the monsoon must always remain a dominating factor in forcecasting 
the rei^ue and expenditure of India, it would be neither prudent nor right to approach 
the compilation of a budget from a gambling standpoint. Broadly speaking, it should 
be possible by the experience of past years, tempered by a careful review of possibly 
changed circumstances, to form a fairly close estimate of revenue and expenditure. The 
monsoon will, however, always be a factor in regard to which hope must of necessity take 
the place of calculation . and that in itself renders budgeting in this country a matter of 
abnormal difficulty All we can do is to calculate upon a reasonably good harvest, and 
in the literal and best sense, put our trust in Providence. 

69. To the best of my ability I have estimated our assets and liabiliries for the 
ensuing year. The outcome necessitates some additional taxation. 1 can understand 
a certain malicious satisfaction in extracting avenue out of multi-millionaires. But this is 
not a rich country. A large proportion of its people are poor, an appreciable proportion 
are very poor. No right-mindea man can impose additional taxation on India w'lth a 
light heart. To me it is a very genuine sorrow to be obliged to do so. 1 did not sow 
the storm but J am reaping the whirlwifid. 

I am confident that 1 may count on your sympathy.

f, .Ip this m^ipprandum the variations between the Re^vised and the Budget 
estimates of the ourrent ye^lr, and between the latter and the Budget ejitimatgs 
of ne^t >ear, are explmned in detail for the pi^or heads of accouqt. Under 
mqst of the heads. details provinces ha\e been 0ven, and it may ,be exi>lamcd 
that the hgures shown against " India General ” represent the transactions pf 
the Central Government, including ah expenditure directly controlled by it, of the 
minor administrations of Ajmer-Merwara. Baipchistan and Cooi^, and of '•the 
convict settlement in the Ap^mans. The Bucket estimates of novincial and 
“.Divided ” oxpenditqre in ipiCHioii gener^^ represent the allotments proposed 
by the several Governments and Administrations with whom regular provincial 
settlements have been concluded, and fuller details of the figures will no doubt 
be^given in their Financial Statements by the Local Governments which 
have respective Legislative Councils. It will be#understood that the estimates 
now presented are not final. Alterations m the figures may be necessitated in the 
interests of accuracy or by the .recommendations of the Imperial and Provincial 
Legislatiw Councils, or in consequence of important factors whicn come to 
light mwhe course of the next three weeks. All such alterations will be 
embodied in the Budget which will be presented to the Council on the 33rd 
March.

3. The accounts of 1908*1909 are not discussed in this Mernoramlum , but 1900 
it has in the past been usual to give a brief explanation the* divergences " 
between the revised estimate of revenue and expenditure for last year, as ^ 

submitted to the Council twelve months ago, and tha actual accriunls of the 
year, as closed, audited and compiled in the Comptroller and Auditor General’s 
Annual Appropriation Report. The revised estimatc.s of 1908-1909 published 
in March 1909 were based upon the approximate figures of eleven months 
plus a forecast of the figures for the twelfth month of the year To the 
extent, therefore, to which the March actuals differed from that forecast ; to 
which the audit detected errors or misclassification in the figures of the earlier 
months ; to which book adjustments had to be made between last year and this 
year, or between one major head and another, up to the time when the 
accounts weim finally closed in last December ; — to that extent will the revenue 
and expenditui'e now before the Council differ from the estimate which they 
had to consider at the last Budget meeting. The differences as a rule are 
unimportant. They involve no question of principle, and their net effect is 
measured by something under 3 lakhs. 

3 A 
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The total revenue has turned out about 133,000, and the total expendi* 
ture about 150,000, more than the revised estimate, with the result that the 
year’s deficit was £ 17,000 larger than was anticipated. The figure is relatively 
small, though it is the outcome of wider fluctuations on both sides of the account. 
Railways yielded about £9T,ocp below the estimate , a heavy fall in the takings 
on the Great Indian Peninsula line and special activity in renewals and repairs on 
the North-Western line being inainly responsible. The Military figures were 
worse by about 2,000 net ; chiefly as the result of heavier expenditure on food 
supplies, railway charges and pensionary charges In the Mints, an unexpectedly 
large return of copper and bronze from circulation changed an expected coinage 
profit from that section of the currency into a loss, and led to a deterioration of 
j^8r),ooo from the estimate. But on the other hand there were considerable 
.savings under ordinary Public Works, — about £6^,000, net ; the Land Revenue 
receipts improved by about ;^63,ooo, particularly in Burma and Bombay ; and 
the Salt returns rose by over £59,000, the issues in March having made a sudden 
spurt.

6 , The latest estimate for the current year is R i 36 lakhs better than the igoo-zcjo 
Budget forecast, owing mainly to larger collection of famine arrears in Ajmer* 

Mevwara, where an excellent mbi harvest has bee^gathered, and to the introduc- 
tion of j'cvised settlement rates in the Quetta lahiu in Baluchistan. The Budget 
Estimate for 1910*1911 is H4'i5 lakhs higher than the Revised for the current 
year— a reduction in the collections in the minor administrations owing to the 
absence |f famine arrears being more than counterbalanced by larjTer recoveries 
of 8urve3^md settlement expenditure in Bengal and Eastern Bengal and Assam.

7, The total collections 15^1909-1910 are expected to exceed the Budget 
estimate by R65’o6 lakhs. The largest increase takes place m Burma (23 42 ■" 

lakhs) where a substantial improvement is likely to occur in the Ordinary rew|nuc, 
owing to an extension of cultivation and an excellent rice crop, as well as in the 
Petroleum revenue m consequence of activity in the Ycnang-yaung 
oiUfields. In Bengal, United Provinces and Bombay the excellent agriculture 
prospects of the year have permitted a higher collection of famine arrears 
than was provided for m the Budget. Part 0? the improvement in the Punjab is 
due to the same reason, but a greater portion of it has been caused by purchases 
proprietary rights in the Chenab Caqal colony which were not foreseen 
when thfe Bpdget was framed. In Madras also, higher realisation of arrears 
and the introduction of re-setllement rates in certain districts have conti ibutcd 
to a small improvement over the Budget Rstunatc . the improvement would have 
been greater but for the unfavourable character of the north-cast monsoon which 
has necessitated largef season remissions. It is in the Central Provinces alone 
^ that any material decrease from the Budget £stim.ite is likely to take place, as it 
seems* probable from the progress of collections that the provision m.ide in the 
Bttdgist for the recovery of arrears will prove over-sanguine. 

-S. The total Bridget for next year is Ra69i lakhs less than the Revised 
Estimate for 1909-1910.* - In Bengal, the United Provinces, Punjab and Bombay 
any normal growth in revenue is more tl^, counterbalanced by the 
heavy Receipts of fainine arrears daring the current year. In the C entral 
Provinces and Easterp Bengal and Assam, the normal growth in 
the revenue pexty^ris Kkely to somewhat exceed the decrease m th<* tollectiori 
of.arrears. But tt is only in Burma and Madras, which were immune from the 
recent famine, that any material improvement over the current year’s collections 
is expected in 1910- i^M.

due to lapses in the provision for survey and settlement expenditure in Bengal and i

■ obtained at the sales of Bengal opium was taken a^ ft i ,350 a chest. The year 

opened badly, the ai^rage price obtained at the April sales amounting to only 
ft 1, 166, and though tnere was a sharp improvement to*ft 1,366 in May, it was 
followed by a decline in the next two months Since August, however, there has 
been a steady increase, and in the October sales the average price rose to RI1439. 
The course of prices since then has been unprecedented. Owing apparent 
to a depletion in the stocks of opium in (3hina and the unquestionable evidence 
that India was seriously reducing its supply, there has been a marked rise in the 
price of the drug in China and this has resulted in an increased conmetition to 
secure the limited number of chests offered for sale in Calcutta. Tne average 
sale-price per chest jumped up to ft 1,800 in November, to ft 2,044 January 
and nearly touched R2,40o in February. As a result, the revenue from this 
source is likely to exceed the Budget estimate by no less than R 110^5 lakhs. 

BvigtUigio^iqtt 17 During 1910-191 1 It is intended to sell 37,560 chests of Bef(gal opium 
, 3i30o chests every month in the last three quarters of the current calendar 
year, reduced to 2,620 chests a month in the first quarter of 1911. Judging by 
the continuance of high pnees in the China markets, we anticipate that it will 
be possible to obtain next year an average sale price of R 1,750 per chest. The 
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figure is as usual speculative ; but it is reasonable to believe that considerable 
time must elapse before the demand can adjust itself to the reduced supply and m 
the meanwhile a high level of prices will, in all probability, be maintained. 


(if) Afalwa Opium, 

18. As regards Malwa Opium, the Budget estimate of the current year was 

framed on the assumption that, as 'joon as the year’s crop had been gathered, ^ 

the imports from Malwa would re-conimence with ‘a view to secure priority of 

export in 1910 and subsequent years ; and credit was taken for duty on the % 

full number of chests {vis., 8jjoo) for which warehouse accommodation was likely 

to be available in Bombay The duty actually received has amounted to R 107*76 

lakhs Against this, claims of icfund to the extent of Rr8 lakhs have, however, 

been already admitted , and itis possible that a further sum of R15 lakhs will 

be eventually refunded as’the Government of India do not at present give a 

guarantee that any opium on which duty has been already paid will be allowed 

priority of shipment after 191 1. The necessary provision has been made under 

Refunds and Draw'backs {vide paragraph 53 b^w).

of a purer liquor and the continued substitution of licit for illicit consumption. 
The large advance anticipated has not, however, been realised in any province 
with the exception of Madras and the total Revised estimate is R36 79 lakhs 
below the Budget provision. It is probable that the continuance of high prices 
during a greater portion of the year has again kept down the excise revenue ; 
while in some provinces the measures of reform introduced appear to have led to 
cautious bids for licenses for retail vend. In the Central Provinces and Bombay 
there has also been an active temperance propaganda at work , and in Burma, 
insufficient allowance was made in the Budget for the loss of revenue likely to 
arise from the restriction of issues of opium to the probable needs of consumers 
and their estimated means In Madras alone does an improvement occur over 
the Budget estimate, the gfbwth in revenue having again exceeded anticipation.

Due allowance has been made for a possible contraction in imports conse- 
quent on ^'e enhancement of the duty.

But the 
defects from the Budget estimate in this province, as well as in Eastern Bengal 
and Assam, Madras and Burma, are counterbalanced to some extent by 
improved receipts m the provinces recovering from the recent famine. In 
1910-1911, a substantialjecovery is anticipated in Bengal, while in the United 
Provinces the rush of litigation in 1909-1910 is not expected tolcontinue ; m the 
other provinces, provision has been made for a normal growth in revenue 
consequent on the expansion of the operations of the department.^ 

51. The total expenditure in 1909-1910 is about the same as the Budget 
estimate. The grant of 1910-1911 includes provision in almost every province tor 
the revision of registration establishments.

It is very ditficult to 
forecast these with any degree of accuracy, and there is always an 
element of uncertainty in the estimates under this head. The Budget Estimate 
for the current year provided for a payment of R29 lakhs on this account. It is 
now unlikely that more than 25 lakhs will be drawn , and allowing for a provision 
of this amount the Revised Estimate amounts to R7'44 lakhs less than the Budget. 
Other important causes contributing to the decrease are non-utilisation of 
the provisions for the re-organisation of certain tribal levy services in Baluchis- 
tan and of frontier militia in the Frontier province; and recovery of arrear contri- 
butions towards the cost of certain political .agencies m Central India 

106. in 1910- 191 1, the provision for the payment of subsidy to thd Amir 
has been taken at ’*.0 lakhs , but the saving under this item is counterbalanced in 
part by increases in other directions, and the total Budget is less than the Revised 
by only r92 lakhs.

133. The Budget for 1909-1910 included a special provision of 
R9’ lakhs on accounrof the piobable proceeds of the sale to the Calcutta Port 
Commissioners of certain lands belonging to the Government. The amount is 
not likely to be received, during the current } ear and this explains the difference 
of R9'09 lakhs betw cen the Budget and the Revised estimates. In Bombay 
the Budget provided for a special extraordinary receipt of R 1*52 lakhs 
on account of the sale of the buildings and site of the St. Peter’s School, 
Mazagaon.

o 137 There is a satisfactory saving of R 20*67 lakhs in the provision made 
in the liudgcc estimates of the current year for the actual relief of famine, owing 
to the earlier termination of relief operations in the afflicted districts in the two 
Bengals and in the United Provinces. A small lapse is also expected in the grant 
for the construction of Prot -active railways, owing to delay in the aci^uisition of 
land for the l)harmapuri>Hosur extension of the Morappur-Dharmapun Railway.

No portion of tRis will be 
required for actual famine relief expenditure ; and the sum has been allotted 
in moieties for the lonstruction of works which are likely to serve as a protection 
against famine, and for the avoidance of debt. It may be mentioned that 
half of the latter grant appears in the Provincial section of the estimates as a 
result of the arrangements explained in the Financial Statement for 1907-1908.

140. The expenditure shown against “ other projects, etc.,” in some of the 
provinces, and the small amounts entered against the others, include expenditure 
on survey and investigation operations as weHon the preparation and revision ol 
famine relief programmes. As regards the’ more important projects, it will be seen 
that the whole of next year’s grant has been allotted to works already undertaken. 
The Secretary of State has consented to^ larger^ allotments (up to a maximum 
of 100 lakhs) being mad^ for Protective Irrigation worlm tha^ the limits ofc 
the Famine grant allow, provided that the extra expenditure J which will be 
recorded un^r another head) does not^ have the effect of reducing the revenue 
surplus below one crore. Obviouslj^ it is impossible to take advantage, of this 
arrangement in 1910-191 1 ; and the initiation of .such new sch^nes as the Tendudla 
has had to be deterred until better times.

142 The Budget estimates for Ithe dlirrent year provided for a very 
considerable advance m the Gross Receipts of State Railways in the expectation 
that the seasons would be propiSous and that there would be a revival in trade. 
The latter expectation has not been fully realised, and it is now apprehended that 
the receipts will fall short of the Budget by R84 89 lakhs The more important 
decreases oAur in the earnings of the East Indian and Bengal-Nagpur Railways, 
which have suffered by the depression in the coal market , of the Eastena Bengal 
Railw'ay, owing to a short jute crop , and on the Rajputana-Malwa and (%dh and 
Rohilkhand Railways owing to general depression in traffic On the other hand, 
material improvements are expected in the earnings of the Great Indian Peninsula 
liin* .ind of the two other lines which traverse Southern India The bumper wheat 
crop harvested in the Punj.ib last year has enabled the budget estimate 
for th<* North-Western Railway to be realised at the very high figure of 7 

In spite of the defect in the estimates of gross revenue, the total Working 
Expenses in 1909-1910 exceed the Budget grant by R 1 1 03 lakhs A considerable 
saving in the case of the East Indian Railway, caused by the fall in the traffic and 
larger debits to capital in connection with betterments, is almost w holly counter- 
balanced by .in equally large increase under the North-Western Railway, a portion 
of which IS due to unforeseen expenditure nect*ssitated by flood damages and by 
the fire in the carnage shop at I.,ahore. Some saving in expenditure also occurs 
m the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway, but in the ease of none of the other lines is 
any dec rease of cxpendituie expected to follow the decline in revenue. On the 
other hand, the Budget grants arc likely to be exceeded on the Madras and 
Southern M.arhatta line owing to incnvised receipts and necessary renewals of 
sleepers and repairs of flood damages , on the Burma line owing to re-laying of 
certain sections of the permanent-way and necessary improvements in station 
yards , on the Eastern Bengal line ovyng to outlay on the repairing of damages 
caused by the cyclone in October 1909 , and on the Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India line owing to enhanced charges for coal and heavier repairs and renewals of 
rolling-stock 

'Si 144 Owing to the decline in the Net Receipts, important savings occur in the 
provision for the payment of surplus profits to the Bengal-Nagpur anc^East 
Indian lines , but thefe are more than counterbalanced by an increased payment 
of 13 lakhs to the Madras and Southern Marhatta Railway, the effect of the 
provisions of the new contract as well as of an improvement in the net revenue. 

" 145. In the Budget of 19 10- 191 1, provision has been made for a moderate 

increase of R 169 38 lakhs in the Gross Receipts on the assumption that the 
agricultural conditions will be normal and that there will be a further revival of 
trade Out of this R 1 53 63 lakhs will, however, be required to meet increase in 
w'orkmg expenses, and makin/^ some allowance for enhanced payment of suiplus 
profits to Companies., eti' , the improvement in Net Receipts will amount to 8*77 
lakhs only. 

146 The very large increase in Working Expenses is a direct result of the 
increasing demand on the imrt of the public for more efficient working and 
for a better service both for goods and passenger traffic; and is*a necessary 
complement of the enhanced capital expenditure which is now 8nng incurred 
w’lth reference to this demand on the improvement of open lines. Owing to the 
uncertainty about the railway receipts, the Budget grants for the current year WCTe 
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if 

fixed with « close tegud to economy, and the provision allowed for betraSsrats 
was restrict ; bat with the revival in trade the Railway Board advise tlnlR'is 
no longer |x>ssible to wholly postpone such expenditure without impai/^ the 
value of the railway service. Large allotments have accordingly been made m the 
estimates for next year of most of the important Uhes. for the renewal with heavier 
rml of considerable lengths of permanent way. for the strengthening of bruises 
and for renewals of roliing'Stock. 

iNiERESf Charges. 

147. The decrease in expenditure in 1909*1910. as compared with the Budget 
estimate, under Interest on Debt and under Interest charged agmnst Complies 
on advances, is caused by lapses in capital grants and by the variation in the^ta^ 
of inteicst charged on certain loan funds explained in paragraph 60 On tnfi% 
other hand, there is a larger increase in Interest on capital deposited by Com* 

E anies . this is, however, caused not by any additional deposits of capital but by 
irger overdrafts of capital by certain Companies, ancf there is a corresponding 
increase under Interest receipts paragraph s6) ^ 

148. The increase in the total interest charge in 1910*1911 is a result of 
the grow'th in the capital cost of the railways. • 

OrtiER Receipts. 

149 The receipts shown under this head represent recoveaes from the 
Travancore Darbar of its share tif the loss on the Travancore Bianch of the 
South findian Railway , the Government share of the surplus profits of the 
Rohilkhand-Kumaon, Southern Punjab and Amritsar*Patti Railways payable 
under the terms of their respective contracts ; dividends on ccrt.iin shares of the 
Ahmedabad*Dholka Railway allotted to the Government in re-payment of 
expenditure incurred by it on behalf of the Railw'ay , and saU* proceeds of land 
relinquished by Railway Companies The decrease in 1910-191 1 occurs mainly 
in the share of surplus profits of the Southern Punjab Railway. 

OrilhR CHARGtS. 

150 These consist of cost of land required by certain comjMnies, tht‘ contracts 
with which provide for the free supply of all land wanted for the putpdscis 'of the 
railways undertaken by them, and of miscellaneous items such sts surveys and 
controlling establishments (including the Railw'ay Board). A share of the cost of 
control is charged to the working expenses of i*ach railway company and the re- 
coveries thus made are adjusted by deduction from the miscellaneous expenditure.

167. The Revised estimate shows a total increase of R4 09 lakhs over the 
Budget o. the current year. Certain expenditure incurred in^ the Civil Depart- 
ment, mainly on contributions to municipalities and district and lot al boards in 
connection with roads, buildings and miscellaneous publu improvements (e^., 
drainage, water supply, etc.), is recorded under this head , and the .imount of 
such expenditure in 1 909- 1910 will fall short 0/ the Budget by R 13 29 lakhs. 
*Of this R 10*52 lakhs occurs in the two Kcngals ^nd is chiefly due to two causes, 
we., firstly, smaller payment of contributions to District Boards, and secondly, 
the recOTd under appropriate heads 0/ certain special contributions for which 
provision was made here in tBe Budget. There is also • saving of Rs'Si lakhs in 
Madras, owing mainly to the inability of the Madras Corporation to fully utilise 
the grant of R6 lakhs for water supply and drainage works , but this is partly 
couiXerbalanc^i by excess expenditure in other provinces. 

The expenditure in 1909-1910 on roads and builcfings in the Public 
Worics DepartiAent exceeds the Budget by R 1 7 aS lakhs and this excess is 
shared by all the provinces with the exception of Madias where there is a small 
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lapse in the Budget grant, Owii^ tp the unfavourable^ pontion ci thdr 
proirincUd finances, the Governments of almost aU these provinces were complied 
to restrict very considerably the grants made on this account in the current year’s 
Budget ; and they have appropmted to Civil Works expenditure any net sxnaaa 
in the grants under the other heads, as well any sums that haye been avaflame 
owing to an improvement in their resources. The larg^ increase occurs m 
Eastern Bengal and Assam where considerable outls^ is beii^ incurred m 
Qfonnection wi^ the laying out of the new headquarters at Dacca. 

169. In ipio'ipi 1, Madras proposes to spend about ao lakhs from its heavy 
^accumulation of balances. Otherwise the grants have been fixed with ^ refermce 
J^he condition of the provincial balances ; and but for the special Imperial assign- 
ments given in the current year, the mogramme in the Central Provinces and 
^Bengal would have to be cut down substantially below the normal scale. The 
total increase over the Revised estimate of the current year amounts to lakhs. 

Of this R2661 lakhs occur in the Civil Department and are chiefly due to provisions 
for a contribution of R 1 5 lakhs to the Rangoon Port Trust in connection with the 
nver training scheme (of which Rio lakb^will be met from the special Imperud 
assignment made in the current year), for a grant of R5 lakhs to the Madras Port 
Trust and an increased grant^of R4 lakhs to the Madras Municipality ; and for a 
lump allotment of R i lakh in the Punjab for expenditure that may be necessitated at 
Dera Gha^ Khan. The increased provision for departmental expenditure therefore 
amounts to R 33*59 lakhs ; and this is distributed among all the provinces with 
the exception of Burma where the state of the provmcial balances does j^t permit 
of a higher scale of expenditure than in the current year, and in Bombay where 
a smaller programme of new works is contemplated. The increase is largest in 
Madras (Rii’ii lakhs), where it is proposed to utilise a portion of the heavy 
accumulation of balances in undertaking a more active programme of Civil 
W orks with reference to the recommendation of the Finance Committee. The 
other important increases occur in Bengal where the expenditure in the current 
^f*ar had to be badly stinted owing to want of funds ; in the United Provinces 
where work in connection with the Medical College at Lucluiow will be com- . 
menced , and in the Punjab owing to larger allotments for town improvement 
works in the new colonies and for other purposes.

170 Under Imperial the decrease of R3’33 lakhs in the Revised as 
compared with the Budget Estimate of the current year is chiefly caused by the 
postponement to next year of the sale of the investments in connection with Mr. 
rhipp’s donation to the Agricultural and Research Institute at Pusa ; and the 
increase of R4 69 lakhs in next year’s revenue is due to the same cause as well 
as to the s,ile of certain Imperial buildings. The variations in the Provincial 
figures arc unimportant <<nd call for no remarks.

increasing saving, w hich accounts for a reduction of R3 50 lakhs in the 
current year Ordnance expenditure in India has fallen by Ra*8^ lakhs. A 
of K 1 82 lakhs under telegrams is apparently due to the introduction 
♦'T'h^e revised rates On the other hand there is a considerable increase 
► ;R 3 05 lakhs) m the pension charges for Indian troops; also some growth 
(ft 75"lakh), which appears to be continuous, in the expenditure connected with 
the X'oluntecr force Conveyance charges exhibit an increase of ft 3*89 lakhs 
partly owing to the enhancen^nt of ist and anil class fares on certain railways. 
Two further items of increase, namely, fta*8o lakhs on account of the clothing 
allowance for IJritish troops ai^ R3 15 lakhs in the charges for grass and 
dairy farms, art' to a large extent balanced by corresponding rt'ceipts. The* net 
effect of these increases and decreases is a saving of ft 11 28 lakhs (j^75,20o).

176 A part of the lapse under Stores is due to advance payments in 1 908-09- 
and to the postponement of others to 1910-11. A part is explained by the 
re-examinatinn in India of estimates and recrements under Ordnance and 
Clothing stores, these having been overslated in the original Budget. The 
savings under items (2) ai)^ (4) represent ordinary fluctuations^ A large 
part i^;^34,ooo) of the saving under the Indian Troop Service is a definite 
economy, arising from the .mploymtnt of the R.I.M.S. Dufftrx^ for one 
voyage to and h'om England in place of a hired transport.

179. No separate reference has jet been made to the Schedule expenditure ! 
which is merged in the above hs^^s. As was explained by the Finance Member 
in paragraph 44 of the Financial Statement for 1909-10, the Special Grant origin- 
ally instituted in connection with the Reorganization and Redistribution schemes 
was.abolished with effect Iron the ist Apin 190$, and the Government of India 
practically reverted to the system in force prior to 1904-05. Under this system 
a schedule is prepared of important measures to be undertaken ir^the following 
year, t.e., of schemes the cost of which exceeds a certain limit, now placed at 
K5o,(ff>o In the case of a new measure the Schedule includes the total expend- 
iture to be incurred during the year.

The Indian expenditure anticipated in the coming year is R 2 1,96*01 lakhs 
(£14,640,100) against R2 1, 45*57 lakhs (^14,303,800) in the Revised, or an® 
increase of R50‘44 lakhs (£336,300). The Budget figure under Army, India, - 
should, however, oe increased by R 1 *43 lakhs as result of several correcting 
entries ii^olving transfers between the Indian and the Home estimates. The 
rtel increase proposed in Indian expen^ture is thus R5i*87 lakhs (£345,800). 

t8s« The main cause of increase is the i^itional iwovision(R 15*87 lakhs) 
required under conveyance charges. The Railway Companies Imve intimated 
that thc^ prill with^w, irith effect from the 1st January 1910, from their 
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adherence to the revised rates for military traffic which were proviwonaSy intro- 
duced on the 1st January 1908, and have .a^ed the Govecnm«it of India to agree 
to certain enhancements. The question is still under examination ; but it has 
been thought necessary to provide for the contingency and an addition of R 13 00 
lakhs has been made on this account.

(2) A decrease of R4 39 lakhs in local Ordnance charges partly connected 
ivith economies in factories and arsenals. (3) Additional savings of Ra 50 
lakhs on proficiency pay. (4) A reduction of R 1 00 lakh arising from 
.he reorganization of the coast defence companies of artillery. (5) The bonus 
^iven in 1909-10 (Ri*04 lakhs) does not re-appear. (6) The provision for

installations and some other items from SpecTal Demands. A small lapse i‘ 
anticipated in the allotments for actual works. ‘ 

197. The Military Works receipts represent the rent of military quarti‘rs, etc,, 
and the sale- proceeds of materials. The rent receipts are increasing wiih the 
yearly additions to the number of quarters constructed. The iigiin cause of the 
improvement of Rr67 lakhs (£ 11 , 300 ) anticipated in the Revised is, however, 
the occurrence of arrear payments. 

198. The expected improvement of R 2*21 lakhs 4, 700) under Special 
Demands is due to the transfer mentioned above. Otherwise the budget provi- 
sion b being very fully utilized, an additional expenditure of Rs’oo Idkhs having 
been authorised m the course of the year to enable the Com/nander-in-Clnef to 
make an immediate beginning with the improvement of the Indian Infantry 
lines. 

The bulk of the funds provided in the Budget for Schedule expenditure has 
been applied to buildings m progress in Quetta, Jubbulpore, Ahmednagar and the 
Nowshcra Cavalry Cantonment where accommodation i^ required for additional 
troops, and to Hieet the requirements of the Gun Carnage Factory at Jubbulpore 
and the new Kirl|pe Arsenal. Ri'oo lakh w'as also allotted during the year fortbe

conversion of vacant military buildings at Saugor to accommodate the Cavalry 
School which is being instituted in that place. 

On Military Works expenditure as a whole, a net saving of 13,000 is 
expected.

199 The Ordinary Military Works grant for 1 910*1 1 has been fixed at R99*8a 
lakhs (^665,400), /.e., ^4*76 lakhs (;^3i,6oo) in excess of the figure adopted in 
1909-10. The increase is partly due to the transfer of charges for electrical 
installations, etc , already mentioned, and partly to a slight expansion of the 
grant which was somewhat restricted in the current year. 

, The increase of R 67 lakh (;^4,50o) shewn in the estimate for receipts 
* allow's for a further improvement in the rents from officers* quarters, etc. 

200. The provision made for Special Demands, namely R3a*i3 lakhs 
(/"a 14,200), IS Hr 15 lakhs (£^, 600 ) below the Budget estimate of the current 
year, but would have been slightly higher but for the transfer of charges already 
mentioned. A large part of this sum has been allotted, in relatively small 
amounts, to the prosecution of work already in progress in the cantonments 
mentioned above. The principal new works proposed are

203. On a comparison of the estimates for Military Services as a whole 
with the Budget for 1909*1910, the Revised shows a decrease of ;^4i9,900, and 
the Budget for 1910* 1911 an increase of ;£53,5oo, in net expenditure. These 
results cannot be correctly attributed to a tew selected items alone ; but the 
classes of charges enumerated below have exercised a marked influence, and on 
other grounds require special prominence. The portion of the saving in the 
Revised for which they do not account is mainly due to miscellaneous lapses 
under other heads of the Home estimates. As regards the Budget, the close 
approximation between the net increase exhibited under these special items to 
the net increase shown by the Budget as a whole is to some extent illusory, as 
other reductions are anticipated in the Home estimates which will be counter* 
balanced by miscellaneous increases and fluctuations in the Indian figures. The

The fall in 1907*08 is partly attributable to the new vehicle and maundage 
rates temporarily introduced on the ist January 1908. These were in full force 
throughout 1908*09 and 1909-10. As already explained, it has been necessary 
to m^e tentative provision for the higher rates now demanded by the railway 
, ^companies with effect’ from the 1st January 1910, t.e., the provision for 19101 1 
covers arrear payments as well as a higher scale throughout the coming year. 

ao6. As regards Home stores, the Revised, as already explained, shovKs a 
reduction of ;^ai8,goo. The lower figure is being maintained in the coming 
year apart from the special expenditure on rifles, and in addition to the dimini^ 
tion in the miscellaneous demands for Ordnance stores, to which the reductions 
at Home are mainly^ due, there has also been, as the foregoing table shows, a 
considerable decline in the Indian factory and arsenal charges. * 

207 The combined Ihdian and Home provision made lor expenditure on the 
arms traffic operations ih the Persian Gulf amounts to jf44,9do in 1 909*10, and 
in 1910-11, all under the Army head. But for this Special Service 
charge, the Budget for the coming year would have shown a reduction on ‘that 
of 1909-10 amounting to 20,000. 

208. The Schedule provision for the current year was Stated In March laSfth 
/!474>9 oo- This, however, took account of some recurring expenditure already 
attamed, the Schedule following m fhis lespect, though with some modification, 
the system in force since 1904-05. As explained in paragraph 179 above, the 
Schedule will ih future only show new expenditure to be incurred in any year. 
Reducing the Budget figure for 1909-10 10 this basis, the Schedules of the two

'As in previous years, a greater p<ntion of the ^ant in i9io>i9i 1 , both in 
the c&so of State and Companies’ Hi|es, has been allotted for open line works 
and roUing-stock; this is also in accordance wkh the recommendation of tho 
Inchan Railway Finance Committee that the equipment of existing lines should 
take precedence of the construction of new lines. 

in maldng allotmerits for new lines, the needs of the several provinces have 
been very c^efully^ considered. The Southern Shan States line is one of consi- 
derable administrative importance and will open up and develop the fc*rtile valleys 
and plateaux of these States, the progress of which has hitherto been much 
retaraed for want of communications. The Rangia«Tangla branch of the Dhubn- 
Gauhati extension of the Eastern Bengal State Railway will be of considera{jft||v< 
service to the tea industry, and to the general public in the Mangaldai Subdivision^ 
in Assam which is very poorly provided with communications. The Kalabagh- ^ 
Bannu line will tap the valuable Makcrwal coal-fields and will assist in developing 
a backward portion of the Frontier Province. The Samastipur-Roserah line in 
Bengal is required to provide railvfay connection in a district which is badly 
provided with roads. The Balaghat-Katangi branch of the Bengal Nagpur railway, 
which IS the only new line to be constructed frqpi the capital of Companies, 
will serve the imnganese industry in the Central Provinces, and will carry the 
supply of this mineral which will be used in the manufacture of steel at the Tata 
works at Kalimati. •

This Bill propo«!c.s 'o alter the Indian Tiarilf Act,*iF94, by increasing the present 
import'duties on iKjuors, tob<>cco, siKcr and pctrukuni. The measure is essentially a 
fiscal one : and if it bctc mes law, the intention is to put it into retiospective (fleet from the 
25th Februaiy. Simultaneously, the excise duties lev ed in India on beer which is locally 
brewed and on spirits winch are locally manufactured to resemble imported spirits, will be 
raised to the new tariff rate^ 

2. The duty on beer w'as raised two years ago, tut it is still low. and the last enhance- 
ment does not appear to have dericascd the consumption The duties on wincs have not 
been changed since 1875, and they are clearly inadequate The present duty on imported 
spirits IS now below the rates which are levied in roan> parts of India as excise on indige- 
nous spirits , and the import of (heap foicign alcohols is unduly favoured b^ the existing 
laiiffratts.

QUESTION AND ANSWER. 

The Ho^*bIe Mr. Chitnavis asked : — *' Has Government received any 
PDyhmQRication from the Hon’ble the Chief Comillissioner of the Central 
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Provinces for Chafing Municipal Committees with discretionary powers to grant 
petisions for fijO 'd and mentoriou'* service ? If so, w\U Government please statt 
what aciiun is proposed to be taken in the matter ? 

The Hon’ble SrR Herbert Rislev replied — ” The Govemm-nt of India 
have received no communication of the nature inchoated by the Hon*bie Member.’* 

PRESS BILE. 

The Hon’ble SiR HERBERT Rtsley presented the Renort of the Select 
Commi't'e on the Bill to provi le for the better control of the Press, and anpli-d 
to the Prt'Sid nt <0 suspend ihe Rules of Business to admit of the Report being 
taken into consideration. 

His Excellency THP PRESIDENT declared the Rules suspended. 

The Hon’ble SiR Herbert Rtsley moved that the Report be taken into 

consideration. < 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gomhale said : — " My Lord, it is a cniel irony of fate 
that the first important mea«?ure that cornea b-fore the Reformed Couhcil is a 
measure to curtail a great and d« eply cherished privilege which the country has 
enjoved, with two brief interruptions, for three-quarters of a century. But 
while the plans of statesmen have matured slowly, events designed by malignant 
fa'es to frustrate their purpo‘?c have moved faster. And thus we find that just 
when the scheme of reforms has materialised, the sky is dark with clouds which 
probably will roll away before long, but which for the time wear a threatening 
aspect. My Lord, I confess that the regret with which I approach a considera- 
tion of this Bill has been deepened by the fact that the measure is being hurried 
through its several stages by suspending the standing orders and without giving 
the I ountry practically any opportunity to express its opinion on it. In saving 
this, I do not forget the fact that Lord Lytton’s Act of 1878 was introduced and 
parsed at one sutmg, nor do I overlook the consideration shown by your Lordship, 
after deciding to suspend the stan<iing orders, in giving us at least these three 
days for cons deration and in referring the Bill to a Select Committee But, my 
Lord, was this unusual proct dure nec ssary ? Surely a week or ten days’ 
delay in enacting this measure would mt have made any appreciable difference 
to anybody, ^im e the Bill ‘'Ceks to apply to the situation what at best can only 
be a blow remedy. H iwfver, i do not wish to purbue this point further , 1 might 
not h.ivc said even this much, had it not been for the fact that the Government 
has been reproachtd m certain quarters for giving us even these three days. 

“ My Lord, in the minute of dissent whi 'h my Hon’ble friend Mr. Mudholkar 
and 1 have app«mde f to the Rei>o’t of the Select Committee, we have briefly 
slated our position in regaid toi this measure. That position I would like to 
anipli'y in she few minutes for which I propose to occu"y the attention of the 
Council. It is .idmitied on all hands — the Hon’ble Member in charge of the 
B U has -idmitteil it m his soeech —that the Penal Code is amply sufficient to 
punish seilition and that the special legislation of last ycir can effectively put 
down incireinent^to violence. What is contended however is that the punish- 
ment of seditio us writings and utterances under the Penal Code, so far from 
restricting the area of sed tion, actually widens it by reason of the unhealthy 
exdtemi-nt it causes and keeps up for months the rush of natural sympathy of 
the public to the accused, the crown of martyrdom that comes to be placed 
on their hrads and the amount of odium which the proceedings bring to the 
Government. And it is urged that the Government is convinced that the rignt 

E lan to deal with stdition is to proceed by wav of prevention rather than 
y way of punishment Now, mv Lord, I will at once admit that there is 
consid rablr force in the whole of this contention. But even so, section 108 
of the Criminal Procedure Code, which is a means of prevention and which was 
introduced into the Code ^welve years ago for the express purpoA of placing 
such a means at the disposal of the Government, should have been sufficient, and 
what 1 cannot quite understand is why it has not been foun^ effective. The 
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only explanation I have heard is that the proceeding under that section being 
judicial and liable to revision by the High Court, it practically means a 
tri^ for sedition, with this difference only that the person proceeded against, 
instead of being severely sentenced, is merely called upon to give security. But 
this was precisely the chief merit claimed for the section when it was enacted 
in 1898, as a reference to the proceedings of the Council of that time will 
show. My Lord, I cannot help saying that it would have been fairer to 
the Legislature if the Government had tried section 108 of the Criminal 
Procedure Code in some cases, instead of allowing it to remain practically 
a dead letter, before applying for fresh powers. Or if it was considered that 
the time had gone by wnen the section, as it stood, could be usefully applied-^* 

1 myself am inclined to think that in some parts of the country the evil has 
now gone beyond the stage where section 108 could be applied with much 
effect — ^a proposal to amend the section so as to make its operation more simple 
and expeditious would have cau^d less disturbance to our ideas on this 
subject and would undoubtedly have been more acceptable. 

" My Lord, the principal addition which the Bill makes to the powers 
alreadv possessed by the Government for dealing with sedition is that it maki^s 
the taking of security from printing-presses and newspapers a purely executive 
act. It also empowers the Execui ive to order the forfeiture of such security 
and even the confiscat’on of printing-presses on the ground that anoffenc-* has 
been ccTmmitved, though here an appeal is allowed 10 a special Tnbun <1 of High 
Court Judges. These are ihe mam provisions an' 1 they embody whitinny be 
Called the princiole of the Bill. My Lo d, in ordinary times I should have 
detmed it my duty to resist such proposals to the ut uost of my power. I he 
risks involved in them are gra\e and obvious. But in view of the situation 
that exists in several parts of the country today, 1 have reluctantly come, after a 
careful and anxious consideration, to the conclusion that i should not be justified 
in opposing the principle of this Bill. It is not merely the ass issmations that 
have taken place, or the conspiracies that have come to light, or the political 
dncoities that are being committed, that fill me with anxie y. 3 he air in many 
places is still thick witn ideas that are undoubtedly antagonistic to the unoues- 
tioned continuance of British rule, with which our hopes of a peac<‘ful evolution 
are bound up ; and this is a feature of the situation quit'- as scrims as any- 
thing else Several causes have contrib. ted to produce ihis result, of which ihe 
writings in a section of the Press have been one. And to the extent to which 
a remedy can be appiud to these writings by such executive a< tion as is 
contemplated in the Bill, I am not p^'epared to say that the remedy shouhi not be 
Applied. There IS no doubt, that even if the powers conferred by the Bill are 
exercised iudic iously, some inconvenience and even hardship is inevitable to well- 
iiltentionea concerns. And if the powers are not exercised with care, great harm 
is bound to follow. Moreover, |s long a^ this law continues m force, even the 
best Indian concerns must work in an atmo‘«phere of uncertainty and appreh'iii- 
sion. But all these risks may be temporarily borne if they help in some meisure 
to free the air of ideas of which 1 have spoken. Only it is of ilu* utmo-t impoit- 
ance that they should be temporary, and I therefore most eatnc-stly urge that the 
operation of this law should be limited to a period of three^ycars < nly. Furr tier, 
1 think the rigour of some of the provisions can well be soft' ned without render- 
ing the Bill less effective. With the-e, however, 1 will deal when I move the 
amendments of which 1 have given notice 

** My Lord, I have said that the situation in several parts of the country is 
an anxious one. That however does not mean that in my opinK'n things nre 
really going from bad to worse. On the contrary 1 entirely share the view 
which was so clearly and firmly expressed by your Lordship on the opening day 
of this Council— -a view in such striKing contrast to the nervous opinions thai one 
hears on so many sides, especially m this city — tfiat the general situation is far 
easier to-day than it ever was during your Lordship’s time. Theic is no doubt 
whatev^ that the Reform Scheme, despite com»tderable dissatisf.iction about 
details, has largely eased the tension of the situation and has brought over to the 
side of th^administration factors that might otherwise have remained sullenly or 
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helplessly alool. There is no doubt also that these wicked assassinations and 
dacoities which have been disfiguring the page of Indian history since last vnar 
have at last roused the Indian community to a sense of the great danger i n which 
it stands. Our community is a slow-moving community, but once it begins to 
move, it moves surely. And any one who can read the signs may see that it has 
shaken off its letliargy and begun to advance to the support of law and order. My 
Lord, the crop of violence that has now come to the surface had its grounds pre« 
pared live years ago. I sincerely believe that no new ground is being added to it, 
and though we may not have seen the last of these outrages, I think we are neirer 
the end than m.my imagine. But the juncture is a most dithcult and delicate one, 
and if ever any juncture called for the utmost tact and conciliation, such as 
we have now le irnt, despite repressive m'»asures to which you have been from 
time to time driven, to associate with your Lordship’s nime, that juncture is 
the present. Angry cries for reprisals, however natural and even justified 
Will not mend matters and will certainly not assist the task that 
lies before the Government. My Lord, ' I am not one of those who 
think that any appreci tblc secti m of the Indian Press has always been 
seditious or that the Press in Jndia has, on the whole, done more mischief 
than go d. On the contrary, our Pre-'S has been in the main a potent 
instrument of progress , it has quickened our national consciousness ; it 
has spread rn the country ideas of justice and equality not only between 
man and man but also between class .and class ; it has stimulated our public 
spirit, it has set us higher standards of public duty And till five 
yeirs ago, I do not think that, barring a very few exceptions, any section was 
attually seditious, if by sedition a desire to see British rule overthrown is under- 
stood. A considerable proportion was no doubt often ill-mfoni ed, prejudiced, 
even intolerably bitter in its comments on the administration and iis measures , 
but this sprang miinly from ignorance and from a feeling that grievances wert 
not ft dresS' d, and not from any actual host bty to the rule itself During the lase 
five years seditious ideas have no doubt spread m-ire or less in all parts of the 
country and in some parts more rapidly and extensively than in others This, 
however, has been due to special causes which arc now well understood 
and over which it is unnecessary to da ell. 1 think, my Lord, my country- 
men are now growing alive to the fact that nothing i'» more surely de- 
stiuctive of our hopes of future progress than the spread of these ideas in 
the land. In my opinion, our first duty is to help m removing these 
ideas from the air, and because I feel this most strongly, I am prepared to 
let the Government apply to tlio situation even the drastic remedies con- 
templated by this Bill. 1 do not know if we shall succeed in overcuming ^he 
evil altogether. Even if it lies dormant for a time, there is much in the situa- 
tion Itself which will cou'itantly tend to stir it into fresh activity. 1 have already 
said that St'veral causes have combined to bnug about the present state of 
things It 1 $ of course impo'^sible to^o into of them, but one of them may 
be mentioned — it is the writings in a section of the Anglo-Indian Press. My 
Loid, 1 doubt if many Engli-hmen realise how large a share these writings have 
had in turning so many of mv countrymen against British rule. The terms of 
race arrogance and contempt in which some ot these papers constantly speak 
of the Indians and s^'-cially of educated Indians cut into the mind more than 
the lash can cut into the flesh. Many of my countrymr^n imagine that every 
Anglo-Indian pen that writes in the Press is dipped in Government ink. It is 
an absurd idea, but it does great harm ail the same. My Lord, I feel bound to 
say that this Bill by itself cannot achieve much. It is even possible that the 
immediate effect of its passing will be to fill the public mind with a certain 
amount of resentment. And unless the powers conierred by it are used with 
the utmost care and caution, the evil which they are intended to combat may 
only be driven underground Force may afford temporary relief, but it never 
can prove a permanent remedy to such a state of things as we have m this 
country. It is only in the co-opeiation of all classes and the steady pursuit of 
a policy of wisp conciliation on the part of Government that the best h^es of 
thoughtful men on both sides foi» future of this land must he.” 

The Hon’bic Saruar P.vrfab Singh said : — ** My Lord,* the Bill 
which IS to-day before this Council 1 am sure has the unanimous support of ah 
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my fellow members from the Punjab and of myself.* It will, Tlfcftn confident, be 
wetcomed with the keenest gratification by all the law-abiding classes in our 
Province, and the law-abiding cla'tses I am hapoy to say practically compriee 
the* whole population, with the exception of a small number of persons whoss 
ranks have been recruited through the influence of a disloy<tl and seditionary 
Press working upon the susceptible imaginations of young men of the studmt 
class. Efforts nave from time to time been made by the ioumalist agitator 
class to enlist the general population, and the peasant in particular, in the 
campaign of hostility agiinst Government. Such efforts, my Lord, I am haf^y 
to say, have so tar signally failed. The agitation which culminated in the riots 
at Rawalpindi sought to make capital out of the assessment operations of the 
revenue-officers, but so far as I am aware, not a single zamindar is known to 
have participated in those riots For the disgraceful scenes which were 
witnessed in Lahore when the editor of the Punfabee newspaper was con- 
victed, the persons responsible were the youthful admirers of the advanced 
ioumaltsm, which in 1907 had rcaoiied a state of outrageous contempt for Con- 
stituted authority, which threatened to annihilate all respect for the Govern- 
ment of the country. That the Press ts made the mouthpiece of the seditionist 
everywhere, that the Press is the seat of the niischicf, we have had a striking 
piece of testimony. 

'* In reply to a 1st of January address presented to him by a • deputation of 
the Hindu community, the Lieutenant-Governor of my Province took occ -sion 
to review the present unsatisfactory condition of affairs in the country generally 
and to call upon the leaders of the Hindu community to take some steps more 
practical than the nicre pas^^mg of resolutions to bring dbout an amelioration 
in the conditions of the body politic. Since I have re tchcvl Calcutta, I have 
noticed in the Lahore telegrams an announcement that an influential Hindu 
syndicate has been formed to buy up the Pun/abee newspaper. If I may 
venture to make a suggestion to my countrymen from the oher provinces, 
those who may not yet have seen their way to render any prac'ical assistance 
to Government in the campaign against sedition, may 1 suggest that the 
acquisition of control of the more disloyal newspapers, cMtner with the purpose of 
suppressing them entirely, or with a view to modification of their tone and 
politics, would be an operation productive of most salutary consequences. 
Nor is the Hindu community alone in recognising the seditious newspapers 
as the source of the disease from which we are suffering His Highness the 
Raja of Jhind, following 1 believe the meritorious example of the Maharaja of 
Jaipur, has prohibited absolutely the importation to his State of some of the more 
objectionable journals The co-ooeration of the ruling Princes with the Govern- 
ment of India in the caVnpaign against sedition is to my mind the brightest 
feature of the present situation An*! 1 am confident that my own relative the 
Maharaja of Kapurthala will not be backward in his measures for dealing with 
the enemies of Government should such^an occasion arise. The ruling princes 
of India, my Lord, have reason to be deeply grateful to your Exc ellency for pro- 
viding in this Bill a clause protecting them from the whole tribe of traduceis and 
blackmailers, who from the shelter of British territory use the columns of the 
more disreputable journals to calumniate the highest and noblest in the land 
My Lord, to my mind the time has come when those whp have any stake in the 
country should openly be on the side of law and order express their abhorrence 
of seaition and anarchy in the strongest terms, and do all that lies in their 
power to strengthen the hands of Government at this ensis. My Lord, with the 
foregoing remarks, I beg to support this measure.” 

The Hon'ble Raja Vairichi rla Vairabiiadra Ra/o Bah vdur op 
KurUPAM said — “ My Lord, I entirely ngree with the tenor of the new Press 
Bill as a whole. It is, no doubt, a genuine effort on the pirt of the Government 
to pot a Substantial check on the uncontroll.ibl**, slanderous pen and to enable 
irresponsible persons to realise their own position before recklessly rushing into 
print^ It is a regrettable but doubtless necessary step under existing conditions. 
At the same time, 1 believe that, if the Government had acted more promptly ^d 
decidedly in the first instance, in crushing the advance of sedition, the necessity 
for this measure would not have arisen now. It was, however, only Your Excel- 
lener^s astonishing patience, that striking characteristic of a strong and an able 
admioistrator, that led you to postpone the evil day, hoping against hope that the 
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misguided and misleading adversaries of Government would come to see the 
error of their ways before it was too late It was this long-suffering shown 
Government, in having patiently undertaken 47 successful prosecutions instead of 
in the first instance taking one drastic measure that would have nipped the whole 
of the movement m the bud, that has been construed into weakness, and undue 
and hostile advantage has been taken of the same. 

*' I appreciate the Bill because it saves the worry and trouble of expensive 
and tedious Press prosecutions and has the peculiar feature of giving much less 
scope for police interference at the first instance. A respectable Press has 
nothing to fear from this Act. Your Excellency’s Government has given India 
ample proof that it does not desire to suppress fair and just criticism of its 
measures This Act will lie heavily on the shoulders of those only who seek tO 
undermine or subvert British rule. Sedition-mongers will now receive short 
shrift It IS but urgent that, with a strong hand and iron will, the Government 
should take decisive steps to knock sedition oiv the head , but, at th-* same time, 
it IS fitting that it ought to take all necessary care not to stifle public opinion. 
While giving ample powers to the M igistrate, the Act has also to provide 
agiinst the misU'iC of such pow-‘r^ so as not to bring discredit to the fair name 
of 1 he most benevolent British rule. I would therefore humbly suggest a slight 
alteration in the Bill in sections 3 (/) and 8 (/) which deal with the powers of the 
Magistrate. 1 would suggest that, instead of leaving it to the sole discretion 
of tne Magistrate to determine the amount of security or to declare whether 
a particular article, book, pamphlet or statement published is seditious or 
not, that he be guided by at least three non-omcial gentlem-n of Io‘'al 
standing to be notified by the Local Government for each such district 
to form an Arbitration Court with the Migisirate as president who shall have 
a casting vote when necessarv. And since the local gentlemen shall be in 
immediate touch with the antecedents and circumstances of the peison concerned, 
they will be in a better position to help the Magistrrte in arriving at a 
cor ect decision as to the nature of the case under inquiry. Tnis will be in 
perfect keeping with the spirit of the Reform Scheme anl, I humbly hooe, 
will calm down the objections urged in certain quarters against the Bill. 
With this humble sug.'e>,tion I giye this measure my warm and hearty 
suoport, since we /amindirs know that Government interests and ours are 
one and that we both must st in i or fad together We have nothing to fear 

while under the .egis of British rule, we shall have much to fear if that 
power ceases to be dominant. 

“ Even if we are blind to the advantages accruing from British rule, even If 
we are dead to the remem'ira ice of pa^it benefits and kindness received from 
the British Government and allowed ourselves to be actuated only by sordid 
self-interest, even then, I say, we m ist feel that We are serving our own interests 
best by doing all in our power to strengthen the h^nJs of the Government in 
heartily supporting this measure. ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dadabhoy said — “My Lord, the Bill before us marks 
another step m the repressive policy that has unfortunately been followed during 
the past three years, ant^ forms a part of a senes of measures taken with the 
object, which has the sympathy of every loyal Indian, of suppressing sedition 
and anarchy. It is a matter of poignant grief to us all that such a restrictive 
measure should be almost synchronous with the introduction of the largest 
administrative reform undertaken since British occupation, and should further 
be associated with the honoured name of a Pro-Consul who has broadened the 
basis of British Indian administration such as has never been attempted before. 
Free Press, my Lord, the earlier history of the country notwithstanding, is now 
after such long enjoyment a valued institution in India, and any, the least, 
encroachment upon us rights, whatever the pressure under which it is made, is 
viewed with some little suspicion and disappointment by the people. The Bill 
can therefore never be a popular measure, and will fail to evoke the enthu^astic 
support of the country which the «Hon'ble mover apparently expects. But the 
people fully realise the gravity of the difficulties which beset the Government 
at the present moment ; they ^ are as much anxious as the Government for the 
eradication of an evil that promises to involve the good and the t>ad, the guilty 
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and the mno<^t, in one common ruin. All said, my Lord,^Rlucated India is 
anxious Iot tHe continuance, nay the permanence, of British suzerainty The 
hicfhe^t dictates of j^olicy and <«elf’intere t prompt their loyalty to thr British 
Ra) at the same time they are actua ed by a natural de^re for improvemcni, and 
thev r^y upon const itutional methods for the realisation of their hopes. In these 
circumstan' es they can h^ve no interest in the subversion of law and order 
They are whole-heartedly with Government in their efforts at the maintenance of 
these. But unfortunately they do not see eye to ^e with Government as 
regards the modus operandi, and they regard the Bill under discussion as 
likely to defeat its own object, by rousing the suspicions of the people, by 
alienating their sym ^athi-'s, and by giving a handle to seditionists for secret 
vilification of the Government. 

** My Lord, (or the Hon'ble Sir Herbert Rislev I have the greatest respect. 
We all admire his scholarship ; we gladly acknowledge his larg<^ and -varied 
administrative experience. But he will p'^nnit me to say that Austri «n 
authorities and tne policy of the Ison Cnance'lor of Germany are ttte least 
calculated to secuie popul ir support to the measure. Indians arc the citizens 
of the British Empire, the most progr^^ssive Eippire in the world ; and they 
have been taught hr their rulers to regard the free institutions of that noble 
Empire as the wisest means of national developm'^nt and national advancement, 
and as objects well worthy of paTiotic pursuit. What therefore S. backward 
Continental country does or does not do is beside the mark. The narrow 
policy of*such a country can never serve as a model for the enlightened 
British administrator. Besides, if the comparison between India and Austria 
be so close, why cannot India have the same sort of Parliament which Austria 
has? The people may inquire if Austria has any such special electorates as 
we have now come to have. 

It is at least questionable if the new measure will attain its ambitious 
object,—' the major, the vital, the all-important object of curing a grave evil.' 
The laws recently passc'd have admittedly failed to suppress anarchy. The 
present Bill is brought forward as a supplementary measure, and if this again 
fails, as it is feared it will, more drastic measures might have to be thought of. 
Eventually we might exhau:»t our resources of preventive legislation, and still 
fail to attain our aim and to check anarchism. 

** My Lord, in my humble opinion, there is some misapprehension about 
the causal connection between the writings of the less violent Press, for the 
control of which this Bill is meant, and the growth of anarchy. The 
Hon’ble mover tiiinks the causation is clear, but his own references to the past 
history of the Press would seem to throw doubt upon the dictum. The Press, 
I understand from his introductory speech, was equally bad in 1877 ; the 
journalists then ust'd to preach rank sedition. And yet murderous attacks 
were not known for thirty years. ^ Anarchism is of very recent growth. The 
seditious Press can under the cirdu instances hardly be held responsible for 
the genesis of anarchism. The tone of the Press would appear to have improved 
since 1877, judged by the well-considered pronouncements of Your hxcelleiicy’s 
llustrious predecessors, Lords Du^erin and Curzon. On March 23rd, 1888, 
eleven years after Sir Richard Temple condemned the Pr^ss, Lord Dufferin, 
in the coarse of his reply to the farewell addresses presented to him in Calcutta 
on the eve of his depirture from Indiai speaking of ‘the protection and free- 
dom of speech extended to them (the people) by the laws of England,’ said, 
‘a freedom which a considerable portion of the Indian Press, I glaoly acknow- 
ledge, exercises with sagacity, discretion, and moderation.* Lord Curzon, 
in February 1903, as Chancellor of the Calcutta University, observed ; * On 
the contrary. 1 think that Native journalism in India is steadily advancing, and 
that it IS gaining in sobriety and wisdom.’ 

"We must look to other causes and other quarters therefore for the 
introduction of the cult of anarchism. To my mmd the etiology is simple. 
Anarchism must have some grievance to work upon which, among inexperir-nced, 
thoughtless, impul-'ive and volatile young men, has develop-:d a loss of faith in 
ponstituttoqid methods, a morbid penchant for indefensible violence. It will be 
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true statesmanshi^o remore this root cause, and thereby to restore to Young* 
India their former faith in lawful and constitutional representations and in 
British justice and British sympathy. My Lord, there is need more for sym- 
pathetic treatment than repression ; there is greater need for a continuity and 
expansion of the benevolent and piog'essive policy Your Excellency has so 
generously initiated It has been truly said of anarchists that repression often 
mils to repress. Lord Morley on June 6th, 1907, observed . ‘ A policy of severe 
repression is worse than useless.* 

Besides, the Hon’ble m over says that there is * a murderous conspiracy * 
in the land, and that ‘ their organisation is effective and far-reaching, their 
numbers are believed to be considerable, the leaders work in secret and are 
blindly obeyed by their youthful followers ' That being so, the view appears 
too optimistic that any control over the Press will check the activity or the 
gro>vih of the body It is difficult to btliove that a body working in darkness 
and blindly following astute leaders should depend for nourishment upon 
journalistic pabulum. For ihe suppression'^)! anarchism we must depend upon 
the ordinary penal laws and, even more than that, upon sympathy. According 
to Lord Morley, ‘ the Indian people are peculiarly responsive to sympathy and 
personal influence,* and when the people are drawn to the side of Government by 
sympathy, t^r> ground will become uncongenial for the growth of anarchism, ana 
it will cease to disturb the peace for want of recruits A Press law, the sever^-st 
of its kind, is a weak check to the operations of the anarchist It will hardly 
do much to dispel from the minds of educated Indians that impatience at 
administrative limitations, that yearning for autonomy which is likely to be 
mistaken for sedition Truer words have not been said than what fell from Lord 
Morley on the occasion of introducing the Reform Scheme into the House 
of Lords . — 

' Supposing you abolish freedom of the Press or suspend it, that will not end the 
business. You will have to shut up schools and colleges, for what would be the use of 
suppressing newspapers, if you do not shut the schools and colleges ? Nor will that be 
all You will have to stop the printing of unlicensed books The possession of a copy of 
Milton, or Burke, or Macaulay, or of Bright's speeches, and all that fl ishing array of writers 
and orators who are the glory of our grand, our noble English tongue — the possession of 
one of these books will, on this peculiar and puerile notion of Government, be like the 
possession of a bomb, and we shall have to direct the passing of an Explosive Books Act. 
All this and its various seqoels and complements make a policy if you please. Hut after 
such a policy had produced a mute, sullen, mu^/led, lifeless India, we could hardly call it 
as we do now, the brightest jewel m the Imperial Crown.’ 

“ I admit, my Lord, certain journals h iving incited the youth of the country 
to violence, but it is not for the suppression of them that the Bill has been im re- 
duced. Tliey can be and are dealt with under the previous Acts. The more 
violent among them have already been suppressed. While the present measure 
will not aflect them it will cause heartburning among the whole people. 

* Secunty,’ in the criminal administration of the country, has ugly associations, 
and no one can be expected to sub nit to th it pieventive treatment without 
feelings of humiliation. English precedents in this matter are an unsafe 
guide In India the peopla are sensitive to a degree. Treatment which will 
not elicit commej^t in England might give serious offence to the Indian. 
The popular irritation will be there, and might unhippily further aggravate the 
evil. The expt'dicncy of the measure after all is problematical. 

So far about the policy. The details, too, are not wholly satisfactory. The 
grounds on which action may be taken against offending papers are, I respect- 
fully submit, too wide and compreiiensive to allow of n'ce, 6 ond fide criticism 
of the acts of Magistrates and Judges. It is doubtful if toe effect of such 
criticism can be eniirely free from a tinge of disaffection. Besides, the provin- 
cial papers with small working capital will be at the mercy of the subordintfle 
executive. The Local Government, it is true, has the inttutive, but in practice 
Magistrates will largely influence the decision. A demand for security, against 
which there is no appeal to any tribunal, will mean closure in their case. 
The exercise of the rignt of appeal to the High Court against forfeiture, valu- 
able as It is, in their case will be beset with difflculties which not many wiU 
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able to surmount. So far as this aspect of the Bill is concerned, the main 
objection is that it substitutes executive action for judicial trial, and in effect 
shifts the onus probandt as regard •» merits from the prosecution to the defence. 
A journalist is at first in a manner convicted of sedition, and then if he can 
establish his innocence before the highest tribunal, his stain can be removed, and 
he can be allowed to ply his trade. This is incompatible with the enlightened 
jurisprudence that has for a century -and-a-half impregnated and ennobled the 
administration of criminal justice in this country. 

‘*My Lord, people also regret it has not been possible for Government to 
allow the country more time for a free discussion of a measure of this import. 
The Hon’ble mover has reminded this Council that some of the provisions 
of the Bill have been taken verbatim from Act IX of 1878 It would seem that 
the procedure of discussion followed then has almost been followed on this 
occasion, in disregard of the saluta^' principle laid down by the Hon*ble Sir 
Alexander Arbuthnot in moving the amendment of that Act in October 1878 • 

‘ There is no principle to which the (lovernnicnt of India attach a higher importance— 
there is no policy upon which they la> greater stress — than that o( submitting their 
legislative projects to the freest and fullest publit discussion They would ^eatly deplore 
any general departure from that policy , and if such a result were to follow from the course 
which it was deemed expedient to puii>uc on the occasion to which I am releiring, they 
would rd^ard it as seriously detrimental to the public interests and prc'juduial to the 
efliciency of the administration.’ 

“My Lord, I offer these criticisms in sorrow, in all humility, from a 
sense of duty, and not in a spiiit of opposition to Goveminent I realise its 
difficulties, and I sympathise with it , I have no desire to embarrass it in 
the lea>t m the presence of a portentous danger , and in proof of the 
sincerity of my profession 1 support the measure, even though it appears to 
me inexpedient. 1 do not object to the fiovernment assuming larger 
powers for the inainten.ince of law and order winch' is the first duty orall 
Governments Anarchism is not discriminating in its choice of victims, and 
is as much a menace to the peaceful ciii/en as to the official. Duty and 
self-interest alike therefore prompt the willing co-operalion of the nation 
with Government in its crusade against ihis new pestilence The 
only question is, — what is the most effective way of putting down the 
evil ? 1 wish, iny Lord, this was settled by Government in consultation 

with the leaders of the different communities The tune has not yet 
passed for that, and the culIalxDration of the Government and the pef>ple 
may yet evolve something mc>r' effective and harmless than a restrictive 
Press law Meanwhile, whfen Government sugg< sts a remedy, albeit a 
remedy that does not commend itself to the people, policy and prudence 
would counsel a trial, whatever the# temporsiry inconvenience These considera- 
tions prompt my vote on this occasion, and I readily respond to Your Excellency’s 
call for support. But the working of the law within a short time, I apprehend, 
will prove its unsuiiabihtv to the cncunstanccs of the country, and of its 
ineffectiveness as a preventive of anarchy and sedition. Once Government is 
convinced, conducted as it always is on enlightened principles, I am sure the 
law will be repealed, and the Indian Press will once again enjoy that liberty of 
speech which is inseparably associated with British administration. law of 
this nature can never be anything but a temporary measurt . As the Spectator 
forcibly observes ‘ We must always look upon sui Fi measures as temporary 
precautions , India cannot bo governed by series of restrictions which contain no 
seed of progress, no possibility of fructification’ In ac<^ ordiiig my support to 
the measure, I earnestly hope and trust that the cloud 011 the Indian sky will 
pass away before long, and leave the (iO\ernmoni ftet to move on its accus- 
tomed lines of progress and advancement, and to further rorisolidatt the Empire 
by repealir^ the restrictive laws and i,iving fuller rights of citizenship to the 
people.’’ R * 

'The Hon^ble THE Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of BurdwaN said 
“ My Lord, in supporting this ireasuro that is before the Council today, 1 wish to 
rn ak r a few observations. I welcome this measure, not as a repressive 
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measure, because repression is of doubtful merit, but because it is a 
protective measure agunst writings that lead to sedition and lawlessness. 
My Lord, tht Press in India has got yet to learn the responsible duties of the 
Fourth Fst.ite. If along with healthy criticisms about Government, Govern^ 
ment officials, Government measures and men of mark, the editors and 
proprietors of the different newspapers in India were to realise that it lies 
within their power to foster good feelings between the Government and the 
people, if they were to realise this fully, I am perfectly certain, Sir, that the 
Government would be amply satisfied about the progress of the Press in India, 
and our labours on the Select Committee would then be crowned with success. 

"Now, my Lord, I shall indulge in a few remarks which I trust will not 
be misconstrued. If we analyse the causes that have led to the present 
situation, if we analyse what use has been m^de by* a certain section of the Press, 
we find that on the one side men without proper ideas of responsibility have 
abused the powers, h.'ivc betrayed the confidence placed in them by Government* 
If, on the other hand, we weic also to analyse, we would find that the unbridled 
license to slander has been unfortunately permitted to go on for a longer* time 
than it was healthy foi the state of affairs in India. My Lord, this brings us to 
the doubt that exists in the minds of many loyal Indians as to the advisability of 
introducing everything Western into this land, particularly politics. At present 
the unrest or discontent lies amongst a certain section of the educat(^ com* 
rnimity of India. The awakening of the masses of India has yet to come, and as 
a patriotic Indian I trust it will come some day but I wish that awakening to 
be guided into proper and healthy channels that can be good for the Indians. 
I therefore think, Sir, that when this liberty of speech was introduced 
into this country, if a little more care had been taken to foresee the results, we 
would not have had the outcry that we have today regarding this mild measure 
before us. 

" My Lord, Western socialism too is beginning to make a headway in 
India. Fortunately, that socialism is at present only known to some of the 
educated men in the country, and that is why the educated mind does at 
times get perplexed , for instance, when it sees that, while the Government takes 
active nuasures for putting down sedition m India, it allows a Labour Member, 
or m other words a white sardar coolie m the shape of Mr. Keir Hardie, to have 
the audavity to say that ‘ tin* time had come for the Crown to be thrown into 
the melting pot.’ M) I.oid, these are the dangers of Western socialism. If 
this socialism pci ineated among the masses of India, and took a deep root there, 
no amount of loyal /amiudars or loyalists wovild be able to do anything, for 
things would he too advanced their own prestige would be gone by then. It is 
therelore, my I.ord, that with humbly submission 1 beg to point out that the time 
has come to seriou'.ly consider whether we itre to allow India to be made the 
dumping ground of Western politics, political thoughts and socialism. My Lord, 
our ruleis come from the West, our beloved Sovereign lives in the West; there- 
fore It is essential that we of India must be westernised to a great extent. But 
the rulers, especially the Government officials in this country, to maintain their 
vast Eastern Empire, must also meet us half-way, must also eastemise them- 
selves to that extent which would help in the restoration of that good will 
between the rulers and the ruled which unfortunately is in certain quarters under 
a cloud at present 

" With these few remarks, my Lord, I support the Bill.” 

The Hon’ble Sir Harold Stuart said-— "My Lord, I shall not 
trespass for long on the forbearance of the Council, but I should like to offer a 
tew observations on some of the criticisms that have been directed against this 
Bill. One of the first arguments that I wish to notice is that of those who 
allege that no further control of the Press is required beyond that ^en by the 
existing law-. Now, my Lotd, the evisting law has failed in sever^ directions. 
It has no doubt brought about a great diminution, if not an entire cessatipn, of 
open incitements to violence, and any success which has been detained in that 
way IS a strong argument in favour of the Bill , for such success must, I think, 
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beattribtrted to the £act that for incitements of that kind— flHhe violent incite- 
ments to murder— the offending press can be forfeited. But the application of 
the existing law to ordinary seditious publications, the kind of seditious matter 
which is delmed in the Indian Penal Code, has failed to produce the 
desired improvement. That law has been systematically enforced since June 
1907, and, as the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill pointed out,^ not a 
single prosecution has failed. Yet seditious libels continue to be published, 
and at the present moment several cases are pending before the Courts. The 
pmishments inflicted have been severe, but they have not been deterrent. 
They have not even deterred the convicted paper from offending again. We 
have had three papers convicted twice, and against one of these a third prose- 
cution is now pending. We have had two papers convicted three times and 
we have had another paper convicted six times. In no case, however, has 
the prosecution deterred the conductors of those papers from again giving vent 
in tn^r journals to seditious libels. Prosecution indeed often gives an advertise- 
ment to the offending paper and us circuHtion increases directly with conviction. 
The same results were experienced Iff Ireland before tlie passing of the Act of 
1870 on which this Bill is modelled, and this was one of the main reasons 
advanced by the Government of that day for the passing of those provisions of 
their Act. 


“ Now, my Lord, the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale has suggested today that the 
Government instead of passing this measure, or at any race as*an alternative to 
this measure, might have employed more largely the provisions of section 108 of 
the Criminal Procedure Code That section gives power to a Local Government 
to direct the Magistrate to call upon the registered printer or publisher of a 
newspaper to furnish security to be of good behaviour, i.e., to abstain from 
publishing seditious matter. My Lord, the Government of India and the Local 
Governments have been most anxious to use that provision, and at the beginning 
of these troublous times evCTy endeavour was made to do so ; but we very 
soon found that it was absolutely useless. There was a Bombay paper the 
publisher of which was bound over, I think, in security for Rs. i,ooo to be 
of good behaviour. He promptly cancelled his registration as publisher, 
another person under no security was regist»*red as publibher, and thereafter we 
had absolutely no control over that paper. The section to whu h the Hon'ble 
Mr. Gokhale has referred with so much approval is in fact a useless weapon in 
our hands, and it would not be possible to amend it without abandoning its 
principle altogether. It is useless to take security for individual good conduct, 
and the Bill now before the Council transfers security from the individual to 
the paper or the press. 

“ My Lord, there is another direction in which the existing law has failed. 
It fails on account of the uncertainty regarding its applic.ibility to veiled 
sedition— to those indirect attacks upon the intentions and good faith of the 
Government — attacks not upon particular pleasures taken or omitted by the 
Government, but attacks of a quite general character directed against the 
Government as such, against the Government because it is an alien Govern- 
ment. 


** Then again another argument which I should like to notice is that which 
alleges that there is no connection between the Press and thesf^n-voliitionary con- 
spiracies to assassinate officers of the Government and thos<* private individuals 
vfho assist the law by giving information Well, my Lord, that not the view of 
the Local Governments, that is not the view of the great majority of the members 
of this Council. It is not the view of that great body of iclucated nvn who see 
the situation steadily and see it whole. The persistent attacks on the Govern- 
ment, the continued preaching of thj disadvantages of the British connection, 
paiticulariy impress the minds of adolescents, to whom indeed they are ad- 
dressed. Boys have been deliberately dragged into politics One paper of great 
influence declared some time back that ‘ in all gre it movements boys and young 
men piny a prominent part, the divine message first c<Jmes to them ; and they 
are persecufcd and they suffer for their faith.’ I will not read the next v I'tence 
which sounds blasphemous to Christian ears though 1 daresay the writer did 
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not intend that ; biiC he goes on — * And the faith that is inseparable from child* 
hood and youth is the faith that has built up great creeds and has diffused them 
throughout the world ’ We know too that part of the revolution try plan of 
campaign has been to siw the prison of s^diMon by means of the p-'intsl word, 
in newspapers, books and pamphlets That has b :en their policy from the 
beginning, and a paper seized in Calcutta only the other day shows that it is 
their policy still "Vor .ire we left in any doubt as to its effects Th ise revolu- 
tionary societie-. ari* societies not of the raiyal who is alleged to be overtaxed, not 
of the artis.in whose industry Britain is said ti hive kill *d, not of the trader who 
is said to h.ive been robbed or his comm^rc* Fh ly consist of none of these, but 
of educated young men and boys, individuals who cannot have suffered any 
of these alleged oppressions of British ruhj, bui whj?c immature minds 
have been led astray by whit thev hav<* r-aJ \ number of them have 
given accounts of their pervcited political cducition, and again and agiin 
we find that the first step was the reading of sevliMous newspapers 

“ No one believes that the suppression pf so.iition m newspapers and books 
and pamphlets will immedi itely stop anarchy The disease is too far advanced 
for that. But we do contend th it it will cut off or very greatly diminish the 
supply of potential an irchists * And I fi*el ronvinccid that every parent thrpugh- 
out the country will Welcome with .in enormous sense of relief this attempt to 
prevent his spns b *ing led astray by the poisonous literature which passes itself 
off as a patriotic Press. 

“ My Lord, we have been .issiired (in the Press rather than in this«Council, 
though it has been mentioned here too'l that if we curtail the freedom of the 
Press we shall drive sedition underground That argument will not bear examin- 
ation. Violent sedition must always plot underground if it came out in the 
open it could be suppressed at once. Have not the conspiracies of which we 
have already had experience worked underground ^ And can any one honestly 
say that they have been driven underground by restrictions on the Press ? The 
Maniktola conspiracy had its origin years ugo when Press prosecutions were 
practically unknown It was in full operation before June 1907 when the policy 
of systematic prosecution was inaugurated , and up to the time of its 
culmination tlie law of the Press in India was exactly the same as the law of 
the Press in Great Britain. There was complete freedom of the Press, but that 
did not prevent dangerous sedition. The so-called safety valve was working 
freely and still we h.ad an explosion The argument when applied to revolu- 
tionary violence is a futile argument It rests too upon an entire misconception 
of the real meaning of that much abused phrase, ttie ‘ Freedom of the Press.* 

“ Some of those who use that expression seem to have but a vague idea of 
its meaning It means nothing more than this, that a man mav print without 
any previous license, but subject always to the consequences of the law If a 
man publishes a paper he is exposed to ihe penal c iijsv-quences, as he is in every 
other act if it be illi*gal But to jujJge froit^ what h is been said and written in 
India of late there seems to be a claim that the publisher of a newspaper or a 
book should have a greater liberty than the ordinary citizen. That has never 
been the law of England, and it lan never the law of India. The law in both 
countries says what may not be published and prescribes the penalties for such 
publication. ThisCilI does not go beyond that It has somewhat extended the 
definition of what may be called firohibited m. liter, but it leaves the individual 
free to publish w'hat he likes at his own risk. The freedom of the Press really 
means freedom from censor -.hip and the license, and this Bill provides neither 
for preliminary censoring nor for am arbitrary system of lii.ensmg 

“ I do not think it is necessary to refer in any detail to the definition of what 
I have just described a', prohibited master. But I should like in that connection, 
my Lord, to refer to one argument which has been used and which requires 
some notice. It has been urged tbit an editor ran never feel sure whether he 
is committing an offence or not. 1 should be quite content to refer that question 
to an impartial tribunal of editors. I will content mvselt with a quotation from a 
speech of Sir James Fit/james Stephen, made in this Council when was intro- 
ducing the Bill to pass section I24-A of the Indian Penal Code. * 1 do not 
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believe,* sai<j Sir Jamee, * I do nnt beliere that aiiv man ir^ sincerely wished ‘ 
not to excite dtsaflFection, ever wrote anything which any other honest man 
believed to be intended to excite disaffection * That is equally true of the 
offences other than disaffection with which this Bill deals. No h onest editor has 
anything to fear. To the dishonest editors we desire to give ne ither sympathy 
nor protection. 

‘'The Hon*ble Mr. Dadabhoy has told the Coun cil that the taking of secu- 
rity imposes some sort of a stigma. ^ This is certainly not the case and there is 
high authority for the contrary view. Professor S idg wick in his Elements ^ 
Politics says that it is not unreasonable to require every newspaper to be 
registered and to require the person registering to deposit SQpurity to a certain 
amount in the hands of a public official Profc'.sor Dicey ip his work on The 
Lav of the Constitution declares : — ‘ No sensible person will argue that tp 
demand a deposit from the owner of a newspaper or to impose other limita* 
tmns upon the right of publishing periodicals is of necessity inexpedient or unjust** 
So much for authority. But we haveaalso, my Lord, a number of precedents. 
Every member of the Stock Exchange and of Lloyds is required to deposit secu- 
rity. Every member of an Inn of Court is required to de posit security. Every 
member of the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge, and probably of other Um- 
versities aho, though I cannot speak with certainty of t hem, is required on 
entrance to deposit what is called caution money, and that deposit is** retained so 
long as his name remains on the book> of his College. I do not believe that any 
of us cve^felt that that imposed any stigma upon us. Those are English 
examples, but I enquired ycNterdiy and I learnt that members of what i s cmled, 

I think, the Brokers’ Association m Bombay are equally with the members of 
the English Stock Exch ingei required to furnish a deposit. Is that considered 
a stigma ? Is ir considered that thesi gentlemen are dishonest when they 
enter upon their profession of brokers. Is it considered for a moment that, 
when the Government and private employers demand security from their 
cashiers and their treasurers, rhat they regard those employds as dishonest ? 
Not at all Such security is simply taken as a security .against some remote 
chance of subsequent lapse, and it conveys no more stigma in that case than it 
will in the case of the sccuruy which under this Bill will be demanded from pub- 
lishers of newspapers and keepers of printing-presses. 

My Lord, there have been complaints that the Bill has been hurried 
through its stages and that time has not been given for the consideration of 
criticisms I doubt if we should have had a single addition tl criticism if the 
Bill had been before the public for a month. We had on the Select Committee 
learned and capable members who presented the case against the Bill with 
completeness and marked ability Thiir eloquent arguments were fully consi* 
dered and will again be considered by the Council today. Lord Lytlon’s Act 
was far niore drastic than this Bill and the state of the Press was certainly not 
so bad as it is now, nor had it produced sue!/ terrible consequen ces ; yet that 
Act was passed at a single sitting. Hon’ble Members had that Bill in their 
hands (or only a few hours and the present Bill has been before them for several 
(lays, and has been referred to a Select Committee and has been adequately 
discussed, while a number of amendments will be moved tyday to vary its 
various provisions. < 

" My Lord, this is not a drastic or arbitrary measure. The counterpart of 
its provisions will be found in an Act passed by so great a liberal statesman as 
Mr. Gladstone. As he said in his speech in the House of Commons ' the ques- 
tion is wh»*ther the measure is required by the circumstances and whether it is 
adapted to the circumstances * My Lord, we believe that it is adapted to the 
circumstances ; that it is required by the circumstances no one can doubt for a 
moment. The evil done by a section, a large section, of the Press is great and 
growing. It may be true that the worst papers are the small papers, but those 
papers are very numerous , and even some of the most important, those with^ large 
circulations, % have pursued a policy of persistent misrepres-ntanon, tending to 
undermine the loyalty of the people towards the Kiffg and the Government by 
law established. This goes on throughout the country. It is here a Wtlc and 
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' there a little, but^ 'Gutta cavat lapidem non vt sed semper cadendo.* We miirt 
put an end to this continual dropping of poison, and we must do so before it is 
too late.” 

The Hon’ble Nawab Saiyid Muhammad Sahib Bahadur said:^ 
” My Lord, with your Lordship's permission I desire to say a word or two on 
the Bill before us as I do not wish to record a silent vote. I admit that the 
present evils are greatly due to the teachings of certain journals, and 1 think 
it is absolutely necessary to have some sort ot control over that section of the 
Press which is believed to exercise an undesirable control upon the student 
class. It IS to be much regretted that the Government were forced to have 
recourse to legislation such as proposed in the present Bill. At the same time 1 
venture to think that any repressive measure will not be taken by your 
Excellency’s Government, unless, as was pointed out by your Excellency in the 
course of the graceful and admirable speech in which you were pleased to 
welcome us to this Council, it is very necessary for the observance of the law 
which is the first duty of every Government to maintain. But I am sorry I am 
unable to support all the details of the Bill. No doubt it has been modified by the 
Select Committee in some of tts important respects, but the provision to take 
security from all those who start new presses still finds a place in it. The object of 
the Bill as Mated by the Hon’ble Sir Herbert Risley is to strengthen the 
measures which have hitherto been taken to deal with anarchy and sedition, and 
although 1 feel some doubt about it I sincerely hope that it will have the desired 
effect. I believe that the Bill when pa^tsed into law will be put into operation only 
on rare occasions and that it wdl not permanently remain on the Statute-book. I 
also hope the Government will very soon be able to eradicate and suppress the 

E resent evils which have unfortunately made an appearance in this country. My 
.ord, with this hope and belief I beg to support the Bill.” 

The Hon’ble Rao Bahadur R. N. Mudholkar said: — “My Lord, 
it is with feelings of profound sadness that 1 rise to take part in the necessary 
and important but none the less painful and depressing proceedings of to>day. 
It can be a matter of no pleasure to an Indian to survey and contem- 
plate the present situation in the country and to have to admit that 
there has arisen therein a spirit, a propaganda and a movement, which are 
as dangerous to the people as they are to the Government. Murders, organized 
dacoities, attempts at tram- wrecking, bombs and throwing missiles at 
passing trains must in any society and under any circumstances be a source 
of grave uneasiness and anxiety to the Government and to the leaders of 
the community. But when these deeds aie of a political character, are 
political in their origin and have a political aim, and further, when they 
come from persons of respectable descent, whose characters are in other 
respects unobjectionable, and who arc not guided oy any considerations 
of pecuniary gam or peisonal aggr^ndisemefit, who show a recklessness and 
daring not seen in the ordinary criminal, the matter is of infinitely graver import, 
rouses the most distressing apprehensions and well nigh produces despondency. 
To the Government this means that over and above the duty of keeping down 
the ordinary criminal element, which infests every society more or less, it is 
called upon to cope with a iar more dangerous malady, the appearance of a 
spirit of revolt against it among sections of the community which ordinarily 
range themselves on the side of law and order, and are even now interested in 
the maintenance of la\% and order. The assassinations which began at Mozuifer- 
pore and culminated the other day in the foul murder in the High Court, the 
bombs, the train-wreckings and some of the dacoities are all, it must be 
admitted, connected — connected that is not in the sense that they are organized 
by the same individuals or associated individuals, but that they are the products 
of the same set of doctrines, the same sentiments and views aiming at the same 
object. It is only natural that Government should insist upon putting these down 
No sensible man can deny that it is necessary for Government to do jo. 

“ The people of this country are eqtially, I would say even more, interested 
jn the suppression and extermination of » anarchy and terrorisip. To thosq 
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Indians who have b^n striving to obtain, by peacehil development, a higher poli- 
tico status, an assimilation, as much as circumstances would permit, of Indian 
citizenship to British citizenship, it means not only a serious immediate inter- 
ference with their programme, but possibly its complete destruction and the im- 
posribility of the efforts of the sober men of both the European and Indian com- 
munities that all should work for the good of India ana the whole British 
Empire. We are fully alive to the fact that the withdrawal of England from 
India means rapine, bloodshed, misgovernment, anarchy— the destruction of 
ev^ything that makes life worth living Not only the progress but the very 
existence of Indian society is threatened by the anarchist propaganda. 

My Lord, what makes us most uneasy is that it is among ' the youth of 
the country, the members of the rising generation on whom all our hopes arc 
centred and for whom we have to work and labour and strive, that this anti* 
social movement is spreading. The^umber affected till now is very snnall'^ 
might be called insignificant, a mere drop in the ocean of Indian hu manity. 
But this drop— this microscopic minority— comes from among those who con- 
stitute the intellectual cream of the nation. The boys are mos tly from the 
middle classes, who form the backbone of the community and r/^present its 
intellectual activity and moral worth. As I have just said, mv Lord, to us the 
rescue of these raw and impressionable minds from the dangerous propa- 
ganda of the revolutionary school is a most momentous matter. 

*' I must also with grief admit the existence of that equally dangerous 
but more insidious poison, the dissemination of sedition, the spread of 
the feelings of hatred of British rule and antipathy for the British 
people, hy rousing and inflaming the prejudices and passions of the 
people Criticism of the most unspanng type, keen, s earching, vigorous, is 
wanted, as much m the interest of the Administration as of the people. But it 
cannot be tolerated that under the guise of criticism t he very foundations of 
Government should be undermined and its smooth workin g endangered. 
This undermining process is, it must be admitted, carried on by some 
persons. Neither the spread of the revolutionary cult, nor the creation of an 
atmosphere of race hatred and enmity, will conduce to the good of t he country. 
Nothing but disaster will flow from them. And they must be put down. The exist- 
ing substantive law is comprehensive enough to secure punishment of anarchical 
methods and all forms of sedition. But its machinery is slow for times of great 
excitement, and what is more, it is not eflicacious for preventive purposes, 
I am sure Hon’ble Members will admit that prevention is far better than 
punishment and that it is our duty to save these young men from moral poisoning^ 

" 1 have, therefore, with great regret and with very great reluctance, been 
forced to the conclusion that effective action of some such kind as that pro- 
posed by this Bill is imperatively needea at the present juncture. On the 
other hand, we ou^t not to lose sight of the fact that nowhere in the British 
Empire is a free Press more needed in the interest of the ruling Power itself 
than in India and that the proposed legislation is likely to seriously interfere 
with the free expression of opinion These are considerations which cannot 
be lightly treated, much less disregarded. But as there is a far greater danger, 
far more serious evil actually existing, which, if not erad icated, means the 
disorganization, possibly the disruption of our society ; there is no option but to 
incur some risk of improper exercise of the power given by this law. My 
Lord, open opposition to this Bill and private misgivings about its essential 
features are tdX less intense than what they would have been at other times 
On account of the confidence and faith reposed in your Lordship*s Govern- 
ment. All the same, there is considerable apprehension amonc the 
members of the educated community that the present measure, wnile it 
would be ineffectual to strike down anarchism, would curtail the liberty of the 
Press. Th^e is some r.sk of this kind, I cannot deny. But, as I have 
said just now, in view of the far more serious actuallp^ "existing evil, this risk must 
be faced. I oiJy hope and trust that the extraordinary power which would be 
conferred by thd law on the Local Government would not be lightly resorted to. 

** There are one or two matters in regard to which 1 would at the proper 
timut suggest modifications. But there is one question which might be called 
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a question of principle which 1 would beg to submit here to the Council, and that is 
the period for which this law is to remain in operation. 

‘ The evil which the Government and the Indian community are called 
upon to grapple with, is not an old and persistent one. It is of 
recent origin and is of the nature of a temporary aberration. For 
exceptional circumstances, exceptional remedies are required, and are permis- 
sible. But they should not, 1 submit, be continued a day longer than absolute* 
ly necessary. The control of the Press by the executive and the exclusion 
of the jurisdiction of the ordinary Courts of Law «re, nobody can deny, 
departures from the flxed principles and the well settled policy of the British 
system of jurisprudence They are, if I may say so, opposed to the very 
genesis of that jurisprudence, nay to that of the British constitution itself. I 
earnestly ask the Council to consider th^ desinbility of permanently substi- 
tuting |executive control for mdicial remedies and excluding for all time to 
come the jurisdiction of the Courts of Law. I do not deny that exceptional 
times like the present may necessitate the adoption of a more summary 

procedure and sharper methods than what are suitable for ordinary times, 

just, as cvefi in Englind, the suspension of the Habeas Corpus Act* has 
been found necessary at times, or, as in ancient Rome, the Senate and the 
Comitia were superseded in times of danger by a Dictator. My Lord,* we have 
the precedent of the Irish Crimes Act, and it can safely be followed. My exact 
proposals in this matter I shall at the due time lay before the Council 

“ There are certain matters, having a bearing on the whole question 

which I would beg Your Excellency and the Hon’ble Members of the 
Council to take into consideration While it is true that the spread of revolu- 
tionary doctrines and anarchical methods have made no slight progress 

during the last five years, and while the activity of a certain section 
of the Press in the dissemination of sedition h.is considerably increased 
during the same period, the general tension which existed in the years 
1901 to 1905 or 1906 has been to some extent relieved The hopeless- 
ness, the pessimism and bitterness born of deferred hopes and despair, the 
serious apprehensions as to whether the solemn pledges ot Parliament and the 
promises given by Royal Proclamations may not be after all set aside, which 
then characterized the writings of even the moderate si*ction of the Indian 
Press, have greatly disappeared under the influence of the wise, liberal and 
generous policy of Your Excellency’s Government and the present Ministry 
With particular acts and particular measures fault is no doubt found, and 
criticism is freely applied to them But Your Lordship and Lord Morley 
have revived the buoyant faith in l»ritish justice, good futh and libeialism 
which had been rathc'r rudely shaken durii^ (he five years winch preceded 
Your Excellency’s Viceroy ally 1 ask peimi-ision to quote only one instance 
to show how great has been the lessening of this tension and how great is 
the confidence reposed by many typical educated Indians in Your Lordship and 
the present Secretary of State. 

“ The Indian Patriot of ^adras, one of t he ablest dailies conducted by 
Indians, said in a recent issue — 

* If Lord Minto now proposes, a measure, I he general predisposition will be 
in its favour , and this is due to the confidence which His Excellency has inspired m 
his sympathetic regard ^d solicitude for the people lie has acted throughout as 
though he were dctenninea not to beyond actual necessity in enacting new penal laws. 
And so far as there >5 actual necessity, there will be no disposition among reasonable people 
to oppose any reasonable proposal It will b< widely acknowledged that if the Government 
are now obliged to introduce more repressbe measures, the fault is not theirs altogether 
If the crimes that had occurred were not repealed as they have been, as the Viceroy himself 
said, he would have let by-gones be by*goiies. But in ttie face of the further occurrences, 
of the most diabolical and the most dastardly crimes, such an attitude impossible. 
Nobody can expect Government merely to look on w'hm enmes arc repeatedly perpetrated. 
If tbey do so, they will justly deserve the blame for inattention to their grave respoo- 
sibiUtics But they have also to see that there are people interested i% suppressing the 
Indian Press, and to them, almost anything is good enough justification for such suppres- 
sion. The public in India are bound to take a just view of both aspects, the- aspect 
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wbieh facet Government *and the aspect which appeals to us, and (Reconcile both as 
best as we can, always recognising the imperative necessity of breaking the power of 
the anarchical gang ' 

'* I can quote passage after passage from newspapers ami periodicals 
published in the different provinces'to show how in spite of the exacerbation m 
certain quarters the general situation is more satisfactory than it was three or 
four years ago. My Lord, distrust in Government, antagonism to it, or cantan- 
kerousness towards individual officers, is not the normal attitude of the educated 
Indians. And just as the general sullen discontent and dissatisfaction which filled 
the air three years ago have appreciably diminished under the influence of the 
policy which dictated the new constitutional reforms, may we not^ hope 
that a large number of those now writing or speaking with unjustifiable 
violence, will return to sobriety and reason, if, along with firm measures adopted 
to repress sedition, action is taken to modify those measures which have caused 
popular dissatisfaction or injuriously affected jiopular interests. A few repro- 
bates may be incapable of being touc]|pd by kindness or generosity, but the 
majority of those who have strayed away from the path of duty, wisdom and 
propriety are not, 1 firmly believe, my Lord, beyond redemption, if conciliation 
is joined to firmness.*’ * 

The Hon’ble SIR Vithaldas D. Thackersey said;~“l am coming 
from a part of the country which is engaged in industrial pursuits and 
belong to a community which is not usually engaged in political agitation. At 
the same time we all consider the liberty of the Press to be very sacred, and 
appreciate the great advantages of a free Press in a country like India. At the 
same time we cannot shut our eyes to the exigencies of the present situation. 
During the short time that I was in Bombay, after the fiist meeting of the 
Council, when an indication was given in Your Lordship's speech of some such 
measure to be brought before this Council, I took special care to gather the 
opinions of several leading men in Bombay and Baroda ; and 1 must say that all 
or them admitted with regret that after the mad acts of our own anarchists, 
every well-wisher of the country and the supporter of law and order has no other 
course open to him but to strengthen the hands of the Executive Government 
to wipe out the poison which is being disseminated broadcast. At the same 
time there was a general feeling that in any measure that may be brought 
forward care should be taken to protect the innocent. Ongoing carefully 
through the Bill it cannot be denied that when extraordinary powers are 
proposed to be given to the Local Government, every care seems to have been 
taken to secure full justice to the aggrieved party by an appeal to the highest 
judicial tribunal in the land. 

" My Lord, there are however one or two points which I should like the 
Council to consider. The Government have properly excluded the present 
keepers of printing-presses and the present jjublishers of newspapers from the 
liability of depositing security : and T think that that principle should be further 
extended to all new concerns. We have to be careful that no action of ours 
should entail hardship upon the growth of harmless small presst's though 
conducted by the poor but for their honest means of livelihood. The other 
direction in which 1 should like the Bill to be modified relates to giving an 
opportunity to the accused to submit an explanation before any judgment is 
passed against him. Circumstances may arise where a satisfactory explanation 
may be forthcoming and an unnecessary and unpleasant action may be avoided. 
If tne present distinction between the existing and the future presses is to be 
retained, I think explanations should be added to sections 3 and 8 that a mere 
change of a keeper of an existing printing-press or publisher of an existing 
newspaper, owing to death or retirement, will not count as a new registration 
under this Act, provided no offence has been committed by him. Unless such 
explanation is added, in course of time the keepers of the existing printing- 
presses and the publishers of newspapers shall have to deposit security, and 1 
may say thet in that eventuality it will entail a great hardship upon many honest 
pressmen of small means. With these objects in vicw» I have given notice of

certain amendrtr'ints which I will move at the proper time. As I have said in 
the beginning of my speech, exceptional circumstances have arisen and the 
Council should with a full heart support the Government to meet the situation. 
But, at the same time, in our anxiety to remove the evil, we should not lose 
sight of the possible h.irdship our action may inflict upon honest people whom 
it is not the desire ot Government or this Council to punish.” 

The llon’ble Mr. Ardul Majid said — “ My Lord, 1 rise to support this 
Bill. It is said that this Bill is exceptional , but, my Lord, the circumstances 
are exceptional at the present time also. My opinion, and my humble opinion, 
rny Laid, is that bv passing this Bill no doubt an effective control would be had 
over the Press , but th(* real question is whether the real evil will be touched. 
The real evil is the spread of the poison of an.irchism among the people of this 
country, and, my I.ord, I submit that bome mi asures should be devised to uproot 
that poison from the soil of India. My Lord, there should be an effective control 
over the Press , but at the same time there will be this difficulty At the present 
time we only know the ideas current in tliH country through the medium of the 
Prtss , but when such an effective contiol of the Press will be held by the Exe- 
cutive, is it not possible thatr at the same time these f-elings W’ill go under- 
ground and the Govermm nt will have to be vigilant, .md they will at the same 
time hav< to be more cautious, in ordei to find i his, underground current of ideas ? 
However, my I.ord, these are matters whicli Government know much better than 
WG who ate in this Council today, and we ought to support every reasonable 
measure which the Government think necessary in order to meet fhe present 
circumstances If this is the idea of Government, that the provisions made in 
this Bill are sufficient to stop the spicad of anarchical ideas among the people, 
then I for one will give it my full support 

“ Now, my Lord, coming to the Bill itself, any impartial observer will 
see that no doubt there are chang<*s in the Bill, and that a good deal 
of power is going to be given to the Executive, but it seems to me that 
the Bill has got safeguards, and such safeguards which in my humble opinion 
will save the innocent ijnile well. Wc have got this much in the Bill that if 
any action is taken by the Local Government and anybody is aggrieved by it, 
he can go to the highest tribunal, and have the matter settled and decided and 
tried by the highest. What better safeguard do you require than that ? My Lord, 
it IS said that the Bill will be a sort of check on th<* liliertv of the Press , but I 
think that, instead of being a check on the liberty of the Press, it will be a sort of 
assistance to those who want and a sort of h sson to those who arc in duty bound 
to keep the dignity of the Press. It is the dutv of all to support loyalty. It is 
those who do not leah/i* their position, that vviite things which are disloyal, things 
which may cause disaffection, things vvhuh may cause the spread of disloyalty 
among the people of tins country It’is said at the same time that the objects of 
this Bill can be secured b) recourse to the provisions of certain old Acts , but it 
is well known that when we come to a judicxil trial, things are done there, things 
are put there publicly, which, instead of stopping, spread the same ideas all over 
the country. I think that the summary remedy provided in the Bill is much 
better th.in the cumbrous machinery of a judicial trial My Lord, with these 
few remarks I support this Bill.” 

The Hon’blc Babu Bihjpfndra Nath BASUsaid — My Lord, i.n rising 
to address the Council on tins occasion, I must say I feel no small amount c« 
hesitation The outrages that have tarnished the fair fame of the country 
for the last two ye irs have made our task, the task of those who seek for ordered 
pi ogress and constitutional reform, one of e-xtrenie difficulty and of some danger. 

1 do not fear the danger, but I feel the difficulty. 1 cannot escape the sense 
of shame and the weight of sorrow Those misguided youths who have belied 
the teachings and traditions of the Hindu religion, w’ho have disregarded the 
dictates of humanity and t^ansg^e^sed the bounds of reason, they little know what 
immense harm they have done to the cause of their country and how heavuly we 
are handicapped today ii^our w'ork. 1 feel that in the present ctisis, with the 
memory of recent outrages in our mind, the Government may take whatever 
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powers it pleases. The bare narrative of the crimes with which the Hon’ble 
mover of the Bill has contented himself is enough to call for a strong and stern 
remedy. That a remedy must be found and rigorously applied for this new evil 
in Indian life, we are all agreed But, my Lord, the question is, does the remedy 
lie in the measure before us today ? I shall assume for the purpose of iny 
argument that there is throughout the Indian Press such a spirit of hostility to 
Government that the whole Press mu'*! be put undt r the control of a special law ; 

I shall assume for the moment that the iVess is silenced or banished * I shall 
assume that the English rulers of India succeed in effectually stifling her voice. 
What then ? Will it stop the lawlessness, the violence which we all condemn and 
deplore? If it did, though repulsive ti> my instincts as a Biitish subject, even 
though born under an Eastern skj, 1 would welcome it with all its drawbacks. 
My Lord, the history of other countries where the experiment has been tried 
of keeping the Press under sevcj^ control ought to serve us as a guide. 
Notwithstanding the strictest censorship Ru>sia has not been able to banish 
anarchy from her midst The roots of anarchy go much deeper than the 
ephemeral p<iges of the periodical Press the effu^ons in the Press are merely 
the foam on waters agitated by causes working far below the surface, 'I he 
literature of the French Revolution w'as not us cause, but inerely.iis accom- 
paniment, Its exponent if you will, 1 do not think, my Lord, the present 
law w'lll protect us from the anarchical crimes with which we .ire threatened, 
nor will it stop the insidious work of ihose who are trying to sow the seeds 
of hostility against British rule in Indii I hey work in the dark and away from 
the public gaze they avoid mei'Ungs and are gathered to conspiracies by 
forces which a legislative enactment can hardly reach 1 he parasite which 
produces the fever m the blood must be killed temporal y makeshifts are 
of no use. My Lord, on an occasion like this it may be permissible to quote 
Bacon, the philosopher and man of the world combined. ‘ The surest way to 
prevent seditions is to take away the matter of them, which is of two 
kinds — much poverty and much discontentment ’ My Ilon’blc friends 
must have noticed that most of the youths who have committed the crimes 
had passed or left the stage of the stucient and were drifting on the uncertain 
currents of chance to hnd some safe haven or refuge We read, my Lord, 
from time to time accounts of joung men commiUmg suicide be< ause unable 
to maintain themselves or their tamily what induct ment to them to cling 
to life? My Lord, this is mithcr the time nor the occasion to t'lnphasue the 
fact that there is a great deal of discontent m the country, but it cannot be 
overlooked. During the years preceding your Lordship’s administration, an 
amount of irritation was created, the like of which it would be hard to recall 
in the history of India The people were trialed with contempt and their 
aspirations with ridicule to these must be added the aloofness of the bureau- 
cracy, Its assumption of superiority and As indifferent disregard of Indian 
sentiment. The middle classes felt most severely the weight of the iron hand 
New aspirations had been aroused. Japan had made a Iriuiiiphant vindication 
of the honour of the East and shown the capabilities of I*!asti rn races Persia 
and Turkey had already shown signs of reviving life, and China was rousing 
herself from the slumber of ages, In India things set rni^d dark, and for the 
moment people despaired Young men w’ho had travelled to l!,uropf, America 
and Japan came back filled with new ideas. Without txperiencc of the 
conditions of the Indian polity, the}r cut thtniselvixs .iway trom tbs recognised 
leaders of Indian thought and fornicd organizations of ibeir own to tliese they 
were able to inveigle boys and youths w'ho were brought up in high ideals of 
social life, permeated by the asceticism and purity wliith chaiai lenze the 
middle classes of India with nothing to do and nothing to lose, except a life 
which to them was of not much \alue, they have fallen easy victims 1 hey 
have taken to a life which is cut off from the world they have taken to studies, 
which are^not of the mundane and have been worked u|> to a state of ecstatic 
fanaticism.* Thev are not affected by what the w^rld says, by what the news- 
papers say • they 'have thur own teachers, wlio give them eclectic instruction 
which they s#em to follow blindly, and the proposed legislation cannot reach 
them. Apart from the ineffectiv eness of the proposid remedy, .ts drawbacks 
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if not dangers, are very great. I take it from the assurance given by the 
Hon*ble mover, from the general character of your Lordship’s administra' 
tion, that there is no intention to curb the legitimate liberty of the Press in India, 
no desire to check the growth of knowledge, no desire to circumscribe the 
expansion of the mind of India, and that on the contrary there is every desire 
to safeguard these great interests. My Lord, English rule in India would be * 
intolerable alike to the Englishman and the Indian if India were kept only 
as a preserve for the middle classes of England, only as a hunting ground 
for the adventurer or as an untapped field for the capitalist. Englishmen 
at all times have re< ognized that England has a mission in India, the 
mission of elevating India from her present position and enabling her 
to take a place in the comity of nations. My Lord, these art* not mere 
idle sentiments a long series of distinguished Anglo-Indian administrators 
have fully recognised the responsibilit)^^ and solemnity of the mission ; our 
late Queen, who through a long and brilliant reign bound India with chains of 
love to the Throne of England, was its most eloquent exponent, and our gracious 
Sovereign, to whom India mhst be a living reality, has emphasized in his latest 
message to the Indian people and Princes this aspect of British rule in 
India : it ;s this aspect which has reconciled to foreign dominion the intellect 
and the military ardour of the Indian populations, and it would be a disaster 
indeed if anything were to obscure it. My Lord, I cannot conceal from myself 
the uneasy feeling that the Bill we are going to enact into law today will 
have this effect . it will in the first place levy a tax ort knowledge it must be 
known to the Hon’ble mover that most of our Pressmen arc very poor, 
that many of the papers do not pay and the printing-presses hardly sufHce 
for a bare livelihood for their proprietors the exceptions are so very few indeed. 
This deposit in advance w^hich the proposed law requires will render the 
expansion of presses in India a matter of very great dilTieulty. The proprietors 
of printing-presses in Bengal, many of whom I know, are mostly poor men and 
devoted to the cause of learning My Lord, there are many and striking 
differences in the ideals of life between the East and the West. One is that 
in the East, wealth has never been looked upon as the criterion either of gentility 
or respectability Poverty in India has never been looked upon as a crime, for a 
man who can afford to be wealthy, it is an honour to be poor this class of press 
proprietors will be gone the cost of publication will increase, cheap school 
books, cheap peilodic.ils and litciature will go, and the progressive diffusion of 
knowledge will suffer a sevcie set back this will be due not only to the 
inability to provide a deposit which may amount to Rs 5,000 for the 
printer and the publisher, but also to the apprelunsion that if the deposit can 
be scraped through, it is liable to be forfeited at any time. My Lord, the 
Hon’ble mover said that the existing presses will not suffer, will not be called 
upon to make the deposit unless they offen'd My Lord, who is to require the 
security to be given '' The Local Government the examples in which a news- 
paper may offend have been given by th« Ilon’blc Home Member in his 
introductory speech some of the allegations in newspapers and political writings 
which he finds faylt with and on which in some degree he bases the present 
measure are as follows — 1 quote his own words ‘ the Government drains the 
country of its wealth, it has impoverished the people and brought about famines 
on a scale and with a frequency unknown before its railways and canals have 
brought malaria, it has deprived the Indian artisan of his trade, it allows 
Indians to be ill-treated m the colonies, it levies heavy taxes and spends them 
on the army, ' and so on. My Lord, each and every one of these statements has 
been made by distinguished An^Io-Indians and Indians whose loyalty is 
unquestioned. 1 do not seek on this occasion to justify or refute them. The 
famous expression * bleeding India to death ’ was Lord Salisbury’s. Commissions 
appointed by the Indian Government have expressed tne opinion that malaria 
has followed in the wake of the railways and canals. An Engl^h historian 
of no mean repute has sho^vn how the Industries of India were ruined by legis- 
lation in England, and even now at the bidding of Manchester w'e are levying 
countervailing duties on our own manufactures. Lord Ampthill/ who once held 
the office which your Lordship is occupying today, has pleaded in language of 
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eloquent pathos for the Indian in South Africa. If the statements in the 
Indian FVess summarized by the Hon’ hie mover justify the introduction 
of this measure, they will also justify the taking of security from papers already 
in existence. No newspaper dealing with politics will escape, no press which 

{ >ublishcs books on economics will escape, no public man, whether he was the 
ate Marquis of Salisbury or that aged and veteran servant of India, Dadabhoy 
Naoriji, whom Indian rulers delight to honour, would escape, and lam afraid to 
think whether Lord Morley himself would be able to avoid the operation of the law. 
My l^rd, my Hon*ble friend has referred to the Press legislation of 1 878 and to the 
speech of Sir Ashley Eden which h«id preceded that unfortunate enactment. My 
Lord, 1 have not seen the extracts on which Sir Ashley Eden based his aniinadver- 
sions on the Vernacular Press. And my testimony, even if I had seen them, would 
not much avail. I shall take the liberty to quote Mr. Gladstone to show that those 
extracts were not so dangerous after all. Mr. Gladstone said in the House of 
Commons ; ‘ they (ttie people of India) have or think they have plenty of causes 
of complaint. I am sorry to say I regard this Press Act .as one of the most 
salient among them: .but as 1 observe most ^f all from reading extracts sent 
home in order to make a case for the Act, all these complaints in India appear 
to me to be particular complaints. They complain of the errors^ of Government 
just as we complain of them in this country.’ Yet on the strength of these 
extraets the Government here passed the Press Act of 1878, and the statements 
of officials then made based on these extracts have been dug up from their 
grave after the lapse of thirty years in support of the present measure. My Lord, 
this shows the danger to which the Indian Press will be exposed under the new 
law. If a man with the breadth of view and wide culture of the Hon’ble 
mover, a profound student and scholar, can take exception to the Press on 
grounds like these, what chance is there for the Press when the Secretary 
of a Local Government in times of panic, in the hurry of multifarious duties, 
has to decide the fate of a journal submitted as offending by the Magistrate 
of the district? The result will be that at no distant date most, if not all, 
Indian presses will have to furnish security or go ; and knowing the conditions 
of my country as I do, I feel certain that they will go, security or no security. 
My Lord, the law indeed proposes to provide a safeguard • but what is the 
value of that safeguard after all ? How many press proprietors in India w’lll 
be able to afford the expense ? Very few indeed. How many newspapers will^ 
be able to stand extinction for the period for which it may remain sus- 
pended ? I shaP be surprised if any will stand it. Therefore 1 said, my Lord, 
that the effect of the legislation will be to enhance the cost of knowj^ 
ledge, to restrict its -.growth, to narrow its sphere and so extinguish th^ 
indigenous newspaper Press of India , the result will be disastrous. My Lord, *7 
will take the liberty to quote from the memorable reply which Sir Chari 
Metcalfe, the liberator of the Indian Preks, gave to a deputation which wai* 
upon him : — ‘ It rests with them to show that the communication of knowledg^^ 
is a curse and not a benefit and that the essence of good government is to cover 
the land with darkness : for otherwise it must be admitted to be one of the most 
imperative duties of a Government to confer the incalculable blessing of 
knowledge on the people, and oy what means more effectively can this be done 
than by the unrestrained liberty of publication and by the stimulus which it 
l^ves to the powers of the mind? ’ Continuing, he said, ‘ if their argument be true, 
the spread of knowledge may eventually be fatal to our rule in India I 

close with them on that point, and maintain that wliatcvcr may be the conse- 
quence It is our duty to communicate the benefits of knou ledge. If India could 
only be preserved as a part of the British Empire by keeping it£ inhabitants in 
a state of ignorance, our domination would be a curse to the country and 
ought to cease.’ My Lord, I am quite sure your Lordship, who has throughout 
your rule shown a generous appreciation of the problems of Indian ad- 
mimslration, does not want to go back upon these principles. The 

statesman who is at the helm of Indian ^affairs in England will not go 
back upon them, and I feel confident that your Lordship has given sanction 
to the present legislation in the view that it will not have the 

effect of stiflmg the Indian Press I have ventured 10 show that that 
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view is not correct My Lord, I do not know what are the actual materials 
which my Ilon’ble friend has tjot before him. I frankly admit that the 
writings of a certain section of the Press require to be checked , they have 
mistaken license for liberty. I believe however that their number is not so large 
as to call for a spec lal legislation m which the loyal but the outspoken section 
of the Press will be equally involved My Lord, I have before me statistics for 
the year 1902 the number of registered printing-presses was 2,192, the number 
of ncwspajit-rs 708, the number of periodicals 575, the number of books pub- 
lished in English 312, in Indian linguages 7,081 , these numbers mus^ have 
consider.ibly inrrtMsed since, but there were only 47 cases in which it was 
thought lit to t.ike proceedings, all of which succeeded The Sandhya has 
gone, the Jitgnntar has gone, the Bandc Matatam has goni‘, and others which 
offended against the law have also gone. If we have got plenary powers under 
thr* law as it stands, and we have the powers of confiscating the press, of having 
the offenders tiled by special tribunals, power^'which have never been thwarted, 
why have a measuie which may have an effect, and to my thinking will cer- 
tainly have the effect, which is rwt desirable ? If it is the publicity of a trial, 
take steps to .ivoid publicity * if it is the delay in the proceedings, take 
steps to curtail it My l^ord, what we coniplain of is that the Dill provides 
punishment bdforc Inal, which even the Austrian Government does not , a 
temporary censorship would be* belter, because, while it wall emasculiite, it 
will not extinguish the Press , it will stifle criticism of Government, but 

not put a tax on knowledge. Mv Lord, it would be impertinent in me 

to dwell on the advantages of a frte Press, specially to a Government situated 
as the British Governineni is in India , it is an institution with which the 

greatest names in England are associated, it is the foundation of its civic 

liberty. Consecrated by the impassioned ' and m.atrhlc*ss eloquf*nce of Milton 
and vindicated by ilu* writings of Burke and Mill, its growth has been unimpaired 
in England for the last 300 years. While in India for 70 yiars or more we have 
enjoyed its blessings and knowledge has grown more .ind more. My Lord, I have 
shown that the present situation, the anarchic >1 movement, is not owing to the 
license of a particular section of the Press. I do not den> that such license has 
been harmful and must be put down, but I maintain that the existing laws are 
sufiicienl , if noi, lei us strengthen them but. My Lord, I cannot agree that 
>■ a measure should be passed which to my mind threatened the very existence of 
an indigenous and free Press in India, which will clioke the springs of knowledge, 
■3,* lyhich will bar the road to progress and which vmU not after all st cure the object 
in view. The Press may go, but will that stop the mischief? 1 shall take the 
liberty to quote Lord Morley hirnsclf In December 1908, from his place m the 
House of I.ouls, he said ‘ supposing you abolish freedom of the Press or suspend 
that will not end the business You will have to shut up schools and colleges, 
i . »r what would be the use of suppwssing ni'wspapers if you do not shut" the 

V chools and colleges ^ Nor will that be all You will havt to stop the printing of 
unlicensed books. The possession of a I'opy of Milton or Burke or Macaulay or of 
Bright’s speeches, and all the flashing array of w liters and orators who are 
the glory of our grand, our noble English tongue, the possession of one 
of these books will ^n this peculiar and puerile notion of government be 
like the possession of a bomb, and we shall have 10 direct the passing of 
an Explosive Books Act. All this and its various sequels and comple- 
ments make a policy if you please But after suvh a policy had 

pioduced a mute, sullen, muzzled . hft-less India, we could hardly call it, as 
we do now', the brightest jewel m the Imperial Crown.* 

“ My Lord, il will be impossible to touch the picture drawn with such 
master strokes without spoiling its effect. To the British nation British rule in 
India may be a source of glory, of prestige, of rank in the scale of nations : to us 
it is our very life, and what is dearer* than life ? To us it is our only hope, our 
only hope of a brighter future tor our country : it is to us the rescuing liRfid held 
out to a drowning man m the darkness of the night. To us it means much 
more than Empire, much more tiiaii glory and fame and prestige : and because 
wc want that this rule should continue on an ever-widening base, welding 
the peoples ot India into a nation, justly proud of its comradeship with Eng- 
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land, possessing common rij'hts, {'common privileges and sharing common 
dangers, that ! venture to ask that this Bill may not pass ints law. Your Lord- 
sliip has inaugurated a noble scheme of reform ; let it have a fair chance, 
let it bring peace to my distracted country ; and in the meantime we shall 
support Your Lordship’s Government in any measure it may bring forward to 
punish but not to anticipate the guilty.” 

The Hon*ble Mr. Lyon said:—" My Lord, I am sure that many of those 
who support the present Bill will be fully prepared to sympathi.se with those 
Hon'ble Members who have expressed regret that the first measure p.issed in 
this new Council should affect the public Press. Indeed, it is probable that the 
sentiments that have been expressed in this connection would find many echoes 
in any assembly of His Majesty’s subjects in India, But at the same 
time it seems essential that in the circuin'stances in which \\q find ourselves 
placed we should as an assembly of oractical men f.ico the problems with which 
we have to dt-al and descend from heights to which some Hon’ble Membeis 
would wish to lead us. We have no hope that by this measure we shall 
extirpate anarchy, but ive do belicvi* that vve shall strike at treason in its 
beginnings by trying to control seditious teachings in the Press 

• 

*‘ I think, my Lord, that many others must have waited, as I did, in the 
expectation that in the speech ot the last Hon’ble Member who spoke, and 
in some ‘of the other speeches, we should have found some acUnowledgment of 
the firm and unwavering adherence to the great princijile of the liberty of the 
Press which has been exhibited by the Government of India during the past three 
years, and some indication that the fact had been realised that, in spite of great 
provocation and serious abuse of the privileges which that liberty carries with it, 
any curtailment of those privileges had been steadily refusf-d. But although this 
outstanding factor in the present position has been ignored, and -ilthough the 
Government’s previous record appears to have been forgotten, I think that there 
is ample evidence in this Bill of the sciupulous care wnth which these privileges 
have been regarded by Government and of the reverence for the principle of the 
liberty of the Press which it has shewn. Since the Bill has been introduced it 
has been examined by the public Press and it appears to have satisfied the most 
jealous scruples of liberal critics after a most thorough examination. Indeed, I 
think it would be difficult to find a measure which would combine any effective 
power to combat the present evils with such absolute seturity for honest and , 
temperate critics. The Bill is in all essentials entirely preventive It warns ; it 
takei security , it does almost everything it can to prevent the commission 
and repetition of offences, before it raises its hand to strike. In the first 
place it asks for security from those who wish to start a new press 
The privileges of which I spoke just now carry with them respon* 
sibilities which have hitherto been igwored. Persons who wield them 
should have some stake in the country, something to lose, and, in view of 
the present exceptional circumstances, it seems hardly too muc h to ask that 
they should give some security for good behaviour. Fheie is no need to prove 
in this Council the necessity for sucli a provision, or to quote any of those articles 
which have given rise to this legislation. Tne methods of dreiillmg the poison 
of race hatred are well known. These privileges have been used to bl ickrnail 
the wealthy, to intimidate the weak, to extort subscriptions from zarniiidars and 
to enforce the boycott by means of social persecution, and the cruelty of 
that social persecution is not always present to triose who fiave received 
training in Western methods. Ample security given in the Bill tor small 

presses which are to be started for literary, educational or religious 
purposes, and 1 doubt whether any Magistrate would be restrained in the 
exercUe of his powers if he grants exemptions to such laudabh undertakings 
But Government ask that the responsib lity attaching tn public journalism should 
be enforced when it is employed to generate sedition, and I venture to 
that the oW theory of the public Press as a safety valve is no longer tenable in 
India. The papers with which we have to deal too oflen generate steam which 
pan only find an escaping valve in crime

“The second object of the Bill is to meet offences in the large maiority^ of 
cases with a warning and the taking of security. Surely these are lenient 
methods of dealing with such difficulties. Jurisdiction to deal with such cases is 
given to no less an authority than the Local Government, and the Local 
Government is answerable to the Government of India, and also I would note to 
its own Legislative Council , and I do not think that those Hon'ble Membws 
who would deprecate any importance being attached to the control of the Legis- 
lative Council can be counted to be in the right, as all who have studied the 
methods of Parliament in England know what control, what pressure, what 
influence can be exercised by a reasonable and reasoning minority, however 
small, in that Parliament 

“ As for the offences which are made penal under this Bill, they were 
carefully hedged round from the very commencement by the carefully 
drawn section which deals with them, and they have come back to us from 
the Select Committee reduced in number and even more strictly defined. 
Read with the explanations which acci^mpany them, I do not believe 
that there is one which Hon’ble Members will not hold sufficient to 
disqualify a printer or a publisher from his work, and it will be observed that it is 
only the repetition of such an offence which will find punishment under this 
Bill In such circumstances, my Lord, I believe we shall be wise if we discount 
all the glooniy forebodings as to the results of this legislation which we have juSt 
now heaid and if we look forward to a future when the youths of this country 
shall have been protected from the greatest dringer that now assails thfir man- 
hood, and when a healthier and more sane public opinion shall have rendered 
inoperative even the mild precautionary provisions of the present Bill.” 

Thu Hon’ble Mu, Shamsui. IIuda said --“My Lord, it is not without 
feelings of considerable sorrow and regret that I feel myself constrained to 
support the principle and policy of this Bill. I realise, my Lord, that for 
every man who deserv'es the treatment which the Bill accords to him there will 
be ten or morewho do not deserve it 1 also realise that the Bill is likely to render 
editors of newspapers a little nervous and timid and thereby prevent to a certain 
extent that fair and free discussion of grievances which has done so much to 
improve the administration of this country. Whilst, however, realising all 
these difficulties, 1 feel at the same time that the circumstances at the present 
moment aie exceptional and deserve exceptional treitmcnt. If I felt, my Lord, 
that there is anything like widespread discontent among the masses of the people, 
1 would have said that repressive measures are not suitable because they would 
only aggravate the feeling , but I feel that the dastardly crimes which have sent 
a thrill of horror through the length and breadth of this country are not sympa- 
thised with by the people and that those who are guilty of these crimes are 
irreconcilables whom no concession will reconcile My Lord, although I do not 
think that the measure which IS before us will pro\e an efficient check to the 
spread of sedition, the consideration* that pre sses me most is this, that, if those 
who .^re responsible for the peace and good government of this country think 
that they require a certain weapon to cope with the evil, it would be a serious 
responsibility for the non-official members of this Council to refuse to them that 
weapon. It is forahis reason, and for this reason alone, that I support the Bill.” 

The Hon’ble Mr Kenrick. K.C., said — “ My Lord, it w'as not my inten- 
tion to interpose in this debate at this stage at all * my views have already been 
expressed befoie the Select Committee, which it was my privilege to serve on. 
However, the utterances of the Hon’ble Mr. Bhuperdra Nath Basu have drawn 
my fire, and I desire, iny Lord, to answer very briefly some of the arguments 
which were put forward b> the Hon’ble Member, which I venture to describe 
as fallacious, as specious, aqd as dan|;erous. In the first place, the Hon’ble 
Member referred us to the teachings of history • he instanced the case of Japan, 
he instanced Turkey and Persia. Well, my Lord, one moment’s consideration 
will disclose the fallacy of draw'ing any argument from the histoj^cal view of 
things taken in Japan t'hait is in no sense applicable to the present state here. 
The movement in Japan, my Lord, as is perfectly well known, was not in 
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tksdl « comment which in anj way involved tlie subversflhn of the existing 
Government, and that, my Lord, is the object which is indoctrinated by the 
9»^tk»us portion of the Press^ which it is the aim of the present Bill to control. 
Turkey again was aiming, as we all know, at securing an advancement on the 
path of «pr<^re$s by the substitution of a more modem constitution for the old * 
ideas which had previously guided her and which were obviously crude and 
unsuitable to modern demands. Practically, therefore, there is no argument to be 
drawn from Turkey, Persia or Japan as regards the desirability or the reverse 
of the present measure. This Bill stands on its own footing : it has to meet 
circumstances which have arisen in this country. The Hon’ble Member said, 
a|^ advanced it as an argument, that it will not destroy anarchy and that it 
will not prevent outrages. But, ray Lord, is that any argument at all ? Assum- 
ing that it will not— and, unfortunately, most of us suppose that it will not— 
destroy the existing anarchical sentiment that prevails m a portion of the com- 
munity, is that any reason at all for not taking such firm measures as we can 
take * to meet an undoubted evil ? The Hon’ble Member said that the Press is 
not the sole cause of this. We may iflsumc that it is not the sole cause of 
the present st.^»te of things, but it is a very marked contributary cause, a cause 
that has undoubtedly contributed to the present stat^ of things, and, as such, 
it is nee'essary to control it. The Hon’ble Member spoke as though he were 
unaware of the torrent of anarchical literature which has unforlutyitely been 
flowing in this country during the past few years. He cited Mr. Gladstone’s 
views as to the state of the Preis in India at the time when Mr. Gladstone was 
speaking. * That has no application to the present circumstances at all. It is 
obvious that Mr. Gladstone had not before him anything like the class of 
literature which too unfortunately is so prevalent at the present time in this 
country and has been for many years past. The Hon’ble Member seriously 
asked us not to ‘ choke the springs of knowledge’ — as though indeed this mca* 
sure, this moderately drawn measure, moderately drawn having regard to the cir- 
cumstances at the present time, — could in any way choke 'the springs of know- 
ledge. That is a misconception of the object .and purpose of the measure 
which is at present under consideration. There is no desire, as was pointed 
out by the Hon’ble Member who introduced this Bill, to choke the springs 
of knowledge. On the contrary there is the freest possible room for criticism 
in every form. Fair and proper criticism will not come within the scope of this 
measure. But though the measure, as I submit, in no way tends even in the 
slightest degree to choke the springs of knowledge, as the Hon’ble Member 
said it would do, it may, and I trust it will tend towards choking the malignant 
attacks upon the Government which have been only too frequent in recent years 

“The Hon’ble Member spoke of the protection of the Pn^ss. He said that 
the Press must be protected. True but, my Lord, how about the protection of 
the public, how about the protection of the servants of the public, too many of 
whom have unfortunately fallen victims to the seditious doctrines that have "been 
spread by a certain section of the^ Press ? * It is very well to sympathise with 
the Press as a whole, but we must have sympathy and a wider sympathy for the 
victims of the deadly teachings of the Press. 

“ The Hon’ble Member referred to extracts from the Press, and spoke as 
though they were very trivial and very unimportant in their •bearings. As a 
matter of fact there is not one or two- or a dozen, but hundreds or tliousands of 
extracts from the newspapet Press of the last few years and which unfortunately is 
still continuing — extracts which, if I were to read here, would without any doubt 
be capable of one construction only, viz., the most dire t iteinents to murder, 
direct incitements to rebellion and to subv^ersion of British ruh' And at the 
very least, aj.trge number of them direuly use such expression-, as must have 
the mevitable re*.ult of inculcating the most doadlv hatred of British rule and of 
British officials. It is to meet r hat continuous current whu h has been flow'ing, 
and is still flowing, that the present measure has been introduced. 

“ The Hon’blc Member, il 1 understood him aright, demurred to the re- 
presentation^kmade by the Hon’ble Sir Herbert Risley when he was introducing 
tlii9 Bill. Sir Herbert Risley stated, if I may sa)Pso, in the most moderate 
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lanfifuage, certain of the evils which the Press undoubtedly had been preachinff 
and the doctrines that it had been disseminating which are subversive -of aU 
lawful authority Indeed I was struck b]^ the extreme moderation of Sir Herbert 
Risley in makmg those references. He instanced a few of the evils which the 
Press were and still are continually preaching, but he by no means took as illus* 
trationsthemost violent of the teachings which have been and still are being con* 
tinually published and disseminated. One might point to thousands of extracts 
each one of whirh breathes the most deadly hatred of British rule. Some of 
them— I am n ferring for the moment to certain newspapers which have come 
under my notire but which are happily suppressed— directly incited, and in no 
unequivoral language, to the preparation of explosive bombs which they 
diiecled should be kept in every house. That is the sort of literature there was 
jn the jiasT If at the present moment the utterances of the Press are less 
(lirertly deadly in thi’ir nature, it is undoubtedly diu* to prosecutions which have 
put fear into th.it section of the Press. At the same time these prosecutions 
h.ive been found ineffective to stamp out the continual current of abuse and 
calumny which the Press (a certain sli:tion of the Press and the one at 
which the Rill is aimed) still throw at the British Government and at British 
rule. If I were to read extracts that I have at my disposal it would make the 
blood of every loyal British subject boil with indignation. 

“Theil, said the Ilon’ble Member, ‘do not punish before you prove the 
individual guilty ’ My Lord, the whole scope of this measure is — and this can- 
not be too strongly emph.asized — preventive, and not punitive. It is lo prevent 
the continuance and the recurrence of these hideous attacks that have been so 
violently made and which are obviously so subversive of all lawful authority in 
this country, that this measure is being introduced. 

“ And, lastly, the Hon’ble Member referred to the freedom of tl^e Press. 
There is no one here who does not admire that elementary principle of the 
British constitution, the freedom of the Piess. But this is very often misunder- 
stood The freedom of the Press means its freedom within the limits imposed 
ay the law, and thos»’ limits arc continually being exceeded by a certain section 
of the Press in this country The fullest criticism is permitted by the law : 
the fulli St crili(i«.m is still permitted by this measure, and will in no way be pre- 
[udiced There is the utmost scope for the advancement of every legitimate 
aigumcnt, .ind the only class of argument winch is cut out by the measure is 
that class of argument winch it is desired effectively to stamp out, vis,, 
malignant misrepresentations and statements involving assertions of corrupt 
methods in the Government and in the officers of Government. Such state- 
ments c.innot and should not be permitted, and it is the aim of the measure 
which IS bi fore this Council to stamp out, not free criticism, but the abuse of 
free ciitii ism .ind the attribution to Government and to its officers of malignant 
and corrupt methods And that being so, in the peculiar circumstances of the 
times, one must feel that it is a measure tha^ will receive the support of every 
loyal subject, and that it in no way militates against the principles of the freedom 
and liberty of the Press ” 

The Hon’ble Pandif Mad.\n Moman Mai.aviya said — " My Lord, it is 
perhaps an advalHage that I rise to lay such views as 1 ha\e on this Bill before 
the Council, after haMng had the benefit of listening to the many able speeches 
(i'hich have been delivered m connection with it. I regret, however, to say, my 
Lord, that ha\ ing heard all those speeches, I am still unconvinced as to the 
lei cssitv of this Rill or of dealing with it in the manner in which it is being 
leak with A great deal of regret has been expressed both in this Council and 
lutside It that a measure of the extraordinary importance of this Bjjjil should be 
leak with m the hurry in which it is being dealt with. Reference has been made 
o the hurrv in which the Vernacular Press Act was passed in 1878. My Lord, 
me mistake does not justify another. In the present instance, neither in the 
ong and lucid speech of the Hon’ble mover of the Bill nor in the subsequent 
speeches that have been made has any explanation been offered as s5 why it is 
iccessary to rush this Aeasure as it is being rushed. My Loyd, the gres|v 
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«4vanUM which tbe^ Government has thought it inecessary to secure to 
the putwc in connection with measures which are brought before the Legislative 
Council in ^ving publicity to them is that those who are interested in the 
measures ^ould have the fullest opportunity of expressing their opinions regard - 
ir^ them and of submitting them to your Excellency’s Council in order that those 
opinions may be considered before deciding the final shape which the measurt a 
should take. As soon as this measure was introduced, it was referred to a 
Select Committee. The Select Committee have no doubt considered the Bill , 
but if there had been a general discussion in the Council of tlie principle of the 
Bill and the general lines of cniicism had been known to the Committeei I am 
certain, my Lord, that it would have been a great advantage to the Select Com* 
mittee in doing their work. 1 have received telegrams from my own province, 
from the President of the United Provinces Congress Committee, from the Presi- 
dent of the Peoples’ Association at Lucknow, and from the Secretaries of the 
Mahajana Sabha at Madras aski^^gme to lay them before the Select Committee 
and your Excellency, and to urge tnat more time should be given for the consider- 
ation of the Bill. My Lord, it is not enough to say that the Bill has been published 
and* that it has been before the public for thtce or four days. The measure 
being of the importance which it is, 1 submit that a great deal more time should 
have been given to the Press and the public to consider and to criticise the Bill 
particularly as no circumstance has been mentioned which could justify its, 
Deing hurried through the Council. 

" Now, my Lord, coming to the Bill itself, we are no doubt confronted by the 
outstanding fact, the unfortunate outstanding fact, that there have been certain 
anarchical crimes and outrages committed in this country. Every good man 
must deplore and detest these crimes They arc hateful m the sight of God and 
men, and they have been condemned all over the country in unmistakable 
language. If it were shown that any partu ular measure was necessary to extirpate 
the germs of anarchical crimes, lam sure the whole country would rise as one man 
to support the measure, and to thank y our Lordsliip’s Government for introducing it. 
But it is evident from all the remarks that have been made both by official and 
non-official members that there is very little expectation entertained that this 
measure will really have any substantial effect upon anarchical crimes. 1 do not deny 
that it may chrctc the distribution of the poisonous literature which some newi|| 
papers have been indulging in ; but that it will have any effect upon those mcln 
who have gone into the wicked camp of the anarchists or terrorists, 1 do no.*^ 
think many members entertain even the hope that it will achieve that resultt 
That being so, my Lord, we have to consider what are the circumstances whic^ 
justify the passing of such a measure as the one before us The whole country . 
as 1 say, all decent peopfe, are united, are of one mind with the Governmen. 
in desiring that whatever measure may be necessary for the purpose of puttim 
down anarchical crime should be ad^opted. But it must be shown that 
particular measure is calculatecf to secure that object. The Hon’ble' mover of t 
Bill said in his opening speech that he had to justify the Bill before the Coun« ^ 
and to show why and how the laws which exibt already are not sufficieni 
to deal with the situation. My Lord, he referred to the murderous conspiracy 
which has come into existence, and he said that tin;) outrages wliicii Ifiat 
conspiracy had committed or attempted to commit were the direct result of the 
teachings of certain journals. The Hon’ble the Advocate General also, in the 
speech with which he has just now favoured us, spoke of the stream of poisonous 
sedition which has been passing through seveial of these journals My Lord, 
the picture which the Hon’ble mover of the Bill has drawn of the existing 
situation would suggest a question in many minds as to win tfier there was any 
Jaw in the land which could deal effectively or at all with the poison of seditious 
literature which was passing through the papers. One would imagine that there 
was no law which could deal with the abuse of the liberty of the Press as it was 
described in the speech of the Hon’ble mover of the Bill But, my I.ord, as the 
Counc^ knows, there is already a great deal of legislation existing in our Statut* - 
book which seeks to deal and which does deak with all abuses of that liberty. 
The Hon’ble Member began by saying that it was his duty to show why the Gov- 
ernment cbuld not be content to rely on the ordinary cnminal law. He < nded by 
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merely assertin<r, not proving, that that law wa^ insufficient. I am sorry I did not 
find any explanation in speech of the Hon’ble Member as to why thtse provi- 
sions had been found to be* not sufficient or wherein they had been found to be 
insufficient. The Ilon’ble Sir Harold Stuart has tried to make up for the 
omission and has said that section 108 of the Criminal Procedure Code 
has been found to he a useless weapon. He said that there had been 
three papers uhich had been convicted twice, two papers which had been 
convicted tliree times, and one which had been convicted six times. My 
Lord, a repetition of an offence by six papers out of a total of, 1 believe, 
nearly Soo papers in the country, does not show that there is not sufficient provi- 
sion in the existing law to deal with cases of sedition or attempts to promote sedi- 
tion. The Situation therefore demands that before we give our assent to a new 
and stringent measure being placed on the Statute-book, the existing provisions 
of the law should be dispassionately' examined. 

Now, my Lord, there arc two matters to.' .vhich I would especially invite atten- 
tion. The present Bill, as the Council has noted, defines what would be regarded 
as prohibited matter, and the, publication of which would expose a man to the 
penalties or to the consequences which are described in the Bill. Among the 
matters so prohibited, as the Hon’blc mover of the Bill pointed out in hts speech, 
are certain offences which are alriady provided f(jr in existing Codes. Take, for 
instance, those mentioned in clause {a) of section 4 of the Bill, to incite to murder 
or to any offence under the Kxplosive Substances Act, 1908, or to any act of 
violence, these are fully provided tor by Act VII of 190S — an Act for the prevention 
of incitements to murder and to other ofTences in newspapers The Hon*ble 
mover s.iid that it was thought advisable to include them in this Bill in older that- 
the Government ma\ , if necessary, take action of a less severe kind than that pre- 
scribed by the Act of 1908 1 submit, my Lord, tfi.it the outrages that have been com 
mitted of late, would make one think that this was not the time when the Government 
would seek milder methods to deal with c<is> s which fell within the purview of 
that Act. Clause {b) ri'laies to the offence of seducing any officer, soldier 
or sailor in the Army or Navy of His Majesty from his allegiance or his 

duty. Section 13 1 of the Indian Penal Code already provides that any 

person who attempts to do any of these acts shall be punished with transport- 
ation for life or witfi imprisonment which may extend to ten years and 

shall be liable to fine Then, my Lord, the third clause incorporates 

the provisions of sections 124A and 1 53 A with the addition of an offence against 
J^ative Princes or Chiefs. And the clause which seeks to protect judicial 
officers serving IIis Majesty from being maligned or unjustly attacked. These, 
my Lord, are the most important provisions of the Bill And I beg to invite the 
Council’s attention now to the provisions of section 108 of the Criminal Procedure 
Code. Under that section any person who disseminates either orally or in writing 
pi attempts to disseminate or m any w^e abets ^he dissemination of any seditious 
^natter, tlkit is to say, any matter the publication of which is punishable under 
.ection 1 24A of the Penal Code, or any matter the publication of which is punish- 
able under section 153 of the Indian Penal Code, or any matter concerning a Judge 
which amounts to criminal intimidation or defamation under the Indian Penal Code, 
that section provides that if any editor or printer or publisher or proprietor of a 
newsfiaper shall be guilty of any of the offences Specified there, the District 
Magistrate or the Chief PrcMdency Magistrate shall have the power, with the 
previous sanction of the Governor General or of the Local Government, to call upon 
the person so offending to show cause why he should not be bound down with or 
without sureties to be of good behaviour for a certain period. I submit, my Lord, 
that this IS a provision which should enable the Government to dem with 
cases of persons who disseminate seditious or other objectionable matter, 
who, that IS to say, publish proh'bited matter or such matter as the present Bill 
says will be prohibited matter. Then, again, as I have said before, there is the 
Niwspapers (Inntements to Offences) Act. Tliat Act w'as passed in 1^8 after 
the writings of certain journals, to which the Hon’ble mover of the Biu I think 
referred, had led to the commission of some outrages Now, my Lord, section 3 of 
that Act provides that where, upon an application made by order of or lyider autho- 
rity fiom the Local Government, a Magistrate is of opinion that a newspaper con- 
tains any incitement to murder or to any offence under the Explosive Substances 
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Aet» 1908. or to any act of violence, such Magistrate may make a conditional 
order declaring the printing-press used, or intended to be used, for the purpose 
of printing or publishing such newspaper or found in or upon the premises where 
such newspaper is or at the time of the printing of the matter complained of 
was printed to be forfeited, and to make such a conditional order of forfeiture 
absolute unle»s the person concerned appears and shows good cause against it. 
These two sections, my Lord, give ample power under the existing law to the 
Government to deal effectively and speedily too with .persons who abuse the 
liberty of the Press. It has not been shown in what respects these provisions 
are insufficient, and 1 submit that iustification for introducing a new measure has 
not been established. It may be said, my Lord, that the procedure and punish- 
ment provided by section 108 are insufficient to deal with cases of persons 
who repeatedly commit the same offence. I am unable to understand why in 
such cases also a repeated application of the provisions of that section should 
not put an end to the evil activities if such persons. But assuming that it would 
not, 1 submit that the proper course would have been to ask for an amendment of 
that section in order to incorporate more penal provisions to effect the end 
which the Government has in view and not to introduce a new measure. 

*' If, my Lord, the necessity of a new Act has not been established, then 1 
submit that the matter should end here. Assuming, however, that U real neces- 
sity ha^ been felt for giving greater power to the Courts, assuming also that the 
course of amending the existing Acts has for any valid reason not commended itself 
to the Government, and the Government feel in air the circumstances of the Case 
that a new Act should be passed, 1 should like then to hear some explanation as to 
why a great, a novel, and, 1 submit with grecat respect, a dangerous departure has 
been introduced into this Bill against the principle of all the existing enactments 
which the Government has passed during the last fifty years and more. My Lord, 
under the Criminal Procedure Code, once the sanction of the Governor General 
or of the Local Government is obtained to proceed against any editor, printer, 
publisher or proprietor of a newspaper to require him to give security for 
good behaviour, the whole procedure which is regulated by the provisions of that 
Act is judicial, and the whole matter is left to be dealt with judicially by the 
Magistrate. So also in the case of the Newspapers Offences Act which deals 
with offences of a far more grave character. The Government passed that 
enactment less than two years ago and they considered it both just and wise to 
adhere to the principle of leaving it to the Magistrate and the Courts established 
by the Government to decide what matter fell within the dehniuon of sedkio 
and what did not. I do not understand, my Lord, why this new departure 
should have been made in ' the present Bill by whicn, instead of leaving 
it to the Magistrate to decide what matter came within the definition m 
prohibited matter and what did not, the Local Government is empowered to 
take upon itself to decide what matter is seditious without giving ai 
opportunity for hearing to the person against whom it may so decide, 
submit, my Lord, that this is a departure which is not justified by the existing 
circumstances of the country. The crimes at the prevention of which the 
Newspapers Offences Act aims are, my Lord, more serious, arc certainly not less 
Serious, than the crimes which it may be hoped that the pnbsent Bill may tend to 

C revent. That being so, 1 submit that if.the Legislature has thought it right to 
save it to the Magistrate to decide whether a newspaper contained incriminating 
matter within the meaning of that Act, it should have been left also to the 
Magistrate to decide what matter capic witliin the definition of prohibited 
matter under the proposed law. My Lord, the Bill raises * a political 
question,* to quote ihe weighty woids of Mr. Gladstone uttered in 
the House of Commons in connection with the Vernacular Press Act of 
1878, ^ of great impoitance, of the utmost delicacy, namely, whether it is wise 
for the Government to take into its own hands and out of the hfmds of the 
established legal jurisdiction the power of determining hat writing is seditious 
and wh^ IS not.* In the course of the same debate Mr. Gladstone observed that 
* the most unfortunate feature which the measure presents is the removal of Press 
prosecutions from Uie jurisdiction of the judicial establishments of the country in 
order that they may be dealt with as matters 01 executive discretion..* The Bill 
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before us seeks to revive that feature of tire Vernacular Press Act which was po 
justly condemned by Mr Gladstone. My Lord, the argument that in taking pro- 
ceedings against offending printers or publishers under the ordinary criminal law 
there would be a great deal of publicity given to the offence and that would 
be a public disadvantage, is not a new one. It bad been urged to support the 
Press Act of 187S Speaking in reference to that argument, Mr, Gladstone 
said ‘ The argument that is made for the abstraction of these matters 
from the Coiitts of justice is one which strikes at the root of our 

policy, and the best part of our policy, in India.* It is said ‘oh 

no, we will not prosecute in the Court, for if we do that the prosecu- 
tion will bring these men into popularity, and the mischief of t he prosecution will 
be greater than that of submission to the evil ' My Lord, this argument has> 
no greater force today than it had in 1878 , and, I submit, it is not an argument 
which is worth considering in the face of the gre<it danger invol\ed in the depar- 
ture which It IS sought to make from the pnp,< iple upon which the entire system 
of the administration of justice is built, and wine It the Government has followed 
throughout in enacting all its Jaws, That being so, I lespectfully submit that if 
the Government feel that a new measure must be passed, this novel principle which 
has been introduced into the Bill should be eliminated, and power should be 
left to the ^Magistrate as in other enactments to deal according to law with 
what may be regarded as prohibited matter. There can be no possibility, my 
Lord, of the effect of this measure being weakened by adhering to Ae right 
principle it wilt still be quite as potent for preventing mischief as the present 
measure can be The sanction of the Local Government will yet be necessary 
before any action is initialed, but once the proceedings have been initiated the mattc" 
will be left to be dealt with by the Magistrate acting as a Judge, and any order that 
he may pass will rightly and projierly go up to tne High Court for revision or 
in appeal. 1 may say here that I do not sec why an appeal should not be 
allowed from an order asking for a deposit of security as well as from an order for 
forfeiture of that security If an order is made by the Magistrate of the district 
or the Chief Presidency Magistrate and it is taken up in revision or appeal 
before a High Court, tliere will be a greater assurance in the public mind that 
the merits of the oider will receive due consideration, than, my Lord, human 
nature being what it is, and the circumstances of the country being what they are, 
there would be when an order passed by the Local Government on the executive 
side will be brought up for revision before the High Court. So far then with 
‘regard to the necessity of the new measure and in regard to the new change 
of principle which it introduces. 1 submit, my Lord, that the necessity of it has 
not been proved, the justification not established. 

“ Let us now consider some other aspects uf the. Bill The Hon*ble mover 
of the Bill has stated the objects of the Bill to be somewhat larger. He has 
.stated that the object of the Bill is ' lo provide for the better contreu of the Press 
W to confine' the* Prc'ss — the whole Pic'ss, European and Indian, English and Ver- 
'^nacular — within the limits of legitimate discussion.* My Lord, that clear 
statement of the object ckars the ground to a great extent for discussion. It 
naturally gives rise to the question whether the condition of our Press, European 
and Indian, English ^nd Vernacular, in this country is such as to justify any legis- 
lation to keep It within the limits of legitimate discussion. My Lord, the Hon’ble 
mover of the Bill has given us a history of the liberty of tJie Press in this country. 
He has told us that duiing the last seventy years, w'ith the exception of two short 
periods of one and three years respectively, the Press m India has been free: 
he has told us that these two periods were, one the short 
period in the dark days of the mutiny, and the other the period of 
the Vernacular Press Act. My Lord, the Vernacular Press Act 
was repealed within threi* years and action was taken under it only once. 
We can take it then that there was no necessity for Government to restrain 
the liberty of the Press m actual practice. L'p to the year I907, the 

Hon*ble mover of the Bill has said that there had been only sixteen Press 
prosecutions. My Lord, I afk the Hoidble Member to say if in Austria to 
which he referred, or in any other country to which he might refer, the Press has 
as a whole behaved belter or been conducted more respectably than m India 
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during the last seventy fears. The remarks of the Hon'ble Member 
would lead one to think that the Press had been offending for 4 
long time : he has spoken of the great forbearance which the Government 
exercised in dealing with the Press : he spoke of that forbearance as extreme : he 
said that some people thought it w.ts excessive : and ite complained that 
in spite of that much forbearance being shown, the Press did not mend its 
ways but went from bad to worse My Lord, if the picture drawn by the 
Hon'bje Member were true, it would have cast a most serious reflection upon the 
administration. If it were tru-, it would show that while the administration saw 
that the Press was going steadily fr<im bad to worse, it did not take any steps 
to check the evil course. But happily for the Press and for the Government 
we*have in the remarks quoted by my Hon’blc friend Mr. Dadabhoy the testi- 
mony of more than one yery high oflicial of Government that the Press of this 
country has as a whole behaved respectably and honourably and that 
it has given little ground for cooi plaint I will not quote, my Lord, 
what the Hon'ble Member may regard as ancient history Sir Herbert 
Risley gave us the history of the Ptes§ up to the year 1907, and he then drew 
attention to the Resolution which Your Excellency’s Government was 
pleased to issue in that year for the better conttol of newspapers. In that 
Resolution it was stated that ‘the Go\ernor General in Council has no desire 
whatever to restrain the legitimate liberty of the Press to criticise the actions 
of the Government, and he would be most reluctant to curtail the freedom of the 
many w^l-conducted papers because of the misbehaviour of a few disloyal 
journals.' My Lord, barely two years have passed since your Lordship was 
pleased to graciously acknowledge that the many papers in this country were 
well conducted and that the journals which were disloyal were a few. I venture 
to say, my Lord, that that is the position even today With the regrettable 
exception of a few papers in some parts of the country, the great bulk of them 
are still well conducted. If this is so, the case which my friend sought to make 
against a general restriction of the liberty which the Press has enjoyed, the 
case which he sought to make for taking legislative action to confine the whole 
Press within the limits of legitim.nte discussion, has not, I submit, been made 
out. Your Lordship will be pleased to remember that the last two years and a 
half have been a period of exception. Up to the beginning of the year 
1907, or I will go back a lutlc earlier, up to nearly the end of the year 
1905, the Press generally behaved in an excellent manner, even in the province 
of Bengal I do not think that there were many papers till then the conduct of 
which could be much complained of. My Lord, we all know then the unfortunate 
but momentous event which occurred about the end of 1905 We all know the 
act of violence, as many millions of people believe it, which was committed by 
Lord Curzon’s Government in p.irtitioning Bengal against the prayers and 
protests of the people. And It is from that time, iny Lord, that the evils which 
we are now deploring, and which have led to several deplorable results, largely 
date their origin. ** * 

“ My Lord, it was in 1906 that a certain portion of the Press assumed a 
tone of bitterness and even hostility which continued to grow also in 1907, but 
I submit,^ my Lord, that that evidenced abnormal condition. The cau.ses of the 
change iii the tone of the Press were discernible by e\eryb<)tly who cared to 
think about it. We regret them, but we cannot overlook them. It was due to 
the cause to which I have referred and to the bad feedings which were excited in 
the year 1905 and in the succeeding jear by certain official acts arid uttciances. 

1 am sorry to say therefore that the regime of your Lordship’s predecessor 
was largely responsible for diverting a section of thi Puss from its honourable 
course into a course which has caused immense pain to all lovers of the country, 
to all lovers of peaceful progress and good administr.ition My Lord, the evil 
is thero, but in dealing with it, in taking steps to extirpate it, let us remember 
the causes which have brought it about, so that our judgment may be tempered 
as the circumstances of the case may require. Let us remember also that 
since .the tfine thesejnewspapers began to abuse the liberty which they enjoyed, 
the Government has not been sitting idle. At no stage during the last three 
years could it be said that the Government failed to do its duty in regard to tho 
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fuppresston of all ^-expressions of seditious opinions We are told that the Govern* 
ment has been mild— the impression among the people 'generally is that the 
Government has been unduly severe , but, my Lord, there is another class of 
opinion which holds that the Government has been firmly mild and sympathe* 
tically severe as it thought the occasion required it to be. As soon as it 
felt that there was a necessity for doing so, it passed tlie Newspapers Offences 
Act in 1908, which ran by no m^nns be described as a mild measure. That Act 
has led to the suppression of certain journals which offended most severely ; 
others have bean tamed down or have died out If there is any journal exist • 
ing which still offends against the law, there is provision enough in the 
existing Code to stamp it out of existence There is not a single member 
in this Council who would desire that any mercy should oe shown 
to such journals, no one who desires that they should be allowed 
with impunity to abuse the hbiTty of publication which they enjoy. But 
I submit that unless the existing enactments are shown to be insuffi- 
cient, that unless it is shown to be necessary to introduce new legislation, 
the Government should not place one 'more repressive measure on the 
Statute-book I am sure your Excellency would be most unwilling to 
place one such other measure <on the Statute-book. There is no doubt that this 
Bill, if passed, will become a new source of discontent This is evident froth what 
I have seen of the comments that have already been made in some papers and 
from the many communications to which I have referred Your Lordship was 
pleased in the noble and gracious speech with which you opened this expanded 
Council, to point out that, deplorable as were the outrages which the Anarchists 
had committed, thev were mere passing shadows. Your Lordship will allow 
me to quote your Lordship’s words You were pleased to say ; 

‘ Though I have no wish to disguise from you tlie anxieties of the moment, I do no 
for an instant admit that the neccssitv of luthlcssly eradicating a groat evil from our midst 
should throw more than a passing shadow over the general political situation in Indiat 
1 believe that situation to lie better than it was five vcais ago Wc must notallow 
immediate dangers to blind us to the evidences of future promise I believe that the 
broadening of political representation has saved India from far greater troubles than those 
we have now to face.’ 

" My Lord, that being the situation, that being the correct reading o 
the situation, there is very little justification for introducing and passing the 
measure that is now before the Council If it cannot be abandoned, my Lord, 

I submit that there should be at .my rate time allovred for further consideration 
of this measure. There is a real danger felt that the provisions of the Bill as it 
stands will seriously affect the legitimate liberty of the Press. Those piovisions 
are unnecessarily wide and drastic. I will not take up the time of the Council by 
dwelling on them in detail By way of illustration 1 beg to invite attention to the 
fact that the Bill has discarded even the very reasonable provision which existed 
in the Vernacular Press Act of 1878, whereby the Local Government was required 
to give notice in the first instance to an offepding newspaper, i warning so that 
l he publisher might av^ud offending again Section 6 of that Act required 
that such a warning should be given, and section 7 laid down that if the warning 
was not heeded certain consequences were to follow. I submit, my Lord, that 
such a provision at least should have been included in this Bill. Secondly, there 
is danger from th# Bill not only to new presses but also to existing presses. In 
the case of new presses there is no reason shown for requiring everybody who 
wants to start a press to deposit a security The fact that there are certain 
persons in the community who abuse their liberty does not justify action being 
taken against persons who have not so misconducted themselves. To require 
every new'spaper which may now come into eMStence to deposit a security is, I 
submit, placing an unnecessary barru r in the path of journalism and casting an 
undeserved slur upon the good conduct of the person who may wish to start a 
paper. If, however, the Government insist that some security must be 
deposited, it is nothing but reasonable to suggest that the Magistrate should only 
require it from a person in whose case he considers that there are grounds 
for believing that he might make use of the press for evil or seditious- purposes. • 
My Lord, considering that the liberty of the Press has not generally been abused 
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during the Ions course of seventy years. 1 submit it is fair to Ak that this change 
at least should be made in the Bill. I do not wish that an offender should be saved 
from the consequences of his evil action 1 am only anxious that persons who 
are not guilty, who have never allowed any idea of disloyalty or sedition to enter 
their minds, should not be punished because some other person or persons have 
offended. Then, my Lord, in the case of existing presses, the Bill says that when- 
ever any person goes to register himself as a publisher of a p^per, the Magistrate 
shall demand a security from him. I submit that will mean that if the publisher of 
a paper which has existed for thirty years and which has never offendt-d dies and a 
new publisher goes to make an application to have himself registered as such, 
or if the owner of a paper or a press which has existed for fifty years dies 
and the son or the heir goes to make an application that he should be registered 
as the keeper of a press or the publisher of the paper, he will be called upon 
to give a security, I submit that this is extremely hard and unjust. The 
Bill does not ^ve the protection which it was thought at the first reading 
of the Bill was given to existing presses. 

** My Lor , I will not take up much more time of the Council. I am only 
anxious that the provisions of the Bill which have crtMted an apprehension 
in the minds of the people that the liberty of* legitimate discussion which 
is highly beneficial to the people and the Government will be curtailed, should 
be given up or recast. My Lord, when the Press is left at the imsrcy of the 
Local Government, when it is left to the Local Government by merely issuing 
a notice* to demand a security, I submit the freedom with which newspapers 
have expressed their criticisms of the ads and omissions of Government is 
very much likely to suffer After all, Local Governments are composed of 
human beings who arc liable to err , and we have had instances of Local 
Governments committing mistakes whicl\ sometimes the Goveinment of India 
have had to correct. If it should happen, my Lord, that a paper has been 
writing a little more outspokenly than it ahould have done, if a paper has 
offended by a series of cntici‘-ms pa'ised upon the Local Government, 
any incautious or careless expression in it might raiftih sooner be 
construed as falling ivithin the definition of prohibited matter than might be 
the case if the paper had not been so criticising the Government. A notice 
issued to the keeper of tlie press or the publisher to deposit a security 
will, 1 fear, in many instances, at least in some instances, lead to the 
extinction of the paper The paper might be' owned by an individual 
who may not be in a position to lose the little property he has. * It may 
be owned by a Company, and they may wisii at th3 first indication of 
dancer to close the business to avoid the threatened loss. In that way, tny 
Lord, I submit papers generally will be constr lined to write under a greater sense 
of restraint than is needed for the purposes of g 'od administration or of fair 
discussion. For the^e reasons, I submit that the further con'-ideration of 
this Bill should be postponed. And in supp' rt of this submission I would 
remind the Council of what Mr. Glflldstone ^'id in connection with the Verna- 
cular Piess Act. He said ‘ I think, if one thing is more obvious than another, it is 
that, whatever we do give, we should not retract, and that wh»'n wo liavt* c 'm* 
municated to India the benefii which is pet haps the greatest of all those that 
we enjoy under our own institutions, viz , the puhlicify ^of pr<<ceedjngs in 
which the n. tion is intt rested, and the allow mce of sufficient time to consider 
them at their several siages, to afford secunties .igainst wrong and error — it is 

deploiable in a case like this in India that the utmost haste should have 

been observed, not in amending or alu ring, but in completely over- turning, 
so far as the Press was concerned, a caidirnl part of the* legislation of the 
countiy*. I have omitted the w'ord ‘ Native’ because the pr« sent Bill 
affects the whole Press, European and Indian, English and Vr macular. My 
Lord, I submit that those weighty obseriations give us vnry sound guidance as to 
the lines which this Council should pursue We should not expose ourselves 
to a similar criticism by passing this Bi 1 today. No possible injuiy can 
happen if i^e fun her con ideration < f this Bill is postponed in order 1 hat the 
pubUc should have further time for < ons-deration. ^Members of the Cour.ctl 
should have ft further opportunity of weighing the Bill, and the Government 
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of reconsidering decision as to the necessity of a new measure, or at least of 
inti od'icing the new principle, , that of substituting executive discretion for 
judicial decision in di^tci mining whether a man has been guilty of some of the 
most serious offences of which any man can be guilty.** 

The Ilon’ble Mr S. P. Sinha said — My Lord, as a Member of your 
Lordship’s Go\ernment, who has had a great deal to do with the preparation of 
the mtasun now under discussion, I feel it mv duty to make a few observations 
on the Bill, for certain misconceptions which apparently still exist with regard to 
its scope Old purpose should, if possible, be dispelled, though I had hoped that 
after the lucid speech from my Hon’ble fru nd the Home Member it would 
hardly be net essary for me to have to transgress upon the attention -of the 
Council today. 

“ My Lord, I ask Your Lordship’s leave to begin by expressing the regret 
that I share with most Hon’bh* Members of the Council, and speaking personally 
for myself, the humiliation that I feel that we should today have to take part in 
th(* passing of a measure --which undoubted'y, I do not for a moment seek to 
conct al It — which undouhtedl) , places greater obstacles than have hitherto 
existed upon the freedom of the Press But, my Lord, while 1 feel the pain and 
the humili ition, I also fee! consolation in being able to take part in a measure 
which I believe mil have a great influence for good on the future of my country. 
It is because 1 believe this to be* a wise, fair and just measure that I have agreed 
to take pari in the introduction of this measure. 

“My Lord, 1 call upon mv countiymen— whose confidence 1 claim *to have 
earned — 1 call upon them to give their cordial support to this measure and to 
do the utmost tliat Ik s in their power to make it a success and to show that the 
Gove rnriierit is not called upon to enforce the Act either by their executive or 
judicial powers , for thr matter re-^ts entirely in their hands. My Lord, I will not 
deal — I am not able to ascend to the sublime heights to which some of my learned 
fru lids iiT the Council have invited us today — with the disquisitions about the 
freedom of the Press, about the int'stimable boon of a free Press, and 
mattcTs of that description However apjiropriate they may be on general 
grounds, I confess I am not fully convinced of their relevancy with 
regard to a Bill of the pariicular nature that we are considering. The 

question, and the only question, to my mind is this. Is there a neces* 
sity for the measure that we are considering today ? And if there is, 

are the means which we are proposing adapted to the end which we have in 

view? Now, It I havi understood iny friends who have spoken before me 
'aright, It seems to be univei sally conceded that the liberty of the Press, 
the freedom of the Press for which wo all have a great affection, has been in 

in.iny cases most grossly abused. Is that, or is that not so ? I have not 

hoard any of niy fiiends, I have not heard my learned friend Mr. Gokhale, 
for whom I have the greatest te.gdrd, I have not heard my fiiend Babu 

Bhupi'iidianaih B isn, with w'hom V have vyirked for many years, 1 have 
not lieard either of them deny that the liberty of the Press fias been grossly 
.ibused. If that is so, are we not to try and find a remedy? 1 can understand 
tlic argument, ‘why not have n'LOursc to the existing law? Are not the provi- 
sions ol the Penal Code, tin* St ditious Meetings .Act, the Newspapers (Incitements 
to Olfences) Act, wbich were passed only the otlier day, are not the-»e stringent 
enough, are not these sufiicicnt ^ * Well, if 1 cannot satisfy the Council 
that they are neither strngent nor sufficient, I will accept their verdict and 
say that the Bill which we Jiave introduced is unnecessary and probably 

iiifxpedu'nt Bu' let us see if as a matter of fact the provisions of the 

Ljxisting law’ are suflicieni. Now* my Hon’ble friend Mr. Gukhale has urged 
aith charactoiisiic foice, that we have m the provisions of section io8 of 
he Criminal Piocediire t,ode a weapon and an instrument ready to our 
'lands which we lia\e neglected to work, which we might have worked to 
jreater advantage, and, if we had, there was no necessity whatever for a measure 
>f the kind before us. Now my Hon’ble fiiend is not a lawyer himself. Fortu- 
lately or unfortunately, I have been for many years a lawyer, 1 have ha€ practi- 
:al experience of the working^f section to8, and I hc^ve had a good deaf qf 
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practical experience of the working of the sections dealing with sedition in the 
Penal Code , and 1 feel perfectly certain when I explain to the Council the 
difficulties of prosecutions under this sedition section and of prosecutions un 'er 
section 108 of the Criminal Procedure Code, they must inevitably come to the con- 
clusion that those provisions are neither sufficient nor stringent enough. Now let 
us deal first with section 108 which is of the same nature, the remedy is of the same 
nature, as the one we are now trying to provide namely, preventive. Sir Harold 
Stuart, I think, pointed out its inefficiency and I desire only to add that in my 
experience I found it to work in that way. Thus when vou call upon a man to 
furnish security under section 108 because he has been publishing seditious matter 
or because he has been publishing matter which excites race hatred, or because 
he has been publishing matter for the purpose of intimidating Judges, supposing 
you succeed m proving that that is the man who has published or printed the 
matter ir question — it is not always easy to do so — but supposing you suet eed 
in proving that the man you hauled Before the Magistrate under section 108 is the 
man who has printed or published or oissemmated scditiousmattcr , what is done P 
All that he is required to do is to enter into a bond or to give security, in other 
words, that he will not do it again. Well, wdien I have got that, how lar have 1 
got towards my end ? Assume I proce it I can prove it if he is a publisher, 
because he has to makea dedaration under tlie Act of 1867 that he is*a publisher. 
But he §oes home and makes a declaration that he is no longer a publisher of that 
paper, so that the law cannot touch him. No, more, he put-»up a friend of his, a 
man of straw, a dummy editor, to write, or rather to copy out W'hat he has wriiten 
himself. How do 1 benefit by the bond which 1 h.ive taken ? How do 1 prove 
that the man who engaged sologhnly before the Courts of Justice to be of good 
behaviour in the future has transgressed ? Humanlv speaking, it is impossitde 
to prove it. It is difficult enough to prove that the man is actually respon- 
sible for the dissemination of, the poison But when you havi proved it and 
when you have got an order punishing him, when yon have got it, you are no 
further than you had been before you ever came into Court Will, ihat is the 
section that we are referred to saying. Why don’t you work that? It has been 
worked, it has been in practice found to be unsuccessful, and with the explan- 
ations whicn 1 have given is any one surprised that it should be unsui cessful ? 

"Well, then, I will deal now w'lth the section with regard to sedition, 
the section which wc are unfortunately so familiar with for the last few years, 
section 124-A My Hon’ble friend refers with gieat force to the observations 
of Sir Herbert Rislcy and says that we confessed oui selves that during the last 
two years we have had 40 prosecutions, and that in these prosecutions we 
have had cent, per cent, of convictions What more do wc want? We have 
succeeded in every case. The law is potent enough to deal w ith such cases. 
Well, it would look like that to people who are not behind the scenes. If 
my Hon’ble friends think that •because* tlierc w<*re 40 prosecutions that 
there were only 40 seditious articles. 1 can tell them that they an* greatly 
mistaken. 

** My Lord, I have been the confidential adviser of the Gov< rnment of 
Bengal and the Government of India for many years past, Ar had hf^en rather — 

I beg my friend Mr. Kenrick’s pardon. During that tune I know what the 
procedure was that we had to go through befoie Tve initiati d prosecutions 
for sedition. It would go from the lowest oflictr who dealt w'lth it to the 
highest, each officer recording his note and each had to say whether he thought 
the case good enough to prosecute it. When all that had becMi done ir would 
be referred to the Legal Remembrancer to tlu Gov'ernmcnt of Mei.gal whether 
he thought that a conviction w'ould be obtained. And if the Legal Remem- 
brancer thought that it would, it would then go to the Standirg Counsel 
or the Advocate General, or the two together, to say whether they thought 
it was a proper case for conviction. U't H it does not seem to be a very expedi- 
tious pro^ss, does it? As a law officer of the Crown one would never advise a 
prosecution of the Press unless one was absolutely <?ertain of bt mg able to obtain 
a conviction. There is the secret of why there have been cent, percent, 
convictions, because out of ten cases we have had before us wc would not allow 
prosecutions to be initiated in 9 ®tit of 10, And there is very good reason, 1 
thittk» for it is not that the aw officers do not do their duty : there is every reason 
why law officers should be particularly careful in matters of this description. 

vi B a 
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One abortive trial for sedition creates more mischief than 10 successful prose- 
cutions. I appeal to all lawyers who are present here, in fact to all men of 
common senst*, as to whether that is not so If you fail in one case of 
prosecution for sedition, the immediate effect is that you create an impression 
that the Government is tyrannical and oppressive and trying to suppress ex- 
pressions of free opinion and legitimate criticism, and the man who, after all, 
may be a criminal, who has just escaped with the skin of his teeth, is raised 
into a mattyr and a hero. Well, that is the effect of these prosecutions for 
sedition. I hope I have shown satisfactorily that it is not always possible 
to say that because there are convictions cent percent that therefore all the 
cases of sedition have been dealt with and that the law can easily reach all the 
persons who are actually guilty It is also to be remembered that in a Criminal 
Court the accused must be given the benefit of the doubt . if thf^re is the slightest 
element of doubt you cannot send the editor or the proprietor or the publisher 
or the printer to jail 1 hat is one of the elementary principles of English 
jurisprudence But does anybody want tfi'ki doubtful matter — 1 do not say 
absolutely sedulous matter —but does the Council want, do my Hon'ble friends 
want that even doubtful matter shouhl be disseminated among the young men 
of the country ? 1 venture to say on behalf of parents that they do not : that 
if they weje to answer they would say at once ‘ We object to doubtful matter 
being placed before our sons and daughters in order that their minds may 
not be poisoned by literature of this description.’ , 

“ I hope 1 have said sufficient to convince the Council that the 
existing law', cither under section 108 of the Criniin il Procedure Code or under 
section 1 34-A of the Indian Pc-nal Code, is not strict enough fir the purpose of 
meeting the evil comj Uiined of — license of writing — winch requires to be 
checked. If it is admitted that the * xisting law is not sufficient for the purpose, 
it follows that something besides the txisiing law is ncces'sary, and 
according to the best of nui ligh's this is the measure w Inch we put forward as 
an adequate means towards that end 

“My Lord, it has been described as drastic, as interfering with 
legitimate ciiticism, as interfering with the liberty of the Press. Let us for one 
moment examine the provisions of this Act and see if there is any foundation 
whatever for this criticism. Now', we provide that, so far as existing newspapers 
and existing presses are concerned, we should not require anything undt r this Act 
so long as they remain w'uhin the law nothirg m this Act should touch them. 

' Does that sound vt rj drastic? Does that sound as if the Government is 
intending to chokt- knowledge or to block tht‘ progress of education ? Is it to 
be seriously suggested that papers of the description which we have in view in 
enacting this measure are papeis which are potent instruments for the dissemina- 
tion of knowledge ? 1 disclaim on behalf of this Council any such idea. Well, 

you have this, that the existing papea^. and t^^e existing presses are not to be 
required to give any security at all, but w'e ask that persons starting a 
^ press for the first lime, or persons starting a new'spajier after this Act is passed, 
should give security. It is said that this casts a slur? Where is the slur ? 
Indeed, on the other hand, what my friends suggest, that it should be after an 
enquiry that tlie ^cunty should be required, would cause a slur, and it would 
cause a slur w'hich would be uiemovoable by any process known to the Jaw. My 
Hon’ble friends P.indit Machn Mohin Malaviya and Mr. Gokhale suggested — 

1 am not sure that 1 am in ordtr in dealing w’lth these details of the Bill — that If 
you require security you cause a slur upon the man. And how do they get rid of 
that Why, by telling the Magistrate that security is to be required only when the 
Magistrate thinks that he is a man likely to preach sedition. Which view or which 
provision would cause a slur — our provision which says that every man who 
conies will have to give a security for good behaviour without any imputation 
whacewr on his character because we have nothing agamst him , will our 
piovision cast a slur or will the provision of our Hon’ble friend that Uie Magis- 
trate IS 10 make an enquiry to find out whether he is seditious or not, and if he 
thinks that he is seditious, require security ? And, mind you, there is no 
appeal against it ; it is final, absolutely conclusive, if the Magistrate says 
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*give security: you are a seditious person, you ought not to be allowed to print 
anything ; put ^ down two hundred or five hundred rupees, as the case may be.* 

I say that that is not an improvement on the Bill and my Hon’ble friends are 
not quite familiar with the provisions of the Bill. I admit that the time they 
have had to peruse the Bill and to digest its contents has r<ot been very great, 
but this is a sample of the criticism which 1 am sorry to say has been extended to 
this Bill. 

“ Now I do not desire to be long, but I only want to say a few words with re- 
gard to my second point, namely, if there is a necessity, is the Bill which we have 
put before the Council adapted to meet the end which we have in view, and 
further is it so very drastic as it is sought to make out ? Well, most Members 
have said, and I repeat it, that we do not expect that the man who is already 
aTmed with a Browning pistol or a dagger or VrMth a bomb will be affected by 
tne provisions of this Act. If he is out in the street watching for a man to be 
killed, he is not likely to stop to reat^ the Act and to be checked or deterred by 
any provisions of the Act. But what we seek to do is to cutoff the futl from the 
fire, the supply of the material which is used for the purpose of the anarchist 
propaganda. Will it or will it not have this effect ? Will it not prevent these 
from reaching the ears of the young men whom they get hold of ? 1 venture to 
think that, at any rate, it is worth tr} ing. Let us try and see if this d»es not cut off 
the source of supply without which thr propaganda must fail sometime or other. 
Well 1 Say therefore that it is one of the means — we do not say that it is the 
only means or that it alone will serve that end, but it seems to us a means — 
one perhaps of the many means v/hich are necessary to effect the object 
which we nave in view. That being so, there being the necessity and this 
being a means of carrying out the object which we have in view, 

the only othtr question that I think this Council ought to consider 
is, is the Bill too drastic, or in other words does it go beyond the necessities 
of the case ? If it does, we do not want it , we want that and that only which 
is strictly and absolutely necessary for the purpose we have in view. Well 
1 confess that after great thought and great consideration and the most anxious 
care that 1 could bestow upon it, it seemed to me that the Bill as framed and as put 
before the Council does not err on the side of being too drastic. Let me for one 
moment — I think it is not very necessary because Sir Herbert Risley explained if* 
clearly and better than 1 can — but let me remind you of the nature of the provi- 
sions of this Act. We do not touch existing newsrpapers We ask the new papers or 
the new presses which are to be started after the new Act is parsed to give security 
for what ? Rs. 500 is the minimum The Bill as originally introduced asked for 
Rs. 5,000 as the maximum. We have reduced it in Select Committee to Rs 3,000. 
The Magistrate therefore in regard to new presses and new papers has the 
power to require security to be given, not for an unlimited amount, but anything 
between Rs. 500 and Rs. 2,000 ; but unless we are to assume that the 
Magistrate is by nature and design a malevolent creature, we may take it fo’ 
certain that in ordinary cases he will not ask for n'ore than Rs. 500, thi 
minimum. It is only in extreme cases, and if he has reason to think that it might 
be misused, that he would ask for anything more than the minimum. Well Rs. 500 
to Rs. 2,000 does not seem to be an extraordinary sum require the p« rson 
who will have a printing press, a potent instrument for evil as well as foi good, 
it does not seem to me that it is an extraordinarily large sum to ask the keeper 
of a pnnting-press to deposit. With regard to the publisher also, a man who is 
to have the power of disseminating broadcast literature which might have great 
influence for evil as well as for good, we do not think it is a largf sum to require 
the publisher to put down. We want responsible persons to h ive the rqnduct of 
these newspapers and the publication of books wdnch would h ive sin h influence 
upon the youth of the country. 1 do not think that any right -thinking man will say 
that, in asking for that security, we have fixed it so high as to m.ikc it impossible 
for well*inteniioned persons with small capital to ♦'mbaik on an enterprise 
of thisTdnd ; that we have made it impossible for them to carry on 
legitimate business. Well, when the security is given, the money is 
in Court; it may be that if it had remained with the man 1«- would have 
been able t<f get more out of it than the 3 * per cenU which will be reafaaed 
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upon it as invested in Government securities, and all the time the money is in 
Court interest is accruing on the money as on Government securities* because 
no money is k( pt in Court locked up in box The moment you put lit in, it 
is invested in Government securities, and the man who puts in the money will be 
getting his 3 i per cent, interest on his money. He might have made more of 
course. We know that in India it is possible to get very much larger rates of inter- 
est, particularly in country districts ; but still it is not such a very great deprivation 
to be compelled to take 3!^ per cent, with regard to money which you are 
‘ bound to provide as a security for good behaviour. And it is only because the 
circumstances are exceptional and because privileges have been abused, that 
we are obliged to have rc*course to a measure of this kind. When the security 
his been put in, the keeper of the press or the publisher of the news- 
paper has nothing to fear unless he publishes matter prohibited by the 
law. When he has done that, what is the punishment to which we subject him ? 
The security between Rs. 500 and Rs.^'2,c)00 which he has deposited is 
declared to be forfeited, — by whose order ? By the order of the highest executive 
authority in the Province, the loocal Government. It is a great power which 
we no doubt confer upon the Local Government It is to be exercised on the 
gravest responsibility , it is to be exercised under safeguards which I will 
presently mention, which w’lll make the Local Government hesitate before it 
makes an order of forfeiture, because there is a tribunal who may sit ovej* it and 
reverse its decision. That in itself is a great check. It will incline the Local 
Government to be careful and cautious before exercising this great right. There 
will be a great sense of responsibility created by the very fact that there is a 
tribunal which can deal with it afterwards. Well then, supposing the Local 
Government makes that order of forfeiture, what liapp ? Is this man pre- 
vented from going on with his paper ? Has this man got t shut up his printing- 
press ? No, he has only to come and say * I now ask that should give the 
further security that you have provided for, and that I should have another 
chance * It is not that, on the first offence being committed, the Local Govern- 
ment takes his security and shuts up his business and shuts up his paper. That 
is not bo , on the first offence the Local Government orders that the security, 
and the security only, shall be forfeited. He can the very day, or the very next 
give further security and go on with his paper and the press, and 
s*-'at the same time appeal to the High Court If the High Court sets aside the 
* order of the Local Government, what happens? He gets back the second 
atupcurity which lie has put in, and the first security which was ordered to be forfeited 
c comes back to the position in w'hich it was and remains as the original security. 

^ So all that has happened is - on the first order of forfeiture being made, all 
c that has happened is — that he is kept out of the double security for the period 
^ between the date of the first order and the dale, of its possible reversal in the High 
’ S'Zourt Well, no doubt that is a cur^ilment a right , no doubt that he loses 
lomething , but all I say is this. It is a .sacrifice which every right-thinking 
itizen is bound to make, having regard to the exceptional circumstances for 
^which this exceptional legislation is introduced. It is a sacrifice, but it 
is not a very heavy sacrifice, and it is a sacrifice which you ought cheerfully to 
make having regard tv> the fact that there has been undoubtedly a good deal of 
sedition in the Press, and m ho will take upon himself to say that this kind of 
literature has not had its influence upon the youths whose outrages we all deplore 
and condemn ? It is a sacrifice ; it is a curtailment of a right, but it is not a very 
great one. 

It is of no use to attempt to convince us that it is a very drastic 
measure, because wc feel sure that it is not. We have put in all kinds 
of safeguards. I will mem ion anither which my Hon’bte friends seem 
to have forgotten in their hurried perusal of the Bill. W'hen the Local 
Government makes the order of forfeiture, the Bill provides that it must 
state or describe the offending words or articles, or pictures, or en^a^gs, or 
whatever it is upon which it bases its order. No making an or^ which is 
va^ue, which is indefinite, no dtder without allovring the man to know* what he is 
being punished for, but a definite order stating the very words q| the article, 
or describing it as that which the man is being punished for. Is not that a 
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safeguard ? Apart from the tribunal of appeal, is it not a safeguard to provide 
that a man will not have his security forfeited without being told exactly what 
he has written that is taken exception to ? 

I will tell the Council of another safeguard which my learned friends seem 
to ignore. We provide this. It is our desire to let byegones be byegones ; we 
do not want to get hold of anything that has been done in the past. We only 
Want that, after the Act is passed, they should not transgress again ; that is all 
that are require, and we provide that, when an order of forfeiture has been made 
and the man comes to the High Court, the Local Government will be entitled 
only to rely, in support of the order that they have made, upon anything that has 
been written after the passing of this Act and not before the passing of this Act. 
They will not be able to say, * this man is a notorious sedition*monger ; 
for the past three years he has been preaching hostility and sedition *. 
They are not allowed to do that, all they can say is, all that the Local Govern- 
ment can say is that * from and after the ^th of February 1910 this man 
has been writing seditious articles,’ and it is to these »nd these alone 
that we assign the sedition for which liie is punished. Is not that a safeguard P 
Does that look a drastic provision ? Is that any indication of a desire to 
choke the sources of knowledge ? Gentlemen, ail that this Bill intends to 
effect *is that nobody should, by writings in the public Press, create 
bitterness and hostility and hatred towards the Government by law established, 
towards the allies of the Government, and towards any class or sections 
of His Majesty’s subjects in JBruish India. Does anyone want to do it ? 
Does anyone think it is desirable that there should be any writing of that kind, 
creating bitterness, hostility and hatred either towards His Majesty, or towards 
his Government, or towards the Native Princes of India, or towards any class of 
His Majesty’s subjects ? Again 1 claim to speak on behalf of the educated 
middle class of my countrymen to whom I belong. I say the answer is 
emphatically no, we do not want any writing of that description. We do not 
want that such writings should continue and that they should continue to poison 
the minds of the youth of the country.” 

The Hon’ble Malik Umar Hyaf Khan said . — “ My Lord, some 
years ago, when I had the honour of an interview with Your Excellency, 1 
strongly advocated that some action should be taken against the seditious Press. 

I am glad to find now that the Government has considered it expedient to take 
such action. The Press here, like that in other civilised countries, does not 
represent the public feeling, but, on the contrary, some seditious people 
get the chance of becoming editors and thus through the medium of 
their papers convey their feelings to the innocent public, who are not 
educated but can only read and write and are apt to be infected by 
the Press comm^mts. Every printed paper is regarded by them as a message 
from heaven or at least as an interpreter of national views or feelings. 

” 1 am glad that Princes and other responsible persons whose interests are 
interwoven with those of the State and the land are aw.ire of the consequences 
and bear similar views The question was that the Parliament might not be 
in favour of a repressive measure. But I wish some of its members were 
here on the spot, and I think they would have been the foremost to move for the 
introduction of such a measure. The law is always meant to meet the 
requirements of a country and has to be varied and modified according to 
circumstances. 

“ It is all very well for those who have more experience of England to speak 
about the liberty of the Press there, but we should be guided by 6ur own cir- 
cumstances, refer to our own conditions, and solve our problems in our own way. 

** No one can deny that recently there has been an abnormal change 
in the country towards the development of anarchism, and we want abnormal 
measures, some legislation of a stringent character demanded by the situation 
to cope with the evil and to check it. Though I don’t think that this 
Act will tmroot the mischief hitherto worked by the preachings of the 
revolutionary Press, platform speeches, by the aggrieved and unemployed 
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youths, And, if I may be allowed to say so, by some speeches in the Parliament 
and in this very Council , but we know it is a srep in the right direction. We 
don’t want to >ake any ha'f-heaited or spasmodic measure but a drastic and 
decisive step Muoh has to be done for India, and the energy of the Press can be 
directed to far bitter purposes 

“ It makes a material difference when a certain section or community is 
offering whob some comuu nts or criticisms on measures of administration and 
when it dr sires to injure others and tries to overthrow the foreign rule and attain 
self-government. India has been rule I by foreigners from ages, and I can 
positivrlv sav that it is utterly impossible for it to hold its own even fora moment 
if frei d from British administration, on account of the diversity of castes and 
creeds, races, religions and 1 mguage®, the radicals of which differ so widely that 
it is impossible for them ever to unite. 

“ It will be seen that the great Muslim Emperor, Akbar, and a famous spiritual 
leader of Sikhism, Guju Nan.ik, and several others have tried to effect a general 
union , but the situation, if it is not the worrit, is just as bad as before. 

“ 1 hope I will not Le taken for a blind supporter of the Government as I 
belong to a Provir ce where there has been no increase of anarchical crimes 
and no general discontent, and where the landowning class, which I have been 
gi\cn the Jionour to rt'pr^sent here, has always pioved most loyal and trust' 
worthy 

“ 1 am derpiv intertsted in tlie wi Ifare of my country and have it .always at 
my heart and pt rhaps more soli mnly than most of the so-called showy platform 
patriots now-a-d..ys liked by tni xp< r.enced fan 1 tics who do not know that they 
are doing a great haim to their countiy when it is in a stage of great advance- 
ment 

“ I don't say that wc have got the most perfect administration. There may 
be always room foi improvt int nt, but txcusc me to say that it is the best 
possible administration India has ever enjoyed. 

“ It IS time we should put a stop to revolutionary preachings and bring the 
liberty of the I’ress wiihin iht' limits of legitimate discussion, and I believe this 
Bill will have the whoio-heaited support of all the loyal communities of India. 

“ I hope I shall be excu ed for s.iying th.it while speaking here we should not 
try_ to show our boldness in criticising Government measures but should also 
realise that we aie responsible h.tnds of ihe administration and should try our 
best to cf-oper.ate to »ombat tl e present evils .md get this most needed measure 
through without an^ division, if possible” 

The llon’ble Mr. Cun NWIS: ” My Loid, I ha\e the honour to 
represent on this Council sp» cltil interests, and 1 feel I should not give a 
silent vote on this 01 1 asion In my remarks 1 voice the opinion cf the 
bulk of mv c(»nstitiients It is an irony of bate that the first irtiportant 
Bill before the t'nl.irgi d Council ^nnild bC one seeking to control, be it in 
ever so small a me isure, the !i''i rtv of the Press, such as we have, through 
British magnanimity, eonu* to a'-sociate \Mth British Government in India for 
threc-quarters-of-a-century .and the ttiought fills me with pam that circumstances 
have arisen m on?, midst to force our support to almost any well-con'>idered 
measure, arming Govtriimci.t wnh extraordinary powers of control and punish- 
miait. I'nder pressure of d.mger, it is excusable for individuals and Governments 
to adopt extraordmaiy methods I am convinced the Bill should be supported 
not btc.iuse I hope it will root out anarchy, but because in trying times the Exe- 
cutive Gov ernhient, responsible for the maintenance of law and ordrr, without 
which no progress is possible, is entitled to the cordial co-operation of the com- 
munity in their efforts at the suppression of an evil deplored by us all, the Press 
not excepted The claim for 'upport, always strong, is much stronger in the 
case of Youi Excellency’s Government on account of the large-hearted and far- 
reaching concessions they have graciouNly made. A check of some kind on a 
portion of the Piess would also appear to be called for in the interest^ of parents 
and guardians and the youpger generation. It is of the utmost importance that 
journalism she uid be the profession of gentlemen of tie highest attainments, 
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imbued with high ethical ideas, and that they should bring t^the consideration 
of public questions a calm, judicial temper and a large outlook, always remem- 
benng the heavy responsibility that rests on their shoulders. The Press plays 
an important part in the development of a nation, and it is a misfortune if, 
through reckless wnting, it forfeits the respect of the community and the 
confidence of Government, and moves the turbulent elements of the society to 
commit violence which renders progress impossible. 

“ But at the same time that I support the Bill, I appeal to Your Excellency 
to do something for the reclamation of the misguided youths of the country. 
Surely British statesmanship ought to be able to devise means for that. The 
leaders of the people may with advantage bf* taken into the confidencv* of Govern- 
ment. The Government and the people working together in mutual trust and 
whole-hearted co-operation can do much to suppress turbulence, restore peace, 
and render the struggle for existence am mg young men less disheartening, 
thereby depriving anarchism of its votaries. The Bill is only preventive in its 
scope. Something more positive ^ required to infuse into Young India a 
healthier public spirit The methods of the anarchist are the worst 
calculated to secure to his countrymen th^il independence for nhich 
apparently he works. An anarchist propaganda has never secured and can never 
secure independence to any nation. Independence in the inateriril as in the 
moral world can only be earned by strict discipline and unswt rving loyalty to law 
and order. Anarchism retards the fruition of the country’s hopes and ns progress. 
Self*go\«rnmcnt is attainable only under the icgis of the British Government by 
a process of slow and peaceful evolution These truths make little impression ou 
fanatics. Reason is clouded in them by sentiment, and they arc swayed by their 
own ungovernable frenzy. And the r< suit is what has alarmed the, whole 
country, a startling demonstration of fury Every effort should be made to 
check this frenzy The nation has noiv roused, and no sympathy is felt in any 
quarter for the youthful assassin This carrn s in it a hope for the future. 
There is yet another element of hope in the situation : youths arc responsive 
CO kindness. It should be still possible to attract them by clemency and encour- 
agement to the side of Uw and order, to give a healthy direction to their idi^as, 
and to divert their fervour and activity into profitable i hannels The feelings of 
abhorrence expressed in this Council Chamber to-dav echo the feeling of tlie 
whole country, and the people will have reason to be gr.iteful to Your 
Excellency if the present measure is productive of the good llial is expeettd 
from it. I was present at and took part in ilie debates on a Bill of a similar 
nature in 1898. Many noii-oflicial members, and 1 among them, then strongly 
opposed the measure, but circumstances smre then have greuly changed, and 
I find to-day a general feeling both in this Council .md outside it to support 
Government in any judicious* measure calculated to put a stop to the present 
state of things 

“In conclusion, my Lord, 1 eijxnestly bope that the Bill will produce a 
salutary change in the tone of che rress, and that before long it will be possible 
for Government to repeal the measure.” 

The Hon’ble Zui-Fikar At i Khan said — ” My Lord, after ihe brilliant 
defence of the Bill made by my Hon’ble friend Mr Sinha 1 do iTot consider then is 
any necessity to speak at all, but as all of us have our diffen nt vu ws about it I 
think I may as wrll be given an opportunity to express the vunvs which 
I entertain about the Bill which is before the Council to-day This Bill touches 
the principles of the liberty of the Press in India and < tnhodit s one of the most 
important measures recently adopted to check that license ol tiu* Press whii'h 
has pven birth to the anarchical movement in this country I have no doubt 
that all sober-minded men will support the Gom nmu ut m its eflort 3 to main- 
tain peace and order and secure the uninterrupted welfan of the n asses in India 
whotke happiness is no doubt imperilled by the nnschnnous activities of certain 
fanatics, tMO are the enemies, not only ot Government, but oi their own county as 
well. Dunng the last decade we have w itnessed a sy‘'temaiic campaign carried on 
by a section of the Press, especially’ the Vernacular Press, to inflame the minds 
of young men and to create an atmosphere of unrest by deliberately misrepresenting 
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the acts of GoverrTment, and thereby destroying public confidence in the justice 
and good intentions of the authorities. This sort of writing inaugurated a reign of 
terror which culminated in murderous outrages of a most abominable character. 
The motive which prompts young men to resort to violence is apparently to make 
the government of the country impossible and to destroy the seeds of civiliza- 
lion which havt been pl.inted m this country during the last century and a half. 
No cons<'quciic(“ of this subversive propaganda could be more naturalt 
more plainly in< vilablc, than the introduction of this Bill. I am sure it 
is not the int< ntion of Government to chloroform the Press into silence, 
or restrict fair and honest criticism of the administration, for no enlightened 
Government would ever think of curtailing the liberty of the Press to such an 
extent But the anarchical conspiracy which has been discover<*d requires that 
no further atnise of the liberty of the l^ress should be toleiated. That section of 
the f’rcss which has all along remained fiee from contamination and has worthily 
striven to form and guide healthy public opinion will, I am sure, continue to enjoy 
the power and prerogative of its high mission to help and enlighten the Govern- 
ment and the jiubhc in their united efforts towards progress and prosperity ” 


The Ilon’blc RAJA ()i> l?*i(,nAPATiA said • — “ My Lord, I rise to address 
this House in a spirit of gr< at hesitancy and under a sense of great responsibility. 
As a loyal, cili/en, I feel ir my bounden duty to support the principles of the 
IVess Bill introduced by the Hon’ble Home Member at the last meeting of the 
Council. 1 am quite* sure that the time has come when some strong measures 
should be takem to e ontiol literary license and illegitimate criticism of public 
affairs m the Press in India, A Press th;it indulges in literary license and travels 
beyond the limits of legitimate discussion and encourages revolutionary propa- 
ganda is undouljtedly a gre^j danger to the State and to the public in general 
and therefore needs badly to be controlled But it is to be hoped that only a 
very small section of it falls under such category and the bulk are as loyal as 
ever, diffusing nothing but healthy htcr.uure and knowledge Under the circum- 
stances, while admiitmg the absolute necessity of some control over a section of 
the Press, I fear thit the present Bill irf some cases may be prejudicial to the 
best Interests of good and healthy literature. 


“ The men who start printing-presses in India do not generally belong to 
f an opulent class and can hardly afford to pay heavy securities which the new 
Bill will require of them to deposit. Considering that a large number of printing- 
presses confine themselves to mertly printing text-books as well as social and 
f .1 religious works and more often than not steer clear of all political publications, 
1 humbly think that this Bill will interfere materially wuth the development and 
expansion of this section As regards the section of the Press which deals 
with politics, no doubt this measure will improve their tone and make their 
owners more careful in future, though, 1 am afraid, it may prove to a certain 
^ extent deterrent to honest criticism qf times ^ 


e “ It is a well-known fact that a large number of people who write for the 
Press in Indw have to deal with a language about w'hich their knowledge is 
limited, and it will not be a m.atter of surpiise if, in commenting on public measures, 
legislations and adnynistnitiv e acts, sonic of them should have the misfortune to 
use erroneously any English words, phrases or idioms, in such a way that might 
be construed to have a ' tcndcmcy ’ to commit an offence in terms of section 4 , 
sub-section (I ), of this Bill Since, as 1 believe, it is not the intention of the 
Legislature to penalise an imperfect acquaintance of a foreign language nor the 
misapplication of foreign words, phrases or idioms, I venture to submit that 
proper latitude will not be grudged to such errors and the intention of the writer 
will be considered fully in all such cases. 


“ My next submission to your Lordship is that the measure will be found 
doubly hard for a man in ordinary circumstances who happens to be a publisher 
of books and newspapers and owner of a press at the same time. 

“ However much I feel^the necessity of some sort of control over the 
Press of this country at the present moment, I appeal to your Lordship tha 
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the present Bill may not be allowed to remain in force for a period of more 
than five years. Let us hope within five years* time a healtny change will 
eome over the general situation in India. But if unfortunately our hopes are 
not realised, the Government may by notification at any time renew this 
legislation. In 1898 the Government of India found itself compelled to itiake 
the law of sedition more stringent than before in view of the many 
acrimonious and bitter things that were being said at the time by a 
certain section of the Press; but only fi^e years after, in 1903, Lord Curzon, 
speaking as Chancellor of the Calcutta University, was pleased to remark 
that the Indian section of the Press was * gaining in sobriety and wisdom.* 
Therefore, my Lord, there is no reason to be absolutely despondent as regards 
the siniation in India five years hence, and we fervently hope that if such a day 
should ever come, it would be possible for the Government of India to remove 
this measure from the Statute-book. In this connection, I may be permitted 
to draw your Lordship’s attention to the fact that the Seditious Meetings Bill, 
which was intended to meet an equally emergent situation, was enacted to 
remain in force only for three years. 

“ Though I have been obliged to make these dbservations on the general 
trend and cb.uses of this Bill, 1 heartily approve of its principles and have no 
hesitation in supporting it.” * 

The motion was put and agreed to 

His Excellency TiiF Presiorn r stated that he proposed to take the two 
amendments which stood in the Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Base’s 
name at the end of the other amendments 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhalp: moved that in clause sub-elausc (/), of the 
Bill to provide for the better control of the Piess as amended by the Select 
Committee, for the word “ every *’ in the first line, the word “any” be sub- 
stituted, for the words “ shall, at the time of making the same deposit,” in 
the sixth line, the words “ may be required, at the time of making the same, 
to deposit ” be substituted ; and after the word “ India ” in the thirteenth line, 
the words and figures “ if, in the opinion of the Magistrate, there are reasonable 
grounds to believe that the press is intended or is likely to be used for any of 
the purposes described in section 4, sub-section (/),*’ be added. He s.iid; — 
“My Lord, I may briefly explain what my amendmi nt is. Clause 3, sub- 
clause (/), provides that when any person wants to keep a prinllng-piess 
after the passing of this Bill, he shall ordinarily be required to deposit 
security ranging between Rs 500 and Rs. 2,000, tht' Magistrate in t'xceptional 
cases being empowered to dispense with the deposit of the security or to vary 
or cancel any order from time* to time that he might make. Now the object 
of my amendment is to reverse this, and what I propose comes to this : that 
ordinarily every keeper of a press, after the Rfissing of this Act, t.e.^ everyone 
who wants to keep a new press, shall be free to come and make the declaration 
without offering security, and that only where the Magistrate thinks that the 
press is intended or is likely to be used for the publication of prohibited matter, 
that he should demand security. My Lord, my Hon’ble friend Mr .Smha, 
whom we are all proud to see on that bench there, and to* whose powerful 
speech we listened with great pleasure, though he gave some of us verv little 
quarter — Mr. Smha dealt with this amendment of mine by anticipation and there- 
fore I am at a little disadvantage in placing it now before the Council. However, 
let me explain my position briefly My Hon’ble friend 'jeumed to suggest that 
this amendment had been moved by us owing to a misappn hension of the object 
of Government and owinu to our not having studi< d the Bill properly. Now with 
all respect, let me assure noy Hon’blc friend, that a Bill of 26 sections does 
not take very long to study. It is true we had only four days, but so far as 
I am conceme<C I had studied the thing carefully before 1 sent my notice of 
amendment. I really think that, in spite of all that fell from him, this would be 
a better pro%ision than the provision which the Government proposed in the Bill. 
My Lord, the Hon’ble Mr. .Smha himself stated that -the object of Government 
was to provide only for the bare requirements of the situation , they did not want to 
• VI R 
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go an inch further than the situation demanded. Now what are the retjuirements 
of the situattan ? The situation required that every new press which might 
reasonably be suspected of being likely to be used or intended to be used for the 
publication of seditious matter, should be kept under strict control first of all 
by the deposit of a security. It is quite true that it may be a difficult matter for 
a Magistrate to make an enquiry and make up his mind as to whether he will 
demand a security or not, but the Magistrate ought to face this difficulty as he 
does in so many other cases In any case, it would be a smaller evil than 
this one where you demand security from every one. Mr. Sinha bracketed 
me with another member as saying that this would cast a slur on the person 
from whom the security was required. I believe he had in his recollection 
some remarks made by me in Select Committee, but so far as my speech of 
to-day was conctrned, I never said a word about a slur being cast on anyone— 
[The Ilon’ble Mr SiNllA. — “I beg the Hon’ble Member’s pardon ; probably 
he is right, 1 was thinking of what he said in Select Committee ”] And in 
my minute of dissent I have confined fiyself to this ground only, that the 
deposit of security ranging between Rs 500 and Rs. 2,000 would be a hnancial 
burden, and in many ca«5es itt,would be an unnecessary financial burden. *My 
Lord, 1 have especially the cases of our backward communities in view The 
backward communities of this country are now coming forward and there is a 
general demand for education and for educational organs of their own. On the 
Hombay side recently there have been three or four conferences of backward 
Maharattas, and at every one of those conferences a desire was expressed to 
have an organ of their own. Now I am quite sure some of these bodies 
will find it difficult to put together more than a thousand or two thousand at the 
outside and setup a pn ss and have .an organ of their own If the keeper of 
every new press is to be required to deposit security as a matter of course — of 
course there is the discretion given to the Magistrate in exceptional cases, but 
I do not suppose ordinarily it will be cxercisi'd — if evi'ry keeper of a press 
is 10 be required to offer this security, I think it would work as a great hardship 
on these small conce rns Again, where the same individual wants to have a 
small press and issue a small paper, he may be required to deposit two securities 
of two thousand each. The Hon’ble Mr. Sinha says that ordinarily the 
Magistrate will require only Rs 500. Well, I am prepared to take a good many 
things from Mr Smbd, but I am not prepared to take that from him, as that 
would depend on the Magistrate and not on the Law Member of this Council. 
Mv Lord, I therefore think that my proposal would be better than the provision 
which the Government have introduced into tlieir Bill. 

“The Ilon’blc Sir Herbert Risley told us that the object of this provision 
was to meet the case of those old offenders w'ho take new forms and again and 
again come up in different garbs Well, if the Magistrate is given this discre- 
tion, that would be effective, and a financial burden which would be felt as a 
hardship by many would be prevented. I therefore suggest that my amendment 
should be put to the meeting ”

So the motion was negatived. 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupbndra Nath Basu moved that in clause 3, 
sub-clause (/), for the words ** five hundred ” and “ two thousand ” respective! y 
the words ** two hundred ” and ** one thousand ” respectively be substitutca. 
He said : — “The meaning of the amendment is this that in the Bill as submitted 
by the Select Committee the amounts are fixed at the minimum of five hundred 
and the m^imuiu of two thousand rupees. I venture to submit to this Council that 
the minimum should be reduced to two hundred and the maximum to Rs. t,ooo. 
Would your Lordship permit me to pat these two separately, first the minimum 
Jtnd then the ^aximum. 1 wish to put the minimum at Rs. aoo. My Lord^ 
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the Hon*ble Mr. Kenrtck has said that there is no intention to choke the springs 
of knowledge, and my Hon’ble friend Mr. Sinha was also pleased to say that 
the Bill has not the remotest chance of in any way interfering nith the spread 
of education. Well, my Lord, as regards my Hon’ble friend Mr. Sinha, we 
have listened to his arguments with great attention I have known him for 
many years and we have always entrusted to him the leading of a forlorn hope, 
and I have often seen him carry that forlorn hope to a successful issue by his 
brilliant dash, skill and leadership In this case also 1 am afraid he has almost 
persuaded many of us Unfortunately, we on the other hand, earnestly, sincerely 
and hon<‘Stly believe that the Bill may interfere with progress, and in order to 
mitigate that effect of its really putting a bar on the road to progress, and also 
in view of tlie fact that the Bill is only going to be a preventive measure and 
not a punitive measure, I would respectfully beg of this Council not to make 
the conditions too hard As my Hon’ble friend Mr Gokhale has pointed out 
earlier to-day, there are many keepers of presses who are poor men and 
who start their presses for different objeetJr altogether. It will not be unknown 
to my friend Mr. Sinha, that in the Jessore and Faridpur Districts the so- 
called depressed class, the Na^asudras, are endeavouring to raise themselves 
in the scale of society and they are thinking of taking steps to spread education 
in their midst and of starting an organ of rtieir own which will deal with social 
questions, so that the difliculties under which they labour at present may be 
removed. In these cases it will not be possible — and I say so because 1 know 
of what 1 speak — 111 these and other cases it wnll not be pos'.ible •for the 
people to find the money for the security. Not only in these cases but in 
many others even in the Metropolis of India I know of many presses which 
start to print job work, which will not be able to find the money. The Magis- 
trates will hardly have the time and may not feel inclined to go into the merits 
to decide whether security should or should not be taken With these remarks 
1 will ask the Council to fix the minimum at Rs 200.” 

The Hon’ble Sir Herijert Risi fy — “ My Lord, I am afraid that 
I cannot accept this amendment. In Select Committee we reduced the 
amount to Rs. 2,ooot and 1 am afraid I am not prepared to reduce it any further. 
It is desirable that there should be substantia] security As has been pointed 
out, the amount of the security is not necessarily the amount of the su m itself 
but the amount of interest that is requirt d to raise it. 

** As for the Namasudra movement, 1 know all about it and I am in entire 
sympathy with it It is, however, out of the question lo suppose that this 
will inti'rferc with a magazine started for the purpose stated by the Hon’ble 
Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu That would clearly come within the purview 
of the dispensing clauses and properly be dealt with by that means.” ^ 

The motion was put and negatived.

The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale moved th.at m clause 3, sub-clause (5), for 
the words *' five thousand ” in line 14, the words ” two thousand ” be substitut- 
ed He said . — ” My Lord, this refers to the cases of old printing-presses. The 
cases that 1 have in view are those of small presses in small taluka towns, 
not at the hcadquarfers of a district or in any of the big cities. They are very 
small concerns. Sometimes the whole of one of these concerns may not be 
worth more than Rs. 500 or Rs. 1,000 and all sorts of things are printed 
at it. Take the case of a place where one of these presses was situated and 
where a wandering dramatic comp.iny produced a drama of an objection- 
able character. It might happen that the press might print a hand-bill 
about the drama wnthout knowing w'hat it w’as printing, and might get 
into trouble, especially if it is not on good terms with the local officials 
who are all small officials. Now if Rs. 5,000 is demanded from such 
a man as security, the poor fellow will be crushed out of existence. There is 
no provision here for an appeal to the High Court, and that is final. 1 therefore 
suggest that in place of Rs. 5,000 the sum should be fixed at Rs. 2,000. Even 
Rs. 2,000 will be a constcjbrable sum, and if the man offends again there are 
other provisions that would apply in his case. ” 
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The Hon’ble Sir Herbert Rislev : — ** I rtgret that I cannot accept this 
amendment.^ The clause deals with a case where an offence has been committed, 
and in that case it is propor that the amount of security demanded should be 
larger than in the case where no offence has been committed. As for the case 
mentioned by the Hon’ble Member, 1 am justified in saying that we may take 
it that the people who administer this Bill will be reasonable ; they will know 
that if there is the slightest suspicion oi vindictiveness not only will they be 
immediately pulled up but their action will tend to discredit them. ’* 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’blc Baku Bhupendra Nath Basu moved that in clause 3, sub- 
clause (^)f for the words “ five hundred ” and “ five thousand ” respectively 
the words “ two hundred ” and "one thousand*' respectively be substituted. 
He said — “This amendment is practically the same as the one 1 moved just 
now in respect of sub-clause (/) of clause 3.** 

The Hon’ble Sir Herbert Rislev* “The same arguments apply and 
with even greater force to this, and 1 cannot therefoPe accept it.*’ 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Mai.aviva moved that in cl.iusc 3, 
sub-clause^ (5), after the words “ the Local Government may, ” for the words 
“by notice in writing require the keeper of such press to deposit with ** the 
word “direct ** be substituted , after the word “ situated *’ the words “ to require 
the keeper of such press to show cause why he should not be ordered to 
deposit ’* be inserted , and for the words “ Local Government ” in the third line 
from the end of the clause, the words " the Magistrate *’ be substituted. 
He said — " The object of my amendment is to make the order for the 
deposit of security a judicial order and not an executive order. I need not say 
more.** 

The Hon’ble Sir Herbert Risi-ey . “This strikes at the entire principle 
of the Bill and 1 would ask the Council to reject it.” 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhalr moved that in clause 3, sub-clause (.2). of 
the Bill, after the w'ord "India” inline 17, the words and figures “or 
to enter into a bond, if the keeper of the press offers to do so, binding himself 
not to use his press ngain for any of the purposes described in section 4, sub- 
section (/),” be added He said : — “ I have taken the substance of this amend- 
ment from the Act of 1878. As a matter of fact, in this particular, the present 
Bill IS more drastic than the Act of VJB78. The Act of 1878 gave the option to 
an offending party to enter into a bond, and, if he bound himself not to offimd 
again like that, the Government accepted the bond and things went on without 
further trouble I think it would be a d«>sirable thing to have this provision .igain 
in the case of small concerns that might otherwise be crushed,out of existence 
by the demand of a heavy security. If a man has offended, especially through 
inadvertence, he would be all the more ready to bind himself. The m.in 
who has offended intentionally will offer security and will go to th(* High Court 
when the security is forfeited, whereas the man who has erred through madvi-rt- 
ence will apologise, express contrition and give afty undertaking that the 
Government mi^t ask him to enter into As the objcr*t of the Govtrnrnent is to 
prevent sedition and not to get money out of these people, I suggest that this 
amendment should be accepted.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Sinha — “O n behalf of my frknd, .Sir Herbert Risley, 

1 am unable to accept the amendment proposed I would only point out that 
the Hon'ble Mr. Gokhale is in error in thinking that under the Act of 1878 the 
option either to deposit the amount or to enter into a bdnd was in any way given 
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to the keeper of the press or the publisher. Under that Act the Magistrate 
could require the publisher of the newspaper to give security or enter into a 
bond, and it was the Magistrate’s option and not 'the publisher’s. So that the 
Hon’ble Member is wrong in thinking that we are trying to be more severe in the 
Bill as framed than it was under the Act of 1878. I am therefore unable to 
accept the amendment.” 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble I 3 \BU BhUPENDRA NaTH Basu moved that in clause 3, 
sub-clause (if), after the words “the keeper of such press” the words “to 
enter into a bond in a sum not exceeding one thousand rupees binding himself 
not to allow th<* press, to be used for any of the purposes aforesaid or to deposit 
with the Magistrate within whose jurisdiction the press is situated* security for 
the amount of such bond ” be added, and the portion of the same sub-clause 
beginning with the words “ to deposit ” and ending with the words “ may think 
fit to require” be omitted. He said — “ I.Iy amendment is on the same lines as 
that of tile Hon’ble Mr Gokhale. only in this case 1 propose to fjive the option 
to the Magistrate either to call for a bond or to call for a deposit, and that is 
on the same lines as Lord Lytlon’s Act.” 

The rton’ble Mr. Gokiiai K — “ My Lord, I beg to support this amend- 
ment, I know that it will be said that after all it does not mean very much, but 
if the two things are put together in the Bill it would be a sort of a sug'gestion to 
the Local Government th it that they should offer a choice to the party con- 
cerned of the two alternatives.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Sinha — “My Lord, we an* unable to accept that 
There is really no substance m what the Ilon'ble Member is asking for. This 
is after an offence has been committed and it gives the option to Local 
Governments to call upon the offend* r to put down security. I do not see where 
the harm or the injury comes in at all.” 

The motion was put and negatived 

The Hon’ble Sir Viihaidas D Thackersey moved that to clause 3 
the following explanation be added — 

“ Explanation — A declaration made under \t'itton 4 of the Press and Registration 
of Books Act ^ iSdy, by reason of the death or retiicmcnt of the keeper of a printing- 
press, shall not bt Aicnitd to he a declaration -i»>thin the meaning 0/ this section," 

He said — “ I have heard very carefully the rematksof the Hon’ble Member 
in charge of the Hill and of th«i Hon’hle the Law Member, and they have clearly 
given us to understand that the existing pressi's are not to be touched and that 
they shall not be required to pay deposits •As it has been so well pointed out, 
there are many presses, held by men of small means, and unless an cxpl.mation 
as I propose is added the object will not be secured, since on the death of a father 
his son shall have to pay a deposit, and if he is not able to deposit security he 
.shall have to c^se his business, whu-h had gone on during his father’s and 
perhaps during his grandfather’s time for years. As it is not the intention that 
the present presses should suffer any penalty, I beg that this explanation be 
added to clause 3.’’ 

The Hon’ble Sir Herbert Risi ey —“I am unable to accept this 
amendment The difhculty is that w'e cannot really be sure of their bond fids 
in the matter. There may be henami transactions, maid fidcs of various kinds, 
and we are bound to guard against that.” 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale moved that in clause 4, suiS-clause t/), 
the words “ or may hav« a tendimcy ” in the ninth line be omitted. He 
said “ My Lord, this amendment refers to the definition of what is objection- 
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able matter. Hie definition runs as followa.:'^' Whenever it appears to the 
Local Government that prmting*prdsli in respect of which any security 
has been deposited as required by section 3*15 used for the purpose of printing 
or publishing aoy newspaper, book other document containing any words, 
signs or visiblfc representations which are likely or may have a tendency, 
directly or" indirectly, whether by inference, suggestion, allusion, metaphor, 
implication or otherwise, * to do any of the things that are mentioned below, vie., 
‘ to incite to murder, etc.,* ‘ to seduce any officer, soldier or sailor in the 
Army or Navy of His Majesty from his allegiance or his duty,* ‘ to bring 
into hatred or contempt Hts Majesty or the Government by law established in 
British India,* and so forth, the Local Government may, etc., etc. Now, my Lord, 
this js fearfully comprehensive. I will take only one of the things mentioned, the 
feeling of contempt. Now vihat is provided here is that the writing should not 
be likely to promote a feeling of cdhtempt towards the Government, ' directly 
or indirectly, whether by inference, suggestion, allusion, metaphor, implica- 
tion, or otherwise,*. Surely this is comprehensive enough and should suffice. 
The Bill however goes further and lays down that the writing in question should 
not even have a tendency, directly or indirectly, etc., to produce si^h a result. 
*I fear this might be made to include almost any adverse criticism. For 
instance, let u-? take the case of flie Excise Department of the Government. 
>Suppose*in criticising^it 1 say that drunkenness is on the increase owing to liquor 
shops being located near temples and other convenient This may be 

interpreted as having a tendency to suggest that the Government is driving the 
people to drunkenness and is therefore bringing the Government into contempt 
in the eyes of people who abstain from liquor Or take another instance. 
Suppose'l say ihat last year, when the Indian Councils Act was under consi- 
deration, Lord-Morley premised that, as soon as might be after the passing of 
the Act, -Indian Membrts would bo appointed to the Executive Councils of the 
Govtrnors of Mjidras and Bombay, and yet nothing has yet been done. I may 
b6 told that my statement h%s a tendency to bring the Government into con- 
tempt, as It may be ‘taken to .ittribute a breach of faith to the Secretary of Slate 
for India. 'I think tfm object that, the , framers of this Bill have m view will be 
amply mCt by retaining the other words ‘ likely, directly or indirectly^, wliether 
by inference, suggestion, allusion, metaphor, implication or otherwise, ’ and 
omitting the -wqrds ‘ or may have a tendency.* 1 therefore propose that the 
words ' or^ayh'ave a tendency * be left out.” 

The Hon’hJe Sir 'Hfrbert FCisi EY — ” 1 regret that 1 am unable to 
accept this amendmeat. Tha> latter part of clause 4 (/) has been most carefully 
considered by us, and we *framcd it*in the form which it has with the express 
object of covering the "frequent (;jises — tha too frequent cases— of what h.is 
been described in th.i debate as veiled sedition. That is the* reason why we 
put in the words ' or may have a tendency.* And I submit. Sir, that therr i-s no 
difficully whatever in ascertaining what is the tendency of a paper. The Local 
Government can be under no temptation at all to strain the nrovisions of the 
section. They wrill loojc at things generally and, knowing tnat the eyes of all 
the world will be on them, they will be the less liable to exhibit any excess 
in the direction of worlting this section. As for the cases wdiich the Hon'ble 
Member cited, it seems to me that thes^; are clearly covered by the excep- 
tion to the clause.*!. 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu said —“I support my friend 
Mr. Gokhale. In reply to what has fallen from the Hon’ble Sir Herbert Kk»Iey, 
1 wQuld remind. him probably it is within his knowledge' that during the period 
when Sir George Campbell was the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, the late 
Babo ICristo Dass Pal was the editor of a paper known as the Hindu Patriot. 
No more l^al citizen of India existed at this tune than Babu fCristo Dass Pal, 
and. his paper was considered one of the most loyal papers then in existence. 
And yet,«!n a Resolution in the local Gazette, Sir George Campbell described 
the paper as seditious , and I know' he was taken to task for it by Lord North- 
brook. Sp that it is.quite possible that Local Governments may make mistakes, 
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a:» the Government of Bengal did in the case 1 have just cited, and which may 
be in the memory of my friend Sir Herbert Risley. " 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Mahan Mohan Mai aviva moved that in clause 
4, sub-clause (/) ihe words " or to do any act which he is not legally bound 
to do, or to omit to do .tny act which he is legally entitled to do ** be omitted. 

The Ilon'ble SiR HERBERT RiSLEY " I am unable to accept the amend- 
menl.” 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The Ilon’ble Pandi 1 Madan MohancMai.aviva moved that at the end 
of clause 4, sub-clause (/), last paragraph,* for the words “ the Local Govern- 
ment ” the words “ Ihe Magisiratc ” be substituted , for the word “ declare ** 
the words " requin* him to show cause why ” be substituted ; and for the word 
“ to *’ in the last line the words “ should not ” be substituted. He said — “ My 
reason is the*s,ime as that given by me in moving a previous amendment, 

I want a jiidn lal decision instead of an executive order.” 

The Ilon’ble Sir Hkrueri Rislky . “ I arn unable to accept the 'amend- 
ment *' 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’blf Bahu Biiupkndra Nmh Basu moved that in clause 4, 
sub-clause (/) (r/), after the words “in fear” the words “ of injury to his person, 
reputation or property ” and in (/) after the word injury ” the words ” to his 
per''On, reputation or property ” be added H<* said — “ These are the words 
which 1 have bormwed from tiie Indian Penal Code, and the addition, if 
accepted, w'ould define or at least limit the objects to w’hich the person’s fears 
may be excited I think it would be a useful limitation in this definition ” 

The Hon’ble SiK Hkkbrri Risi ey : “I am unable to accept the amend- 
ment, and lor this le.ison • It seems to me that the addition of these words, 
which the Ilon’ble Member proposes to add, wall be to exclude pressure brought 
to bear upon the members of the family of the person, that is to say, that these 
words will e\( lude froM the purview of the Act the most subtle and the most 
dangerous loi m of intimidation tliat has been resorted to in recent years” 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra Na 1 h Basu. “In that case, my Lord, 
1 do not press it.” ^ 

The motion w'as withdrawn. * 

The Hon’ble B MU' Bhupendra Nath Basu moved that in clause 4, 
sub-clause j.?), after the woul .ind figure “ sub-section (/)” the words “ and 
not complied with be added, and at the end of the ssine sub-clause the words 
“ after the expiration of ten days from the issue of such notice ; provided no 
such amendment shall take effect if in the meantime an application to set the 
same aside has been made to the High Court as hereinafter provided until the 
matter his been disposed of by such High Court ” be added He said — ” This 
declaies, as m the Ihll, * where a notice has been issued under sub-section (/), 
the declaration made in respeet of sueh press shall be annulled.* That stops 
the press .at once unless, as my friend the Hon’ble Mr. Sinha suggested, the 
paity IS able to put in the additional security which would be the added security 
and which w'ould be a much heavier amount and thus carry on the press, f'or 
the purpose of avoiding that inconvenience I add this *tnat after the expiration 
of ten days from the issue of such notice; provided no such annuRnent shall 
take effect if in the meantime an application to set the same aside has been 
made to the High Court as hereinafter provided until the matter has been 
disposed by such High Court.’ In this instance, as soon as themppeal is made, 
the press stops at once, but 1 provide that let a notice issue, the notice of 
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annulment* and let the offending party have ten days tjme within which to 
move the High Court, and if he succeeds in moving the ^ Court then the 

press will not be stopped. Of course I am aware that in the meantime much 
injurious matter may issue from the press, and this would be an argument 
against me. But, my Lord, if human actions are to be judged by ordinary 
standards, it is practically out of our purview altogether that after a man has 
be<m under notice of annulment and after his appeal to the High Court he will 

S o on again writing sedition against the Government or any class of His 
fajesty’s subjects, and that it being a very short time which 1 have provided , 
I think the amendment may be accepted by your Lordship.*’ 

The Hon’ble Mr S. P. Sinha — “ On behalf of Sir Herbert Risley I would 
accept the amendment in a somewhat modified form. The section runs as 
follows: ‘ Where a notice has been iixied under sub*scction (/); the declaration 
made in respect of such press shall be deemed to bi* annulled.* That is, as soon 
as the notice is issued, the declaration is deemed to be annulled with this notice. 
I am willing to accept the amendment in this way ‘After the expiry of ten days 
from the date of the issue of a notic^nder sub*si^ction (/), the declaration made 
in respect of such press shall be deemed to be annulleil ’ But not in reg ird to 
the High Court, that if th'*re is an appeal to the Ittgh Court the paper is to go 
on till the decision of the High Court, which will ordinarily t^kesomo time. We 
will accept the ten days.’* ^ 

Th^ Hon’ble Baru Bhupendra Nath Basu — " I modify my amendment 
accordingly. However, we are grateful (or small mercies. 1 may appe il to my 
Hon’ble friend, the Hon’ble Mr. Sinha. If you only give me ten clays and they 
do not postpone the annulment until after the decision of the High Court, it 
practically confers no benefit upon the offending fournal. And you treat the 
offender in the case of a book less severely, supposing ( publ sh a seditious book 
that goes on circulating. .Whereas in the case of a printing-press you slop it 
altogether. Of course I am entirely in your hands.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. S. P Sinha: — ”1 do not think ray fi lend has quite 
apprehended the position This section refers to the printing-press, the keeper 
of which is not to go on printing in his press from the moment that he has been 
required to xleposit a further security that was the s(‘Ction oiigin.illy drafted. 
We thought that it would give rise to some difficulty because tlie intention of the 
Bill IS that after the order has been made for thi* forfeiture of ihe security he 
should be entitled to deposit further security and then go on, and that some 
little time ought to be given between the date of the order and the date of the 
deposit of the further security he may not be able to do it immediately 
or the next day. It is for that purpose we agreed to give len days, so ihat, 
notwithstanding the order of fbrfciture is made, he will still havi* these ten days 
during which time he can use his printing-press, and if on the tenth day he 
deposits his security he can go on all along. * in the meantime he can go to the 
High Court.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu — “I accept that.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhalb : — *' Since my amendment whu h follows is 
the s^me in substance, I would like to say a few words upon this amendment. 
Since Government are prepared to accept the suggestion that the notice of 
annulment should not lie effective for ten days, I do not sec why the\ should 
not go a little further. Otherwise what is the me.imng of the appeal you allow 
to the High Court? You may, if you like, shorten the period of appeal from two 
months to, say* fifteen days. If after the noti' e of annulment the keeper of 
a press appeals to the High Court, »ay, v. ithin fifteen days to have tiie order set 
a^e and the High Court expedites the li^anng of the rase, the whole thing 
may be decided in a comparatively short time. You propose to compel the 
man to stOB his work even if he has appealed to the High Court that your 
order may be set aside. This may cause great hadr-hip because he may have 
entered into contracts to deliver printed matter on a certain day, and 
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unless he offers fr^h security, which may be up to ten thousand rupees, you 
will not allow him to go on. If the appeal is a remedy, 1 do not see why 
you should object to extending the period a little further/* 


The Hon’ble Mr S. P. Sinha. — ” I think my Hon’ble friend makes the 
suggestion in his happy ignorance of the High Court. It is not possible for the 
Bill to direct the High Court to expedite the appeal ; we could not do it. And 
although the app“al may be filed within the fifte-m days, the time within which 
the appeal is to be heard will depend upon the state of business m the High 
Court, and unfortunately it is likely to be delayed for some considerable time. 
We cannot allow the order to be suspended during the very considerable 
period that is almost certain to elapse between the dite of the order and 
the hearing of the application to set aside this order. Whereas with regard to 
the ten days, we make that concession in order that his business may not be 
stopped, and he goes on If the High Court sets aside this order, begets back 
the further security or the original security.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mudholkar ‘^*My amendment is also on the same 
subject and with the same object. As my friend Mr. Gokhile has pointed out, 
it IS not only the case of newspapers we are dealing wah, but we are dealing with 
the case of printing-presses. There are numerous printing-presses who do 
nothing except job work, such as printing books and doing other things. 
Let us take the case of a press which is issuing a large number of books daily ; 
there is printed a book which contained some objectionable passages, and for that 
the man is called upon to pay enh.inced security and the st'curity is ten thousand 
rupees Now ten thousand rupees would mean an uiter loss of business to the 
majority of printers of the Indi.in community. Certainly they will be simplv 
unable to carry on the work. They will have to close their business and it will 
mean in many cases utter rum fot life They would be entirely im iblc to 
carry out then contracts, their work will be stopped, and the whole thing w'lll come 
to a crash. I had suggested ycsterdiy to the Hon’ble Sir Herbert Risley and 
the Hon’ble Sir Harold Stuart the amendmcni which stands in my n-^me, and 
which IS intended to meet the case of those men who through inadvertence have 
committed some offence, and I prop >se that if the man gives an undertaking that 
he would nor do any of the things laid down in section 4 (/) and executes also 
a bond, and further agrees that if during the pendency of the appeal fie commits 
the same offence, then t/fso facto the heavier penalty imposed under 
section comes into effect, the man automatically becomes amenable to 
the enhanced punishment. As the object we have to prevent is the repetition 
of the offence during the pendency of the appeal to the High Court, 
that will be sufficient. My Lord, what we are anxious for is to secure 
some immunity to persons who have really no intention of carrying 
on the trade in illicit literature, but who through oversight have come into 
difficulty I Would request the Member in charge of the Bill to consider all 
these amendments together and see whether it is not possible by combining 
them together to meet the real difficulty of the situation wnich I have sub- 
mitted to him,” 


The Hon’ble SiR Herbert Rislky — ”1 am afraid I am unable to accept 
this except to the extent wc have just indicated. Otherwise we have no security 
against a man of straw.” 

His Excellency THE President : I understand the Hon’ble Babu 
Bhupendra Nath Basu to accept this.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu • ” Yes, I accept it.” 

1 he motion that in clause 4 , sub-clause ^si), for the words and figure 
” Where a notice has been issued under snh-secti'vn (/) ”, the words and figure 
” .After the expiry of ten days from the date of the issue of a notic^under sub- 
section ( » )” shall be substij^uted, was then put and agreed to. 
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The Hon’Mc Babu Bhupbndra Nath Basu mowed that in clause 
5, (or the words “ one thousand ” and ** ten thousand.*’ respectively, the 
words “ five hundred ** and “ two thousand five hundred " respectively, be sub- 
stituted. He said “ My Lord, after the lapse of the first security the amount 
of deposit required is that it shall not bo less than one thousand or more than ten 
thousand. It would be impossible for the most, the largest number of proprietors 
of printing-presses in Indii, amongst us Indians, to find security for ten thousand, 
to deposit ten thousand, with the apprehension always present in the mind that 
the whole of the ten thousand may be ^one My Lord, as I have said.|that the 
definition of offences is very wide, and as my friend the Hon*ble Mr* Gokhale 
has pointed out that any expression which might be construed as showing ill-will 
towards Government or bringing it into contempt, it may be taken as sufficient 
to forfeit the security. Having regaid to the tact that the ten thousand rupees 
cannot be found in these circumstances, and that this will ptactically mean the 
closing of the press. 1 would respectfully appeal to the Hon’ble the mover of 
the Bui to reduce the amount of the secuiity.** 

The Hon’ble Sir Herbert ey : “I am afraid I cannot agree to this 
proposed reduction The margin left here is very large and we are lustified in 
assuming that in administering the Act regard will be had to the character of 
the press with which the Magistrate has to deal.” 

The motion was put and negatived. * 

Th» Hon’ble PANOIT Madan Mohan Mai.aviya moved that in 
clause 8, sub-clause (/), after the word "newspaper” in line 1, the words 
" staitcd after the commencement of this Act’* be added. 

The Hon’ble SiR HERBERT RiSLEY • '* 1 have declined to accept a similar 

amendment.” 

The motion was put and negatived 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhaf e moved that m clause 8, sub-clausc (/), before 
the word “ shall " in line 6, the words "and who is not the keeper of the printing- 
press at which the newsnaper is printed ” be inserted. He said —"My Lord, 
the object of my amendment is to provide for the case of a well intentioned 
person who wants to start a •imaW bond press and also a small newspaper. 
Under tlie Bill, tnis individual, being the keeper of the press and also the pumisher 
of the newspaper, will be required to deposit two soturities, one for the press 
up to a maximum ci Rs. 2,000, and the other for the newspaper also up to 
Rs. 2,000. Virtually it means that because this man wants to publish a small 
newspaper and have a press of his own, he will be called upon to deposit Rs. 
4,000. I think in such a case the Government may well be satisfied with one 
security.” 

The Hon’ble Sir Herbert I^isi.ey : " I am prepared to accept my 

Hon'ble friend’s amendment in a modified form, namely, ‘ Provided that if the 
person registered under the same Act as printer of the newspaper is also 
registered as the keeper of the press where the newspaoer is printed, the pub- 
lisher shall not be required to deposit security so long as he is*so registered.' ” 

The motion that in clause 8, sub-clause (/), of the Bill, after the words 
" Government of India” the following proviso shall be added " Provided that 
if the person registered under the said Act as printer of the newspaper is also 
registered as the keeper of the press where the new-jpaper is printed, the 
publisher shall not be required to deposit security so long as such registration 
IS in force ” ; and in the existing proviso, for the words " Provided that ’’ the words 
" Provided further that ” shall be substituted, was th<“n put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupenora Nath Basu moved that in clause 9, 
sub-clause%[jr), after the word and figurr* " s ib-section (/)’’ the words " and not 
complied with ” be added, and at the end of sub-clause (a) the words " after the 
expiration of ten days from the issue of such notice ; provided no such annul- 
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ment shall take ei]^ct if in the meantime an application to set the same aside 
has been made to th(‘ High Court as hereafter provided, and the matter has been 
disposed of by such High Court ” be added. He said : — " This is the same 
clause which in a modified form has been already accepted ; if the same conces* 
bion is granted, we will ^iccept it. 

The motion that in sub-clause { 3 ) of clause 8, for the words and figure 
“ Where a notice has been issued under sub-section the words and figure 

“ After the expiry of ten days from the date of the issue of a notice under sub- 
section (/)” shall be substituted, was then put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviva moved that in clause 
8 , sub-clause { 2 ), all the words after ** the Local Government may be omitted , 
and the following substituted therefor, namely : cause a notice in the form in 
the schedule hereto annexed or to the like effect to be served on the printer or 
the publisher of such paper," and add to the Act the following Schedule - 

“ SCHEq^JLE. 

Form of notice under section 8 (2). 

Whereas a certain newspapef {state name of newspaper) contains words, signs or 
visible representations (<7r cat'' may be) of (he nature described in section 4« sub* 
section (/), of the Indian Press Ail 1910, this is to give notice to all whom it may concern, 
and to give a*ll such persons a warning, according to the provisions of section 8, sub-section 
(a), of the said Ait 

and then the following new clause be added — • 

(j) If, after such a notice has been served on the printer or publisher, the 
newspaper in resp(*ct of whuh it has been issued contains any words, stg^s or visible 
representations of thf nature described in section 4, sub-section (/), the Local Government 
may, by notice in writing, requite the publisher to deposit with th^ Magistrate, within 
whose jurisdiction the nrwspap r is published, security to such an amount, not being less 
than five hundred or more than hve thousand rup-^es, as thi* Magistrate may think fit to 
require, in money or the equivalent thereof in sjcunlies of the Government of India" 

He said: — " I have taken this from the Vernacular Press Act of 1878. f 
think this at least may be accepted.” 

The Hon’ble Sir Herijrri Risley : " I am unable to accept the amend- 

ment. In practice no doubt the notice will usually be given, but it is not desirable 
or necessary that this formal obligation should be inserted in the Act ” 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Sir Vithaldas 1). Thackf.rsey moved that after clause 
16 the following clauses be added, namely — 

“16A. The Local Government before pas^ingan order requiring a keeper of a press 
or a jiubbsher, to deposit security under section 3, or section 8, or before 
passing an order of forfeituceof any gecurity defiosit under section 4, 6, 9 or 
II, and of the printing-press under section 6, shall give an opportunity to the 
keeper of the press, or the publisher of a newspaper, to submit any explana- 
tion that he may wish to give." 

“16B. The Local Government may upon good cause shown cancel any forfeiture 
made iftider this Act 

He said : — " The object, my Lord, of this amendment is that before any 
action is taken or an order of forfeiture is pissed, the accused party may have 
an opportunity of being heard. It is just possible that he mty nave a very 
reasonable and satisfactory explanation to give, and all the unpleasantness m^y 
be avoided. At the same time I do not wish to curtail the power of the Local 
Government to confiscate objectionable publications when they think necessary. 

I have therefore allowed that portion to remain.” 

The Hon'ble Sir Herbert Risley • ” 1 am unable to accept this amend- 

ment. There is no doubt whatever that reasons of high policy dimand that 
Local Governments shou)^ administer this Act with the utmost tenderness. 
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There obviously may be cases in which it would be futile to call for an explani - 
tion. As for the second part, there i a no object in empowering a Local Govern* 
ment in this Bill to do that which it can always do by virtue of its own executive 
authority.** 

The Hon’ble Sir Vithai^das D Tiiackrrsi* y : *‘lhave taken that 
portion from the Act of 1878 ** 

The Hon*ble Mr. Gokhalf : “I beg to support this amendment. 1 really 
do not see why Government should not accept it. If the Government think that 
the man has offended, they can ask him to give an explanation. I do not see what 
there is in this that in any way dctricts from the object which the Government 
have in view. It is an unnecessary hardship that a man should get up one 
morning and find there is an order of fisrfettiire, coming upon him as a bolt from 
the blue. I therefore support the amendment.*’ 

The Hon’ble Sir HFRRERr Risi-EY ; “ I can only say that there 
may be many cases in which it is ncce'>sdry to secure promptness. There is 
not the slightest prospect of the law being harshly adininistere<l, and it is not 
desirable that Local Governments should be tied down by the law to require 
an explan Aton in every case.” 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon*ble Panoit Madan Mohan Malaviya moved that in clause 
17 for the words “ of forb iture ” the words “ requiring security to be given or 
declaring a security or other property to b*i forfeited ” be substituted He 
said. — “There ought to be opportunity given to a man who is cal U'd upon 
to deposit securilv to have the matter considered by the High Court, so that 
if a mistake has been committed he may have an opportunity of getting it 
rectified. 

The Hon*ble Sir Herbekf Risi ey “ I am unable to a»'ci*pt this 
amendment ; it has already been decided ” 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupenora Nath Basu moved that in clause 
19 the words “ and may award costs and damages ” be added. He said — 
“ My Lord, in clause 19, wherf; the High Cour‘ may, on revision of the facts, 
set aside an order of forfeiture, I wish to add the words * and may award costs 
and damages. * The party finds that heavy punishment is inflict<»d upon him. 
You make him forfeit his deposit and you make him incur heavy co<>t in moving 
the High Court. If the High Court is satisfied that the order is wroi^ or 
was not based on proper or sufficient material, why should not the Higii Court 
also be empowered to award costs or damages? Clause 22 provides that 
the party affected will have no otlier remedy. If he has no tther remedy, and 
if he has been unjustly punished, why should we object to the High Court 
being also empowered, in cases where it finds that an order of forfeiture was 
wrongly made, to award costs and damages ? That would be a very whole- 
some check upon the attitude of the Executive.” 

The Hon’ble Sir Herbert Risley ” I am afraid I am unable to 
accept this amendment. My Hon’bJe friend has pul it as if this is a question 
of civil procedure i but these are questions of Ciirninal procedure , it is not 
consistent with the form of criminal proceedings that the clement of damages 
shotdd be introduced.” 

The nftition was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale moved that at the end of the Bill a new clause 
be atkled, na.meky — 

** 27 This Act shall remain in force (or three years only from the date on which it 
receives the assent of the Governor General.” 
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He said "My Lord, I urge this ameadment most strongly on the acceptance 
of the Government. I think that the Government will lose absolutely nothing by 
accepting it, whert*as they will gam a great deal by accepting it There is no 
doubt whatever that if after the expiry of three years the general situation in the 
country requires that similar legislation should again be in force, there would not 
be the smallest difficulty in the way ot the Government passing another Bill like 
this through tins Council as it is constituted. Look at the fate of the only 
amendment on which the Council has so far divided today. It was not only 
defeated but positively slaughtered Therefore there would be no difficulty 
whatever in getting any required legislation through this Council. But, my Loro, 
the advantage of accepting this amendment would be this It would at once 
show tu the public the exceptional character of this legislation. It would be 
an invitation to large sections of the public to co-operate with the Government 
in terminating a state of things which has < rendered that^ legislation necessary, 
1 think large sections of the people who would otherwise leel it a grievance 
that this Bill has been p<issed would not feel the same objection to the Bill if this 
amendment is accepted. 1 therefore urge strongly that this legislation should 
remain in force for three years only." 

I 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mudiiolkar said — “ My Lord, 1 also beg to 
support the amendment because the amendment which stands in my 
name is practically io the same purpose Both those amendments, I may 
say, have been proposed after consulting a number of non-official members. 
My Lord, there is a very strong feeling among persons of responsible 
disposition to support Government in the exceptionally difficult situation in which 
they and the country are placed I would only make this request, that as these 
are exceptional times when exceptional measures are required, the operation of 
these should be confined only to the continuance of those exceptional conditions. 
My Lord, as I pointed out in my speech made some time ago, there is an 
important principle which belongs as much to British jurisprudence as to Indian 
jurisprudence which Ins to be laid -iside for purposes of the safety of th-* 
Empire, w‘5., the exclusion of the jurisdiction of the Civil Courts and of the 
Criminal Courts and the clothing the Executive with the powers of the Judiciary 
My Lord, we admit the necessity of taking this extraordin.iry power on accoun- 
of the exceptional circumstances , but I would beg the Council to consider the 
great importance of the principle which is involved m the separation of the 
judicial from the Executive functions in ordinary There is no prin-iple which 
has been more unreservedly admitted and considered more sacred and which is 
regarded as more in accord with the British constitution than the principle of 
the supremacy of law, and 1 would beg the Council to see this, that the clothing 
the Executive with extraordinary pqwers should be confined to the narrowest 
possible limits and should not go beyond thcT exigencies of the situation. When 
these exigencies cease it would be a fit occasion for the expiry of the Act. It 
would be not a little difficult to obtain a repeal of the .Act. I say asm the case 
of the Irish Act, this present Act should expire of itsidf at the end of three years 
unless its contmuaftce then is considered necessary by the Govern- »r General in 
Council. I would therefore most earnestly request Government to consider the 
propriety of the amendment, which is suggested in the most friendly spirit and 
with a view of loyally co-operating with the Government in ihe great and 
difficult task which they have before them.” 

The Hon’ble Sir Vithaldas D. Thackersey said — My Lord, I support 
the amendment It must have been plain to Government that in spite of 
the diverse opinions held by se\eral members, considering the present situation, 
the Council as a whole has supported this measure m order to meet the 
situation ; and I think when the situation improves, the measure must be 
reconsidered in the light of the situation at that time.” ^ 

r 

The Hon'ble Mr. Dadabhoy said — " My Lord, I venture to add a word in 
support of this amendment. 1 support it from a different standptint. There is a 
thing like penitence even with the most violent section of the Press, and we should 
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ghre tbft seditioiM fVess an opportunity of reid«immg thomstfves and fretting 
tne past I! a h<^ is hold that this Aot is to apply for a limited period only 
and It frill beTopeaied when the situation improves, it will nave a very salutary effect, 
1 therefore s^peal to every member of this Council to support the amendment,' 
If after three years the present state of affairs continue, there will be no diffioiilty 
in the Legislature further extending that period ; on the other hand, the adoption 
of such a course^ will raise hopes in the Press generally, and the conductors 
of newspapers will have the satisfaction of feeling that the Government have 

g ‘ven them an opportunity of correcting their past errors and that if matters 
iprove in the next few years through sobriety and restrmnt in their language, 
they will be restored to their former position. For these reasons 1 pray-— | 
earnestly request~every member of this Council to leave aside all consiaera* 
tions and support this amendment. The object of the present legislation will be 
gained and there will be absolutely nothing to lead to the conclusion that any 
prindple has been abandoned. ” 

Ms 

The Hon*ble Babu Bhupendra^ath Basu said :— •* My Lord, tho Hon^ble 
Member in introducing the Bill said it was suited to the circumstances. If that 
is accepted it will mean that Government only meant to introduce the Bill for 
the purpose of dealing with exceptional circumstances ; that there is no desire 
to act in such a way as to restrict permanently the legitimate aspirations of the 
Press. Therefore, my Lord, 1 hope that this amendment will be accepted. " 


The*Hon*ble Maulvi Svbd Shamsul Huoa i — ** I have much pleasure in 
supporting this amendment, 1 feel that an Act of this nature should not ^ 
allowed to remain on the Statute-book one moment longer than is necessary. I 
am convinced, my Lord, that the cloud which obscures the sky will soon vanish. 
If a time limit is imposed on this Act, it will be an incentive to the people, to 
the proprietors of newspapers and keepers of presses, so to conduct themselves 
as to make the renewal of such a measure unnecessary. I, therefore, my Lord, 
support this amendment.** 

The Hon’ble Sir Herbert Risi.ey My Lord, I am afraid I can hold 
out no hopes that lam going to accept this amendment. It will involve a very 
serious danger and impair the effectiveness of the Bill. In England the license of 
the Press is controlled, and we .see it controlled every day, by public opinion. Now 
here in this country there is very little public opinion and its place must be sup* 
plied by the law. This law, when it is passed, will be, as 1 have said 
before, a great public educator ; and I think we should not hold out any 
hope that that wholesome influence of education will stop at the end 
of a hard and fast period. When, Sir, we get a Press temperate in 
tone and honest in intention, thon it will be possible to repeal that law ; but we 
cannot predict with any degree of certainty that that end will be attained 
after two or three or even after five years. ^The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale told us 
at an earlier stage of the debate thlt the air was thick with antagonism. How 
soon wilt it clear ? Can we be certain that it will be cle ired within a certain 
number of years? If it is not, and if the Bill is limited to that period, then when 
the period expires it will be necessary to re-enact it. Out of that will come 
an undesirable excitement and general feeling. On the other hand, if the people 
concerned have themselves applied the remedy that we desire, nothing will be 
easier than to repeal the Act, and 1 submit, Sir, i hat to meet the people by 
repealing the Act will be a far more impressive way of doing that than this 
motion proposes to do.** 

^I'he Hon*ble Mr. Gokhale My Lord, 1 can only say that I am 
greatly disappointed at the answer of the Hon*ble Sir^ Herbert ^Risley. How- 
ever, 1 should not have ventured to take up any more time of this Council but 
for a reference which the Hon*ble Member made to a remark of mine in this 
moniin^s speech. I djd no doubt say that the air was thick with feelings which 
were antagonistic to thfr continuance of British rule. JBut one way of clearing 
the gir ofAose feelings, one way of counteracting the mischief that exists, is to 
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show some confi(^ence in the people, and this would be done by limiting the 
operation of the Bill to three years. I do not wish to add anything more. It is 
a matter of regret that an appeal from so many quarters has met with no 
response.”

l^e Hon*ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Dasu ; — My Lord, again 
there is an amendment which stands in my name : '* and shall be in force for 

three years, or for such further period as the Governor General in Council may 
determine.** I suppose that leaves it to the Government at any time it chooses, 
without passing any Act, to determine operation of the Act. 1 do hope that 
may be accepted.**

The Hon'ble SiR Herbert Risley moved that the Bill, as now amended, 
be passed. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

Mis Excellency the President said; — “Gentlemen, this is the^ first 
great measure which has been dealt with by the new Imperial Council, and 
I congratulate Hon*ble Members on the thoughtful tone of the speeches to 
which we have listened ; and though some exception has been taken to the 
nature of the powers conferred upon Local Governments, I would ask Hon*blc 
Members to bear m mind that in framing the Bill the Government of India 
has had to consider, and to meet as far as possible, very considerable diver- 
sities of public opinion. We believe that the Act as now passed avoids 
unnecessary and 11 mating interference, and at the same time affords ample 
machinery for dealing with the evil it is intended to meet. The causes which 
have renaered legislation necessary were so fully anti ably explained to you 
by Sir Herbert Risley on Friday last and were so eloquently laid before you 
by the Hon’ble Mr. Sinha today that I need not attempt to repeat them to 
you. I woulti rather draw your attention to the political importance and signi- 
ficance of today's discussion. The member| of this greatly enlarged Council, 
thoroughly representative of Indian ifiterests, have passed what may be justly 
called a repressive measure, hr cause they believe with the Government of 
India that thit measure is essential to the welfare of this country. In so 
doing they have furnished the proof which I have always hoped and believed 
that they would furnish — that increased representation of Indkin interests and 
communities would not weaken, but would vastly strengthen, British adminis- 
tration. That being so, I hope I am right in assuming that we are at the 
commencement of that new political era of which 1 have so often spoken, and 
that the presence on this Council of the leading public men of India may 
aiiord the Viceroy’s Government the loyal advice of which it has so olten 
stood in need. 

“ In accordance with this view the Government of India has decided ^ to 
obliterate, as far as they have it in their power to oblit* rate, ihe sore f»'eliug 
caused by the action which has been forced upon them by past emer- 

f encies* We have determined to release the State prisoners ^who were 
eported, under Regulation 111 of 1818, fourteen months ago.^ Our justibcation 
for their release is based upon the belief that the polititftl position has entirely 
changed, that the political movement of which they were the leaders -*-*seditiou8 
• VI H a 
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as it was'-ohas degenerated into an anarchieat plot, which (»n no loi^|er be 
legitimately included as part of the political agitation in which they were so 
iculpably implicated. We believe that we are no longer confronted by a 
political movement such as they inaugurated, but are (ace to face with^ an 
Anarchical conspiracy waging war against British and Indian communities 
alike, and that it will be long before we can exterminate the evil unless thoM 
Uummunittes agree to woik together hand in hand. We believe that their 
mutual efforts will be greatly encouraged by the release of the deportees as 
showing that (Government is willing to trust the influential classes of the people 
and to rely upon their co-operation and loyalty. 

" But though we have come to this decision, we cannot for an instant 
disregard the probability of further attempts at outrages, and that probability 
we are determined to combat with all the weapons at ouf disposah 

In the meantime we trust that the Act which this Council has passed 
today will efliciently control the source from which so much evil has emanated. **

The first stage is to collect &hd analyse the facts, to examine the local conditions 
by which they are influenced, and to estimate their effect. The second stage Is 
to investigate the reasons underlying the facts and to decide what remedy, 
if remedy IS necessary, lies within the power of the Government. ^ In other words, 
it is necessary to diagnose the disease before going into the question of treatment 
For the first stage of the inquiry a Committee would appear to be the least suit- 
able machinery. Ihc collection and compilation of (acts and figures can better 
be effected by a single offic»al of ‘Special experience and training in sUtistical 
work, assisted by an adequate staff For this, first stage, therefore, we do not 
think it advisable to appoint a Committee. We propose to entrust this part of 
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the inquiry to Mr. K. L. Dutta, an experienced officer of the Finance Depart- 
ment. I am however able, without further delay, to give the Hon’ble Member the 
terms of reference upon which he will be askea to report 

(1) What has been the actual rise in prices in India during the pa^ 

fifteen years ? Has this rise affected all commodities ^ike or is it 
specially marked in the case of food-grains ? Are there marked 
differences in respect to enhancement of prices as between 
different areas ? 

(2) To what extent is the rise in the prices due to what may be styled 

‘ M orld factors *, and how far may it be ascribed to local condi- 
tions ? 

(3) Does it appear that the rise is a permanent feature, or is it tempotAi*y 

only ? 

(4) If it be more or less permanent, what are its probable economic effects 

on the country as a whole and on the mfferent sections of the 
community ? „ 

" In reply to questions (3) and (4) put by the Hon’ble Member, I have to say 
that adequate ^teps vitl be taken, and full provision will be made, to enable 
Mr. K. L. Dutta to obtain the best and most reliable information available at 
important centres throughout India. ^ 

" It is not considered either necessary or advisable to lay on the table the 
correspondence which has passed between the Government of India and the 
Secretary of State,” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Oadabhoy asked : — 

” Is the Government aware that assessment of the Indian income-tax 
Is not uniform, generally without data and unpopular ?” 

*' With a view to secure smoothness in the working of the Act and to 
Inspire confidence among the people, will the Government be pleased to give to 
the Civil Courts jurisdiction to hear appeals against the assessment, or, in the 
alternative, to join non-officials with the Revenue-officers in the assessment and 
the hearing of objections ? ” 

The Hon’ble SiR Guy Fleetwood Wilson replied : — 

” 1 am afraid I do not quite understand in what sense the Hon’ble gentle- 
man suggests that the assessment of the income-tax is not uniform. The rates 
are the same for all India ; and the procedure of assessment, though it is pre- 
scrilied by rules framed for each proviifte by its»own Local Government, follows 
the same lines everywhere. We are aware that the data for assessment are of 
somewhat unequal value ; but the assessing officers employ whatever reliable 
d.ita are obtainable. 1 do not contend Uiat the tax is a popular one ; but { 
should hesitate to apply that term to any tax, so far at least as the taxpayer is 
concerned. 

“The Government of India are not prepared to' give the Civil Courts Juris- 
diction in the assessment of taxes. The experiment of associating non-ofncials 
in the assessment is m operation in certain provinces , but it would be imprac- 
ticable to employ non-omcial assessors in the hearing of objections.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dadabhoy asked: — 

“ Does the Government propose to introduce into schools a regular course 
of ethical education ? If so, will such education be purely secular ? Wit|||r a view 
to disarm hostile ciiticism and to secure public support and co-operation, will 
Government be pleased to sibttle the details with the help of a Committee of 
Educationists, official and non-official ? 
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The Hen'ble Sir Harvey AdamsqN replied * 

** No proposal to introduce into schools a reji^ular course of ethical educa- 
tion has as yet been deliberated on by the Government of India. It is a matter 
to which the Government of India attach considerable importance.*' 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dadabhoy asked : — 

" Is there any truth in the newspaper report that the Secretary of State 

for India in Council has approved of a scheme, involvini; an increased annual 

expenditure of five lakhs of rupees, for the improvement in the pay and prospects 

of the ministerial officers of the judicial and Revenue Courts and offices of 

Bengal ? If it be a fact, will the Government be pleased to extend to the other 

provinces the same kindness, and to place ministerial officers of all parts of India 

on the same footing in respect of pay and prospects ?** 

* 

The Hon’ble SiR Harvey Apamson replied : — 

^ *' A scheme for the rcvisio? of the pay of ministerial officers attached to 
Judicial Courts, to the offices of Commissioners of Divisions and to district and 
sub-divisional offices in Bengal was sanctioned By the Secretary of State in May 
1909. The cost of the scheme was nearly laichs. The last general revision 
of the pay of ministerial officers in the province was made in 18^ 

Questions affecting the pay of ministerial establishments are primarily for 
consideration by the Local Governments concerned, and the Government of 
India have no reason to believe that uniform rates of pay for such establishments 
throughout India are either necessary or desirable.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dadabhoy ; ** Will the Government be pleased to in- 
form us if any demand for increased pay has been made by Local Governments.” 

The Hon’ble Sir Harvey Adamson : ” 1 am afraid 1 require notice of 
that question.” 

The Hon'We Mr. Dadabhoy asked : — 

” Is the Government in a position to state the total area of pasture lands 
in the country, and further, whether there h.is been a decrease in it during the 
past fifty years ? Is it aware that the present area is insufficient for the supoort 
of cattle, and that lands that should be left as village commons are included in 
reserved forests ? Will the Government be pleased to revise, with the help of a 
Committee on which non-officials should be adequately represented, the rules 
framed under the Indian Forest Act so as to have in every village a sufficient 
quantity of land for pasture ?” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Miller ^replied 

“I am unable to give the Hon’bie Member definite information as to the total 
area of pasture lands in India, as such lands are not separately classified in the 
Agricultural Statistics. They are included m the figures relating to fallow and 
waste land, and to forests which the Hon’ble Member will fWid in Table No. a at 
page 50 of the printed volume of Agricultural Statistics. No definite comparison 
» therefore possible with the conditions of fifty years ago, but there can be no 
doubt that owing, chiefly, to the great Increase in cultivation, and m some places 
owing to the spread of lirigation, the area available for pasture has largely 
decreased during that period. It is impossible to say whether over tlie whole 
of India the grazmg area is insufficient for the cattle j this must be m itter of 
oputton, but there is no doubt that in many parts of the country grazing grounds 
have been seriously curtailed. The Government of India are not aware that 
landa tha* should be left as village commons are included in reserved forests, 
but have no doubt that any cases of the kind in which there may be room for 
reasonaMe doubt will be carefully considered if brought to the notice of the 
Local Government. The subject of the maintenaqpe or of the further provision 
of pRstura land involves much wider considerations than the question indicates. 
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Local Governmontff’are fully alive to its importance. No action omler the Forest 
Act could possibly secure the provision of a sufiioient quantity of such Ian d 
in every village. This could only be done by interfering with the land-owner’s 
freedom of action in devoting to cultivation land hitherto used for pasture. As 
regards grazing in the forests, the rules under the Indian Forest Act are framed 
(or each province by the Local Governments concerned, and Local Governments 
are fully aware of the importance of providing grazing facilities in forests and 
also of utilising forests for the provision of fodder as far as this can be done with 
due regard to the maintenance of the forests themselves. The Government of 
India, therefore, are of opinion that the Committee proposed by the Hon’bl c 
Member could not serve any useful purpose, and they are not prepared to 
appoint it.” 

The Hon’ble Mr Chitnavis asked: — 

Is Government aware that official tours, notwithstanding the good intentions 
of the officers, cause great inconvenience in small villages to ^ villagers and 
landholders who have to arrange the camp Snd supply provisions ? 

" In view of the obvious desirability of reducing the inconveniences incidental 
to the tours to a minimum, while maintaining necessary supervision by officers, 
will Government be pleased to consider if convenient centres cannot be fixed in 
the interior .^or official camps, and, if they can be, to advise Local Governments 
to fix such centres in consultation with gentlemen interested in the matter ?” 

The Hon’ble SiR Harvey Adamson replied : — 

** The question raised by the Hon’ble Member is discussed at length in 
paragraphs 670 and 671 of the Report of the Royal Commission on Decentra- 
lization in India. The Commission suggest that tours should be carefully 
planned, so as to afford a reasonable length of stay at selected centres, from 
which visits can be made to outlying parts Such halting places should be in 
large villages at which supplies are easily procurable and where lodging is avail- 
abfe for persons who have business with the touring ofhcial. The Commission 
do not suggest that halting places in the interior should be fixed by the Local 
Government nor in view of the varying conditions of different provinces and the 
nature of the work that has to be done in camp would this plan be practicable. 
The opinions of Local Governments have been invited on the proposals of the 
Commission, and copies of the Hon’ble Member’s question and my answer will 
also be forwarded to them.” 


INDIAN COMPANIES (AMENDMENT) BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mu. Maxwh i. presented the Report of the Select Com- 
mittee on the Bill further to amend the Indian Companies Act, iSSa, and said 
he proposed to move that the Repdlrt be taken into consideration at the next 
meeting of the Council.

THE FINANCIAL STATEMENT FOR 1910-1911.

Introductory. 

^ On this occasion, when the first Financial Statement under the new rules is 
presnted to our greatly enlarged Council, I may bt permitted to indulge in a brief 
retrolpect. In F^ruary, i860, just fifty years ago, my predecessor and namesake, the 
Right Honourable James Wilson, in an elaborate speech, (aid the earliest of India’s annual 
financial statements before the Legislatnc Council of those days. His speech, as 1 
have said, was elaborate , it covered the whole ground of the hn.ancial and economic 
position of India But the accounts which it introduced were set loith in a single short 
table, printed on a sheet no bigger ‘han ihF ptoverbial sheet of note paper To this were 
appended a few statistics of debt, trade and cash bala.ices , the whole thing barely 
occupied tjsnoctavo pages There was of course no discussion The revenues for the 
• coming year were estimated at ;^38 millions and the expenditure at millions The 
total external trade, imports and exports combmrd, was valui d at onl^ j^6o millions 
(it is now over £200 millions) and the total debt of India was millions (it is now 
over ^^250 millions) We have gone a lo.ig way in these tifty ye irs, and our conditions • 
are widel> different from what they w’ere in i860 ; but iheie is a curious parallelism 
between parts of Mr W ilson’s speech and some of the things w'hich 1 shall have to 
say to-day. He had to deal with a deticit ; he had to comey a grave warning (which 
was long unheeded) of the precarious nature of our opium revenue , and he had -as 
alas ' IS my fate aho — to suggest auditional taxation 

a It IS not, however, the matter, but rather the form and the treatment, of our 
financial statements that 1 set out to leview The full expository speeches and the 
brief figured tables were continued by Mr. W’llson’s successois foi thirteen years 
though about 1866 we find the abstract of revenue and expenditure di'veloped and 

* classified into major heads — a far shorter list than wc now have, but numbered and 
arranged much in the present style In 1S73 and for the three following years, there 
were no Budget meetings , the old law of 1861 did noi permit (he (Council to meet for 
other than legislative liusiness, and the finances ot those v«vus involvid no legislation. 
The statement in those circnmscinccs took the shape ol a formal numiti published 
m the Gasette In 1S77. howeve.*, with a grtat l.iminc overshadowing the hnances, a 
Budget meeting had again to b< convoked, and the sta eim nt w.is pi< s< nted by Sir John 
Strachey in a speech of portentous leng..h It occupied 40 pages of printed foolscap, 
and was supplemented by another 34 pages of a mmute in wliieh the hmance Member 
examined the figures in fresh detail In 1881, M.tjor Baring (now* Loid Cromer) restored 
comparative brevity ; but in 1882 he reverted to a spi < eh which oi eiipies 52 printr'd pages,

3. Of the nature of the discussions on the past Financial Statements I need sa^- 
little, as they vere described in a picturesque passage f ihe speech w'lth which Sir 
Edward Baker iKimmed up the Budget debate of two years ago Prior to 1892 no 
discussion at all was permissible. In the following year the rules under the Indian 
Councils Act, f892, had come into force, and members were at liberty to offer any 
observations they might wish on the Statement, but not to put any motion or divide 
the Council.

What I submit to thf Council to-day is the result of direct evolution from the systerri.- 
that has been w(nKed out duiing the last fifty year-^ The Financial Statement whic( 
the new rules pres* iibe will be found in the set of tabulated figures displaying, in thejv'^ 
logical and tiiiu -honoured rlassification, the closed accounts of last year, our lat^t 
estimates of reviiiuc and expenditure for the curicnt year, and our preliminary fore^st 
for the etisuinij year The explanatory memorandum which the rules require is tlwold 
Fart II of previous years It is prepar<d, however, in gi cater detail than before^ yet 
with less lefietitioM , and an attempt is made in it t«i ( xpl.iin succinctly the mo\ elnents 
of the figiiies under eat h imp(»ilant head of account, as well as to gi\e a conspectus 
of our W'ays and Nb’aiis operation. Hut, in order t(» summaiise the lessons of the 
figures and to revn'W the general position, I pntpose to let.iin, in the remarks which I 
shall now offer to the Couiu il, tnir old Fart 1 ifi a slightly dilteicnt and less technical garb.

financial policy that econemiy e an best be attained Alse) that advantageous services 
can be more rtsuhly piovidcxl for by i«e.ins of^ savings effeclc<i, than by appeals for 
additional funds w Inch the finances of India cannot produce without casting additional 
burdens upon her p«*ople 

6. Towards the end of March — the 23id being the date fixed for this year — I shall 

f iresent the Hudget in its final form, alter embodying in it all corrections that may lesult 
rom t he detailed distVssions and any othei changes whnli the passage of time may 
necessitate On that occasion there will be no iuitlier debate At an adjourned meeting, 
however — fixed for the 29th Man h — members.will be at liberty to make observations on 
the Hadget, without moving lesolutions or asking the Council to divide. In addition 
to the new' and more intimate discussion on the detailed figures, we thus retain the old 
liberty of general criticism Hut I trust that the closing debate will be materially short- 
ened after the comprehensive examination to which the estimates will have been sub- 
jected at their earlier stages. 1 may also venture on a hope that questions of wide 
general policy w ill not, so far as possible, be tacked on to these proceedings. Other 
opportunities arc now given for raising debates on matters of general interest , and it will 
be more convenient to us all, and more economical of time, if these o|fportunities are 
taken, instead of loading the Budget w'lth disquisitions on side issues. There are, 
it is true, very few aspects of ftur administration which are not reflected in our Budget ; 
but after all the Budget is primarily a provision tor the public services of the 
coming year. It is a business document, and it will be to our credit as a Council if we 
handle it m a business-hke manner.

7 When I introduced the Budget for the current year, 1 entered a plea for 
caution and economy On almost every side there were auguries of better nar\'ests 

f nving trade But recovery was Iikelj to be slower than it had been in times of 

untry’s convalescence from prevums famines, because the trade conditions of the 
remained dull and unsettled A year ago, prices were still high ; the country nas 
seling the effects of over-specul.ition and a glut of imports , and the loss 
opium revenue was a standing menace That caution has been justified , but we 
also been justihed in oui resolution to face the difliculties of tne year without 
axation, and \ie now believe that the year will close with a surplus remarkably 
o, and slightly in excess of, tlie small margin of revenue for which we budgeted, 
r- P'rom the agricultural point of view, the year has been a good one, and 
the country mav be said to have shaken of( the effects {»t the drought of 1907. 

At the beginning of last April, it is true, tht*ie were still over icx>,coo persons 

in receipt of State relief, but distress duiing the hot w'eather was nowhere very 
severe. It was confined foi the most part IP0 limited areas in Bihar and the United 
Provinces, and b) Jul\ all relief oper.itions weie elosed Except in Bengal and 
parts of the United Province-', which siiiieted from .^shortage in the winter rams, 
l^he outturn of the spring liaivcst w'as not unsaiisfaetoiy I.atcr, the improvement 
became mon- dofinit* Iv marked , for the monsoon broke eaily .and the raii^fall was un- 
usually abundant and well distributed in n«-arl) every part of the country Famine 

and seal city vv ere at Iasi at an i-nd The autumn and winter ha i vests weie everywhere 

good, and m mam places exc elk nt Buinpca 1 tee t lops have be< n reaped m Bengal 
and Eastern Bengal, w'hih th<‘ autumn harvest in the Punjab is estimated to be 31 per 
cent in excess of till avt rage for th< previous hve yi'ars The only complaints we have 
heard - and they are not sf nous - come fnim some of the Madras distiicts which are 
suffering from the failure of the north-east monsoon in Octobc'r In them how'cvcr the 
excellent lainfall of the previous months rephmished the various sources of irrigation, 
and no serious anxiety is lelt, though the yield of the cold vveathei ciops cannot be a 
full one In all (»th( r jiarts of the t ountiy the accounts of the* spring tiojis are very 
s.itishietory tluaigh moie ram would b( usi ful in sonu places. If no untowaid event 
occurs m thr* next month, ni exielkiit harvest should iislier in the ensuing ycai. 

9. It was natural therefore* and proper th.it, when the r nd of the legulai monsoon 
showed the agiir ultuial position to bi assund, .1 general .111 of liopi-iulness should 
pervade the country 1 am afraid however that it did not penetrate the Finant e 
Dei-artment, where the state of the puldic exchequci h as felt to be by no means free 
of anxiety. On making our usual pieliimnarv revision of the estimates in November, 
we found falling prices, easy money, and a tangible «rise in the purchasing power of the 
people Trade however was still slack, and the rei every seemed likely to be slow, 
irregular and hesitating The land revenue, including large amounts of famine arrears, 
had been coming in well, but in -nearly every other important respect our receipts 
were below expectations The most disappointing section was our Railway earnings, 
VC hich reflected the slowness of the genewl impritvement, being almost a crorc shoit 
of what we had counted on rcah/ing by the end of f)ctobi r Backward ('ustoms 
returns, particularly from piece-goods and silver, indicated how seriously the import 
markets had been glutted . and a marked shortage in the Bost Oflice receipts bon 
testimony to the dullness of general business Our revenue ^oin Forests, from 
Salt, from Excise, was also behindhand, while on the other sidi* of ilu account, om 
4 ^udgeted expenditure seemed likely to be fully required Wo w< n therefor* 
compelled m ordinary prudence to explain the situ.ition t<> 0111 big spending 
Departments and to Local Governments, and to call upon them to « xoicis< all possible 
economy in view of our diminished resources 'Iheapptal w.is loyally responded to, 
and the savings in expenditure which were thus secured have plavrd a considerable 
part in the improvement of the financial position that has taken 1 lace since November 

10. To that change there have been othci ooiiinbiitory factors — the goc>d 
harvest of cotton and oilseeds, with their effect both on railway ^ tra/hc .md on the 
spending power of the peasantry , the increasing activity ‘f the import market , and 
the big rice mo^ments which are beginning m Burma, with the accompanying rise in 
export duties But the most dramatic feature in the situation has been the sudden and 
unexpected development of our Opium revenue I must diverge for a moment to 
explam this movement and the events which led up to it 

1 1. As I menticSied last March we intended to sdl 42 'jc'o chests of Bengal opium 
during the current financial j ear , and in view of the fluctuating mood of the China 
market, we based our estimate of receipts on the cautious average of R 1,350 a chest.

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In Malwa we had apparently leached a curious ttnpasse. The Bombay godowns were 
full, and duty had bet n paid in advance upon a very large quantity of opium which still 
lay in Malwa and whu li the iccently imposed restrictions would not allow to be shipped 
until 1910 In tht t irrumstances, though it was impossible to foresee how the trade 
might move, we assunn tl that further payments of duty against the 191 1 shipments mighj^ 
be expected, and \v« budgeted cautiously for the receipt of duty upon something betweef 
8,000 and 9,000 dusts Up to October, our moderation seemed lustihed. The Cbi^u 
market was dull, with a slightly rising tendency The prices fetchea by our Bengal opium 
varied bi'twa t n R i , 1 50 and U i ,450 , and the clearances from Malwa were not more bian 
would ordinarily n-quired for home consumption. In October however a sharp rise^ the 
China pi i( es took place I need not discuss the complicated factors in the remarkable 
spciulativi movement which was thus established, and over which, so far as thefchina 
m.irkct IS (oncerned, wt had of course absolutely no control. The first result of the 
iiiovi ment was another rush to pay duty in advance. The trade had got wind of our 
proposal -to which 1 shall allude hereafter — to give Malwa a larger share of the 1910 
exports, and although v\e had guarantectF no priority of shipment after 1910, the 
exporters were prepared lo take their chance and, so to speak, to register their 
claims During the first half «‘of November, duty w'as paid on 1 7,000 chests, when 
the Indoie authorities very proptrly stopped the rush and refused to receive any^ 
more payments We were at the time in t orrespondence with the Secretary of State 
regarding the distribution, as between Bombay and Calcutta, of our reduced exports ; and 
as soon as that matter was settled, we decided how to deal with our unexpected windfall 
of revenue. Thi* decision was to retain the duty paid m respect of chests which under 
oui revised programme could be shipped 111 191 1 , to grant priority of shipment to 
those chests in the order in wdiich duty had been received, and to refund all payments 
that had been made m respect of chests which could not be either used for home 
consumption or expoi led to China in 1911, thus leaving us a free hand regarding the 
1912 exports This closed the episode for the time being, so far as concerns the 
Malwa re\cnue But the exdtement in the China market had an immediate and 
startling effect upon our Calcutta puces also From Ri,4;’^9 a chest in October, the 
selling price* suddenly bounded up to R 1,800 in No\ ember, and even this price, un- 
precedented for ncMih half .1 ccntniy, was outstripped in [anuary, when the average 
ran up to R 2,044, ooly to be again and still moie strikingly exceeded by the figure of 
R 2,397 which was obtained at the sale in the current month 

12. The net result of this gresat appreciation in the value of Indian opium in China 
is that our revenues in the curient year, aftei deducting the refunds to which I referred 
above, w'lll gam about 1,000,000 beyond what w'e budgeted for So far as possible, 
the windfall has been utili/cd on the* sound principle of meeting non-recurrmg liabilities 
which would otherwise ha\t* hampered out linanccs in future years We have in this 
way been en.ahlcd to icstoie the depleted balances of Bengal, Eastern Bengal and 
Assam and tin ('eniral Provinc es , tci complete oiir promised grant to the Rangoon 
river training schcint , and in various other directions to fulfil obligations which will 
lighien the burden on tlu* general revenues hci^iafter 

Such being the mam teatuics in thiseventtul and difficult year, 1 proceed to show how 
far our original estimates ol revemie and expenditure have been supported or modified by 
the results as we c.in now lorccastthem with the actual ligures of ten months in our pos- 
session. 1 shall do ^ in lound figures and on general lines, neglecting minor variations

13. The total levenuc which we expected, when our Budget for the year wa? 
framecl, was j^73.75«.Ooo The revenue wc now hope to realize is j^74.303,7oo, being 
an improvemeni cif ^,552 800 The Provincial sc^ction will he better by jfe 798,700, 
the bulk of which comes fiom the improvement in land revenue and from the additional 
grants that we arc making to thiee l.ocal (iovernments The Imperial section, on 
the other hand, shovi^ a deterioration of ^1^245,900 and it is to the explanation of this 
figure that I inv ite the Council’s attcntidn 

14. Land Revenue is the first head under which our estimate has been materially 
V aired The line bar vc'sts have enabled the current revenue to be collected promptly, 
as wt‘11 as an unexpectedlv large slice of the arrears which lay over since the late 
tarninc The total increase dk'er our Budget figure will be j^393»ooo. The Imperial 
portion of this would be roughly one-half but instead of shanng in the increase, the 
Imperial Government is actually credited with an amount of Laftid Revenue which is 
w Ol sc than om 01 iginal estimate b> ;^494,ooo The apparent anomaly has already been 
explained . tor it is bv transferring the necessary amounts from our own share of the 
receipts undei this head to the Local Governments concerned that we give effect to the 
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grants made to the two Bengals and the Central Provinces in aid of their diminished balan> 
ces. Apart from this, all the other gains and losses to the Imperial revenues are true gains 
and losses, and not mere transfers to Provincial exchequers The largest of the gams is 
1,106,000 (gross) by which we benefit fiom Opium • and the heaviest of the losses 

f >44, 000 by which our total net Raihvay earnings arc expected to fall short of our 
5 t Estimate. Of the latter, about £7 '^.000 is due to small excesses in the work- 
xpenses on certain railways where the charges lor repairs, renewals and coal had 
inder-estimated. 'I he balance repiesents a shortage in the trafHc returns, due to 
low recovery in business, the tardv movement of crops, and the depression in the 
rade. Lines serving the Gangetic plain and its adjoining country aie most pro- 
t among the losers the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, with its big cotton 
ction, and the lines which traverse Soulht'rn India have done very much better ; 
but the losses outweigh the gams. 

15. I would now ask the Council for a moment to balance these three divergencies 
from our original figures. On the one li^ul we have the windfall of j^i, 106,000 from 
Opium. This is a departure from our estimates w hich is due to the vagaries of a mar- 
ket influenced by wholl) abnormal causes and entireU’ outside our control Upon the 
other hand we have, first, the reduction of 404, 000 in the Inipc’nal receipts from Land 

I Revenue As I have explained, this is more thanaccountedfor by the grants made out of 
our opium receipts to Local Governments and to local bodies in order to falfil obligations 
that we should otherwise have had to defer Secondly, 'we have the drop of ^^644, 000 
in our net Railway receipts see how closely these throe variations balance ; 

and now, if ydb exclude them, you will find that the aggregate discrepancy 
between the Budget estimate and that which I now present, taking all our other 
sources of Imperial rt venue, is the comparatively small shortage of j^3 13,000 In this 
total there are no individual fluctuations of any irnportance , and 1 venture to say that the 
result IS not an unsatisfactoi y proof of the tare with which our original estimates were 
framed, and that it reflects very great cndil on the ofiicers of the Finance Department. 

16 The mo'-t prominent of the minor differences appear und«T Customs F'xcise 
and Interest. The Customs revenue will piobably bill about 57,000 below our 
Budget figure The imports of pc troleum, metals and maniifac tin ed articles generally 
have been dull, and the latenc-'S of this v'ar’s nee exports has helped to pull tow'ii our 
estimate, in spite of the higher yield from silver and from lavasugai. Excise will 
yield us about ;^246,ooo less than we had budgeted, and half of this loss will fall on 
Imperial revenues The steady progress of reform (including the curtailment cjf outstill 
areas) and the continuous rise* m emr excee duties have gone* far to chc*ck the rapid 
expansion of the revenue from intoxicants which t< ok place during the lecent cycle of 
prosperity , and in some parts ol India these* influences appear to have; been supple- 
mented b) very wc lcomci movements m favour of tempc;rance The* variation under 
Interest IS in the opposite direction from those 1 have just mentioned. It shows an 
improvement of 159,000 over the Budget figure, due partly to incrc*ased receipts from 
interest on overdrafts of railway c apital b) tornpanies in Indi.i, and paitly to the 
successful employment by the Secrctary*of State of his spare balances in short loans 
to the London money-market

17, 1 turn now to the expenditure of the year which is coming to its close \V< 
had budgeted to spend ;^73,720,5oo our latt‘st figures indicate that we shall nc c d 
^only ;^73i35o,7oo, and that the Imperial share of the saving will be ^284,000 To 
this very satisfacioiy result the chief ccmtnbutor has been the Army The total 
reduction on our budgeted provision for Military Service s will b< alumt 
effected partly m generous response to our call for economy l.ist .Novc mbet, and partly by 
shorter purchases of ordnance and other stores in Lngl.cnd 1 shall rc turn lo this subject 
in more detail a little later. The other chief economics c»c cur unde i ilic* salaric's and 
contingencies of the various Civil Dcpaitnic-nts, where wc « xjiec t a saving of 
^122,000, and under the charges on account of Civil Works, which will be \ i3,o<x> 
less than we provided in the Budget Wc have thus bc*t‘ii able, not without some 
Teal sacrifices^ to secure a genuine curtailment of i xpenditure amounting, under 
these few prominent heads, to no less than ;^626 ,ocxj ^ and there; are a number^ of 
minev reductions w hich I do not stop to specify Against tliesc;, ihc;re are outstanding 
excesses over the Budget grants under three heads but it is gratifying to observe that 
in two of these casef there has been only a nominal, and not a real, increase of expendi- 
ture. The first of these is Refunds, where w»* shall require an addition of 128,000 
to our original figure , this being almost wholly due to our decision, as I have already 
explained, to return the duty paid on Malwa opium which cannot be sent to China 
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before 1912. The second case of nominal over-spending appears under the Famine 
Relief and Insurance giant By the peculiar constitution of that gram, any lapse in the 
budget allotments either for famini expenditure (whether Imperial or Provincial) or for 
protective works, in ,i \e.u when the total grant does not exceed the prescribed 
million, IS not added to our revenue surplus but got s automatical!) to swell that 
portion of the grant w lin h is used for the reduction 01 .ivoidance of debt In other 
words, it IS < ast into our i^cneral balances wnh a view to capital ext enditure, and 
must thus be debited against ie\<‘niie The result in the current year is thdt the ImpenalJ

18 I may now briefly summan/c the finances of the year, so far as the 
Imperial section of the arc omits it c oncerned \\ c budgeted for a suiplus of 230, 900 : 
we now hope to leali/c a surplus of ;^269,5oo Our ic\enue has declined by 
j^245,c^oo but (jui c haiges have been reduced by ;^284,soo» the balance of ;^38,6oo 
representing the improve incnt ii> our surplus ('onsicU iing the difficulties of the year, 

I regard this result as distinc tly s itisfactory. It is possible that some further changes 
may be neccss.uy bclon* we finally dispense ol tlu sc* estimates at the encli^df March, for

The 
first IS the necessity for .'i revision of the provincial settlement with Eastern Bengal and 
Ass.im How thi* nt*eessitv arose, I will discuss later* for the present all 1 need mention 
is the lesult, viz , that v^e have agreed, with the Secietary of State’s app/oval, to increase 
the Loc.il Government's share of the revenues which it collects by ^^255, 000, involving an 
equiv.alent recurring loss to Imperial finances. The second and by far the greater of our 
difficulties IS the loss in Opium revenue, w’hich W’e estimate (net, after certain adjustments) 
at ^^872.000 as compared with the present year. c 

27 When the .igrecment into w'hich His Majesty’s Gov'emment entered with Ctuna 
on our behalf was announced, it was at once apparent how seriously the Indian revenues 
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were bound to be affected. The effects of the curtailment of our opium exports have 
hitherto been somewhat obscured by the events which 1 have already described both 
a year ago and ^ to>day. But they are now coming into operation, and their operation 
is all the more vigorous because it has been deferred. In the calendar year 1910 
shall, as required by the agreement, export 5,100 chests less than in the calendar 
l^ar 1909. Translating this arrangement into terms of the financial year, we can sell 
*IOnly 37,560 chests of Bengal opium in 1 91 o-i 91 1 against the 43,300 chests sanctioned 
mi 909* 1 910. In the current year W’e take the average selling price at Ri,6iq a chest* 
fo^ext year, owing to the continued high prices in China, we believe that R 1,750 a 
cnl|u is a reasonably safe assumption. The result is that, on Bengal opium 1 ^ itself, we 
hop»o restrict our loss to^ 160,000. But for Malwa opium, a comparison of the actual 
expo» of the two years affords no guide to the financial position. As I have explained 
befora the whole of the duty payable to us on the exports permissible up to the end of 
December 1911 has already passed into our treasury ; and for this good and sufficient 
reasoiT tve do not budget for receiving any further dues on Malwa opium during the 
financial year 1910-1911. The consequence is that, as compared with the receipts 
during the current year, we must prepare foFa loss of j^7 18,000. 

38. I have now explained our requirements I have given an estimate of what our 
revenues woyld be under normal conditions I have shown where the conditions are other 
gthan normal, and 1 have described the gap that actually tnter\*enes between our require- 
ments and our resources, — a gap which may roughly be mcasuied by the shortage 
of ;^i,i27,ooo due to opium and the new settlement with Eastern Uengal and Assam. 
To fill that ga}^ the Government of India arc compelled to impose extra taxation which 
is estimated to yield 1,1 33, 000 


Fresh Taxation. 

39 The taxation which we propose falls under three main heads. The bulk of what 
we requiie w'lll be raised by increasing the existing Customs duties on liquors, on 
tobaccos, on silver and on petroleum. In this way \vt‘ hope to obtain an additional 
revenue of ;{^967,ooo Certain consequentiril alt(Tations in the excise duties ujkjii beer 
and so called “ foreign ” liquor made in India will bring in a further F^3,ooo. The 
balance, or ;^i 3.3.000, we propose to take by enhancing the Stamp duties on certain 
instruments which I shall enumerate later. The Government of India have not 
come to this decision without the most anxious consideration. There was no 
avoiding the deficit there was no temporary pallmtive foi it. The profits from our 
railways will no doubt improve, and the el4Sticity of most of our oth<*r heads of 
revenue is happily assured But we cannot in prudc*nce treat the dc*cline in our Opium 
receipts as other than permanent, and in the present uncertainty as to Chin.a’s 
achievements, we must keep in view the possibility of its being continuous. Nor can we, 
apart altogether from the Opuira question, shut our eyes to the heavy d(*mands 
upon the Indian exchequer which lie ahead of us, in the cause of education, to name only 
one pressing requirement. It has become our clear dut) to strengthen the basis <jf our 
revenues, and we have endeavoured to do wo in the* way which will be least burdensome to 
the coimtry. A variety of other ••chemes for increased taxation, several of which will 
readily occur to the minds of my honourable frieijds, w'erc fully considered, hut the 
balance of advantage seemed to rest with the combination which 1 have described, and 
this has the full approval of the Secretary of State # 

30. So far as our Customs proposals are concerned, we have held fast by the gener.d 
principle that our tariff is a revenue, and not a protective, tariff But substantial dutu s 
on wine, beer, spirits and tobacco are in no way inconsistent with that principle, whilt 
they constitute one of the most legirimate forms of taxation in every civilized country. 
Our proposals regarffing liquors are intended to simplify the existing r.ites, and to raise 
them by from 30 to 50 per cent. Upon tobacco the present taxation — 5 per cent. 
ad vo/orem on manufactured, and nothing al all on unmanufactured tobacco— -is 
ludicrously inadequate. In 1907-1908 over 6 million pounds of tobacco were imported 
into India, and all that it paid to Government was .^25,000 , in England it would have 
paid forty timeaas much. What we now propose is a set of rates which, in the case of 
cigarettes, is represented by R 3 a ft. They may dimmish import foi* a time, but incidentally 
they may check the rapid growth of the cigarette habit. whjj:h is not without *ta danger to 
the rising generation in India. On petroleum we simply propose to raise the present rate 
from lanna to li annas per gallon. On silver we intend to Uke a fixed duty of 4 annas 
an ounce instead of flie 5 P®*" cent, ad valo/retn which it now pays The enormous import 
of those two commodities marks them out as fitting objects for an increased contribution 
•ft C 
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to the cxchequer/and we prefer to take the extra taxation which we require by 
substantial duties upon a few articles of comparative luxury rather than by interfering 
with the all-round uniform rate upon a variety of less important articles, many of which 
may be described as necessaries 

1 hope 1 shall not be charged with framing a swadeshi budget. In the sense J 
which may be set 11 indicated on flryant and May’s match-boxes Support Homs*# 
Industries ”) I think swadeshi is good , and if the outcome^ of the changes I have la^J' 
before Council rt suit in some encouragement of Indian industries, 1 ror one shall nM: 
regret it, but I would emphasise the fact that the enhanced customs duties are attributa^e 
soltly to tht imperative necessity of raising additional revenue. There is not-'che 
slightest inclination tow'ards a protective customs tariff. Even m free-trade En^and 
we have .dwa)S imposed considerable Customs dues, not to protect industric^ut to 
raise le venue That is all we are doing in India, and I cannot but think chat in 
c(»untriLS which depend mainly on agriculture, where the population is porr and 
there are no large and profitable manufactures, it will be long before you can dispense 
with customs leceipts as a part of the revenue essential for the administration of the country. 

31 The increase w'hich w'e propose m I" (.amp duties will touch only a limited class of 
documents Wo do not interfere w'lth the charges on bonds, conveyances, leases, 
mortgages, cheqm s or receipts But w’c intend to raise the duty on biljs of exchange, 
t>n tin* issue and transfers of shares and debentures, and on agreements for the sale 0^ 
those securities Full details of the new rates are given m the Bills which will be 
piescnti-d Ui’flu Council to-day to give effect to the changes. 

32. With the aid of these new taxes, we hope to secure an Imperial revenue of 
j^5o,503, 700 in the ensuing ye,ir I have already stated our expendituib requirements 
at 1^0.257, 800 . so th.it we budget for a suiplus of ;^*245,90o It is a very, \ery small 
margin for a year in w’hich many surpiisi s may a%\ait us, and any shortage in thi* monsoon 
would sweep it clean awsny But our estimates throughout are studiously cautious , wre 
were anxious to avoid the levy of a single supcirtluous rupee of extr.a tixation • and mth 
reasonable good foitune 1 tnist that a mod»*st surplus w'lll carry us through, as it has done 
in the current ve.ar I invite the Council to contrast our situaticm with the present 
didicultic s which beset the Chancellor of the Exchequer in England, or the £S, 000, 000 
of extra taxation in France , or the loan of ;^4,6co,ooo with which I'russia hopes to cover 
its deficit ni*xt year , or the still liea\ ier loans that have been forced upon Germany for 
the* current needs of its administration in these tw'o years.

1 mentioned last year that it had been decided to abolish the grant for special 
expenditure and to rev’ert to the system which was in force pnor to i904«05. Provision 
is now made for this purpose to the extent warranted by the state of our finances. 
During the five years ending with 1903-04 a sum of about £6 millions in all was 
allotted. Then followed Lord Kitchener's reorganisation and re-distri^tion schemes. 
In prosecuting these schemes and carrying on the work already begun and meeting 
ordinary new requirements which presented themselves from time to time we spent 
about millions between the years 1904-0^ and 1908-09. 

34. In March last entirely new conditions presented themselves. The geneial 
financial position was not satisfactory and, as regaros military expenmture, we were faced 
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I obligation to pronde for nearly million for the increased payments to the 
ce on account of the British Army m India and for the pay concessions to the 
Vrmy. The rates for food supplies too ncre still rising. To meet these new 
all of them practically unavoidable without throwing an additional burden upon 
evenues we had to economise in man\ diiections, and as oui political relations 
oved it was decided to proceed more (lelibeiately with schemes of reorganisation, 
tncting the provision to the lowest limit the Budget figure for 1909-10 was 
t about j^85,ooo less than that ol the previous year 

Considering the extent to w hich ‘this year’s Budget had to be cut down and 
ordinary demands which 1 have alluded to above, our latest estimates of the 
actuals of the year disclose a very salisfactoiy slate of affairs. The net 
jxpenditure for 1909-10 is expected to be ;^\^7o.ooo less than that of 1908-09, 
ction being due in the mam to a substantial docrcasi* in food charges in India 
pcnditure on stores in England The posiium has (‘nabled us to lake in hand 
at once the improvement of the accommodation for ihe Indian ArinVj a measure of 
importance and urgency to w'hich th(‘ Commandcr-in-Cluef called our attention soon 
after his arrival. It h<is become obvious that, with the persistent use in prices and 
wages, comfortable and durable buildings can no longer, be eonstrueted at the cost 
w^ich was prelViously regarded as sufficient In the lints which aienow being built we 
are adopting a sound type of construction and are ciiliusiing the operations to the 
Military WorUs Services instead (d to regimental agency. * 

36. The other principal measures involving special expenditure w hich w'c have under- 
taken are referred^to in the Memorandum expl. lining lh<‘ Financial Slatenieiil. 1 will merely 
mention that w^e have establish* d in the current year a Cav.dry School of instruction , the 
organisation of the new artillery ammunition columns has been practically completed , 
prepress has been made vvth the provision of accommodation tor additional troops 
at Quetta, Jubbulporc, Ahmcdnagar and Novvsliera , and there h,is been an advance 
in the output of quick-firing guns and short rifles from the (jUii and Kifle Factories, 
We have also improved the arrangements for financi.d (ontiol by extending to all 
British troops and the Supplv and Tianspnrt Coips the new system under which 
accounting and audit duties are undeitikcn in separate offices and by moving out 
^two more Audit Offices to Divisional Head Quarters I'mally w'O have had to provide 
for the expenditure on the arms traffic operations 111 the I’crsiaii Gulf Of the total 
sum which we have allotted for this puipose, vis , ;^'2 18,000, a sum of j^45,ooo 
will fall into the accounts of the present year 

37. For the coming year, apart fioni the special provision for the arms traihe 
operations in the Persian Gulf, we projiGse to allot £ 1 20,000 l<*ss than the amount 
provided m the current year's Budget We have hei u able to provide for a some- 
what larger expenditure on special measures than in tins year and to restore some of 
the temporary reductions made in March last Among the more important measures 
with which we propose to proceed m 1910*11 are the improvement ol act ommodatiori 
for the Indian Army, and the building operations referred to above ; the org.misatioii of 
military companies for maintaining communications 411 the field, a requirement which 
is now universally recognised as essential ; iRc purchase of horses 10 commence the re- 
constitution of an artillery reserve , and the supply of intrenching tools to the field army 
and of a uniform pattern of rifle carrying equipment to the Indian Cavalry. 

We anticipate a further increase in the output of guns and rifles from our factories, 
but it IS necessary to supplement the local production of rifles purt hast* from 
, Home, and w’e have accordingly provided funds for this purpose I he Koval (jarrison 
Aiftlery in India is being reorganised, and w'c expect a considt rable mg from this 
measure. We are also remodelling the system of Ordnance hactory at i fuints on tfie 
advice of the Home experts 

For the expenditure m 1910-1 1 on the arms traffic operations w< havt piovidcd 
;[fi73»ooo. On the other hand we have been ahit to maintain .1 largo p.iit of the 
reduction in our store demands which has been effected during the current y< ar ; we 
anticipate a further substantial improvement in regard to Um food < h.irgcs, <iud we 
hope to obtain a considerable saving by using the K.l.M S iJiiffci m the Home 
trooping service %)r two voyages and dispensing Ui that extent with the tinploymcnt 
of hired transports 

38. We have also been able to provide for a possible incrtftisc m the railway^ rates 
for military traffic, consequent on the desire of th< kailvv.iy Companies to modify the 
tentative arrangements made two vears ago for the adoption of a veih’^le mileage rate 
for military traffic, which, though administratively advantageous, is thought to involve an 
undue loss to the railways 
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Railways. 

39. It has b< c om« « ustomary to bring together in this part of the Financial StatcV 
ment the figure b of capital i*xpt*nditure on railways during the last five years and thr 
similar estimab for 1910-191 1. I accordingly present the table as usual , it includes V

41. In the current year the returnon the I'apital at charge amounts to 448 per 
cent , as comp.ired with 360 m 1908-11 09, 4*75 per cent in 1907-1908 and 5*38 per 
cent in 1906-1907. Tlu rate of interest which we have taken for the year on the 
debt charge.ible to railways is 3 384 per cent 

The position has griMtly improved since last\e.ir, although the traffic returns have 
not come up to expectations. The improvement is largely due to the acceptance by the 
railw.iv administrations of the reason.ible and indeed inevitable limitations imposed by 
budget provision.

44. At the end of 1908- 1^9, 55, 140 miles of main and branch canals and distributaries 
had been constructed, commanding 47 million acres of culturable land , the .irea 
actually irrigated in the year was 23,187,430 a^^res The produt tive works during that 
year yielded a net return of 817 per cent on the capital outlay of £ 2 H millions, 
after paying all charges exclusive of interest The net profit to the State was 

1,356,000. 

45. The revised estimate for 1909- 1910 shows a net profit of j^i, 34^.000 on 

productive works and a net return on capital outlay of 7 9^ per efnt At th« 1 nd of tin- 
current year we expect to have 55,601 miles of mam and branch ( anals and dislributarn s 
constructed to command 47.396,402 acres of culturable land , .«nd Wf hopi* actually 
to have irrigated about 21-^ million acres during tht year In .'idditioii to the 
canals in operation, there are altogether 44 projects vhith art nthtr iindt r 
construction or awaiting sanction or being txaniined by tin- prof« ssional advisors 
of the Government , of these 14 are productive and 2s protetti\«- 'rin ) are designed 
to irrigate 3 24 million acres and 3 61 million aeres, r« sp< eti\< ly, at a tf>tal c.ipiLil cost 
of nearly 1 J millions and millions, resp< ctivcly. Tht; iormer arc t xp< cled to 

yield a net return of 7*40 per cent, on the tmtlay 

46 TLe most important works which ret eivcd sanction during the year arc the 
Tendula project in the Central Provinces and the llathras branch of the Dpper Ganges 
canal in the United Provinces A reference to th# formtr project was made in 
paragraph 62 of the last year’s Financial Statement. It is one of the most promising 
schemes of the <dass of protective irrigation works, as it will protect a large tract of 
country which has suffered severely from drought in recent years. The estimated 
return on its capital outlay is 3 9 per cent, and work will be started as soon as we are in 
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a position to allot funds from our current revenues. The Hathras Branch canal is 
designed to serve ’iportions of the Aligarh, Etah and Agra districts of the United 
Provinces where it will irrigate an area of 109,500 acres annually It is a work of the 
productive category, the return on the capital outlay being estimated at i4‘3i per cent. 
Satisfactory progress continues to be made in the construction of the three canals 
comprised in the Triple canal project in the Punjab, but it is feared that the ori|^nal 
estimate of cost will be largely exceeded It has been decided to adopt a level crossing 
instead of a syphon to carry the water from the Upper Chenab across the Ravi river for 
the stmply of the Lower Ban Doabcanal.

year Mention was made of these projects in paragraphs 63 and 64 of my fist

Opium. 


47. 1 fe.ir the Council must be'weary of my references to Opium but I mijst revert 
to the subject again for a few minutes It is a question of grav'c importance to our 
revenues .ind to various interests both in British India and in Maiwa, especially to many 
humble people for whom the poppy cultivation is their daily bread As far as our arrange- 
ments with China art* concerned, our position is the same as when I described it last year, 
though we shall probably continue our progressive reduction of exports into 191 1 while W’e 
await unequivocal < vidence as to the* suett'ss or otherwise <)f China’s efforts to put down 
cultivation and consumption But in one important respect, we have made a change in 
our domestic arr.mgements We li.ive decidt‘d to alter tht* distribution of our <*xports, so 
as to allow the Maiwa States .1 larger share in them during the next three years The in- 
tention IS in this w'ay to allow the large stocks of Maiwa Opium to be cle.ired, and the capital 
locked up in them to be rele.istd, and to afford the Durbars and cultnators more time to 
adapt themselves to the inevitable dtdiiu* in poppy (ultivation We are enabled to 
make this ch.inge by the greater readiness of the Bengal growers to take to other crops 
It may be convenient that I should take the opportunity of announcing the figures of 
export that will be permitted in the next throe calendar > ears, on the assumption that 
the curtailment of our exports to China will continue They are as follows —

Meanwhile, the policy of reduc ing and concentrating cultivation in Bengal is being 
steadily pursued, and, subjec t to the Secretary of State’s appro\al, an important step 
will be taken in that direction next vear b\ the amalgamation of the two Agencies 

48. In mv last Financial Statenumt. 1 made little more than a passing allusion to 
the International Opium Commission which met at Shanghai in February 1909 Its 
proceedings had not then reached us. and the beaming of its recommendations on India 
w'as uncertain Since then. howe\cr. we have had an opportunity of examining the 
Commissron’s conclusions, and the Council wall natuially expect some indication of the 
attitude of the Government of India towards the policy which the |Commission 
ad\ised 1 cannot enter into any detail because we are still consulting the Local 
Governments concerned, and cdtresponding w'lth the Secretary of State on a number 
of the questions involved But the Commission was a thoroughly representative body , 
its conclusions were unanimous, and there is nothing in its finding# to deter us from 
expressing our acceptance of the general principles which it laid down We accept them 
all the more readily that the Interests of India were amply and skilfully pressed on the 
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C(»j«niis 3 ion by our represenuntive, Mr. J. B. Bmnyate. Aided by his knowledge of the 
'tubject, the Commission was enabled to appreciate the importance and complexity 
of the opium problem in this country. 

49. Out of the nine Resolutions in which the Commission formulated its advice, 
only four have a direct bearinjgr on India. Resolution No. 2 recommends measures lor 
the gradual suppression of opium-smoking. I need not re'mind the Council how near we 
are in India to tne legal prohibition of tins particular form of the opium habit. Absolute 

B ’'*’'‘''*Htion is virtually our ideal, and we are prepared to take every reasonabli* step 
Is enforcing it, as our action in the past has clearly shown. In Burma we have 
deal with special difficulties, and our experience warns us to tread W'arily but even 
t province absolute prohibition for foreigners, as well as for Burmans, will be 
into serious consideration. The difficulties will be great but they may not prove 
rable, and we are ready to give the whole question our best attention. The 
ission’s third Resolution suggests that we should re-examine our regulations for 
i of opium in the light of the experience gamed by other countries. This we 
are prepared to do. Wc retain full liberty to protect the legitimate household and 
medicinal use of opium , but incic.ising stringency against its use .is a luxury or an 
intoxicant, higher rates of duty and moic vigorous preventive .iclion command our 
entire approval. Resolution No 4 advises the adoption of reasonable measun's lor 
prohibiting the export of opium and its preparations to any country which forbids their 
entry. The exact mechanism for giving effect to this advice will requiu’ examination: 
but the principle involved is equitable and wc fully accept it. The fifth Resolution — 
the last wit|j which we aie imme’diati*!) conceriic*d-— urges on each Government the 
control in its own territories of the manufactuic, sale and distribution of morphine or any 
similar opium derivative. Wc gl.idly welcome the recommendation. The moiphia habit 
and the cocaine habit arc becoming serious dangers in India , the enfoi cing ol prohibi- 
tion through the control of imports and of consumption is a matter of extienie difficulty : 
and it IS only by the proper ri'gulation of the supply of these drugs at its source that wc 
can hope to hold them in check It will thus be seen, I trust, that the Goveinnumt 
of India are in full accord with the views expressed by the Commission and will t.ike 
any practicable means of making them effective 


Provincial Finance. 


50 I must now say a w’ord about the finance of the provinces — a subject which 
has recently caused no small embarrassment to the Government of India, b'or all the 
provinces taken together, we have the following results — 



The surplus in the current year is in reality fortuitous, being due partly fo abnormally 
heavy collections of Land Revemie and partly to the special subsidi<.'s with which the 
Imperial Government helped three of the provinces in the peculiar circuinst.mces whic‘h 
1 have already describea The revenue collections exceeded those of the previous year by 
about £’joo,ooo (Provincial share), the greater part of which may bt regarded as famine 
arrears. TTie erants-in-aid of Provincial dances which we have paid through the current 
year's accounts come to a total of £4g6,ooo. On the other hand, the deficit for 
next year includes a special draft of £i $3,000 upon their balances by the Madras 
GovemnHmt. Making these ^lowances, we are dnvSn to the conclusion that 
the provinces m the aggregate are steadily over-spending their income by about half a 
milium a year, 'nieaposiuen is thus one which compels most serious refle^on. It differs 
cotMHderaioly in Offerers provmces. Madras, for example, l^eeps well within its means 
and luui a iarge credit balance fw special or non-recurring expenditure. The United 
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Provinces, with its new settlement and a respite from famine, will no dcHibt be able to 
avoid deficits in normal conditions, and to build up a strong balance against emergencies. 
P.astcrn Bengal and Assam enters next year upon its new settlement, which 1 shall 
shortly dt'scnbe, and ought in future to be able to confine its expenditure within 
the limits of its resources The Central Provinces finances have been severely tried 
by the recent famine, which was administered with a care for the interests of the 
general taxpayer uliu h the Government of India cordially appreciate. The ordinary 
services of th< pro\ince have suffered accordingly and until the leeway is made pp, 
there may be some excess of expenditure over the normal revenue, though we hope 
it will be n< it her large nor prolonged 

51 In the other four large provinces, I am afraid that the situation is less assurj .g, 
Bombay, it is true, has substantial balances, but they arc being somewhat rapidly di^in* 
ished. and r<ire will have to be exercised to prevent the scale of recurring expenditure 
fioni settling into permanent excess over the normal revenues. From Burma and^ the 
Punjab we have* rei ently had special appeals for assistance. To accept these appeals 
vvtiuld hav'c be<*n virtually to admit that the provincial settlements of these provinces are 
inadequate, and we t annot make any such admission Burma has undoubtedly suffered 
from .1 set back, which 1 hope may be merely temporary, in its Forest receipts, but we 
do not consider th.it in either jirovmce there is a case for revising and amplifying the 
standing air.ing<*ments. It will bi* the duty— disagreeable and unpopular, but inevitable — of 
the lax al Gov< -"nme nls to overhaul their expenditure and to adapt it to their normal 
r« sourr « s Th.it duty has alr<*ady been undertaken m Bengal by our colleague, the 
ptes«*nt Lieutenant Govi'rnor, and 1 am glad to have this opportunity of expressing 
my .icknowledgment of the courage and thoroughness with which Sir Edward Baker 
has enfon < d < conomy in that province 

52. We hav<' now’ framed a semi-permanent settlement with Eastern Bengal and 
Assam, the last province where the settlement was on a temporary and provisional 
basis. This clost's our long list of re-settlements, and I can hold out no hope of any 
genei.d revision of tlu se arrangements They were made, before I came to India, with 
sciupulous e.iti , and wire intended to foster provincial independence, economy and 
foresight. Nor do I see any near prospect of our being able to undertake a further share 
ot the leturring expenditure of Local Governments. Our own necessities will not improb- 
ably ftuce svstematic n trenchment upon us, which will affect Imperial and Provincial 
sen ices .dike, .ind in the meantime Local Governments can best co-op<;rate with us, 
.'ind best mitigate futme difficulties, by examining the causes of the insidious growth of 
expendituu*, .ind by shatjily checking them 

53 The spec i.il gr.ints w Inch we have given in the* cuiic*nt year to the more 
impi'cumoiis province's were mc,*ant paitly to restore their normal scale of cxpendi- 
tuic* on civil works and i.p.irtly to enable them to close 1910-1911 with the pre- 
set ilxd imnimmn b.ilanees * bcir the ni*xt year the only additional grants which we 
intend to give .lie /, 2^5.000 to Eastern Beng.il and Assam undt*r its new settk'ment, 
j{,'2i,ooc) to Beiig.d foi police ri forms , .and 2 1,000, distributed among five provinces, 
in aid of I'niveisily .md Collegiate c'ducation. The police grant is one of the 
l.ist that is c'laimablc* ior the rc'forms ‘which vicro sanctioned on the advice of the 
Ptdice Commission. The need tor pressing on the reforms is most prominent in 
Bengal, .md our gi'iieral position puts it out of our power to accord similar treatment 
in 1910- 191 1 to the* other provinces whose grants have not yet been paid in full. 
The I’nivcrsily grant', are a renewal and continuation of what we have been allotting 
since 1904. 

54 As I have more than once referred to it, I shall describe very briefly the 
iK‘w settlement with E.aslern Bengal and Assam. The existing settlement was made 
in IQ06, and was to run lor three years, in order to allow us to gain expenence of the 
needs of the prov ince. It was known that the Eastern Bengal districts required develop- 
ment, but the cost of the operation was largely guess-work. The temporary settlement, 
as we had believed probable, turned out inadequate; but at the end of its 
three-years* term, the Imperial finances were not in a state^ to justify a revbion 
which was clearly going to involve a large transfer of Imperial funds to the Local 
Government. The consequence was that the province had to conrinue workii^ 
With a deficit, and getting deeper into debt to Imperi^ revenues. Wtfhavc now, in 
consultation with the Lieutenant Governor and his ^ officers, given our most 
careful consideration to the special difficulties of the province and arranged, with the 
Secretary of State’s approval, to provide it with such a moderate addition to its 
resources as the efficiency of admixustration seems to demand. *The result is that 

* 1 do not allude to gr tnts which are paaeed through Provincial aecounta as subsidweto local uothoriues. 
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>ur fixed* subsidy, to balance the standard figures of revenue and expenditure, has had 
o be rais/id by ;^255i000 a year. VV'o have also, out of our hi^h opium reeeipts 
n the current year, cancelled the proyinre’s o\erdraft and raised its balance to the 
prescribed minimum of 12 l;^hs • this has cost us ;^246,ooo, which of course 
s non-recurring. 1 trust that with this liberal assistance the new province will now 
idvance along the paths of financial stability. 

55. I conclude this portion of my remarks by explaining certain contributions 
^m Provincial to Imperial revenues which will appear as new recurring assignments 
if^e estimates of the eight major provinces for 1910-1911. Our mea.surcs for obtain- 
n^xtra taxation will mean, as we estim.itc, an increased revenue of 166,000 under 
Exobe and Stamps, but, as these are “ divided ” heads and we remiire the whole 
>£ ^ extra revenue for Imperial purposes, we have approoriated the Wovinci.il .share 
>f or ;^83 ,ooo, by taking contributions from the Local Governments concerned. 
The amount w inch W'e thus take from e.ich province is based on a rough estimate of 
(that the province is likely to collect on aq^ount of the higher duties. 


Ways and Means.* 

ft 

56. Hitherto w’e have been considering almost exclusively the current rt'venue 

and expenditure of India. I must turn to the operations upon our i^ish balances, 
both in India and in the Secrctari of State’s custody in Lonaon. As the Government 
of India is its*own banker, it is into our general cash balances that all our current 

revenue is paid, and from them that all our current expenditure is drawn. They are also 

the reservoir for the proceeds of all sterling and rupee loans, whether raised by 
Government or by railway companies which w'ork our State lines, for the whole of our 
unfunded debt , and for all the mis( ellaneous deposits which are not earmarki>d for separ.ite 
custody. All the provincial balances merge in them, and in them are absorbed all th»* 
repayments and interest of State loans or advances to local bodies and private 

individuals. Similarly, it is out of our cash balances that we take all our capiial 

expenditure on railways and irrig.ition , all the advances which Govt‘rnmcnt makes to 
local authorities and private persons ; and all the money used in the discharge of our 
permanent, temporary or unfunded debt, or in the repayment of deposits. I'ln.dly, it 
IS through our cash balances, owing to their being located partly in England and parlly 
in India, that Council Bills are usually drawn and the greater part of Government’s 
remittances between England and India effected It is with our cash balances therefore 
that our estimate of Ways and Means are conci-rned. 

57. For 1910- 1 1 we count on opening with 3^12,503,227 in our balances m India, 
and 3^*9,758.615 »n England the latter figure including 3^2,064,118 on account of the 
Gold standard Reserve, and being further swelled by part of the proceeds of the £^1 
million loan which the Secretary^ of State floated last month. Our chief requirements 
during the year will be our capital expenditure of 12,000,000 on railways and 
irrigation, and 3^946,300 for the discharge of permanent debt ; to which may be added 
a net debit of £74 G * 00 transactioift on account of the Gold Standard Keservi*, 
the total of these liabilities coming to 3^13,687,400. To meet these, we shall have our 
revenue surplus of 3^245.900 ana a further ^500,000 from the Famine Grant The 
Secretary of State has still to realize 3^1,637,600 out of his January loan, and certain 
Railway Companies are expected to raise fresh capital amounting to £2,597,s<x> 
Our unfunded dribt receipts are estimated at 3^ 1,1 19,200 and the net result of our adv.inte 
and remittance accounts, etc., will be a credit of 3^348,600. From the aggr«gate of 
these resources we shall thus obtain 3^6,448,800: and our high opening balances will 
be reduced during the course of the year by ^6,238, 600, thus bringing our available 
means up to 3^12,687,400. This leaves us still short by 3^1,000,000. and we intend to 
borrow that amount (li crores of rupees) in India. We estimate our closing balances on 
the qist March 1910 at 3^19,404,127 in India and £6,619,115 in -England * £ 1,323,018 
of the latter being held on account of the Gold Standard Re^^rve. 

«8 Besides W transactions which 1 have thus described, the year will be marked 
bv the ourch^ of the Indian Midland RaUway. This liability will be met partly by 
tiing over Debentures rmd partiy from the proceeds of temporary loans which the 

Secretary of St^te will-raise in England j ji u * . .u 1 

<Q The anouncement regarding borrowings is made subject to the usual reservation, 

and the Government of India retain full discretbn to vary the programme, as now 

declared, in any way and fo any ex^t that may be thought advisabk 

60. The present intention of the Secretary of State is to draw bills on India for 
£16,500,000, but this ^so IS subject to a similar reservation. The figure represents a 
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forecast of the Secretary of State’s requirements; but additional bills ^ill be sold, so far 
as may be, if needed to meet the demands of trade. 


Exchange and Currency. J 

6i. I propose now to pick up the narrative of our currency affairs and to continue'i 
it from the point up to which I was able to carry it in the Budget discussions' 
last March During the year 1008-09, the Government of India fought, a 
strenuous campaign against the fall in exchange — ^the first that had been fojjfed 
upon them since the adoption of the gold standard. When the year cIoscdj'.Mhe 
movements of trade were rapidly becoming more normal, and exchange was at 
IS with a tendency to rise But though the battle had gone in our favour, its l^ses 

remained wii h us in the attenuated condition of our gold resources. In spite of the marked 
rei every which began in September 1908, the gola holding, in securities and cash, of our 
gold standard reserve was under 8 millions on^ne 31st of last March, and the reserve 
in India was laden, besides its standing silver nucleus of 6 crores, with the large sum of 
Q 88 ( rorcs in rupees, which we had withdrawn from circulation in exchange for the 
issue of gold m London, The gold in our currency c^est at the Bank of England had 
fallen to 1 1 miHions ; and the amount of sovereigns in our hands m India was practically 
negligible — about ;^92,ooo Our gold resources at the beginning of the current financial 
yc.ir w ere thus represented by a total figure of 9^ millions sterling. A year earlier, on 
the 1st April 1908, they had been as hign as 21 millions ; and before Ae American 
tinaneial ciisis of October 1907, they had reached the substantial figure of 24^ millions. 
It was with this contrast in my mind that I have considered it my duty to represent 
the urgency and importance of building up our gold resources again by every means in 
our power 

62. It IS on the volume and direction of India’s trade with the outside world 
that we must primarily depend for the strengthening of our gold position. We may 
husband rur gold when we have it , we may cause it to fructify , we may even in emer- 
gency take exceptional means to supplement it. But it is the relation between 
0111 imports and our exports which, in the last resort, decides whether we are to keep 
oui gold or to lose it. When I took stock of the position a year ago, our external 
trnd«»r after the dislocation caused by the famine in Northern India and bv the general 
dcpiession in the world’s markets, w'as beginning to resume its normal proportions. 
The vety heavy impoits of piece-goods, metals and silver which had helped to upset 
the balanct* in 1908 ivere at last easing off ; the value of private merchandise and 
tiL.isure which came into India by sea during the last three months of 1908-09 having 
been less by the enormous sum of lo^ crores than in the corresponding quarter of the 
piev ions year Along with this there was a substantial quickening in the export trade ; 
big shipments of opium left Bombay in January , a gooa average cotton crop began to 
move , and the market for yarns in China revived after some temporary dullness. 
There was thus a considerable demand ^or currency, emphasised by the sharp reduction 
which our 1 908 operations had effected in the stbek of rupees available for circulation. 
The Secri'tar) of State vv'as able to sell very heavy drafts during the two busiest months 
ot the year , and before the end of March he had found it possible to restore to the 
gold standard reserv'e about two millions of the gold which it had parted with. Such 
VI as the state of affair# when we last discussed the subject in this Council. 

63 When the current year began, the improvement in the outlook had become 
unmistakable. Northern India w'as safe with a fine spring har\ est ; and the foreign i 
maiket for our yarns, cotton and oilseeds continued active, w'hile the imports of bar- 
silver fell very substantially from the high figure they had reached in the ptcv'ious year 
In May began large exports of wheat, which were abnormally heavy while they lasted. 
They ceased^ nbmptly in August, and brought to a close the first phase of the year's 
trade movement. During the live months from April to August the net exports on priv'ate 
account amounted to close on 20 crores, as again *>t 16! crores m the same period of 
1906, 16^ crores in 1907 and an actual (though small) net excess of imports In the five 
con esponding months of the anxious year 1908. Up till August then ejprything w’as 
w holly fav'ourable to the improvement of our position. In September there came 
a slight check. Wlic.-it had w;orked itself out for the time being , and there was a sharp 
drop m cotton and seeds. Simultaneously with this, imports bounded up again , the new 
crop of Java sugar was coming into the market, and large consignments reached 
India of piece-goods and precious metals. On the month’s' account the net result 
was a balance of n^t imports to the extent of about i crore. In this. I need haidly 
say , there was nothing unseasonable, and 1 should not have referred to the pomt had it 
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not been for the immediate effect on exchange to which I shall tllude below. Clearly, 
however, the reversal oi the balance in September was a merely transitory incident 
By October the autumn harvests were safe, and a bounteous monsoon offered the best 

prospects for the following spring. Trade soon flowed back into its nor1n.1l 
^^,'^hannels ; apd since then the balance has been steadily in our favour ; thanks mainly to 
ue heavy exports of cotton, tea and jute, both raw and manufactured During the 
tl^d quarter of the year (last October to December) the exports as a whole exceeded 
tn^mports by a crores in value, against crores in 1908 and a crores in 1907 ; but the 
exce^ would have been very much greater if it had not been for the large arrivals of 
gold^bout 5I crores) in December. 

» It is instructive to watch how closely the fluctuations in exchange followed the 
broad movements of trade which I have outlined above. Beginning April at is 
the ^e stiffened to is. 4^ by the end of the month, thus returning to parity for the 
first time since Christmas 1907. It slipped back a point or two after the middle of May, 
but the Secretary of State met with no cheohs in his sale of bills until well into August. 
With the abrupt stoppage of the whe«it exports, a shade of weakness came over the 
market. The reduced supply of export bills, combined with easy money (Bank rates of 
^ per cent, "in both Calcutta and Bombay), forced down the rate once more below goUl 
^oint I immediately put into forde wliat may now be regarded as the regular and 
stereotyped procedure for checking a slump ; and on the and of September, and again 
on the 9th, the Comptroller General offered to sell bills on London at ir. 3} {r/. up to 
j^<oo,ooo worih in each week. The bills actually taken during the fortmght amounted 
otiTy to 56,000 ; the Secretary of State at his end cut down nis offers of remittances , 
and the market was almost immediately restored to confidence, exchange rising by rapid 
stages back to parity on the a3rd of September. From October onwards there has been 
no further sign of trouble , Council bills have been sold in very large quantities, at 
prices ranging from par to /^nds above, with g^nds for telegraphic transfers , and 
gold has begun once more to come freely into the country 

65. In currency affairs, effects sometimes follow causes with gratifying rapidity. 
As the result of the heavy demand for remittances to finance our revived export trade, 
the Secretary of Stale expects, in addition to satisfying all the requirements of his home 
treasury, to be able to raise the gold standard reserve by the end of March to over 
3^14^ millions , that is, to repay to it the whole of the gold which had to be withdrawn 
in 1908 in support of exchange. Our currency reserve in London stands at millions ; 
but the sovereign is once more visible in India, the stock of gold held by us in this 
country having risen to over 5^ millions at the end of January, when it was still rapidly 
increasing. Within two years after the first breaches had been made in our p>sition, 
our w'alls have been rebuilt and we are engaged in the further strengthemng and exten* 
Sion of our defences. 

66. 1 should be lacking in candour if I allowed the Council to think that we are 
yet satisfied with the sufficiency of our defences. We have come successfully through 
one financial ensis and one famine. But there have been blacker times in the financial 


world than the cnsis of October 1907, and-Hhere haVe been longer and more widespread 
famines in India than the one which is now happily at an end. My desire is to see our 
gold resources strong enough to carry us over not one, but two, years of short exports , 
and to keep exchange stable through at lea.st twice the period during which w'c supported 
it in 1908 I do not say that even then we should regard our position as absolutely 
clear , but what 1 have indicated seems as much as we need aim at for the prosfiit I 
s|j)puld now like to add a caution on the other .side. ! wish to dissociate the Govern m i n t 
from the notion that a reduction in our gold holdings is an evil ^er se, and 1 trust th.it 
nothing which 1 have said above will be taken as indicating sympathy with that idt-a. 
Thc^e would be nothing more fallacious than to conceive of our gold reserves as be ing 
something that we put away in safety and strive to protect at all hazards. They exist 
to be used ; and they are efficient only in so far as they are capable 01 being freidy used 
for the purpose for which they were created. To hoard our gold when there is a clear 
case for employing it, would be fatal to our currency policy • and it may, and usually 
will, be just as ^much our duty to disperse our reserves when the balance of trade is 
against India, as n is our duty to build them up when the bai.ince is in our favour The 
increasing delicacy of the exchai^e standard and the more frequent manifestations 
of nervousness in the market— -I use the term in no offensive sense— may require us 
to open our gold reserves more often than has hitherto been necessary . but we shall 
not hesitate to do so whenever exchange clearly needs support. 

67. It is therefore with genuine satisfaction that 1 am able to announce tw’o recent 
decisions which ought to increase the efficiency of our gold reserves. The Council will 
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remember that, in Au^^nst 1907, upon th€ adnee of the Indian Railway Finance Com- 
nuUee, it was determined to employ one-half of the profits on our rupee coinage in capital 
expenditure upon railways. The sum of 123,604 was actually diverted in this manner. 
Ilut for the future, as has now been decided, the whole of our coinage proBts without 
reservation will be paid into the gold standard reserve until such time as the gold hel^ 
by us, in that Rfser\e and in the Paper Currency department combined, reaches tl^ 
figure of 25 millions sterling. The second important change concerns the form m 
which the gold standard re.serve is held in England. For the future, instead of ti^g 
up the wholi amount in investments, the Secretary of State has consented to 1 

million sterling uninvested, letting out this sum in short loans or putting it into^ank 
deposits Of the balance, he will hold a considerable portion in high*class securitis with 
a near date of redemption , and the remainder in Consols or ether approved ||>tock. 
\\ h( n we are next obliged to sell sterling bills on London, the Secretary of State ww thus 
be able to meet them in the first instance from cash which is virtually at call. ^Vhen 
this IS exhausted, he cxin draw on his short-akitcd securities, upon which cash can always 
hi‘ obtained by sale or loan if it is impossible to wait for their maturity If the crisis still 
continues, it will become necessary to realize — and to realize gradually and carefully— the 
more permanent securities. It will be for the Secretary of State in Council-to carry out 
this opeiatioii, and he accepts the responsibility for doing so if occasion arises I trusO 
th.'it the Coubcil, as wt*ll as the large and important community who are vitally interested 
in sill h matters, will find in these arrangements and in the actions of Government during the 
last tw'o years, no uncertain proof of the determination of those w’ho are •responsible for 
the Government of India to uphold the gold value of the rupee 

Conclusion. 

68. In introducing the Rudgetlast vear 1 used the perhaps infelicitous expression 
“ a g.imblt in rain ” So fai the gamble has resulted in a win, tut 1 think every one will 
agiee that, .ilthough the* monsoon must always remain a dominating factor in forcecasting 
the revenue and expenditure of India, it would be neither prudent nor right to approach 
the c ompilation of a budget from a gambling standpoint Broadly speaking, it should 
bi possible by the experience of past years, tempered by a careful review of possibly 
changed circumstances, to form a fairly close estimate of revenue and expenditure. The 
monsoon will, however, always be a factor in regard to which hope must of necessity take 
the place of calculation and that in itself renders budgeting in this country a matter of 
abnormal difTu'uUy.. AH wc can do is to calculate upon a reasonably good harv'est, and 
111 thi' literal .ind best sense, put our trust in Providcmce. 

69 To the best of my ability 1 have estimated our assets and liabilities for the 
<-nsuing >ear. The out i oine necessitates some additional taxation, lean understand 
a I eil.iin main lous satisfaction in cxtiacting revenue out of multi-millionaires But this is 
not a rich countrv A l.irge proportion of its people are poor, an appreciable proportion 
are very poor No right-nundea man can impose additional taxation on India with a 
liglit heart. To me it is a very genuine s^^rrow to be obliged to do so. 1 did not sow 
the sloim but I am re.iping the whirlwind.

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MEMORANDUM EXPLAINING THE DETAILS OF THE 

ESTIMATES. 

1. In this memorandum the variations between the Revised and the Budget 
estimates of the current year, and between the latter and the Budget estimates 
of next year, are explained m detail for the major heads of account Under 
most of the heads details b],’ pio\inces have been given, and it may be explained 
that the figures shown against “ India General ” represent the transactions of 
the Central Government, including all expenditure directly controlled by it. of the 
minor administrations of Ajmer- Merwara, Baluchistan and Coorg, and of the 
convict settlement in the Andamans The Budget estimates of Provincial and 
“ Divided ” expenditure in 1910-191 1 generally represent the allotments proposed 
by the several Governments and Administrations with whom regular provincial 
settlements have been concluded, and fuller details of the figures will no doubt 
be given in their Financial Statoments by the Local Governments which 
have respective Legislative Councils. It will be understood that the estimates 
now’ presented arc not final. Alterations in the figures may be necessitated in the 
interests of accuracy or by the recommendations of the Imperial and Provincial 
Legislative Councils, or in consequence of important factors w'hich come to 
light in the course of the next three weeks.' All such alleraflons will be 
embodied in the Budget which will be presented to the Council on the S3rd 
March. •

3. The accounts of 1 90S- 1909 are not discussed m this Memorandum , but 
It has m the past been usual to give a brief explanation of the divergences 
between the revised estimate of revenue and expenditure for last year, as 
subnijtted to the Council tw’elve months ago, and 'the actual accounts of the 
yedSr, as closed, audited and compiled in the Comptroller and Auditor General's 
Annual Appropriation Report. The revised estim ju s of 1908-1909 published 
in March 1909 were based upon the approximate figures of eleven months 
a forecast of the figures for the twelfth month of the year To the 
extent, therefore, to which the March aciuals differed from that forecast ; to 
which audit detected errors or misclassification »n the figures of the earlier 
montbs^ro which book adjustments had to be made between last year and this 
year, or between one major head and another, up to the time when the 
accounts were finally closed in last December , — to tltat extent will the revenue 
and expenditure now before the Council differ from the estimate which they 
had to considef at the last Budget meeting. The differences as a rule are 
unimportant. They involve no question of principle, and their net effect is 
measured by something under 3 lakhs.

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The total revenue has turned out about 133,000, and the total expendi- 
ture about 1 50,000, more than 'the revised estimate, with the result that the 
year's deficit yMis ^ 17,000 larger than was anticipated The figure is relatively 
small, though it is the outcome of wider fluctuations on both sides of the account. 
Railways yielded about £g‘],ocp below the estimate , a heavy fall in the takings 
on the Great Indian Peninsula line and special activity in renewals and repairs on 
the North-W estern line being mainly responsible. The Military figures wer6 
worse by about £j2,cx30 net ; chiefly as the result of heavier expenditure on food 
supplies, railw.T) ( barges and pensionar}- charges. In the Mints, an unexpectedly 
large return of copper and bronze from circulation changed an expected coinage 
profit from that section of the currency into a loss, and led to a deterioration of 
;^89 ,ooo from the estimate. But on the other hand there were considerable 
savings undrr oidinary Public Works, — about £6j,ooo, net , the Land Revenue 
receipts improved by about j^63,ooo, particularly in Burma and Bombay ; and 
the Salt returns rose by over £$g,ooo, the issues in March having made a sudden 
spurt.

The Budget 

Estimate for 1910*191 1 is R4*i5 lakhs higher than the Revi*ed tor the current Budgti, 19 10-191 • 

year— a reduction in the collections iif’ 1:116 minor administrations owing to the 

absence of famine arrears being more than counterbalanced by larger* recoveries 

of survey and settlement expenditure in Bengal and Eastern Bengal and Assam. 


{b) Divided and wholly ProvmctaL 

7. The total collections in 1909-1910 are expected to exceed the Budget 
estimate by R65 06' lakhs. The largest increase takes place in Burma (22'42 
lakhs) where a substantial improvement is likely to occur in the Ordinary revenue, 
owing to an extension of cultivation and an excellent nee crop, as well as m the 
Petroleum revenue iin consequence of activity in the Yenang-yaung 
oil*fields. In Bengal, United Provinces and Bombay the excellent agricultur.^ 
prospects of the year have permitted a higher collection of famine arrears 
than was provided tor in the Budget Part of the improvement in the Punjab is 
due to the same reason, but a greater portion of it has been caused by purchases 
of proprietary rights in the Chenab Canal colony which were not foreseen 
W’hen the Budget was framed. In Madras also, higher realusation of arrears 
and the introduction of re*settlement rates in certain districts have contributed 
to a small improvement over the Budget Estimate the improvement would have 
been greater but for the unfavourable character of the nortn-east monsoon which 
has necessitated larger season remissions. It is in the Central Provinces alone 
thj^^y material decrease from the Budget Estimate is likely to take place, as it 
probable from the progress of collections that the provision made in the 
aHaget tor the recovery of arrears will prove over*sanguinc.

Estimate for 1 909* 19 10, In Bengal, the United Provinces, Punjab and Bombay- ■ 

any normal growth in the revenue is more than counterbalanced by the 
heavy receipts^ of famine arrears during the current year. In the Cfentral 
Provinces and Eastern Bengal and Assam, the normal growth m 
ue revenue next year is likely to somewhat exceed the decrease in the collection 
a^iprs. But It is only in Burma and Madras, which wore immune from the 
famine, that any material improvement over the current year’s collections 
is ^pected in 1910*191 1. 


- (r) Adjustments between Imperial and Provincial* 

9.^»e table at page 22 shows the amount of Land Revenue assigned 
for Provincial expenditure in the tw’o years. The increase of R4 57 lakhs 
in 1909*1910 over the Budget estimate in the rt^urnng grants gixen under 
the terms of the settlements or for special purposes is mainly caused by an 
assignment of *R4'92 lakhs made to the United Provinces under the terms of its 
provmcial settl^ent in connection with the reduction in certain irrigation rates.

10 In the l^uclget estiniatei* for the curient year the average price 10 oe /i' 
obtained at the baleh of Bengal opium was taken at R 1,350 a chest. The yeajf 
opened badly, the average price obtained at the April sales amounting to oidv 
14 1, 166, and though there was a sharp improvement to R i ,366 in May, it ji*'s 
followed by a decline in the next two months Since August, however, th ~‘^.ias 
been a steady increase, and in the October sales the average price rose to Rj ,439. 
The course ol prices since then has been unprecedented. Owing apparently 
to a depletion in the stocks of opium in China and the unquestion^le evidence 
th.it India was senously reducing its supply, there has been a marked rise in the 
price of the drug in China and this has resulted in an increased competition to 
secure the limited number of cTiests offered for sale in Calcutta. 7 3 average 
sale-price per chest jumped up to R 1,800 in November, to R2,044* in January 
and nearly touched R 2,400 in February As a result, the revenue from this 
souice IS likel> to exceed the Budget estimate by no less than R 110 35 lakhs. 

17 During 1910-191 1 It is intended to sell 37,560 chests of Bengal opium, 
vts , 3,300 chests e\ery month in the last three quarters of tha>*current calendar 
)oar, reduced to 2,620 chests a month in the first quarter of 191 1. Judging by 
the continuance of high pnees in the China markets, we anticipate that it will 
be possible to obtain next year an average sale price of R 1,750 per chest. The

in certain forests and by the exemption of calves from grazing fees In the 
two Bengals, as well as in the United Provinces «ind the Punjab, the general 
depression in the timber trade appears to have been mainly responsible for keep- 
ing down the receipts , though in the last-named province a portion of the decrease 
is caused by an adjustment by deduction from receipts of a payment made to 
the Frontier Province in respect of arrear revenue due to it Important improve- 
ments over the Budget forecast occur in Burma owing to an extension of the 
purchase contract system, and in Bombay mainly in consequence of a keen 
competition at the timber sales in ceitain tract*.

50. The total revenue in* 1909- 19 10 does not differ matenaliy from theJTudget 

estimate. There has been a considerable set-back in Bengal, owing pr<yably to 
the commercial and agricultural depression in the earlier monnis. the 

defects from the Budget estimate in this province, as well as in Easta|lh Bengal 
and Assam, Madras and Burma, are counterbalanced to somyextent by 
improved receipts in the provinces recovenng from the recent mmine. In 
1910-1911, a substantial recovery is anticipated m Bengal, while in the United 
Provinces the rush of litigation m 1909- 1910 is not expected to, continue ; in the 
other provinces, provision has been made for a normal grow'th in revenue 
consequent on the expansion of the operations of the department. 

51. The total expenditure m 1909-1910 is about the same as the Budget 
estimate. The grant of 19 10- 19 1 1 includes provision in almost every province for 
the revision of registraticn establishments.

iNfEREST ON ORDINARY DEBT. 

50. The charges in 1Q09-1910 for Interest payable on the public debt ^ a 
whole are in excess of the Budget by 7^39.500 (R5 92 lakhs^ The^ principal 
variations are an increa^e of 7^ 29,200 in interest on India Bills, owing to the 
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rate of discount being higher than was contemplated ; an^^ayment of £ 14,600 
on account of interest on the temporary loan taken from the Gold Standard 
Reserve during the yc&T {vtde paragraph 335). In the Budget of 1910-1911 
necessary provision has been made for a full year's interest on the sterling loan 
of millions and the rupee loan of 2^ crores raised in the current year; for 
a higher rate of interest on India Bills , for increased sinking fund payments, for 
the redemption of debt in excess of money raised in connection with the new 
sterling loan raised in 1909-1910; and for the service of the new rupee loan 
announced in paragraph 238. 

60. The amount of interest transferred to the Railway and Irrigation Tr 
sections of the accounts depends, firstly, on the capital expenditure , and, secondly, 
on the rate at which interest IS charged on that poition of the debt which has 
not been specifically raised for the construction of railways or irrigation works. 
Our practice is to adopt for fhts purpose the aveiagc rate of interest actually 
paid in respect of the whole of the noA-specific debt in the latest year for which 
the final accounts are available The result is that the rate adopted in calculat* 
ingthe Revised estimate for a year is geneially diffl*ient from that used for the 
Budget estimate; and this leads to a difterence between the two estimates 
apart from that caused by a vaiiation in the capital exponditure »tself. The 
increase in the amount of interest to be tiansfeircd m 1910- 101 1 over the Revised 
estimate for 1909-1910 is wholly due to the progiess of capital expenditure. 

61 A portion of the Interest on Ordinary Debt appears in the Provincial 
section of the accounts Provincial Governments aic authorised to grant 
advances to cultivators (as well as to certain other people m special cases) under 
various Acts, to landluildeis and notabilities apart fiom the provisions of any law, 
and to municipalities and local bodies (t>thci than Presidency Corporations), out 
of amounts annually placed at then disposal hy the Government of India. 
The interest actually levied on such advan< es IS credited as Piovmcial levenue. 
But interest at percent a year is chaiged to the bocal Governments on the . 
mean between the outst.inding balances of the Provincial I.oan Accounts at the 
commencement of the )ear and at its close , and this is done by tr.uisfeinng 
the amount so calculated from the Imperial to the Piovincial s(*etion under 
Interest on Ordinary Debt The differences between the Budget and the 
Revised estimates of the amount to be so tiansfeired in the current year, and 
between the latter and the Budget estim.ate ot 1 9 10- 1<) 1 1, are explained by the 
reductions in the outstanding balances of the Provincial f-oan Account as shown 
in the table at page 44, which are chiefly due to heavy recovery of takavt 
advances in the provinces recovering from the recent famine

62. The increase of 1 6 , 700 (R2*5 lakh*) in 1909-1910 over the BudgcH ^ 
estimate is mainly caused by the pa^nent to the rcvenui ac( ount of the Burma 
'.Railway Company, under the terms of its contnut, of interest on undrawn 
balances of capital deposited by it. In 1910-1911, the payments on this account 
will be smaller, but the decrease will be moie than count<#rbalaiiced by an 
'ncrease in the interest payable by the Post Office Savings B.ink, the deposits in

63. The Budget estimates for the current year assumed a large gro 
in the postal revenue, with the return of normal agricultural conditions and /' .le 
revival in trade. The expectation has not been fully realised and thteR''" t'sed 
estimate is now taken at R8‘85 lakhs less than the Budget. Trade cSlV>3-itions 
have not proved quite so good as w'as anticipated, while insufficient al^^wance 
appears to have been made in the Budget for the effect of the reduction in 
postal rates introduced from the 1st October 1907.

10 77. The ‘5maK increase over the Budget ^rant in 1909-1910 is caused by the 

refund of an escheated piopertv bj the Administrator General, Bengal, whose 
charges are recorded in the Imperial section of the accounts ; avd an insufficient 
provision on account of sahincs of Assistant Commissioners in the Frontier

78. The total Revised Estimate for the currenP^^ear exceeds the 
Budget by R6‘49 lakhs. There is a large increase of 83*84 lakhs in Bengal 
maimy in connection with the prosecution of anarchical crime; and of 8226 
lakhs in Madras owing to enhanced expenditure on grain compensation allowances, 
creation of temporary Civil and Sessions Courts to cope with increase of work and 
insufficient provision in the Budget to meet sanctioned charges of Criminal Courts. 
Smaller excesses occur in Burma on mg chiefly to the prosecution of the Kheddah 
fraud cases , in Eastern Bengal and Assam owing to inadequate provision under 
several items in the Budget , and in Bombay, as a net result of a number of 
unimportant variations from the Budget allotments. On the other hand, some 
savii^ in the Budget grants is expected in the United Provinces, the Punjab and 
the Central Provinces. 

79. The total Budget for 1910-1911 is R8 06 lakhs higher than the 
Revised Hstimate for 1909- iqiu 1 he increase is shared by all the provinces 
except Bengal, where provision for normal growth of expenditure and for 
additional outlay in connection with the schema* for the improvement of 
the pay of ministerial officers will be more than counterbalanced by smaller 
payment of fees to prosecuting lawyers and of gram compensation a|lowances. 
The more important increases occur m the Punjab (2*25 lakhs), where provi- 
sion has been made for the full cost of the scheme, recently introduced, for 
the re-orgauMsation of the Judicial Department , m Madras (1 86 lakhs), wheie the 
Budget contains allotments for additional tmnporary Civil and Sessions Courts 
required to cope with the increase of work, as well as for a number of new 
schemes, eg' , constitution of ad litional districts and revision of pay of certain

Special allotments have been made in almost 
every province for the improvement of the prospects of civil medical assistants , 
in Burma for improving the equipment of certain hospitals, in Bengal for improv- 
ing the prospects of assistant surgeons ; in the United Provinces for the taking 
over by Government of the Thomason Hospital at Agra, and in Bombay 
for the opening of new dispensaries and for the payment of grants to certain 
medical institutions.

, 105. The expenditure fluctuates considerably with the drawings of his 

- subsidy by His Hfighness the Amir of Afghanistan. It is very difficult to 
forecast these with any degree of accuracy, and there is always an 
element of uncertainty in the estimates under this head. The Budget Estimate 
for the current year provided for a payment of Rap lakhs on this account. It is 
now unlikely that more than 25 lakhs will be drawn , and allowing for a provision 
of this amount the Revised Estimate amounts to R7'44 lakhs less than the Budget. 
Other important causes contributing to the decrease are non-utilisation of 
the provisions for the re -organisation of certain tubal levy services m Baluchis- 
tan and of frontier mihtia in the Frontier province, and recovery of arrear contri- 
butions towards the cost of certain political agencies in Central India 

106. In 1910 191 1, the provision for the payment of subsidy to the Amir 

- has been taken at 20 lakhs , but the saving under this item is counterbalanced in 
part by increases in other directions, and the total Budget is less than the Revised 
by only i'g 2 lakhs. The principal causes of increase are the absence of the 
arrear contributions mentioned above, and the provision for the re-organisation of 
frontier militia in the Frontier province and of the political staff and certain other 
establishments in Aden.

{a) Imperial. 

109. The Revised for 1909-1910 is less than the Budget by Ra’ya lakhs. 
The principal siivings occur in the charges of the Meteorological Department 
owing mainly to a reduced expenditure on telegrams caused by the revised tariff 
rates, and of the Survey of India, Geological Survey and Agricultural 
Departments in consequence of ordinary' lapses in grants. In 1910-1911, a 
provision of 5 lakhs has been made to meet the cost of the impending census 
operations. Otherwise the grants of the various Departments have been 
generally fixed uith reference to normal operations and the scale of establish- 
ments actually sanctioned. The large increase under Survey of India over the 
current year’s expenditure is caused mainly by provision for the reorganisation of 
the Impcnal Service recently sanctioned by the Secretary of State. 

{b) Provincial. 

110. The Revised^ Estimate shows a lapse of Ri’76 lakhs m the total 
Budget provision for the current yeai. Considerable savmgs are expected in 
Bengal and in Bombay, owing mainly to the non-utilisation of grants for the 
dev^opment ot the Agricultural Department in the former prcAmce, and for the 
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purchase of lai^d for th^ Northcote Cattic Farm in Sayings of smaller 

magnitude occur in Madras, Burma and the CcJlS* Provinces. But on 
the other hand, there are large excesses over Budget g^a^ in the United Pro- 
vinces and the Punjab. In both these provinces, special payments of contribu- 
bons of a and i lakhs respectively have been made to the recent industrial exhibi- 
tions j but while in the former province it has been found possible to meet a portion 
of this expenditure out of savings in the Budget allotments, in the latter the

The total Budget grant for 1910- 191 1 is 6 a8 lakhs higher than the i 
Revised of the current year. The bulk of the increase occurs in Bengal, Madras' 
and Bombay. Provision has been made in all three provinces for the further 
development of the agricultural and other departments whose charges are 
recorded under this head , and in Bengal, and also to a smaller extent in Madras, 
for the purchase of a larger quantity of cinchona bark. Provisions for the 
development of the agricultural and ^terinary departments have also been made 
in the Central Provinces, the United Provinces and the Punjab , but they have been 
obscured in the first named province by the saving caused by the completion of 
the work in connection with gazetteers , and in tne last two provinces by the 
absrace of the special payments made in the current year in aid of industrial 
exhibitions.

113. As regards the Provincial figures, the decrease in 1909-1010 as com- i 
pared with the Budget estimate is chiefly due to smaller receipts from the sale 
of quinine in Bengal and from the chrome tanning industry in Madras. In 1910- 
191 1 larger receipts are anticipated in Bengal from the sale of quinine, and almost 
all the provinces provide for a growth in departmental revenue.

Some steps in this direction 
have been taken during the present year, but the effect of these will not be fully 
felt for some time to come ; and the grants for the purchase of stationery for 
central stores in India and in England in the current year have been exceeded bv 
R5'55 lakhs. A part of this, however, will be counterbalanced by an increase of 
Ra*o3 lakhs in the value of supplies to Local Governments, etc. There mil 
also be a large saving in the pnnting expenditure, which also has come under

current year, a further 3 lakhs being realised next year. The decrease in 
revenue in 1909-1910 is, however, snore than counterbalanced by increases in 
other provinces ; the more important of these occur in Eastern Bengal and Assam 
owing mainly to higher receipts from unclaimed d^iosits in courts, etc., and in 
Bengal owing to special receipts from the sale of the Jorabagan thana and of the 
fishery trawler “ Golden Crown.” ^ The former transaction is expected to bring 
IBli ^l^h s of which 1*4 will be received in 1910-1911. •

142 The Budget estimates for Ithe current year provided for a very 
considerable advance in the Gross Receipts Of State Railways in the expectation 
that the seasons would be propitious and that there would be a revival in trade. 
The latter expectation has not been fully realised, and it is now apprehended that 
the rcTcipts will fall short of the Budget by R84 89 lakhs The more important 
deci eases oegur in the earnings of the East Indian and Bengal-Nagpur Railways, 
which have suffered by the depression in the coal market , of the Eastern B«V"^» 
Railway, owing to a short jute crop , and on the Rajputana-Malwa and^Prrtfnand 
Rolnlkhand Railways ow'ing to general depression in traffic. Om^il!^wI»er hand, 
material improvements are expected in the earnings of the GmiK^ndian Peninsula 
line and of the two other lines which traverse Southern India The bumper wheat 
crop harvested in the Punjab last year has enabled the budget estimate 
for the North-Western Railway to be realized at the very high figure of 7 
crores 

143. In spite of the defect in the estimates of gross revenue, the total Working 
‘"t Expenses in 1909-1910 exceed the Budget grant by R 1 1 '03 lakhs A considerable 
saving in the case of the East Indian Railway, caused by the fall in the traffic and 
larger debits to capital in connection with betterments, is almost w'holly counter- 
balanced by an equally large increase under the North-Western Railway, a portion 
of w'hich IS due to unforeseen expenditure necessitated by flood damages and by 
the fire in the carriage shop at Lahore. Some saving in expenditure also occurs 
in the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway, but in the case of none of the other lines is 
any decrease of expenditure expected to follow the decline in revenue. On the 
other hand, the Budget grants are likely to be exceeded on the Madras and 
Southern Marhatta line owing to increased receipts and necessary renewals of 
sleepers .ind repairs of flood damages , on the Burma line owing to re-laying of 
certain sections of the permanent-way and necessary improvements in station 
yards , on the Eastern Bengal line owing to outlay on the repairing of damages 
caused by the cy clom* in October 1 9^9 , and on the Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India line owing to enhanced charges for coaf and heavier repairs and renewals of 
rolling-stock 

144 Owing to the decline in thi* Net Receipts, important savings occur in the 
provision for the jSayment ot surplus profits to the Bengal-Nagpur and East 
Indian lines , but these are more than counterbalanced by an increased payment 
of 12 lakhs to the Madras and Southern Marhatta Railway, the effect of the 
piovisions of the new contract as well as of an improvement in the net revenue. 

145 In the Budget of 1910-1911, provision has been made for a moderate 
increase ot R 169 38 lakhs in the Gross Receipts on the assumption that the 
agricultural conditions will be normal and that there will be a further revival of 
trade Out of this R 1 S3‘63 lakhs will, however, be required to meet increase in 
working expenses, and making some allowance for enhanced payment of surplus 
profits to Companies, etc , the improvement in Net Receipts will amount to 8*77 
lakhs only. 

146 The very large increase in Working Expenses is a ^rect residt of the 
increasing demand on the part of the pubbe for more efficient^ working and 
for a better service both fbr goods and passenger traffic ; and is a necessary 
complement of the enhanced capital expenditure which is now being incurred 
with reference to this demand on the improvement of open line% Owing to the 
uncertainty about the lailway receipts, the Budget grants for the current year were 
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fixed with a close regard to economy, and the provisioj^Wowed for betterments 
was restricted ; but with the revival in trade the KaSwa^VRard advise that it is 
no longer possible to wholly postpone such expenditure without impairing the 
value of the railway service. Large allotments have accordingly been made in the 
estimates for next year of most of the important lines, for the renewal with heavier 
rml of considerable lengths of permanent way, for the strengthening of bridges 
and for renewals of rolung-stock. 

Intfresi Charges. 

147. The decrease in expenditure in 1909*1910, as compared with the Budget 
estimate, under Interest on Debt and under Interest charged against Companies 
on advances, is caused by lapses in capital grants and by the variation in the rati 
of interest charged on certain loan funds explaim'd in paragraph 60. On th< 
other hand, there is a larger increasi* in Interest on capital deposited by Com 
panies , this is, however, caused not by any additional deposits of capital but bi 
larger overdrafts of capital by certain Companies, and there is a corresponding 
increase under Interest receipts paragraph 56). 

148. The increase in the total interest charge in 1910*1911 is a result o 
^ the growth in the capital cost of the railuays. ^ 

Ofhfr RECEIPtS 

^ 149. The receipts shown under this head represent rocoveyes from thi 

^Bi^ancore Darbar of its share of the loss on the Travancore Branch of th< 
SomfN^^ian Railway , the Government share of the surplus profits of thi 
RohilkhaliS^S^rpaon, Southern Punjab and Ainntsar-Patti Railways payabli 
under the terms Oi^At^dr respective contracts , dividends on certain shares of thi 
Ahmedabad'Dholka Itailway allotted to the Governmi-nt in re-payment o 
expenditure incurred by it on behalf of the Railway ; and sale-proceeds of lam 
relinquished by Railway Companies. The decrease in 1910-1911 occurs maml 
in the share of surplus profits of the Southern Punjab Railway. 

Other Charges. 

150. These consist of cost of land required by certain companies, the contract 
with which provide fox the free supply of all land wanted for the purposes of th 
railways undertaken oy them, and of miscellaneous items such as surveys an 
controlling establishments (including the Railway Board). A share of the cost c 
control IS charged to the working expenses of each railway company and the re 
coveries thus made are adjusted by deduction from the miscellaneous expimditurt

158. The increase m the Revised over the Budget Estimate of the current 
year is caused mainly by an unexpected improvement in the receipts <if the 
Punjab canals whose transactions are recorded in the Imperial section of the 
accounts. Forjiext year, the revenue from these canals has been taken at a 
normal figure and this chiefly accounts for the reduction in the Budget of 
]9io*i9ii as compared with the Revised of i909'i9io.

159. The Budget Estimate of the current year included the usual grant of 
lakhs in ai^of speQial expenditure entailed by the recommendations of the

scheme in Baluchistan^^ut R 2 lakhs have been allotted to the Government of the 
United Provinces for tank restoration works and placed at its credit by an assign* 
mcnt of Land Rtnenue (v/t/r paragraph 12) ; and Ri'8 lakhs out of both grants 
are being used to mci t the Imperial share of expenditure in ♦ xcess of Budget grant 
in Bomoay where the charges (as well as the receipts) under the head are 
divided in mon ties het\vcc*n Imperial and Provincial These causes mainly 
account for the decr< ase of R4 01 lakhs in the Revised Estimate of the current 
year, as compared with the Budget 

160 Thf Fstimates for 191 o- 191 1 exceed the Revised for the current year by 
4*30 lakhs. Alloivance has been made for the special grant of R5 lakhs and a 
reserve of K’ 1 5 lakhs, but no provision exists for the Nar Nallah scheme, as an 
allotment will b« made for it later in the year from the special grant. 


(d) Divided and Provincial 

161 The excess of R';'r'6 lakhs over the Budget grant of 1909-1910 occurs 
mainly in Romb.iy and is caused by large outlay on urgent liver embankment 
works and sja ci.il lepairs rtndcn d necessary by the severe erosion of the Indus 
on its right and left banks In the I’nited Provinces, the expenditure on tank 
rt'storation woiks' out of the special Imperial assignment is counterbalanced to a 
great extent savings m oidinary grants. 

162 The" total Budget for 1910-1911 is R3‘20 lakhs less than thOPkSf^d 

for the furu'nt year T arg(‘ decreases occur in Bombay and United 

Piovinces owing lo the abst nee of the special expenditure incur"^ in the current

167. The Revised estimate shows »i total increase of R4’99 l.iklis over the igog-igjo. 

Budget o the current year Certain expenditure incurred in the Civil Depait- 
ment, mainly on contributions to municipalities and district and local braids in 
connection with roads, buddings and miscellaneous public improvr^ments • (c 
drainage, water supply, etc.), is recorded under this head , and the amount of 
such expenditure in 1909-1910 will fall short of the Budget by R 12 29 lakhs. 

Of this R 10*52 lakhs occurs m the two Hengals and is chiefly due to two causes, 
viz., firstly, smaller payment of contnbutions to District Boards, and secoi dly, 
the record under appropriate heads of certain special contributions for which 

S rovUuon was made here in the Budget. There is also i saving of R2 81 lakhs in 
fadras, owing mainly to the inability of the Madras Corporation to fully utilise 
the grant of R6 lakhs for water supply and drainage works , but this is partly 
counterbalanced by excess expenditure in other provincesf 

168. The expenditure in 1909*1910 on roads and buildings in the Public 
Works Departmeg^ exceeds the Budget by R 1 7 28 lakhs and this excess is 
thaxed by ^ the provinces with the exception of Madras where there is a small 

Q 2 
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lapse in the BudgK.. grant. Owii^ to the unfavourab^ position of their 
provincial finances, the Governments of almost all these proraices were compelled 
to restrict very considerably the grants made on this account in the current year’s 
Budget ; and they have appropriated to Civil Works expenditure any net savings 
in the grants under the other heads, as well any sums that have been availame 
owing to an improvement in their resources. The largest mcrease occurs in 
Eastern Bengal and Assam where considerable outlay is being incurred in 
connection with the laying out of the new headquarters at Dacca. 

169 In 1910*191 1, Madras proposes to spend about 20 lakhs from its heavy 
accumulation of balances Otherwise the grants have been fixed with reference 
to the condition of the provincial balances ; and but for the ^cial Imperial assign* 
ments given in the current year, the programme in the Central Provinces and 
Bengal would have to be cut down suDStantially below the normal scale. The 
total increase over the Revised estimate of the current year amounts to R50 2 lakhs. 
Of this R2661 lakhs occur in the Civil Department and are chiefly due to provisions 
for a contribution of R 1 5 lakhs to the Rangoon Port Trust in connection with the 
river training scheme (of which Rio lakhs will be met from the special Imperial 
assignment made in the current year), for a grant of R5 lakhs to the Madras Por^^ 
Trust and an increased granb-of R4 lakhs to the Madras Municipality ; and for a 
lump allotment of R i lakh in the Punjab for expenditure that may be necessitated at 
Dera Ghazi Khan The increased provision for departmental expenditure therefore 
amounts to R 23 59 lakhs , and this is distributed among all the provinces, v* fClT 
the exception of Burma where the state of the provincial oalances does not permit 
of a higher scale of expenditure than in the current year, and in . Bombay where 
a smaller programme of new works is contemplated. The increase is largest in 
Madras (Rii*ii lakhs), where it is proposed to utilise a portion of the heavy 
accumulation of balances in undertaking a more active programme of Civil 
orks with reference to the recommendation of the Finance Committee. The 
other important increases occur in Bengal where the expenditure in the current 
year had to be badly stinted owing to want of funds , in the United Provinces 
where work in connection with the Medical College at Lucknow will be com* 
menced , «md in the Punjab owing to larger allotments for town improvement 
works in the new colonies and for other purposes.

171. The Revised anticipates an expendittfre in India of R 2 1,45*57 lakhs 
(;^ 1 4,303,800) as compared with the budget provision of R2 1,59*57 lakhs 
(^14,397,100), the expected saving being R 14 00 lakhs (^^93, 300). 

173 The most impoitant reduction (IR1476 lakhs) occurs under the 
- charges lor food supplies and compensation for dearness of food and 
forage, and is due to a giiodmonscjon followed by a marked impiovement in prices 
The replacement ol service pay by proficiency pay is producing a progressively 
increasing savinu, uliich accounts for a reduction of R3 50 lakhs in the 
current \<Mr Oidnance expenditure in India has fallen by ^2*04 lakhs. A

174. Many of the variations rej resent ordinary fluctuations and to a large 
extent cancel oiu another Thus, there is an excess ol R3 50 lakhs in the 
charges for pay and allowances ol regimental officers, and of K 1 02 lakhs in the 
expenditure on lui 1 . lighting and petl} supplies The priiicip.il decreases arise 
fiom reduced ch.irgis loi Jndi.in Aimy reciuits (R2 50 lakhs), savings due* to 
short stn ngth of the Supply and Transport peisonnel (R2 50 lakhs'), reduced 
( hargos loi the supply and maintenance of peace stores (R; 55 lakhs), and 
short t^xpendiuiie on the peisonnel ol ammunition columns ^^Ri 43 lakhs) 
which were not fully biought up to stiength during the year The net effect of 
the paitnulai lluctu.itions heie mentioned is a dc'crease ol R3 4^ lakhs

175. L nder Home expendituie .1 decrease of 309,600 is anticijiated, the total 
expenditure assumed being ;;^’4,t)44,20o as compared with the budget provision 
of ;£i^4,953.8oo The estimate allow sYor the expenditure at Home of ;^'24,9oo 
in connection with the arms traffic operations. The largest lapses occur under

176 A part of the lapse under Stores is due to advance payments in ]9o8-09> 
and to the postponement of others 10 1910-11. A part is explained by the 
re-exammation in India of estimates and requirements under Ordnance and 
Clothing stores, these having been overstated in the original Budget. The 
savings under items (2) and (4) represent ordinary fluctuations. A large 
part (j^24,ooo) of the saving under the Indian Troop Service is a deflnfte 
economy, arising from the tmployment of the R.J.M.S. Duffertn for one 
voyage to and from England in place of a hired transport • It is hoped 
that this experiment may be extended to two voyages in the following* 
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year. There is a relalively email set*of{ to this economy in additional expend- 
xture (Army and Marine) in India. The charges for retired pay of Indian Service 
'Officers are at present on a gradually descending scale. 

177. The Rcrrised estimate anticipates an improvement under receipts of 
Kr57 lakhs (j^io,40o). The increase is mainly due to the new clothing allow- 
ance scheme for British troops, already referred to, under which the soldier 
receives an allowance for clothing which was previously supplied in kind, and 
makes an actual payment to the clothing factory for articles of wear obtained 
from It. 

178. Thus the net expenditure of the year is expected to be 13,300 below 
i:he Budget estimate. The imorovement may be regarded broadly as due to a 
saving oT nearly 100,000 under food charges , and to large savings at Home, 
majnly under stores 

179 No separate reference has yet been made to the Schedule expenditure 
which IS merged in the above hgures As was explained by the hmance Member 
in paragraph 44 of the Financial Statement for 1909-10, the Special Grant origin- 
ally instituted in connection with the Reorganuation and Kedustribution schemes 
was abolished with effect fron the 1st April i9c^, and the Government of India 
practically reverted to the system in force prior to 1904-05 Fnder this system 
a schedule is prepared of important measures to be undertaken in the following 
•year, t.e , of schemes the cost of which exceeds a certain himr, now placecT at 
4450,000 In the case of a new measure the Schedule includes the total expencf* 
iture t» be incurred during the year. In the case of one already in progress 
the Schedule states the new initial expenditure to be incuncd and the furthei 
increment of recurring expenditure in excess of that attained by the end of the 
previous year. It thus indicates the extent to which the Budget provides for 
Wther outlay on large undertakings. 

180. The total Schedule provision for Army expenditure in the Budget oj 
1909-10 was K33'25 lakhs 2a 1,700), but it is anticipated that the actuals will 
only amount to R 27*35 lakhs 182,300), practically the ii’hole saving of j^39,40c 
being due to the reduction of Horae store demands, already re^rred to, by 
j^38,ooo in connection with the Schedule measure : Re-ariiiament of Horse 
and Field Artillery.

181. The Budget for 1910-11 may ^r$t be poippared with the Revised foi 
1909-10. 

The Indian expenditure anticipated in th,e coming year is 1,96*01 lakhi 
<^14,^40,100) against Ra 1,45-57 lakhs ^14,393,800) in the Revised, or ar 
increase of R50’44 lakhs (j^S3^>Soo)- The Bpdget figure under Army, India 
shpifid, however, be increased by R 1-43 Utkhs as a resiut of sever^ correcting 
en tri es involving transf^s between the jtndian an<^ the Horae estiipates. Th< 
fcal increase proposed in Indian expenditure is t^us ^51*8? JalUis 

‘ 1 89. maun cause of increase i? the additional provision ($415*07 lakhs 

ve^ehed under epnv^ance charges. The fta4w»y Cqpiff^es .have intimatei 
that they will withdraw, with effect from the i^t January 1910, fropi thei 
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adherence to the revisftd rates for military traffic which were proviaonaHy intro- 
duced on the 1st January 1908, and have asked the Government of India to agree 
to certain enhancements. The question is stiU under examination ; but it has 
been thought necessary to provide for the contingency and an addition of Ri^'oo 
lakhs has been made on this account. 

An additional provision of R 1 *30 lakhs has been made to meet the further 
growth of pension charges. The allotment for the purchase of mules was 
restricted in 1909-10 below the normal and RS'sS lakhs more has been provided 
to make up the consequent shortage o^ animals The complete introduction 
of the clothing scheme involves an addition of Rii 35 lakhs, but the 
expenditure will be partly balanced by receipts. The extension of the local 
purchase of clothing in India involves an increase of Ks 40 lakhs, and the 
anticipated employment of the Dufferin for two voyages an increase of Ri 48 
lakhs ; but these additions again will be more than counterbalanced by reductions 
in the Home estimates The Indian expenditure on the arms traffic operations 
in 1910-1 1 IS estimated to exceed that of 1^9- 10 by R6’i8 lakhs. 

In addition, the new recurring expenditure and the higher initial 
expenditure contemplated in theiSche&le for 1910-11 involves an increase of 
K 13*78 lakhs. 

An increase of R7 25 lakhs under the veiy large but fluctuating head of 
pay of regimental officers and soldiers, British and Indian, also requires^ 
mention 

183 The various increases above specified aggregate R64 89^ lakhs 
(;^432,^o). Against this amount certain reductions of expenditure must be set 
ott, of which the following, totalling R 17*70 lakhs 18,000), may be sepa- 
rately enumerated (1) A further decrease of R6 94 lakhs under food supplies 
and compensation which reduces the provision for food charges in the Budget 
of 1910-11 to Rai‘70 lakhs less than that included in the Budget of the current 
year. (2) A decrease of R4 39 lakhs in local Ordnance charges partly connected 
with economies in factories and arsenals. (3) Additional savings of R2*5a 
lakhs on proficiency pay. (4) A reduction of R i 00 lakh arising from 
the reorganization of the coast defence companies of artillery. (5) The bonus 
given in 1909-10 (Rro4 lakhs) does not re-appear. (6) The provision for 
hutting is less by R i 83 lakhs as any further allotments for the improvement 
of the Indian Infantry lines will be provided from 1910-11 through the Military 
Works head. 

184 The Home estimates for 1910-11 propose an expenditure of j^4,848,400’ 
as compared with ;^4,644,2oo in the Revised, x e., an increase of j^204,200. 
But as already explained certain adjustments require to be made to arrive at 
the figure for Home expenditure actually intended, namely (1) an addition of 
^^84,200 to the sum of ^^28,000 already included in the Home estimates for the 
arms traffic OMerations , (.2) an addition of 34. 100 to the sum provided for 
the purch.»se of rifles ; (3) a deduction of ;^69,-<ioo representing the expected, 
gross saving from the use of the Duffeftn m the trooping service; and 
(4) a deduction of ;i^5 8,400 representing a reduction in the earlier forecast of 
Ordnance stores The true increase in the Home expenditure is thus ^^^194, 700. 

The increase isSnainly attributable to the arms traffic operations, and to the 
sums, aggregating ;^ 9 o, 5 oo, W'hich have been provided for the purchase of rifles. 
The important variations under other heads may be suminariz<*d as (i) an 
incnase of j^4o,5oo in the retired pay of British forces, whichiis at present a 
developing charge, (2) an increase of j^2 7,600 in ihe capitation rate, which 
depends on the strength of British troops from time to time; (3) a further 
decrease of ^ao,ooo in the retired pay of Indian Service officers , and (4) an 
excess of ;^45,ooo in the saving expected from the use of the Duffertn as 
compared with the saving attained in the current year. ^ 

185. The Budget anticipates receipts amounting to R 1,5 1*42 lakhs 
1 ,009,400), x>., an improvement, as compared with the Revised, of R8*a4 

'lakhs in India, and 17,200 in England. The most important items are 
an addition of R6 16 lakhs in connection wth the new clothing allowance 
scheme and of R 1 68 lakhb under dairies, representing larger receipts arising 
from, their more extended operations. 

186. The net Army expenditure for 1910- 1 1 thus exceeds thenrobable actuals 
of 190^-10 by 5^468,400. The facts leading to this result will ne summarized 
in dealing with net military' expenditure as a whole. 
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187. The mam diffeiences between the Btutoet ol 191011 and that oi 
1909*10 may be briefly stated* The Indian expenmtmre to be incurred in the 
coming year, aftcr.adjustment as above explained, exceeds the provision in the 
original estimate for 1909*10 by R37‘87 lakhs (^sso.soo). but the Home 


in inaia is broaaiy cue tp me aaaitionai cost ot railway movements, mcrease 
in the Schedule, the new clothing scheme, increased provision for horses 
and mules, larger provision under regimental pay and allowances, the increase 
of pensionary ’charges of Indian troops, and expenditure in connection « ith 
the arms traffic operations ; partly counterbalanced by a large improvement 
under food ‘ supplies, by savings on proficiency pay, and by considerably 
reduced ordnance requirements. The ^savings in England are accounted tor, 
’as already stated, ‘by very large reductions In the store demands, and also by 
economies in trooping charges ; partly coyntetbalanced oy Expenditure at Home 
in connection 'with the arms traffic operations. 

188. The receipts anticipated in thSnew Budget show an Improvement, as 
compared with the Budget of 1909*10,0! R 13*39 lakhs (^^83,500), the princi* 

' pal addition being the expected receipts from solfliers under the new clothing 
scheme.

The fall in 1907*08 is partly attributable to the new vehicle and maundage 
rates temporarily introduced on the 1st January 1908. These were in full force 
throughout 1908-09 and 1909-10 As already explained, it has been necessary 
to m^e tentative provision for the higher rates now demanded by the railw'ay 
companies Avith effect from the ist January 1910, t.e , the provision for 1910-11 
covers arrear payments as well as a higher scale throughout the coming year. 

206. As regards Home stores, the Revised, as already explained, shows a 
reduction of ^^'2 18,900. The lower figure is being maintained in the coming 
year apart from the special expenditure on rifles, and in addition to the diminu- 
tion in the miscellaneous demands for Ordnance stores, to which the reductions 
at Home «ire mainly due, there has also been, as the foregoing table shows, a 
considerable decline in the Indian factory and arsenal charges. 

207 The combined Indian and Home provision made for expenditure on the 
arms traffic operations in the Persian Gulf amounts to ^^44,900 in 1909-10, and 
^^173,500 in 1910*1 1,' all under the Army head. But for this Special Service 
charge, the Budget for the coming year would have shown a reduction on that 
of 1909-10 amounting to 120^006. 

208. The Schedule provision for the current year was stated in March last to 
be ;^474>900‘ This, hotvever, tooK accoupt of some recurring expenditure already 
attained, the Schedule following in this lespect, though with some modification, 
the system in force since 1904-05. As explained in paragraph 179 aboVe, the 
Schedule will in^^^'^ture only show new expenditure to be incurred in any year. 
Reducing the Budget figure for 1909-10 to this basis, the Schedules of the two

There is a lapse of R 137*93 lakhs in the grants allotted for expenditure in England ; 
and the bulk of this occurs in the case of purchased linbs worked by Companies 
whose Home outlay is finally adjusted in the Indian section of the accounts. It 
has been possible to utilise only a verj^ small portion of this saving for increased 
expenditure in India.

the case of State and Companies’ lines, has been allotted for open line \iorks 
and rdJling'Stock ; this is also in accordance with the recommendation of the 
Indian Railway Finance Comrnittee that the equipment of existing lines should 
take precedence of the construction of new lines. 

In making allotments for new lines, the needs of fhe several provinces have 
been very carefully considered. The Southern Shan States line is one of consi- 
derable administrative importance and will open up and develop the fertile valleys 
and plateaux of these States, the progress of which has hitherto been much 
retarded for want of communications. The Rangia-Tangla branch of the Dhubn- 
Gauhati extension of the Eastern Bengal State Railway will be of considerable 
service to the tea industry, and to the general public in the Mangaldai Subdivision 
in Assam which is very poorly provided with communications. The Kalaba^h- 
Bannu line will tap the valuable Makerwal coal-fields and will assist in developing 
a backward portion of the Frontier Province. The Samastipur-Roscrah line in 
Bengal is required to provide railway connection in a district which is badly 
provided with roads. Tne Balaghat-Katangi branch of the Bengal Nagpur railway, 
which is the only new line to be constructed from the capital of Companies, 
will serve the manganese industry in the Central Provinces, and will carry the 
supply of this mineral which will be used in the maraifacturc of steel at the Tata 
works at Kalimati. 

3 1 4. The figures in the table in paragraph 3 1 1 do not include the ^expenditure 
on Protective Railways met from the Famine Insurance grant, nor of Branch Line 
Companies not in receipt of a direct guarantee. Including this I'xpenditure, 
and also seme small expenditure from Provincial Revenues, the total outlay on 
Railway Construction m the three years is as follows ; —

217. The buJk of the payments made in Ei^[tand on account of the 
Govemment of India consists of expenditure chargeable to the Indian re\enues , 
and if this repiesented the onlv chames, the Ways and Means programme would 
be a simpfe arrangement, as the whde of the expenditure would ordinarily be in« t 
by remittance of funds from India. The capital outlay on the construction of rail- 
wa}rs and irrigation works, however, necessitates heavy borrowing , and a greater 
portion of the money required is usually raised in England, either 5 rect or through 
the agency of Companies. A further complication is introduced by • the practice 
under which all payments made m England to Railway Companies working pur- 
chased lines, for purchase of stores and- other capital purposes, as well as all 
moneys raised by them and paid into the Home Treasury, are brought to account 
under the appropnate heads in this country and are treated in the Home Accounts 
and Estimates as remittances to or from India respectively. The transactions 
connected with the Gold Standard Rwborve, and with the replacement of one 
particular form or item of direct or indirect debt by another, also largely snell the 
receipts and charges of the Home Treasuiy without .affecting the general Ways 
and Means programme.

234. In the Budget Estimate of I909»i9io, the cash balance in Indian 
Treasuries on ist Apnl 1909 was taken at iS ‘35 I^khs It was estimat^ (i) 
that the not Imperial revenue in India would amount to 28.42 lakhs, (2) that the 
net deposits in Savings Belhks and Pro\ident Institutions would increase during 
the’) ear by 128 lakhs, (3) that a sum of 44 lakhs w'ould be available from the 
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Insurance grant for the avoidance of debt» (4) that Ae remittance transac* 
'of Railway Companies would result in a net credit in India of 469 lakhs, (5) 
repayments of loans granted to cultivators, municipalities, etc., in picvious 
would exceed the net amount of such loans to be issued during the ye.ir by 
ihs, and (6) that miscellaneous deposit and remittance transactions would,} u‘ld 
?t receipt of 92 lakhs. On the other hand, provision ivas made (i) for a net 
expenditure of 30 lakhs from Provincial balances, (a) for capital expenditure m 
India on railways (inclusive of outlay by companies) and canals to the extent (d 
1 1,04 lakhs, (3) for the discharge of 19 lakhs of the permanant debt, and (4) foi 
the payment of Council Bills to the extent of 34,10 lakhs. The total receipts 
amounting to 36,17 lakhs w'ere sufficient to meet the total payment of 35,63 lakhs. 
But as the cash balances at the end of the year would have stood at the incon- 
veniently low' figure of 15,89 lakhs, it was proposed to replenish it by a loan of 
sj crores. 

235. The results according to the Revised Estimates showr considerable 
variations from this forecast. The year opened with a balance which was 
nearly the same as the Budget forecasts and the full amount of the contemplated 
rupee loan of a-^ crores was raised in July The revenue returns in the t‘ai lier 
months of the year, however, proved disappointing, ^'hile the Secretary of St.ite's 
drawings w'ere brisker than w'as anticipated. By the end of Octob<*r the balances 
had fallen to 10 crores, and as they did not materially improve by the end 
of November, a sum of 3 crores had to be borrowed temporarily from the 
Gold Standard Reserve in the following month to meet the demands of the 
Home Treasury. The large amounts of opium revenue which have been coming 
in since Nov'cmber and the improvement in the Railway receipts h.ive, however, 
w'holly altered the situation. The W’hole of the ten^orary loan t.iken from the 
Gold Standard Reserve will be repaid by payment of Council Bills the proceeds of 
which are being appropriated by the Secretary of State for permanent or icmporaiy 
investment on behalf of the Reserve in England , and we now expect to remit lo 
the Secretary of State in aid of the Home Treasury 800,000 mon* than 
we budgeted, and still to close the year with a balance of 18,75 lakhs. Taking 
India as a whole, there will be an improvement of 99 lakhs over the Budget in 
the combined revenue account of the Imperial and Provincial Govcrnmenl.s ; 
though as a result of the large assignments from Imperial to I’rovincial di'scnbcd 
in paragraph 59, this would appear in the accounts as a gain of 133 lakhs in thi* 
Provincial balances and a loss of 34 lakhs in the net Imperial revt'riue. A sum of 
10 lakhs has been rccciv'ed from Native States tow'ards the cost of constiu<tion 


of State railways, and one of 23 lakhs by the sale of sterling bills on London in 
September 1909, W'lth a view to steady exchange. The amount available from I In* 
Famine Insurance grant for the avoidance of debt will exceed the Budget 
by 3 1 lakhs and the net receipts in connection with takavi and other loans will 
be more by 88 lakhs. There ‘Will also be an increase of 18 lakhs in the net 
receipts from miscellaneous deposit and remittance transactions ; w'hilc a large 
saving of 90 lakhs will take place in the Budget provision for capital expiniditure 
OR railways (inclusive of outlay by^ complies) and on canals. Th<* total 
improvement from all these sources amounts to 349 lakhs But on the other hand 
the net credits from remittances of Railway .Companies will fall short of tin 
Budget Estimate by 1 14 lakhs , there wall be an inert'ase of_i95 lakhs in I In- 
payment of Council Bills from treasury balances , and th^e will be a small 
increase of 4 lakhs in the amount of permanent debt discharged The < losing 
balances on 31st March 1910 will thus be 36 lakhs more than the Budget 
Estimate of 18,39 lakhs. 

336. In paragraph 306 of the last Financial Statement it was announced, 
subject to the usual reservations, that a new' 3 per cent rupee loan of 2.J < rores 
would be raised in 1909- 1910. Tenders for this loan w<-re opened on the 28th 
July, and the result was as folIow’s —

238. It will not be possible to provide any considerable portion of the 

additional funds required from the cash balances which are expected to stand at 
the beginning of the year at 18,75 t® accordingly intended to raise a 

new rupee loan of i^Crores in 1910- 191 1. With a loan of this amount it will be 
possible to c lose the year, according to the present estimate, with a balance of 
about 1 8,60 lakhs The announcement nofir made regarding the rupee loan is in 
accordance mth present intentions , but full liberty is reserved, as usual, to vary 
the programme now announced to any extent that may be considered desirable.

. Weather was unsettled in the extreme south of the PeninsuUi especially during the 
Ant half of the week, and local rainfall occurred there on two days. A depression 
appeared over the east of the central parts of the country on the i8th and travelled east* 
Ward iMo Burma where it disappeared on the 21 it. During its passage eastward tt gave 
loeal nun in northeast India and nearlv general nun in Upper Burma and on the Arakan 
^ cAaat. On the S3rd a fresh disturbance entered northwest India from Persia but the 


aaaoeiated weeipitation has been confined chtefiy to the west Himalayas where it has been* 
goaorah Temperature was in defect over a Urge part of northern India and the central 
pVA ol the country during tne greater partsof the week, but the disturbance which entered 
anorthwest India on the 23rd was preceded by a warm wave which had reached the eastern 
ryaCricts of the United Pro\inces by the 24tn, and in Rajputana temperature was about 
ic^ in excess. * 


Burma . — Nearly general rain fell in Upper Burma and oa the Arakan coast and loca 
T^n in Tenasserim * Sxies were more or less cloudy during the greater paig of the week 
and night temperature was in consequence in excess , day temperature was generally normal. 

Northeast India, tnrluding Orissa —There was general ram in the upper Brahma* 

i :)tttra vaildy and local rain in the rest of the division excluding Orissa, the ^laMs var3ring 
rom light to moderately heavy. Skies were moderately to thickly clou led during the 
first part of the week but they had cleared by the aist Maximum temperature was low 
during the period of cloudy weather but with the clearing of the skies it ({uickly recovered 
and the minimum fell, the latter being in defect on the 22iid and 23rd. 

7 *he United Provinces, Central India and the Central Provinces — Skies were clear 
or lightly clouded and weather w’as cooler than usual from the icjth to the jjtid but by the 
34th temperature was normal or in excess throughout the division. 

Northwest —Precipitation wa.s general in the hills of the Punjab and the North* 

West Frontier Province and probably in Kashmir also, while a lew falls of ram occurred in 
the submontane districts. Skies were overcast in the extreme north during the greater 
part of the week and were clear or lightly clouded elsewhere. Minimum teni{)crature was 
nortnal or in defect up to (he 21st but with the approach of the disturbance from Persia 
tem^ratore rose rapidly, and in Baluc histan it w'as in large <‘xi ess until the 2.(th when it 
again fell : in Rajputana it was much higher than usual at the close of the week. 

The Katofall, varying from hght to heavy, fell locally 111 the extreme 

acmth.< bkies were cloudy in the eable.n and southern districts and were generally clear 
elsewhere. Weather was cooler than usual at night on the Koiik.in coast, in the Bombay 
Deccan «uid Hyderabad, and warmer in Mysore a^nd southeast Madias

Burma. — Heavy showers fell in Merguibu*' ^'Isewh^re t'te rainfall was lim ted lo 
light showers in a few districts Thre-*hing and wmnTwing of winter nee crops are 
nearly completed Cultivation of sprii\g rice and bland crops is progressing favourably 
and standing crops are looking well Reaping of island crops is commencing.

After c<mplifnenfa. — I aiu very iimdi honoured by Your £xcollency*K 
Kharita, dated the 6th August, 1909, in respect to tho concerting of uieasures 
against our common enemy the seditious party, who under various mrbs have 
been disseminating seditious ideas in Uie minds of the ]) 0 ople not only against 
tho British Administration but all const ituted authority and order of society in 
British India, and who arc even trying to gc*t a footing in some of tlio Native 
States in India as well. It is a matter of deep regret to me thi^ a Kharita 
containing a subject of such vital moment involving the common interest of us 
all should have Wn delayed so long ouing to various unavoidable circum- 
stances, and now with Your Excclle^icy’s jiermissiou 1 may be allowed to send 
tho following reply ; — 

I fully agree with Your Exwdlency in thinking that the lime has come 
when tho Native Princes of India should no lon^r remain satisfied in attempt- 
ing to eradicate this dire disease fium their own territories, but should also 
co-operate with the Paramount Power in concerting measures for tlie eradication 
of the disease altogether wherever it is found in India, so that the territories 
they rule over should also bo free from import of germs of the same from 
outside. * 

In this connection tho Native Chiefs in India have a tuo-fold task before 
them— 

(i) The prevention of any probable growth of such disc's so within their 
States, and to keep them free from it, vrithout unneexwsarily 
altering the internal arrangements. 

{ii) The combating against the import of sedition from outside, and 
thus prevent the proxmgation of the same amongst their own 
subjects. 

To achieve the first end in a generally law-abiding people, who have every 
reverence for their Ruler, is easier than the secjond, wiiicli, with the spread of 
civilisation and easy means of communication of ideas to otliers, is much more 
difficult. 

Although a few years ago some signs of sedition were visible in Bhar 
generaUy amongst studc'nts, yet iirompt and ^vtire stejis taken by the 
Barbar not only enabled me to* put down the same in its very bc'ginning but 
made tbie condition such that any growth of the bame would not be con^nial 
for the future. 

In spite of the numerous difficu]|ieB^ thA beset our path in tho pc>rformancc 
of the task before us, I am glad to inform Your Excidleney that since then 
I liave been able to keep my State free from the pest, by adoption oi tlie 
following measures : — ^ 

(1) I have arranged to keep vcij strict and seerc't watcli over my mopJe 

that they may not indulge in any seditious topics and thus prejiare a^il for 
the growth of tho evil in future. ^ 

(2) No public meeting to discuss jiolitieal subjects is jM'rmiltcd to bc^ld 
within my territories; and no imblic meciting of any kind can be held without 
the permimon of the Barbar, such permission being but rarely given and then 
only for deserving objects. When such meetings awj held tlie proceedings are 
always watdhed by the State Police. 

(8) There are only two printing presses in Bhar ; one of them beloni^ to 
the State. Both of them usually print forms and circulars, etc., used in the 
various States. Every precaution is taken by tho Police that no objectionable 
pubHoation may emanate from them. ^ 

(4) As tho seeds of sedition are generally and easily sown in the young and 
tiwfnywMMi my Barbar have taken especial care in their education. 
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Not only are ohjootioiLble l('acliinp;s of every kind strictly prohibited but as a 
farther safeguard Die Darbnr, before the appointment of teachers, causes careful 
enquiry into the of applicants, so that no teacher with seditious or 

morbid ideas can Ij ti;ployod. 

(5) All publ/, institutions are xirohibitcd from subscribing to objectionable 
newspapers 


(C) A diary of every foreigner coming into the toMTis is kept by the State 
Polices and inloriuation of all subjiccted characters is given to the proper 
auDiorities 


(7) Ev(‘n Sadhusand Pukirs are not allowed to stop more than three days 
in any jiarticulur town within the State. By making this a general rule and 
by watching the movements of the now comers much mischiof is avoided 
V, iDiuut unnecessarily exciting the indignation of or wounding the religious 
leadings of jieoplc which are generally rosjiectcd. 

(8) Moreover informaDon of all stqipieious characters coming into the 
State IS beforehand given to us by the British Police through the Tliagi and 
Bakaiti Depart mini t tor v^luch my tliuuks arc due, as by obtaining such 
inforinatjon in time my Davbar become forewarned and foi'earmod. 

(9) Above all, to avoid the dangers which may likely arise in spite of our 
cart' and vigilaueo Irom the hands ol cowardly and unscruxiulous wretches, the 
Explosive Act has been jiasscd 

Measures such as these for the prevention of any probable gro^h of the 
evil in my Stati* or iiiijMivt ol the same from outside could only be cilected by 
iho loyal co-opcration of my jM'ople with my Darhar and the coniidence of the 
political authorities in Die action taken by us and timely advice and help given 
by them, lor which my csxiccinl thanks are due, that 1 hav'e been able to combat 
against this evil, and my eomxdeic success Mill rest on the detail and effective 
operation ol these measuri's 

T am sure all my brother Child’s have adojitcd similar measures, suited to 
their own local conditions and xieojile, yet to iacilitate matters more and for the 
quick adaptation of moans to gain our common end 1 may he allowed by Your 
ExcoUoncy to mention the following xiroposals . — 

(i) That communication between the State Police of different Native 
States may be made more frequent and free than it is at present, 
(li) That as this is a cause in which all of us arc equally concerned, 
mutual discussions might he allowed to be held amongst the 
brother Chiefs and the Political Odicials at the scat of the Local 
Government when they meet there to discuss other important 
questions eonccrning thoir welfare. 

{tit) As eiv'illsation is spx'oading under the aegis of tlie British Baj, 
v\e in the Native St^es are trying to keep pace with the times and 
our atti'iition turned more towards ilie education of Dio masses, thus 
making our jicojile to face a new danger — the danger of imbibing 
unhealthy ideas through objectionable newspapers, whose 
iiulA*althy tone unless very much improved wiU irustiate our 
efforts 

/to) That the training to ho given to the mosses may be based on idigioos 
princix>les and ideals and inculcation of good morals in the minds 
of the younger generation should be insisted upon for the founda- 
tion of their cluiraeter, in order to make tuem loyal subjects 
and rosponsiblo citizens. All public schools should be graded 
according to Die number of such men turned out rather than the 
lilgh xiercentage of jiassed out bread-winners. 

{p) Lastly ns the success of our undertaking depends on the co-opcration 
of the peojile, ilfey must bo impressed with the good intention 
of any step vie take in the matter and of our unalioyod 
sympathy towards them ; and the persons entrusted to carry out 
Diose measures should not only do their duty faithfully and 
loyally, but w ithoui unneecssai'ily creating that alarm in their 
minds which is a great obstacle in the path of success. 
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In etfndnaioii, mj Lord, it wiU not be out of jLce to atnuro Your 
BxeeUencj that I with all r(>{>ourco8 of my State and ]X!ople will over ho 
ready for any service that may be ronuiml of mo by th^^m^ount Power, and 
I am ever rt^y to render any aasishincc to aohievo that^Ejliioh is nooot»sary 
for saff^fuarding our common iutorcbt.

— I beg to ack non lodge tlie r(*ctnptof Your JSxcolJency's 
Kharita, dated the 0th August, lUUt), on the subject of eoueerted notion* to 
check the dissemination of seditious ^tropugauda in dilTeri'nt parts of India. 
Owing to circumstances over which T liael no exmlrol I was unable at once to 
reply to Your Excellency's Kbarita JBiit of this I may bt< pi'riuttted to assure 
Your Excelloncy that the delay was not due to any lack of interest in t bo 
subject or of readiness to ojr<‘r my co-ojK'i’ation. l^r irom it, the matter has 
aU along been iiromineiitly befoii' me 

2. I have viewed witli gr<‘at anxiety the (‘ndcavours that bavi' l^t*en mtule 
to spread sedition in certain Native States and it will, I think, be a matter of 
the greatest regivt if these miscbievous and pernicious efforts are allowi^ to go 
any further and if States hitherto unpoliutcu by the foul ])oison sliould come to 
be affected by it. 

3. Therefore, I w'cloomo most heartily Your Exc<'ll(*ucy’h gracious invita- 
tion to co-operate with the Governinmit of India ; I realise that the interests 
of the Government and of the Iluleiti of Native* States are identical in this 
matter; I cannot doubt tliat the spread of this agitation must strike at the 
very foundaoioris of the priceless Iwxin of peaeie and good and settlwl Govern- 
inent that India has so long enjoyed under the wise and just rule of the 
British liaj ; and I ns8Ui*o Your Excellency in the strongest tenns I c>an 
command, that I am at all times unreservedly willing to associate myself with, 
and assist in, the carrying out of whatever lino of policy Your Excellency may 
think it best to adopt in mooting the situation. 

4. I have indeed both in my public speeches and in the manifestos I have 
issued to my pcopl<*, ahtiady declared myself to this effect in the plainest 
possible language. 

5. But though I have done this in view of the geneml situation and for 
the 2)ixrposcs of iiroteoting .my people from what I feel is a danger to which 
they arc like others constantly cxiioscd, yet it is a matter of no little satisfac- 
tion to me to know that my State is so far free from sedition and its mis- 
chievous influence. And I am confident thaj^by the deterrent mcasur(*s adopted 
by my Barbar, as published in the aboxe-mciitioiu'd manifestos, we shall bo able, 
if not to exclude entirely the seditious agitator from my territories, at all 
events, to render his xircachings and machinations comparatively innocuous and 
to make his position an eminently precarious one for himself. ^ 

6. I note with much satisfaction that Your Excellency 's views with 
regard to ooncortod measures to meet the situation will not involve inteij^ence 

* with the internal administration of the Native States. Ilic Jaipur 

1 have said above, have already taken a good many precautions 'J'liey lil^* 
idso, whenever necessary, been co-operating witli tlio Gov eminent of India, wifii 
regard to giving information about such suspicious ebaraeters as have visited 
Jaipur. The Darbar are also premred loyally to I’cnder any further assistance 
that may be required in this direction. Bui at the same time, 1 deem it 
advisable so far as local conditions are concerned not to bring sedition too 
prominently to the notice of my |jcople, to whom it is fortunately wholly 
unknown as yet. Nevertheless, I greatly appreciate Your Excellency's kind- 
ness in consulting me on this important subject and I desire to thank 
Your Exoellenoy coidiaUy for the wise and liberaf jiclicy purswxl by Your 
BxceUeucy's Government, which has resulted in the appointment of Indian 
genflemen as members of the Council of the Secretary of State and of the 
sui r. n. 
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Executive Council oL Ills ]5xccll<*ncy tlio Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India. In fact, the ilerurin tSeheme, wliicli places the people of India under a 
deep and cver-laMJ>**-d^ht of t^raiitudu to Your Excclloncy is a sure sign of 
Your Excellendj itind and sympathetic feelings towards them Indeed irftor 
all that has 1>(‘et\IV,«ni(>, I And it difficult to suggest for British India anything 
else that could help to ersidicate the fw'rious evils ot sedition and anarchy tliat 
prevail, hut in iloference to Your Excellency’s wishes I will offer such further 
suggestions ns occur to me. 

(n) No doiiht the measures already taken to suppress the publication of 
seditious matter in newspajiei's have done much to lessen the 
present evil, but £ am constrained to say that much still remains 
to he done The js^rsistent murdeitms acts per^trated in various 
pu'ts ol the country, indicate tliat a spirit ol lawlessness is still 
abroad and the iiui'stion is what steps should he takim to stamp it 
out The seed, no doubt, was sown by seditious new'spapers but 
the remedy lies not in the*total svijipressiou ol iicwspa|)ers, hut in 
guiding them along right channels The Anglo-Indian pajx;r8 
have hut a small circulat ion and they do not reach the entire 
mass of literate people. 1, therefore, ask cannot a select lew of 
, the existing Vernacular papers ho encoLU’agcd to point out the 
evils of sedition and the disasters it has brought in its train ? I 
heluwe, il V'eriiacular papers are rightly conducted they have the 
].K)W'cr to do good and not harm. Can the influentiiv moneyed 
and right-thiukiug pirtiou of thejieojde not he induced to supjioi't 
jwijiers and perioiUcals of their o\v n, w hose main object will be to 
exjxise the periiioious teaching and 2 M*vvcrtcd information con- 
taini'd in the Oulter L’ress, to discuss Governmi’iit measures in a 
loyal spirit and to circulati* the correct view of the measures and 
actions of Govern iiient. If informal meetings hclwccn editors 
and high-plaeed Goieriimeiit officials could he arranged, it would 
give excellent opjKirtunit ICS for the ovcliange of ideas on im- 
jiorlant public questions The wlitors who discharge their 
re8|Kmsihlo duties conscientiously sliould be encouraged in every 
w'liy, wdiile those that art' indiscreet should he promnlly sent for 
anti tluur mistakes jioiutetl out to them Should tnis not have 
the desired effect, stronger measiu’cs must of course be resorted to 
and the Governiueiit. will be well-advised to arm themselves with 
the pow'er to take such measures. I have sanguine hopes that 
this policy will jiTOi Ide an (‘fficiicious check on the jitinting of 
st'dilious aidieles and that the tone of the Vernacular Press will 
soon im])ro\ e The seditious ino\ euient has so far been able to 
iiitliienee only a small jiorceiitage of the pojiiilatiou and I 
earnestly liojie (hi# with the advent and wide circulation of 
rightly t«)ndueli'd |iaj)eis the great moss of the jicoplc will alw'ays 
remain stauiielily loyal to the Siweraiu piwer in India. 

(i) "WhoE O' daily |>aiH*r or p'raxlical is started in British India the 
managoiiient of the jiajK'r should be made to dei>osit a certain 
sum of money as a gnanintec for the jmper being conducted on 
rigid li Ill's and this deposit would be forfeited should the paper 
begin 2 >rcachiiig sedirious doctrines 1 am sure the fear of losing 
th(‘ir money would act as an effective check upon the tone the 
editors adopt. 

(c) It slioidd be inniressed mioii the headers of tlic different communities 
that it is their hounden duly to bestir themselves to help and 
doli> cr their deluded youn^ mi*n if the country is not to go to 
Avrock and ruin. ' If organisations wei’c formed in every important 
tow n all o\ er the country of the best men the lovers of order and 
goixl Government, and if they be induced to expose the hidden 
machinal k>us of sedition-mongers, tlicir baneful influence will bo 
successfully coiiiiteraeted. Being composed of the members of 
the same community such organisations by virtue of the inherent 
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knowledge they possess of the ^^eeiol oo^itions, habits and 
customs of the pcoplo, will he better able to obpe with the situa* 
tion than would tlie most capidiie deteoti'^ agency. PerhsM 
these organisations may on oooassion be bring to the 

timely notice of the authorities the intentio^H^turb the peaoo 
or commit acts of violence. 

(d) Hy next point has reference to the neglect there seems to be of 
religious eduoation, a jxiint to uhich I drew Your Excellency’s 
attention at the State Banquet at Jaipur on the 29th October 
1909. I must say I have great faith m a system of education in 
whidi secular and religious instniction is harmoniously combined, 
08 the formation of charact<‘r <*ntiroly depends uiion a base-work 
of religion, the noble ideals which our sacred books will put 
before the younger general ion n ill, I fervently hope, make thorn 
loyal and dutiful citizens of the Empire. In the Shastras the 
monarch is the enib<Klitnenl of all that is Great and Good and 
ho is considered a T)i VI lie* leatler of men Such teachings must 
inevitably have their c*ffect on impressionnbh* young men, and it 
is porhnTis due to such ideals that siMliiion and anarchy have so 
small a footing in the Native States as a uliole. In the Chiefs 
College Conference ludd .at the jVtayo College in 19(Mi, k impressi^ 
upon iny colleagut's the necessity of ladigiouH edueation for the 
sons of the Chiefs and Nobles of Baj^aitana. It should bo one of 
• tlie ]>rincipal objeets in all sebools for the teachero, the Pandits 
and the Moulvies to instil in the minds of tbeir pupils eerrcct 
notions as to the duty they owe to the eommunity they belong to 
and to tbeir Sovereign. 

7. In conclusion, I would again wish to thank Your Excellency for taking 
up this important subject and for so kindly consulting me about it. As I have 
said before, 1 believe that only a small fraction of the jiojiulation of India lias 
been contaminated by the WHlitious germ. But that fraction has, it seems, been 
carefully organis'd by able, rich* and iinserujnilous in(*ii The vast majority of 
Indians are loyal, and in their (juiet iindomonstrntive way warmly appn^clate 
the blessings of personal and religious lilicrty and security It is the 

bounden duty, therefore, of all n*sj>onsibJ<» for the well-being of these law-abiding 
millions to seo that the jioisoii of sedition dcK's not reach them. This Your 
Excellency means to do and such assistance, as it lies in my power to give, 
I offer most conlially. An organisetl and concerted campaign, offensive and 
defensive, against the common enemy is wliat is wanted. At the bead of this 
combination, stands the Government of India and with it the Killing Chiefs 
of Native States, whose iniorcsts are identical with those of the Governincni, 
and who, if I may \cniure to say so, are Iwiked up to as the natural leaders of 
Indian society. There arc also the leaders of^lu' different communities refem^d 
to in paragraph 6 (c) above, all these farces standing and wairking together w’ill 
bo able to show so strong a front that this wretched sp<*clre of sedition that has 
come among us will soon be crushed and banished from the land, and we shall 
return once more to the unclouded happiness and prosperity ^ve have always 
enjoyed under the great, wise and beneficent rule of His Maji'sty ilie King, 
Emperor of Great Britain and India.

jifter eamplimente, — I have much pleasure in acknowledging the ' receipt 
>f Your Excellency’s Slliarita of 6th August, 1009, regarding sedition and 
would ask you to accept my gratef ul thanks for the kind assurances given 
thamn as well aa for the desire Your Excellency has dirpressed to consult me 
in this imnortsnt suhiect. 
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This neTT and ni^>6t objectionable xnoyement of sedition has come into 
evidence more or less of recent years, and Tour EzceUency is well awmni^ with 
what feelings of dis^l^sj^ and disapproval it has all along been viewed by the 
well-wishers of siieciairy by the Indian Chiefs. 

Your Excellftc-y’s remark is very true that the time has come when 
common and concerted action is necessary in order to suppress this movement. 

The pernicious f'fpccts of tliis movement and the means that have been 
utilised ior sjireading it abroad have alrcwly engaged Your Excellency's 
atlcnlion, and flic Acts that have been passed and other political measures that 
liave lieen adopted by Your Exctdlency’s Government have no doubt been 
responsllile for suppressing sedition a good deal With the due exercise of 
legitimate force, judicious ti*eatmcnt and prompt justice, the last of which is 
most nec(*ssiiry in order to have the desired effect it should not be difficult to 
control this movement in tlio future. 

In order, however, to diial with the subject thoroughly it is equally necessary 
in my mind to keep in view the causes from wliich this movement has 
originated and to devise means to rt'movc them whore it should be advisable, 
practicable and possible. 

With the light of modem education and travel shining ahead the people of 
this country no doubt are awakening to wider aspirations. And with the enjoy- 
ment of al)solut<‘ jieaci) a>’d the spread of cfimmunications their thoughts seem 
to 1)0 rising touards greater political ambitions, uhile the struggle of competi- 
tion is lira wing to their minds the ideas of mutual comparison, liberty and 
prosperity. 

All these forces of nature arc steadily gaining ground in the minds of a 
rapidly growing majority of pi'oplc, though in however small a minority these 
may he considerc'd to he at present 

TJie 8j)r<*ad of tliese new ideas in a country like India where until some 
finio hack they have been so foreign or at any rate so scarce cannot in every 
case at least for some time bo expected to find favourable soil 

In order, tliereforo, that they may be properly assinulatixlso as to bear good 
f niit, it seems to me that t ho ground on which they are to bo cast must bo 
simultaneously prepared with sound education based on teaching religion and 
building character. 

I had tin* pli'nsure of referring this subject to Your Excellency’s kind 
notice wIkmi I liad the good fortune of entertaining you recently in Alwar, and 
I was much encoiirageil w’ith Vour Excellency’s ivinarks in reply. 

I have no doubt, that the Indian States should be and W'lll ho the fifst to 
take the initiative in this matter, hut my idi'a is that it is not the Indian 
States whei*e th(‘se new ideas av<' callable of such rapid development. 

Though the Government of India have all along very wisely refrained 
from interference in ri'ligious ideat.*, I still believe that they can do a great 
deal directly and indiw'ctly to help in*" the encouragement of gi’cater moral 
teachings in schools, etc. 

There are notT wanting loyal bodies in British India, I believe, who would 
not wxlcome such encouragement, and even if the Government abstained from 
taking any direct steps, I hav’o no doubt a great deal could bo done by indirect 
meaiv 

' ‘"^liis question, however, has by no means escaped Your Excellence’s 
ati^ion as can be judged from so inany^ public utterances you have m^e on 
the subject wiien you have expressed your intimate knowledge of the mischief 
that is already caused in the absence of such education. 

These new aspirations and ambitions will require sympathetic guidance and 
firm control in the future and where such ambition w’ill oe incapable of fulfil- 
ment they are likely — as they Have already done in the past— to lead to 
discontent. 

In order to keep pace with the times the Government of India has already 
taken the initial step by introducing reforms in the politic^ machinery of the 
Government which has helped in no small a degree in allaying discontent. 
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In casra of some mon* ambitious minds it may 
their asjfimtions, hut in no cam* iiiitst fniob disooi 
sedition or to take the fortii ol* violence. On the 
nient prompt justice and vigorous action will bo 
desir^ resulte.

No. z686*3> — In accordance with the provisions of section 18 of the Indian Explosives 
Act, 1884 (IV of 18S4), and of the Noliluation of the Government of India in the Home 
Department, No 1964, dated the 2nd September 18S7, the Go\ernor General in Council 
IS pleased to publish for general information the following amendments which His Excel- 
lency in Council, in exercise of the powt'rs conferr<>d by section 5 of the said Ail, proposes 
to make in the rules regulating (1) the manufacture, possession and sale of explosives, and 
(2) the transport and iiiipoitatinn of explosives, published with the Notifications in this 
Department Nos 9045-8 (Explosives) and 4555*4 (Explosives), dated the a9th 
November 1906 and the 31st May 1907, respectively 

The draft will be taken into consideration by the Governor General in Council on the 
expiration of two months from the date of publication of this Noliiication in the Gaaette 
0/ Indta. 

DRAFT AMENDMENTS 

I. Rules for the manufacture, possession and sale of explosives. Issued with this 
Department Notification No 9045-8, dated the 29th November 1906 

At the end of clause (2) of rule i, the word “or" shall be inserted, and after that 
clause the following shall be added, namely — 

(3) the manufacture, possession or sale of toy fireworks, such as paper caps for toy 
pistols, under such conditions and in such ipiantities >is the Loral Govern- 
ment, on the recommendation of the Chief Inspector of Explosives, may front 
time to tune determine."'^ 

II Rules to regulate the transport and importation of explosives, issued with this 
Department Notification No. 455Z>4, dated the 3xst May Z907 

For the third paragraph of Ihe preamble the following shall be substituted, namely .— 
“ Nothing in these rules shall apply to the paiking, transport or importation of— 

(1) capped safety cartridge cases, if oth^wise empty, when packed, transported 
or imported in the same c«/hsignnient with arms covered by a Itccnsf* granted 
under the Indian Arms Act, 1878 (XI of 1878), or 

(li) toy fireworks, such as paper caps for toy pistols, under ^ch conditions and in 
such quantities as the Local Government, on the re* ommendalion of the Chief 
Inspector of Explosives, may from time to time determine *'*

9 Clause 3 (i) has been altered so as to discriminate between stock exchange 
transactions and the class of transactions earned through by hill and exchange brokers. 
For the former a graduated scale of duty has been maintained, but the rates have been 
reduced, as ths Committee consider that the rates originally proposed might hamper the 
free circulation of securities For the latter class of transactions a fixed duty of two 
annas is proposed, as the operations are frequently conducted on a narrow margin. 

3. Clause 3 (ii) has been altered so as ^o retain the existing r«ite3 of duty for bills 
or notes of which the amount does not exceed Rs 600. Small hundis and similar petty 
transactions will thus be exempted from the enhancement in duly. 

4. Clause 3 (ill) has been altered so as to distinguistebctween debentures which are 
transferable by delivery, and those which require an endorsement or separate deed of 
transfer. The latter are left at their present rat* of duty, as they will be amenable, when* 
ever they change bands, to the increased transfer duty under article 62 Debentures pay^ 
able to bearer, however, will be subject to the higher rate originally proposed, as they 
escape transfer duty.

5). Some doubt has been expressed whether certain classes of transactions whuh it was 
intended to tax under article 5 could not be passed under article 43, and it is desirable to 
prevent possible evasion of the new duties 

5. The Bill has been published in the Garetle of India of the 26th February 1910. 

6 We think that the Bill has not been so altered as to require rc 'publication, and we 
recommend that it be passed as now amended.

In any case we are unable to agree to the proposed enhancement of the duty on silver, 
as also on petroleum. The increased dut\ on petroleum will obviously fall on the poorer 
classes of the country The increased duty on silver—nearty 17 per cent, in 
place of the present 5 per cent —will, by lowering the price of silver, seriously 
disorganise our trade with China, and will impose an additnmal burden on 
the mill industry of the country, which is just now pa<.stng through a time of 

S eat difficulty. The question of th^ future of silver in litis country is a most 
iportant question which we think ought to be considered in all its aspects by a Commission 
of competent men before any action is taken in regard to it The present proposal, moreover, 
comes at a most inopportune moment, because it realtj^means a blow to the first ^eat 
industry of the country alter agriculture at a time when it is lest able to bear it, and an 
advantage conferred on its foreign rivals which they w ill not be slow^o use. We are 
of opinion that, if additional money is necess<iry, it will be a far less objectionable plan to 
put an extra import-duty on sugar, as also an export-duty on jute, of which we^ have^ a 
monopoly in the world A countervailing excise may be levied on jute if it is imerative 
to safeguard the interests of free trade

We have added 
a definition of '* public lamp.” 

T Clause j.~In sub-clause (a) (o) (11) we have substituted" the General Officer Com* 
mantling the Division ” for " the Commander-in.Chief in India ”, as the Army Departmenti. 
can ensure all important cases being referred to higher authority if necessary We have 
omitted sub-clause (j) of the Hill as introduced as the unrestricted nature of the power to 
grant licenses uhich is now conferred appears to us to make any such saving unnecessary.

Although the Government has alwa) s been able to vary tbe 
purchase terms under clause 10 it appears to us desirable to show on the face of the new 
Act that some addition will generally be given to compensate the licensee for the compul- 
sory acquisition of his undertaking.

Tite depreision which u as passing eastward across northern India at the close of last 
#week reached Assani on the a6tn where it gave local raiiffall ; as it moved ^astaard 4||^ 
caused westerljr or northwesterly winds in its rear, and in ponsequrnce the air., was very 
much drier and cooler than usual. A second depression appeared over Persia on tho 
uyth and as it advanced rapidly eastward it produced light precipitation in Baluchistan, but 
on entering India like its predecessor it gave snow or rain only in west Himalayas ; on the 
it W’as approaching northeast India mbere weather was becoming unsettled.

Tern* 
perature was normal or in defect. 

Northwest There^ was fairly widespread precipitation, in the Punjab 

Kashmir and northeast Baluchistan. Skies were overcast on several davs in the areaot 
precipitation and over almost the whole division on the 38th. Temperature was in defect 
during the greater part of the week, and on some days the deficiency amounted to over

Season and Crop Prospects for the veeek ending Saturday, 26th 

February 1910. 

Burma. — Mergut received heavy rain and light to moderate showers fell in •several 
districts including the Shan States Threshing and winnowing of the winter rice crops are 
completed in roo<it districts. Cultivation of spring rice and island crops continues and 
prosnects of standing crops are satisfactory. The price of unhuskcd rice has risen at the 
ports of Rangoon, Bassein and Mouimein and ^is normal or slightly above normal in most 
districts.

Eastern Bengal and Assam — The weather was seasonable. There was no ^ rain 
except light shoneis in the Surma Valley .ind* the As^am Valley divisions More rain is 
neeoed for tea and spring crops. Transpl<inta*ion of spring rice i'. finished Harvesting of 
mustard and sugarcane continues. Jlium cutting in the hills and preparatorv cultivation 
of the soil for winter ricc and aifumn crops in the plains are piogressiiig Prospects of 
spring rice, sugarcane, tea, linseed and /// arc good and of wheat and tobacco fair. 
The average price of common rice is almost stationary Cattle disease prevails in 
4 districts. 

Ben al —-There was no rain during the week Sugarcane pressing still continues. 
Harvesting of pulses and oils 'cds and preparation of land for the next s^ason^s crops 
are going on PI inting of sugarcane has cum-ncnced in some districts The standing 
spring ciopsare doing well Some damage has been done to popp^ by hailstorm in Monghyr. 
Prospects are on the whole good Th'' price of common rice his risen in llo-ighly, Mur- 
shidabad, Jessorc, Bhagalpur and the Sunthal Parganas , has falh n in Baiikura, Howrah, 
Angul, Palamau and Cooch Behar, and is stationarv in the remaining districts Cattle 
disease IS reported from lo districts The fodder and water-supply is su Ficieiit throughout 
the Province. 

United Provinces. — Two Himalayan districts report useful rain. The condition of 
standing crops continues exrellent Poppy is floun-ihiiig and extraction of opium has 
begun. Harvesting of wheat, barley, gram, peas and potatoes is in progress in places. 
High w<-st winds have caused slight damage in the Uppr r Doab Slight injury to mustard 
from insects is again reported in a few district-*. Cattle disease is rcpoited in twelve 
districts but the gen^'rat con lition of agricultural stock is good. Fodder and supplies are 
ample. Prices generally continue stationary. 

Panjab.— Light to moderate rain is reported from j\mbata, Rawalpindi and parts of 
the Delhi and Mtanwali districts. Had fell in parts of Mian wall where more rain ts 
wanted Pressing of sugarcane continues in some districts and the outturn is good to 
average Standing crops are generally in good condition Extra spring crops are being 
sown in Ambala, Lahore, Amritsar, Siwkot. Shahpur and Multan Damage has been done 
to crops by rats in Rohtak and Si-dkot. Taramtra has been damaged by insects in parts of 
Ferozepur. Prices are generally unchanged.* The condition of cattle is generally good. 

* Fodoer is sufficient Water for cattle is scarce in parts of Shahpur 

North-West Frontier Province. — Good showers fell during the week all over the 
Province and were beneficial for standing dfe^ps and for extra spri ng sowings. Standing 
crops are generally in good condition except thst in the Dera Ismail Khan district they 
v.^re report^ to be damaged slightly by nigh w}pds. Pressing of sugarcane still continiiesR 
in parts of the Peshawar and Bannu districts. Sugarcane planting is in progress in the 
Bannu district Extra spring sowings are being made. Slight hailstorm fell in the 
Sw'abi tahsil of the Peshawar district but did no damage to crops. The water supply and 
fodder are scarce in the Shigga circle of the Marwat tahsil of the Bannu district and 
sufficient elsewhere The condition of catd* is generallv good except in one village of the 
Nows'icra tahsil of the Peshawar district. The public health is ^iierally good. Prices, 
except those of maize and barley, show a slight tendency to fall Prices wheat i i-fl to 
>4} i gram X7| to 34 , maize 18 to 03^ ; ba/ra 17 1 to (9 and barley 30f-^ seers per rupee. 

Jammu.— Slight ram fell during the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells from 
ti to 17 and maize frAn 16 to 20 seers per rupee The condition of standing crops is 
fair. Cattle disease of mild type is reported in the fiasohli, Ramban and Katbua tahsils. 
Fodder is sufficient. 
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Kiatiiniir.'*~SUjg'bt snow and rain fell during tlin nreek. Spring crops are in good 
condition. Ploughing for autumn crops is in progress. There is no disease among men 
or cattle. Fodder is average except in flooded villages. Price|Pare unchanged, 


Rajptttaiia.^Spring crops arc progressing. Sl’ght damage to crops by wind is 
repoited in places in Marwar and Bharatpur. Cattle are in good condition. Fodder is 
sumcicut. Prices are rising in Jaisalmer, Tonk and Jaipur and are steady or fal'in g 
elsewhere. 


Central India.— Rainfall ntl. 'i h reshin g of autumn and irrigation of spring crops 
continue. Crops have been damaged $h^litl> in Gwalior, Indore, Bundelkhaiid, Malwa and 
Bhopawar. Agricultural stock are good except for some disease in Bundelkhand and 
Bhopawar. Prices are fluctuating in Indore and are high and steady elsewhere. Watering 
and weeding of poppy continue 

Central Provinces — The weather continues to be clear The nights and mornings 
are cool and the d.iys are becoming warm Cutting of spiing crop^ is proceeding all over 
the Provinces In Narsinghpur w here nn unparalleled btimper harvest was anticipated 
wheat in light soil and in unenibanked fields has been attacked by disease and the damage 
is estimated at five to ten per cent over the whole crop With this exception prospects 
are genet ally favourable everywhere Pressing and S<>uipg of sugarcane arc in progress in 
Betul and Chhiodwara. Field embankments arc bring constructed in Bhandara and 
Bilaspur. In Nimar and Brrar land is being prepared for soviing of the gysuing season's 
crops. The supply of fodder and water is adequate and cattle are doing well. Prices t— 
The price of wheat in Seoni, Betul and Chhindwara and juar in Wardha, Chhindwata and 
Amraoti fell by i to i^ seers per rupee In Nimar juar become dearer by i seer. Gram 
sells cheaper in eight districts by i to 3 seers. Vaiiations are unimportant elsewhere 

h'eudatorv States —Only Sirguja had a sprinking of ram during the week. Harvesting 
of spring crops is in progress and prospects are generally good Fodder and water are 
sulncient everywhere Prices . — Wheat in Kawardlia, Nandgaon and Sarangarh became 
cheaper by i seer per rupee 

Bombay.*— Standing crops are sullering from insuflicient moisture in parts of Poona 
and Sholapore , they have been damaged slightly by insects in parts of llyerabad ; by 
rats in West Khandc sh , by fiost in the Lpper Sind Frontier and are generally good else- 
where '1 hreshing of autumn crops continues in parts of the Konkan, Kbandesh, Poona 
and Palanpur. Harvesting of spring crops is g' nerally in progress in the Presidency 
Proper Cotton picking is progressing in parts of Gujarat, W est Khandesh, Bijapur, 
Delgaum, Kathiawar, Baroda, Cutch and Rewa Kantha Lands are being prepared for 
the next season in parts of Kanara, the Dectan and Belgaum. The fodder supply is genri- 
ally adequate Agricultural stock are suflir icnt except in parts of the Deccan and are 
generally in good condition.

Hyderabad —No ram fell during the week. The spring harvest continues and the 
crop is generally fair to good but poor in parts of the Warangal, Nalgonda and Karimnagar 
districts.

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Coorff.— Rainfall 4 1 cents. Picking of coffee and liarveatiog of rice continiie. Price 
of food grains are stationary. The public health Is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are 
sufficient. ^ 

Ma<lra8.*~The rainfall was good in the Nilgiris ; light to fair in South Malabar 
and the Circars, except the Vizagapatam^ Agency, Gnntur and North Arcot and erV 
elsewhere. Irrigation supplies are sufficient in Gan jam, Vizagapatam, North Arcot, 
Malabar and the Nilgtris and insufficient in parts of other di->tricts. Ploughing, sowing, 
weeding and transplanting are in progress in parts. Standing crops are generally fair 
but some in parts of Guntur, Cuddapan, the Carnatic, Central and South, have witheced or 
are withering or require more ram. Harvests continue with outturn poor to normal and 
bumper. Pasture is sufficient except in parts of the Circars, the Deccan, Nellore, 
Cbingleput, North Arcot, Tinnevelly and South Canara Fodder is scanty in parts of 
Guntur and Nellore The condition of cattle is generally good. The price of rice is 
stationary in fourteen districts , has fall«‘n in six and has risen in three. The prices of 
millets have fluctuated as follows * — /fa£i is stationary in eleven districts ; has fallen in six 
and has risen in four. Cholatn is stationary in three districts , has fallen in three and has 
risen in eight. Cumbu is stationary in four districts ; has fallen in two and has risen in 
nine. The public health is generally good. Prdbpects are generally fair though more rain is 
required in Nellore and Salem The condition of the labouring classes is satisfactory every- 
where and employment is readily ^ailable. Grain stocks are generally sufficient.

** K so, how soon ? 
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The Hon’ble Sm Harvey Adamson replied 

** The Government are aware that objections are entertained to the exposi- 
tion^ of the law on the subject of wa^ contained in various decisions of the 
Judicial Commiitee ofUhe Privy Council. 

"As at present advised the Government are not prepared to undertake 
legislation with the express object of upsetting judicial decisions to which excep- 
tion is taken They are, however, ready at any time to accord their fullest 
consideration to any specific proposals for legislation directed to the object 
of securing family settlements of a limited nature, provided that such proposals 
are generally approved by the Muhammadan community.*’ 


The Hon’ble Mr. Dadabhoy asked 

" Is it true that owing to flood, disease, slaughter, poisoning and other 
reasons, there has been a depletion during the last twenty years^ of the stock 
of cattle in the country ? 

" Have prices of cattle gone up? ^If so, will the Government “lie pleased to 
state what steps are being taken for the replenishment of the stock ?” 


The Hon’ble Mr. Miliar replied: — 

** Such statistics as are available ilo not bear out the general idea that there 
has been a depletion of the stock of cattle during the last twenty years, but the 
earlier statistics are undoubtedly unreliable, and it is quite possible that the 
increase shown by later figures is due to more accurate enumeration 

" Where there has been a serious depletion of stock in any period, it has been 
dtie to drought and f <mine and their n suits, rather than to the causes mention«'d 
by the Hon’ble Member. Thus in the United Piovinces, where careful 
censuses have been made, ive know that an increase between 1899 and 1904 was 
followed by a considerable decrease between 1904 and 1909, and this was 
undoubtedly due to the scarcity of 1905-1906, and the famine of 1907-1908, and 
to heavy mortality from disease among cattle winch had deteriorated owing to 
privation. The Government h.is made every effort to provide against losses of 
this description, and the Hon’ble Member is no doubt aware of the special 
concessions made during recent famines to facilitate transport of fodder as well 
as of the arrangements made to allow grazing in forests. 

? It is true that there has been a rise, and in many places a very large 
rise, in prices. ® 

The replenishment of stock where it has been depleted is a matter 
which must be left mainly to the people, but Government assists them liberally 
with loans at favourable rates of interest for the purchase of cattle, and large 
sums have been disbursed free by Famine Relief Committees from charitable 
subscriptions. Action has also bqpn taken by Government for the establishment 
of cattle farms which are to be found in Bengal, Bombay, the Central Provinces 
and Punjab, and arrangements have beeff made especially in the Punjab and the 
United Provinces^ for the maintenance of ^tud bulls by Government and the 
District Boards. The Government fully realises the importance of the 
question to the great a^icultural industry of the country ; and much has already 
been done by the Civil Veterinary Department, which has been expanded as 
rapidly as funds permit, to reduce mortality, and to train up a staff of skilled# 
asristants to advise the people as to the best means both of avoiding loss, and 
of improving the arrangements for breeding.** 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dadabhoy asked : — 

“ Will the Government be pleased to state in tabular form the number <rf 
accidents and the incidental casualties year by year on each Indian railway 
during the last five years ? • ’ ^ 

“ Have any special measures been taken on the railways during the same 
penod for the prevention of accidents ?” 
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The Hoo*ble Sir T. R. Wynne replied :— 

** A statement in tabular form of the number of accidents and incidental 
CasoaMes is published for esch year in the Railway Board's annual Administra* 
tion Report on the railways in India which can be purchased at booksellers in 
Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, Rangoon and Lahore. 

" In the Report for 1908 the information asked for is contained in Appendix 
30^ pages les and 133. 

•'with reference to the inquiry whether any soecial measures have been 
taken on the railways for the prevention of accidents, the answer is, that every 
accidmit is the subject of special inquiry, under tne supervision and personal 
attention of a Government Inspector of Railways, to elucidate its cause, 
and to provide a remedy for its recurrence if necessary. 

” The result of each inquiry, its * finding ’ as to the cause of the accident, 
and its recommendations as to any action that should be taken, is submittw 
by each Railway Administration to the Government Inspector, who forwards it 
to the Railway Board with his remarks. 

" The caus.-le.iding to every accident and the steps that have been taken 
to prevent a recurrence of a similar accid mt then comes therefore b fore the 
Railway Board, who carefully consider if the proposals made are adequate or 
not and issue orders accordmuly. 

It may be pointed out that railway accidents cannot be entirely prevented, 
and this applies to every country in the world*. Mistakes will occur, but the 
public may feel assured that every effort is made to minimize them.** 


The Hon’ble'MR. DadabhOY asked : — 

" Are female ticket collectors employed at all checking stations on Indian 
railways ? If not, for the greater protection and convenience of female passen* 
gers, will orders in that behall be issued by Government r" 

The Hon’ble SiR T. R. Wyn.ne replied i — 

Female ticket collectors are employed at checking stations on most of the 
Indian railways and have been emploved for some time past. 

“ Railway administrations are fully alive to the necessity of providing for 
the convenience of female passengers.*’ 


The Hon'ble Mr. Dadabhoy asked : — 

'* Is latrine accommodation provided in all trains on Indian railways for 
third class passengers ? If not, will Government be pleased to insist upon the 
Railway Companies providing such accommodation forthwith, especially on trains 
running at night ?" 


The Hon’ble Sir T. R. Wynne replied : — 

" Under the Railway Act, section 64, Railway Administrations are only 
bound to provide latrine accommodaiion to one compartment reserved for 
females when the train, of which it is a part, runs for a distance exceeding 

fifty miles. _ m 

**jrhe Railway Act imposes no other liability to provide latrines m railway 
carriages, and this liability nas been fully complied with and much more has been 
done than the law actually requires. 

" In response to the request of Government, made some sever^ years ag, 
railways have been steadily providing latrine accousmodation* for the use o 
males to all carriages running on trains travelling long distances, and this 
accommodation is being steadity added to. ^ ^ 

“ For instance, up to date the Great Indian Peninsula Railway have 419 third 
class' catriages so fitted. The East Indian Railway provide such accoiriiuoda- 
^kminaH their interraediate and third class carriages running on their jnail 
and passenger trains. Up to the end of 1908 the total number of carriages on 
RaS^ys of the intermediate and third class which had been fitted with

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FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

The Hon'ble Sir G. Fleetwood Wilson presented the FinancUl Stetement 
for ipiO'ipi I. He said 

** On this occasion, when the first Financial Statdknent under the new rules is 
presented to our greatly enlarged Council, I may be permitted to indolge in a brief 
retrospect. In February, i860, just fifty years a^g^o, my predecessor and namesake, the 
Right Honourable James Wilson, in an elaborate speech, laid the earliest of India'salmaal 
financial statements before the Legislative Council of those days. His speech, as I 
have said, was elaborate ; it covered the whole ground of the financial and ^ economic 
position of India. But the accounts which it introduced were set forth in a wngle short 
table, printed on a sheet no bigger than the proverbial sheet of note paper. To this wej^ 
appended a few statistics of debt, trade and cash balances ; the whole thing baAily 
occupied ten octavo pages. There was of course no discussion. The revenues for the 
coming year were estimated at ;^38 millions and the expenditure at £42 millions. ^ The 
total external trade, imports and exports combined, was valued at only £60 millions 
(it is now over £200 millions) ^nd the total debt of India was £k^ millions (it is now 
over £2^0 millions). We have gone a long way in these fiftv years, and our conditions 
are ividely diff/v'cnt from what they were in i860 ; but there is a curious parallelism 
between parts of Mr. Wilson’s speech and some of the things which 1 shall have to 
say tO‘day. He had to deal with a deficit ; he had to convey a grave warning (which 
was long unheeded) of the precarioos nature of our opium revenue ; and he nad-^as 
alas 1 IS my fate also — to suggest additional taxation. * 

" It is not, however, the matter, but rather the form and the treatment, of our 
financial statements that 1 set out to review. The full expository speeches and the 
brief figured tables were continued by Mr. Wilson's successors for thirteen years : 
though about 1866 ue find the abstract of revenue and expenditure developed and 
classified into major heads — a far shorter list than we now have, but numbered and 
arranged much in the present style. In 1873 and for the three following years, there 
were no Budget meetings, the old law of 1861 did not permit the Council to meet for 
other than legislative business, and the finances of those years involved no legislation. 
The statement in those circumstances took the shape of a formal minute published 
in the Gaseffe. In 1877, however, with a great famine overshadowing the finances, a 
Budget meeting had again to be convoked, and the statement was presented by Sir John 
Strachey in a speech of portentous length. It occupied pages of printed foolscap, 
and was supplemented by another 34 pages of a minute in which the Finance Membei 
examined the figures in fresh detail. In 1881, Major Baring (now Lord Cromer) restored 
comparative brevity ; but in 188a he reverted to a speech which occupies 5a printed pages, 
explaining that there was no other means of describing the figures with accuracy, and 
that his attempt at condensation in the previous year had Been misunderstood. After 
that, came a series of annual minutes, with a wealth of detail, but a decided tendmey 
to technicality. During this perioa the form in which our figured statements are now 
shown was worked out under Lord Cromer’f orders ; and in 1890, Sir David Barbour 
split up the explanatory speech or minute into two parts. His intenrion evidently was 
that the first part should be mainly a discussion of policy and the second an examination 
of results. It was some time before this ideal was reached, and Part I in the course 
of years got more and more overloaded with figures, technical and difficult. But in 
19^, Sir Clinton Dawkins got back to the original idea. Part II, prepared by 4he 
-fnrmmci^ SecAstary, became a detailed exposition of the figures, adapts fo the student 
or the specialist ; while Part I was the vehicle used 1^ the Finance Member for a 
broader review of the position and for his declarations of financial policy. 

’'Of the nature of the discussions on the past Financial Statements! need say 
little, as they were described in a picturesque passage of the speech w^th which Sir 
Edward Baker summed up the Budget debate of two years ago. Priw«. to 1893 nc 
discussion at all was permissible.* In the following year the rides under the Indian 
Councils Act, 189a, had come into force, and members were at liberty to offer any 
observations thj^ might wish on the Statement, bnt not to put any motion or divide 
the Council. The observations allowed by thd roles became m time lengthy an^ 
comprehensive : non-official members ranged over the whede fidd of Indian admimstratioii, 
and official members were drawn into the defence of the ag|8 and ppficy ol UmA 
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departments. There was no othmr recofiused occasion durtag^ the legislative session, 
^ttier for the former to criticize or for the latter to expound. 

So nrocb for the old order which is now pasring. Let me turn to the new* 
liVhat 1 submit to the Council to-day is the result of mrect evolution from the system 
tlmt has been worked out during the last fifty years. The Financial Statement which 
the new rules prescribe will be found in the set of tabulated figures displaying, in their 
logical and time-hoiu>ured classification, the closed accounts of last year, our latest 
estunates of revenue and expenditure for the current year, and our preliminary forecast 
for the hnsuing year. The explanatory memorandum which the rules require is the old 
Part 11 of previous years. It is prepared, however, in greater detail than before, yet 
with less repetition ; and an attempt is made in it to explain succinctly the movements 
n^the hgures undef each important head of account, as well as to give a conspectus 
nif our Ways and Means operations. But, in order to summarise the ]e3Sons of the 
figures and to review the general position, I propose to retain, in the remarks which 1 
shall now offer to the Council, our old Part l*in a slightly ditferent and less technical garb. 

'‘As regards the discussion, a still greater ch inge will mark the new procedure. 
To-day the rules do not permit discussion. It weuld in any case be manifestly 
unreasonable to expect members to speak, almost on the spur of the moment, 
upon the large and complicated questions which emerge from the FinsfRcial Statement. 
But on a later date, which 1 believe Your Lordship intends to fix for next Friday, 
the Council will proceed to what roughly corresponds with the Committee stage 
of the estimates in the House of Commons. We snail take up first the considera- 
tion of our proposals for fresh taxation, for a new loan, ana for additional grants 
to Local Governments. Then, after a short interval, the Council will again assemble 
in what I may term Committee of the whole Hoyse ; and each ‘ major head* in the 
accounts which is open to discu<ision will be explained in turn by an official membel^ 
who has special knowledge of the branch of the administration concerned. At both 
of these stages it will be open to any member, by way of resolution after due notice . 
given, and subject to a few reservations, to call attention to any matter which is directly 
relevant to the figures under consideration, to criticise the necessity for any entry, or to 
ask for further information regarding it. ^ All such resolutions, if in order, may be duly 
debated. In this way ample opportunity will be afforded for a genuine scrutiny of 
the estimates by the Council, ana for a criticism which is based on precise facts. We 
believe that the result will be helpful to the Government, and will foster the growth of 
an informed public opinion upon the vital problems of our public finance. Having, 
during a pub lie service which covers a period not far removed from half a century, 
attended nearly- every financial debate in the Mother of Parliaments, 1 hope that 
I shall not be considered presumptuous if 1 venture, in passing, to iippress upon 
Members of Cotmcil that it is 'rather by the painstaking examination of specific 
items of expenditure than by the framing of abstract resolutions on orgarac changes in 
financial policy that economy can best be attained Also that advantageous services 
can 1 m more readily providea for by means of savings effected, than by appeals for 
additional funds which the finances of Indi^P cannot produce without casting ad<htional 
burdens upon her people. , ^ 

'* Towards the end of March^-the a3rd being the date fixed for this year — I shall 
present the Budget in its final form, after embodying in it all corrections that may result 
fnom the detaDed (hscussions and any other changes which the passage of time may 
iMfcessitate. On that occasion there will be no further debate. At an adjpurned me«tia&«q 
however— fixed for the agfh March — members will be at liberty to make observations off 
the Budget, without moving resolutions or asking the Council to divide. In addition 
.to toe new and more intimate discussion on the detailed figures, we thus retain the old 
IdMerty of general criticism. But I trust that the closing debate will be materially short- 
.ened aftor toe comprehenrive examination to which the estimates will have been sub* 
leetod at t^eir earlier stages. I may also venture on a hope that questions of wide 
gj&aaaili peiXiey wiU iM>t, so far as possible, be tacked on to these proceedings. Other 
^qper tt wlties are now given for raising debates on matters of general interest ; and it will 
jM.toams ecmvmoent to us all, and more economical of time, if these opportunities are 
of loading the Budget with disouisitions dh side issues. There are, 
aspects of our administration which are not reflected in our Budget t 
toe Bt^jjget is primarily a provision for the public services of toe 
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coming^ year. It is a busjpess document, and it will be to our credit as a Coundl if we 
handle it in a business-hke manner. 

" Revised Estimate of 1909-1910. 

“ When’ I introduced the Budget for the current year, 1 entered a plea for 
caution and economy On almost every side there were auguries of better harvests 
and reviving trade But recovery was likely to be slower than it had been in times of 
the countr^rs convalescence from previous famines, because the trade conditiloi^ of the 
World remained dull and unsettled. A year ago, prices were still high ; the country was 
still feeling the effects of over- speculation and a glut of imports; and the loss 
of our opium revenue was a standing menace. That caution has been justified ; but we 
have also been justified in our resdution to face the difficulties of the year witho^ 
extra taxation, and we now believe that the year will close with a surplus remarkat)^ 
close to, and slightly in excess of, the small margin of revenue for which we budgeted. 

" From the agricultural point of vieV, the year has been a good one, and 
the country may be said to have shaken off the effects of the drought of 1907. 
At the beginning of last April, it is true, there were still over 100,000 persons 
in receipt of State relief, but distress during the hot weather was nowhere very 
severe. It wasi^onfined for the most part to limited areas in Bihar and the United 
Provinces, and by July all relief operations were closed. Except in Bengal and 
p^rts of the United Provinces, which suffered from a shortage in the winter rains, 
the outturn of the spring harvest was not unsatisfactory. Later, thc^ improvement 
became more definitely marked ; for the monsoon broke early and the rainfall was un- 
usually abundant and well distributed in nearly every part of tlie country. Famine 
and scarcity were at last at an end The autumn and winter harvests were everjrwhere 
'^ood, and in many places excellent. Bumper rice crops have been reaped in Bengal 
and Eastern Bengal, while the autumn harvest m the Punjab is estimated to be 21 per 
cent in excess of the average for the previous five years The only complaints we have 
heard — and they are not serious — come from some of the Madras districts which are 
suffering from tne failure of the north-east monsoon in October In them however the 
excellent rainfall of the previous months replenished the various sources of irrigation, 
and no serious anxiety is felt, though the yield of the cold weather crops cannot be a 
full one. In all other parts of the country the accounts of the spring crops are very 
satisfactory though more rain would be useful in some places. If no untoward event 
occurs in the next month, an excellent harvest should usher in the ensuing year. 

" It was natural therefore and proper that, when the end of the regular monsoon 
showed the agricultural position to be assured, a general air of hopefulness should 

E ervade the country I am afraid however that it did not penetrate the Finance 
lepaftment, where the state of the public excheijuer « as felt to be by no means free 
of anxiety. On making our usual preliminary revision of the estimates in November, 
we found falling prices, easy money, and a tangible rise in the purchasing power of the 
people. Trade however was still slack ; aijd^ the recovery seemed likely to be slow, 
irregular and hesitating. The land revenue, including large amounts of famine arrears 
had been coming in •well ; but in nearly every other important respect our receipts 
were below expectations. The most disappointing section was our Railway earnings, 
which reflected the slowness of the general improvement, being almost a crore short 
of what we had counted on realizing by the end of October Backward Customs 
jrebxn s. pardcu|arly from piece-goods and silver, indicated how seriously the impMt 
markets had been glutted ; and a marked shortage in the Post Office receipts bore 
testimony to the dullness of general business. Our revenue from Forests, from 
Salt, from Excise, was also behindhand ; while on the Other side of the account, our 
budgeted expenditure seemed likely to be fully required. We were therefore 
compelled in ordinary prudence to explain the situation to our big sjpending 
Departments and to Local Governments, and to call upon them to exercise all possible 
economy in view of our diminished resources. The epical was loyally responded to, 
and the savings in expenditure which were thus scoured have playtm a oonsiderable 
part in the improvement of the financial position that has taken place since Novembo'. 

*‘To that change there have been other contributory factors: — the good 
harvest of cotton and oilseeds, with their effect both on railway traffic and on the 
spending power of the peasantry ; the increasing activity of tbe«import markOt ; a:i^ 
the big rice movements which are beginning in Burma, with the accompanying rise in 
export dudes. But the most dramatic feature in die itituation has bees tm suddmi and

" At I mentioned last Mardb, ve intended to sell 4a,.*)oo’'cliests of Bengal <mium 
dot^g; tlie current financi^ year ; and in view of the ductu^ng mood of the ^ina 
miliMt. we based our estimate of receipts on the cautious average of R 1,350 a chest. 
In Malwa we had apparently reached a curious impasse. The Bombay^ godowns were 
fdS, and duty had been paid in advance upon a very large quantity of opium which still 
lay In Malwa and which the recently imposed restrictions would not allow to be shipped 
until 1910. In the circumstances, though it was impossible to foresee how the trade 
might move, we assumed that further payments of duty against the 191 1 shipments might 


market wis dull, with a slightly rising tendency. The prices fetched by our Bengal opium 
varied between R i , 1 50 and R 1 ,450 ; and the clearances from Malwa were not more^ than 
^jmidd ortUnanly be required for home consumption. In October however a sharp rise in the 
c^hina prices took place. I need not discuss the complicated factors in the remarkable 
speculative movement which was thus established, and over which, so far as the China 
market is concerned, we had of course abSblutely no control. The first result of the 
movement was another rush to pay duty in advance. The trade had got wind of our 
proposal — ^to which I shall allude hereafter — ^to give ^alwa a larger ^are of the 1^10 
exports; and although «ve had guaranteed no priority of shipment after 1910, the 
exporters were prepared to take their chance and, so to speak, Ob register their 
clmms. During the first half of November, duty was paid on 17,000 chests, when 
the Indore authorities very properly stopped tne rush and refused to receive any 
more payments. We were at the time in correspondence with the Secretary of State 
regarding the? distribution, as between Bombay and Calcutta, of our reduced exports ; and 
as soon as that matter was settled, we decided how to deal with our unexpected windfall 
of revenue. The decision was to retain the duty pmd in respect of chests which under 
our revised pr< gramme could be shipped in 1911; to grant priority of shipment t^ 
those chests m the order in which duty had been received ; and to refund all payments 
that had been made in respect of chests Which could not be either used for home 
consumption or exported to China in 1911, thus leaving us a free hand regarding the 
1919 ' exports. This closed the episode for the time being, so far as concerns the 
Malwa revenue. But the excitement in the China market had an immediate and 
startling t fleet upon our Calcutta prices also. From R 1,439 a chest in October, the 
selling price suddenly bounded up to R 1,800 in November, and even this price, un- 
precedented for nearly half a century, was outstripped in January, when the average 
ran up to R 2,044, only to be agmn and still more strikingly exc.eeded by the figure of 
Ra,397 which was obtained at the sale in the current month. 

“ The net result of this great appreciation in the value of Indian opium in China 
is that our revenues in the current year, after deductiny the refunds- to wnich 1 referred 
above, will gain about 1,000,000 beyond what we budgeted for. So far as possible, 
the windfall nas been utilized on the sound principle of meeting non-recurring liabilities, 
which would otherwise have hampered our hnaneq^ in future years. We have in this 
way been enabled to restore the depleted balances of Bengal, lEastern Bei^al and 
Assam, and the Central Provinces ; to corih>lete our promised grant to the Rangoon 
river training scheme ; and in various other directions to fulfil ^obligations which will 
%ht€m the burden on the general revenues hereafter. 

'* Such being the main features in this eventful and difficult year, I proceed to show how 
far OUT orig^al estimates of revenue and expenditure have been supported or modified by 
tflb results as we can now forecast them with the actual figures of ten mqnths in ou^^jgg-| 
s etMi’ on , 1 shall do so in round figuiesand cm general lines, neglecting minor variations. 

** Revenue, 

- "The total revenue which we expected, when our Budgfct tor the year was 
flraffled.^was ^73,750,900. The revenue we now hope to realize is j674.303,7^, being

as well as an unexpectedly large slice cl the arrean wUeh lay orer nsoa the itfee 
famine. The total increase over our Budget fi^;ure w 31 he j(d93iOOo. The Impe^ 
portion of this would be roughly one-half : instead of sharing in the mcreasep the 

Imperial Government is actumly credited with an amount of Land Revenue which is 
worse than our original estflnate by ^^494,000. The apparent anomaly has already been 
explained ; for it is by transferring the necessary amounts from our own share of the 
receipts under this head to the Local Governments concerned that we g^ve effect to the 
grants made to the two Bengals and the Central Provinces in aid of their diminished bidao- 
ces. Apart from this, all the other gains and losses to the Imperial revenues are true gains 
and losses, and not mere transfers to Provincial exchequers. The largest of the gams is 
the ^1,106,000 (gross) by which we benefit from Opium : and the heaviest of the losses 
Is £644,000 by which our total net Railway earnings are expected to fall short of our 
Budget Estimate. Of the latter, about ^^73,000 is due to small excesses in the work* 
ing expenses on certain railways where the charges for repairs, renewals and coaJ bad 
been under-estimated. 1 he balance represents a shortage in the traffic returns, due to 
the slow recovery in business, the tardy movement of crops, and the depresrion in th^^ 
coal trade. Lines serving the Gangetic plain and its adjoining country are most pro- 
minent among the losers:^ the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, vnth its big cotton 
connection, and the lines which traverse Southern India have done very much better } 
but the losses outweigh the gains. 

" I would now ask the Council for a moment to balance these three divergencies 
from our original figures. On the one hand we have the windfall of 1,106,000 from 
Opium. This is a departure from our estimates which is due to the vagaries of a mar- 
ket influenced by wholly abnormal causes and entirely outside our control. Upon the 
other hand, we have, first, the reduction of ^^494,000 in the Imperial receipts from Land 
Revenue. As I have explained, this is more than accounted for by the grants made out of 
our opium receipts to Local Governments and to local bodies in order to fulfil obligations 
that we should otherwise have had to defer. Secondly, we have the drop of j^^4,ooo 
our net Railway receipts. You see how closely these three variations balance; 
and now, if you exclude them, you will find that the aggregate discrepancy 
between the Budget estimate and that which 1 now present, taking all our other 
sources of Imperial revenue, is the comparatively small shortage of ^^2 13,000. In this 
total there are no individual fluctu.itions of any importance ; anal venture to say that the 
result is not an unsatisfactory proof of the care with which our original estimates were 
framed, and that it reflects very great credit on the officers of the Firance Department 

" The most prominent of the minor differences appear under Customs, Excise 
and Interest. The Customs revenue will probably fall about ;^i 57,000 below our 
Budget figure The imports of petroleum, metals and manufactured articles generally 
have been dull, and the lateness of this year’s rice exports has helped to pull m>wn our 
estimate, in spite of the higher yield from silver and from Java sugar. Excise wiU 
yield us about ^^246, 000 less than we had budgeted, and half of this mss will fall on 
Imperial revenues. The steady progress of reform (including the curtailment of outstill 
areas) and the continuous rise in our excise duties have gone far to check the rapid 
expansion of the revenue from intoxicants which took place during the recent cycle of 
prosperity ; and in ‘some parts of India these .influences appear to have been supple- 
mented by very welcoine movements in favour of temperance. The variation under 
Interest is in the oppq^ite direction from those 1 have just mentioned. It shows an 
improvement of £ 1 59,000 over the Budget figure, due partly to increased receipts from 
interest on overdrafts of^jrailway- capital by. companies in India, and partly to the 
successful cmc]o,y{nenrBy the Secretary of State of his spare balances in short loiims 
to tfeeJ aflg^n money-market ^ 

” Expendiiure. 


*' I turn now to the expenditure of the year which is coming to its cipse. We 
had budgeted to spend ;^73,7ao,50o : our latest figures indicate that we shall need 
only ;^73, 350.700, and that the Imperial share of the saving will be j£^a84,5oo. To 
this very satisfactory result the clvef crntributof has been the Arnty. The total 
reduction on our budgeted provision for Military Services will be sdxmt ;^ 39 i, 006 ^ 
effected partly in generous response to our call for economy last November, and by 
shorter purchases of ordnance and other stores in England. 1 shall return to thm siff»|e<t 
in more deUil a little later. ^ The other chief economies occur under the ftalariog 
contingencies of the various Civil Departments, where ve e^^ct a saving nf 
1 22,000, and under the charges on account of Civil WorjcSi wijjpb will be

ktsi we ffoeidiwt Sa 1^ fiudgrt. We have tiitts bemi able, not withcHit some 
real aaerifiees, ^ secure a ^^nine curtailment 6 i expemfiture amounting, under 
these iew {MKHamet^ heads, to no less than ;^6s6,ooo ; and there are a number of 
mhaerndoctions which 1 do not stop to specify. Agaunst these, there are outstanding 
mcesses over tlm Budget grants under three heads : but it is gratif;^ing to observe that 
in two of these cases there has been ohly a nominal, and not a real, increase of expend!* 
tore. The first of these is Refunds, where we shall require an addition of ;^is8,ooo 
to <Mir ^ffigioal figure ; this being almost* wholly due to our decision, as I have already 
eimlained, to return the duty paid on Malwa opium which cannot be sent to China 
befc^ 1910. The second case of nominal over*spending appears under the Famine 
Relief and Insurance grant. By the peculiar constitution of that grant, any lapse in the 
budget aflotments either for famine expenditure (whether Imperial or Provincial or for 
pr^ctiye works, in a year when the total grant does not exceed the prescribed 
mifikm, is not added to our revenue surplus but goes automatically to swell that 
Impfion of the grant which is used for the reduction or avoidance of debt. ^ In other 
words, it is cast into our general balances with a view to capital expenditure, a^ 
must ^us be debited against revenue. The (esult in the current year is that the Imperial 
share of the Famine grant will be raised by £gt,ooo, being the amount by , which the 
grants taken by Local Governments for .the cost of direct famine relief have happily 
proved to be unnecessary. The third chief excess tiver budget provision appears 
m our Interest charges, which we expect to be 136,000 higner tl^gn the original 
estimate. This is partly due to a smaller share in the total having been charged to the 
Railway and Irrigation accounts ; partly to a change in the average rate, which is re* 
calculated on the mtest data every year ; and partly to the higher discount which the 
Secretary of State had to pay on his India bills in England. 

“ 1 may now briefiy summarize the finances of the year, so far as the 
Imperial section of the accounts is concerned. We budgeted for a surplus of £2^0, goo : 
we now hope to realize a surplus of 269, 500. Our revenue has declined by^ 
^^345,900 but our charges have been reduced hy ^^384, 500, the balance of ^^38,600 
representing the improvement in our surplus. Considering the difficulties of the year, 
I regard this result as distinctly satisfactory. It is possible that some further changes 
may be necessswy before we finally dispose of these estimates at the end of March, for 
the Council will fully realize that the present statement is— technically at least— a 
preliminary draft : but I do not anticipate any substantial alterations. 


Budget Estimate for X910-19ZZ. 

** It is with some reluctance that I leave the narrative of a chequered but not 
umuccessful year, to take up a less agreeable task. The new financial year which 
will begin five weeks hence, gives promise of openi^ under favourable auspices, iirith 

g ood harvests, active markets, expanding trade, ^le heavy remittances' of capital 
‘om abroad, both in gold and in Council drafts', testify to the prosperity which is 
expected in the private finances of the country. Do we' anticipate an equal buoyancy 
in^ its public finances ? In many respects 1 dex We believe that, if the monsoon 
rains are adequate, the land revenue will Ijp punctually collected, that our customs 
recopts will rise,^ our railways do well, and most of our other heads of revenue 
show an improvement. But unfortunately I cannot expect *a surplus, without 
the help of additional taxation, which, accordingly it will be * ray unenviable 
duly to propose. For this state of affairs there are two plain and adequate 
reasons. In the first place, the reduction of our exports of opium to China will 
ddike a serious fall in our opium revenue. In the second place, ge are obliu^ 
to abandon to Eastern Bengal and Assam a much larger 4$hare of its land revenue tb^ 
it has li^kerto retained ; for the present resources of the Local Government have proved 
mrits ittsulficieiit for the needs of the new province. These two factors dominate the 


^^iteady growth of our expenditure, yet l realise tnat, witnoui a general re>casiing 
of pubfic charges, we cannot extend indefinitely those retrenchments of 
^' i iiyH | i|i | > f ^ ir y and emergent character which have been forced upon us in the last two 
% should have been prepared therefore to budget for ^ moderate addition to the 
qsc!s clttrges and to mok to the natural improvement of our resources to cover 
' m.WithoS asking for any extra taxation. But the loss under Opium and 
ell Ssstem jpei^l have made equilibrium impossible, and a permanent 
ixf Odr cesources is inevitable. The best way in which I can explain the 
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situation will be to take the Council through the allotments which we wish to mahe for 
expenditure in loio-i i ; to examine how ffu* our revenue, in normal conditions and with 
the existing scale of taxation, would have been sufficient for our charges ; to show where, 
and by how much, it will 'lall short , and finally to describe the specuu measures which we 
consider necessary to equate our resources with our requirements. 

“ Expenditure. 

" The total expenditure which we have to provide for in ipio-ii is 3^’7Si65a»500. 
This is ;^2,3 oi,8oo in excess of our total estimated expenditure in the current 
year; but loi.ooo of the difference is due to increased charges which will be met 
from Provincial resources, so that the Imperial increase which I have to justify is roughly 
1, 300,000 The Council may take it that out of this sum, 500,000 is required by 
the commercial departments of Government, and 700,000 by those ordinary admints* 
trative services from which we receive no direct monetary return. A further analysis^ 
indicates that it will be sufficient to consider the excess as falling under five groups^of 
heads —Interest, Posts and Telegraphs, Salaries and Expenses of Civil departments, 
ordinary Civil Works, and Military servictfs The five groups of services which I have 
just named are going to cost us almost exactly 1,200, 000 more than they have donb 
in 1909* 10 ; the minor variation's may safely be neglected. 

“ The Interest charges, which form the first of my five groups, are shown under 
various headsr but in the aggregate they come to nearly ;^4o8,ooo more than 
in the current year. The interest on ordinary debt, as I will explain immediately, 
will hardly be raised at all in India, but there will be an increase of about ;^27o,ooo 
in England. On the small loan w'hich we propose to take m India, oyr total discount 
charges (apart from all qut stion of the rate) should be easier than they were this year , and 
we ought not to have interest to pay on advances to our treasury from the silver branch of 
the Gold Standaid Reserve, as w'as the case for a few months in 1909*1910 • so that on 
the whole our next rupee loan should not cause a net addition to our interest liabilities in 
the coming year But in England the case is different. A full year’s interest has to 
be paid on the Sterling loan of 7^ millions which the Secretary of State raised last month, 
and increased payments have to be made to the sinking funds which are now established 
for meeting the discount on our English loans I still have to explain 138,000 of 
the total increased expenditure under Interest By far the greater part of this is a conse* 
quence of the fresh capital which certain of the Companies working State lines will raise 
and deposit at the India Office until they require it. About half of the balance repre- 
sents debits against us in India in certain complicated transactions with the Bengal-Nagpur 
Railway Company, which I need not describe m detail , the remainder stands for our 
increasing interest liabilities on savings bank deposits, on the new general provident fund, 
and the like. Piactically the whole of the increased charges which I have been 
describing under this head are a compulsory and inevitable result of the extension of 
our Capital expenditure on productive works 

“ The second category of increased expenditure is our Post Office and Telegraph 
charges, wrherc w'e expect a growth of about j^8 1,000 In the case of the Post Office 
the growth is small (£2^,000) and of normal character • and it is more than covered 
by increased receipts. The third and fourth categorie'* comprise the additional provision 
in n-*xt year’s estimates for ordinary Public Works (roads, buildings, etc.) ana for the 
salaries and expenses of what are Imown asjriie Ci.viLJDiepactm^S: The great bulk of 
this outlay is met by;. Local "CiovemmiOTU^rom their owm provincial resources: but 
certain charts-, both in England and in India, are exclusively Imperial, and show an 
wcr§ass"of ^out 1 55,000. For that part of the decennial census operations wMbh 
will take place* next year, we have provided five lakhs, which is ;^3a,ooo naore than in 
the current year. The other individual variations are of comparatively small importance, 
and the total excess allotted under Civil Departroente is 3^97,000. On ordinary Public 
Works the increased expenditure will be ;^58,ooo ; this much being considered necessa^ 
in order to allow' of the progress of a number of works which had to be postponed in 
the current year. The hfth category is the Military charges, to which 1 shall return later 
and in more detail The expenditure here is taken at ^ 536.000 more than in the current 
year Out of this excess 1 2<'', 000 goes in the combined naval and military operiUtions 
which have had to be undertaken to check gun-running in the Persian Gidf; and 
£ 408,000 are for the general purposes of military efficiency. As 1 have said, 1 shall 
take up this sutiject again but 1 wish to emphasize that what we are providing for military 
expenaiture next year is in reality (apart from the Persian Gulf e^^nditure) considmal^ 
less than we provided in the current year’s budget. His Excellency the Comma]idst*ill* 




bowevef, gtve me hts cordial co-operation-— for which I take this opportunity 
of thardune him-^in reducing expenditure at a time when the outlook was causing us 
serious aranety : the result being, as 1 have said above, a very welcome reduction 
in the 1900-1910 i^otments. To compare next year’s grants wwh what has actually been 
spent in tro current year is thus deceptive ; the temporary curtailment of expenditure 
now in force could not be a permanent reduction. 

Revenue, 

" 1 next proceed to consider our probable income, and its adequacy to meet 
our budget of expenditure Our Imperial requirements for 1910-191 1, as I have briefly 
described them, demand a provision of ;^5o, 357,800. During the year which is now 
closing, we expect our Imperial revenui* to be ;^49,336,5oo. To maintain bare 
.equilibrium therefore, we must be able to count on improving the revenue by close on a 
^uuyjkm sterling while we shall ha\c to get considerably more if wc are to budget for a 
reasonable surplus or working balance, such as e\ery prudent Government must insist 
on. ki order to see whether this is practicable, 1 will now ask the Council to go very 
briefly through the chief heads of revenue with me and aseextam what increases they 
will yield. In this examination, w^e had better leave Land Revenue and Opium to the 
end, as they will require somcw’hat caieful examination. • 

*' From Railways, at the outset, it is apparent that we canriot^ expect much 
assistance. The gross receipts of State lines show a remarkable improvement of nearly 
I , X 30,000 : but the increase in current expenses is almost equally great. The Railway 
Board, who are the responsible advisexs of the Government in the m.xttcr, urge 
that the economies which w'e are now enforcing must, in the interest of our railway 
development, be at least temporarily relaxed, and that advantage should be taken of our 
increased earrangs to push on the more essential lencwals and repairs Which on several 
lines have recently been deferred. 1 have been obliged to accept that view, and 1 have 4 
budgeted for a net improvement of only j^38,ooo from our railw'ay revenues as a whole. 
Most of our other main heads how'ever promise better From Customs,* on the existing 
tariff, we should expect an improvement of ;^i8q,ooo. There is a steady upward 
movement in imports, which ought to continue, and give us a moderate increase, particu- 
larly from liquors, petroleum, piece-goods, metils and manufactuied articles generally ; 
while in view of the big crops in Burma and Bengal, the rice export may reasonably be 
taken at a figure somewhat higher than was realised in the last good year, 1905*1906. 
A substantial increase m Excise sCems equally certain even if there were no further 
enhancement in duties. There is invariably a rise after a year of good harvests , and 
illicit practices are being steadily W'om down by the strengthening of the preventive 
forces in the different provinces We estimate therefore that our share of the revenue * 
from this source will be, on the present rates of duty, some 109,000 better than m 
the current year. The Posts and Telegraphs, under the stimulus of the ‘revival in 
trade, should give an increase of j^q6,ooo A group of other heads, which are all more 
or less sensitive to the general condition of the people, — Salt, Stamps, Income-tax and 
Mint — ^wiH yield, as we estimate, an improvement of ftbout ^^165, 000. Irrigation receipts 
will be dimirashed by the plentiful rainfall, an^ Interest is taken at a reduced figure as the 
Secretary of State’s loanable balances may not be so high as in the current year. But 
against these we are able to set a number of minor increases under Forests and a variety 
ot other heads which 1 need not enumerate. The chief of these is the military receipts, 
from which we hope for an improvement -of ;^63,ooo, owing to the new arrangements 
for^lothing, larger sales of dairy produce, and other causes. 

*' The net result for all the beads with which I have thus briefly dealt is 
anticipated increase of j^63X,ooo in next year's receipts I come now to our Land 
Revenue estimate, which is affected by the absence of famine arrears and works out to 
about S3 lakhs below what we count upon tealizing in 1909-1910 The Imperial share 
of this decrease would, in natural course, be about ^ \ 05,000 ; but per contra we should 
have to set the large improvement that has its origin in the peculiar circumstances of the 
emrent year. 1 refer to the subsidies which our recent Opium receipts, have enabled 
us to make to certain provinces and local bodies, and which aggregate about ;^633,ooo 
These grants being non-recurring, their absence from next year’s accounts would have 
Absorbed the decrease in at rear collections and raised the imperial share of the Land 
Revieaae by ^^538, 000 net. Add this to the increase of 000 under the other 

imprbvmy heads of revenue, and it is apparent that we should have almoit fully 
eovmred the increase of^ 1 ,300,000 in expenditure. At the risk then of some repetition, 

I trust I l^ve made it abundantly clear that we have not allowed any increase of 
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expenditure which could not have been met from the normal and moderate expaneio" 
of our ordinary revenues. 

"We thus return to the special causes which interfere with that expan^n. The 
first is the necessity for Sf revision of the provincial settlement with Eastern Bengal and 
Assam. How the necessity arose, I will discuss later : for the present all I need mendon 
is the result, viz , that we have agreed, with the Secretary of State's approvzd, to increase 
the Local Government’s share of the revenues which it collects by ;^a55,ooo, involidngan 
equivalent n curring loss to Imperial finances. The second and by far the greater of our 
difficulties IS the loss in Opium revenue, which we estimate (net, after certam adjustments) 
at £8^2,000 as compared with the present year. 

" When the agreement into which His Majesty’s Government entered with China 
on our behalf was announced, it was at once apparent how seriously the Indian revenues 
were bound to be affected The effects of the curtailment of our opium exports have 
hitherto been somewhat obscured by the events which I have already described bothyg 
a year ago and to-day. But they are now coming into operation, and their operation 
is all the more vigorous because it has been deferred. In the calendar year ipio 
we shall, as required by the agrecment^i export 5,100 chests less than in the calendar 
year 1909. 1 ranslating this arrangement into terms of the financial year, we can sell 

only 37,560 chests of Bengal opium in 1910-1911 against the 42,300 chests sanctioned 
in 1909-1910 In the current year we take the average selling price at Rt,6io a chest* 
for next year,, owing to the continued high prices in China, we believe that R 1,750 a 
chest is a reasonably safe assumption The result is that, on Bengal opium by itself, we 
hope to restrict our loss to 160,000 But for Malwa opium, a comparison of the actual 
exports of the two years affords no guide to the financial position. As I have explained 
before, the whole of the duty payable to us on the exports permissible up * to the end of 
December 1911 has already passed into our treasury ; and for this good and sufficient 
reason we do not budget for receiving any further dues on Malwa opium during the 
, financial year 1910-1911. The consequence is that, as compared with the receipts 
during the current yeiir, wc must prepare for a loss of 18,000. 

" I have now explained our requirements. I have given an estimate of what our 
revenues would be under normal conditions I have shown w'here the conditions are other 
than normal, and 1 have described the gap that actually intervenes between our require- 
ments and our lesources, — a gap which may roughly be measured by the shortage 
of ;^i,i27,ooo due to opium and the new settlement with Eastern Bengal and Assam. 
To fill that gap, the Government of India are compelled to impose extra taxation which 
is estimated to yield ;i^ 1,1 33,000. 


" Fresh Taxation, 

" The taxation which we propose falls under three main heads. The bulk of what 
W'e require will be raised by increasing the existing Customs duties on liquors, on 
tobaccos, on silver and on petroleum. In this way we hope to obtain an additional 
revenue of 3^967,000. Certain consequential alterations in the excise duties upon beer 
and so called ‘foreign’ liquor made 'in India will bring in a further 3^33, 000. The 
balance, or 3^133,000, we propose to tqke by enhancing the Stamp duties on certain 
instruments which I shall enumerate later. The Government of India have not 
come to this deefsion w'lthout the most anxious consideration. There was no 
avoiding the deficit . there was no temporary palliative for it. The profits from our 
railways w’ill no doubt improve, and the elasticity of most of our other heads of 
revenue is happily assured. But we cannot in prudence treat the decline in our Omum 
—e^eipts as «other than permanent, and in the present uncertainty as to Cfm^a’s 
achievements, we must keep in view the possibility of its being continuous. Nor can wc, 
apart altogether from the Opium question, shut our eyes to the heavy demands 
upon the Indian exchequer w'hich he ahead of us, in the cause of education, to name only 
one pressing requirement. It has become our clear duty to strei^hen the basis of our 
revenues, and we have endeavoured to do so in the way which win be least burdensome to 
the country. A variety of other schemes for jnicreased taxation, several of which wifi 
readily occur to the minds of my Honourable friends, were fully considered, but the 
balance of advantage seemed to rest with the combination which 1 have described, 
this has the full approval pf the Secretary of State. 

" So far as our Customs proposals are concerned, we have hdd fast by Hie genersd 
principle that our tariff is a revenue, and not a protective, tariff. But substanriaf duties 
on wine, beer, spirits and tobacco are in no way inconsistent i^h that principle, whfle 



eoQstibate one of the most legitimate forms of taxation m every civilized country. 
Our {mofXMsala regarding liquors are intended to mmpfify the existing rates, and to raise 
them hy from 30 to 50 per cent. Upon tobacco the present taxation— 5 percent. 
ad vaioram^ on manufacUired, and nothing at all on dhmanufacturcd tobacco — ^is 
ludicrously inadequate.^ In 1907-1908 over 6 million pounds of tobacco were imported 
into India, and all that it paid to Government nras ^^35,000; in England it would have 
p^ forty times as much. What we now propose is a set of rates which, in the case of 
dgarettes, is represented by Ra a lb. They may diminish import for a time, but incidentally 
they nmy check the rapid ^owth of the cigarette habit, which is not without its danger to 
the rising generation in Inma. On pett oleum we simply propose to raise the present rate 
from 1 anna to annas per gallon. On silver we mtend to take a fixed duty of 4 annas 
an ounce instead of the 5 per cent, ad valorem which it now pays The enormous import 
of those two commodities marks them out a& fitting objects for an increased contribution 
to the ^ exch^uer, and we prefer to take the extra taxation which we require by 
^bstantial duties upon a few articles of comparative luxury rather than by interfering 
with the all-round uniform rate upon a variety of less important articles, many of which 
may be described as necessaries. ^ 

“ I hope I shall not be charged with framing a swadeshi budget. In the sense 
which may be seen indicated on Bryant and May's match-boxes Support Home 
Industries ’) 1 think swadeshi is good , and if the outcoTne ^ of the changes 1 have laid 
before Council result in some encouragement of Indian industries, I ^or one shall not 
regret it ; but 1 would emphasise the fact that the enhanced customs duties are attributable 
solely to the imperative necessity of raising additional revenue. There is not the 
slightest inclination towards a protective customs tariff Even in free-trade England 
we have always imposed considerable ('ustoms dues, not to protect industries but to 
raise revenue. That is all we are doing in India ; and I cannot but think that in 
countries which depend mainly on agriculture, where the population is poor and 
there are no large and profitable manufactures, it will be long before you can dispei)^ 
with customs receipts as a part of the revenue essential for the administration of the country. 

“ The increase which we propose in Stamp duties will touch only a limited class of 
documents We do not interfere with the charges on bonds, conveyances, leases, 
mortgages, cheques or receipts But we intend to raise the duty on bills of exchange, 
on the issue and transfers of shares and debentures, and on agreements for the sale of 
those securities. Full details of the new rates are given in the Bills which will be 
presented to the Council to-day to give effect to the changes. 

“ With the aid of these new taxes, we hope to secure an Imperial revenue of 
^^50,503,700 in the ensuing year. I have already stated our expenditure requirements 
at ;^50,257,8 oo ; so that we budget for a surplus of ;^345,900. It is a very, very small 
margm for a year in which many surprises may await us, and any shortage in the monsoon 
would sweep it clean away. But our estimates throughout are studiously cautious ; we 
were anxious to avoid the levy of a single superfluous rupee of extra taxation : and with 
reasonable good fortune 1 trust that a modest surplus will carry us through, as it has done 
in the current year. 1 invite the Council to contrast our situation with the present 
difficulties which beset the Chancellor of the Exchequer in England , or the j^8,ooo,ooo 
of extra taxation in France ; or the loan 0^3^4,600,000 with which Prussia hemes to cover 
its deficit next year ; or the still heavier loans that have been forced upon Germany for 
the current needs of its administration in these two years. 


Military Expenditure. 

1 deal now in more detail than was possible in the foregoing reiparks witlu. «aa3£ 
of the bigger Departments. I begin with the Military services, the expenditure upon 


wluch undm their various heads for hve years is as follows *- 
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** I mentioned last year that it had been decided to alx>lish the grai^ for tp^ial 
expenditure and to revert to the system which was in force prior to i904'*05. Provision 
is now made for this purpose to the extent warranted by the state of our finances. 
During the five years encling with 1903-04 a sum of about millions in all was 
allotted. Then followed Lord Kitchener's reorganisation and fe-distribution schemes. 
In prosecuting these schemes and carrying on the work already begun and meeting 
ordinary new requirements which presented themselves from time to time we spent 
about millions between the years 1904-05 and 1908-09. 

" In March last entirely new conditions presented themselves The general 
financial position was not satisfactory and, as regards military expenditure, we were faced 
with the obligation to provide for nearly million for the increased payments to th*j 
War Office on account of the British Army m India and for the pay concessions to the 
Indian Army. The rates for food supplies too were still rising To meet these new 
charges, all of them practically unavoidable, without throwing an additional burden upon 
general revenues we had to economise in many directions, and as our political relations 
had improved it was decided to proceed more deliberately with schemes of reorganisation. 
After restricting the provision to the lowest kmit the Budget figure for 1909-10 was 
placed at about ;^85,ooo less than that of the previous year. 

“ Considering the extent to,., which this year’s Budget had to be cut down and 
the extraordinary demands which 1 have alluded to above, our latest estimates of the 
probable actual'V'of the year disclose a very satisfactory state of affairs. The net 
military expenditure for 1909-10 is expected to be ^^370, 000 less than that of 1908-09, 
the reduction being due in the main to a substantial decrease in food charges in India 
and in expenditure on stores in England. The position has enabled us to take in hand 
at once the improvement of the accommodation for the Indian Army, a* measure of 
importance and urgency to which the Commander-m-Chief called our attention soon 
after his arrival. It has become obvious that, with the persistent rise in prices and, 
\.iges, comfortable and durable buildings can no longer be constructed at the cost 
which was previously regarded as sufficient In the lints which urt- now being built we 
are adopting a sound type of construction and are entrusting the operations to the 
Military Works Services instead of to regimental agency. 

“ The other principal measures involving special expenditure which we have under- 
taken arc referred to in the Mcmoiandum explaining the Financial Statement. 1 will merely 
mention that we have established m the current )'ear a Cavalry School of instruction , the 
organisation of the new artillery ammunition columns has been practically completed ; 
prepress has been made w*th the provision of accommodation for additional troops 
at Quetta, Jubbulpore, Ahmednagar and Nowshera ; and there has been an advance 
in the output of quick-firing guns and short rifles from the Gun and Rifle Factories. 
We have also improved the* arrangements for financial control by extending to all 
British troops and the Supply and Transport Corp6 the new system under which 
accounting and audit duties arc undort lUen in separate offices and by moving out 
two more Audit Offices to Divisional Head Quarters Finally we have had to provide 
for the expenditure on the arms traffic operations in the Persian Gulf Of the total 
sum which we have allotted for this purpose, via, 18,000, a sum of ;^45,ooo 
will fall into the accounts of the present year * 

For the comiii!* year, apart from the special provision for the arms traffic 
operations in the Persian Gulf, we propose to allot 1 20,000 less than the amount 
provided in the current yeai’s Budget We have been able to provide for a some- 
what larger expenditure on special measures than in this year and to restore some of 
th ^ temporary ^'eductions made m March last Among the more important measurdO? 
with which we propose to proceed in 1910-if are the impioveinent of accommodation 
for the Indian Army, and the building operations referred to above ; the organisation of 
military companies for maintaining communications in the field, a requirement which 
IS now universally recognised as essential ; ihe purchase of horses to commence the re- 
constitution of an artillery reserve , and the supply of intrenching tools to the field army 
and of a uniform pattern of rifle carrying equipment to the Indian Cavalry. 

"We anticipate a further increase in the output of guns and rifles from our factories, 
but it is necessary to supplement the local production of rifles by purchase from 
Home, and we have accordingly provided funds" for this purpose. The Royal Garrison 
Artillery in India is being reorganised, and we expect a considerable saving from this 
measure. We are also remodelling the system of Ordnance Factory accounts on the 
advice of the Home experts. 
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'*For the eteettditiire in i9io>i I on the arms trafiic operations we have provided 
j^i73,OQO. On* the other hand we have been able to maintain a large part of the 
reihiction in our store demands which has been effected duung the current year ; we 
anticipate a further substantial improvement in regard to tne food charges, and we 
hope to obtain a considerable saving by using tne R.I.M.S. Duffi^in in the Home 
trooping service for two voyages and dispensing to that extent with the employment 
of hired transports 

We have also been able to provide for a possible increase in the railway rates 
f(Mr military traffic, consequent on the desire of the Railway Companies to modify the 
tentative arrangements made two years ago for the adoption of a vehicle mileage rate 
for military traffic, which, though administratively advantageous, is thought to involve an 
undue loss to the railways.

" It has become customary to bring -together in this part of the Financial State- 
ment the figures of capital expenditure on railways during tne last five years and the 
similar estimate for i9io«i9i i. 1 accordingly present the table as usual , it includes all 
capital outlay, whether incurred by the State or through the agency of guaranteed or 
assisted companies. *

Diving the ensuing year it is intended to increase this length by 520*55 miles. 

“In the cun ent year the return on the capital at charge amounts to 4*48 per 
cent., as compared with 36^ in i9o8-i' 09, 4*75 per cent, in 1907-1908 and 5*38 per 
cent, in 19061907. The rate of interest which we have taken for the year on the 
debt chargeable* to railways is 3 384 per cent. 

“ The position has greatly improved since last year, although the traffic returns have 
not (xme up to expecta&ns The improvement is largely due to the acceptance by the 
radway administrations of the reasonable and indeed inevitable limitations imposed by 
budget provision. Th^grants for working expenses, etc., are unfikely to be exceeded 
more than, the comparatively unimportant sum of ;^85,ooo ; and this excess may be taken

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as due to unprecedented floods on the North-Western Railway and the cydone winch 
worked serious havoc on the Eastern Bengal State Railway. If we take the raflway 
revenue account as a who^ and set the interest charges, the annuities and sinking fund 
payments, and the minor debits (cost of land, etc ), against the net earnings, we find 
a surplus of ^^828, 500 w hich accrues to general revenues. Last year there was a 
net loss to the State, for the first time since 1 898*99. 

“ Our anticipated results for the ensmng year have already been alluded to. The 
gross earnings are expected to respond to the trade revival , but the larger grants which 
we have been advised to provide for improvements in the permanent -way, rolling stock, 
and general equipment, as well as the increasing charges on railway debt, will depress the 
net surplus It is estimated at only ;^486,aoo. We should have been glad of a greater 
me.isure (»f assistance from our railways in a year of considerable difficulty ; but we accept 
the situation in the confident hope that our sacrifices now will result in a substantial and 
permanent increase of our net railway profits in the future.

“At the end of 1908-1909, 55,140 miles of main and branch canals and ffistribut* 
arics had been constructed, commanding 47 million acres of culturablc Umd ; the area 
actually irrigated in the year \ias 22,187,430 acres. The productive works daring that 
year yielded a net retumt of 8*17 per cent, on the capital outlay of ;^a8 millions, 
after paying all charges exclusive of interest. The net profit to the State was 
^1,356,000. 

“The revised estimate for 1909-1910 shows a net proCl of 345.000 on 
productive works and a net return on capital outlay of 7*9i| per cent At the end of tiie 
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conrent year we'atpect to have 55»^i miles of nuun sad branch canals and distributaries 
constmcted to command 47*396,409 acres of culturable land ; and we hope actually 
to have irrigated about at^ miUion acres durii^ the year. In addition to the 
canals in operation, there are altogether 44 promts whidli are either under 
construction or awiuting sanction or being examined by the professional advisers 
of toe Government ,* of these 1 4 are productive and 95 protective. They are designed 
to irrigate 3 ‘ 34 * million acres and 3'6 i million acres, respectively, at a total capital cost 
of nearly £ I It millions and 1 9I millions, respectively. The former are expected to 
}deld a net return of 7*40 per cent, on the outlay. 

**The roost important works which received sanction during the year are the 
Tendula project in tne Central Provinces and the Hathras Branch of the Upper Ganges 
canal in the United Provinces. A reference to the former project was made^ in 
paragraph 69 of the last year’s Financial Statement. It is one of the most promising 
^^hemes of the class of protective irrigation works, as it will protect a large tract m 
country which has suffered severely from drought in recent years. The estimated 
return on its C£mital outlay is 3*9 per cent., and woik will be started as soon as we are in 
a position to alfot funds from our current revenues. The Hathras Branch canal is 
designed to serve portions of the Aligarh, Etah and Agra districts of the United 
Provinces where it will irrigate an area of 109,500 acres annually. It is a work of the 
productive category, the return on the capital outlay being eftimated at i4’3i per cent. 
Satisfactory progress continues to be made in the construction of the torce canals 
comprised in the Triple canal project in the Punjab, but it is feared that tlic original 
estimate of cost will be largely exceeded. It has been decided to adopt a level crossing 
instead of a S3cphon to carry the water from the Upper Chenab across the Ravi river for 
the supply of the Lower Bari Doab canal. 

“ The important Sind project for the construction of a barrage at Sukkur, and for the 
system of five canals to take out above it, has been under preparation ; the design for 
the barrage is now under the consideration of the Goveinment of India. The 
Sa'da^Ganges- Jumna Feeder scheme has also been under investigation during the 
year. Mention was made of these projects in paragraphs 63 and 64 of my last 
Financial Statement. 


» ** Opium. 

'* I fear the Council must be weary of my references to Opium : but I must revert 
to the subject again for a few minutes. It is a question of grave importance to our 
revenues and to various interests both in British India and in Malwa, especially to many 
humble people for whom the poppy cultivation is their daily bread As far as our arrange- 
ments with China are concerned, our position is the same as when I described it last year, 
though we shall probably continue our progressive reduction of exports into 191 1 while we 
await unequivocal evidence as to the success or otherwise of China’s efforts to put down 
cultivation and consumption. But in one impoitant respect, we have made a change in 
our domestic arrangements. We have decided to alter the distribution of our exports, so 
as to allow the Malwa States a larger share in them duMng the next three years. The in- 
tention is in this way to allow the large stocks of h^lwa Opium to be cleared, and the capital 
locked up in them to be released, and to afford the Durbars and cultivators more time to 
adapt themselves to the inevitable decline in poppy cultivation V^e arc enabled to 
make this change by the greater readiness of the Bengal growers to take to other crops. 
It may be convenient that I should take the opportunity of announcing the figures of 
^port that will be permitted in the next three calendar years, on the assumption that 
the cuftailment of our exports to China will continue. They are as follows — m

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*' Meanwhile, the policy of reducing and concentratmg cultivation in Bengal is beii^ 
steadily pursued ; and, subject to the Secretary of State’s approval, an ini portant stc^ 
will he taken in that direction next year by the amalgamation oi the two Agencies, 

" In my last Finatccial Statement, 1 made little more than a passing allusion to 
the International Opium Commission which met at Shanghai in Februaij >SK>9' Its 
proceedings had not then reached us, and the bearing of its recommendations on Imfia 
was uncertain. Since then, however, we have had an opportunity of examining the 
Commission’s conclusions, and the Council will naturally expect some indication of the 
attitude of the Government of India towards the policy which the Commission 
advised. 1 cannot enter into any detail because we are still consulting the Local 
Governments concerned, and corresponding with the Secretary of State on a number 
of the questions involved But the Commission was a thoroughly representative body ; 
‘its conclusions 'were unanimous; and there is. nothing in its findings to deter us from 
expressing our acceptance of the general principles which it laid down. We accept thenjt^ 
all the more readily that the interests of India were amply and skilfully pressed on the'^ 
Commission by our representative, Mr. J, B. Brunyate. Aided by his knowledge of the 
subject, the Commission was enabled to appreciate the importance and complexity 
of the opium problem m this country 

Out of the nine Resolutions in which the Commission formulated its advice, 
only four have a direct beani<g on India. Resolution No. 2 recommends measures for 
the gradual^suppression of opium-smoking. 1 need not remind the Council how near we 
are in India "to the legal prohibition of this particular form of the opium habit. Absolute 
prohibition is virtually our ideal, and we are prepared to take every reasonable step 
towards enforcing it, as our action in the past has clearly shown. In Burma we have 
had to deal with special difficulties, and our experience warns us to tread wanly • but even 
in that province absolute prohibition for foreigners, as well as for Burmans, will be 
taken into serious consideration. The difficulties will be great but they may not prove 
insuperable, and we are ready to give the whole question our best attention. The 
Commission’s third Resolution suggests that wc should re-examine our regulations for 
the use of opium in the light of the experience gained by other countries. This we 
arc prepared to do We retain full liberty to protect the legitimate household and 
medicinal use of opium , but increasing stringency against its use as a luxury or an 
intoxicant, higher rates of duly and more vigorous preventive action command our^ 
entire approval. Resolution No 4 advises the adoption of reasonable measures for 
prohibiting the export of opium and its preparations to any country which forbids their 
entry. The exact mechanism for giving effect to this advice will require examination : 
but the principle involved is ecjuitable and we fully accept it. The fifth Resolution— 
the last with which wc are immediately concerned — urges on each Government the 
control in its own territories of the manufacture, sale and distribution of morphine or any 
similar opium derivative. We gladly w'elcome the recommendation. The morphia habit 
and the cocaine habit arc becoming serious dangers in India ; the enforcing of prohibi* 
tion through the control of imports and of consumption is a matter of extreme difficulty ; 
and it is only by the proper regulation of the supply of these drugs at its source that we 
can hope to hold them in check.* It will thus be seen, I trust, that the Government 
of India are in full accord with the views expressed by the Commission and will take 
any practicable means of making them effective. 

‘'Provincial Finance. 


" I must now say a word about the finance of the provinces — a su^ect which 
has recently caused no small embarrassment to the Government of India. For all the 
provinces tfiken together, we have the following results • —

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"The surpiiis in the current year is in reality fortiutofSi's, being due partly to abnormally 
heavy coUections of Land Revenue and partly to the specim l^bsidies with which the 
Imperial Government helped three of the provinces in the peculiar circumstances which 
1 have already described The revenue collections excecided those of the previous year by 
about ;^7TO,ooo (Provincial share), the greater part of which may be regarded as famine 
arrears. The grants*in>aid of Provincial baLnees which we have paid through the current 
year’s accounts come to a total of ;^496,ooo On the other hand, the deficit for 
next year includes a special draft of *133,000 upon their b.alances by the Madras 
Government. Making these allowances, we .ire driven to the conclusion that 
the proidnces in the aggr^atc arc steadily over-spending their income by about half a • 
million a year. The position is thus one which compels most serious reflection. It differs 
considerably m different provinces. Madras, for example, keeps well within its means 
ahd has a large credit balance for special or non-recurnng expendituic. The United 
Provinces, with its new settlement and a respite from famine, will no doubt be able to 
avoid deficits in normal conditions, and to build jup a strong balance against emergencies. 
Eastern Bengal and Assam enters next year upon its new settlement, which 1 shall 
shortly^ describe, and ought in future to be able to confine its expenditure within 
the limits of its resources. The Central Provinces finances have been severely tried 
by the recent famine, which was administered with a care for the inUTcsts of the 
general taimayer which the Government of India cordially appreciate. The ordinary 
services of the province have suffered accordingly . and until the leeway is made up, 
there may be some excess of expenditure over the normal revenue, though we hope 
it will be neither l^rge nor prolonged. 

“ In the other four large provinces, I am afraid that the situation is less assuring* 
Bombay, it is true, has substantial balances, but they are being somewhat rapidly dimin* 
ished, and care will have to be exercised to prevent the scale of recui ring expenditure 
froin settling into permanent excess ovit the normal revenues. From Burma and the 
Punjab we have recently had special appeals for assistance. To accept these appeals 
would have been virtually to admit that the provincial settlements of these provinces are 
inadequate ; and we cannot m<akc any such admission. Burma has undoubtedly suffered 
^from a set-back, which 1 hope may be merely temporary, in its h'orest leeelpts , but we 
do not consider that in e-ither province there is a ease for revising .ind .amplifying the 
standing arrangements. It will be the duty— disagreeable and unpopular, but iiievitabh* — of 
the Local Governments to overhaul their expenditure and to adapt it to their normal 
resources. That duty has already been undertaken in Bengal by our colleague, the 
present Lieutenant-Governor , and I am glad to have this opportunity of expressing 
my acknowledgment of the courage and thoroughness with which Sir Edward Baker 
has enforced economy in that province. 

“ We have now' framed a semi'-permapent scttleineiU with Eastern Bengal and 
Assam, the last province w'here the settlement was on a temporary and provisional 
basis. This closes our long list of re-settlements, and I can hold out no hope of any 
general revision of these arrangements They were mr-fbe, before I came to India, with 
scrupulous care, and were intended to fosteih provincial mdependenci*, economy and 
foresight. Nor do I see any near prospect of our being able to undertajfe a further share 
of the recurring expenditure of Local Governments. Our own necessities w ill not improb- 
ably^ force systematic retrenchment upon us, which will affect Imperial ;ind Provincial 
services alike ; and in the meantime Local Governments can best co-operate with us, 
and best mitigate future difficulties, by examining the causes of the insidious growth of 
expcncRture, and by sharply checking them. • 

** The specif grants which we have given in the eumnt year (o the more 
impecunious provinces w'erc meant partly to restore their normal scale of expendi- 
ture on civil works and partly to enable them to close 1910-1911 w'lth the pre- 
scribed minimum balances * For the next year the only .additional grants which we 
intend to give are j^255,ooo to Eastern Bengal and Assam under its new settlement ; 
^ 31,000 to Bengal for police reforms ; and j^si.oco, distributed among five provinces, 
in md of University and Collegiate education. The police grant is tme of the 

last that is claimable for the reforms winch were sanctioned on the advice of the 

Pofice Commission. The need for pressing on the reforms ?s most prominent in 
Bengal* and our general position puts it out of our powin* to accord similar treatment 

ki 1910- J911 to the other provinces whose grants have not yet been paid m full. 

'Hie University grants a renewal and continuation of what we have been allotting 
#ice 1904.

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“ As I have more than once referred to it, I shall describe very briefly the 
new settlement with Fastem Bengal and Assam. The existing settlement was made 
in 1906, and was to run for three years, in order to allow us to jjain experirace of the 
needs of the province. It was known that the Eastern Bengal districts required develop- 
ment, but the ( ost of the operation was largely ^ess-work. The temporary settlement, 
as we h.id believed probable, turned out inadequate; but at the end of^ its 
three-years’ term, the Imperial finances were not in a state to justify a revision 
which was clearly going to involve a large transfer of Imperial funds to the Local 
Government The consequence was that the province had to continue workii^ 
with a deficit, and getting deeper into debt to Imperial revenues. We have now, in 
consultation with the Lieutenant-Governor and his officers, given our _ most 
careful consideration to the special difficulties of the province and arranged, with tl^ 
Secretary of State’s approval, to provide it with such a moderate addition to ifs 
resources as the efficiency of administration seems to demand. The result is that 
our fixed subsidy, to balance the standard figures of revenue and expenditare, has had 
to be raised by ;^25 5,000 a year. \^e have also, out of our high opium receipts 
in the current year, cancelled the province’s overdraft and raised its balance to the 
prescribed minimum of i2«lakhs: this has cost us ;^246,ooo, which' of course 
IS non-recurnng. I trust that W'lth this liberal assistance the new* province will now 
advance aloT^ the paths of financial stability. 

" I conclude this portion of my remarks by explaining certain contributions 
from Provincial to Imperial revenues which will appear as new recurring assignments 
in the estimates of the eight major provinces for 1910-1911. Our measures for obtain- 
ing extra taxation will mean, as we estimate, an increased revenue of 166,000 under 
Excise .and Stamps , but, as these .are ‘ divided ’ heads and we require the whole 
of the extra revenue for Imperial purposes, we have appropriated the Provincial share 
of it, or ;^83 ,ooo, by taking contributions from the Local Governments concerned. 
The amount w'hich we thus Lake from each province is based on a rough estimate of 
what the province is likely to collect on account of the higher duties. 

“ Ways and Means. ^ 

“ Hitherto we have been considering almost exclusively the current revenue 
and expenditure of India, i must turn to the operations upon our cash balances, 
both m India and in the Secretary of State’s custody in Lonaon. As the Government 

of India IS its own b<mker, it is into our general cash balances that all our current 

revenue is paid, and from them that .all our current expenditure is drawn. They are also 
the leservoii for the proceeds of all sterling and rupee loans, whether raised by 
Government or by railway companies which work our State lines , for the whole of our 
unfunded debt , and for all the miscellaneous deposits which are not earmarked for separate 
custody All the provincial balances merge m them, and in them are absorbed all the 
repayments and interest of Sta^e loans or advances to local bodies and private 

individuals. Similarly, it is out of our cash balances that we take all our capital 

expenditure on i ail ways and imgation , ail the advances which Government makes to 
local authonties tand private persons; and all the money used in the discharge of our 
pcrm.inent, temporary tir unfunded debt, or in the repayment of deposits. Finally, it 
IS through our cash balances, ow ing to their being located partly in England and partly 
in India, that Council Hills are usually drawn and the greater part of Government’s 
remittances between England and India enccted. It is with our cash balances thirefore 
that oui estimatt' of Ways and Means are concerned. 

“For 1910-J1 we count on opening with ;^i 2,503,227 in our balances in India, 
and £i2,'j^S,6\$ in England the latter figure including ;^2, 064,1 18 on account of the 
Gold Standard Reserve, and being further swelled by part of the proceeds of the 
million loan which the Secretary of State floated last month. Our chief requirem^ts 
during the year will be our capital expenditure of 12,000,000 on railways anti 
irrigation, and ^946.300 for the discharge of permanent debt , to which may be added 
a net debit of 741, 100 for transactions on account of the Gold Standara Reserve; 
the total of these liabilities coming to ^^13, 687, 400. To meet these, we shall have put 
revenue surplus of ;^2$5.9oo and a further 500,000 from the Famine Grant. The 
Secretaiy of State has still to realize ;;^i, 637,600 out of his January loan ; and ceitalll 
Railway Companies .«e expected to laise fresh capital ^ounting to 
Our unfunded debt receipts are estimated at X 1,1 19,200 and tiro net result of our aw^de 
and remittance accounts, etc , will be a credit of ;^348,6oo. From the ifiil,'' 

these resources we shall thus obtain ^^6, 448, 800 : and our high opening ntf 
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1>e reduced daring the course of the year by ^6,938,600, thus bringing our aviiUable 
means up to 1 2,687,400. This leaves us stwf short by# 1,000, 000, and we intend to 
borrow that amount (i-J- crores of rupees) in India. We estunate our closing balances on 
the 3i8t March 1910 at ;,^i2,404,ia7 in India and ;^6,6i9,iiS England , ^^1,323,018 
of the latter being held on account of the Gold Standard Reserve. 

Besides the transactions which I have thus described, the year will be mark ed 
by the purchase of the Indian Midland Railway. This liability will be met "Y 

taking over Debentures and partly from the proceeds of temporary loans which the 
Secretary of State will raise in England 

** The anouncement regarding borrowings is made subject to the usual reservation, 
and the Government of India retain full discretion to vary the programme, as now 
declared, in any way and to any extent that may be thought advisable. 

“ The present intention of the Secretary of State is to draw bills on India for 
16,500,000, but this also is subject to a similar reservation. The figure represents a 
forecast of the Secretary of State’s requirements ; but additional bills will be sold, so far 
as may be, if needed to meet the demands of trade. 

Exchange and Currency. 

** I propose now to pick up the narrative of our currency affairs and to continue 
it from the point up to which I was able to carry it in the Budget di.scussions 
last March. During the jear i9o8>09, the Government of India fought a 
strenuous *campaign against the fall in exchange — the first that had been forced 
upon them since the adoption of the gold standard When the year closed, the 
movements of trade w’crc rapidly becoming more normal, and exchange was firm at 
IS. 3lfd. with a tendency to rise. But though the battle had gone in our favour, itsjgises 
remsuned with us in the attenuated condition of our gold resources. In spite of the marked 
recovery which began in September 1908, the gold holding, in securities and cash, of our 
gold standard reserve was under 8 millions on the 31st ol last March, and the reserve 
in India was laden, besides its standing silver nucleus of 6 crores, with the large sum of 
p*88 crores in rupees, which we had withdrawn ’from circulation in exchanj|;e for the 
issue of gold in London. The gold in our currency chest at the Bank of England had 
fallen to millions , and the amount of sovereigns in our hands in India was practically 
negligible — about ;^92,ooo Our gold resources at the beginning of the current financial 
year were thus represented by a total fi^re of ph millions sterling A year earlier, on 
the I St April 1908, they had been as high as 21 millions , and before the American 
financial crisis of October 1907, they had reached the substantial figure of 24^ millions. 
It was with this contrast in my mind that 1 have considered it my duty to represent 
the urgency and importance of ‘building up our gold resourres again by every means in 
our power. 

“It is on the volume and direction o^ India’s trade with the outside world 
that we must primarily depend for the strengthening of our gold position. We may 
husband our gold when we have it , we smay cause it to fructify , we may even in emer- 
gency take exceptional medns to supplement it. But it • is the relation between 
our imports and our exports which, in the last resort, decides whether we are to keep 
our gold or to lose it. When I took stock of the position a year ago, our external 
trade, after the dislocation caused by the famine in Northern India and by the general 
I depression in the world’s markets, was beginning to resume its normal prop ortions^ 
The very heavy imports of piece-goods, metals and silver which Iftd helped toTipSBr 
the balance in 1908 were at last easing off , the value of private merchandise and 
treasure which came into India by sea during the last three months of 1908-09 having 
been less by the enormous sum of lo^ crores than in the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year Along with this there was a substantial quickening in the export trade j 
oig shipments of opium left Bombay in January , a good average cotton crop began to 
i^ve ; and the market for yarns in China revived after some temporary dullness. 
ITiere was thus a considerable demand for currency, emphasised by the sharp reduction 
which our 1908 operations nad effected in the stock of rupees available for circulation. 
The Secretly of State was able to sell very heavy drafts* during the two busiest months 
the year, and before the end of March he had found it possible to restore to the 
gold standard reserve about two millions of the gold which it ^ had parted with. Such 
'was tl^ state of alRUrs when we last discussed the subject in this Council. 

''When the current year began, the improvement in the outlook had become 
inigriitiikabJe. Northern India was safe with a fine spring harvest ; and the foreign 
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market for our yarns, cotton and oilseeds continued active, while the imports of bar- 
silver fell very substantially f^rom the high figure they had reached in the previous •year. 
In May began large exports of wheat, which were abnormally heavy while they lasted. 
They ceased abniptly in August, and brought to a close the first phase of the year's 
trade movement. During the five months from April to August the net exports on private 
account amounted to close on 20 crores, as agau’st 16J crores in the same period of 
1906, 16^ crores in 1907 and an adual (though small) net excess of imports in the five 
corresponding months of the anxious year 1908. Up till August then everything was 
wholly favourable to the improvement of our position In September there came 
a slight check. VV'heat h.id worked itself out for the time being , and there was a sharp 
drop in cotton and seeds Simultaneously with this, imports bounded up again , the new 
crop of Java sugar was coming into the market, and large consignments reached 
India of piece-goods and precious metals. On the month's account the net result 
was a balance of net imports to the extent of about i crore. In this, I need hardly 
say, there was nothini» unseasonable, and I should not have referred to the point had it 
not been for the immediate effect on exchange to which I shall allude below. Clearly, 
however, the reversal of the balanc*e in September w'as a merely transitory incident. 
By October the autumn harvests w^rc safe, and a bounteous monsoon offered the best 
of prospects for the following spring. Trade soon flow'ed back into its normal 
channels , and sinc^-- then the balance has been steadily in our favour , thanks mainly to 
the heavy exports of cotton, tea and jute, bf»th raw and manufactured During the 
third quarter of the year (last October to December) the exports as a whole exceeded 
the imports by 2 croies in value, against i ^ trorcs in 190S and 2 crores in 19^7 ; but the 
excess would ha\e been v(‘ry much greater if it had not been for the large arrivals of 
gold (about 5‘^ crons) in December. 

“It is instructive to watch how closely the fluctuations in exchange followed the 
brcKiu movements of trade wdiich 1 ha\e outlined above. Beginning April ,it is 
the rate stiHened to 4^ by the end of the month, thus leturning to parity for the 
first time since Christmas 1907. It slipped back a point or two after the middle of May, 
but the Secretary of State met with no checks in his sale of bills until well into August. 
With the abrupt stoppage of the wheat exports, a shade of weakness came over the 
market. The leducea supply of export bills, combined with easy money (Bank rates of 
3 per cent, in both Calcutta and Bombay), forced down the rate once more below gold 
point. I immediately put into force what may now' be regarded as the regular and 
stereotyped procedure for checking a slump , .and on the 2nd of September, and again 
on the 9th, the Comptroller General offered to sell bills on London at iJ*. 3!$^. up to 
;^^oo,ooo worth in t'ach week The bills actually taken during the fortnight amounted 
only to j^I56,ooo , the Secretary of State at his end cut down ms offers of remittances; 
and the market was .ilmost immediately restond to confidence, exchange rising by rapid 
stages back to parity on the 23rd of September. From October onwards there has been 
no further sign of trouble ; Council bills have been sold in very large quantities, at 
prices ranging from par to ^^^nds above, with •‘^gnds for telegraphic transfers , and 
gold has begun once more to come freely into the country. 

“ In currency affaiis, effects sometimes follow' causes with gratifying rapidity. 
As the result of the heav^ demand for remittances to finance our revived export trade, 
the Secretary of State expects, in addition to satisfying all the requirements of his home, 
treasury, to be able to raise the gold standard reserve by the end of March to oFvjsr 
^14^ millions , that is, to repay to it the whole of the gold which had to be withdrawn 
iQ f>8 in support jof exchange. Our currency reserve in London stands at millions 
but the sovereign is once more visible in India, the stock of gold held by us in this 
country having risen to over 5J- millions at the end of January, when it was still rapidly 
increasing Within two > ears after the first breaches had been made in our position, 
our walls have been rebuilt and we are engaged in the further strengthening and exten- 
sion of our defences. 

“ 1 should be lacking in candour if I allowed the Council to think that we are 
yet .satisfied with the sufficiency of out defences We have come successfully through 
one financial crisis and one famine. But there have been blacker times in the financial 
world than the crisis of October 1907, and there have been longer and more wridespread 
famines in India than the one which is now happily at an end. My desire is to see our 
gold resources strong enough to carry us over not one, but two, years of short exports ; 
and to keep exchange stable through at least twice the period during’^ich w'e supported 
it m 190$. 1 do not say that even then w’e should regard our position as absolutely 

clear ; but what 1 have indicated seems as much as we need aim at for the present. 1 
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should oow hke to add a caution on the other side. 1 wish to dissociate the Government 
from the notioft that a reduction in our gold holdings is an evil /trr se, and 1 trust that 
nothing which 1 have said above will be taken as mdic£ding sympathy with that idea» 
There would be nothing more fallacious than to conceive of •our gold reserves as being 
something that we put away in safety and sliive to protect at all hazards. They exist 
to be used ; and they are efficient only in so far as they are capable of being freely used 
for the purpose for which they wen* created To hoard our gold when there is a clear 
case for employing it, would ne fatal to our currency policy ; and it may, and usually 
will, be just as much our duty to disperse our reserves when the balance of trade is 
gainst India, as it is our duty to build them up when the balance is in our favour. The 
increasing delicacy of the exchange st.andard and the more frequent manifestations 
of nervousness in the market — I use the term in no offensive sense — may require us 
to open our gold reserves more often than has hitherto been necessary . but we shall 
not hesitate to do so whenever exchange cl<*arly needs support. 

” It is therefore with genuine satislaci ion that I am able to announce two recent 
decisions which ought to increase the enieiency of our gold reserve^!. The Council will 
remenil^r that, in August 1907, upon th<4ad\icc of the Indian Railway Finance Com* 
mittee, it was determined to employ ono-half of the profits on our rupee coinage in capital 
expenditure upon railways. The sum of 123.604 was actually dnerted in this manner. 
But for the future, as has now been decided, the whftle of our coinage profits without 
reservation will be paid into the gold standard resjcrvc until such timers the gold held 
by us, in that^ Reserve and in the Paper Currency Department combined, reaches the 
figure of ;^25 millions sterling The second important change concerns the form in 
which the gold standard reser\ c is held in England. For the future, instead of tying 
up the whole amount in investments, the Secretary of State has consented to keep i 
million sterling uninvested, letting out this sum in short loans or putting it into bank 
deposits ^ Of the balance, be will hold a considerable portion in high-class securities w'ith 
a near date of redemption , and the remainder in Consols or other approved 
When we are next obliged to sell sterling bills on London, the Secretary of State wilMnus 
be able to meet them in the first instance from cash which is virtu.illy at call. When 
this is exhausted, he can draw on his short-dated securities, uponw'hich cash can alw^iys 
be obtained by sale or loan if it is impossible to wait for their maturity If the crisis still 
continues, it will become necessary to realize — and to realize gradually and carefully— the 
more permanent securities. It will be for the Secretary of State in (’ounciJ to carry out 
this operation, and he accepts the icsponsibility for doing so it occasion arises I trust 
that the Council, as well as the large and important community wlio aic vitally interested 
in such matters, will find in these arrangements and in the actions of Government during the 
last two years, no uncertain proof of the determination of those W’ho are responsible for 
the Government of India to uphold the gold \alue of the lupec 

Conclusion. 

“ In introducing the Budget l.ist year I used the perhaps infelicitous expression 
* a gamble in rain.’ So far the gamble has resulted in a win, but I thinlf every one will 
agree that, although the monsoon must always remain a dominating factor in forecasting 
the revenue and expenditure of India, it would b^ neither prudent nor right to approach 
the com pilati on of a budget from a gambling standpoint. Broadly speaking, it should 
be possibl?h 5 y the experience of past years, tempered by a c|ireful review of possibly 
changed circumstances, to form a fairly close estimate of revenue and expenditure. The 
monsoon will, however, always be a factor in regard to which hope must of necessity take 
the place of calculation . and that in itself renders budgeting in this country a matter of 
abnormal difficulty. All we can do is to calculate upon a reasonably good harvest, and 
m the literal and best sense put our trust in I’rovidence. • 

** To the best of my ability 1 have estimated eur assets and liabilities for the 
ensuing jeax. The outcome necessitates some additional taxation. I can understand 
a certam malicious satisfaction in extracting revenue out of multi-millionaires. But this is 
not a rich country. A large proportion of its people are poor, an appreciable proportion 
are veiy poor. No right-minded man can impose additional taxation on India with a 
fight heart. To me it is a very genuine sorrow to be obliged to do so. I did not sow 
the stmrm, but I am reaping the whirlwind. 

“ I am confident that ,I may count on your sympathy. 

“ 1 believe I shall have your support.” •

and, With Your Lordship’s permission, it will be followed by several other motions 
which also do not find a place in the agenda, but they are essential and intej^ral 

f >arts of the Budget proposals explained in the speech to which we have just 
istened. The Hon’ble Kinance Member has told the Council that, in order to 
make our revenue and our expenditure balance, it will be nect'ssary to raise next* 
year further taxation which will yield roughly 170 lakhs of rupees, and it is 
proposed to get tins taxation from three separate sources—from increased duties 
on customs, from raising certain of the stamp*duties upon documents, and from 
enlarged rates of excise under the orders of Provincial Governments. The third 
of these proposals will be for Local Governments to deal with. They will take 
measures at once to enforce the increased excise-duties, either by notification or 
by such other legal processes as may be necessary. The processes which are 
required to obtain the extra revenue on customs and on stamps are matters for 
the Imperial Legislature and it is proposed at once to introduce the necessary 
Bills. We must do this without delay in order to prevent evasion of taxation. 
This legislation will t.ike the form of three amending Acts, an Act dealing with 
the tariff law, the other two Acts dealing w^h the stamp law. The last two 
might possibly have been amalgamated in one, but it was found convenient to take 
each of the Acts which lays down the substantive law and to amend them 
separately. ‘ 

“ What I have to ask the Council to consider first is a Bill to amend the 
Indian Stamp Act Schedule in certain respects. The intention of the Bill 
is to take I he extra revenue which we require from the smallest nunnber of items 
with the least possible inconvenience to trade and the least possible hardship 
to the general public. Now ihe Indian Stamp Act deals with a very' large 
number of documents. We require only about 20 lakhs of extra revenue. The 
consequence 19 that we endeavour as far as possible to avoid any interference 
the general business of the community. We do not propose, for example, 
to interfere with the rates on bonds and mortgages, conveyances and leases, 
on receipts or cheques, or practically on any other of the ordinary 
incidents of every-day life. When these are eliminated from the schedule, we 
find ourselves left with the instruments of credit, viz., bills of exchange 
and promissory notes, and with the instruments which affect business or 
the operations of the Stock Exchange. It is on these, accordingly. Sir, that we 
propose to ask for the extra taxation which we require. The precise items 
which we ptopose to touch concern the issue of debentures which at present 
pay a duty of 1 J per cent.', shaie warrants to bearer which at present pay 
^ per cent., and all documents affecting the transfer of shares and debentures 
which at present pay i- per cent. The rates in force m England are exactly 
double of these rates, and the proposal which this Bill contains is that we should 
assimilate our rates to the English rates ; that we should double the rates on 
debentures, on share warrants and on documents of transfer. 

“ There remains only one other somewhat important transaction which I 
do not think will be affected, yet which is referred to by the present Chancellor 
of tlie Exchequer in words which 1 may very^uitably quote. Mr. Lloyd Georgja- 
said . * A block of shates may he sold and re-sold several times in the cdflRe of 

passing from one permanent holder to another, and the whole of these transactions 
may be covered by a single transfer from the first seller to the final purchaser. 

In such cases the intermediate transactions escape taxation altogether, except for 
the stamp-duty which is chargeable upon the broker’s contract note.’ That, I take 
if, IS practically the law in India, and tne duty for these intermediate purchases and 
sales and transfers is only one anna, whatever may be the value of the consider- 
ation involved. We propose to amend this by taking the rate up into a graduated 
scale and enforcing one anna for every Ks. 500 or part of Rs. 500 of the value 
of the security of the share or the amount of the bill which changes hands. ^ As 
regards bills of exchange and promissory notes, we propose a moderate addition 
of roughly 50 per cent. That, Sir, closes the list of the enhanced duties which we 
propose in this Bill ; it is not a heavy or burdensome list, and I accordingly 
beg for leave to introduce it.” 

The motion was put aild agreed to. 
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The Hon’ble Mr. Mbston moved that the Rules ollBusmess be suspended 
to admit of the Bill being referred to a Select Committee. 

The President declared the Rules suspended. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mbston moved that the Bill be referred to a Select

The motion was put and agreed to. 

COURT-FEES (AJIENDMENT) BILL. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Meston moved for leave to introduce a Bill further to 
amend the Court-fees Act, 1870. He said ” Thi^ is the second of the small 
measures to which I referred in my previous remaiks. It is necessary to make a 
special piece of legislation of this, but all that «e propose to do iwto raise the 
present rates on probate. There is at present in India nothing^ at all corre* 
spending to the large revenue which the English Government r< ceivr from drath- 
duties, succession-duties and estate-duties. The nearest approach to it is the 
very smalt duty which we receive from probates, and these rates, these duties, 
may very reasonably be somewhat extended 1 he present duty in India, Sir, 
is 3 per cent, all round, whatever may be the value of the property in respect 
of which probate is granted or letters of ad mini '•t ration taken out. In England, 
before probate-duties were absorbed by the present estate-duties, the probate rate 
used to be a pef cent, for estates of the value of or less, it was a^ per 

cent, for estates valued at from j^5oo to ;^i ,000, and it was 3 per cent, for 
estates to the value of £i,ooo and upwards. We propose, however roughly, to 
assimilate oui Indian rates to those, and in this Bill the suggestion is that the 
rate should be raised to per cent, on estates which are valui d at Rs. 10,000 
and over and to 3 per cent, on estates valued at Rs. 5o,odo and over. We 
believe thav in this way we shall increase our revenue by the moderate amount 
of 5 lakhs. I beg leave to introduce the Bill.” 

The Hon'ble Babu Bhupendra Naih Basu — " Is the Hon’ble Member 
aware that in applications for probate and letters of administr..tion, the duty is paid 
at the time that apolicatioii is made, and that probate or letters of admimstration 
are issued long after ? The Hon’ble Member must be aware that in the present 
day, in many estates, the orders have been made for the issue of probate and 
letters of administration after the duty has •been paid Will he make these 
estates liable to pay the enhanced duty, «r will they pay the old duty ?” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Meston My Lord, 1 would suggest that the Hon’ble 
Member’s suggestion be taken into consideration in Select Committee ” 

The motion was put and agreed to.

INDIAN TARIFF (AMENDMENT) BILL. 

The Hoii'ble Mr. Meston moved for leave to introduce a Bill further to 
amend the Indian Tariff Act, 1894. He said — “It is from this measure that 
we expect to get the greater part of the extra revenue which we reqtiire. As 
the Hon’ble Finance Member has explained, we aim at getting an additional 
revenue of one crore from the customs tariff, and we hope to get this amount 
by mtans of fresh taxation on liquors, tobacco, silver and petroleum. 

“ This does not mean tariff reform. Our schedule is not a particularly 
good one. In many respects it is out of date. It is full of anomalies, as I 
suppose mo'-t schedules are. But it is also studded with obsolete concessions 
and with favoured rates which the present state of Indian industries no longer 
justifies There is ihus a very strong temptation to take the schedule up, go 
into it scientifically and overhaul it. 

That teiiiptntion however we have resisted. The work must wait for 
another occasion. Our present proposals aim at getting the maximum amount of 
revenue out of the smallest number of tommodities with the least inconvenience 
to trade and the least hardship to the consumer. If you takf* our tariff schedule 
for, say, the last year and look down the list of items, you will at once see how 
easy it is to single out a few important articles which yield the chie^ slices of 
revenue. They are liquors, which last year gave us about a crore , petroleum 
which gave us half a crore , silver which gave us h^lf a crorc* , sugar and piece- 
goods. For our new proposals we have selected the first three of these cate- 
gories. If we had selected more than th»se three, we should probably have got 
more revenue than we should absolutely require; and next 10 the mistake of 
insufficient t txation, there is no greater blunder than taking • more than the 
GoNernment really lequ. res. But we ha\e also scl *cted tobacco, and you will 
not find tobacco in the list of articles which yield substantial revenues to our 
exchequer Tliere is probably no civilised country in the world where tobacco 
IS so inadequately taxed as it is in India, and it is now time to remedy that 
omission. 

“ These then are our proposals On liquors the present standard rate is 
Rs. 7 per proof gallon. We propose to raise this to Rs. 9-6, which not only 
gives us a substantial enhancement but has the great administrative advantage 
of being based on the easily calculated rate of one and half annas per gallon of 
proof. This we behave will be a very great convenience to our customs houses 
and to the tr ide. Convenience howe\er is not by any means our chief reason 
for the new duty. We want a substantial enhancement and we want it for 
various reasons. I need not repeat that we want it for revenue reasons ; we 
also want It in pursuance of our regular excise policy which, as Sir Edward 
Baker once put it^ mak< s the duty on imported spirits the high water mark for 
our taxation of country spint. It has alw'a}S been our practice when, in the 
course of the steady and deliberate enhancement of excise rates, they ha\e 
risen to the neighbourhood of the tarifi rate, — it has been our practice to increases 
the tariff rate in its turn and to set up the new duty as the goal at which 
our excise^, rates ought to end It is in this way that we are steadily^ ' 
increasing our taxation upon intoxicants of all kinds. There are now in nearly 
every, if not every, province considerable areas where the excise-duty on spirits 
exceed'^ Rs. 7 a gallon, and the Rs. 7 which we take on imported 
spirits has thus got notice to move But there is one further reason — and a 
very powerful rt-ason — f«>r increasing the duties on our imported liquors. It 
has been pressed upon Government by a recent committee which sat in Bombay 
to investigate the import of foreign spirits and their effect. That committee was 
a thoroughly representative body, comprising officials and non-officials, 
revenue enthusiasts apd temperance enthusiasts (though I do not mean to 
imply that the two forms of enthusiasm are necessarily hostile). That 
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comiaittee has pointed out hnw serious is the ffrowth of Imports into India of 
cheap potato and similar spirits; how «kilfuUy such spirits are doctored and 
decorated to catch the public taste ; and how insidiously they are operating in 
promoting; the tippling habit. 'I he committee recommended that we should 
take over closer control of this class of spirits by influencing the retail price 
through the means of higher license ft-es. This proposal will receive fud consi- 
deration : but in the meaniime it is not too much to hope that we shall get at 
the same result by increasing the tariff rate. The other increases which the 
Bill proposes are more or less proportioned to the rise in the standard rate^ on 
ordinary spirit. It is proposed to tax liqueurs and perfumed spirits with a variety 
of their congeners at Rs. 13 a gallon without refeience to the proof strength. 
This will avoid interftrence with consignments by opening them for the purpose 
of testing their strength ; and it is based on the assumption that the average 
strength of such spirit is roughly 40 over proof 

''Denatured spirit, commonly called m^thyla1ed spirit, will remain at the 
preset rate of 5 per cent. valorem. There is no intention of increasing it. 
Spirit used in drugs or medical preparations is at ^present subject to two rates 
according to the proportion of spirit contained; this division is difficult to work 
and it dates from a time when the tariff rate was low and freights .were heavy, 
so that the 5 per cent, ad valorem rate was not disproportionate to the higher 
rate which the stronger spirit paid. VVe now propose to tax them all at their 
spirit strength, provided always of course that the strength is so great as to 
take the ^preparation outside the category of drugs pure and simple ; but the 
actual rate which we propose is to be less than the rate on intoxicants , 
it will be Rs. 7-13 a gallon or the equivalent of 1 J annas per degree of proof. 

** I turn now to beer and wines. The duty 011 beer is only two annas a 
gallon or one-third of an anna on a quart bottle. Tiiis is considerably below the 
duty enforced in the United Kingdom and it is a mere b igatelle compared with 
the duty on imported beer in all the chief colonies. We propose to raise it to 
3 annas with a corresponding enhancement of the excise on beer made in this 
country. This will bring it up to half an anna a quart, which will surely not be 
regarded as an extravagant contribution to the revenues. The duties on wine 
wm also be raised by 50 per cent They are extremely low at present and they 
have not been altered since 1875, There is no necessity to def« nd what we non 
propose to take, namely, Rs ^-12 a gallon on champagne and sparkling wines, 
and Rs. 1-8 a gallon on still wines 

“ Our next chief object for exti^ taxation is tobacco, and in regard to it I 
am afraid that our proposal^ will be considered as somewhat drastic. 
At present the taxation is absolutely negligible. Leaf tobacco pays nothing 
at all ; other tobaccos pay only 5 per cent, on their invoice value, and I have 
no doubt that their invoice value is kept as the most modest figure. The 
' result is an enormous ^owth in the imports of cheap tobacco, particularly of 
American cigarettes ana raw tobaccS which comes in from America and 
through the United Kingdom for the manufacture of the Sb-call^d Swadeshi 
cigarettes to compete with their American rivals 12,000 lbs. of leaf 
to^cco were imported in this way last year, and over 3 million pounds of 
cigarettes. Some of us may be more familiar with the so-called Egyptian 
<3 cigarettes than with other brands ; but I have made a rough calculation which 
shows that out of every 100 cigarrttes imported into India 2 are (fesrribed as 
Egyptian and 98 come from other and less ariNtocratic sources. The ffoou 
or cneap cigarettes and cigarette tobacco which are pouring into India is 
bound to have its effect in time upon the public health of the people and more 
partseularly upon the health of the young, it is having its effect now. These 
packets of 10 cigarettes which are hawked about our towns and cities and 
railway stations are sold as low as pice per packet. You can get a better 
uuali^ for 2-| pice, and the aristocr.<ts of the market can be had for 3 pice, 
that is, 3 farthings for a packet which I understand s^lls for to 2^ or 3^/. in 
Enf^and. This mu.st lead — of course we know it does l^d — to detrimental use. 
We propose to put a duty of Rs 2 a lb. on all cigarettes. 'Ibis will be equi- 
valent to ^out 8 unas a hundred and will increase the price of the ordinary 
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packet of 10 to something between to a annas. For this we think there 
is every justification ^he other tobacco .rates are made as far as possible 
proportionate to tho cigarette rate On our raw tobacco, which is at present 
free, we propose to put Rs. 1-8 a lb., Rs. i-ioalb, on pipe tobacco and 
Rs. 2-8 per lb. on f igars. If any Hon’ ble Member thinks that these rates are 
likely to fall somf*wliat severely on a harmless luxury, I would invite him to 
compare them witn the rates which are now being paid in England. Mr. Lloyd 
George’s budget proposed 7r a lb. on cigars, 5^. 8d. on cigarettes and corre- 
sponding rates on the less expensive articles. 

" I come now to petroleum, which at present pays one anna a gallon. It 
is an article of which the consumption is very rapidly increasing in India and 
from which, it is understood, very large profits are realised Something like 
84 million gallons were imported last year, and we believe that the small addi- 
tional duty could be collectea without any trouble. 

“There remains only silver, and 1 apjwoach it with some trepidation, because 
there is no more burning question among currency experts than the propriety 
of a heavy tax on silver in our present circumstances The controversy has 
broken out in Bombay quile recently, and Government has been very strongly 
urged by ono^school of thinkers to take up the question again, in order, as some 
of our critics would put it, to prevent the competition of silver with Council Bills 
or, as others would prefer, to raise the rupee from its present bullion value to 
something more akin to its token value. In the widely divergent views which 
this question elicits there is much that requires careful study, and the Government 
of India may find some later opportunity for confessing its faith in the matter. 
The present is not such an opportunity VVe do not profess to tax silver for 
currency purposes, we do not tax it for the purpose of strengthening our gold 
reserve, we do not tax it because we want to keep it out of the country, we tax 
It simply because we require money and because 4 annas an ounce, which is the 
rate we piopose, isa moderate contribution to the revenues from an article which 
is introduced in such enormous quantities and a trade in whiuh there must be 
very large profits If our taxdias incidentally the effect of raising the value 
of the small hoards of rupees or tht* silver ornaments which form the savings of 
many millions of liumbic people in India, we shall all be the more gratified. 

“ There IS only one other alteiatiori iti our existing schedule to which I 
have not alluded. The present import duty on opium of la rupees a lb. is 
intended to be a prohibitive one , many of the derivatives of opium are now 
being brought into the countiy in large quantities for undesirable purposes. 

We propose iherefore to tax the opium alkaloids at the same rate as opium itself, 
which will have the effect of bringing morphine and similar opiates into our net, 
unless of course they are intioduccd in the form of recognized medicines, — 
Dover’s powder and the like, —when they will simply be, as at present, amenable 
to the ordinary 5 per cent, duty ‘ 

“ I now beg leave to introduce this Billl The ordinary practice would be, 
following well established precedents, to move Your Excellency to suspend all the 
standing rules which w'ould interfere wuth its becoming law at one sitting. There 
are obvious justifications foi tins. When a rise in customs duties takes place there 
is an inevitable tendency tor the taxible articles to be rushed out of bond at the 
old rates. On this occasion w'e cannot afford the loss of revenue which this c 
might involife, and we accordingly propose that the new rates should take 
effect from this morning. As however tlie alteration of the tariff schedule 
affects a variety of interebts. we are averse to hurrying the Bill through Council 
without such consideration as may be possible between this and the next 
meeting of the Council. VVe propose accordingly, with Your^ JExcellency’s 
permission, to refer the Bill to a Select Committee without prejudice to the 
liability of importers to pay the new rates from this morning onwards.** 

The motion w'as put and agreed to.

The motion was put and agreed to. 

INDIAN COMPANIES (AMENDMENT) BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Maxwell moved that the Report of the Select 
Committee on the Bill further to amend the Indian Companies Act, 188a, be 
taken into consideration. • 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Maxwell moved that the*Bill be passed. 

The motion was put and agreed to. t 

DOURINE BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Miller moved that the Report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to provide for the prevention of the spread of Dourine be taken into 
consideration. He said — “ Mv Lord, the Report of the Select Committee on ihe 
Bill has been before the Council for a wt ek In moving that it be t.iken into consi 
deration, I should like to refer 10 one or two changes which the Select Com- 
mittee have made. The Bill has been criticised as in some respects too liberal, 
especially as regards the grant of compensation There is no doubt that ilh terms 
are exceedingly liberal in this respect, but this was thought advisabit not merely 
to prevent hardship to individuals but as a safeguard against concealment of 
the disease. As some check, however, against the possible' award of excessive 
compensation, the Committee have provided in section 10 {a) that in certain 
cases, when the compensation exceeds Rs 250, a reference should be made to 
the Collector. The Committee has aUo taken two provisions from the Glanders 
and Farcy Act, which appeaf- as clauses 13 and 16 of this measure The first 
is for the prote< tion of the public agaiust unnecessary or vexatious searches, and 
subjects any inspector who is guilty to severe punishment. The other one, on 
the other hand, protects persons who take proceedings under this Act in good 
faith.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. * 

The Hon’ble Mr. N Subba Ra6 moved that in clause 8, sub-clause (b) 
(«), of the Bill, as amended, for the words '* to be destroyeiP” the words ” to be 
se^egated in such place or places as the Local Government may fix ” be sub* 
stituted. HeTsatd — “ My Lord, section 8 deals with animals afflicted tviih 
dourine* In the case of diseased horses, the proposal is to have them castrated. 
In the case of diseased mares used for breeding purposes, there ar^ two remedies 
provided to prevent the spread of the disease : one ia.to brand them and the othtr 
IS to destroy them subject to the sanction of the Commissioner or other officer 
appointed by Government. There is no indication anywhere in the Bill that 
such animals might be segregated instead of being destroyed, and no provision 
is made ftM* the purpose. This appears to be, 1 submit, a* serious defect in the 
Bill which requires to be remedied. 

” I must confess that I am not aware of any circumstances which tmpera- 
tiv^y necessitate the destruction of mares afflicted with this disease. 
The .Report of the Select Committee has not dealt with the point nor with the 
question of segregation of such animals. As to the probable operation of this 
sectioik the Unued Provinces Government reports : — 'If the disease of dourine is 
one which can qyly be stopped by the prevention of breeding from infected 
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animals, it appears to him that probably all mares affected should be destroyed 
or at least purchased fnd employed under proper super^nsion to preverit them 
from being used for breeding ’ Thus two alternatives are pUced before us • either 
destruction or segregation My Lord, I have had the advantage of reading the 
note prepared by the Hon'ble Mr Hyat Khan who is well entitled to speak with 
authority on the subject. He has kindly placed it at tlie disposal of the Hon*ble 
Members. From that it will be seen that the effective remedy against the 
spread of the disease is branding or ringing the mare. It ppears that this remedy 
of ringing is freely adopted in the Punjab and is successful in attaining its object 
in connection with breeding purposes. He consiuers that it is the safest and 
easiest method of preventing the spread of the disease. The Hon’ble Mover 
will pardon me if I say that no case is made out for the insertion of this clause 
providing for the destruction of a diseased mare. 

“ Even if the method recommended by the Hon’ble Mr. Hyat Khan is not 
accepted, I do not scf^ why the diseased mare should not be segregated instead 
of being destroyed Th.-* disease which this BJl deals with is not infectious 
but only contagious and that too under particular conditions. It appears to me, 
therefore, that segregation is amply sutficient to meet the objects which the 
Bill has in vieRt. 

“ My Lord, there are several asylums in different parts of the country 
w'here sick animals are taken care of and looked after— asylums supported by the 
public which form a. striking feature of the civilization of this ancient land. 
There does not appear to be any reason why mares affected with dourine should 
not be segregated in such places, and if Government does not find them suitable 
ill any way, sp cial arrangements may well be made for their protection. No 
•^oubt some co^t vvill have to be incurred. Surely, it will not be anything like what 
IS incurred to prevent the spread of plague. 

*‘l may be told that under Act XIII of 1899, horses affected with glanders or 
farcy or any other epidemic disease could be destroyed I undei stand that that 
At t deals with infections diseases and w’e are not discussing here the propriety 
of the provisions of that Act. Whatever that may be, one wrong does i\ot give 
authority to commit anothir wrong. I hope this Coumil will respect the fetlmgs 
of the people of the country and show some consideration to animals which are 
afflicted with dourinc for no fault of theirs, especially when it is not clear that 
destruction in any case is required to prevent the spread of the disease. 

“ My Lord, the principle underl)ing this amendment, I need hardly say, is 
that animal life should be held sacred 1 hope that this Council will not brush 
aside this noble ideal cherished by large populations in this country and will 
not give its sanction to the dcitruction of dumb animals, if it can be helped.** 

The Hon’ble LIEUTENANT Malik Umar Hyat Khan said: — ** My 
Lord, the present Bill, which provides fqjf the prevention of the spread of 
Dourine is a very important measure, as it deals with the safety of such animals 
as are very useful fr6m every point of view. Any disease which may cause the 
destruction of such animals should be treated as serir us and requires some speedy 
legislation. This d^^ease was first discovered in Germany in 179b, and has since 
made Its appearance in some other countries. Happily it did not reach India 
t i/i recently, and that alone in the upper portion of the country I am glad to 
say that it is not prevalent anywhere at present, but prevention is always better 
than cure, and it is wtll to have a safeguard for an evil before it is actually faced 

“ I am glad to say that I was put on the Select Committee and was by 
chance of useful opinion on the subject, having undergeme a short course of 
Veterinary training and being a breeder of horses on a large scale, which fact is 
well known to Your Excellency. J have alao had a bitter experience of epidemic 
and contagious diseases in losing some very valuable horses in the last few months, 
some of which were well known to horse-owners. I am, therefore, alive to the 
necessity of taking some uceful measures, and this is one of the causes why 1 have 
not pressed many of my amendments which would have materially changed the 
Bill and caused an unnecessary delay in requiring its re-publication. The altera* 
tions and suggestions which I proposed to make may be foutiC^n my remarks 
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nMertd for the consideration of the Select Committee together with a brief his* 
lory, the symptom^ and period of the disease and an an^ysis of the reasons for 
the amendments desired. ^ 

** I started by omitting 5^ sections in a small Bill of 1$ sections and pro- 
posed some 13 amendments. My main object in brief and without going into 
details was : — 

Firstly, to include all the equine species in the Bill. 

Secondly, to take precaution against misuse of the power given by it. 

Thirdly, to provide some penalty for violation of the general purposes of 
the Act. 

Fourthly, to dispense with the destruction of affected animals. 

Fifthly, to award no compensation to the owners of such animals. 

Sixthly, to afford protection against legal proceedings to persons working 
under this Act. 

My Lord, the amendments my Hon’ble Colleague has moved were 
originally put in by me, though in another form which 1 have ]ust alluded to in 
heading fourth. ^ 

“ I am not going to advance the arguments which are fully givim in my sug- 
gestions to the Select Committee for dispensing with the dcstruoTlon of affected 
animals, the consequence of which would have saved any compensation awarded 
to the owners. 

“ I have given a brief reason for not preising these arguments. When the 
necess.4ry precautions are taken by castrating, branding, etc., and by another 
method which 1 had suggested or by segregating the animal affected, there is no 
necessity to destroy it ; and the amendments of my Hnn’ble Colleague go in 
the same direction and produce a similar result. If practicable, 1 think they may 
be useful if powers of destruction are also kept in extreme cases. 

" However, as some of my import mt amendments have been taken into 
consideration, I did not press the rest on the Select Committee. I am satisfied 
with the Bill and in supporting the Hon’ble Mover 1 respectfully beg that the 
Bill be passed into law.’* 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhalr : — '* My Lord, I should like to say a word on 
this amendment. 1 think there is very considerable force in what has fallen 
from my friend the flon’ble Mr. Suhba Rao. I think th<it the destruction of 
mares afflicted with this disease would be far too drastic a course and would 
be against the sentiment of large sections of the people. At the same time 
I recognize that to throw upon the Government of India the responsibility of 
bearing the expense of segregating the animals would perhaps bo a laVge order. 
I do not think that the times of the Emperor Asoka have come back, but I 
think that if asylums or pin)rapc>]es are wuling to takr charge of such animals, 
there should be some provision for making* o\er these animals to such bodies. 
1 think that should meetthr requirements ot the case.’* 

The Hon*ble Raja Vairicherla Vairabhadra Razu Bahadur of 
Kurupam said: — " My Lord, with reference to the Dourinc Bill, I would recom- 
mend the advisability of expunging the alternative course recommended in 
section 8 (^1 (ii) which reads “cause it to be destroved **. 

<3 " The idea of destroying a dumb and helpless creature is repugnant to the 

Hindu feelings. Hindus, Jsuns, Parsis and Bud<ltiisU.are at one inThiS respect, 
and yet these form no insignificant section of the people over whom your 
I«ordship rules. We are 1 aught from our cradle ihit life is sacred, and we hold 
that the horse and the cow, amongst a large number of other animals, as auspi- 
cious creatures, are worthy rf religious veneration. The Hon’ble Council may 
perhaps consider this my objection as purely sentimental. Call them mere 
sentiments, if you please, but there they are exercising a tremendous influence 
on Ac conduct, the character, nay, on the very life, of the Indo- Aryan. Senti- 
ment ^cwms a potent factor in the up-biiilJing of a nation. Associations, domestic 
and reli^oiis, ceremonials and ideals of life have m&de the Hindu a bundle 
pf sentiments. ' Ahimsa Paramo Dharmaha* is our religious motto, 
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'* Sibi, a great Emperor of Hindu mythology, in order to save the life of a 
poor pigeon which sought refuge in his lap from the hot pursuit of a hawk, ft 
said to nave given an ei^uivalent weight of his own liody's flesh to satisfy the 
hunger-stricken hawk. He said that the mighty Dharma of a Kshatriya is to 
extend his protracting hand to the weak and helpless, whether man or animal m 
insect of the lowest type, as long as they lived within the boundaries of bis 
kingdom. Such are the traditions amidst which the Hindu mind is brought up. 
A wise and benevolent Government has always shaped its laws with due regard 
to the sentiments of even an insignificant section of its people for whom it legis* 
lated. Matters are made more complex when a foreign Government has to legis* 
late for a hr'lcrogeneous nation, differing from itself in ideals, feelings, tastes and 
associations. But no foreign Government has ever shown greater tactt states- 
manship, sagacity and patient consider.ntion in the matter of its legislation 
than the wist* and benevolent British rule. Your Lordship's Government 
has always been humane and considerate in this respect, and 1 trust that 
my humble suggestion will find favour in its eyes. 

** Plague and cholera are as much, if not more, contagious as the dourine 
disease. Judged from the human standard, human life is considered more 
precious and sacred than that''of any other animal ; and as such, in order to 
prevent a ceftain section of people from the plague epidemic, plague regiila- 
lions might havt* with equal justification provided for the destruction of a plague- 
stricken patient. But fortunately this is not don«‘ Why then this special 
cl.iiise be inserted in this Bill I In India there ate many as\lums for the treatment 
and protection of such animals. Let them be segregated and a trial bp recom- 
mended to test if things cannot be set aright without taking away the life of a 
God’s creature. 

" I therefore support the amendment pronosed by the Hon’ble Mr. N. Subba 
"kao Pantulu.” 

The Hon’blc Mr. Mili rr said — My Lord, we must all respect the 
sentiments that underlie the amendments th.it have been proposed by the 
Hon’ble Member opposite ; but I regret that I cannot advise the Council to 
accept the prnpos.il which he has put forward. Throughout this Bill we have 
endeavoured in every respect to adopt as mild a measuie as possible. The 
whole procedure from beginning to end is intentionally lenient, and as a matter 
of fact we have been criticised because the provisions were not sufficiently drastic, 
in the case of mares the ordinary procedure prescribed in the Bill is simply 
to brand them Now branding is segregation in a mild form : a branded animal 
IS a marked animal ; and in pl.ices wl»ere the serious effects of the disease are 
recognised, I have no doubt tint the branding of an animal would be, in ordinary 
circumstances, sufficient to prevent its being allowed to go among other animals. 
What exactly is me.int by segregation I am not quite certain that I know, and 
pne reason for my advising the Council not to accept this amendment is that if 
we accept it, we should have to make it ajittle clearer in the Act exactly what is 
meant does segregation means segregation by the owmer, or, as the Hon’ble 
Member has suggested, in an asylum, or segregation under the eye of some 
Government official ? We ought to make sure wh it is meant. But in that * 
case we might be throwing a very heavy expense either on the people them-, 
selves or on public funds. 1 think it is very much better therefore to 
stick to the •simpler proposal that we have made and simplv to provide for 
branding, which does no harm to any one at all. Then the Hon’ble Member 
wishes to omit the power which is giVen to destroy animals in certain 
cases. I understood that my Hon’ble friend Malik Umar Hyat Khan 
considered it necessary to keep the power of destroying in reserve ; but he also 
would introduce segregation ; and my Hon’ble friend Mr. Gokh^le also did 
not, I think, seriously object to the power of destroying. The power 
of destroying animals In certaid oases is already given by certain Indian 
Acts: we cannot get over the fact that the Indian legislature ms already, and 
very necessarily, given^that power in certain cases. We were advised that it 
was necessary to have this power in reserve. There may be cases in which 
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in the ^er^s of mercy it may be better that the power of destroying should 
be exo’cised at once. But we have in this Act safe^ardeiA the power in a way 
that win certainly, 1 think all Hon’ble Members wJH admit, prevent any recourse 
t^ it except when it is absolutely necessary. In the first place speciar sanc- 
tion has to be got, and in the second place, and this is really more important, 
full compensation has to be paid. It seems to me perfectly certain that in such 
circumstances this power will never be exercised at all recklessly or rashly, and 
1 think we ought to keep it in the Bill, and not to strike it out, as it 
would be necessary if we accept the amendment of the Hon*ble Member oppo- 
site. 1 am afraid therefore I must oppose the amendment that has been 
proposed.”

The Pfon’ble Mr. SubBA RaO : — "My Lord, I received the papers on 
Sunday, and I gave my notice on Tuesday. 1 here was no delay on my part.’* 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

INDENTURED LABOUR FOR NATAL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale said:— "My Lord, I beg to move that 
j the Counril should adopt the following resolution ‘That this Council recom- 
mends that the Governor General in Council should be empowered to prohibit 
the recruitment of indentured labour in British India for the colony of Nat^.’ My 
Lord, I must at ihe outset express my deep sense of the manner in which the 
Government has afforded facilities for today’s debate. It is a matter of some 
significance that the first exercise of the new privilege of moving resolutions in 
this Council should be in respect of a question which has not only roused intense 
feeling among all clas«esof His Majesty’s subjects in India, but in regard to which 
the Government of India itself is understood to be of one mind with the people. 
That being so, 1 think it is not loo much to hope that my motion will be accepted 
by the Council and that the Government will thus place itself at the head of 
what is undoubtedly the universal^ sentiment in the matter throughout the 
country. My Lord, my object in raising this debate today is twofold ; — First, to 
call the attention of the Council to the position of British Indians in South 
Africa, and secondly, to strengthen the hands of the Government of India in 
applying a remedy to the situation to the extent to which a remedy can be 
applied. 1 think the first thing to realise in this matter is the fact that the 
whole of the Indian pioblem in South •Africa has aristn out of the supply of 
indentured labouf to Natal. The Indian population in South Africa may be 
divided into three classes Those who are under indenture. This class is 
of course confined to Natal, (a) The ex-indenturtd and their descendants, by 
the ex-indentured being meant those who have completed their term of inden- 
ture but have not returned to India nor have got themselves re-indentured but who 
are stniggkng amidst great difficulties to earn their livelihood as free (Indiana.^ 
This class has of course grown out of the first. And (3) traders and other 
Indians who have gone to South Africa at their own expense. These persons 
have gone there in the wake of the indentured Indians and primarily to supply 
their needs. It will thus be seen that but for the ^ introduction of ii^entured 
Indians into Natal, there would have been no Indian^ problem in that Sub- 
Continent today. Now, my Lord, my own view of this system of indentured 
labour is that it should be abolished altogether* It is true that it is not actual 
slavery, but 1 fear in practice in a large number of cases it cannot be far 
removed from it. To%take from this country helpless men and women to a 
distant land, to assign them there to employers in whose choice they have no 
voice and of whose language, customs, social usages and special civilization 
they are entirely ignorant, and to make them wont thereunder a law which

tiiffy ftol YBid^stattd and which treats their siin(>1est and most natural 
attemjpts to 4Meape ill-treatment as criminal offences-^ such a system, by whatever 
name it may be cadled, must really border on ^e servile. I strongly hold 
therefore that the system should be done away with alti^ther. This is also 
the view which the entire Indian community throughout^ South Africa takes of 
the matter, as pay be seen from several petitions addressed by them from time 
to time to the ^authorities on the subject. But it is not merely on its own 
account that I advocate an abolition of this system ; I also advocate it because 
this continued influx of indentured labour into South Africa and the consequent 
* inevitable annual additions to the ranks of the ex-indentured tends steadily 
to lower the whole position of the free Indian population. The feeling 
of contempt with which the indentured Indian is genenlly regarded 
comes to extend itself not only to the ex-indentured but even to traders 
and other Indians of independent means. The struggle ^f free Indians to 
^ maintain themselves becomes pore and more acute by these constant additions, 
and the whole community feels an intolerable and continuously-increasing 
economic burden placed upon its ^shoulders. I therefore urge the totiu 
abolition of this system of indentured labour. 1 may however be told that this 
is an extreme view to take and that though circumstances mav arise which 
may lead the Government of India to piohibit altogether the supply of inden* 
tured labour to Natal, for the present it would be a more prudent course to 
utilise Natal’s need for securing an improvement in the treatmedT meted out to 
Indians in South Africa generally and in Natal in particular. Now, my Lord, 
though this is not the highest view to take of the matter, 1 am prepared 
to reco^iise that from a practical standpoint there is a good deal to be said in 
its favour. The position of Indians in South Africa, which has gone from bad 
to worse during the last fifteen years, has now grown absolutely intolerable, and 
in any remedy therefore which the Governn'ent can apply to the situation, it is 
entitled to the strong and hearty support of the people ot this country, Whaii^ 
my Lord, is the position of the Indian community ^todajr in different parts of 
South Africa ? I trust the Council will bear with me while I present to it^ a 
brief survey of that position. The total Indian population in the four colonies 
or States of South Africa which Tiave recently been federated into the South 
African Union is about 150,000. Of this number iao,ooo^ are in Natal, 
about 15,000 are in Cape Colony, about 13,000 are entitled to be in 
Transvaal — though the actual number there owing to the struggle of the last 
three years is not more than 6,000 at present— and about 100 onlv are in 
Orangia. Let us take Natal first. 1 take it first both because the bulk of 
the Indian population in South Africa is within its borders and also because, 
as 1 have already pointed out, the Indian problem in South Africa has grown 
out ol the industrial needs of this colony. The supply of indentured labour from 
India to Natal fir'it began in the year i860. And with the exception ot a 
brief period of 8 years from 18^ to 1874* bas continued to the present 
day. From the figures kindly supplied to vme by the Hon’ble Mr. Maxwell 
I find that the total number of ^dians actually under indenture^ today in 
Natal is about 40,000. In addition *0 this there are about 65,000 ex-indentured 
Indians and their descendants, while the trading Indian community sta 'ds 
at adiout 15,000. The period of indenture is for 5 years, after which a person 
may return to Inoia, in which isase he gets a free pass?ge to this country, or 
be may get himself re-indentured, or again he may remain as a free indi- 
vidual in the colony on the'payment of an annual hcense of for every male 
above 16 years of age and every female above 13. Now so far a? the persons 
actually under* indenture are concerned, the prlficipal grievance is naturally 
illtreatment by employers. Very grave allegations on this subject have been 
made, and i must say that I have not seen them satisfactorily answered* On 
•erne estates Jhe Indians are no doubt well treated — at any rate^ as 
.treated as they can be in the circumstances, — but the very relations 
between the employers and the emptoyds are such that they easily lend 
themselves to serious abuse, and flagrant cases come to the notice of the public 
from '^irae to time. The Protector of immigrants bmng an officer of the Natal 
Govemment| be affords but little real protection to tne poor Indian labourers. 
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He is ignorant of t^elr language and their ways of life and Is generally imbued 
with the prejudices of the colony, and it is not his fault if he is unable to enter 
into their feelings or understand their grievances. A startling fact which 
has been mention'^d and has not been contradicted is that the rate of suicide 
among the indentured is double of what it is among the ^•indentured and 
from ten to twelve times what it is among those classes in India ffom whom the 
indentured are drawn IMyr Lord, all these allegations require a searching 
and careful inquiry, and I think the Government of India should urge on the 
Government of Natal a joint inquiry by representatives of the two Governments in 
the matter. I also think that the Protector of indentured Indians in Natal 
should be an olTiccr of the Government of India, periodically sent out from 
this country, and not an officer of the Natal Government. So much lor those 
who are actually under indenture. Let us now turn to the case of the ex- 
indentured Thedr^iumber in the colony is, ns I have already mentioned, about 
65,000. The policy of the colony towards them has undergone a gradual and* . 
now a complete change. In the earlier years, after the system of indentured 
labour came into existence, the one aqxiety of the Natal Government was 
how to keep in the colony those whose term of indenture had expired. 
Various inducements were offered, and one of the conditions then insisted on 
was that no indentured Indian Should leave the colony before the expiry of ten 
years from the date of his arrival. There is no doubt that these ex-indentured 
Indians have deserved well of the colony. It is to their labour thstthe present 
prosperity of Natal is largely due. So recently as July 190S, Sir Leige Hulett, 
ex-Prime Minister of Natal, bore the following testimony on this point . — 

'The condition of the colony belorc the importation of Indian labour was one of 
gloom; it was one that then and there threatened to extinguish the vitality of the country, 
and it was only by the Government, assisting the importation of labour that the country 
began at once to revive. The coast had been turned into one of the most prosperous parts 
, ''f South Africa. They could not find in the whole of the Cape and the Transvaal what could 
be found on the coast of Natal-~io,ooo acres of land in one plot and in one crop — and that 

was entirely due to the importation of Indians Durban was absolutely built up 

on the Indian population.' 

Two other testimonies may be quoted. Mr. J. R. Saunders, a member of 
the Natal Commission on Indian immigration of 1884, in the course of his report 
says 

'If we look back to 1859, we shall find that the assured promise of Indian labour 
resulted in an immediate rise of revenue, which increased four-fold within a few' years^ 
mechanics, who could not get away and were earning live shillings a day and less, found 
their wages more than doubled, and progress gave encouragement to everyone, from the Berg 
to the sea. The colony was in dire straits in those days The revenue was only about 

per head of the white population, whereas now it is nearer £40 If we mean to take up 

the matter in real earnest, we must be prepaicd to do away with indentured labour altogether ; 

but, whatever we do, we must act justly, and remember that a certain number of 

Indians have been born and brought up m the colony, and that it is the only country they 
know and the only home they have.' 

** Mr. Neame, author of the * Asiatic danger in the colonies*, says:— 

' Indian coolies work the sugar and tea estates of the coast ; Indians develop the coal* 
mines ; Indians perform^n increasing share of the work on the farms, for the farmers, who 
at first viewed them with distrust, are now as anxious to retain them as the planters. Since 
the advent of coolie labour, the white population has more than doubled, the value of land 
has increased, the cost of living has gone down. It is the Indian coolie who gives Natal the 
cheap fruit and vegetables which are the envy of the Transvaal, who has brought under high ^ 
cultivation tracts which, but for his presence, would today be barren. The Umbilo 
Valley, near Durban (recently swept by the flood), and some of the land near Maritxburg, 
bear testimony to his industry.* 

** And yet these Indians who have done SO much for 'the colony have for 
years past been nnaking bitter complaints of the unjust and oppressive manner 
in which they are being treated. The early policy of inducing ex-indentured 
Indians to remain in the colony Vas gradually given up, and during the last 
fifteen or twenty years one of the pnnctpal concerns of the colonists 
in Natal has been how to get rid of the free Indian element there. A numl^r of 
expedients have been tnedh to make their lot intolerable, of which the most 
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•erious, «o far as the ex-indentured commnnkf is pencertked, is the impositieii 
by an Act of 1896 of an annual license of j^\for every mile above the age itf 
anil every female above the age of 13. My Lord, it is difficult to speak in terms 
of due restraint of this outrageous impost. It is a fliiattef of some satisf^cuon 
t^t a Bdl has noiv been intro>iuced in the Natal Legistature to do away with this 
license so far as- women are concerned But the latest papers from rlntal show 
that the measure has already been whittled down in Co nmittee, and that instead 
of exempting all women it is now proposed to vest a discretion in the Majpstrate 
to grant exemptions in such cases only as he deems Iproper. This cruel impost 
which has to be paid by the ex-indentured Indian in addition to the £ i polUtaXi 
which everybody has to pay in Natal, has already caused enormous suffering { 
k has^ broken up families, it has driven men to crime, and grave as the state- 
ment ist it must be m.ide, for I see it repeated in Natal Legislature and practi- 
cally corroborated by the Commission appointed bv the Natal Government last 
year— -it has driven women to a life of shame. My Lord, who are these people 
who are called upon by the colony to pay this annual license of ^^3 for the right 
to remain in the colony ? They are ^obably persons whose experience of in- 
denture has been none too kind, and who are therefore unwilling to indenture 
themselves again ; who at.the saoie time not having been able to lay by anything 
during the period of indenture and having probably lost caste in India by 
reason of their going to Africa, dare not return to this country to face a 
life of poverty added to social disgrace ; and who therefore have no 
choice but to stay in South Africa, for whose sake they have left their 
country, and to whose service they have given five of their best years 1 think 
the Nata .1 Government ought to be urged to withdraw at once tliis iniquitous 
impost. It is not, however, only the presence ot the ex-indehlured Indians to 
which the colonists object. They also object to the Indian trading community 
whose number is about 15,000 today and who have been feeling the weight of 
harsh and unjust treatment for the last fifteen years. At one time this conc*^ 
munity possessed both the political and the municipal franchise. The political 
franchise was, however, withdrawn in 1896, and during the last two years attempts 
have been made to take away th*- municipal franchise also. Then during the 
last five years endless trouljle and much suffering and loss have been occasioned 
by the absolutely arbitrary manner in which the licenses to trade have been 
withdrawn or refused, the persons ruined not even being permitted to appeal to 
the Supreme Court. During the last two months a little improvement has taken 
place in connection with this question, for an Act has been passed, probably 
under pressure from the Government of India, allowing again appeals to the 
Supreme Court where renewals of licenses are refused. This however removes 
only a part of the grievance, because there is still no appeal to the Supreme 
Court where new licenses are refused or permission to transfer licenses is 
withheld Again since last year the educational facilities enjoyed by the free 
Indian community have been greatly curtailed, there being now no provision 
for the education of Indian boys above the age of 14 or for Indian girls of any 
age. In 1908 two Laws were passed, by the colony which were subsequently 
disallowed by the Imperial Government proposing to extinguish altogether the 
Indian trading community in the colony in ten years. lAy Loid, the whole 
policy of Natal today towards the Indian population is an utterly selfish and 
TOartless policy, and the only way in which any relief can be obtained is by the 
Government of India adopting a stern attitude towards the colony in return. 

*' I have «o far dealt with the position of Indians in Natal, , Let us now 
glance briefl^^ at the state of things in the Transvaal* The agitation of the last 
three years^in that colony has overshadowed the standing grievances of the 
Indian community there, which date from the time of the Boer Government. 
These grievances are three. In the first place, Indians cannot acquire any political 
or municipal franchise in the Transvaal. Secondly, they cannot bold any immovable 
property there.' And thirdly, they are liable to be connned to residence in 
locations. In addition to these three grievances, the doors of the Transvaal have 
since 1907 been absolutely shut in the face of all Indians who were not there 
bdore the war, no matter what their sutus or qual^cations may be. Alone 
British Coloiues, the Transvaal has placed statutory disabifities on His

Majesty’s Asiatic subjects in the matter of entering that Colony* .Alone among 
British Colonies, the Transvaal has sought to inflict galling and degrading in* 
digmti'^s and humiliations on His Majesty’s Indian subjects. The protest whjych 
the Indian community cT the Transvaal Iws made against these disabilities and 
indignities during the last three years has now attained historic importance. It is 
not necessary for me to go on this occasion into its details, because the story has 
now been told from a hundred platforms in the country. The struggle has not 
yet ended — the end is not even in sight. But India has no reason to oe ashamed 
of the part which her children have played in this struggle. The Indians 
in the Transvaal have suffered much for the sake of conscience and of 
country, but thvy have done nothing unworthy. And they have throughout 
been most reasonable. They have not asked for unre'>tricted Asiatic immigra- 
tion into the Transvaal. They have only insisted that there shall be no 
statutory disabilities imposed upon their race, and that legislation subjecting 
them to degrading indignities shall be repealed. So far no relief has been 
forthcoiiiing. But perhaps the darkest hour is already passed and the dawn 
IS not now far. , 

“ Of the Indian position m Orangia, not much need be said. The doors of 
this Colony are shut against all Asiatics except such as want to enter as domestic 
servants, ana there are about i hundred Indians today there in that capacity. 
There were In^Iian traders at one time in Orangia, but they were forcibly turned 
out of the colony by the old Boer Government about 1893, since then no 
oth^s have been allowed to get in. 

Lastly I come to Cape Colony Here on the whole a liberal policy is pur- 
sued towards Indians, and with the exception of East London the Colony treats 
them fairly well. The total number of Indians in this Colony is about 15,000. 
They are permitted to acquire both the political and the municipal franchise, 
^,and though they have difficulties in the matter of obtaining licenses to trade, 

"^d at times considerable suffering and lo«s has been caused by arbitrary 
refusals to grant or renew licenses, on the whole the position here is much 
more satisfactory than in other parts of South Africa. In East London, things 
are no doubt bad, but it is only a small part of Cape Colony. 

“ My Lord, I have described to the Council briefly, and, I hope, accurately 
the present position of the Indian community in different parts of South Africa. 

I will now turn fora moment to the terms of the resolution which I have laid 
before the Council. The resolution recommends that the Governor General in 
Council should acquire statutory powers to prohibit altogether if necessary the 
supply of indentured labour to the Colony of Natal. Under the law as it stands 
at present the Government does not possess these powers, and I am sure 
thdt IS a serious handicap to the Government m any negotiations into which it 
may have to enter with the Government of Natal on questions connected with the 
treatment of Indians in that colony. It is of course true that the mere taking 
of these powers does not mean thaj tht y will be necessarily exercised. StiU 
this resolution, if accepted by the Council today, will be an indication to South 
Africa generally, and to Natal in particular, as <0 how strong and deep is the 
fettling which has beqp roused in this country by their ant'*Asiatic policy* The 
idea to stop the supply of Inman labour to Nai»I is not a new one. Immediately 
after the close of the Boer War, Lord George Hamilton, in addressing a 
deputation headed by Sir Lepel Grifhn, made an emphatic declaration that 
unUss Natal treated the Indian community more faitly, the Government of India ^ 
might be driven to this course. But obviously Natal has never taken such a 
threat seriously ; for had it done so, it would not have endeavoured, as it has 
steadily done, to make the position of the free Indian community worse than 
before ; also its representatives in its Legislative Assembly would not 
be talking today with easy assurance of getting the Government of 
India to agree to the proposal that the indenture of indentured immi- 
grants should terminate in India or on the high seas. My Lord, I 
sincerely trust that today’s proceedings in this Council will open some eyes at 
least in South Africa. I think the power to stop recruiemetit of indentured 
labour for Natal should a considerable way in securing hrom the Natal 
Government fair terms generally for the Indian community resident in that 
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Colony, N»ta] needs our labour* It cannot do without it.’ A number of its 
industries depend larmly, almost entirely, upon it, and tMsy would be paralysed 
if this labour iss$ withdrawn. On this point the testimony of the Commission 
^P<mted by the Government of Natal to consider the question of Indian 
immigration is conclusive. The Commission says in its report > 

'Absolutely conclusive evidence has been put before the Commission that several 
iadustnes owe their existence and present condkion entirely to indentured Indian labour, 
Md thi^ if the importation of such labour were abolished, under present conditions, these 
industries would decline and in some cases be abandoned entirely. These are sugar, 
tea, and wattle-growing, farming, coai-mining and certain other industries. ' 

** This is so far as Natal is concerned The actual effects of the suggested 
prohibition, if carried out, will however probably go beyond Natal, and extend to 
the Transvaal. For as the Natal Commission of last year points out, the 
withdrawal of indentured Indian labour from Natal will necessitate a correspond* 
ing withdrawal of the Kaffir libour oft Natal from the Transvaal. My Lord, 
1 think the present is an especially opportune moment for the Government of 
India to acquire the pou er proposed m this resqlution. Not only has public 
attention in this country and England been drawn to the condition of Indians in 
^uth Africa as it was never drawn before, but the control of all Asiatic legislation 
In South Africa will shortly pass from the several Colonial Legislatures to the Union 
Parliament which will meet in October. This Parliament will be largely 
dominated ^ Cape Colony views, as nearly one*half of its members will be 
from Ca{A Colony. Very probaUy Mr. Merriman will be the first Federa 
Prime Minister, and he declared himself only the other day in favour ofl 
a just and uniform policy towards Indians in South Africa, by which he no 
doubt meant the Cape policy. It is p issible therefore that strong represen- 
tations made by the Indian and Imperial Governments on beh.ilf of 
Indians, backed by the power which this resolution suggests, may prove more 
effective at this juncture than they have hitherto done in securing a redress 
of several of our grievances My Lord, I urge this resolution on the accept- 
ance of the Council because 1 believe it will prove of some use in remedy- 
ing the evil from which we suffer. But I confess th<it even if there had been no 
chance of Its proving in any degree effeciive, I should still have proposed it, 
because 1 think u is necessary for us now to mark in a formal and responsible 
manner our resentment at the treatment meted out to ui by the South African 
Colo'iies and not to take that treatment entirely lying down. At the same 
time 1 recognise that the problem by which we arc confronted is one of enor- 
mous diriiculty and that while threats of reprisals might go some way, cur 
m in, indeed our real, reliant e, must continue to be upon a constant appeal to 
those immutable principles of justice and humanity whii h alone can form the 
enduring foundat ions of a great empire. My Lord, behind all the grievances 
of which 1 have spoken today, three questibns ot vital importance emerge to 
view. First, what is the status of us lutiians in this Empire ? Secondly, what 
is the extent of the responsibility which li'S on the I mpe|;ial Government to 
ensure to us just and humane and gradually'even equal treatment m this Empire? 
And thirdly, how far are the self-governing members of this Empire bound oy its 
cardinal principles ? .\re they to participate in its pnvil'^ges only and not to bear 
their share of its disadvantages ? My Lord, it is not for me to frame replies to 
these questions; it is for Imperial and Colonial statesmen to do that« But 1 must 
say this, that they are bound to afford food for grave reflection throughout this 
country. My Lord, onl^ a fortnight ago this Coi»oc*l pasoed an important BiF 
imposing serious restrictions on what is known as the liberty of the Press. I was 
one of those who gave their support to that measure, and I did this in spite of 
my strong disapproval of some of its provisions. 1 supported the Bill because 
1 mlt that sometning deeper and even more fundamental than the liberty of the 
Press was at stake m several parts of the country and was likely 10 be at stake 
sooner or later in other parts, unless preventive action was taken now, namely, 
tbe unquestioned continuance of British rule, with which aR our hopes of a peaceful 
evolution are bound up. Bat, my Lord, what is the good 01 preventing an 
j|3fjpression of ideas incompatible with the continued existence of' British rule, if 
are allowe^Mb be at work which forcibly suggest such ideas to men’s minds ? 

1 think I am stating the plain truth when I say that no single question of our time 
bas evoked more bitter feelings throughout India*— feelings in the presence of 
wbid} thq best friend of British rule have had to remam helpless— than the 
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continued illireatment of Indians in South Africa. My Lord, 1 am sincerely 
glad that your Lordship’s Government has allowed this question to be brought 
up before the Council. Your Lordship has had a time of extraordinary 
difficulty in our midst. During this time, while you have been driven from one 
repressive measure to another, you have also laboured incessantly for the 
permanent good of the people I sincerely hope with Your Lordship that the 
shadow which the measures of repression have cast on our path will be only a 
passing one But whether that hope is lealised or not, this 1 know — that the good 
you have done will remain and it will grow from more to more. And of this good, 
1 earnestly trust, a sainsfactory settlement of the Indian question in South Africa 
will before long form an important part. 

" My Lord, 1 move the resolution which stands in my name. ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dadabhoy said ; — “ My Lord, I support this resolution 
with all the emphavis and earnestness jrhich a sense of deep wrong and a 
firm faith in the absolute necessity of the sui^gested course of action can induce. 
The action is as much to the interest of Government as to that of the people 
of this country. The trcatificnt of the Indian settlers in South Africa, the 
Transvaal especially, is really too bad It is not necessary to go into 
det.iils Practically all ptople who know anything about the subject ar^ 
agreed about the existence of the evil Outside this Council 1 have heard of 
differences of opinion about the minor details, but that the Indian does not 
receive the just treatment in the Transvaal to whu h British citizenship entitles 
him, and that di'-abilities and indignities are heaped upon him because he is 
an Indian, are broad facts which are not disputed. I believe Government, both 
here and in England, is equally anxious with the people to secure the Indian 
l^ettlcrs better treatment. 1 am afraid, however, the urgency of the subject 
has not been fully realised by the Government In dealing with this quesiiuit 
It will be well for Government to constantly keep before them Lord Morley’s 
salutary dictum of June 6, 1907 

‘ The Indian Asiatic is a man with very vivid susceptibilities of all kinds, and with 
living traditions of a civilixation of his own , and we arc bound to treat him with the same 
kind of respect and kindness and sympathy that we should expect to be treated with our- 
selves.^ 

“ A self-governing colony, determined to make South Africa the exclusive 
home of Europeans, may ignore this truth ; but it is obligatory upon the 
Government uf this country, responsible as it is for the contentment of 300 
millions of His Majesty’s subjects, not to halt in the face of a growing 
evil of this kind, and to do all it can to secure to the expatriated 
Indian that kind and sympathetic treatment which will bind India to 
England with the golden chains of affection and gratitude. It is not that 
the subject has escaped the attention of this Government ; it is not that 
Government has not moved m the matter. We know Government hat 
made representation after representation to the Secretary of State, and has 
put the case for the Transvaal Indian fairly strongly before him ; but the diffi- 
culty seems to arise from the relation' in w'hich the Imperial Government 
stands to the colony. Had this Government adopted a more autono- 
mous policy in the past, the situation w'ould at least have been far less trying 
and complicated than it is now. 1 believe there were cogent reasons for the 
adoption of the cautious policy the Indian Government has so far followed ; 
perhaps it expected greater good to the Indian from the powerful support of 
the Imperial Government ; perhaps it did not anticipate the South African 
Government would develop such a violent anti-Indian feeling ; perhaps too the 
course of events induced the hope of an early and satisfactory settlement of the 
whole question. But everything has happened contrary to expectations ; time 
has only added to the difficulties of the situation. Meanwhile, matters have come 
to a crisis, demanding early attention on the part of this Government to the 
subject. My Lord, Lord Lansdowne feared the moral consequences 

in India of a conviction of the powerlessness of the British Raj to save the 
Indian settlers in the Transvaal from oppression and harsh treatment. That 
when there was peace all over this country , when sedition, muM^more anarchism,* 
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was an imheaird«of evil If the situation was disquieting then, what is it now when 
the urgent problem of the moment is»How to put down^nd prevent the growth 
of unrest in the land ? The masses do not understand the niceties of the relations 
between the Mother country and the colonies; they do not comprehend 
legal technicalities ; the British Raj has so far revealed itself to them as a 
Power whose influence is irresistible. And when they find that with all its tradi- 
tional omnipotence it has not succeeded so far in securing to their countrymen, 
admittedly a peaceable and decent body of settlers who rendered valuable 
services during the War — equal treatment at the hands of a small Dependency, 
they become disconcerted, and attribute the failure to the European coIonist^s 
influence over the Home Government. That is an impression which is 
fraught with incalculable potentialities of mischief and which British states- 
manship should do everything in its pow'er to dispel. The present political 
situation in India adds special urgency to the case. Besides, the danger to the 
Indian settlers promises to become acutcr and more widespread with the lormation 
of the South African Union. Already the^nfection has spread to Natal The report 
of the Natal Commission recently published on the subject of indentured labour 
discloses a strong prejudice against the Indian. If^the effect of the Transvaal 
immigration legislation was in 1903, in the words of the late Hon'ble Sir Denzil 
Ibbetson, then Home Member of this Government, ' the virtual^exclusion of 
Indians from South Africa,' it has become most frankly and violently anti-Indian 
of late. 

" The question arises — How to compass the object we all have in view ? To 
my mind, the duty of Government is clear and the remedy is near at hand. We 
have had enough of correspondence and friendly pressure in the past ; Cnough 
of assurances and hopes of responsible statesmen of England and South Africa. 
All that has failed. Let this Government now depend more upon its own* 
resources , let the Government grapple with the question with its accustomed 
spirit ; let the pressure of interest be brought to bear upon the Colonial Govern- 
ment; let the Government act on the lines suggested in my Hon'ble friend's 
Resolution. My Lord, the remedy .suggested is not new, and eminent 
statesmen have in the past considered it, and have held out a promise to 
try it. The present prejudice of the colonist against the Indian being 
mainly commercial, as explained by the Colonial Secretary, Mr. Chamberlain, 
in his despatch to Sir Hercules Robinson of September 4, 1895, there 
must be something to touch the commercial conscu nee of the colonist 
to bring him to reason. The East Indian Association, an Association 
having for its members some of the most illustrious Anglo-Indian administrators 
as also English statesmen of the first rank, pressed the Government before 1903 
to stop the emigration of Indian labour into the colonies until the obnoxious laws 
had been repealed. Sir Lcpel Griflin on June 8, 1903, in the course of his speech 
at the East Indian Association strongly reconwiended the policy. Lord George 
Hamilton, then Secretary of State for India, in reply to the Deputation headed 
by Sir Charles Dilke, on October 31, igJia, said . — 

* I do not like to make use of threats, but, after consultation with tlu' Indian Govern* 
ment, if 1 find there is a disposition to get this labour and not to treat the people fairly, 
it will be a matter for serious consideration whether or not we should put some legal ob- 
stacles in their way.' 

^ " Speaking in this Council of the supply of indentured labour «from India 

on March 39th, 1905, Lord Curzon observed : — 

* It has seemed to us to be our duty— to lose no opportunity of pleading the cause 
of those whose natural protectors we arc, and we make no coucesMon whatever until we 
obtain a fnll futet pro quo in return.' 

My Lord, all this was said before the colony became a self-governing 
coknty. With the change in the status of the colony matters have become tar 
wcffse for die Transvaal Indian. My Lord, we cannot look calmly on when the 
beft and the foremost Indian settlers, men distinguishedjJike by their position, 
wealth, and patriotism, are sent to jail like common felons^md treated there with 
umonceivadile hardship and indisputy for presuming to assert their rights as 
cittaieiia of the British Empire, sotemnly and permanently secured to them by the 
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noble Proclamations of their beloved Soverogns. There is a strong {eeltns 
in the coantry onth:^ subject, and it will be wise statesman' hip to take note oi , 
it and to act in such a way as to calm the pu dic resentment. , Of the South 
African Colonies Natal cfn^^loys a large number of Indians under a system of 
indenture. So many as five to six thousand labourers emigrate to that colony 
every year from India. This is a lever in the hands of the Government which can 
be used to great advanta'^e in any settlement of the Indian question throughout 
South AirKa. The prospective federation of the South African Colonies 
under the South African Union will shortly place this Government 
in an advantageous position in its fight for the Transvaal Indian, 
and for the matter of that for every free Indian settler in South 
Africa, through this system of indentured labour. If emigration of labour from 
India IS stopped or even restricted, as the Resolution suggests it should be, by 
the Government, Natal, it is true, will be the principal loser ; but what affects 
that colony will no longer be a matter of unconcern to its sister colonies. *And 
in any solution of the Indian problem, the hope is not extravagant, the moral 
influence of Natnl will be felt throughout i^outh Africa, and its Indian policy will 
determine the p *licy of the other colonies! It will be prudent therefore to use 
this inoffensive means for the protection of the Indian settler. After the puMica- 
tioii of the Natal Commission report Government cannot feel any hesitation 
in adopting this Resolution. Timely precautions are necessary. The arrange- 
ment cannot all to ihc advantage of Natal as she coully proposes it should oe, 
aUd she cannot be allowed to have Indian 1 «bour on her own t^rms while the 
Indian settler is left hopelessly in the lurch. There are undoubtedly measuies 
calculated to bring direct pressure upon the Transvaal. The Resoluticm before 
this Council indicates the line — surely the line oi least resistance — on which the 
Government can act to bung about a wholesome change in the temper of the 
Colonial Government, without raising large issues of tariff protection. We are 
*’..iodest in our demand, and we beseech the Government to lake a mild step and 
to exen isc an undoubted right. 1 have every hope the Resolution will meet 
with the approval of this Council.*' 

The Hon’bic Mr. Chitnavis taid — “ My Lord, I unhesitatingly support 
this resolution. The course suggested appears to be the only feasible one 
left open to this Government afttr the apparent decision of the Home Govern- 
ment not lo interfere in the internal affairs of the colony, however unreasonable 
its treatment of His M ijesfy’s Indian subjects. The Government of India, as 
guardians and protcv^iors of Indians in whichever part of the British Empire 
they may live, cannot adopt the iatsses /atre when Indian settlers, whose very 
virtues — indubtry and frugality — appear to have excited the hatred of the c.^Ionist, 
aie unjustly treated, and have perforce to try drastic measures. It will there- 
fore be qeiie proper for Government to restrict emigiation to the only South 
Afiican Colony, N.ital, which employs indentured labour. 1 he people realire 
the difficulties of Government on a&( ount of Its dependence upon the Imperial 
Government ; they appreciate its sympaihv and its pa:>t efforts at a satisfactory 
settlement of the whole question. They do not blame this Government; 
they only respectfully submit that the exigencies of the situation clearly 
demand a firmer policy. Your Excellenct's illustrious predecessor, Lord 
Curzon, held decided views on the subject, and resolved not to help the Colony 
in exploiting India for labouters until South Africa adopted a more reasonable 
and humane^ attitude towards the Indian settlers, rhe Resolution requests 

Guvernment to go a step further, and instead of simply holding its hand whSe 
Natal imports labour from this country, to boldly intercept the supply. 
The status of the Ind.an settler in the colonies must once for all be sati'<fae- 
torily settled for tlic future good of India. With growth of civilisation and in- 
creased prosperity under the beneficent British Administration there may come 
a lime, however distant, when £he population will be too targe for the country. 
There will then be need for providing settlements outside India for the surplus 
population. But if the British Indians «\re now denied the rights of citizenship 
m the colonies, they come to be confined for ever within this county 
The present colonial legislation regarding Indians thus carries in it the seed 
of future legislation, and unless it is moulded on humane lines the doors of the 
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Sov^ African colonies will be shut a^;ainst the Indian for all future time It will 
create vested inrerests. and practice and u^age will liive it a rigtdtty 
which alt future legislators, however broadminded, will find it ditficult 
to soften. Natal should^ be used as a lever in settling this matter 
with South Africa on a satisfactory basis. 

** Apart, however, from its moral effect upon the colonies in their relations 
with the Indian settler, such restriction of oversea emigration will, in my 
humble opinion, be productive of immediate good to India. ^ The bulk of the 
labourers who emigrate to Natal are agriculturists either by birth or by choice. 
They can for a long time to come be usefully employed within the country. 
Tliere is at present great dearth of agricultural labour in many part 
of India, aggravated by the heavy plague mortality of recent years, 
which tiireatrns to become perplexing with time and industrial development, 
and the most prudent course appears to be to attract intending einigiants to 
those parts. There are wastes n->w which by enterprise, helped by a judicious 
system of inland emigration, can be reclaimed and brought under cultivation. In 
congested parts too the great ne€*d is intensive cultivation, and although its success 
depends more upon the application of scientific methods than upon deep-plough* 
ittg, freer employment of manual labour is necessit ited by the numerous demands 
ot a complex system. In either case, therefore, a more copious supply of agri- 
cultural labour is desirable, nay necessary. The manuiactiiring industries also are 
in a difficulty for scarcity of labour. The restriction of oversea emigration is in 
the circumstances bound to help the development of the country, both agricul- 
tural ana industrial. It may well be that the Natal Indians amass a small fortune 
during the period of indenture, but they will not be worse off here in India with 
extensive cultivation on an improved method and the development of her manu* 
f.'irturing industry. Wages have of late sensibly risen all over India, and ever^^ 
thing points to a further increase in the near future. In the Central ^ Province^^ 
prevalence of high wages, due to ' the insufficiency ’ of the^ labouring classes 
* to meet the demand for labour of all kinds,’ has been the subject of comment in 
Administration Reports year after year.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Jinn ah said : — '* My Lord, I beg to support the resolu- 
tion that has been placed before the Council. The Hon’ble the mover has put 
the question before the Council so t learly and concisely th.it there is very little left 
for any ore else to say. But the importance of this question requires that at 
least some of us should say a few words and express our feelings on this resolution. 

If I may say at the outset, it is a most painful question — a question which 
has roused the feelings of all classes in this country to the highest pitch of 
indignation and horror at ^he harsh and cruel treatment that is meted out to 
Indians in South Africa.’* 

His Excellency THE PRESIDENT: ** I must call the Hon’blc gentle- 
man to order. I think that is rather 4oo strong a word, * cruelty.* The Hon’ble 
Member must remember that he is talking of a friendly part of the Empire, 
and he must really adapt his language to the circumstances *’ 

The Hon’ble Mr. Jinnah Well, my Lord, I should fed inclined to use 
much stronger language, but 1 am fully aware of the constitution of this Council, 
and I do not wish to trespass for one sii^Ie moment ; but I do say*thls, rhat the 
treatment that is meted out to Indians is the harshest which can possibly be 
Imagined, and, as I said before, the feeling in this country is unanimous. It was 
in i8^, as far back as fifty years, that a cry camo from the Colony of Natal 
for help> so to say from India. They wanted labour from India, and the autho- 
rities here as well as the authorities in Natal arranged that labour should 
wb. For thirty years labour continu-^d to be sent there from time to time, and as 
the Hon’ole the mover has put before the Council, a portion of that labou 
twii-amo the ex-indentured free Indians residing in N^^l who naturally took tr, 

and various other branches. After what was best^the Indians wa^ utiUseo 
' for the purposes of the Colony, after the colony was developed, after the colond 
wet its constituUgp and independence, the first measure against the Indians thy 
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Colony of Natal put on the Statute-book in 1891 was what was known as the Inden- 
ture Law ; and that Statute was followed by various other statutes, in all number- 
ing four, the last of them was passed in 1905, all intended to govern the 
indentured labour, and \^hat are known as ’the Indenture Laws. Some of the 
provisions of that Law are opposed to every principle ^of justice. Some 
of the principles are of the hardest character that we can imagine. After that 
series of Statutes, having dealt actually with the indentured labour, Natal was 
not content with that, but they wanted to deal with free Indians, namely, the ex- 
indentured labourer who became free and those who followed in the trac^ of the 
ex-indentured labourer, and the series of Acts, which 1 am going to mention 
in the shortest possible way, are directed absolutely with the idea of wiping out 
the Indian population from Natal. The whole object of the series of Acts of 
legislation is to extirpine the Indian community from Natal. The first Act ts 
the Act of 1895, which is known as the Immigration Restriction Law. Tliat 
was directed at the fiesh entrants, so as to stop fresh migration into the 
colony. The first thing that Natal wanted to do was to see that no fresh 
Indians got into Natal easily, and, having passed that Act, laid down the severest 
possible educational test for Asiatics, whereas the test for the other races is a 
nominal one. Having dealt, my Lord, with the fresh immigrants who might 
come in, the next Statute whifeh they passed in 1897 ^^s what was known as the 
Dealers’ License Act, which was passed in 1897 and the object of which was 
to try and get rid of the Indian dealers in course of time from Natal. This Statute 
shortly lays down this That a licensing officer has the absolute discretion to 
issue, renew or transfer a license or not , but in two cases he is absolutely obliged 
to refuse a license, and that was in the case of sanitation on sanitary grouhds, and, 
second, in a case where the dealer failed to keep his books of account in accor- 
dance with the provisions of what was then in force as the Insolvency Act. In those 
two cases he was obliged to. refuse a license, but in all other cases it was his dis- 
‘ . ^tion to refuse a license or to grant it. This Act was worked times out of 
number, if 1 may say so, unjustly against the Indian dealers, and there are in- 
numerable instances which have appeared in the public Press and in the Courts. 
Not content with that, the Natal Government in 1908 actually passed a Bill which 
I am happy to say has not received the sanction of the Imperial Government 
as yet because the Imperial Government thought that that measure was absolutely 
unjust ; and the object of that Bill, which is also directed towards the dealers, ts 
(i) that no new licenses should be issued to aiw Asiatic after the 31st December 
1908, and no renewals to be made after 31st December 1918 with nominal com* 
pensation, t, e., within 10 years all the Asiatic dealers in the colony were to be 
wipedout. In the course of to years, the scheme is, that there should not remain 
a single Indian dealer in Natal. Now the next branch of legislation that came m 
Natal was in 1896. That piece of legislation is known as the Bill to disfranchise 
all Asiatics ; that is the general term in which that Bill la known That 
Bill deprived Indians of political franchise exc^t some of them who 
already happened to have politital franchise. The next measure which 
the Hon’ble the mover has referred to, apd which I am again happy to say 
has not received the sanction of the Imperial Government, was what is known 
as the Municipal Consolidation Bill. The idea of that Bill was to deprive the 
Indian population of municipal franchise. Then the last Act, and the only Act 
my Lord, which I wish to refer to in regard to Natal, was the Income and Land 
Assessment Act of 1908. I only want to quote one provision from this Act 
which shows how unjust that Act is. This is one of the provisions— 

' Land owned by a European shall not be deemed to be beneficially occupied if the 
same is occupied solely by natives (Kafiirs) or Indians, unless such land is not suitable for 
European cultivation.' 

,. "Therefore, ray Lord, land owned by a European and if occupied by an 
Indian, is not supposed to be beneficially occupied unless it was unfit for cultiva- 
tion for a European. 

X Acts is obvious: that the Colony 

ot Natal is determined tqiQvipe out the Indian population from Natal. In iKt* 
connectioui there is the question of Transvaau which conges in indirectly— » 
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so far as the terms of the resolution go, but it is most serious of all the colonies, 

1 see that Trirnsvaal has gone further than Natal or any other and h.«s laid down 
two Statutes which are known as the Asiatic Law Act and the 

Immigrants Restriction Act, both of them of i9c^> Under that, no Indian, 
whatever be his position, can enter the Colony of Transvaal, much less c^in he 
tive there. Now this being the position taken up by these colonies of South 
Africa, the question that arises is what is leh for us to do. We have passed 
resolutions after resolutions, public meetings have been held all over the 
county, and opinion, as 1 said before, is absolutely unanimous on this subject. 
I have no doubt that the Ministers and the Government of India are earnestly 
endeavouring to get some solution of this question ; but 1 am bound^ to say this, 
my Lord, that up to the present moment, although this struggle Is raging in 
Transvaal and Natal, although it has been going on for the last three years now, 
we have got no definite rej^y of any kind however, except — and I believe I am 
correct-^ihat substantially the answer of Ministers and the answer of the Govern* 
ment of India is that the matter is receiving their best consideration. In 
ordinary times, in ordinary circumstances, a phraseology of that character is 
entitled to great weight and is bound to command the patience of the people, but, 
my Lord, this is the answer that has been rcpeatedly,given for the last three years, 
and today we are not a wee bit better than we were al the commencement of 1907 
when the stiuggle re-iched its very height This being the position, %’e are driven 
to bring this resolution before this Council; .and although the Hon'blo mover 
has not stated in so many words,— >1 have no hesitation in stating it frankly 
here,— that the first and the primary object of this resolution is retaliation, 
and the Secondary or suosidiary object which is no doubt in the interests 
of the labour itself and in the interests of our country that tliis indentured 
labour ought to be put a stop to. N.ow the Hon’ble the ^over ha« given 

J rour Lordship a very heartrending account of the Condition of indent’*red 
abour, and I do not wish to dilate upon them. The total number that has beer 
sent to Natal by way of indentured labour I believe in the last four or five yean 
does not exceed 5,cxx> or 6,000 men altogether, men and women, and I believe 
on an average every year there are about a, 000 or 3,000 and not more sent tr 
Natal. Now if the labour sent to the colony is not treated properly, if theii 
condition is well nigh that of a slave in practice though in theory they are free 
men, we should prevent recruitment of the Indian labour for Natal in thcii 
own interests. To begin with, tt may be asked, what does it mitter whether a 
few thousand Indians are sent out of our country or not, what difference does it 
make to the country, when there are 300 millions of people here, and room enough 
for them here, if a few thousands go out. But on the contrary we feel and wfi 
know that the growing activities in our own country, with irrigation works 
railways, mills and buildings, ^c., there is plenty of scope for labour in thh 
country. Some^times of the year the demand is more than supply. There- 
fore t venture to say that this resolutjpn ought to be acted upon b] 
the Government without delay. There is only one point of special featun 
which I should point out, and which Hie Muhammadans particularly feel, ant 
that IS Uie special sting that is involved in the legislation vin the Transvaa 
against the entry there by Muhammadsns. They are excluded not by virtue o 
colour or of race, not by virtue of a domicile in any particular country, but they an 
excluded because they happen to be Muhammadans. It is a religious bar 
^For instance, an Armenian Christian subject of the Turkish Empire can ente 
^Transvaal, but a Muhammadan cannot, because he is excluded fiTim enterini 
Transvaal by virtue of his religion. 1 feel sure that this resolution will be acceptec 
by this Council ; and with these remarks I support this resolution.^ 

The Hon’ble Saroar Partab Singh said : — “ My Lord, the subject' 
matter of the resolution which has been put forward by the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhak 
has been so well described by the Hon'ble the mover of the resolution, that ] 
personally consider it unnecessary to say anything more about it. With youi 
permission, I will only make one remark, and that is 1 Imoe and 1 am sure Um 
^ verpment of India will take the present opportunity^ showing that on tbii 
qfpevtioQ it is at one with those who really desire to see the lot of the Trgnsvaai 
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Indian bettered. By doing so, bv using their powerful influence with the Bikiah 
Cabinet, they will not only achieve success as regards the particular object 
in view, but they \till Remove the Transvaal question from the sphere of Indian 
to that of Impr^ri.il politics, and will thereby effect, 1 am sure, an important raw 
duction in the stock-in*trade of the disloyal seditionist. If the Government of 
India and the people of India speak with one voice on this question, there 
will be no justification for the continuance of any agitation adopted against 
the British Government. For this reason, my Lord, I beg to support 
Mr. Gokhale’s resolution. ** 

The Hon'ble Mr. Subba Rao said * — ** My Lord, coming from a part 
of the country from which emigrants go to Natal, I rise to give my cordial 
support to the resolution moved by the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale. It is gratifying 
th'it on this question the Government and the people are of one mind. We are 
gild that the Government of India has been taking active st^'ps to protect the 
interests of British Indians in South Africa, and our thanks are due to your 
Lordship for the stand tthich your Excellency’s Goterninent has made to 
enforce the rights of its subjects against the unjust and arbitrary proceedings of 
the colonists tn that country.* But I cannot disguise from your Lordship that 
there is a feeding among the people at large that the Government has not been 
fortunate in being able to effectually eniorce iis protests and save Indians from 
the insults that are heaped upon them and the monstrous treatment to which 
they are being subjected there. 

My Lord, mitters have now reached a crisis when it is bo longer 
possible to allow things to diift on, as they have been doing, from bad to 
worse, leaving the small colony of Indians, numbering about a lakh 
and a half, including indentuied labourers, against eleven 
times that number of European colonists, to hght for their very 
existence in the colonies against the combined stren^h of colour-prejudice, 
race-hatred, and trade jealousy. There is a growing determin ition today on 
the part of the colonists in Natal and other colonies to keep South Africa 
as the preserve of the white man and wipe out the British Indian from that 
country b> vaiious insidious methods under the guise of civilised legislation. 
The most startling and outrageous of all the methods pursued by Natal is to 
order boys to leave school at the age of fourteen, when one would expect that 
their actual education would just begin, a restriction which has of course no 
application to European children. The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale has with his usual 
eloquence graphically described the position of the British Indian in South 
Africa. To state briefly, the British Indian is treated there as a helot, as a 
member of an inferior race whose very touch is pollution, and whose breath 
is poison. His very virtues, his sobriety, industry and thriftiness, which are 
testified to on all hands and more recently by the Natal Indian immigration 
Commission appointed in November 1908, are counted as his drawbacks, 
and he is considered as an economic daxger, though by his labour at least the 
colony of Natal hag prospered, and several industries * owe tfieir existence and 

f iresent condition entirely ’ to him, as admitted by the Commission. It is there- 
ore time to devise meana to put an end to the present deplorable state of things 

” As a first step in this direction I submit, my Lord, that it is necessary to 
stop indentured labour into Natal, as those who once go out to the colony find 
to their bittef* disappointment that what was made to appear to them as an 
£1 Dorado has turned out to be nothing but a mirage. It is found that at the 
end of the period of indenture the savings of their labours are so small as eithtf 
to compel them to return to India with praciically nothing in their pockets or to 
re-indenture themselves, as the majority of them are doing, under the same undesir- 
able conditions. A tax has been imposed on freedom, an annual license-tax of 
per head, and it has become practically impossible for them to earn their living 
as independent cultivators paying tour times the tax to Government which a 
European cultivator b ^^ to pay for the same land. Further, the system of 
indentured labour is higlMy questionable and has been condemned by no less an 
authority than the late Sir W. W. Hunter as being perilously akin to one of 
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* teaiMrary ilUvo^' ; but as the system prevmk in Natal it is much worse, for 
tWl«ib4arer is^^H saScientljr protected against the cruelty and ill-treatment of an 
ua^craaulatts employ sr. It Is, therefore*, as a matter or gnncipl-} «nd humanity 
and not on the ground of retaliation, I urge, my Lord, that*he system of inden- 
tured labour should be p.it an end to. at l^ast to preirent an/ more of our fellow- 
countrymen from going to South Africa, there to be subjected to indignities 
whicb the cedonists insist on imposing on them. 

- **But if Natal wants inlentured labour for the gro vth of her industries, and 
the linougration Comini-ision reports toat tne coloiy cannot get on without such 
labour, then I submit, my Lord, thit it should be supolieJ only on 
conditions which would ensure elementary rights of citizenship to British 
Indiana that go to South Africa. Further, it the present system should 
continue, 1 beg to associate myself with the H m’ble Mr. Gokhale in 
suggesting that the officer at Natal whose duty it is to safeguard the , 
interests of the labourers, and who is today a Natal colonist responsible to 
that Government, should be replaced by an Indian officer appointed by 
and responsible to the Government of hidia. At the 1ea>t, I would suggest 
that a responsible officer on beiialf of the Government of India should be as- 
sociated with him to look after and protect the intcr^ts of British Indian immi- 
grants. We can then hope that the officer appointed bv Your Excelleny’s 
Government will prove to be a real ptotector ot Indian immigrants^and not an 
abettor of a policy created directly in tavour of the employer. 
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I would also suggest that the Government should adopt measures to ensure 
that Protegiors of Emigrants in this country should only countersign such 
representations to emigiants as are known to the Government of India to 
be true. For instance, trie Madras Protector of Emigrants authorises represen- 
tations to the intending emigrant that on his arrival in Natal he wilt be given 
a good house to live in and plenty of garden land to cultivate. Yet a high* 
Natal officer has publicly declared that many of these g-ood houses are simply 
piggenes, whilst the garden land for private cultivation is imn-existent, except 
periiaps in very few cases. Besides, as the Emigration Act is administered, 
the emigrant IS not informed of the penalties which he would be liable for* 
even trivial or technical breaches of the contract, while his remedy against the 
employer is almost impossible of enforcement under the Natal law. 

** 1 would further suggest, my Lord, that the system under which intending 
emigr^ts are examined to test their free choice prior to the regt^tration of 
their contracts should be placed on a more satisfactory footing than it is at 
present, and arrangements be made that they should be informed of the social 
conditions and other circumstances connei ted with Natal and some sort of 
check devised to disillusion them of their ideas of the enchanting picture of the 
colony impressed on their confiding ignorance by recruiting agents. 

“ My Lord, these suggestions I have ventured to make but touch the fringe 
of the real question that stands at the back of thi!> resolution, which affects 
vitslly the^ future of this country and tho solidarity of the British Empire. Shall 
British citizenship be a byword among the nations of the earth or a reality under 
which British Indians shall enjoy equal rignts with other subjects oi His 
Majesty the King-Eroperor ? Shall India be the dumping ground lor uffler 
countries and the Indian alone debarrea trom enjo mg the elementary riphts of 
^itizenshm in the setf-govetning colonies of the Empire ? For the example of Natal 
^nd the Transvaal are contagious. Portuguese and German colonie^ave begun 
to take lessons from them and impose restrictions and disabilities on British 
Indians* The question may no doubt be a difficult one to solve. But 
it ts humiliating to reflect that the Imperial Gov< rnment has felt power- 
less before the demands of the responsible Government of the Transvaal 
and has gpven sanction to various Acts galling to the British Indians* We 
were deeply pained to learn that the Imperial Parliament by passing the South 
Ahiean Union Act gave sanction to the disqualification of non-Europeans to a 
seat on die Union Parliament and thus introduced the ra|^virus in an Act of 
Parliament« though with many protestations of goodwil^owards India. How- 
tUftf, it is a matter of congrabilation that on this question there is no 
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difference of opinion between the Government and the people of tbis 
country and that the Government are solicitous to secure for the Indians in 
the colonies the ri^nts enjoyed by other British subjects. ^ Fortunately 
the better mind of England is also with the Gt>vernment of India For, as 
pointed out by Lord Selbnrne and other British statesmen before the 
outbreak of the South African War, the question is :—>* Whether the British 
subject wherever he goes, all over the world, whether he be black or 
white, whether he corn s fiom Great Britain itself or from Canada or 
New Zealand, is to have the rights that his Queen has secured to him.* As 
frankly stated by Lord Curzon recently in the debate in the House of Lords, the 
value which is attached to the rights of British citizenship is ‘ the only basts 
upon which you will expect the loyalty of an Asiatic population to an alien rule 
to be permanc^ntly developed or maintained.’ I may take the liberty to state 
that one of the potent causes of unrest in this land is the infenor status accorded 
to the British Indian, and any number of Press laws or other repressive measures 
W'lll not tend to allay the excitement or cgive contentment to the people unless 
and until British citizen‘»hip is made a reality both at hdme and abroad. Our 
thanks are due to your Lordship for making a real and earnest beginning in this 
direction, and we confidently Sxpect that the way shown by your Lordship will be 
followed up s^^adily, consistently and speedily, making the Government broad- 
based on the people’s will and their gratitude, so that the people of this 
country may realise that the Government is as much] theirs as the British and 
feel proud that they are an integral and effective part of the mighty British 
Empire.** • 

The Hon*ble Mr. Maxwell said : — *' Before public attention was drawn in 
India to the iTi.itier under discussion, His Majesty's Government and the Gov 
"eminent of India had been trying to obt.iin satisfactory guarantees for the protec- 
tion of the interests of His Majesty’s British Indian subjects in Natal, and these 
efforts have not been altogether unsuccessful. The chief grievance of the Indians 
in Natil arose in connection with the issue of licenses under Act XVIII of 1897 
which relates to wholesale and retail dealers. The question of providing for the 
right of appeal against refusals to grant or renew licenses to trade has 
been one of the points in negotiation betueen us and the Colonial Govern- 
ment for some years past These licenses are granted by Municipal Boards 
Whose decisions under the Act of 1897 were not subject to review by, or 
appeal to, the Supreme Court The Government of India pressed for 
an amendment of this Act so as to provide for a judicial review of the decisions 
of these Municipal Boards, and the Colonial Parliament recently passed an Act 
giving the right of appeal to the Supn^m- Court against reiusals to renew 
existing licenses. The Government of India could not, however, accept this 
concession as a satisfactory settlement and have recently obtained the 
Secretary of State’s sanction to undertake legislation to prohibit emigration from 
India on grounds such as exist in the casoi of Natal. The Government of India 
hope to be able shortly to ntroduce a Bill for this purpose and will be prepared 
to give effect to it if negotiations with the South African Union do not result 
in m agreement w'hich the Government of India can accept as a proper 
settlement. 

The Government of India arc prepared therefore to accept the Resolution ^ 
of the Hon'bte Mr. Gokhale to the effect that they should be empowered to 
prohibit emigration to Natal. They can assure the Council that the treatment 
of His Majesty’s British Indian subjects in South Africa is receiving* their 
constant and sympathetic attention, and everything that lies in the power of 
the Government of India is being done to improve their position. 

” My Lord, I have nothing further to say at this stage, but later 1 shall have 
a few ob-'ervations to make regarding some of the points that have been 
raised by Hon’ble Members during the course of this discussion.** 

The Hon’ble Sir^ithaldas D. THackersey My Lord, after what 
has been said by the Hon'ble Mr. Maxwell, I will not detain the Council long, and 
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wil eoB&nt jiny remarks to only one point. My Lord^ it has been said that this 
resolution is" to be adopted and that recruitment is to^ be prohibited on grounds 
of retaliation ; but th^e are also other contaderatioiss why, for the benefit of 
the labourmie themselves and for the benefit of the country generally, 
the Imperial Government may well take this measure. It has been pointed 
out here that the total saving of a labourer returned from Natal averages 
Rs. 130 in five years, or Rs. 36 per year. Now, my Lord, I can speak with 
some experience so far as the labour conditions in the Bombay Presiaency are 
concerned, and during my tour throughout India as a member of the Fac- 
tories Commission, 1 had the opportunity of closely examining the conditions 
of labour throughout India and Burma. I can say without the slightest hesi- 
tation that the condition of the Indian labourer in factories is one which may be 
considered as absolutely independent. The labourers in India at present — so 
far as factory labourers are concerned — are masters of the situation. They can 
dictate their own terms to their employers. Not only that, but after eight or nine 
months* work in factories they go out to their native districts and take rest or 
employ themselves on their own land in agricultural operations for three or four 
months in the year on the savings of their work during the previous eight 
months. Now is that condition not considered better than the condition ol a 
Natal labourer returning after five years of hard work away from his family and 
from his relations and friends, with the big sum of Rs. 130 a^the saving of 
five years ? I say if it is the fact that the labourers, in addition to other 
disadvantages, can only save Rs. 130 in five years, 1 say the condition of labour 
in India 4s a hundred times better. There are loud complaints everywhere. 
The Bombay cotton industry clamours that there is an insufficiency of labour. 
Here in Bengal we hear from jute manufacturers that they are sunenng from 
insufficient labour. We hear reports from agricultural areas that the immigration 
of agricultural labourers to the industtial cities is rather too rapid to biB 
consistent with the interests of agricultural operations. Taking all these things 
into consideration, 1 think it would not be at all a hardship to the labourers if 
the Government of India prohibit immigration to Natal.*’ 


The Hon’ble Mr. Mudholkar said:—" My Lord, I wish to associate 
myself with the resolution which has been inpved by my friend the 
Hon*ble Mr. Gokhale The subject with which he deals— the treat- 
ment of Indians in South Africa — 1ns deeply stirred my countrymen. There 
exists in regard to it a singular unanimity of opinion among men of 
all the races, creeds, castes and sections who inhabit this vast continent. 
Public opinion in England has been equally scandalized, and men 
of all parties have joined in condemning the attitude of the South 
African Governments and people cowards Indians and the treatment that 
Is accorded to them. Even the better section of the colonials denounce 
these things. And well they all might. Foil it is a one long story of injustice, 
of colour prejudice, of race-hatred, of insults and indignities heaped upon law- 
abiding and peaceful subjects of the» King-Emperor, and of cruelties practised 
towards helpless people. The attitude of the ordinary eolonial, who now 
practically wields unchecked power, the seniiments which he entertains 
towards the Indians, the language which he adopts, and the course of 
conduct which in but too many cases be follows, are such as not only go counter 
to the Imperial idea, but are morally indefensible and shock our feelings of 
humanity. And there is absolutely no cause, no just excuse, for this bitterness 
towards Indians and the persecutions to which they arc subjected. They are 
disliked and pursued not because they are turbulent, uniuly or vicious. They 
are hated, as Your Lordship*s predecessor pointed out, on account of their very 
virtues. It is because they are sober, thrifty, industrious, more attentive to 
busmess than the white men, with whom they come into competition in their 
i^de and business, that their presence in the colon! t'S is considered intolerable. 
It is not possible within the time available here to give anything approaching 
an adequate recital of the numerous woes they sufIfl||L A mere inaication of 
SQiae of She grievous ones can alone be attempted. 

V it is in the two colonies of Natal andTransv^l that Indians have most to 
thpat these insufferable wrongs. The Transvaalers with their characteristic exclu- 
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siveness have for well nigh thirty years been working to prevent the entry of 
Indians within their territory ^ind to turn out those^ who were already tlMM|e by 
imposing restrictions against them, by making their life miserable, and subject- 
ing them to various pains and penalties. Till recently they were however 
unable to fully enforce their unjust laws, because the British Government 
stood by its subjects. One of the reasons for which the British Government 
went to war with the Boer republics was their ill-treatment of Indians. But 
this object of the War has been lost sight of. What those republics could 
not do is now being done by a Government which in law is subordinate to the 
Imperial Government. Indians in the Transvaal cannot hold landed property, they 
cannot trade without licen«es, and that too in fixed localities ; howsoever refined 
or cultured they might be, they are not permitted to reside anywhere except in 
locations which are kept in conditions not fnr removed from pigsties. They are 
not allowed to walk by the footpath or travel m the tram*cars, except 
on the outside. They cannot travel over railways without restrictions. 
No Indian is permitted to enter the Transvaal, unless he is registered and his 
finger-prints and photo taken *as if he ‘'were a criminal. Even ihose who 
had lived in the colony for years before the War and had been already 
registered both before and after the War, were required to get themselves 
re-registered with the«e degrading ceremonials. And this in spite of the solemn 
assurance of 'khe Queen's representative No self-respecting man can stand 
such treatment. And naturally they refused cotnptianc>- with an unjust edict. 
Then followed those sickening euisodes of forcible deportations, of refusal to 
allow people to land, of imprisonments and ill-treaiment in jails. 

“ My Lord, it is beyond question what the Transvaalers want. Persons 
holding high positions in that colony have publicly avowed their policy of gett.ng 
rid of the * Indian cancer’ by making the Indians* life unbearable Putting aside 
course of conduct followed towards the passive resisters, the Government of 
India and the Government of fits Majestv cannot and ought not to permit the bar 
sinister to be placed against so many millions of His Majesty’s subjects. It is 
impossible for us Indians to quietly submit to this. Previous Viceroys, Secretaries 
of State for India, Colonial Secretaries, Prime Ministers, have all protested 
against it, but to no purpose. The condition of the Indians in the Transvaal is 
worse today than wh.it it was in Paul Kruger's time. The number of Indians 
has dwindLd down from 15,000 to 6,000. 

** In Natal the state of things is almost equally deplorable in regard to 
the free population and greatly worse in regard to indentured labourers. 
Of the one and a half lakhs of Indians who are estimated to be residing in 
South Africa, about }ths are in Natal. Of the^ie about 32,000 are serving on in- 
denture, 71,000 are cx-indentured or ihe descendants of ex-indentured Indians, 
and some 15,000 are traders. It was to save the colony from the bankruptcy 
and ruin with which it was threatened, and at the solicitations of the colony, that 
the Indian Covet nment allowed labour under indenture for Natal to be recruited 
in India. The system has been in vogue since fifty years, and Indian labour has 
been mainly instrumental in converting what wis once a wilderness into a 
garden. But gratitude, or, for the matter of that, ordinary feelings of humanity 
are not mental possessions greatly prized in South Africa, and the appalling roU 
of suicides and annals of the local Courts testify to the inhum in treatment which 
in but too many cases these unfortunate men suffer. There are masters and ^ 
managers wht. treat their labourers kindly and humanely. But tne cases which 
have come before the Courts and authorities show that a very large portion of the 
employers of labour regard the coolies, as they are called, as less deserving 
of consideration than cattle. The condition of the indentured labourer is not 
far removed fn m slavery. Most of the employers work them and 
treAt them as slaves. Compelled to work from 4 A.M. to 7 P.M. or evep 
9 P.M., abused and assaulted, for every slight mistake by overseers 
and masters, many coolies when brougnt before the Courts have pre- 
ferred imprisonment te living under their masteia. Persons prosecuted for 
attempts to commit sdic>.de have declared in Court that they tried to do away 
with tnemselves because they could no longer etand the cruelties they had to 
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iin4er|«o. They cannot walk about without written permits. If they do so, any* 
body can arrest them. Men brutally assaulted ’who wei^ and complained to the 
Ma^strates and established the truth of the complaint have been sentenced to 
liaro labour for six months, because they left the tnaster^s premises without a 
written permit, while the master for his assault escaped with a li/i;ht fine. It 
cannot be said that the cruelties are accidental and due to individual perversity. 
The whole system is vicious and utterly indefensible. The laws and rules are 
unjust and t ne*5ided and are against the labourers. The supposed safeguards 
are worse than illusory. The so-called Protector is hardly ever a real protector 
and has indeed at times shown himself to be a persecutor. 

** Apart from the badness of the law and the temptations to cruelty which 
it affords, the very system of indentured labour must be condemned as wrong in 
principle. It is dogr.iding and debasing to the labourers, and it has a demoraits* 
ing effect on the employers. The Goxernment of India will, 1 fervently bope» 
come to the rescue of t hese poor peopl^. Lord George Hamilton, while Secretary 
of State for India, said on a memorable occasion : ‘ Now, there is certain interest 
in South Africa, which, we are tuld, requires imported labour, and 1 believe that 
a very large proportion of the Native Indians iti Natal are engaged in the 
developing of the sugar industries and kindred pursuits. I d^ not like to 
make use of threats. But after consultation with the Indian Government, if I 
find there is a disposition to get thesu labourers and not to treat people 
fairly, it would be a matter for serious consideration, whether or not we would 
put soiTUS legal obstruction in their way. • ♦ a • j should rot hold 
the position 1 do and continue to tolerate the treatment, which seems now to be 
wholly undeserved and unnecessary.* 

“ It is not only the indentured labourers who suffer grievous wrongs at the 
hands of the Natal co1oni>ts. There is not indeed in Natal that total avowed 
elusion of the' Asiatic which is the great feature of Transvaal law. But the spirit 
of exclusiveness and unfairness is there, though things are done in a more 
refined manner. In addition to a heavy poll-tax of one pound per head, there is 
a license-tax of three pounds per annum per head, which an ex-indentured 
labourer wishing to stay in the colony as a free worker has to pay for himself, his 

wife and children. 

“And as to traders and others there is the same story as in the Transvaal of 
deprivation of old rights, of persecution by trade rivals, of degrading restrictions, 
of heavy imposts, of interference with the right of residence, the right to carry 
on trade, of arbitrary exercise of the licensmg power, and in some places there 
are the sam e restrictions about walking on foot-paths and travelling in tram*cars. 

“ My Lord, there is absolutely no justification for the cry which is raised 
that the Asiatics will flood South Africa For the Indians there ind in this 
country have accepted the view,that the claim of Asiatics to unrestricted im- 
migration is beyond the pale of practical politn s and is not to be pressed as 
things stand. AH that they ask in the Transvaal is for the old Indian residents to 
be flowed to live peaceably, as in Cape Colony for instance, ^'ithout being treated 
like habitual criminals, for men of education and position to be allowed to come in» 
so that they might have teachers, ministers of religion and doctor^ for tnemsclves 
and their people In Natal they ask for the m>iintenance of the rights and privi- 
leges they have had for yeais and yeats But both these colonies arc actively 
pursuing a hostile policy calculated to reduce Indians to a state* of servitude. 
They So not want Indians to remain in the country except as indentured 
labourers, from whom they would take the best of work that is in them and 
then throw them away like a squeezed orange. 

* “ My Lord, the people of India cannot accept a colour^ bar. Every English 

Minister of position, every true Englishman, has denounced it as utterly unworthy 
of perso^-wi^ want to be partners in a wot Id- wide empire. Your LordsHlp's 
Govennfif^t will refuse to permit the Indian subjects of Majesty to be ill-used. 
The example of the Transvaal and Natal is bemPknitated elsewhere also* 
grounds of humanity and as a protest against injustice it is only proper that 
the h^D which the Indian Government is giving to Natal to obtain the labour 
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without which the work of the colony cannot go on should be stopped and die 
recruitment under indeiUures should be prohibited. This is the first step to be 
taken in the efiorts whi<^ must be made for securing just and equal treatment to 
the Indians in the South African colonies and elsewhere, and the country confi* 
dently expects that the Government of India will take it.*’ 

The Hon’ble Maharaiadhiraja Bahadur of Bordwan said I 
heartily congratulate the Government on having accepted the Resolution 
which has been put before the Government in such an able manner by my 
Hon’ble friend Mr. Gokhale. 1 take this opportunity on behalf of the non- 
official Indian members here to convey our grateful thanks to Mr. Gokhale 
for this most opportune Resolution.” 

The Hon’ble Nawab Saiyid Muhammad Sahib Bahadur said : — “My 
Lord, evidence is not needed to show that there is a deep feeling throughout the 
country and in every section of the community as regards the unjust treatment of 
British Indian subjects in South Africa. That feeling is daily growing in strength 
and intensity, and your Lordship’s Government can no longer rest content with 
addressing remonstrances to the Home Government in England which are not 
heeded by the Transvaal Government. 1 am perfectly aware that vour Lord- 
ship, the Secsetary of State for India and also the Ministry are desirous of 
seeing justice done to the Indians in the Transvaal, but unfortunately the Gov- 
ernment of that Colony has persisted in imposing humiliating disabilities upon 
the Indian residents without a shadow of any justification tor any need whatso- 
ever, After the Transvaal became a British Colony it was reasonable to 
expect that the administration would be informed by a sense of British justice 
and British toleration. But it is the reverse that has happened. 

“ The Asiatic Law Amendment Ordinance assumed without any foundation 
guilty knowledge on the part of all Indian residents of a wholesale introduction 
of unlawfully resident Asiatics. The deputation that waited upon Lord Elgin 
was given an assurance that the Ordinance would not come into operation till 
It had been considered by the Transvaal Parliament. But the Ordinance was 
passed as an Act of 1907 and this was followed by the movement of passive 
resistance. The Immigration Act was passed in December 1907 and immediately 
afterwards followed a number of arrests of the leaders of the two Asiatic 
communities. In consequence of the general agitation in England and India 
and also in South Africa the Immigration Act was suspended on the under- 
standing that voluntary re-registration would be accepted and the Act repealed. 

In accordance with this assurance the le.iders voluntarily registered, but the 
promise made to them was broken and compulsory registration was revived. 
The strugcle recommenced and is still going on and is likely to go on unless 
belter counsels prevail with the Transvaal Government. 

“ My Lord, domiciled Indistqs have been deported, there have been 
hardships of every kind in gaols, Muhammadan prisoners have not been able to 
observe the fast of the Ram/an to keep fvhich they have a religious obligation 
and have been cynically told to go and observe the fast when they would be 
set at liberty after the month of Ramzan. Indians have been financially ruined, 
lawful residents have been persecuted, delegates to India have been arrested on 
the eve of their departure, .uid the policy of irritation has been pursued with the 
utmost rigour. Of 15,000 Indians before the war there are barely 6,000 left in r: 
the Transvakl. Between January 1908 and June igtM no less than 2,500 
sentences of imprisonment were passed, the age of the prisoners varying from 16 
to over 60. VVhat appears to be utterly incomprehensible is that all this 
has been done on the ground that the Natal Government is free to manage 
Its own affairs. And what of the Empire ? Is the Transvaal Government free 
to ignore the effects of its policy upon the people of India ? That is undoubtedly 
its attitude, but it is perfectly* clear that' it cannot be shared by either ^ the 
British Government or the Government of India. My Lord, the pi;:Q|iibition 
of the emigration of ii^entured Indian labour to Natal may not directly affect 
the Transvaal Government, but it will certainly produce a wholesome effect when 
the Union Parliament will come into existence and will mark the (fisapproba- 
tion of the Government of India of the highly injudicious coptse taken by the 
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TranpTAat Qovernm^t. With these few words 1 support the Resolution which 
1 hope will be uoantmoudy adopted by the Council. ** 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mazharul Haqub said “ My Lord, the resolu- 
tion moved by my Hon'ble friend Mr. Gokhate deals with one of those questions 
about which there is absolutely no difference of opinion amongst the Indian 
people. Hindus and Muhammadans, Parsis and Sikhs, Christians and Buddhists, 
vie with each other in condemning the treatment our countrymen are receiving 
in South Africa, and insist upon iheir grievances being redressed, and speedily 
redressed. The entire European community, and specially the important 
European mercantile community, 1 am glad to say, ^ is also largely in 
active sympathy with us, and is ready to co>operatc. It is true now and then 
we hear a jarring^note from some Anglo* Indian journals, but we need not take 
notice of them. They suffer from chronic lndu*phobta, and cannot see any 

I 'ustice in our claims. They would *not e\en creoit us with ordinary human 
eelings and emotions. • 

“ My Lord, we have reason to believe Jthat the Government of India also 
sympathises in our efforts to ameliorate the deplorable condition of our brethren 
in the Sooth African colonies and w’uuld greatly 4ike to help us but for us 
constitutional limitations. The Imperial Government itself is maimed to take 
a broad and statesmanlike view of the question but for the obstinate attitude of 
the colonists, who having received responsible government cannot be interfered 
with. 

Lord, the question is a very serious one, and the feeling m the country 
is very strong. The insulting ^nd humiliating treatment of the Indians affects 
not only the educated community but the country at large. The labourers who 
return to India after their period of indenture is over carry the tale of their woqj^ 
and sufferings w'ith them, and the country from end to end rings with the inhumani- 
ties of the colonists. The result is that the whole country is simply saturated 
with the stories of the maltreatment of the Indians in South Africa, and, my Lord, 
the tale is certainly grim enough to send a thrill of horror through the heart of 
every Indian. 

" There are three classes of Indians residing in the South African colonics. 
The first is that of the indentured labourers. They go to work in the lea, 
coffee and sugar plantations, on the railways, in Government and Municipal 
service, in the coal mines, agriculture, and in domestic employments. On 
landing in South Africa they are allotted to different employers of labour and 
have to, serve out their term of contract The second class is of those men 
who have completed their period of indenture and have settled in South Africa 
and made it their home. The third class is that of traders, merchants, lawyers 
and other professional men, who have ' migrated in the wake of the above 
two classes to supply their ordinary wants. • The fate of none of those Indians 
is enviable. The indentured labourer, the moment he lands in the colonies and 
is handed over to his employer, becomes for all practical purposes a slave of 
bis master. Numerous laws have been enacted to curtaii*his freedom. New 
offences have been created specially for him, and he is punished, fined, whipped 
and sent to jail for most trivial acts— acts which are not and c<Jtnnot be treated 
as criminal offences m any civHtsed country. Redress against his employer 
for maltreatment he has none. He may be brutally assaulted, but he cannot 
leave his place even for lodging a complaint without making hifnself liable to 
crimioal prosecution. 

** There are authentic cases on record which prove that for the most inhuman 
treatment meted out to these wretched creatures there is no redress beyond a 
paltry fine imposed upon the employers. Take for instance the case of the 
who cut off a lobe of his coolie’s ear, and when put upon his defence 
raised the curious and outrageous plea that as the law allowed him to cut off 
the ear of a sheep, why should he not be allowed to^ut off the ear of his 
cocAie, who was no better than a sheep ? And what pBi the redress that the 
poor coolie got for this outrage ? The Magistrate let the criminal off with 
^option of a fine of ^ 20 . Could human depravity go further? Could there 
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be a greater travesty of justice than that revealed in this case? My Lord, 
this one instance alone is sufficient to damn the whole system of indentured 
labour. Then again *1ook <it the number of suicides committed by these 
unhappy men. The rate of suicides for the whole of India is only 37 per 
million, while that of the indentureJ Indians in N dal alone is 551. My Lord, 
why should these poor Indians take their own lives, if not because of the un- 
bearable oppression and cruelties perpetrated upon them ? My Lord, the whole 
system of indentured labour is vicious in principle. It brutalises the employer. 
It demoralises the empio>ed. It perpetrates the worse form of slavery in the 
guise of legal contract. It is bad in its inception, inhuman in its working and 
mischievous in its results, and ought to be done away with without any further 
delay. 

*' Then there is the case of those men who have completed the term of their 
contract and have made up their mind to settle in South Africa, There arc no 
less than 61,000 of such men. By a strange irony of language, they are called 
free Indians These men have given the^est part of their lives to the develop- 
men< of the country. Many of them were born and bred there and know no 
country other than South Africa The'»e are the greatest eyesores, and every at- 
tempt IS made either to turn them out or to compel them to re-indenture them- 
selves, and thereby to relapse into iheir former state of slavery. Many devices 
have been invented to achieve these objects. The most formidable and success- 
ful is the imposition of an annual tax of on every male of 16 years and up- 
wards, and everv female of 13 years and|upwards. Over and above this they 
have to pay a poll-tax of Most of these poor men are unable to *bcar this 

heavy burden of taxation, and to keep their bodf and soul together are forced to 
re-mdenlure themselves. It is not the love of wages, because in all conscience 
frruthat IS small enough, but sheer necessity, that compels them to take this course 
They are taxed not for the purpo.ses of revenue but on the express and declared 
ground of being undesirables This is colour-hatred and race-prejudice with 
a vengeance. 

" My Lord, European historians are never tired of impressing upon us the 
infamous nature of the poll-tax — the hated Jezia — imposed by the early Mu'titm 
conquerors on their non-.Muslim subjects. Je/ia at least had the merit of 
being optional to the non-Mu'-iim He had the freedom to choose between 
the tax and milit.iry service, a freedom denied to the Muslim, for he had to 
render compulsory military service. How'ever, my Lord, that was in the 7th 
century, more than 1,300 years ago, when the greater part of the world 
was steeped in ignorance. Is there any justification for this poll-tax in the 
beginning of the 20th century ? Is it right or just to tax a man because he is 
either black, brown, or yellow, or because he comes from the Asiatic continent? 
My Lord, Buddha, Christ and Mohammed were Asiatics. 

“ Lastly, 1 come to the cast* oi thAMwilik* axft neither indentured or ex-inden- 
tured men — 1 rnean traders, merchants, lawyers, doctors, school-masters, priests 
and men of similar classes. Many of them are ex-soldiers from His. Majesty's ari^. 
They are men of wehlth and education, culture and refinement, but are treated Ime 
parias in all the South African colonies, and much more so in the Transvaal. One 
of the most loudly-proclaimed reasons for the Boer War was the ill-treatment of 
the Indians by the Dutch Government. The lot of the Indians after the war is 
still worse. By Law HI of 1885 the Boer Government labelled every Indian 
coolie— a word now m<ide historic in this Council. Under the British regimd, the 
same insulting dcfiaition is maintained. There are no Indians there, ^t all 
are coolies, how high their position or attainments may be. The colonial law of 
the Transvaal know’s no distinction, and tjie richest Maharaja or the w^thiest 
Nawrab, the moment he enters the Transvaal territory, is instantly metamoiphosed 
into a coolie. My Lord, we Indians may aspire to the mghest 

? lace in the services of the Britfsb Government^ we may oectmy seats on the 
I igh Court Bench, we may sit with Your Lordship in this Council chamber, 
we may hope to secui|^(^he portfolio of an Executive Member, we m^ enter the 
India Council, we may be sworn in as a I*rivy Councillor of His Majesty, we 
may even knock at the portals of that holy of holies, the British Parliament, a nd 
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sit wkii the highest, the ablest, and the noblest of Ei^tsnd ; but in the Trans- 
vaal we must not travel on the railway m the same compartment with a white 
man, we must not ride a municipal tram-car fexcept insthe company of the 
Kaffirs, we must not walk on the public footpaths, nor use the public baths. 
We are unfit to live in European quarters, and must be releg tied 
and confined to filthy locations, nor must we stir out of our houses after 9 
o'clock in the night. We must register ourselves for the purposes of 
identification, and impress the print of the 10 digits on our certificates, like 
ordinary criminals ; otherwise we must go to jail. A little band of heroic 
Indians headed b]^ that noble patriot Gandhi have been -time after time 
incarcisrated in jail, suffered unspeakable indignities and hardships, broken 
stones like felons, done filthy work of the scavenger, for the sake of their con- 
science and nati0n.1l honour. My Lord, this is how the King-Emperor's Indian 
subjects are treated in another part of His Majesty’s dominions. No wond er 
that the Indian people resent it and look to Your Lordship’s Govern ment for the 
redress of these wrongs 

** My Lord, 1 cannot conclude my remarks w.thout referring to a point 
which is nearest my heart, and which 1 have been specially commissionea by 
the people and the community whom 1 represent in this Council to bring to Your 
Lordship’s notice Apart from the fact that the largest number of traders are 
Musalmans and therefore these disabling and insulting enact meiits affect them 
most in their worldly concerns, the religion of Islam itself has been attacked. 
Our Hindu, Parsi, Christian and Buddhist brethren are ostracised on 
the ground of their colour and country only, but we Musalmans have been ex- 
cluded on the ground of our religi 'ii as well Law HI of 1885, confirmed by 
the Asiatic Law Amendment Ordinance of 1906 and Act II of 1907, enacts that 
* the so-called coolies, Arabs, Malays and Muhammadan subjects of the Turkish 
dominion,' cannit obtain rights of cituenshtp in the Tiansvaal. Now if you take 
away the non-Muslim elements included in the word coolies, the rest are fol- 
lowers of Islam. The Arabs are wholly and the Malays are mostly Musalmans. 
Turkish Muhammadens have been expressly forbidden. Why should the Musal- 
mans be excluded as Musalmans ? This is an insult which no Muhammidau 
can brook without a protest. To us Musalmans our religion is not 
a philosophical abstraction nor it is a creed of idealism. It is a religion 
which enters the stern realities of everyday life. It pervades and models 
our very existence. If Islam is insulted in one corner of the globe, 
it sends a thrill of Indignation into the heart of all its votaries throiirhnut the 
world. Have these colonists counted the cost to the Empire by this ill-fated 
legislation of theirs ? Do they not know that our Kmg-Emperor is the firsi 
Muhammadan Monarch in the world— for it is to Hts Majesty that the largest 
number of the followers of Islam render willing allegiance — ^not even excepting 
the Saltan of Turkey himself. And His Majesty has no more loyal and bravt 
subjects in his dominions than these vt ry Muhammadans. 

My Lord, such are the wrongs of the Indians in South A|rica. The edu 
cated classes in this country know and realize to the fullest extent the difficul 
ties of both the Indian and the Imperial Governments. IndeeJ they gratefullj 
acknowledge the sincere and earnest attempts made by the Government o 
India to change the lot of these unhappy men. But the masses do not under 
•Mnd the nice distinctions and subtleties of high politics They look to tin 
result and not the cause. They see that His Majesty’s subjects are ili-treatec 
in one part of the Empire, and they wonder at the failure ol England’s might tc 
secure justice for their ill-treated brethren. This is an impression which should 
not be allowed to go forth in the interests of the Empire. 

Is there no way out of the difficulty ? We think that there is, and thu 
resolution points tout that way The colonies are dependent for their pro- 
sperity and development on the Indian labour. We simply tell them, that unlesi 
and until you behave better and treat our people like hutg^i beings, with fair- 
ness and* justice, you shall not have our help in securin^Tnat labour which yoi 
YO nmoh want. 
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** My Lord, as I have already sud, the IiuKan people are absolutely 
united on this point. Is it too much to request the European members of this 
Council, official or non^official, to stretch a helping hand to us to stop this 
legalised form of slavery, to save our people from indignities and humiliattonSi 
and to vindicate our national honour ? My Lord, I think not, I hope not.** 

The Hon’ble Babu BhupeNDra Nath Basu : “After what has fallen 
from the Hon’ble Mr. Maxwell, it is needless to add any observations of 
mine. On behalf of the community which I have the honour to represent in 
Your Excellency’s Council, 1 associate myself with every word that has 
fallen from the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale regarding the grievances of our countrymen 
in South Africa and the remedies that may be applied. I render to Your 
Excellency our humble and most loyal thanks for the ready response 
which Your Excellency’s Government has given to the resolution.” 

The Hon’ble Mr S\chchidanan^ja Sinha said ; — “ My Lord, after the 
very able and exhaustive treatment which the subject-matter of this resolution has 
received at the hands of the mover, the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale, I do not think I 
shall be justified in inflicting on the Council a long speech, and yet the question 
is one of socvi^al an importance to the well-being of *my country that I would 
fain say a few words in supporting the proposition. The first important point to 
note in connection with the subject is the almost absolute unammitv that exists 
on it, amongst all the sections of our rather heterogenous population. But 
whatever our differences on other questions may be, on this one question, that of 
the status of Indians in the South African Colonies and the remedial measure 
proposed by the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale, there is, I am gltd to say, an absolute 
agreement amongst thoughtful and educated Indians. This in itself is a ^reat 
’ advantage. We know that what often passes for public opinion in this country is as 
often as not but the opinion of a particular community or of a small section of the 
people. Fortunately this is not the case in connection with the subject under 
discussion. Here the representatives of all the Indian communities stand on a 
common platform and are working shoulder to shoulder to have this great griev- 
ance redressed. Nor is the vast bulk of the great Anglo-Indian community 
unsympathetic in the matter, to judge from the writii^s of many of the leading 
exponents in the Press, of Anglo-Indian opinion. There might be here and 
the re a dissentient voice, but! believe that the great bulk of His Majesty’s 
European subjects in this country are at one with their Indian fellow-sub- 
jects, so far as this question is concerned. Last, but not least, some of the 
greatest British statesmen — members of both the great political parties— 

have repeatedly expressed their svmpathv with the claims of the Indians in 

South Africa and suggested the adoption by the Government of some such 
measure as that urged by the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale. Such unanimous 
support, official and non-official,'* British, Anglo-Indian and Indian, ought to 
m.itprially strengthen the hands of thq Government in grappling with the pro- 
blem in the way suggested by the mover of the resolution. 

“ My Lord, speaking recently at Edinburgh on * The Place of India in the 
Empire ’ Lord Curzon said that ‘ Strong language may well be justified in 
condemning some of the disabilities 10 which Indians of' education and position 
have been subjected in the Transvaal and other Colonies.* And he hims^ 
speaking ip the House of Lords, summarized the Indian grievances in 

following terms — Said His Lordship — The Indian 'is invited and even 

encouraged by our Government to emigrate fiom India. We send him to a tblony 
which he enriches by his labour, and then society there appears to turn round on 
him, as if he were a pariah dog. He is penalised there, not for his vices but fort 
his virtues. It is because he is a sober, industrious, frugal and saving man tha 
he is such a formidable economic danger in the situation. And then the Indian 
remembers that, at any rate, in a* large number of cases he has fought for the 
British Empire in jS<>uth Africa and that it was largely owing to bis efforts' that 
Natal was saved. (!^al would not have been, saved in the Boer war but for the 
contingents that were despatched to the scene of war from India. * But though 
I have one of the highest authorities on Indian questions in justificatum of the 
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use of stroQis l»ngt»ge in spealdng on this ^abject, I shall nevertheless refrain 
l^om dc^nf so, as I believe the case of the radians in South Africa is so strong 
as to render the use of strong language more <Mr less unnecessary and superflu* 
ous. The tale of firoe narrated by the mover of tHb resolution should s itisfy 
all reasonable and all open*minded men that the statement of facts contains a 
most serious indictment that can be brought against any Government 
with any pretentions to a civilized system of administration. 
And when we remember that the principal cause of the Boer war was 
alleged by so responsible a Minister as Lord Lansdowne, and other responsible 
statesmen, to have been the ill-treatment of the Indians in the Transvaal, it is all 
the more regrettable to learn that though ten years have ^ elapsed since that 
time, the condition of the Indians in the British Colonies in South Africa has 
far from improving, but grown worse. It is worth while quoting the very words 
of Lord Lansdowne : ' Among the many misdeeds of the South African Republic, 

I do not know that any Alls me with more indignation than its treatment of 
these Indians. And the hjunn is not ccmflned to sufferers on the spot ; for what 
do you imagine would be the effect proceed in India when these poor people 
return to their country to report to iheir friends that the Government of the 
Empress, so mighty and irresistible in India, is powerless to secure redress 
at the hands of a small South African State.’ iT wish those who are opposed 
to a policy of intervention by the Imperial Government on^he ground of 
the Colonies being self-governing States could realise the feelings of the 
Indian people, seeing that these Colonies are now not independent but an in- 
tegral portion of the great British Empire. For it is beyond a shadow of doubt 
that the substitution of the British for the Dutch Government has, so far from 
bringing any relief, but served to make the position of the Indians worse in many 
respects, and that these ten long years have been one long night of suffering and 
tribulation to our fellow countrymen in South Africa. 

" My Lord, it was expected that matters might take a more favourable turn 
when the Colonies would be federated into one united commonwealth, but that 
occasion is also come and gone and we are now even farther than before from 
the destined goal ; for strange to say, for the flrst time in the history of legisla- 
tion of the Imperial Parliament, the racial bar-sinister has been accepted as a 
principle in the Act of Union. It is an irony of fate that the great British people 
who have pven us Indians the rudiments of self-government should have sanc- 
tioned legislation for South Africa, the one effect of which would be the political 
degradation of the Indians in that country, by refusing them the possibility 
to£iy of enjoying the ordinary rights of men, let suonc the rights and 
privileges which we^ justly assume and claim to be the birthright of 
every British subject, in all parts of the Empire. 1 venture to say that unless the 
grievances are removed before long, the irritation and soreness in this country 
will deepen to an extent which no well-wisher of the Government can look 
forward to with equanimity. ^ 

" My Lord, the claim of the Indians in South Africa is based upon the 
noblest traditions associated with thF conception of the British Empire. Sev( nty 
years ago Lord Palmerston in defending his foreim policf used the memorable 
words As the Roman in the days of old held himself free from indignity 
when he could say CfVfs Romanus sum, so also a British subject, in 
whatever land he may be, shall be confident that the watchful eye 
and the strong arm of^ England will protect him a^nst injustice 
and wrong.' This was said with reference to the rights of the British subjects 
in forei^ States and is thus all the more strongly applicable to the case of 
the British subjects within the dominions of His Majesty the King-Emperor. 
This doctrine has never been repudiated by any responsiole statesman ; on the 
contrary it was confirmed only two years back by Lord Curzon who, in the course 
ctf the debate on the South African question in the House of Lords, said that 
the Indian ‘ claims the full rights of citizenship of the British Empire.* *I do 
not think,’ continued his Lordship, ’it is for us to blame him for that, as we 
hanre tmight it him and inspired him with those ideas,’jAd he significantly added 
that it is * the only basis upon which you will expect um loyalty of an Asiatic 
ptOfMikition to an alien rme to be permanently developed or maintained.* If I 
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may say so without impertinence, thye are wise words and \^y ^ down the only 
sound and healthy ideal of citizenship on which the great British Empire can 
exist as a real political unit. Set aside this ideal and the Empire wiU be 
reduced to a mere agglomeration of States and the* nominal allegiance 
to the Crown will not be sufficient to stop its disintegration. I am aware 
that, of late, attempts have been made to whittle away the accepted view of 
British citizenship by some Ministers not sufficiently strong to put pressure on the 
colonies, and a leading Anglo-Indian journal — fortunately the only one — has 
tried more than once recently to furnish us with what it calls * a re-statement of 
what citizenship of the Empire imports and what it does not import*. It has 
told us that ‘ Imperial citizenship confers no right to wander and settle through- 
out the Empire*, and it has not been afraid to say that ' the conception of citizen- 
ship and what it connotes in the British Empire must be retaught to Indians.* 
My Lord, 1 think 1 can safely say on behalf of my educated countrymen that we 
refuse to be taught anew the conception of British citizenship and that we are 
not prepared to accept any such new ideas as would make us but the footstool 
of the Empire. But apart from that I may, be permitted to say that it seems 
to me a tactless thing to ask educated Indians to un-learn the lessons 
they have been taught for over a century and which have been instrumental 
in securing their willing allegiance to the Crown and to learn afresh lessons 
of doubtful w*sdom the one effect of which w’ould be to make them lose their 
self-respect. Besides, once the process of unlearning begins, one does not know 
where it may end and what difficulties it may not land us m. I therefore feel 
bound to repudiate this new conception of British citizenship and urge the claim 
of my countrymen to justice and fair play in all the British colonies on the basis 
of the ideals of citizenship propounded by some of the greatest British states- 
men and administrators. 

>oi My Lord, it is all the more regrettable that the anti-Indian legislation 
in the South African colonies is based upon considerations of birth and colour. 
It is often said by those who are supporters of the colonial Government that 
their anti-Indian attitude is not inspiied by racial considerations but purely 
economic. If that were the case, I think 1 could undertand it. But I have 
the authority of Lord Curzon that the colonial standpoint is only 'partly 
economic and partly sentimental, * since, says Lord Curzon, ' they are averse 
from the permanent introduction into the territories which they have won 
and are endeavouring to develope as white-men’s lands.’ This,is just what we mean 
by saying that the colonial objection is based on what is called * the crime of 
colour.' That this should be so in the twentieth century and in countries in which 
the type of civilization is what we understand by the word ‘ Christian* is distressing 
to those who — albeit in the remote future — look forward to the Parliament of man 
and the federation of the world. It is distressing to find thdt in this particular 
matter not only has modern European civilization made no progress beyond the 
point attained by the ancient, but th^t it has actually retrogressed. Comparison 
is often instituted by stud«nts of history between the ideals and principles of the 
Roman Empire and the British Empire, «and generally the verdict on most 
counts is in favour of% the latter. It has, howeier, to be noted with regret that 
in the matter of the treatni'^nt of the peoples of dependencies, the Roman Empire, 
whether in Asia or Africa, displayed a much greater liberality than we can claim 
for the colonie»of the British Empire, so far as birth and colour, playing any part 
in shaping political affairs, are concerned. We have lately had the benefit of 
studying a masterly exposition t>f the subject by so distinguished an administra- 
tor as the Earl of Cromer^who has had practical experience of both India and 
Egypt— ^nd this is what he says in his luminous essay on * Ancient and Mod^n 
Imperalism ' Mere colour antipathy does not appear to have existed among 

the Greeks any more than amongst the Romans I have been unable to 

discover any distinct indication that colour antipathy existed to any marked extent 
in the ancient world. The dominant Roman and the intellectual Greek thought 
themselves without doubt very superior alike to the savage Gaul or Briton and 
to the more civilized Em 'itian or Asiatic ; but in estimating his sense of superi- 
ority, neither appears xur- have taken much account of whether the skins of the 
subject or less intellectually advanced races were white, black or brown.* ' My 
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own conjecture is/> says Lord Cromer, ' that antipathy based on differences of 
colour is a plant of comparatively recent growth, and I cannot help thinking that 
antipathy based on colour is a much more prominent feature in the government 
and social relations of the world than was the case in ancient times* * 

", My Lord, all efforts to bring the colonists to take a reasonable view of the 
affmrs having failed, it now remains for us to devise^ an effective^ remedial mea« 
sure, and the remedy suggested in the resolution is the one which seems to me 
likely to be most effective and one which will produce least discomfort to the 
parties concerned. As the four African colonies are now united together, they 
are jointly responsible for all such acts of any of them as affects the Indians, and 
by bringing pressure to bear upon even one of them we are likely to produce an 
appreciable indirect and reflex effect on the others, their interests being now inter* 
mixed. It has been conclusively shown by the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale that on the 
admission of the Commission appointed by the Governor of Nat.il in 1908, that 
colony is materially dependent on Indian labour. ‘Absolutelv conclusive evidence 
has been put before (he Commission, * we read m the report that several Indus* 
tries owe their existence and present condition entirely to indentured Indian labour, 
and if the importation of such labour were abolished*, under the present condition 
these industries would decline and in some cases be abandoned entirely.’ Here then 
is our chance. And we have to resort to this expedient not in any spirit of retalia- 
tion or vindictiveness against those who, however misguided, are nevertheless 
our fellow-subjects, but solely with the object of protecting the ust and legiti- 
mate riglUs of our own people and thereby indirectly upholding the great and 
glorious traditions associated vnth the conception of British citizenship, embodied 
in the expression ctVts Srttiantcus sum. Nor is it that the step proposed in 
the resolution is one that is not sanctioned by the highest authority. It is some^ 
years since Lord George Hamilton speaking as Secretary of State for India 
declared, in replying to a deputation, as follows • — ‘ I do not like to make use of 
threats, but if I nnd that there is a disposition to get this labour and not treat the 
people fairly, it will be a matter for serious consideration whether or not we 
should put some legal obstacles in their way.* * After all,* said his Lordship, 

* India is a very big place and a few thousands taken from here and there does 
not ra ike anv difference.* * But I should not hold the position which I do, 
said Lord George Hamilton, ‘ and continue to tolerate treatment which seems to 
be wholly unnecessary.* Similar language was used by Lord Ciirzon, in the 
course of his address at Edinburgh. He said : — ‘ The Government of India is 
entitled to make what stipulations it may please in lending its labour 
to other parts of the Empire, for this loan is, as a rule, a greater 
benefit to them than it is a relief to India : and 1 did not hesitate, 
when Viceroy, to say that I would contemplate with equanimity the 
complete cessation of Indian emigration to South Africa, unless I could obtain 
better t( rms for those who were there. It is ft part of the duty of the Indian 
Government to put’every form of pressure that it legitimately can upon colonial 
Governments, disposed to exercise their self-governing rights a sclBsh or invi- 
dious fashion.* We have thus on our side the support of two of the highest 
officials and, curiously enough, both Conservative statesmen. Resolutions to the 
same effect have been passed at many representative meetings in South Africa 
and in all parts of India. Such beihg, my Lord, the consensus of opinion on the 
A question, I think your Excellency^ Government will do well to place itself at 
the head of this great popular movement, behind which India stands 
up as one man. Endless remonstrances have been made to the colonial 
Governments, but to no purpose, and the time for some action has certainly 
arrived. This is, in the direction suggested in the resolution, all the more 
necessary at a time when it is contemplated to abolish indentured 
labour in Assam. To abolish it in Assam, where the system can be 
supervised by tht: Government, and to continue it in the case of colonies which 
by manifestation of racial prejudice have violated the flrs^rinciplcs of the unity 
of the Empire, would be to maintain a practice absoluteipPidefensible. It seems 
to me, in my humble opinion, to be the clear duty of the Government no longer 
4,0 countenance a system under which the colonies obtain the benefit of lo&si 
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labour, while they withhold from Indian emigrants even the elementary rights of 
citizenship* Besides, the development of our own industries has brought us face 
to face with the problem Sf a larger supply of trained labour than is available at 
present. Expert opinion is agreed that one of the coming problems of the day 
would be the deficiency of trained Indian labour to meet our ownigrowing indus- 
trial requirements, and there is no reason why we should be altruistic enough to 
benefit our coloni.il fellow-subjects, at our own expense, by sending them labour 
which ne badly retjuire. On all these grounds I support the resolution before 
the Council I sincerely hope the Government will see their way not only to 
accept bur also to give effect to it. By doing so they will not only have served 
the be->t iniere^ts of the people of tins country, whose destinies they wield, but 
will have drawn them closer to themselves, by standing up for their rights and 
privileges. 1 am sure the Government sympathise with this resolution and, by 
rising to the height of their duty on this occasion, will fulfil the just expecta- 
tions of India.” 

The Hon'ble Mr. Ghuznavi said : — “ My Lord, I rise to support the reso- 
lution now before Your Excellency. It must indeed be a matter of satisfaction to 
us all that the first occasion on which we have been permitted the privilege of 
moving a resolution should be one m which the sympathies of Englishmen 
and Indians converge on the same worthy cause 1 he struggle that is being 
carried on in South Africa by our brethren for the honour of their country is a 
memorable one. 

“ My Lord, it is not necessary for me to expatiate on the suffering! of our 
countrymen in South Africa. The facts are already quite familiar to the Goverrr- 
ment of India and to the educated public, before whom they h.ne been placed 
*-«again and again. Petition after petition, representation after representation, public 
nicelings after public meetings, have brought the matter before the Govern- 
ment of India, before Parliament and before responsible Ministers of the Crown, 
till the whole question has been worn threadbare. Your Excellency's Govern- 
ment have gone into the matter deeply and have considered it from every point 
of view. We know that Your Excellency's Government have made strong 
representations to Ills Majesty’s Ministers on behalf of India and her people. 
^\'e are also aware that grtar British statesmen of all parties with a sense of 
their sav red 1 in pt rial responsibilities have unanimously recognised the wrong 
tliat has been dune to India. It is such statesmanship that keeps burning the 
hallowed fire of loyalty in our hearts, the indubitable trust that some solution 
will be found to this most diificult question. Hitherto, in spite of the unanimity of 
opinion as to the reality of the grievances and sufferings ox our brethren in South 
Africa, British state^mell cither in the United Kingdom or in India have been 
unable to find a solution to the problem. 

“ Our countrymen are struggling for the rights of citizenship in the Empire 
but the Empire is so constituted that the colonists in South Africa claim 
that they ate m the best position to determine what is good for the internal 
administration of their country, and they have to be left free to do their will. 
They forget that the treatment of the races of one part of the Empire in 
another pot lion is an imperial and not a parochial question; but this at the 
same time raises the difficulty that there is no imperial Zollverein to decide 
Imperial matters. The colonies are not likely to leave the decision of such « 
questions to tlic mother country, in spite of her beir^ the senior partner in 
the great concern. In this difficult situation the Government of ludfh may 
assert the same unrestrictedness in deciding matters of our internal policy* 
By accepting this resolution therefore we hope to strengthen the hands of 
the Government of India; we hope to assist British statesmanship in its sinceze 
attempts to find a solution to, this problem ; and we hope to apply the only 
practical remedy that has so far been proposed. 

'* My Lord, if any« Pleasures had been proposed to get a modification of 
the Indentured Labdcil; Laws or for the prohibition of emigration on the 
indenture system on its own merits, 1 would have heartily supported the 
ending of a system of virtual slavery, which is quite inconsistent with the 
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dignity 4)1 hjuiuui lidtoiir. U the system be found unworkable in my own 

E rovince and if it has been decided to end the system there, 1 submit in all 
umititjt my Lord, that it ought to be scarcely all<:a'*'’<^d to continue in so 
distant a country, whera^e cannot have our own officers to supervise it. I 
support the resolution with the greater conviction, as I believe that, by refraining 
from assisting the emigration of indentured labour to Natal, we can put indirect 
pressure upon the whole of South Africa, for South Africa will soon be a 
le^ral Union, and Natal, as an equal member thereof with the other States, 
wilt in her own interest exercise no little influence. 

In the memorial to Indian valour in South Africa, which stands on the 
outskirts of Johannesburg, there are three tablets, on <me alone of which 
is inscribed the word * Mussulman, ’ on the other two are the words * Chrisiian- 
Zoroaiitrian * and * Hindu*Sikh * respectively. It is on account of the large 
numbers of Mussulmans who poured their life*blood for ihe Empire on the 
battlefields of South Africa, it was thought worthy that they should have a 
separate tablet to themselves. Asa B^ussulman 1 cannot but take pride in this 
fact, but it is painful to think that the brother co ‘religionists of those who 
died so bravely are denied now the free exercise of their religion, though we 
are privileged to live under the most potent monarch of Muhammadan Empires. 

My Lord, the majority of Indians domiciled in the Transvaal^elotig to the 
Muhammadan faith. In addition to the indignities which they have to suffer 
in common with their brethren of other faiths, restrictions are pai upon them 
which proclude them from having their simplest religious needs saiisficd ; such 
of them as are briveiy undergoing imprisonment for the honour of ihcir country 
are refused facilities for practising their religion in prison. By the Immigration 
Law. Ill of 1885, article 1, iny co-religionists from European Tui key were singled 
out for inclusion within the provisions of that law, uhen the least eduiated of .er 
Europe and the lowest classes of Servia and Bulgaria could freely emigrate 
into that country The immigration laws were thus b.ised not onl^ on race- 
prejudice and colour-prejudice but also on religious prejudice. Though this 
Act has been recently amended, removing the restrictions upon Muhamm idans 
of European Turkey, all other Muhammadans arc still included within its scope. 

" With these few remarks, my Lord, I bpg leave to support this resolution.** 

The Hon'ble Raja of DiGHAPATIA said: — ** My Lord, of all Imperial 
tragedies, there appears to be none more sad and bitter than the trcatincmt which 
our fellow-countr /men in South 'frica are receiving at tlie hands of some of 
the self-governing colonies in the British Empire. 

** We had hoped that under the direct Imperial sway of England the 
condition of the Indians would eveiywhere improve in South Africa, but we 
regret we have been disappointed. Our countrymen are treated in mo^t of the 
South African Colonies as undesirables and 'aliens, and they are municipally 
disenfranchised, socially degraded and«in fact deprived of all elementary rights 
.of citizenship which we have the privilege of enjoying in this (country. I may be 

f icrmitted to point out to jour Lordship that no less than three ex-Viccioys of 
ndia have publicly denounced the treatment of Indians in South Africa as a 
reactionary step in Imperial Government and as quite out of keeping with the 
<1^ best principles and traditions of the Empire. 

** It is really deplorable that no Indian subject of His Majenty, — however 
high, Cultured or influential he may be, — is pemwtted to f-nter some^ of His 
Ma)esty*s territories in South Africa without going through an education test 
and taung out a certificate of identity — a certificate which he has to show to 
every constable or any other petty officer who may be ph'ased to demand it. If 
either intentionally or by chance he docs not carry wiih him such a a certificate, 
be b at once arrested and thrown into prison. In the case of Muhammadans, 
^Uities are very often denied to them for their religious observances. 

** Coming to the question of indentured labour iMMatal, I need hardly 
point out to your Lordship that various authorities from Secretaries of State 
downwards are agre^ that the life of the Indian labourer in that coloi^ b 
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extremely hard and badly needs immediate redress. The high rate of suicide 
alone amongst indentured Indians is a convincing proof of the hardships they 
have to undergo. As fell previous attempts to awaken the Nata^ Government to 
Its sense of responsibility in the matter had proved fruitless, the only alterna> 
live left to us was to appeal to your Excellency's benign Government to take 
steps for the effectual prohibition of Indian emigration to Natal in the future,*— 
not only as a measure of retaliation but also of protection for the thousands of 
poor Indian subjects of His Majesty who have been committed to your Lord- 
ship’s charge. j, , 

** In conclusion I beg to thank the Government of India for their prompt and 
favourable response to so popular a resolution brought on by the Hon'ble 
Mr. Gokhale.” 

His Excellency the President said : — “ I consider that the resolution 
proposed by the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale h.is been sufficiently discussed and will 
now call upon the mover to make any remarks which he desires to offer.” 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Gokhalb : ” My Lord, I have no further remarks to 

make.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Maxwell : — ” My Lord, I now wish to add a few 
words with reference to such of the puints raised by Hon’ble Members in the 
course of this discussion as seem to call for any observations at this stage. The 
Hon’ble Mr Gokh.ilc lias enumeratt-d the disabilities imposed (fn British 
Indians in Natal, and 1 have aheady dealt with the most serious one which 
relates to licenses. The grievance with respect to education is under con- 
sideration, and I am therefore unable to make any statement regarding it at this 
stage. 

” As regards the municip.al franchise, I may state that in the Natal Muni- 
cipal Bill of 1905 It was proposed to dl^fIanchlse Indians, but the proposal 
was not carried into effect, and we are not aware that the subject has come up 
again. 

” Reference has been made to the condition of indentured labourers in 
Natal, and it has been suggested that the Government of India should have 
an independent inquiry made on the subject. With regard to this proposal I 
may say that the Government of India carefully review the reports of the 
Protector of Immigrants on the condition of indentured labourers in the Colony, 
but they have found no occasion to take action regarding the ill-treatment of 
this class of emigrants and no complaints have been made to them by the 
labourers themselves , on the other hand, no difficulty is experienced in obtain- 
ing recruits for Natal. These circumstances do not indicate that the condition 
of indentured labourers in Natal is unsatisfactory and that a special inquiry by 
the Government of India is required The Hon’ble Member’s suggestion will, 
however, receive due consideration. ** 

“The Hon’ble«Mr. Jinnah has drawn attention to the terms of the Income* 
Tax and Land Assessment Act as operating harshly on Indians in Natal ; but I 
may point out that this Act will cease to be operative in June 1910. 

“ Mention has been made of the Natal Immigration Commission’s Report. 
A copy of th^g Report has been furnished to the Government of India, but they 
have not yet been asked for their views on its findings. Hon’ble Members* may, 
however, rest assured that the various questions with which it deals will receive 
the most careful consideration. 

“ As several Hon’ble Members have alluded to the treatment of Indians' in 
the Transvaal, 1 may be permitted to state that the situation there is likely to 
improve considerably be hire long: The Iransvaal Government have expressed 
their willingness to introduce legislation in order to repeal the Asiatic Law 
Amendment Act of which was strongly objected to by Indians, wd to 

allow of the entry of educated Indians annually as permanent residents. 
These concessions do not fully meet the wishes of the Indians^ tesident^ in tte 
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Trsiitvaal, bttt,they mark a distinct step towards the solution of the problem in 
tbat country. 

** In conclusion, 1 beg to acknowledge the eloquent antblucid manner in which 
the Hbh'ble Mr, Gokbale has moved his resolution and the moderation of the Ian* 
guage used by him and most of the speakers, but 1 wish to say that in accepting 
the resolution the Government of India do not endorse all the statements made 
by the Hon’ble Members who joined m the discussion.” 

The resolution was put and adopted. 

DISCUSSION OF FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

His Excellency THE President said: — “The Council is adjourned until 
Friday, the 4th March.

“ In order to facilitate business and simplify procedure, I have decided to 
admit questions relating to either stage of the Budg«it discussion at two clear 
days' notice, instead of the ten clear days which the rules ordinar|jy require. 
This relaxation however is strictly conditional on the question being merely an 
inquiry as to the meaning of some specific figure m the estimates, and it will 
remain in force only for the purposes of the discussion on the Financial State* 
ment.”

Rainfall summary for the seyen days endinz at 8 hrs. on Thursday, 
the 10th Maroh 1910, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

The depreaston which was approadbing northeast India on the 3rd reached Bengal 
» OB die fcdlowinji; morning, and gave local rainfall in Eastern Bengal and Assam for two 
dajrs, after which it ceased to afreet the weather. The depression was followed by a short 
period ot much cooler weather than usual over northern India, the central parts of the 
country aod the Deccan. A feeble disturbance appeared in the Andaman Sea on the 
and, and caused a few falls of rain in south Burma daily for the rest of the week. Light 
snowfalls were of frequent occurrence in parts of Kashmir throughout the period. 

Burmm , — Rain fell over the greater part of Lower Burma, excluding the Arakan coaat, 
nnd on the 9th it also occurred locally in central Burnui. Skies were more or ess cloudy, 
and tempexature did not differ much from the normal. 

Nrrthtast India, including Drrxre.— Rainfall occurred ^ulII ports of Assam and in 
dm Jal^niguri, Mymenaingh, Narayanganj and Jessore districts, IMle a few thnoderahowefn 
vntn reported brum Bihar Skies were cloudy at the beg;intting and end of the week. 
ItfvImiMii tenpemtnre was normal, but the minimum was in defect on most days.

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The Onited Provinces, Central India and the Central Pr^/uMfv— Fendm wporte d 
a light fall of rain on the loth. Skies were generally clear and weather was cooler than 
usual during the greater part of the week. 

Noi’thwest India — ^Light precipitation occurred in Kashmir and northeast 
Baluchistan. Skies were thickly cloudra in the area of precipitation on several dajrs and 
w'ere clear or lightly clouded on the plains. Both day and night temperatures were In 
moderate to large defect up to the 8tn 

The Peninsula —A few thundershowers occurred on the Malabar coast. Skies were 
clear or lightly clouded. Temperature was low on the Konkan coastj in the Bombay 
Deccan and Hyderabad during the first part of the week, but with this exception it was 
normal* 

The following summarises the chief rainfall amounts as reported at 8 hrs. each day

Rainfall for the week was in large excess in Lower Burma and Bihar, and normal 
in Eastern Bengal and Assam and Bengal proper, but elsewhere it was in large defect. 
The week’s rainfall has not changed appreciably the seasonal departures from normal and 
there is a deficiency of more than, 30 per cent, in Assam, Bihar, the east of the United 
Provinces, Baluchistan, the east of Central India and the greater part of the Peninsula.

Pasture is insufficient in parts of the Circars, the Dec<»o, NeUore, 
Chingleput, North Arcot. Coimbatore, Tinnevelly and South Canara. Fodder is^ scanty^ in 
parts of Guntur and NeUore. The condition of cattle is generally good. The price ^of rice 
IS stationary in nine districts ; has fallen in seven and has risen in seven. The prices of 
millets have fluctuated as follow* * — Ragt is stationary in seven districts , has fallen in two 
and has risen in twelve. Cholam is stationary in six districts ; has fallen in one and has 
risen in seven. Cumin is stationary in six districts ; has fallen in two and has risen in 
seven. The public health is generally good Prospects are generally fair though more 
rain is required in Salem. Tne condition of the labouring classes is satisfactory every- 
where and employment is readily available. Grain stocks are generally sufficient.

of that sec tion prohibiting the possession of eu(;aine, beta cocaine, lactate cocaine or 
holocaine, shall not apply —

with the conditions of his license by a person who is authorized by a license 
granted under the provisions of the said Act to sell eucaine, beta eucaine, 
lactate eucaine or holocaine ; or 

(II) euiainc, beta eucaine, lactate eucaine or holocaine, which has been purchased 

from a duly authorized vendor, for medicinal purposes, on the prescription 
of a person who has been registered under an European or American Medical 
Act, or who has received a medical diploma from an Indian University or 
^ College, and who practises medicine according to European methods, provided 

that tne cucainc, beta eucaine, lactate eucaine, or holocaine, is in the posses- 
sion of the- person for whom it was preset ibed or of a person authorized 
to purchase or to possess it on 'u is behalf ; or 
(ill) to cticame, beta eucaine, lactate euraine or holocaine, required for the exercise 
of his profession mi the possession of a person who has been registered under 
an European or Amt ncan Medical Art, or who has received a medical 
^diploma from an India University or College and who practices medicine 
according to European methods.

Rules made by the High Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal under 
section 21 of the Indian l^ess Act, 1910. 

t. These Rules may be cited as The Rules under the Indian Press Act, iqto". 
They shall come into operation on the tSth day of March 1910 and shall apply to all applica- 
tions made to, and all proceedings taken in, the High Court ot Judicature at Fort William 
in Bengal under the Indian Press Act, 1910, hereinafter referred to as '''The Act 

а. Every application to the High Court, under section 17 of the Act, to set aside an 
order of forfeiture under section 4, 6, q, 11 nr 12 shall be made by the presentation of a 
petition nhich shall be signed by the applicant and verified at foot by the affidavit of the 
applicant 

3 The petition shall be written in the Fnglish language on foolscap paper, or other 
paper similar to it in sire and quality, bookwise, and divided into paragraphs numbered 
consecutively Dates and sums occurring in the petition shall be expressed in figures. SR 

4 The petition ‘hall be headed — 

** In the High Court of Judicatuic .at ljx>rt William in Bengal, Oiiginal Jurisdiction 
In Its Special Bench Lonstiluted under Act 1 of 1910” and siiall be intituled 
" In the Matter of the (name if any) Printing Press or the (naine or descrip- 
tion) book, document or newspaper, as the i.ise ftiiiy be” 

5. The petition shall state what the mtorcsl of (he applicant im in th^ property in 
respect of which the order of forfeiture has been made and all documents or copies thereof 
in proof of such interest together with a copy of the notice of forfeituie under section 4, 6, 
9, 11 or 12 of the Act, as the case may be, shall be annexed ns exhibits to the petition. 

б, The petition shall state the ground or giouiids on w huh it is sought to MIt aside 
the order of forfeiture. 

7. Al^crnacular documents annexed as exhibits to the petition .ind all vernacular 
documents relied on by the applic.int and iiiteiuh d to be tendered in eMdetice shall be 
translated into Lnglish by a competent and duly qualified translator nr translators so that 
no q uestion may arise as to the ai curat y of the translations or the admissibility m evidence 

the translations annexed to them V>y reason of defects in such 

translations. 

8. The petition with exhibits annexed thereto and their translations, if any, togetlicr 
with a copy of such petition and exhibits with translations, shall be pn‘sc'iitod to the Chief 
Justice who will constitute a Special Bench and appoint a day for the hearing and deter* 
mination of the application. 

9. Notice in writing of the day appointed for the hearing and delerminatiun of the 

application shall be given by the Registrar, Original Jurisdiction, to the Chief Secretary 
to the Governmeut of Bengal and the copy of the* petitittii and exhihita with (ranslalions, if 
any, in the last preceding rule mentioned, shall accompany such notice. s 

to. Printed Paper-Books containing the fictition and all exhibits annexed thereto 
with translations shall be* prepan cl in the manner prescribed bv the Kulc-s for the prepara- 
tion of Paper-Books in ap|>cals from the High ( ourt, Original jurisdiction, and shall be 
delivered to the Registrar, Original Jurisdiction, by the* applicant at least one week before 
the day fixecHor the hearing and <letermin.ition of the. application. 

10. (a) There shall be ordinarily printed 30 copies of tlie Paper-Book, but the Regis- 
trar may, when necessary, direct a larger number tu be printed 

11. The Table of Fees now in force in this Court*in its Original Civil jurisdiction shal 
be applicable to applications under the Act and proceedings thereon, and costs payable in 
respect of such applications and proceedings* shall be taxed, when sp directed, by the 
Taxing Officer ot this Court in its Original Jurisdiction 

12. The provisions of the Code of Civil Procedure and the Rules and Orders of this 
Court relating to execution of decrees and orders shall be applicable to the execution of 
orders passed by the High Court on applications under the A< t

Magistrate has no power under that section to try prisoners for offences against prison 
diacip'ine. • 

It is necessary that Superintendents of Prisons situated *in Pre'<idcncy'towns 
should h*w*~ the {.ower wh>ch Superintend! nts of other prisons poesess of having recxiurse 
to the Courts in order to secure the punishment of serious prison offences.

ELECTRICITY BILL. 

The HonUe Mr. Mii.i ER said ; — It will save time hereafter if, in present* 
fig the Report of the Select Committee, 1 refer briefly to a few of the more 
mportant changes that luive been i^de in the Bill as previously published. 
IVe have endeavoured to make the Bill as clear as is possible in the case of an

exceedingly technical measure. Its ccm»d«ration has thrown on the M^^nbeft 
of the Committee a great deal of labour, «nd I should like to take this opfKM> 
tunity of acknowledging the assistance they have wHIingiy given. The C^m* 
mittee, as well as the Government, are much indebted to the electrical Advisor, 
Mr. Meares, for very valuable help at all stages of their deliberations ; snd the 
experience of the Ilon’bls Mr. Kesteven, both in dealing with questions arising 
**r the existing Act and as a member of the preliminary Comm^ee of 
"tabled him to give most important advice and criticism. 

** The first of Ci "e important changes to which I will refer is in clause 7 
where the Committee Ir. 'itered the terms on which an undertaking is liable 
to pure hase by a local authority on^hc expiration of a specified period Under 
the existing Act the terms are ordinarily the same as in the case of a license 
which has been revoked , and it has been urged that these terms do not give 
sufficient encouragement to the development of enterprise. It has even been 
represented, both now and in 1903, that the purchase clause should be done 
away with altogether. It is true that pnder section 10 of the former Act, hill 
power is given to vary the terms of purchase, and this povirer has, in some 
cases, been exercised, though it appears from the criticisms we have received 
that the effect of section 10 has not always been correctly understood, (t has 
been assumed that this section gave power to Government to vary the terms of 
purchase after a license had been granted without any reference to the wishes 
of the licensee. This, however, was not its intention. It was inserted so as to 
allow of the substitution of different terms in any case in which those specified 
in’ section 7 were not sufficiently liberal or were otherwise upsujjjable. The 
existing Act thus allows of the grant of more liberal terms by specikir^arrange- 
roent, but it has seemed to us advisable to insert somewhat more liberal provisions 
than were ordinarily allowed under the old Act, in a definite and unmistakable 
form. We have, therefore, in section 7, extended the maximum period, after 
which an option to purchase first arises, from 42 to 50 years, and the subsequent 
recurring period from 10 to ao years ; and we have, at the same time, provided 
for an arrangement by which an addition may be made to the purcahse* money 
of a certain percentage on account of compulsory acquisition. There are, no 
doubt, cases for which some different, and more suitable, arrangement might be 
devised, and there may be undertakings of a class in which it is unnecessary 
to reserve any power of purchase to the local authority, such as large undertake 
ings for supply ni bulk. Such cases are fully provided for under the 
amended clause 10, the terms of which have been made as wide as is possible. 
But w'e think that the power of sanctioning such departures from the ordinary 
course contemplated by this Bill should be reserved, as in the existing Act, 
to the Governor General, and not left, as it was in the Bill as introduced, 
to the Local Government 

In clause 23 the Commitvce has made a change to which I refer only for 
the sake of explaining that no alteration in substance is intended. The section 
prevents licensties from showing any undue prrference to their customers; but it 
was thought necessary in the existing Act to add that rebates ro^hf be 
allowed, and ceitain methods were indicated by which rebates were to be 
calculated. In the Bill it was proposed to make this provision more 
comprehensive by allowing any such rebates as the Local Government n^ght 
permit — ^a p 'sion w'hich has been adversely criticised. The Committee have 
struck out the reference to rebates altogether, as they think it unnecessary. 
The important matter is that a licensee shall not show any undue preference, 
and the grant of rebates does not af>pear in itself to be contrary to the principle 
of the clause, or to require any specific authonzation. 

Part 111 of the Bill has been considerably alteied, and clause a8 as it now 
stands*— clause 29 of the Bill as introduced -^has been transferred to it from Part 11 . 
Part 11 now deals with licenses, and Part II I with the supply and use of eiectriCftv 
by non>Ucensees. The Council will understand that there are many cases in wh:dh 
it would be entirely unnecess.iry to insist on all ^ the formalities of a 
license. There are many cases in which no Hcmise is reqnir^, butiriieKe 
|he transmitter of energy requires some of the powers of a licmtseq. TIk 
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ifmm oTflwiB <M«rtltry faotoo, ior exatonple, who tund fMtt in «n dectric installa- 
lio% i^ht iweporod to stq^/ a nieighboariag boaie <Mr houses, or a (ac«

no pralubition against this by itself in the Act. It ma> be, however, that in 
the process el supply a road or a street has to be cross^> and there ts^ no 
anthocity at present for the grant of power to make such crossing In practice, 

1 widerstana that permission to make them is given : that is to say^ 
aothorities intimate that they have no obiection, and ^hei^p|flMllMV[Bh|2^ 
the electricity proceeds to make his arrangements, bu^t^^Hpu position is ciolw 
secure. To meet such cases we have, first of by clause a8 that 

the Local Government may give permission to pe^ffifl^vithout licenses to supply 
electrici^ in certain cases. In doing this w^have been careful to safeguard the 
iotonests of the local authority and of existing licensees, and have phiced on 
the Local Government the responsibility of determining that the case is one in 
which it is unnecessary to insist on the formalities of a license. * 

**11ien, by clause 39, we have pr^ided for the grant of the powers that 
may be necessary, both in these cases ana in cases that might occur of the 
class, ccmtemplated by section 31 of the existing Act, under which notice has 
to be given to the Commissioner of Police, or District Magistrate, of intention 
to transmit electricity in a street. * 

“ The only other change to which I will refer on this occasion is the 
repealing clause No 58. We have made it quite clear that the new measure 
does not affect the terms of any license granted under the existing Act. '*

INDIAN STAMP (AMENDMENT) BILL. «

the Sdect Committee on the Bill further to amend the Indian Stamp Act, 
1899, and moved His Excellency the President to suspend the Rules of 
Buriness to admit of the Report of the Select Committee being taken into 
consideration.

The Hon*ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson mo\ed that the Report of 
the Select Committee be taken into consideration. 

The Hon'ble Mr. N. SubBA Rao said • — ** My Lord, I may venture to say 
that the various aspects of the Bill have not received sufficiealliftention. In 
fact, the raUic have not had sufficient time to submit their representations. 
Even the Report of the Select Committee is just now placed on the table. The 
Committee has made numerous alterations in the Bin. I must say that we 
ate much handicapped in dealing w*ith the Report toHliy. I plead, therefore, 
that the cemsideration of the Bill may be deferred, if possible, for a few days. 

** As the Bill stands, my Lord, it presses unequally on those carrying on 
muae trade in its different branches. Under section 3 of the Bill as intrMUced, 
those who are engaged in the sale of Government securities and in exchange 
contracts would ormnarily have to pay not less than 29 per cent, of whqt 
fjhcgr eerti by way of mokerage ; whereas those who negotiate in shares

“ Thus It will be observed that those who deal in shares are placed in a more 
advantageous position th in those dealing in Government paper and bills of 
exchange. This is irrespective of any duty on the bought note. 

*' I find that in some of the representations made to this Council from 
Bornbav and Calcutta it is assumed that duty has to be psud on both bought and 
sold contracts It appears to me that the intention of the Bill is to impose only 
one duty on a single transaction, and not two duties, and any doubt on the 
subject' ought to be cleared up. If the bought contract were held to be 
a counterpart or duplicate of the sold contract under article 25, the maximum duty 
on the counttspart or duplicate would be one rupee. This is in addition to the 
niaxinuiin of Rs. 10 on the original contract, presumably the sold contract. 

“ Side by side with these contracts, there are others of a similar kind with 
respect to jute, gunnies, ptlioleum, toal, produce, etc , in which brokers earn a 
commission ordinarily of one per cent,, though in some cases their commission 
goes up to 2^ per cent. Yet in all these transactions there was no stamp-duty 
provided for uvthe original Bill. To show how immense is the business carried 
on. 1 may mention that jute worth about 15 crores of rupees is sold 
every year, in which a commission is earned of about 15 lakhs of rupees 
at I per cent. The value of gunnies produced by mills is about |8 crores,*^ 
and at | per cent, the brokerage is about 13 lakhs and a half. Similarly, in 
pt'troleum, jt' 'hjce. coal, the transactions are carried on in crores of rupees 
and the brokerage earned is by lakhs. In all these cases the commissMMi 
received is generally one per cent., whereas in the case of Govdrnment seoufittes 
and bills of exchange covered by the original Bill, the brokerage is only one 
anna per hundred, t c . one-sixteenth of the former. 1 am glad an attempt 
has been made by the Select Committee to include these in the revised Bill. 

1 have ventured to draw the attention of the Hon'ble Finance Member to some 
aspects of the BUI. and request that the consideration of the Bill be deferred for 
a few days, to adjust the inequalities of taxation therr^. i talm this opjportu- 
nitv of thanking the Hon’blc Member in charge of the Bill for the readiness with 
'which he gave attention to the suggestions 1 placed before him.**

“ Well, my Lord, in my protest oiw behalf of European commercial firms 
and banking houses, by whom these duties arc mainly pud, I am also supported 
by the Madras Cham ter of Commerce, who considt'r tne new scale an exorbitant 
one. 1 hope some concession may be made and that a revision ufethe schedule 
may be considered advisable to bring it more into line with the duties now levied 
in Great Britain.’* 

The Hon'ble Mr. Graham said " My Lord, when this Bill was first 
introi^gpikl, there was a very strong opposition on the part of the Calcutta 
commercial community as well as that of the rest of India against two of its 
provisions. I am very thtinkful to the Hon’ble Finance Member for the con- 
cessions which have been m tdc, which, as f.ir as 1 c in see, go far to remove 
these objections. But on principle 1 think the commercial community must 
object to the very enhanced stamp-duties on bills and share transfers, and 
though perhaps to a certain exient th>>se additional stamp-duties are 
necessary, yet I think they have been made out of proportion. I would, there- 
fore, without going so far as to oppose the Bill, ask that if possible these may 
be reconsidered, whenever the next opportunity may occur.” 

The Hon’ble Mr Ml&fon said “ As a member of the SclecW Committee 
which dealt with this Bill, I have the permission of the Member in charge of 
the Bill to offer a somewhat more de(.nled accu mt than was possible in the 
Committee’s Report of the changes that have been introduced into it since it 
was first placed before the Council, and incidentally I may perhaps be able to 
meet some of the objections .which we h.ive just listened to The details of thd 
amendments in the Bill are somewhat dull to the ordinary listener, a 'd 1 will deal 
very briefly with them, but an appreciable Amount of revenue is undoubtedly 
involved, and there are certain interests whose very life is concerned and to whom 
accordingly we owe special consideraAon. • 

” As was explained when the Bill was first brought tefere Council, the in- 
tention of Government is to obtain a certain amount of extra rev* nuc front, on 
the one hand, bills of exchange and promissory notes, and on the oilier hand, 
the ordinary transactions of the stock exchange*, t e., tin* and transfer of 

’ marketable securities. As regards bills of cxch ing<* and promissory notes, the 
additional taxation had not until this morning met with any opuusiuon whatever, 
so far as we were aware. 1 have to frankly admit that, as the tion’bie Mr. Arm- 
strong has said, the duties on bills of exchange are somewhat higher than they 
are in England. This, however, is in keeping with the whole tenor of the stamp 

in this country. The stamp-duties were certainly higher m India than in 
Eittland, and all that we have done was to try and bring the rates into harmony 
wdro die general scale. The Committee, however, have slightly modified the 
rates which were originally pioposed in the Bill so as to leave the smaller classes 
of transactions, vu,i transactions of the value of Rs. 609 and under, at the old 
rat«i. This is a special concession to petty hundxs and other small transitions 
ol that sort which cannot afford to pay very much more than they do at prasent. 
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" CoiniQg to marketable securities the Committee Jiave made ml 
change to the doty proposed upon the transfer of shares or debentores, that ' 
^ 4 ipon the ordinary stock exchange transacdons in ordinary secttrities> Oovism* 
r ment paper being excepted. The Committee have also accepted , tbe 
proposals of the Bill in regard to the enhanced duty upon share warrants ; 
but when they came to the duty upon the issue of debentures, tJiejf 
dar^ 1 — and their decision rested on the most reasonable ground~*to draw a 
V V.' ‘bentures payable to bearer and debentures which are 
b. ^..Mcrable by endorse. or by separate deed. Debentures payable to bearer, 
that is transferable by delivv.. ' Wre put, as the Bill proposed, on exactly the same 
footing as loans issued by local auLlfemies. They will both pay in future the 
same duty, which may be roughly desc?Ks£.'l as one per cent, on the face value 
of the security. This payment will, in tbe one case by law, in the Other 
case by mercantile practice, exempt the security from the payment of any 
transfer duty when it changes hands. But debCtitures which are not bearer 
bonds and which accordingly require separate deeds of transfer and the 
payment of separate btamp*duty on es(l:h occasion that they are bought or 
sold, have a claim for more considerate treatment. The Committ'^e have 
accordingly decided to leai^e them at the same rates of duty as they P’ty 
at present, diat is to say, roughly ^ per cent, on their face value. The 
present law in England is that debentures transferable by delivery pay one 

f ier cent., and that is the rate to which we now wish to raise our taxation in 
ndia. Marketable securities which are not transferable by delivery pay in 
England, as they will now do here, a favoured rate. 

^ I turn now to the particular transaction which I referred to at soin^aingth 
in introducing the Bill — the transfer of securities between pirties who have no 
intention of becoming permanent holders and who treat the securities as articles 
of currency or as material of credit or as matter for pure speculatibn. 

It is the practice, in the Calcutta market <it least, for very heavy transactions 
of this character to pass without any formal transfer deed at ail. What 
IS known as a blank transfer is diawn up. It is signed and generally stamped 
by the first bond fide seller, but after that it may be the vehicle for dozens 
of transfers without paying any further duty. When, after changing hands 
over and over again, the se<uritv covered by the blank transfer finally 
finds a renting placi' in the hands of the permanent investor, the transfer 
deed is completed , but for all the intermediate transactions the Gov- 
ernment revenues have received nothing. It has always been recognised 
that the arrangement is unfair to the general public, and the question of in- 
sisting upon regular transfer deeds has frequently been discussed. On the 
present occasion, however, there was no intention of attempting any such 
radical reform. All that Government desired was to secure some revenue from 
operations which may reasonably be asked to pay a contribution to the 
Exchequer. It was decided accordingly to be satisfied w'ith a moderate 
impost upon the ^contract notes which arhangc hands when a transfer of this 
description is earned through. The new rates which it was proposed 
originally to apply to contract notes were made the subject of general repie* 
sentations from the Chambers of Commerce and the chief commercial 
centres throughout India. We were told that the new duty would fall very 
heavily on the tfro.tqal business of the market, would hamper the free circulation 
of securities, and would incidentally affect certain sections of the market ^ 
interests much more heavily than others. The Committee gave those repreeeata* 
tions their most careful consideration and hare advised the Council to reifaice 
the rate originally proposed and to make a distinction, which the preseiH tanr 
does not maw, beiween transactions in shares and similar securities on the one 
hand and bills of exchange on the other. What the Committee advise ie that mi 
agreements for the sale of Government secuiities or on shares the duty 
should be taken at one anna for cyery 10,000 rupees of value, but that fay bille 
of exchange the duty should be nxed at double the existing rates, that is, at a 
fixed amount of two *annas irrespective of the amount of the bdl. It is 
understood that the latter transactions are based upon a very narrow mar|^ of 
profit or brokerage, that under the custom of the market it would be imposanhin 
for the broker to transfer the duty to his clients, and ^at tUh high g^raduattd 
scale of taxation would probably nave the effect of kdling out an useftd and 
honourable business* 
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*• OlMs foytlier amei^ment has been introduced hy the Select Committee, 
a» a corollftry to the increased duty upon contract notes. Some doubt has been 
eiqprtossed fay those erho are most competent to lodge as to whether certain trans- | 
actions would he regarded in the eyes of the law at agriements under article 5 
of the atamp^ schedule or as memoranda under article 43 of the ssme. In order 
to prevent misapprehension as well as the possibility of an evasuon of duty the 
Committee propoM to tax memoranda under article 43 in ex actly the Mine rijrei^ 
as those under article 5. The effect of this will be that 
stock or marketable security will pav one anna for KJsj^Mfooo rupees of 
Allele 43, however, covers brokers* notes for^dj^i^Snna^ or sale of goods, and 
k is proposed to exempt them from the gradudfed^ale and to make them subject, 
as in the case of bills of exchange tr^Mf!l?Hons, to a fixed duty of two annas 
without reference to the value of the goods. 

"One more point Questions have been asked as to whether thewew 
rates of duty are already m force. This 1 need hardly say is not the case. 
They dsti not come into force until sShis Bill is passed by the Council and 
receives Your Excellency's assent 

" My friend the Honl)!® Mr Subba Rao has bad the courtesy to give us 
private notice of certain amendments which he proposes to mavc. 1 trust 
that the explanations which I have now given and the alterations which have 
now been made in the Bill will probably meet most of his objections. I 
believe the^ Council will readily accept the view that the Bill has been 
materially improved since they last saw it and that the careful attention 
whichtHfe Select Committee have bestowed upon it will make it readily accept' 
able to the general public.'* 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wii .son moved that the Bill, as 
amended, be passed.

COURT-FEES (AMENDMENT) BILL. 

The Hon'ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson presented ther Report of 
the Select Committee on the Bill further to amend the Court-fees Act, 1870, and 
moved His Excellency the President to suspend the Rules of Business to 
admit of the Report of the Select Committee being taken into consideration. 

The President declared the Rules suspended. 

The motion was put and agreed to. , 

The Hon'ble Baku Bhupbndra«Natii Basu moved that at the end of 
clause a, sub-clause (i), of the Bill, the following be inserted, Namely 

** Provided fortber that when the amount or value of the property exceeds 
Ks 10,000 or R<«. 50,000, duty shall be calculated at the rates mentioned 
^K>ve only on the amount or value in excess of Rs. 1 0,000 or Rs. 50,000, as 
the case may be." 

He said s — My Lord, under the Bill, as presented to this Council, the 
d^y is at the old rate of 9 per cent, up to Rs. 10,060, and then at* the rate of 9| 
per cent, from Rs. 10,000 to Rs. 50,000, and at the rate of 3 per cent, on all 
sums from Rs. 50,000 upwards. What my amendment proposes is this, and 1 
ta^ a concrete case to illustrate what I mean. Take an estate vafcled at 
iUii 1 1,000. In this case, under the Bill as proposed, the duty will be at t^ rate ol 
afper'cent. upon the whole Rs. 1 1,000. Wnat I say is, following the precedent 
0I me inoome-tax, that it should be s per cent, up to Rs. 10,000 and from above 
Rs. 10,000 it ought to be 9^ per cent., otherwise there wU be a great difference 
In the incidence of taxation between estates valued at Rs. 1 i,ocx> and oyet. 
Eifliffstty m the case of estates valued at Rs. 50,000 and over, my amendfnsnt, 
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Sir, proposes that up to Rs.^o.ooo the assessment i^ould be at the rate ef 
per cent, and above Rs. 50,000 it should be at the rate of 3 per cent., so 
that the relief sought to be given may be felt by all estates which are in excess 
“^'of the sums of Rs, io,oof» and Rs. 50,000 respectively.”

sought, lies with the probat'e‘*t/^j«:^which were in force in England prior to 
Sir William Harcourt’s death and cS^HNitt^ttes were imposed ; and the practice 
in England was to take the 2| per cent, ano^ per cent on the total value of the 
estates. 1 see no reason why the Government of India should be content with 
anything less, .ind I should be very much the surprised if the Government of India 
agreed to give up the revenues which the Hon’ble Member wishes us to 
sacrifice.’* 

The Hon’ble Sir Guv I^^.EEfvvoon Wilson ; — ” 1 am afraid it is not pos- 
sible for mo tip accept that amendment.” 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Babu Biiupendra Naih BaSU moved that after clause 
3 of the Bill the following be added, namely • 

3. Nothing in this Act shall apply to any probate, letters of admi^'t^atioa 
or certifii ate tn respet t of winch the fee payable under the law'lmr the 
time being in force has been paid prior to the commencement of this Act, 
but which have not been issued ” 

He said ; — ” This amendment relates to a separate state of circumstances 
altogether. Under the practice in our Courts, and under the Court-fees Act 
the duty on prol}.itc or letters of administration has got to be paid at the, 
time that the application is made. When the application is made under the 
provisions of the Court-foes Act, an affidavit of value has got to be annexed to 
the .ipphcation .and the probat»-diity h.is to be paid into Court and a certificate 
has to be filed granted by the executive offi< er of the Court that probate-duty 
has been paid. After thes** pretiminarios have b^en observed and the applica- 
tion has bi en made, there is often times a great deal of dt lay, euher owing 
to contest, or the nitural ddavs that are inherent in our Law Courts in the 
issut* of probate or the grant of letters of administration , and I am quite sure 
that at the present moment tliere are many estates in Bengal at least in respect of 
which the probate-duty has been paid, but where probate has not yet been issued. 

It would be harvl in rc->peci of these estates, that they should be called upon to 
pay the enhanced probate-dutv. I believe, tny Lord, that was not the intention 
of the Legislature, and to make the point clear I beg to move that this provi- 
sion mav ^ inserted so that estates m respect to which the duty has been paid 
may not be subject to the enhanced duty.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Dadabhov said : — *' I beg to support this amendment,^ 

I think the siigg^s‘ion made by my Hon’ble friend is a most equitable one. All 
those estates in respect of which proceedings have already been initiated should ^ 
not certainly be brough ''under the op>'ration of the new Act. It might upset 
family arrangements ; it might upset family duties ; it might affect payment of 
debts ; and it inight also disturb manv other interests. It is only equitable that 
an Act of this kind should only affect interests that are to come into operation 
hereafter. I have very great pleasure, thuretore, in supporting this amendment, 
and I trust Government will see their way to accent the suggestion which 
appeals to every one as a most equitable one.” 

The Hon’ble Sir QiJV Fleetwood Wilson said: — “My Lord, 1 jgng 
myself at last in a mare agreeable position in being able to meet my Hon'hie 
friend and to accept on behalf of the Government the amendment of the 
Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu.” 
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The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon'ble Raja Pramada Nath Ray of Digh^apatia moved th.it in 
clause a, sub*clause (2*), of the Bill as amended, the words ** but does not exceed 
fifty thousand rupees ” and the entries'^-

He said: — “ My Lord, as a representadj^PW^e landowning int^^rest in 
the Council, I feel it my bounden dut|M||Siipmnt out to your Laid'»hip that the 
proposed increase in the court-fees f5r purposes of probate and .succession 
will prove a great hard->hip upon all class.-s of poopls who h ive to dispose of 
their properties by wills, pirticularly the landowning classes. 

** An additional duty of one per cent)|pi in many cases will prevent people 
from making wills or testaments of any kind, and the absence 01 pauciiv of 
such documents, 1 venture to submit to your Lordsh^, will lead to tuigation.s 
and divisions of estates into petty shares. [ his ag.iin will ultima lely vie iken 
the landholding interest in (his country which, in my humble opinion, will ho 
deplorable both from the' siandpoini of the landholders ihemselves and aUo of 
the Government to which their loyalty and attachment have bet n assc's of 
some value. And when people find that it does not suit their mteie'^is to make 
out will s, lli e number of wills will fall off, and consequently lesser number ot 
probatesfllriil be taken, with the result that the ultimate object of this 
measure will be frustrated to a ceitain extent. 

" My Lord, speaking for myself, 1 would certainly like to see ihe richer 
classes taxed in preference to the poorer, but at the same time, mv Lord, 1 
submit that it must not be made too hard even for th** rich to di-^pose of their 
properties, and prevent their child»*cn from being ruined by litigation. Accortling 
to the Bill under discussion, a man, inheriting an e^.tate which yields an income 
of say 5 lakhs, will have to pay 3 lakhs as probate-duty, r.e., nearly 
three-fourths of his whole year’s income. This amount has to be paid 
almost immediately after the death of the person whom he succoi tls and 
whose sradh and other rites will also involve very heavy expenditure li^'cording 
to the Hindu custom. In many cases, my Lord, inheritors of estates will have 
to go to the money-lender and secure the amount for the probate-duty at a 
heavy rate of interest. As the duty stands at present, it has been found heavy 
enough, and to make it heavier still would, 1 submit, be very much prejudicial to 
the interests of all who have to dispose of their properties by wills, no matter 
whether they are zamindars or not. At the same time, i am fully alive to 
the fact (hat the Government is in need of ^unds, and this has to be met 
somehow. I therefore would not oppose the Bill wholesale, but beg leave to 
appeal to your Lordship to limit the proposed additional duty to 2^ 
per centum in all cases. That would meet with the ends of justice as well as 
the requirements of the Hon'ble the Finance Member.** 

The Hon’ble Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan said — “ My 
Lord, representmg the zamindars of Bengal in this Council, 1 wmmjH be failing in 
my duty if 1 w'ere not to support the amendment that has been proposed by the 
Hon*ble Raja Pramada Nath Kay of Dighapatia. 1 faUy sympathui with the 
Finance Member in the difhculties that he is in, but 1 doubt if the hinancc 
Member is aware that permanently settled estates, whilt* they enjoy certaiit 
privileges, have also got certain distinct disadvantwgt s ; aUo that families 
governed by the Hindu law of Dayabhaga would greatly suffer by this < nbanced 
duty on probate, 1, therefore, think that if it could be possible for the Finance 
Member to accept 2I per cent, as probatc«duty all round 11 would give great 
satisfaction to a great number of zamindars.** ^ 

The Hon*ble Sir Guv Fleetwood Wilson said "My Lord, 1 confess 
to feeling considerable^ sympathy, from the personal standpoint, with the views 
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which have been advanrt d with great moderatfon and great clearness by the 
IIon*l)le the R.ija of Digh.ipalia and the Maharaja of Burdw.in, but I am sorry 
to say that I mu-l approach all these amendments, or most of these amendments, 
which involve a surrender of revenue, not from the standpoint of my own 
pcrsonil f< < lings but from the more hard-hearted attitude of a Finance Member, 
ajjd 1 find myself unable to surrender the revenue which this change w'ould 
^raid that I can only meet the request with a negative ans’ver.” 

The Ilon’ble IK J %*J«;Ud’F\nRA Nath Basu said* — “My Lord, there 
is one point m conne^li^^iiflLv'th this amendment which I think it my duly to 
bring to the notice of the Councn‘‘'**.^{Vi. is well known to the Law Member, and 
I hope -dso to the Finance Member, ntJudia, gxcept Bengal, the vast majority 
of the Hindu population is governed bv the Mitakshara, where the property 
bi longs to the family and not to the individual, and upon the death of any indi* 
vidual member of the family the property rem.iins amongst the surviving 
membirs of ‘h* family, and there i" no need to lake out probate or letters of 
administration or succession certificate. 1 believe Hon’blc Members are aware 


that the dilTi'rcncc In tv'i en probate and letters ol administration and the 
siic( essiop certificate is this, that the legislature has provided in the case of 
pi i*sons upon w horn it IS not incumbi nt to take out probate or letters of ad- 
iiunislration, that they may only in respect of debts which have got to be 
gilhered, take out a certifii.ate of succe&''ion in rcspcit of those debts and pay 
duty upon those debts ali>in, leaving aside the bulk of the estate hor instance, 
if an cst.ite is valued at tour l.ikhs and thr<*o lakhs represent tiite.^rcal pro- 
perty belonging to the estate, and if one lakh repiesents monus to btr'collected, 
thi n diitv lias to be paid on that one l.ikh alone, and for that purpose the Succes- 
sion ('ertifieati Act provides the procedure. In the yl////iX’v///7;'a-governcd 
population of India they h.ivc not even to take out a succession certificate, 
rheic tht ('ourts have ludd that the piopertv bi-longirg to the family, the 
surviving im i hors get the benefits of debts to be tollccted without 
taking out a succession ceriificatc.* .So, in the rt suit, the effect of this 
legislation will be that the Bengalis, Hindus and the Musalmans of India 
will only have to pav this duty. Mitakshara families all escape, the great 
trading commiinitu's of India in other provinces, the rich and prosperous bania 
commigulies, tiu y will all escape, and in Bengal itself if a landed proprietor dies 
without making a will, or without leaving debts to be collected — and my experi- 
ence IS that .unoiigst Bengal /amindars, they oftentimes die with debts to be 
paid lather than with debts to be collected, they will not have to pay. It is only in 
cases where Bmgal zamindars have to make settlements for the benefit of their 
families, that the estate will have to pay any duty al all. If they do not leave 
bi'hind any stltloments, and in most cases they do not, no duty is leviable. The 
hen suiceeds in Bengal to the father and gets his name enrolled in the register 
of the Collccloi without producing a probate or letters of administration, but 
upon merely s.Misf>ing the Collector Ibat he is the heir. That being so, I appre- 
hend that the dutu s leviable fiom this source will be very smalt compared 
to the mconvenunce and compared to the unfairness of the incidence of^ 
tavation I am lar from denying that probably no better method of taxation' 
louUl he devised than of levying a reasonable amount of duty upon the estate 
when it pa‘!9i >ir‘.o successors of the man to whom u belonged. That is a pjro- 
pnsiiion m economu s which has been universally accepted, but if the effect of 
this Icgiskition was that it would be general, that it could not be evaded and 
that the ncii and prosjaerous communities of lndi.a were to pay it, I should be the 
lirst jierson to suppoit It , hut what 1 find is this, ihit oftentimes the debt* 
riddvn /anundais ot Bengal will have to pay it and the middle class men who 
ah cad V pa) m(Ome-t.i\ and other taxes, that will have to pay in Bengal, 
.lud only a vei) small immber in other provinces where it would apply in ihe 
t.ise of silf-acquncd p opert) bv a separate member of the joint Hindu family. 
The Finance ^itmb^ r has not given any data to shew what is the revenue that 
he expects on this I'e.id, and in the absence of anv data 1 think it would be hard 
to t'xptct that w'e st ould vote blindly tor a measure w'hicli would be productive 
of great hardship, and may be productive of very little gopd indeed.*’ 
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The Hon'ble Mr. MazhaRul Haque : ** My Lord, I had no intention 
whatever of taking part in this debate but for a reference to the Musalman^ of 
India in the speech of my Hon’ble fnend Babu Bhupendra Nath Basu. 

** My Lord, when this Bill was first introduced in- this Council by the 
Hon’ble the Finance Member, I myself had certam ddhbts about it, and 1 was 
inchned to believe at that time that perhaps these death duties would affect the 
Muhammadans of India much more than they would the Hindu community. 
However, since then, 1 have had time to think over the 

had the advantage of consulting some of my Muhamnyj^fltn^SPMasTaman^lSfi^ 
changed my mind. 1 do not think'ihat these us in the same ' 

way as they would affect my Hindu brethjcjii^^S^engal f so my Htin’ble 
friend the Finance Minister may have ane|^^i|^1iniidso far as the Muhamm.idans 
of India areconcerntd They .ire not^ffSmg to oppose these death cluties.

My Lord, I congratulate the 
Hon’ble the Finance Minister for having brought before your Lordship’s Council 
such a popular budget. 1 say it is a popular budget, and, my Lord, 1 shall 
support this Bill ” •

INDIAN TARIFF (AMENDMENT) BILL. 

The Hon’ble Sir Guy Fleetwood W’ilson presented the Report of the 
Select Committee on the Bill further to amend the Indian Tariff Act, 1^4, and 
moved His Excellency the President to suspend the Rules of Business to 
.admit of the Report of the Select Committee being taken into consideration. 

The President declared the Rules suspended. 
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The Hon*ble Sir Guy Fi ertwooo Wilson moved that the Report 
be taken into consideration. 



Minister’s opinion therefore the princlpil share of the rc'.ponsihilitv for 
the present difficulty falls on opium. Now, my Lord, 1 think it is necessary 
to protest against this view. Even .assuming that the estiimte of opium 
revenue for next year is not an under estimate, we still find that the net receipts 
budgetted for under opium are 3^ millions stoiling which was precisely the 
amount of the net opium revenue realised in 1907-0S, when there was no 
deficit and when the policy of gradutiv extinguishing the opium revenue in 
ten yemapwas laid down In announ^'ing tha policy. His Honour Sir Edward 
Baker, ^mo was then Finance Minister, expressed himself as follows ; — 

* Twenty years ago or even less the prospect of losing a revenue of five and a half 
crores a year would have been a cause of very grave anxietv Even now, if the whole 
or a great part of the revenue should be stru<k off at a blow, the dislocation of our 
finances would be serious and might necessitite recourse to increase of taxation. But 
if, as we have a clear right to expect, the transilioii is effeeted with a due reg.ard to oar 
convenience and spread over a suitable term of > cars, the conocquences may be faced if 
not with equanimity at least without apprehension ' 

“ And again — 

'The point which I wish to emphasise at present is that there is no niyd for de * 
spondcncy and that if all goes neli there is nothing worse'to fear than the .ibsorpliun for 
a few years of the means of .iffording further rein f to the taxpayer and of incurring useful 
expenditure for the development of the country ' 

" Sir Edward Baker w<as thus prepared three years ago to face the loss 
of a tenth part of the opium revenue of 1907-08 every ye.ir without having re- 
course to extra taxation if the circumstances of the country continued normal 
And the Government should h.ive been preparei^ today to part with three-tenth* 
of tbree-and-a-half millions, that is, about a million sterling. Instead however of 
the net opium revenue being only 2^ millions sterling, the HonTble Member has 
actually budgetted for 3I millions for next year, and yet he throws on ofiium 
the main responsibility for his ad litional taxation ! No, my Lord, if fresh taxation 
has really become necessary which I for one venture to doubt, we must look for 
an explanation deeper. It is true that Eastern Bengal is now to h ive 38 lakhs a 
^ear more from the Imperial Government, which means thatg^^ Partition of 
Bengal is now going to affect the whole country materially as it has already done 
politically. But as our normal growth of revenue is about a crore and twenty 
lakhs, as once estimated by Sir Edward Baker, it is clear that the increased 
allotment to Eastern Bengal and Assam need not by itself have led to extra taxation. 
To understand what has really brought about a deterioration in the financial 
position of the country, we must go ba^k to the year 1907-08 and compare the 
figures of revenue and expenditure for that year with those in the budget proposals 
for next year. Taking both receipts and charges net, as given in statement £— > 
and that is the best thing to do for purposes of a real comparison — I find that 
the total net receipts under major revenue heads for next y&ar estimated at 3 
millions sterling more than for 1907-08 —the opium receipts being the same for 
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both years, namely, 3^ million;, but land revenue being two millions more for 
next year and there b‘;ing a total increase of another million under other 
heads. I also iiod thit as against this increase of 3 millions there is a 
# deterioration under railways of over a million, an increase of no less than 1*91 
millions under net charges of civil departments, nearly half a million 
under military services, and over half a million under interest, telegraph, mint 
and othei heads To my mind therefore it is clear that the main responsibility 
for our |u;{^^A^t«.d‘d?cuItie8 rests on the shouUlers of (he civil departments and 
the Railway Board.*^* {(Ord, I cannot help saying that an increase of nearly 
2 millions sterling in the ..wl^^^arges of the civil departments in three years is a ^ 
phenomenal increase and ,:^planation I will not say that I am much 

surprised, for during the last fe.v veafs^here was hardly ever a day when we did 
not hear of higher scab's of pav being *mnctioned for thf superior officers of 
some civil d-^partment or other. Thf operation* of th“ Railway Board too, 
whfch called forth a sharp remonstrance from His Honour the I.ieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal last year, have had the inevitable effect of throwing on 
the resources of the Government a steadily increasing burden of working 
expenses In addition to these two causes 1 am of opinion that the 
prevalence of high prices in the country is bounf to affect the Exchequer 
adversely in two ways First the Govern nent, as the largest pur- 

chaser in the country, has to pay more for its purchases, and secondly the 
pressure of high prices on the resources of the people tends to diminish the 
revenue contributed by them to thejGovernmcni^ unfer several heads. I think, 

, my Lord, that all these questions need a careful investigation I had hoped 
from the observations mide by the Finance Minister in his Financial &^ment 
last year that he w'oiild not turn to fresh taxation until at least a policy or severe 
retrenchment had been carried out in all departments It appears however from 
the present Fininrial Statement that the Ilon’ble Member has almost given 
up the iineqiiil struggle. The forces that make for economy in this country are • 
I vtremely weak whih* those that make for continuous increises iii expenditure 
in different departmc'nts are enormously strong. and one o* the 
gre,atest needs of the country is to devise measures w’lnch will effectively safe- 
guard the interests of economy 

“ My Lord, the proposed enhancements of duty under the Tariff Bill are 
expected to bring in an extra million sterling or a crore-and-a-half of rupees, 
half of whidh will b** contributed by tobacco and liquors and the other half by 
silver and petroleum Now I strongly hold that there is r.-ally no need for this 
extra taxation. In the first place, if the circumstances of the country continue 
normal, the estimates for tin* next ye.'ir framed by the Hon'ble Member will be 
found to be too cautious Under s.alt, for instance, I am confident that the 
increase will be consider.ibly more th in what has b cn budgetted for. Again 
those who are well acquainted w'-th the conditions of the opiu u trade are clearly 
of opinion — my Hon’ble friend Sir Sassoon David is a recognised authority in 
regard to thit trade and he strongly holds, 1 he vuew that in view of the special 
circumstances of '•the Chines** market the rate of Rs 1,750 per chest of opium 
which has been taken for next year is much too 1 »w and that Rs 2,006 
a chest will be a safe estimate Lastly, I wish to draw the attention of the ■■ - 
Council to the fact that a sum of over three fourths of a million sterling h ts 
been provided in th“ budget for the red*'mption of railway debt out of revenue. 

My Lord, I conkhxer that this is an amazing thing to do, absolutely unjust to • 
thejtaxpayers, when the Finance Minister comes forward with proposals for 
extra taxation on the ground that the money that will otherwise be raised 
will be insufficient for current purposes. Railway debt is productive debt. 
Even now, in soite of the fact that the Railway Board has pushed up working 
expenses in all directions, the railways are more than paying the interest on 
their capital, and there is absolutely no need — 1 think it ts wholly unjustifi ible— • 
to devote a part of revenue tp the reduction of productive debt. The 
three-fourths of a million, which represents the capital portion of railway 
annuities, should clearly come out of loan funds raised for the purpose 
and not out of current revenue which is needed for so many pressing current 
purposes. Even assuming that the Budget estimates are not framed too cautiously 
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and that the wh<4e of the money proposed to be raised by the contemplated 
enhancements of duty under the Tariff Bill is really required, the transfer of 
the amount provided for the redemption of railway capital from revenue to capital 
will enable the Gkivernment to dispense with the enhanced duties on silver and 
petroleum. My Lord, I have no objection to the proposed enhancement of > 
tobacco and liquor duties if there must be extra taxation. In my opinion^ how> 
ever, spirits used in medicinal preparations should be exemptedfrorg^ u ^y. 'But 1 
object most strongly to the proposed enhancements on^^ihSMWiapetroieuin. The 
duty on petroleum will necessarily hit the poorest the country. Burma 

oil may get some advantage under it, but I price of even that oil will 

be raised, if not to the full extent^of th^^il^Kt^ at any rate by a large pro- 
portion it. And as regards stUer tiia Finance Minister now sees that 

a great mistake has been committed in proposing the enhancement. It is bound to 
add seriously to the great difficulties through which the mill industry is at this lime 
passing. My Lord, the country had a right to expect that the Government 
would not show such disregard of interests of its greatest industry after 
agriculture. The action of the Government while injuring Indian exporters of 
yarn will benefit Chinese producers and thcreby«bring sensibly nearer the day 
when India will lose her yarn market in China altogether. U has J^cen claimed 
for the proposal of Government that it will appreciate the silver tiinkets of the 
mass of poor people throughout the country. The poor people will probably 
have no opportunity of testing that till a famine comes when they might have to 
part with their trinkets. Meanwhile, in ordinary times they w'lll tmd themselves 
ndver|mh^ affected by the duty every day, as they will have now to pay a highetr^ 
price twall fresh investments of their small savings in silver. My Lord, 1 stiongly^ 
urge even at this last moment that the proposed enhancenunts of duty on 
petroleum and silver should be given up If the Government insists on 
having the half-million which they are expected to bring in, there are other 
ways far less objectionable of raising the amount. For instance, an enhanced 
import-duty on sugar will be greatly preferable to the enhanced duty on 
petroleum, and a small export-duty on jute, of which we have a monopoly in 
the world, with a countervailing excise in India, if necessary, will bring in more 
revenue than the proposed duly on silver and W'ill have much to recommend 
It. My Lord, 1 advocate an export -duly on jute on two grounds. In the first 
place, It IS partly for meeting the increased cost of administration in 
Eastern Bengal] that the new taxation is proposed. It is therefore only fair 
that Bengal, who already pays less than other provinces owing to her per- 
manent settlement, should find the money by a tax on one of her great 
staples. Secondly, it is not just that while the cotton industry of Bombay is 
already taxed, ^ further burden should again Vie laid on it, and the jutc industry 
of Bengal should go altogether free. An export-duty on raw hides and skins 
which are being exported in enormous quantities may also bring m a consider- 
able revenue, and the same may be said of sced^. Or if the Government 
prefer it, they may raise (and later lo^er) according to the.r»necds the whole of 
the customs-duties taken together treating them in India as they treat 
the income-tax in England. 1 think, my Lord, that that would be preferable to 

selecting a feiv commodities like silver and petroleum for heavy enhancement.” 

«> 

The Hon'blc Mr. MeS'ION said . — “ My Lord, the spiMiiJr of the Ilon’ble 
Mr. Gokhale opens up a line of argument w'hich vias somewhat unexpected. 

It has not been usual in this Council to question the accuracy of the Governmerit 
of India’s financial estimates i and although that form of criticism is wholly within 
the competency of the Council, it is only natural that those who Viad some 
jjart in tite preparation of ihe estimat#*» should take the (ar]it.st opportunity of 
defending them. I have listened to Mr Gokhale's description of our general 
financial position with respect, but entirely niihout conviction ; and 1 would 
bespeak the patience of the Council while 1 deal with the suggestion that these 
Bills wb>ch we are being asked to consider today are a superfluous exercise 
of our legislative powcri,. 

“ The gravamen of my Hon’ble friend’s cntit ism is that we do not really 
want the extra taxation which this Bill provides , in fact, if I understand him rightly, 
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we do not need any extra taxation at all. If we had ‘howed more dash in esdmat* 
ing our revenues, if we used less of our revenue in relieving “ debt, if 
we treated our expenditure with a larger pruning knife, we could probably 
scrape through the contin^ \ear without additional taxes m any form. There 
is a familirir sound about this , «Mid there is a familiar sound in much of the 
kindred criticism which we have hcMrd outride upon the Budget proposals since 
they were published a week ago We are told that last year’s Budget was 
o\er-sanglmie afruthb*'?.! this year’s Budget was over-cautious; opium pulled 
us through last year 7d ri^i,pmething or other is sure to pull us through this >ear. 
This sort of crittc’sm is sofe.v ea«y, and generally so irresponsible 

and generally so wise after the evcA.*^,jthat I am afraid we have got^ into the 
habit of discounting a good deal of it. 'T) .t^there are several of our critics whose 
advice we all agiee in putting on a very dnferent footing ; .md among those I 
need hardly say is our llon’ble friend Mr. Gokhale. I therefore gladly accept 
tKe Hon’ble gentleman’s challenge, and 1 shall endeavour to show the Council 
that the extra taxation winch the Goyjirnment proposes is fully justified by 
the needs of the year and by the ordinary canons of financial prudence. 

“ Duiing the coming,, year, the Hon’ble Finance Member has shown 
that t'Uf estimate of Imperial expenditure, according to the most careful cal- 
culations m our power, will be 50^ millions sterling. To meet this we estimate 
that our ordinary icvenucs would yield us only 49k milhot s We should 
thus have to fill up a deficit of close on a million , but we must also in common 
prudence provide a working balance for the year. The Government of a great 
country cannot surely be expected to start upon a new year, with all its ppss^ilitics 
for surprise and enieigencies, without the margin of safety which is”*mRforded 
by a revemue surplus. In past years w’e have attempted to work to a surplus of ' 
one cioie or thereabeuts and it is a gr evous blow to the traditions of the 

Finance Depaitment to have to budget for such a small and pre- 

carious .surplus as wc are taking for r ext year. The Councfl must take it as f 
evidence 01 the Finance Meinbii’s aversion to increase the la,\ation by one* ^ 
superfluous tupce. They must not t.ike I in any other sense. We thus-' 

have, my Lord, to provide roughly 170 lakhs of extra taxation in order to prevent 
a deficit and to give us a reasonable working balance. 

*' It IS hinted however that a deficit need not have befallen us if we had 
cut our seale of expenditure shortet. The Hon’ble gentlem,*n has not pursued 
this suggestion into any detail, and 1 shall follow his example. We have 

in the Budget obviously to dtal with the admmistraiion of the country as a 
going concern, and to find funds for it as it stands Whether the adminis- 
tration IS extravagant or otherw ise, this is not the time for us to consider. 
The question is one which is never for a single day out of the thoughts of 
the Government It is one which requites time and patience and breadth of 
outlook. But It is decidedly itot a question which we can take up as an 
incident to the financial provisions of the year. I cannot imagine an edict 
for the retrenchment of expenditure to the c'Xtent of 170 lakhs without a 
dislocation of business, a waste of power and sacrifice of efficiency which, 

I am sure, this Council vypuld be the fiist to resent. V/e must therefore lay 
aside for some more convenient opportunity the discussion of any proposals 
for reducing the cost of Govtrniiunt. 

“ But, saj s S'ffi- Hon’ble gentleman, we have under-estimated our revenue'^ 
in several directions, notably in the case of opium. 1 have the highest respect 
for the Hon’ble gentleman’s financial acumen and for his many other gift^ 

But when he ascends the mountain of prophecy, he passes into regions in 
which 1 am not ahogetlur disposed to follow him. i will come back to opium 
again , it requires special treatment. In regard to the other heads of revenue, 

I do not admit that the Hon’ble Member is tight la advising us to raise our 
figures. We believe it quite possible that our railway returns will be higher 
than we have taken ; but the demands for improvements and renewals are 
heavy and insistent, .ind we have taken a net figure which we believe is 
unlikely to be materially exceeded. In regard to* salt, the large increase in 
consumption, which was stimulated by the recent reduction in duty, appears 
to be slackening off. In regard to excise, the rapid strides wfilh which the 
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rote are shorter. What are the other heads of revenue under 

w^h the Hon’ble Memoer thinks that qur estimates are unduly nervous 7 
1 confess that after taro months’ close study of the figures, 1 cannot,* 
•all them to mind. It is not^ however, as 1 quite uitderatand, with minor or ' 
imim^rtant corrections that the Hon'ble gentleman is concern^ He paints 
his pictures in broader colours than that. He describes us as losing an 
opportuiuty for increasing our opium estimates by no smaller a sum than ^ 
l^hs. I rather marvel at his moderation. Why shoiM^j^plht tdfe%' another 
Rs. 950 a chest for our opium sales, raise our revenue lakhs, and thus 
cover the whole deficit which we attempt to rec^j-Cy ny should he not take 
Rs. 3,000 a chest, and let us get rid of the s,ak 0 amv ? 

My Lord, the figure tli it for opium was not the result of 

a timorous or haphazard calculation. We have had many extraordinary 
fluctuations in the long history ofour opium revenue ; but never has the positian 
been more difficult nr the future more uncertain than it is today. Just look at 
the factors with which we have to rcckot^ We have the daring speculation of 
a large and cosmopolitan market. We have the obscure, I may almost say the 
mysterious, movements of the great central Governms'nt of China. We have the 
varying and not always disinterested polic) of its provincial magnate^. Last of 
aU we have the strange vagaries of human appetite and vice. It is quite easy 
to say that the Chinese will pay us 3,000 rupees a chest or even a higher 
figure for our dwindling supply of opium. But looking at all the factors which 
1 have mentioned, is it reasonable to ask us to adopt a figure which is far in 
excess anything that we have received for half a century until the last 
three i^mths? It is quite probable t hat the market will continue high ; but 
^it is very far from certain : and is it right that we should stake the equilibrium 
of our budget and to that extent the credit of India on a single throw of the 
dice ? 1 submit to the Council that our duty was to take a figure of studious 

moderation, and that is what we have done. 

• ” But there is another aspect to the matter. These high prices are only 
being paid in the belief that India will in time cease its supplies to the China 
market altogether. If that belief turns out to be justified, it is easy to see how 
sharp will be the fall from the revenue which we now receive from opium to that 
which will accrue to us when the China market is closed. It is surely not 
imprudent on the part of Government to discount that fall, just as any business 
firm would discount a disappearing trade, and to re>adjust our basis of revenue 
accordingly. If the receipts from opium m the near future should rise far 
beyond our expectations as the result of an artificial market, let us treat the 
excess as windfall. That is virtually what we have done this year. It is what 
1 hope the Government would be prepared to consider should similar conditions 
recur. I have no desire and nb authority to commit the Government in this 
matter in any way ; but if the market should hapjfen to yield the extra 90 lakhs 
which the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale hopes for, 1 trust that the money will not Iw 
spent in recurring expenditure which wilt only increase uur difficulties hereafter, 
but will be in some way reserved for special purposes which we have been 
unable to provide for in the budget now before the Council. 

'* Another criticism which has been directed at our estimate is one with 
which I need only deal very briefly. We are told that, in view ^ the general 
prosperity and the high credit of the country, wc put away far tffi^^much of our 
revenue for capital expenditure. The Council is aware of what we do in that 
way. We give up our surplus, and we give part of our famine grant in accord** 
ance with an arrangement which has met with the approval of this Council for 
many years. We also pay off part of the purchasc>money of certain State 
railways by terminable annuities which are wholly charged to the current revenues 
of eaco year. It has been explained more than <Mice why this arrangement exists. 
It represents in reality the operations of a sinking-fund — of a genuine and com- 
pulsory sinking-fund which an impecunious chancellor of the exchequer can 
never raid or suspend. As such, it is an element of strengah in our position, a 
buttress to our national credit, which I am sure my Hon’ble friend would not wish 
us to remove or weaken. My Hon’ble friend shakes hts bead. All 1 can do 
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then is to leave the subject as a standing diFerence between him and the Gov* 
eminent of India. As a Parthian shot, perhaps I may remind him that these 
annuities are established by Acts of the British Parliament, and that it is entirely 
outside our power to alfer them. When Mr. Gokhale is member for India in that 
august assembly, perhaps he will induce them to do tardy justice to bis 
contention. 

** I have nQt^attempted to enter at any length into our financial position. 
After the expositidVfell. '»m by the Hon'ble Financial Member last Friday, very 
little remains to be saluy 1 should not have intervened in this stage of the 
debate had it not been th^'r't^'bole justification for our taxation proposals 
was impugned. It was not withoiiflt ^:^onged and anxious thought that these 
proposals were developed, and the Gove^Ament are satisfied not only that the 
taxes are needed but that they will cause oless hardship to the general 
body of tax-payers than any other combination of new taxes which has 
been suggested in its place. Whether the growth of our revenue will 
make us independent of these taxes, ^^nime will show, and I would ask for 
no hasty judgments. India lately has been in the same condition as you ( 
will often see on the Hooghly. The tide has just gone out. The small 
crafts on <he river arc swinging erratically and bumping at their moorings. 
At one moment a swirl of water seems to indi cate that the tide is coming in ; .. 
at the next moment there is a back-rush which shows that the ebb 
not yet over. Th<it is the state of India. It has been in a period of slack 
water. The tide of prosperity ebbed and left us in 1908 • we are looking for , 
return flow which may come any day, may even have begun now. ',^jfeanwhile ' 
with those who are responsible for India’s finances, caution is the^only sale 
rule of navigation. We may have been over-cautious If we have, and th^ ^ 
surplus is largc*r than we estim.'itc, there is much to do with it. The large 
schemes of social reform, of educational advance, of industrial development,^ 
which are now on the anvil will demand money, and it is Government that willt 
have to find that money How could your new taxation be better employed! 
if and when it ceases to be necessary for the needs of the immediate present ? \ 
The Budget i» a careful one, and i believe it is a good one. It has certainly 
not lowered the credit of India in the great markets of the world ; for our 
secunues are firm, and the first s.tle of Council Bills since the Budget was 
published resulted in the disposal of 1 crore, of which no less than 9a lakhs were 
Telegraphic Transfers at a high premium. A straw shows how the wind blows, 
and this movement at this particular time of the year is some indication of the 
confidence felt by the London market in the control of our Indian finances.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The llon’ble Sir S\.ssoon David moved that sub-clause (ii) of clause 3 
of the Bill, as amended by tlvi Select Committee, and item No. 6 in Schedule 
111 appended to the said Bill, be omitted He said — ** My Lord, my 
objections to the enhanced duly or silver fall under two heads. In the 
first place, 1 " very strongly obj ect to the policy of levying duties on 
silver as if it were a question m erely of revenue. The Government are 
no doubt aware that a hi’avy duty on silver has been strongly advocatVU 
in certain quarters as a pait of a currency scheme. I do not express an 
opinion as Uie efficacy or otherwise of the scheme at present. All that I 
wish to point out IS that the proposal to levy a special duty on silver conveys 
to many minds the idea that Government are probably embarking on a new 
departure in currency matters. Whether this be $0 or not, the effect of 
such an impression cannot but be far-reaching, and I respectfully submit that 
if Government are inclined towards a policy of this kind the public are 
entitled to have a declaration of it in explicit terms instead of leaving it to be 
inferred from the proposal before us. 

In the second place, I object to the proposed enhancement of duty ^ as 
inflicting a serious injury on India’s trade with silver-using countries, 
notably our yarn trade with China. And I wish to state here that 1 associate 
myself entirely with the protest that has been addressed to Your Lordship’s 
Government by the Bombay Mill-oaners Association. My Lord, it is well known 
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that the cotbon nuU indoatry is passing through a difficult crisis. At any time a 
pfoposal to fcurce down the value of silver would be detrimental to .the trade 
wkh China ; at present, it is positively ruinous. The proposed duty has already 
had the eff^t of forcing down alver and lowering the rate of exchange witn 
China. Tne sdling price of the Indian yam in China* shall have to be raised 
wirii the result tnat eventually the China market will be almost entirely closed 
tout. My Lord, 1 beg Government and 1 beg the Council to bestow their 
serious attention on this aspect of the proposal. My Lord, there is a good deal 
of sympathy expressed for the industrial development ^ .VH|pR>untry, f most 
eanuMtly appeal to Your Lordship’s Government not still further a 

pprowing industry which has conferred iramensj^'^^jKnts on the country by 
levying the proimsed enhanced duty. 

** My ^rd, the currency poljay' of Government has placed India in an 
extremely disadvantageous posit^m in respect of our trade with the silver-using 
rountries. But, at least, it could be said for it that, though injurious to 
interests of one particular trade, it benefited many others ? Can this be said 
of the proposed enhanced duty on silver ? The cotton mills are injured, but 
i neither any other industry nor the trade of India can derive the smallest 
advantage from it. If additional revenue has to oevaised,— a point on which I 
venture to differ from the Hon'ble Finance Member, — there are several ways 
lofjdoing it, without inflicting hardship on the most important of modern indus- 
^tries in India alone. 

“ Have we got to raise this revenue expectedifrom the'enhanced silver duty P 
V My Lord, for my own part I say most emphatically. No. I say from my experi- 
ence ok^ny years in the opium business that, in the present circumstances 
^f the market in China, having regard to the intention of the Government for 
r the eventual abolition of the export of this dmg to China within a few years, the 

( estimated price at Rs. 1,750 per chest for next yeans too low and that Govern- 
ment is certain to get at least Rs. 3,000 per chest. At the latter rate, the 
defleit in the Budget will be considerably reduced. In proof of my statement I invite 
the Finance Member to put up th ^ whole or half lot fur the year to auction today and 
1 am sure it will be taken up at a price of not less thin Rs. 2,000. My Lord, the 
deficit which the proposed duties are intended to meet ib founded on an under-esti- 
mate. I say with the utmost confidence that the opium revenue next year will 
be such as to provide for the larger part of the requirements of the Buuget. If 
further provision is necessary, the enhanced duti<*s on spirits and tobaifco wdl be 
more than enough to assure a surplus. Under these iircumstances, and for the 
reasons given above, I appeal 10 Your Excellency’s Government and this 
Council to drop the proposal to levy the f^reatly increased duty on silver. 
Before concluding 1 wish to point out that the exemption of silver imported by 
Government from the general tariff duty results in loss to the general revenue, 
the whole of the profits of coinage being credited to the Gold Reserve. I 
venture to suggest that the duty on Government silver should be credited to the 
customs revenue m the same way as priyate imports.” 


r 


The Hon'ble Mr. Armstrong said ” My Lord, I agree with a great 
^tlealof what has been said by Sir Sassoon David. He has explained at some 
length the position from the Bombay yam manufacturing point of view, and 1 
qffite agree with him that Bombay has a grievance, in that by ^eir action lor 
Yevenue only Government have upset the silver market and sil^l^^l'cxchanges and 
have made the trade of silver-using countries more difficult. Not only have they 
done this for Bombay but they h «ve also upset the British trade with China 
smd all countries using silver as a basis, and it is 1 think a great mistake, when 
aetkm is taken for revenue only, that the trade should be upset in so many 
directiems. The Hon’ble Financial Member has told us that this increased 
duty is only for revenue, and I accept his assurance with pleasure because 
there is a limit to all such taxation, and on silver this limit must surely now have 
been reached. If so — and if the assurance is worth anything — ^then the future 
at any rate is fairly safe. At the same time is not i 6 tper cent a very heavy 
duty on a precious metal and a medium of exchange ? And after all where is the 
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necessity for this additional taxation and for the very heavy increase now 
posed on many other articles some of which will fall with very undue sevearity 
on the European population in India. What is our positional the present tine ? 
By limiting; our exports to China for reasons into which I need not ent^, we 
are steadily losing our tevenue from opium, and as by acts of generoaty in the 
past we have reduced our revenue from salt, by at any rate one-half* we are ftow 
feeling — and I om not at ail surprised at it — the pinch of these two very impor* 
tant items. 

“ What the-J'’^-^ of opium is to be no one can tell, but if we are to suffer a 
further serious loss n. ''(^■^•’tuie, is it not best to recognise it at once and go back 
to the salt-lax ? 1 know iff! ^“‘•^I^not be accepted, but I say if we know we are TOing 
to lose this very large amount, not better to fall back on the salt-tax ?i am 
qijito aware of the answer that might f5€-t given to this contention, but will not the 
same arguments apply more or less to petrol^'^^ on which an additional tax is 
levied? 1 quite agree with the Hon'ble Mr. Gokhale that consumers of Burma 

are not likely to reap any particular benefit from this small measure of pro- 
tection. I feel veiy certain that the adjlitional profit that will be earned by the 
Burma Oil Company will go into the pockets of the shareholders. I am told on 
reliable authority that the large reduction of salt-duty has scarcely reached the 
consumi r and that it never will reach him. If this is so, a small advance at the 
present time will perhaps not be felt. Even for a fractional advance the labour 
class of this country are far better off than they were ten or fifteen years ago.^^ 
Their wages have riven very considerably all over the country and are likely^ to 
keep up and food is coming down in price, and a small addition to salt will bring 
in a substantial sum and will noth • felt Would this not be batter than^xing the 
savings of the people and giving a fictitious value to their purchases 
of silver. Hereafter would it not be hotter than many of the increases^ 
now proposed, which in many cases fall with undue severity on one class of 
people in India ? The Europeans in India are quite willing to bear a fair share 
of taxation and help the Government. 1 remember very well about twenty < 
years ago when Government w’t re in difficulties over their financial statement 
owing to a rapid and continuous fall in exchange, the Europeans ^ in India saw 
the necessity and they agreed as a temporary measure on an income-tax. I 
think it was very generous on their part, at the same time 1 may remind Council 
that this tax has ever since remained and become a permanent source of revenue. 
A scale of ^taxation might be suitable in England, but is not necessarily suitable 
in India, because the conditions of this country are so different. 

*' Now from the point of view of our currency, the additional tax, I think, 

is also objeclion.ible if the price of silver is depressed The Finance Minister 

in future will be able to accumulate more quickly the limited sum of twenty-four 
million sterling w'hich is now apparently considered a sufficient guarantee. We 
are told that this is all we need and aim for at present, but I doubt very much 
if twice this sum will be considered too much by very many people : in fact it 
rather seems to rne that our gambling in rain has been so successful that we are 
now going to gamble in silver. 

The position seems to be this. We are widening the difference between the 
gold value of the rupee and its actual value. We are taxing the savings of the people 
16 per cent, and damaging the trade of the siKer-usmg countries. App^ently 

we do not intend to accumulate a larger gold standard reserve than we had 

n use very lon^ a^v. The Financial Minister has told us that this additional- 
duty is for revenue only, and it cannot therefore have been intended to check 
imports of silver. If however it is hoped that it may do this, I do not think 
it will. If there is a splendid harvest this year, i imagine that silver like all other 
imports will come freely into the country. Again 1 must that I look upon 
.he increased duty on silver as an unwise step and the duties impose^ on other 
articles are so excessive as to drive consumers to cheaper and inferior ai^cles 
md in many instances to kill trade altogether. A more moderate basis all 
round would be better. 

” Then, my Lord, ? come particularly to the amendment which has been 
aoved by Sir Sassoon David as regards sub-clause (ii) of clause 3 of the Bill, Uuit 
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It l>e onitted, ^ad 1 must say that 1 hope this will he lecoved sympathedcally. 
The very still advance in the duty on silver came as a very great surprise. It 
was never expected that for revenue only Government would further enhance the 
dttty on precbus metal and a medium of exchange. And on many other anidee 
3 S^es silver tha new duty will press heavily. 1 feel that in many cases a great 
mjostice will be done if this policy is adhered *to, especially the duty 
on the goods in bond. The trade that has been done is a legitimate business 
arranged for in good faith, and although I am well aware that in many cases tie 
additional duty will be obtained from the consumer* a great change in this con- 
nection must^ disorganise business in many tines by dnH||i|'^consumers on to 
chraper and inferior articles ; thereby le iving imp^* excessive quanti- 

ties of high class goods on hand. There are v^so where trade may be 
killed ^together, and this would be a grj^l !o^s Let us take, for instance, cheapi 
imported cigarettes or cigarettes this country from imported tobacco. 

These should be treated Icni^ily. This will pre<(uinab]y be the last lot 
pn which duty will be paid. Country tobacco, imported spirits and o^er 
things are in somewhat similar position. And as the Finance Minister dbes 
not want a w'tndfall for this year's .Revenue, they may perhaps be leniently 
treated. I feel sure that Government do not wish to do injustice to any 
one by insisting upon their pound of flesh in a year which shows a surplus. 
The coming year can take very good care of itself : trade is imp||oving in so 
many directions. If the new rates had been moderate, nothing would probably 
have been said ; but they are so heavy as to be regarded in some quarters 
with very great apprehension and their full force without a moment's warning 
must of itself constitute a hardship on many items.*’ 

'fhCHon*bIe Sir VlTHAi DAS D, Thackersey said : — ” Your Lordship 
will permit me to explain to the Council how the duly on silver stands altogether 
on a different footing from other duties. It is much more than a duty levied 
upon a commodity. In the first place, silver is not onlv a commodity but it is 
the basis of currency m the Far East. Anything tnat affects the ^ value of 
diver, therefore, affects the exchange between India and China. The 
duty thus affects the commercial relations between the t»o countries, and is, 
therefore, a more important matter than a tax on tobacco or alcohol. I 
cannot think that this aspect of the duty was sufficiently considered by 
Government when they resolved on this proposal. Why, my Lord, it is 
tantamount to giving a bounty to the manufacturers of China at the* expense of 
the Indian manufacturers. 1 really think that if the object of Government were 
to give such assis'ance to the Chinese manufacturers they could not have hit 
upon a better plan. This question of the trade relations of the two countries, my 
Lord, is a complex one, and those only who are intimately connected with the trade 
can fully understand it in all its bearings. I will, therefore, with Your Lordship's 
permission endeavour to explain briefly to the Council how the proposed duty is 
likely to affect our yarn trade with China. TRe new duty amounts to nearly 17 
per cent, as against the 5 per cent, ad valorem levied under the old Act. It is 
evident, my Lord, that such a heavy' duty must reduce thf quantity of silver 
consumed in India. It is unnecessary for me to insist upon this point, ^ because 
Government themselves admit that only 6 crores worth of silver will be imported 
next year against 1 1 crores in the current year. This enormous decrease in the 
Indian consumption must lower the price of silver in London. Now, my Lord, 
we all know that the currency of China is founded on sflver basis. The 
Indian exporters to China receive the price of their goods in silver which has to 
be converted afterwards into gold standard rupees. We export betwmn 5 to 6 
lakhs of bales of yarn every year to China, and the value of this yarn is about to 
crores of rupees. The duty now imposed will greatly reduce the number of 
rupees which the Indian spinner will get for his yarn owing to the depreciation 
of sflver. The Chinese manufacturers on the other hand will benefit to that 
extent as their manufacturing charges will not be appreciably"^ affected. And 
in this unequal competition our eiyxirt trade to that country will be adversely 
afieirted.

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“ My Lord, this would have been a great calamity at any time. At |»re9eiit, 
when owing to the high price of cotton which is 50 per cent, higher than 
normal and the loss of general confidence in the industry owing to the big 
failures of last year, the Bombay cotton mills are passing through a very ^oomf 

g eriod, and when prospects are very dull, the effect of this additional duty is 
ound to be absolutely humous. It may prove to be the last straw on the 
earners back. 

The Indian industry has to contend with unequal competition. Take, for 
instance, Japanosjp cotton mills. They are nursed by their Government as a 
mother nurses a faviP ^ " ''hild. Japan has given a protected home market to her 
cotton mills, thus enaS?i?.J'^‘^^m to dump down their surplus products in China 
markets at less than cost pri88^.^.'''qut any loss to their shareholders. Japanese 
manufacturers are also helped by loaift ?^.,^cheap money in times of depression 
and also by a special ridiculously low rai&«qf freight for cotton from India to 
Japan through subsidised steamship companies.'^i^o far as China is concerned 
oun currency policy of 1893 proved a blessing to her and the proposed 
silver duty will still further strengthen her position against the Indian exporter. 
I hope, my Lord, I have made mysrfJ sufficienily clear that the effect of 
the four-annas duty will be highly injurious to an important Indian industry, and I 
earnestly hope that Goverrwicnt will see their way to drop the proposal as 
a means of raising revenue.'* 

The Hon’ble Rao Bahadur R, N. Mudhotkar said.* — “The Council 
has before it expressions of opinion from the representative of the Bombay 
/ Chamber of Commerce, from the representative of Indian commerce selected by 
♦jovernment, and from a gentleman who is largely interested in the L'imbay 
mill industry, and who at one time occupied the position of President of the Mill 
Owners* Association. My Lord, 1 wish to lay before Council the experience of 
one who on a smaller scale is interested in a mufassal mill and who even now here 
is pursued by cares abouc that mill 1 also wish to place before the Council how 
an agricultural Province like Berar, interested largely in cotton, will be affected 
by this present legislation. My Lord, it is because I fear that my Province and 
all the other districts which grow cotton will be seriously .iffected, it is because 
1 believe that the mill-industry which we consider to be our mainstay in the 
industrial struggle we have to carry on will be seriously affected, and it^ is 
because I believe that our export trade which we are carrying on with silver-using 
countries wcllild be seriouly injured, that I wish to associate myself with what 
has been said by the Ilon’ble Sir .Sassoon David and the Hon'ble Sir Vithaldas 
Thackersey with regard to this proposal of an enhanced duty on silver. 

'* My Lord. Berar is a Province in which nearly 45 per cent, of the land is 
actually under cotton cultivation under a system of rotation. Wc grow thve 
between Jth and Jrd of the cotton produced in the country. A considerable portion 
of the cotton grown there is purchaced by Japanese merchants on the spot. The 
balance is sent to Bombay or Calcutta and a large part of it is exported to Jajian 
or China. Only a s^all portion of what is grown in Berar is consumed by local mills 
or by the mills in the country . most of it goes out to Europe or Japan or China. 
Well, what is true of Berar is also true of Khandesh, of Gujerat, of the Southern 
Mahratta countries of the Bombay Presidency, of Hoshangabad, of Wardha, 
Nagpur and other districts of the Central Provinces — in fact of all tracts which 
grow cotton. HQiy.,my Lord, the effect of this enhanced duty will be this, that 
our trade with silver-using countries will be seriously handicapped. On the silver 
we receive from them in exchange for our goods there would be an enhance- 
ment of 300 per cent, in the duty which has to be paid on silver. For what 
we export to those countries we are paid in silver and we shall have to give 
more of our goods for receiving the same quantity of silver than we do now. It 
is not a small interest which is affected. The total export trade in cotton 
amount^ to about ai crores of rupees during the last ten months, and out of 
that over 9^ crores went to China and Japan. 

** We have all heard so much of the phenomenally high prices of this yew 
obtained for cotton. Th 41 raiyat might well sky that the short spell of good 
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prices he hsd is now to be followed by the imposition of a permanent burden 
on Ids industry. 

“ Then there are our struggling mills which are sorely ^ hit by the curious 
combination of extraordinary high prices of the raw material with exceedingly 
low prices for the manufactured article. A glutted market, an absence of 
demand all over the world, tightness of money, all credit shaken by some recent 
failures, have all contributed to render the lot of those engaged in this industry 
very unenviable. My Lord, mere are several here wK'^^^x^y so from personal 
^perience. The^ cotton«spinning and weaving manufactur- 
ing industry which holds promises of lina commercial greatness 

to this county. With the tremendou<>i 4 Mjf^nce made by the Western countries 
in applied science, with the knowl^if^e and the skill which the directors ar.d 
organizers of industries and thd'^^ratives concerned therein possess, with the 
practically unlimited supply of capital they have at their command, the task** of 
the Indian manufacturer is an uphill one. My Lord, the importance of the indus- 
try well justifies the demand for special ’facilities. But leaving asi Je facilities, we 
might well ask the Government not to do an) thing which would have the effect 
of increasing its difficulties. The excise-duty already subjects us to a great 
disadvantage. The factory laws impede our free growth not a hide. Let not 
our burdens be increased and our progress retarded. I would ask )our Lordship 
*and the Government here and in England to see how serious would be the loss 
which this industry will suffer. It is with difficulty that it is building up an export- 
trade in cotton piece* goods During the la^t lo months the value of this trade 
came ,18,836. The goods were all exported to Asiatic and African * 

countries, which being silver-uving countries would pay us in silver. Then there 
is the trade in cotton yarn and twist. This amounted to 8 crores during the last 
10 months. Of this China took goods worth 7 crores and 4 lakhs. That country 
is our chief customer in this matter. Our other considerable customers are 
Asiatic Turkey, Persia, Aden and the territories thereabout, the Straits Settle- 
ments and Egypt These are all silver-using countries and we have to receive 
payment in silver. 

'* Then take the trade in jute gunny bags, the total value of which came to 7^ 
crores of rupees during the last 10 months. Fully one-third of this was exported 
to silver-using countries in Asia and Africa. 

" Taking the figures (or 1908 the total export trade with China comes to 
about crores of rupees, with the Straits Settlements nearly seven crores, with 
Egypt little less than 2 crores, Ceylon over six crores and a quarter, Japan a 
little less than 9 crores, and over four crores and a half with other Asiatic ' and 
African countries. It will be all this trade which will be affected and in regard 
to which the people of India Would be placed in a position of disadvantage. 
My Lord, the Government is the custodian of riie interests of the country in dtl 
external relations. Should the Government adopt a measure not calculated to 
promote these interests ? * • 

It is said that the duty on silver will serve to raise the value of the silver 
J hoards * in the country, of the silver ornaments possessed by the masses and 
the sHver articles of use possessed by the middle and well-to<do classes. As to 
the hidden hoards supposed to be buried under ground, <jr stored in secret 
^recesses, their existence on any large scale has yet to be di^nionstrated. But 
apart from this it would only be when these silver ornaments and silver articles 
are brought out for sale that any benefit would accrue to the possessors. For the 
time being it is the same to them whether the price of silver in the market is at 
66-10 or 75. The increase in the potential value does thc'in little practical good. 
But to the cultivator, the trader, the mill owner and those interested in the 
export trade, the appreciation of silver means a serious loss. 

'* There is another consideration which ought to weigh with Government* 
By imposing a tax on silver the Government is taxing the precious metal out 
of which the current coin in the country is made. Are we sure that the 
appreciation in the value of silver will not affect the profit made by coinage ? 
Are we sure that the objects aimed at by the currency policy of the Government 
will not be partially defeated? 
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“ My Lord, it is not quite satisfactorily established that the deficit "

tute for silver, and as it is by no means impossible that the Hon^ble MemJjW 
irin charge of the Bill may reconsider the matter when he sees how ‘be 

feeling fs against this tai it would not be out of place to ‘ « 
substitute L It cannot b* found. My Lord, I congratulate the Government | 
and the Hon’ble the Finance Member in particular, on the unconvr ntional and 

bold manner in which they have raised the dunes on certain articles of luxury 
consumed mostly by well-to-do persons. Might not the same unconventionality | 
and boldness be applied in another direction also? There is probably no tax to 
which Indians and Europeans, having any sort of permanent interest in this 
country, have less objection than the customs-duties on imported cotton goods. 
Those duties have been advocated on the ground of revenue I do hope tnat the 
Hon’bic the Financial Member will see Ins way to propose that in place of rais- 
ing the duj^ies on silver the duty on imported cloth should be raised. 

- But apart from any increase in the duty on imported cloth, there is 

another duty which I suggest should be imposed m the place of the propos^ 
one on silver. There is sugar for example. This article, which is merely 
used by the middle and well-to-do classes, can well be taxed ^ 

causing dislocation of trade or of the agricultural in^dustry, or any other interest 
in this country. The imports of sugar into India have been steadily increasing. 
F.rom 6 crore/ and 3 lakns in 1903-04 ‘bey went up year after year till last year 
their value amounted to ten crores and ninety lakhs of rupees. In the current 
year the value of the quantity imported dunngthe 10 months ending with 3151 
lanuary was nine crores elgbty-six lakhs. Tbe sugar which comes rom ou - 
side sells in mufassal stations at the rate of Rs. 9 per maund of 40 seers ; sugar 
vouched as made in India by modern processes sold some l^nie ago at Ks« la 
a maund ; while Ben ires sugar -that is, sugat made by the indigenous pre^ess 
—sells at the r.ae.of Rs. i6 If the duty on imported sugar is raised from Rs. 5 
to Rs. 7-8 per cent., it would mean an increase of Rs. 1-13 per maund. After 
paying this additional duty, imported sugar will still be cheaper than Indta-made 
sugar. There is thus absolutely no reason whv this increase in the tax m sugar 
should not be substituted for the proposed addition to the tax on silver. There is 
no Indian interest which will be affected injuriously. The most jealous lover 
of free trade ought to feel no compunction. 1 am not one of those who are 
terrified by the nord ‘ protection’. But as we vtant revenue, the tax shoulo be 
fixed on a scale which will not prohibit the entry of the imported aiticte. 

“ My Lord. I do hope that the Government will see their way to withdraw 
the proposal about raising the tax on silver. It will inflict injury on ^e a^i- 
cultunsts, it will dislocate our cotton-induStry, it wiB hamper our e^ort trade- 
Morc than one tax can be found which will serve the purposes of Government 
as well. May we hope that Government vnll reconsider their proposal ? , 
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The Hon*b 1 e MR Dadabhoy said : — " My Lord, the imposition of enhanced 
doty on silver is a subject of such momentous and * far-reaching; conse- 
quences |hat I cannot help saying; a few words today. I cordially second this 
atnmdment I had m\ self thought of moving an amendment to this effect. I 
believe it represents, faithfully the views of the community, and were it only for 
this fact I, as a representatixe of the people, should have supported it. But 
there are weighty considerations besides to compel try support. Silver is a metal 
which, however discredited, still largely influences the comm«ciaI operations 
of the worfdt and unless mines come to oe closed for sheerJo§s, a remote contin- 
gerTcy bji-'the-bye, ,the output 1s not likelv to be sejfi.Ai^'*irediiced in i he near 
future. We cannot with impunity disturb the v^t ne metql^.the least of ^ll 
can the Government of Intffa do that. Ind^ji^fasinrimatc commercial connec- 
tion with silvCT-using countries, and whp<Pv» %view may be taken of iis currency 
policy the success of tli.-it pplicy^l^^ly depends upon the rehabilitation of the 
rupee which is facilitated by an appreciation in the value of silver The present* 
currency policy of this Government came to be adopted in consequence of the 
phenomenal depreciation in the value of tbe metal. Evt ry effort has been made 
n the past to check this depreciation, and with the passage of the Sherm'an 
^cts, the urgency for the adoption of a bold policy* becaipe apparent. The 
Indian mints came to be closed to the free coinage of silver, with Ahe object 
d producing an artificial contraction in the volume of the currency, thereby 
1 ^ ing tone to the rupee. That policy has far succeeded in the attainment 
>f its object. But.we have not yet passed thro igh the experimental st.ig€, and he 
gill be a bold prophet who will claim for the rupi'e a permanent appreciation 
n value tl^hgh the currency measures of Government. The Gold Standard 
^serVe prove:, the necessity of caution and preparation agiinst futuie fall in 
ReHing Exchange. There are periods when the Council Bills do not pa.ss 
nrough the market as easily as could be desired, and the Secretary of State 
Rs to withdraw bills from it in order to give tone to it. But, my T.ord, whit 
frain will it cause upon the resources of Government if there is a heavy fall 
n the value of silver ? The greater the disparity in values between gold and 
liver the greater is the risk of an unwholesome disturbance in the Sterling 
exchange, and the acuter is the difficulty of this Government Interest and 
irudence should make the Government careful not to take any step which 
as the effect of depreciating the value of stiver. For the success of its 
urrency policy the price of silver should be maintained at as high « figure 
s po'.sibW. Admitted this, it necessarily fallows that any measure calculated 
a cause a slump in silver will jeopardise Its currency policy, and will he pro- 
uctive of fearful consequences. T-hat the measure proposed of placing a heavy 
nport duty on silver will* force down its price, no one, I trust, will d»-ny. The 
nnouncement has already caused considerable depression in the market. The 
nly hope now depends upon ' the unabated activity of the private demand. 
Ipon this point, hov/cver, we are left to conffecturc. The view that the 
emand will remain unaffected by ihtT duty is, in my humble opinion, loo 
ptimistic. If the price in India * is* teThporarily increa.sed on«iiccount of the 
eavy duty, the only reasonable supposition IS that the demand will shrink, if 
io- demand is weak, the price of silver in the world’s market must fall until it 
caches a point when it will be possible for importers t0 maintain in India the 
resent level of prices even after pjyment of the duly. But that is a contin- 
ency which cannot be viewed with equanimity by Government*— The harmful 
ifects of a further fall in silver can be neutralised by Government by creating 
further contraction m the volume of the currency, . and t has producing a 
reater scarcity of the rupee, by maintaining the Gold Standard Keserve at a 
igher figure, and, further, by more frequent iitithdra.val of Counoil Bills 
om the market. Each of these measures, which may nave to be adopted 
multaneously, will have serious consequences of its oun. 

*' I know, my Lord, there is a respectable body of opinion m favour of a 
savy duty on sHveras a subsidiary currency me>i'«ure, but, through the natural 
aeration of economic laws, such a duty would cause a fall m the price of 
Iver. I do not understand how a further depreciation in the value of silver caa 
sip Sterling Exchange. Thwe aie prophets who predict that the proposed 
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duty will gradually lead to the introduction of a gold currency into the country. 
The Hon’ble Fin<mce Mmister*s exposition of the financial difficulties of Govern* 
ment and the circumstances^ under which and the purposes for which the duty 
on silver is sought to be increased, should disillusionise them. A Finance 
Minister troubled with increasing shortage of revenue cannot be expected tc 
undertake such a costly change in the currency of the country. I believe the 
Hon’ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson has no such ambitious idea, and his proposal 
to get more money from silver imports is clearly inspired by financial necessities 
only. And 1 pbint out its probable effects upon the Sterling Exchange only 
to prove Its uusuitabihed -93 a fiscal measure. It remains to be seen how long 
the present firmness in ju... ’/’nge continues. If it does not continue, it will nol 
be for this duty on silver. - 

*' My Lord, the existing currency |fnhcy of the Government is attacked by 
a large number of critics on the ground that a ‘mposes an indirect tax upon the 
( people of nearly 40 per cent. I will not attempt to fix with precision the extent of 
the incre.ased burden, but it must be admitted that the scarcer the rupee the 
greater is the liability of the citizen hw«ring to make fixed payments. Anything 
therefore which may force Government to produce a greater contraction 
the volume of the currency mu»t be viewed with alarm by the people. The 
other tare nic.isures which the exigencies of the situation may force upon 
Government must be more or less matters of seiious concern to Gove^ 
ment and the people alike dC 

“ Then there is the question of general prices of commodities which^ 
according to expert opinion, are not completely free from the influence oi 
the currency policy of the Government The present high levef\]yhich has 
necessitated an official inquiry into the causes is, in the opinion of people wMi 
ought to know, partially due to that p.>licy and the consequential depreciatiM 
of silver A further fall in the value of silver may be responsible for a furtha 
rise in prices. That will be a position full of difficulty and distress. 

" The influence of the duty again on the infant cotton industry of t W 
country, which is admittedly jpissmg through a period of great depression, wn 
be incalculably deleterious. The Indian manufacturers do large business in yarn 
and piece-goods with China. The Indian export trade with China was in a pros* 
peious condition when the mints were open to the free coinage of silver. 
China rs a silver-using country, and the Chinese coin can, after the closure of 
the mints, only bring to the Indian seller its intrinsic or metallic value. With a 
prostrated silver market his profits became attenuated. The closure necessarily 
affected him seriously. If now there is a further depreciation in cbe value ol 
silver, the Indian trade with China must suffer. It is a question if Indian yarn 
and manufactures will be exported to that country as freely as at present, 
UnUss there is a corresponding rise in the China prices, the decrease in the value 
of silver will measure the loss in profits of the Indian manufacturer. Experience 
shews prices do not respond so readily to the circumstances. The result will 
therefore be a (further serious rcducticm tn the profits of the mill-owner. This 
IS an alaiming prospect, especially in the present depress -d condition of the 
industry. The Indian mill-owner in his distress had fully expected to receive 
some sort of encouragement from Government. The duty on silver is a skd 
surprise to him. It will affect him most. I do not undertake to predict how 
many mill-dh'Rcrs w'ould be able to withstand this fresh taxation. ^ 

'* A further depreciation in silver, the natural economic result of the proposed 
duty, Will also prove detrimental to public interests by encouraging false coinage. 
Any great disparity in values between silver and the rupee offers temptations 
to the dishonest uttercr of counterfeit coins too strong to resist. The number of 
furious coins in circulation is already Lrge, and many poor people are sufferers. 
The difficulties ef the masses from this source will become far acuter with the 
imposition of the duty. The people may well askGavemment to Uke special 
precautionary measures for ensuring the circulation of true coins, and the 
expulsion of rountorfeit coins. Any fiscal measure which encourages, albeit 
inoirectiy, the circulation of false cou)$ must tpso facto hi injurious to the interests 
of the honest citizen. 
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** Vie«red in any fight, this duty on sil\*er nwll result , in much sufFering and 
difficulty. Goyemment should in the best ihtercsts of the country abinlon it. 
^e «*normous imports of silver of recent years urhtch have attracted the notice 
■f the Finance Member should be welcome to Gov^fnment. They have 
Readied the market somehow, and have to some extent contributed to the 
success of the currency measures. As I have already said, it will be sad if the 
silver imports are pared down. But the Hon*ble Finance Minister seems to 
think that the volume of the imports will remain unaffected by tbe duty. The 
weak feeling in the market produced by his announcement pf Friday last should 
shake his optimism. Silver is (quoted per ounc^ ilV'^'London, less than the 
lowest figure since 1898, and still the rnarket cop^ties quiet. 

I do not admit that silver is a luxyiwflf^s the Attest subject of taxation. 
My Lord, there is a much more prdfkismg subject— the cotton imports. The 
duty upon cotton goods was in fixed at ^ per cent., and if it was reduced 

to 3-| percent in 1896, it was because the state of the finances allowed of the* 
rebate. Now that there are financial difficulties again, the duty can surely be raised 
^ its former figure without giving legitimafl occasion for controversy about free 
*ade and protection. This increase will be welcomed by the country, and 
wilt yield a revenue of about 60 lakhs of rupees. I canhot understand why such 
ja tax, popular and productive alike, should be abandoned in favour of ah impost 
Hiluch is open to serious objection for various reasons. 

*' To give retrospective effect to the duty will be a s^ious injury to im* 
^rters, and against precedent. Imports on their way to India should inequity 
exempt^^even if Government does not see its way to accept the amendment.” 

The Hon'ble Mr Gokhalb said — “ My Lord, I wish to say just a word in 
Tpport of this amendment. My Hon’ble friend. Sir Sassoon David, who has 
»ved this amendment, has been invited by Government to serve on this 
Mjncil as <in expert in commercial matters, but. I see that the Hon'ble Mr. 
[eston is already inclined to regsTrd him as an adviser of the market place ,My 
>rd, I do not oppose this taxation simply because it is additional taxation. 
Js a matter of fact I should be prepared to support additional taxation for objects 
lonnected with the moral and material welfare of the people, but this is taxation 
merely for administrative purposes. However, I am not going to 'pursue 
that further because Mr. Meston has told us that the Finance Depart meni^ knows 
better. In regard to that I will only s?iy this, that I am content to wait. This is 
my ninth year in this Council — and sometimes I have wait#*d for a whole year 
for my justification — and if things go well probably the actual figures next year 
will decide matters between the Hon’ble Member and mvsclf. As regards the 
amendment 1 only want to say one word about the injury which this proposal 
h bound to do to the mill industry in this country. I want to mention one or 
two points which have not been mentioned by prevfnu% speakers. My T.ord, we 
are already gradually losing our vam trade with China The position is this : 
Today we export about half a million bales ; China produces abou^ half a million 
bales of her own and Janan sends nearly half the quantity of what we send there, 
Teq years ago Japan did not send a single bate. Another circumstance that 1 
would like to mention is this that since 1899 when exchange was screwed up to 
IS. 4d. not a single spinning mill has been put up in Bombay. Not only this, but 
in ^^1-03 about so to 35 spinning niills went into liquidation and several other 
sninning mills turned themselves into weaving mills ; w hilc even during the last 
cycle of extraordinary prosperity not a single spinning mill was added That is 
the position, and ju«t now, when the industry is in a state of great distress, the 
Government are adding to its difficulties by imposing this burden. I do not 
think the Government would do this in EnglaniL I do not wish to say 
an3^btng more.** 

The Hon’blc Mr. Brunyate said :— ** My Lord, the Goyemment cannot of 
course deprecate the criticism to which the Bill has been subjected on behalf of 
the very importants mill*nwning interests which are concentratdH in Bombay. The 
Council is constitute with the express object^ of securing that such interefta 
sbafi e adequately represented and their claims properly pressed. But when 
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the matter which the Council has to deal with is a proposal for new taxation, 
undoubtedly by far its most important aspect is the way in which it affects-the 
mass of the nopulation from whom the contribution is to be taken. Now, as 
a preface to what 1 shall have to say on this general aspect of the tax, I shouI<L 
like to state in the first place, speakmg with the full authority of the Hon’ble^ 
Finance Member, that the only object of the Government in proposing this tax is 
to raise rcNcnue They have not undertaken this legislation with the idea of 
enhancing the value of the silver ornaments and hoards of the population ; it is 
not any part of their intention to assist the sale of Council bills by discouraging 
the imports of silver ; they are not acting under any felt necessity of taking 
further steps to discourage TKQiinterfeiting. In short there is absolutely no 
connection whatever between thi^*‘*teq^ and their currency policy. It would not be 
sound hnanre to introduce a t^x simply the object of tampering with values, 
or artificially appreciating a commodity in ^ yrral use, or to base a fiscal policy 
♦on the theory that a tax is a beneficent enriching agency when under the 
best of circumstances it must involve a privation. A tax on silver means that 
a person \^ho would like to possess «;ih;er will be able to get less than he wants,, 
and that is, in its way, a privation, whether he uses the silver for his dinnef| 
table, or to decorate his wife, or makes a hole in the ground and leaves it there. 


“ Adlnittlng all this, I would ask the Council to consider whether our neet^ 
for a large sum of money which must he raised from many humble contributmir 
could be met at the cost of less privation to them than this tax will involve. 1 
not think so It would have been easy to find a necessary of life from whic^ 
the revenue could have been obtained readily enough , but it would be diificu^ 
indeed to find an article in general use to which the term luxur^Tcan be 
appropriately applied, and very difficult as it seems to me to find a tax whiJT 
as regards any individual is less obligatory, though when we look at the mam 
of individuals we know that they will not in fact unanimously avoid it, and thjfl 
It will produce a substanti.il revenue. The man who invests bis savings, usiim 
the term investment in the ordinary sense, will not pay the tax at all. The maC 
who hoards in coined rupees will also escape it altogether. The man who insisfl 
on buying ornaments or hoarding in bullion will pay ih-i tax at the time, bvX 
when he chooses to convert his inert jiossessions to an active use he will ge^ 
the bulk of the tax back again or rath« r pass it on to the next buyer. This idea 
of taxii\g the buried talent has in fact some very attractive aspects. I will leave 
them, however, to others who are better qualified to speak upon them, merely 
remarking that the broad general effect of the tax is not only the most important 
matter for our consideration but one which, as I take the liberty of suggesting, 
should specially appeal to the elected members of this Council who, though 
chosen by particular interests, collectively represent the v^ast miss of the 
population who are unable to select tlieir own champions 

“ I now turn to the case presented on behalf of the Bombay mill industry. 

1 take It that the fundamental result of our tax, to which all other re'ults are 
sub‘«idiaiy *ind consequential, is th.ct s<,ine reduction m»y be expected in the 
Indian dem.ind for silver, and consccjiiently some reduction in the world demand 
for ‘Silver. This means a fall in the world price of silver. Such a ,fall 
has in fact actually occurred. Now China being a country with a silver 
standard, the silver which she uses as currency feels the effect of this fall just 
as much as sulver used for any othtr purpose. Consequently her exchange 
with India, and not only India but India’s gold standard competitors for the 
China trade, may be expected to fall. Such a fall has occ'urr d. I may illus* 
trate at once bv actual figures what has happened and what is expected to 
happen. Just before the announcement made last Friday, the London price of 
an ounce of stiver stood at 241/. exactly. The mouient the intention to impose a 
tax was known, it fell to 23^1/. On the aSth it fell from f to 1%. On the ist 
March there was another fall to and on the 3rd there was a rccov’ery to 231*. 
The whole fall from the 24th to Jthe 3<’d is just over a half penny or 2 per cent, of the 
value of silver at the outset. Similarly with the Shanghai exchange^ with India. 
On the a5th of February, t e . before the announcement made tn this Council on 
th£)t date was known a too Shanghai taels exchanged for Rs. 178 The next day 
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the exchanm fell to Rs. 173^-. There was then an improvenf^nt to Rs. 174, 
but the rate fell hick on the 3rd Mirch to about Rs. 173. Here the fall is 3 
per cent. The contention put forward on behalf 0/ the mill industry is, (ir^t, 
that this fall of a or 3 per cent, in the value of silver and in the E istern 
exchanges represents a bounty of the sante amount comerred on the local pro- 
duction in China by the mere fact that this tax is being imposed; second, thit 
the bounty is permanent in its nUure, and whatever m ly he the future fluctua- 
tions in the value of silver, the price of (he metal will a! ways be higher by that 
amount than it otherwise would have been; and third, that this bounty is 
sufficient to do irreparable alamage to our yam trade in China. 

** I will first take the suggestion thatlj^ihcreased duty in India will act as 
a bounty or protective duty m favom^ef^Chinese yarn. The argument is that 
until last Friday the Indian m^|^f^tur<»r who sold yarn to the value of 100 
taels in China was able to cdffl^t those taels into Rs. 1 78 Today for ^th i 
same quantity of yam sold, he can only get Rs 1 73. Thus, whatever the con- 
ditions of equilibrium previously establij|^ied, it is claimed that the balance has 
now been disturbed to that proportionate extent. 

** 1 shall have some criticisms of this theory «to suggest in dealing, in a 
moment, with the alleged permanence of the so-called bounty Rut before 
passing on to th.it question I Should like to draw attention to the figure 
we have thus arrived at. In putting the case as I have done, 1 do not 
mean to imply that the Hon’ble Sir Sassoon David and his supporters are 
satisfied that the fall iq the value of silver due to this tax will not ultimatelur> 
prove ^^ater than 3 per cent. 1 believe Sir Sassoon David amici pates thaf^ 
in certain circumstance- it will. But I do not think he has shown any clear 
grounds for the supposition that the fall which has already occurred does' 
not fully discount the probable reduction in the world demand for silver. We 
all know that with large and sensitive markets the trade instantaneously ad- 
t justs itself to new conditions and protects itself against them. The tendency 
‘ IS rather to seek over-protection than to underrate the importance of a new dis- 
> turbing factor. In the last few days we have had our one and only oppor- 
tunity for distinguishing the influence of the new factor introduced bv the 
menace of this tax. A year hence or even month hence a score of new 
circumstances aff< cting the value of silver may come into operation. But 
today effect and cause are clearly relited, and we arc* justified ifk regarding 
the change of price as representing expert practical opinion as to the full effect 
of the tax. 

Now, Sir, assuming the main argument to be valid, can we seriously be 
asked to believe that this handicap of 3 or 3 per cent, is eoing to ruin the Indian 
yarn industry ? We have all* he»rd of protective dunes being justified as a 
means of stimulating infant industries Have any of us heard of a protective 
duty imposed with this obj.-ct being limited to such an extraordinsrily low figure 
as 3 per cent ? We know very web that in actual practice qiuch higher rates 
are always required We treat that as an axiom, and for that reason we are 
-accustoined to claim that our g-neral 5 per cent latiflF in India cinnot fairlv be 
regarded as in any real sen -c protective, and exactly the same line has been . 
repeatedly Uken by those who have resisted the imposition of excise duties in 
this very case of cotton. And can it be ima^pned that capital >>will fl >w out to 
China on the strength of this small reduction m the value of silver, that mills 
will be constructed, that machinery will be ordered and the existing organization 
completed on the scale required to drive out the Indian manuf .cturer ? I think. 
Sir the proposition h.is only to be stated clearly for us unsoundness to be 
obvious. All this may come ; it is possible of course that it may come quickly, 
for China already holds a large portion of the trade , but that the fall of silver 
bv W in the last week will matendly affect the question is not, I submit, 
a reasonable expectation. And th.it. Sir, as far as I can gather is the opinion 
of the Bombay shareholders themselves. There has been a good d^I of 
noise about this tax, and consequently no doubt some fe^ trepidation ; but m 
far as my information goes the decline in ihe valu-i of shares has been limitea 
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to a few m<Us and confined, with hardly an exception, to about 1 or a per cent, 
of market value. 

“ I come now fo the second of the three points which I mentioned above, 
namely, the claim th,it thi.s bounty will be permanent in its effect. Th»s is a 
claim which we r m m no way admit, and which was not admitted by the Curren- 
t y Committ'»fs of 1893 and 1898 The whole theory of the protection given by 
a fall in exch.mge is, we believe, thoroughly unsound the moment its application 
IS extended beyond the purely temporary period of disturbance and the thwry 
becomes a pronouncement as to permanent results. To revert to my previous 
exarnpl.i of a 100 taels’ worth of Cliinese yarn competing with too taels of 
Indim yarn. The proposition implied is that though 100 taels will 
in future represent a smaller value ^owing to the depredation^ of 
silver, they will still be as effe'tive as bfe'fetce in paying wages in China, 
in purchasing raw m iterial and in buying the ;.-achinery required for new 
milK from gold standard countries, or in meeting the dividends of 
fort ign capitalists I'his is obviously fallacious as regards payments, such as 
thosn for tn.ichinery, which are made in g 5 ?d. It is also ultimately incorrect as 
regards wages .md pi ices in China, for you cannot indefinitely obtain a given 
quantity of l.->bour 01 m »teri it labile the real value of what you give in exchange 
IS a con'.tantly'derrcasing amount. There must in the end be an adjustment rf 
w'.iges and pric«‘S , .ind in China in particular such adjustments are in some ways 
p.lrticulaily rapid The silver currency of the country is not a currency in any 
« ffcctive senso, hut an article of barter pure and simple. There is no constant 
^ 'd st tble relation between subsidiary currency and the conventional stiver 
®*’Jhit , It is a matter of duly fluctuating exchange. The true currency the 
iTcouniry in which all the minor purchases take place and most of the wages 
f are paid is the copper cash Mere again there is a constantly fluctuating rate 
of exchange between the* copper cash and the silver unit ; and as the copper 
unit IS infinitcsiinally small, so tliat it may take 10, coo cash to make up a 
pound sterling, and the coolie in China is a good deal more familiar with 
exchange problems than most educated men in other countries, there is no 
p issibihi V of a gain or loss on exchange being overlooked by either of the 
panics affected This is a < ommonplace of standard writers on Chiiuse trade 
a id economics, and evidence to the same effect was given before the 
Indian Cinreiicy Commission of 1898 It was shown that the lower purchasing 
power of sifver 111 terms of copper, / e., in terms of labour, had actually proved 
a consiiierable set-off to the fall in its purchasing price in terms of gold which 
was caused by the closing of the mints, 

“ My Lord, I have emphasized the fact that the best opinion, namely, that of 
those who control the movements of world prices, is that the d scrimin ition against 
the Bombay industry which is created bv tliis tax cannot be p.it above a or 3 per 
cent. 1 have pointed out that the conditions in any silver stand ird country, and 
in China of all others, mu*>t set up adjustmenis which will diminish this marginal 
disadvantage to a nogligibb* quantity 1 have argued on general grounds that this 
small and tcmporaiy injury —if inju'y it is — cannot reasonably be expected tojiavo 
any marked effect on the w< If ire of ihe industry 1 might have hesitated to oppose 
these views (though 1 bfeli ve them to be soundly, ba-^ed and they are supported by 
the recent course of prices in the Bombay share market) to the opinions df prac- 
tical experts like^ir Sassoon Davni and Sir Viihaldas Thackersey. but we have 
on these matters an absolutely conclusive appeal to experience. During the 
cm rency discussions of 1893, and again when the Currency Committee sat in 
1899, there weie the same gloom v forebodings — justified however by an 
imme isurably greater disturbance of conditions. Many here will remember 
the arguments us“d on behalf of the tea-planting industry. At that time India 
and China had been competing together for years on the same, footing as 
regards currency. It was argued ^at the disturi>ance of the exchange, the 
appreciation of the rupee and the (depreciation of silver, might not only result 
in India’s ascendancy in regard to tea being wrested from her, but in the entire 
and irretrievable rum of She tea industry. I am quoting the words actually 
used by the Darjeeling Planters* Association in 189a. The (Question of tea js 
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of course outside our priTvince todajr. and I will only mention the result. In 
the year befoce the closing of the mints India exported 1 15 million pounds oi 
tea to foreign countries and by 1909 had a little nsoie than doubled that amount. 
Almost exactly the same arguments were used in regard to the cntton in- 
dustry, and nere I mu<it enter into more det.iil. Whsd the mill-owners fe«ired, 
and had excellent rea'on for fearing, was an enormous depreciation in silver 
This actually took place. In 1893-93, the year before the mints were dosed, 
the average value of silver per ounce was nearly 4od. The next year it 
fell to the year after to about 29; and it ata\ed at or Below 30/f. for 

some years. Surely here were the conditions in which a disastrous stimulus to 
production in China might have been expected. The so-called U unty m this 
case was not a per cent, but 25 per cent. It was not a temporary decline which 
might be counterbalanced by oth^-aTuses in the course of a single month. It 
continued for years, and as ^^^f^now silver has not since returned to a pnee 
anything like ^od. an oufre^ In addition, just before the closiii" of ,tlie 
mints occurred there had been considerable overir.iding, and the mills 
had actuilly been working short ♦•me for sorn • months before to enable 
the Chinese markets to dispose of their accumulated slocks There < \va«, 
as a matter of fact, a fall m exports m 1693-94 partly due to the disloc-ation 
arising from the changes in our currency system and partly to tht; existing glut 
of the Chinese market. The exports picked up, however, in 1874-95, and it 
would appear that she adjustment ol prices and wages in China to the extia- 
orditiary new conditions began very quickiv, tor I hnd it stated th<tt by the 
first month of 1894 the mills were again working steadily and profitably. 1 niav 
perhat^’give the actual figures. In 1891-92 the expoits cf yarn had bee» 
161 rrmlion pounds. In 1892-93, the inflated year just picceding the t losing of tha^ 
iiiiiits, they rose to 189 million pounds. In 1893-94 they fell tas I have said) 
to 134 millions, but went up again the following year to 159 millions, in 1902-03 
n and 1903-04, though by this time the value of silver had now fallen to 241/. 
vthe exports weie about 250,000,000 pounds, and in 1905-06 they reached 
,r<.the record figure of 298 millions. In the last two or three y« ars tlnrc has been 
I a falling off, owing to various causes, but the amount exported in 1908-09 was 
as much as 235 millions, and in the exports to China in particular there was a 
marked improvement. 

** 1 claim, Sir, that this experience of an increase in exports, which may be 
roughly put at 50 per ctnt. during a period in which ihe value ofxsilver fill by 
close on 40 per cent., entiiely refutes the lontcntion that a fall of 2 or 3 per cent. 
10 the value of silver or even a much higher reduction is going to drive our 
yarn out of China. There could not have been a mo re decisive test of the 
'bounty' theory than that to which it was subjected in the gi cat experiment 
made in 1893. The theory was completely exploded in the case of tea and m 
the Case of cotton ; ana *1 confess to some astonishment at finding it levived 
today in connection with a disturbance of eilchangc which might almost be 
called insignificant in itself and will ceitainly disappear the moment improving 
conditions make it possible for the'* Indian Government to resume silver pur- 
chases. 

' " The facts of the case, my Lord, at any rate as I read them, arc that wc arc 

not dealing with an industry the ordinary conditions of which arc so fixed that 
even a slight disturbance may produce a disproportionate result. As regards 
*' the Indian millSt the conditions under which they have been working for the last 
twenty years has been subjected to the widest fluctuation. The price of the law 
material varies within tiie widest range. Excha ige, as I have now repeatedly 
pointed out, has fallen and has also fluctuated to an extent which makes the 
present disturbance practically negligible. The mills have also no doubt been 
affected by the general rise of prices and wages in this country. Trade 
with China has also been interfered with by the detenoraiion of her copper 
coinage. Agam as regards the general competition, the awakening activity nf 
China is no doubt a real factor and one the imp<irtance of which must 
increase. If we take all these considerations together, there is no doubt 
mticii in the outlook which is uncertain and something which is disturbing. We 
can revise that under such conditions the mill-owners may feel bound to resist 
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any charge which might even conceivably' affect them adversely. But though 
those apprehensions are natural, it has not, as I submit, been shown that as re* 
gards the duty on silver they are well grounded, and we cannot be expected 
to refrain from using a fiscal instrument which from the broader point of view 
possesses exceptional advantages. 

I have now dealt as a whole, my Lord, with the case presented by the 
mills There are, however, certain special points which demand reply. The first 
of these is the ('ontention that the enhancement of the dutv is incorrect in prin* 
ciple , that silver is an article of currenev and should not be taxed. We do not 
arceptthis view. We have not accept^'d it in our tariff, in which we already 
disiinguish between silver bullion which has hitherto paid the general rate of 5 
per cent and coined rupees which pay nothing. And if there is any proposition 
which has been treated as axiomatic in connexion with our present currency 
system, it is the statement reiterated over and oVbrhigatn that the effect of the 
closing of the mints was to divorce the rupee from its relation to silver and to 
constitute it a token coin linked up with gold. 

“ Next, my Lord, we are told that the imposition of this tax will shatter con* 
fidenre ; that the mercantile community will never know when it may not be 
taken off or enhanced It would be very regrettable, my Lord, if business were 
permanently hampered through any feeling of uncertainty as to the future inten- 
tions of Government. The position is the more difficult in that it is impossible 
for Government to bind their successors, or even as regards themselves to go 
'*bout saying what they will do and what they will not do at some future date in 
«nattr-rs of taxation But 1 must say that this question of the fate of silver 
duty seems to me the least disturbing of all the problems ivhich beset the'eotton 
manufacturer in India He can see for himself that to take off a duty of this kind 
is infinitely more difficult than to impose it ; and that the rate now proposed is so 
high that we could not readily contemplate taking another step. He might also! 
assume that in such a matter as this the Government will not act withv 
levity ; and that if circumstances should arise — it is just conceivable that they«j 
might — in which the tax has to be modified, tliey will be circumstances of ^ 
obvious and pressing necessity. For my own part I can imagine nothing 
better calculated to disturb the minds of the mercantile community, nothing 
more suggestive of the thin end of the wedge than a tax of 2 annas or sf 
annas, wliich I sec suggested in ouc of the amendments on the agenda paper. 

If the ultimate object of Government were to impose as high a tax as silver 
could bear, but to do it gradually, this is exactly the way in which they would 
begin Our proposal has at any rate the ment of apparent finality : whether it 
will be really nnai or not is more than any one here can take upon himself to 
declare. 

" Another complaint, and a very natural one, is that wc are Imposing the tax 
at a time of special embarrassment to the mills. Well, my Lord, it is impossible 
for Government to choose when to impose* new taxation , and their times of exi- 
gency are very likely, in a country governed so compleiely by seasonal conditions, 
to be times of difficulty for agriculture and trade as well If the tax had been 
proposed for currency purposes, we might well have deferred it, though, as 
I have already mentioned, the state of the trade in 1893 did not restrain the 
Government from closing' the mints in that year. But its object is purely fiscal, 
and we have had to consider the interests of the mass of the population rather 
than those of one section which, as we believe, though it may feel apprehensive 
at the moment, i^ill not in the result be materially prejudiced. 

" My Lord, 1 will end as I began by stating that the one and only object of 
Goveniment is to raise revenue ; and their object in selecting this form of taxa- 
lon in preference to others is that they believe that (he revenue redtured will in 
his wav be raised with a minimum of hardship. I trust, my Lord, that a fuller 
consideration of the case will induce the great tnaiority of the Council cordially 
o accept the proposal op this basis , and to recognise the spirit of consideratKHi 
or the taxpayer which has induced the Government to fix its choice on this 
larticular fiscal expedient." 
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The Hon’^ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya said. — *' My Lord, 
the amendment that is now before the Council relates to the amount of additional 
I duty to be imposed on «ilver, and -so far as it affects the mill industry of Bombay 
it has been very ablv and eloquently supported by matAr gentlemen who are 
better entitled to speak upon the mattr-r 1 do not propose therefore to take 
up the time of the Council by dwelling on that aspect of the qoe‘'tion. But, my 
Lord, there is another aspect of the proposed taxation to which pointed reference 
h IS been made by the Hon’ble Mr. Brunyate in the speech to winch we have 
listened just now, and that is how it will affef't a large number of people among 
the general population On that point I wish to submit a few words for your 
Exeellencv’s consideration and for the consideration of this Council. My Lord, 
so far as the mill industry is concatmed, it may be able to bear the loss which 
the imposition of the increase^j^gl^^ will inflict upon it, or it may not ; but so far 
as a large number of people ardo^ the general population is concerned, it ougl^ 
not to be forgotten that a great deal of silver is consumed by them not as a 
ma'ter of luxury but under the compuUio^of a necessity imposed by social and 
socio>religious considerations. On the occasion of marriages, and on the 
occasion of other ceremonies connected with marriages, a large number of^ the 
middle cla s people have to make silver presents to their fem.iluj relaiions. 
^hese presents arc not made merely by those who have made savings and 
^an spare something, but by even the humbler man who is unable to spare anything 
but feels that social considerations require that he^ should pinch himself, 
that he should put himself under pecuniary obligations in order to present somet 
small silypr ornament to bis daughter or to nis daughter*in»I iW who is being 
marriecU^My Lord, ibis custom has even a religious sanction. In the 
Hcred books of the Hindus it is laid down that the most approved form of 
marriage is that in which the father of the bride selects ihe husband, invites 

to the house and gives aw’ay his daughter in marriage ift^r giving her such 
^laments -is he can. This being so over the whole length .ind breadth of the 
Kuntry a large number of the people of the middle class will be exposed to a 
pry heavv im)K>sition if the proposal to increase the duty on ^ silver is 
jmeepted. My Lord, the result will be this. The man who will go to 
the market to buy Rs. 15 worth of silver will have to pay Rs 2 extra. That 
will not be the value of the silver, but it will be the tax paid to tlie Government. 
Is it fair, my Lord, to put this tax on these middle class men, ^nd even 
yn the humbler classes who also try w'hcn they can to present such ornaments 
o their female relations ? 

“ There is yet another aspect of the qitestion. The poor middle ^ class 
throughout the country, and the poorer humbler classes generally, invest 
their savings, what litt’e thev may be, in silver. If (he proposed duty is 
mposed whenever any poor man will buy silver worth Rs. 15. he shall have to 
pay Rs. 2 extra, and that sum, mv Lord, will goffor ev-r to the Imperial exche- 
quer; it can in no way add to the real valu^ of his silver , it gives an artificial 
and fictiiious value to the silver ; but *so far as its real v.iliw is concerned, 
It remains where it wras. When it is s.iid that by enhaneement of the duty 
ht value of the silver will be appreciated throughout the country, and that the 
mass of the population will be benefited, and wh(*n surprise is <*xpressed 
members who represent the masses do not render support to this proposal to add 
B further duty on silver, I submit, my Lord, that note is not* taken of the 
mportant fact that silver is not an article* of luxury of the poor hut that they 
ise it, when they do, as a matter of necessity or an investment That being so, 
my Lord, the next question that arises is, has any necessity been proved for 
mposing this fresh burden upon the poor? I have listened with the greatest 
:6lnsideration to all that has been «aid bv the Hon’ble Finance Member, the 
Hon'Ue Mr. Meston and the Hon’ble Mr Brunvatc, but I regret to say that 1 
lonot see any justification for adding to the burthens of ihe poor at tms moment. 
l/Vhatare the exigencies in which the Government finds it ■‘elf ? The budget 
deaHy shows that so far as the people generally are concerted, they have been 
idding to their contributions to the Imperial Exchequer. Tne land revenue alone 
MIS given 65 lakhs more in the last year than was expected when the mudget WM 
ramed. H is clear that the contributions of the people have not decreased ; 
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they have increased in many respects ; and, on the whole, I submit that it can- 
not fairly be said that th(-re is any jusiific.ition, so far as the collections ^of the 
year can show it, for imposing a fresh burden on the people. No circum* 
stances have arisen which would justify a resort to fresh taxation. As ray 
Hon’blc friend Mr Gokhale has pointed out, there is no war threatened, there is 
no famine impending, and, my Lord, there are no other circumstances which would 
justify a resort to additional taxation, and particularly to a taxation which would 
fall heavily on the poor. 

“ J f the Government require more money than the revenues of the year are 
likely to bring them, then, taking the circumstances of the country as they stand, 
there are certain courses which are obviously open to the Government. In th« 
first place there is the long standing compl^t that the expenditure of the Gov- 
ernment generally is extravagant. My Lorrf, ■‘•feese complaints have been made 
year after year, but no serious effort his been maGfe to generally recast expendi- 
ture. I do not blame the Ilon’ble Finance Member for it. I am sure we all 
respect him for his desire to keep dow^cxpenditure and are grateful to him for 
his expressions of sympathy. The statement which he has made would show 
that if the Government could be p *rsu ided, he would be more than glad tr 
have a genpral recasting of expenditure in >rder to reduce expenditure generally 
But while I gratefully recognise that he has taken larc, with the knowledge that 
he had of the circumstances of the country, to frame a budget which h4 
considered would fall in the lightest manner upon the mass of the people, I 
regret that the result will unfortunately be different from what he desires st 
Fr far as the tax on silver and petroleum is concerned And there ise« genera 
feeling that it was possible to avoid these taxes by reducing expemiture al 
least temporarily, or by suspending works which did not press for urgent execu 
tion. There seems to me no reason why such suspension should not have taker 
place. Under Civil Works, for instance, I find that there is an increase M 
nearly 6o l.ikhs provided for in the next year’s budget. I ha\e been unable m 
understand, my Lord, why this expenditure of 6o lakhs could not be pou 
poned for a year. The expenditure on the Army has been growing, and tM 
in spite of the earnest represent^itions of the people. The expenditure oi 
general administration also has been growing Take only a few figures i^o far ai 
the ^>eneral administration is concerned In the year 1906-07 the total amount 
spent wa< ;^i,524,8'^S. In the Budget the amount is put at ;^i,744,500. Now 
my Lord, I submit that thert* appears to he no reason why when the Govemmen' 
finds Itself not in a position to meet fresh expenditure such expenditure shouk 
not be stopped, at any rate for thP'^time being So also in the C4ise of Stationer] 
and Printing. 1 find in the Budget of 1909-10 the amount budgeted for wat 
Rs. 89,5 5.000 for Stationery and Printing. In the budgrt before us it it 
Rs. 9*^ >74*000 I do not see why a little curtailment of expenditure shoule 
not have been effected th.'re. Then with regard to the programme of railwaj 
constiucfion I do not see any re.asen why in a season of financial difficulty the 
Government must borrow the large amodnt of Rs. 16,3000,000 to provide foi 
incre<ised expenditure on railways My Lord, this means a -erious hardshi| 
to the people as we have to meet the cfarge« of interest on this railway deb| 
from the revenues of the year , and in the Financial Statement I find it state<; 
that the increa«e in the amourrt of interest is dm* to the progrt^ss of capitAi 
expenditure. ‘My L<'rd, the Government ought. I submit with great respect 
to act under such circumstances like any good householder. If it finds thal 
Jt cannot meet interest on the amount which it wrishes to borrow, it should 
stop borrow'ing. If the Government find that they are not able to metit 
interest charges from the ordinary revenues, justice to the tax-payer require^ 
that^ the borrowing should be postponed for a time. Then with regard t( 
administrative changes, I am unable to understand, my Lord, why for the puroosc 
of meeting the wants of improved administration resort should be had tc 
fresh taxation. ^ Eastern Bengal’ and Assam stand in need of rooiKy. 1 subaii 
that every province should be required to meet ibe expenditure, which it has tf 
meet, from its own revenues. 1 do not understand^ why my people of t^ 
United ^ovinces should have to pay higher stamp duties, higher court-fees anc 
higher silver and petroleum duties because Eastern Bengal and Assam has begi 
found to be financially a bad administration.** 
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The President : — *' 1 would remind the Hon'ble Member that he is wander* 
ing entirely from the general principles of the Bill. We are now discussing the 
^amendment.'* 

The Hon'ble Pandit Mad\n Mohan Mai a viva : ** 1 beg your Lo^- 
ship’s pardon, my Lord. My object was to support the amendment^ by explain- 
ing that it was not necessary to impose the proposed duty on silver. I will 
confine myself to the amendment. My Lord, 1 support the amendment as it 
seeks to prevent an impost br'ing added which w'ill press on the poor people of 
the country, for which I submit that no justification has been shown. If more 
money must be found, other sources must be tapped, for there are other articles 
which can very well bear tax.itiorf; but so far as stiver is concerned, I h<me 
that the Government will sec to accept the amendment and not put this 

i^jurther burden on the poor." 


The Hon'ble Sir Guv Fleetwood Wii son “ Perhaps your Lordship 
^ will allow me to say a word or two in^nswer to the Hou’bU; Pandit Malaviya 
because otherwise he might think me ungrateful, inasmuch as he has delivered 
a very valuable lecture on the merit of economy whidh will help me very much 
J^nd for which I am very grateful 1 do nut intend to follow him ovdt the large 
^Mrea which he has covered bv his remarks as they are not germane to the 


(area which he has covered by his remarks as they are not germane to the 
^amendment which is noAr before us I do not propose to say much at this late 
hour : in fact I propose to say very litile. Parenthetically, I would remind my 
*Hon’ble Wend behind me that we fully recognise thit we shall have to pay more 
'i^or th3S<fe*mtle presents w'hich vie are all c>illcd upon 10 buy. Kven in my race and 
^Kr eed we have to make presents to our female relations and to other peoples' 
Bemafe relations for that matter, and I very greatly regret that when CnrislmaS 
^^>mes round we shall all jiave to pay out more rupees ; but on the other hand| we, 
‘.wMall have the satisfaction of feeling that wc are contributing to an increase in the 
venue. 

*‘ Whatever our views may be on the silver question, we can all join, I think, 
congratulating the Hon'ble Mr Brunyatc on his miidcn speech, and we may 
^ agree that he has shown great grasp of his subject and^ marked ability in his 
treatment of it. 1 certainly do not propose to travel over the same ground, and 
will merely repeat what I said in my Budget Statement, namely, that ^he object 
of the enhanced duty is to raise revenue. But the f.act that a tax presents 
advantages other thin the mere prcdin lion of revenue does not prove that that 
tax IS a oad one. Inter alia it will certainly •suit m an appreciable additional 
value accruing to the silver hoards in this country. I combat altogither the idea 
that this increase imposes a loss on the people of the middle class or otherwise. 
As to the point made, that the people- will h ive to piy more for silver, it is per* 
fectly evident that if the value of the silver is greater, they will get more for their 
money. The opposition to this tax, I honestly believe, is primarily and mainly 
the opposition which comes from Bombay mill-owners. It is a perfectly natural 
opposition, and I sympathise with their anxiety, but! believe tneir anticipations 
will to a large extent not be realised ; indeed 1 think Mr Brunyatc has proved 
this conclusively. 

*' We roust consider the interests of India as a whole, and in the interest of 
Jndia as a whole I think it is perfectly legitimate to make silver psoduce revenue 
when revenue is wanted. Are the Indian Members as a whole^ going to support 
this auundm nt? Are the Indian Members going entirely to ignore the indirect 
advantage which this tax will confer on their people ? Are you going back to 
your people and tell them that you have opposed a iuty which will restore to 
your people at any rave something of what we are always charged with having 
Uken from them when we closed the mints in 1903? Will yoU tell your humble 
artixan, your coolie and v our raiyat that you have done your best to prevent an 
enhancement of the value of their h.ird-earned savings ? Will you tell your 
lowly-placed women folk that you have opposed to the utmost in your power any 
incroase td the value of their poor little domestic treasuif'S ? I am convinced 
that the Government is light in imposing this tax on stiver. It is one which has 
b^n advocated by f§r abler men than myself, and it is one which, after the mdst 
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careful consideraiion, I have advanced with conhilence. I am unable to accent 
the amendment.”

The Hon’ble Sir Vini ALDAS D. Tii.ac KERSEV moved th It in Item 6 in 
Schedule III appmded to the Bill; as amended by the Select Committee, for the 
wrord and figure “ annas 4” the word and figures “annas be substituted. 

He said . — ** My I.ord, {in mo\ing this amenviment 1 propo-'C to reduce the 
rate of duly from annas 4 per 02. to annas 2\ per 02. My Lord, so far as the 
principle 01 taxing silver is concerned, 1 hope I have made myself clear in my 
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previous speech that I am absoiuteiy opposed to it. But without pre)udice to 
that contention, I am moving this am“ndment with the object of minimising the 
w disturbance in the silver market a- id the consf^quent adverse effect on one of the 
^principal industries of India. The Hon'ble Mr. Brunyate in his very able 
*^peecn has admitted that It would hav- i.uch adverse enect. The only differ- 
ence is, as to its extent. With due deference to the Hon’ble Mr. Brunyate, I 
submit that to speak of 2 , 3 and 4 per cent loss on production as negligible, is 
misleading. Admitting that the extent of the loss is what he estimates it to be, 
namely, about 3 per cent., it works out at ab »ut Rs. 3 p-r bale, taking the 
aveurage price or Rs 25 lakhs on 5 lakhs of h.ilcs of exports. In order to show 
what proportion it wi’l besr to the capittl cost of a spinning mill, I will take the 
instance of a mill containing 40.000 ring spindle The approximate coat of 
such a mill would be about 20 lakhs^^nd taking the production of the mill to be 
18,600 bales of yirn per year tljj^.,S‘, would come to Ri 9^,cx>o on the basis of 
Mr. Brunyate's figures or cqmiralent to nearly 5 per cent on the capital of the 
mill. Is tins loss so smsU as to be lightly regirded by this Council ? It was 
further argued by ihe llon’ble Mr. Bruny"iti* that the silver in I ondon had not 
gone down to the extent of the new duty and that the sh.ire m.irket in Bombay 
had not been depr^sed to a consid»*rabie extent Now. my Lord, is it conceiv- 
able that the effect of the new Ir^gisUtion should fully came into operation the 
very next day on the price of silver at home or on the shareholders of milts? 
SThe economic laws of supply and demand must ultimately determine pric«*s. 
The produ' ers of silver could not be expected to reduce their selling-price 
immediately until ihe demand slacks off In the same way, shareholders d^o 
not sell awixV their shares at a greitly reduced privc until they find that their 
dividend# are growing less. Therefore, my Lord, wc shouM not judge of the 
consequences of this enhanced duty by the st «te of the market within the last 
^eek. The economic laws of dem ind and supply will ultim.it< ly assert them- 
ves, and we have only to consider today what the tendency of the new duty 
ikely to be 

“Then, my Lord, the Hon’blo Mr. Brunyate argued that after the closing of 
.e mints in 1893, although tempoianly wc shipped loss yarn to Cbina, our 
xports to that country inert ased in 1905-06. My Loid, I can only say in 
reply to that, that altl ough the mints w'ere closed in 1893, the rupee did not rise 
to the level of is. 4^/ for a considerable time and continued low until 189S-99 
when the full effect of the <urrcncy legislation made itself fell. J!)uting this 
period mills sprung up in China like mushrooms and as a consequence in 1901 
m India 20 to 25 milU went into liqu'dation is ha-* alrc idv been pointed out by the 
Hon’ble Mr Gokhaic. And whatever succe5s*'Vlie Oovernmcni may claim for 
their currency policy, it was on the rums of these Mill Companies. In the 
same way, after the h gislition of t>*'day more mills may go into liquidation and 
Government may be able to collect an extra revenue ol 55 lakhs ol rupees out 
of their wreck. Is that the policy which Ciovcrnment or a n sponsible Council 
like this should accept ? Have we not to consider the safety of the capital 
already invested in the spinning industry or that this Council should add to the 
existing difficulties of the industry which arc* .already very great? I do hope 
thnt the Council will accept this amendment as being calculated to inmitnise the 
shock to the Indian yarn trade with China.”

The Hon*ble StR Guv FLEtawoou Wilson said — “ I** confess that 
it Seems to me that this resolution if carried will produce no good result. It will 
not produce the effect of removing any of those evils which have bfen put 
before us so eloquently and so btr<>ngly in regard to the tav on silver m itself, and 
on the other hand it mil ptoduce the evil result oi cmtaiiing the levenue of which 
I stand in need. Therefore, I am sorry to say I must meet it by a direct 
negative.” 

The motion was put and negatived. 


The Hon’ble Sir VijhaI-Ii\S D. TilACKfcRSKV movecLthatto sub-clause (ii) 
of elapse I of the Bill, as amended by tne Select Comnuttee, the following 
proviso be added, namely t — 
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Provided that the silver afloat or in bond on that date' shall not be liable to paftim 
enhanced duty/' 

He said: — " My Lord, the Hon'ble Mr. Armstrong in his speech* with 
reference to another master has clearly explained to this Council how it woidd | 
be unjust to tax trade when that trade has imported certain things honestly. 
When this duty was declared no one had the slightest idea that Government had 
the intention of L vying duty on silver, and therefore in the natural course d 
trade the usual consumption of India came in. Apart from the question of 
banks that arc importing silver — I had a conversation with the manager of a 
bank in Calcutta recently, the banks have not much to lose, 1 admit, and if they 
had to lose, I would not press my amendment so strongly because banks are strong 
enough to bear the burden even if it is unjustly laid, — but the question when a 
burden is unjustly laid upon the individuals w4|g^ have purchased from the banksv 
and who have in their turn sold the silver to\j;''|Lll merchants, the burden on 
that individual, who is not perhaps so strong to bear'^lhe burden, is greater than^ 
it would be to the bank. So, my Lord, 1 think that it is quite reasonable that 
those who have honestly traded should rtht be made to suffer, and if this amend* 
ment is not accepted, I fear there may be many ruins for the little revenue that 
the Government of India nfay derive from this ft may be 10 or 15 lakhs of 
rupees fronf the few people w'ho hold bullion, but they would be ruined. 1,^ 
therefore, my Lord, propose this amendment.** j 


The Hon’ble Sir Guy Fi.frtwood Wit son said : — “ My Lord, this is , 
an amendment which is deserving of the most sympathetic consideration, ft r 
IS obvious that the suddenness of the enhancement of additional diitiesFfias come 
somewhat as a shock, not only upon the silver market, but upon many interestsllj 
not in any way connected with silver. I had hoped that 1 might be able tor 
meet my Ilon’ble friend in regard to this amendment, but I much regret that|)> 
I cannot <i( cept it Hon*ble Members will, 1 think, readily understand that w 
cannot deal with silver alone in considering this question There are oth< 
imports which arc equally hit by the date which wc have fixed upon as the or*^ 
which shall govern the application of the new duty. An alteration of thi^^ 
date, if accepted, would have to appiv to the whole of the new taxes, as 
would be obviously unreasonable and unfair to extend a concession to silver 
which 1 have had to refuse in the case of tobacco, spirits and petroleum. 


** 1 very much regret that 1 cannot accept this motion. Hon*ble Members 
will readily understand that I cannot treat it as referring to silver alone. The 
same principle, if acerpted, applii'S to the whole of the articles which are 
affected by the new tariff, and it would be unreasonable and unfair to extend 
the concession to silver which I should have to refuse to liquors or tobacco or 
petroleum. Had the position been different I should gladly have listened to 
any reasonable suggestion for avoiding inconvenience to the' trade by some 
concession in rcgnid to goods which are now on their way to India or are 
stored in our bonded warehouses. It would be impossible, however, as matters 
stand, to reconcile all the different interests, which have equally stroi^ 
claima in the matter, without a sacrifice of revenue which our situation renders 
wholly unjustifiable and which might seriously affect our financial prospects for 
next year ^ ^ 

" If 1 were to allow article.s which are now in transit to come in at the old 
rates of duty, how < ould 1 refuse the same privilege to articles now in bond P If 
1 admit the issue at the old rales of ai tides which are now in bond, how cotdd 
1 refuse the same concession to the large quantiiies of Indian roanufficttirail 
beer and foreign spirits which are new in bonded warehouses all over the 
country, or to bter and spirits vvhich are now under the process of manufacture 
in our local brew cries and distilleries, but w hich will be placed in the market 
before the arrival in India of the .last shipments, or similar artidas to which I 
should be extending the old rates ? 

*' The only possible way of reconciling all these different interests is clearly 
to fix one date for everything. That date must, for obvious reasons, 
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he date on which our proposals are first made public. ^ We are bound 
>y no precedent in the matter, it is true that, when the mints were closed, 
sertmo consignments of silver were accepted at a later <late ; but that transac* 
ion, which, 1 may remark, has since been almost univershklly condeumcd, bears 
10 analogy with what is now suggested It is true also that four years ago, 
vhen the last rise in the spirit duty took place, certain concessions of this 
shacaeter were made ; but, on the other hand, when Sir Edward Baker raised 
he beer duties in 1908, a repetition of these concessions was refused. 1 should 
lave been very glad to have been able to meet the suggestion implied 
n this amendment not only in the case of silver but in the case of alUhese articles 
rhich are going to pty additional duty, but 1 regret to say that I aip unable it* 
lo so and for the reasons given I anuafraid that the asth February must be the 
late for the application of thypiew duties. I therefore cannot accept the 
■mendment.*' * 


The motion was put and negatived. 


The Hon’ble Mr. Chitnavis moved that in clause 3, sub'dausc (Hi), for 
the words and figures *' No. i6 ", Petroleum ", " One anna " and " One anna 
Mid six pies," the words and figures " No. 8, " *' Sugar ", “ Five ptii* cent." and 
* S«ven*and-a-half per cent." be substituted, respectively." He said — My 
Lord, as cpuld be seen from the tenor of the debate today, sugir, in the opinion 
>f the people of this country, will be far more preferable subject of taxation thin 
setroleum. The suggested increase in the duty on sugar, far from causing irri* 
ation, wil^be more acceptable to the nation 1 do not refer heu* to its probable 
Economic results. It may help the indigenuu^ industry But wc here discuss the 
.ax only as a source of revenue The imports of sugar are 'ncicasing, and should 
therefore, apart from other considerations, be a Bt subject of taxation. Accord- 
1 ^ to the Revised Account of the ( urrent year, the Customs revenue from sugar 
2 3s lahhs of rupees, whereas that from petroleum is 47^ lakhs of rupees An 
■dttion of Sc^pur cent duty should yuld more 111 the one case than in the other, 
^stdes, an additional loading on sugar would bt* justified by all economic con* 
nderations On the contrary, an additional tax on petroleum will appear to be a 
violation of the enlightened principles of taxation which this Government has 
generally followed in the past Petroleum is almost a necessary of life with the 
poor middle classes whose standard of comfort has risen, but whose Resources 
nave become crippled with the rise in prices. The incidence of further taxation 
upon it will clearly fall upon these unfortunate oeople A rise in the price of the 
foreign petroleum will cause a sympathetic ns^ in the price of the Burma oil 
which is so largely used by the p'lor, even the very poor in their villages. It may 
be properly cailed the poor man’s^ light These will suffer equally with the higher 
classes in consequence of the increased duty. On the other hand, imported or 
refined sugar is largely used by the comparatively richer classes. The poor man is 
satisfied with molasses and the crude or unrefined country sugar. The imported 
sugar is an article of luxury of the richer classes^ and, if anything is to be taxed, 
that should be. I therefore suggest the alteration in the subject of taxation 
MV principle as much as for its greater productivenr'ss. I appreciate the motives 
tHat have induced the Hon'ble Finance Minister to select p troleum for increased 
taxation, but, having regard to the general feeling and t<ie many ayd varied uses 
So which petroleum is applied in this country, 1 feel it ray duty to make this 
bumble suggestion. 1 am glad that this suggestion finds strong support both 
in this Counal and outMde it. The Press, both Indian and Euro^an, which 
r^resents a large body of public opinion in the country, cordially supports it, and 
10 also the most prominent mercantile associations in this country." 


The Hon'ble Mr. Carlylb said: — " I must say that I was very surprised 
irhmi I saw that a gentleman who is so well known for his zeal for the wel- 
hM of the poor proposed to impose an increased tax on sugar rather than 
petroleum. But this debate has brought enlightenment, atyi 1 see that it is not 
reeognizi^ by all that sugar is an absolute necessary article of ^et in 
some form or other. Petroleum is to a certain extent a luxury, while sugar 
|s i|n giticle of necessity. What really makes this proposed tax on sugar popitiar

1 have look' d tnroutjh the agncultunl statistics very carefully — unforj^ 
tunately there arc no statistics for countiy refineries in India — and I can find n<^ 
warrant whatever for the bilief that tne Indian industry is in any danger 
whatever In 189^-99 the acreage under sugar-cane n as 2,485,681 , it varied 
with seasons, but its maximum was rea- hed in 1907-08, when it rose to 3,639,300 
ai res Since then there lias been a consider ible drop, but I believe this is entirely 
due to seasonal c lu^es There was a very b id monsoon m 1907 and poor rains in 
190S After a drought or famine the poorer < ultivator is obliged to give up pre- 
carious or expensive crops for other crops which will bring him in a quicker return, 

I may note that ten years ag > there w'ere similar fears of the future of the Indian 
•’Ugar industry owing to the comoetition of 15W’'>ty-fed sugar. The Lieutenant- 
Governor of the North-Western Provinces wrote'* n/-.great alarm on the subjectp^ 
and his letter very much impressed the Government of India. It was 
quoted by Sir Jimes .Vestland in th" debate on the a neidment of the Tariff Act 
m order ‘.o enable Government to place a countervailing duty on bounty-fed f 
sugar. But events have falsified these fjrebodings* the cultivatim has 
not decreased, while at the same time imports have very largely increased^ 
€ind this IS largely due to the fact that India is now in a position to buj 
a larger quantity of .1 very imporraut article of diet. 1 may have failed tj^ 
convince the llon’ble Member that the increased tax will not be protective. If so, 
he has to face a somewhat difficult position. In a frte trade country a protectiveJ 
duty should as a lule be countcrbal meed by an excise-duty, and no oae, 1 think, ^ 
can look with equanimity at any id< a of p itting an excise-duty on sugar cultivai 
tion ill this country. If the Hon’blt- Member hid brought forward his proposal 
as part of a general s( h *me for increasing the tariff for revenue purposes, lh| 
matter would have bt‘cn som what different It is very diliicult to fix the exj 
point where a revenue* tariff bet omes protective and in raising a revenue tariff 
round it is almost impossible to avo d giving slight protection in the c ise of sO(j 
Items, but this is a veiy diffeient matter Iroin sp cially selecting ode article 
increased taxation. Kortunately th * (»overninetu oi India is not n tw in a positiol 
in which It requires to raise the tevenue which might be obt lin' d by an increased^ 
tariff all round, an i It is u inece-,s i v to can-.ider the m »Uer ^ro.n this point 
of \iew.‘ I hope the Council will agree with me that it would be unwise 
to accept the lesolution now before us Sugar is a necessary of life and, 
except on strong grounds of the revenue needs of tne State, we should not do 
anything to raise us oric'c spv‘ 'iall> ‘as by do. ng so we would not be ass.stmg 
the tlaiswhom the Hon’ole Member would tike to help.” 

The mo. ion was put and negatived. 




The Hon’ble Mr GoKUM.h moved that clause 3, sub-clause (iii), of the 
Bill, 51s amended by the Sel-ct Committee, be omitted. He said My 
Lord, tlu* object of my amendment is to get tid of the proposed enhance- 
ment of duty on petroleum .iliogether. Ttie lIon*l>le Mr. Carlyle just now 
told us that sugar was a necessary of life, even to a greater extent than petroleu.n. 
Well, .ill 1 can s.iy h ih.it he was sp* aking of Ine poorer classes of some other 
country and ^ot of India. 1 am sure that there are tens of thousands of culti- 
vators who do not see sug.ir from year’s end to year’s end, whereas th^ 
cannot do without petroleum. They must have a little light in their houses and 
petroleum has now come to take the place of the ordinary vegetable oils. How- 
ever, 1 am not g' -ing to argue the question about sugar as the amendment 
relating to it has been rejected : 1 will only aay one or two things about petro- 
leum. Petroleum is recognised to be a n* cossary of life. The imports of duty- 
paying petroleum are very considerable and they have been steadily increasing. 
During the last three y* ars I find that the duty paid on petroleum has risen 
from about 37 lakhs to 53 lakhs, or about 45 pei cent. Burma oil cannot supply 
the needs of the people altogether, because us supply is not equal to the demand. 

I think therefore that this duty on petroleum will really fall upon the poorest classes 
of the community. As 1 said this morning, the price of Burma oil will m up, if 
not by the full amount of this duty, at least by something l.ke it. 1 theremre pro- 
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pose that the amemiment which I have moved should be accepted by the 
Council*’*

V The Hon'ble Mr. Gates said:—*' My Lord, it will perhaps be expected of 
7.1e as representing the Government of a Province whiclv^is much interested in 
the petroleum industry to put before this Council a few facts bearing upon the 
motion just made by the Hon’ble Member. The Hon’Ble Member s lys that 
petroleum is much more a necessary of life for the people of India than sugar, 
and he seems to consider that there are thousands ot people in India who have 
never seen sugar but who u^e petroleum daily. Well, my Lord, 1 appeal to the 
experience of this Council. Is there any one here who wishes to corroborate 
that statement ? (Cries of * we do.’) On the contrary, besides petroleum 
there are many illuminating oils which are used by the common people in this 
Country. You will find from thetipde returns that tiie quantity of foreign 
■linefal oil imported in the yesii^0(§fn^g was about 84 million gallons. There 
was a dfop in the imports in 1909*10 for reasons which I shal touch on later.* 
Wqjl rhen, it is proposed to charge an extra duty of six pies per gallon on this 
amount of 84 million gallons. Imat would Eiriount to about 26 lakhs of rupees 
in tJic^ year. Now what is the population which is goin? to pay this sum ? The 
i pppulation of India at the Ust Census was 294 millions. I will deduct the 
^^pulations of Burma and Eastern Bengal and Assam, because, although they 
IflKe a certain quantity of imported oil, it is not very much. (1 think about 
million gallons were imported into Burma in one year, and a certain amount 
doubt goes into Eastern Bengal and Assam, though it is diilii'ult to say how 
uch becaiue it goes through the inland water-ways from Calcutta.) Now 
lucting the population of Bui ma and Eastern Bengal .ind Assam, which is about 
millions, this leaves 25a millions of people who nave to pay 2^ millions of 
ees, so that the incidence is one rupee to too persons or two pies per head, 
know that there are thousands of people m this country who are 
from railways and who do not use kerosene According to fii>{ures kindly 
lied to me by one of the representatives of one of the oil industries, 

,, tieliveries of local mineral oil from rehneries of any consequence and the 
(^^Kvenes of foreign mineral oil from the ports aggregated about 1 55 millions of 
^ilons in one year, and that gives us a consumption pf 155 iniUions. 

“ Now I will try and approach the subject in another way. There 
n import from abroad of 84 million gallons and these was 
transport from Burma into the Indi in Peninsula of 62 million 
gallons. That makes a total of 146 million gallons. The internal con- 
sumption of Burma has been variously estimatedmt from 8 to 12 million gallons. 

I will take the higher figure. That produces a total of 158 million gallons. 
Now the Council will see that these two calculations are not very far apart, 
one of 158 millions and the other of 155 millions. Well, suppose we strike an 
average and take the figure at 157 million gAlons. Of course this figure 
neglects certain small producing area<> m Baluchistan and a rather larger area 
in Assam, but the production of thesef is nothing very great* On the other 
hand it neglects the export or transport of petroleiRn by land or by sea from 
the- area to which these figures relate. However, 1 am not troubling about 
this. There is a large margin and 1 will present that margin to the Hon’ble 
mover of the amendment. Well then, 294 millions of people are consuming 
tivese 157 millions of gallons of mineral oil. Now let us suppose fbr the sake 
of argument that the whole of this consumption is going to rise in price. 1 do 
not admit that point and I sh.sll perhaps return to it later on ; but we will 
suppose it for the present. Then the incidence per head on this rise in price, 
owing to this extra duty which it is proposed to put on, will be something 
lUce 3 pies per head per annum. Now these are merely what I may call contrm 
calculations. They fix the figures at which the populace can possibly 
be affect^. But I have made some enquiries as to the actual consumption 
erf petroleum by persons of the middle or poorer classes, say the ordinary 
emkivating rutya/ and his family. My Hon’ble friend who sits* next to me 
referred when moving his amendment to the burden whiefi would be laid upon 
the middle classes. He did not appear to care about the poorer classes so 
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much. It was the middle classes he was considering. 1 am not going into 
the budgets of the iniddie classes, because I think that the argument that 
was used by the Hon’ble mover of the amend m^t laid more stress on the 
burden falling on the poorest. A correspondent in Burma, where there is^ 
a fairly high standard of living and where petroleum is produced, esttmat4pl 
the amount used to be tins or 6 gallons a yeir. 1 have made some 
oiher enquiries and I am disposed to think that is a rather low estimate. 1 will 
put It .it 2 tins a year 1 am told that 4 bottles a month is a reason* 
able consumption for a raiyat’s family. That is 48 bottles a year or 8 
gallons, and that is just about 2 tins. Now the extra duty on this at 6 pies a 
gallon would be 4 annas per annum, not per head but per consuming family. 
Of course 4 annas a year is not to be despised in the budget of the cultivating 
raiyatf but still, if wc must have money, I submit that that is as reasonable and 
as grod a way of getting it as can possibly., ^e devised ; and I should like to 
draw the attention of the Council to the fa«.v\*hat if these duties fall on 
' poorest classes, they have been relieved not very \^g ago by the reduction of 
the salt <luty, and tins enhancement of the duty on petroleum, if it does fall on 
them to the extent of 4 annas per faihily per annum, will not come to so much 
as they have been relieved of by the reduction of the salt tax. 

" Now, my Lord, I desire to say just a few words on the question 
of whether all the mineral oil, that from Burma as well as that w'hich con^f 
from abroad, is likely to go up m price, and indeed W'hether the importers cT 
foreign oil will succeed 111 passing on the extra duty to the consumer. Now, m^ 
Lord, th.it is a very intricate question. The oil companies move in a region A 
high politics They have wars and preparation for war and exhaustion aft^ 
war, and it is very diflReult to say what is likely to be the result* in any parl^ 
cular case in this extre mely artiiicial condition. But this muc h wc do knoV 
There is some arrangement between the Burma Oil Company and the AsiaA 
Petroleum Company. V\ hen the appearance of new competitors in 
Burma Oil Fii lds caused a tall in prices in tht Indian market, the AsiHr^ 
Petroleum Compaiw brought in a great deal loss of their own oil, and thev 
a great deal more Burma oil, and we may presume th.it they sold it at a prnwjp 
I take it that they would not be conient to go on doing it unh ss they mad^v 
piofit. Now, in the course of this competition the piice fell as low as Rs. 2^ 
per unit A unit is 8 gallons Two tins are spoken of as a unit, I understand, 
becausv, <‘ven when the oil is sold in bulk it is still sold at so much per unit. 
Well, as 1 say, the Asiatic Petroleum Company were taking in a great deal of 
Burma oil and were selling it through their matketing organization. I believe 
it paid ihoni bettor to burn lheipo\vn oil as fuel at th.it lime. But I understand 
that they were not content tli.it tlieir own product should dis ippear from the 
market altogether They have to keep it before tl e public and w’ait for better 
times when they will push the sale of their own product once more Consequently, 
they went on selling their ownt product up to a limited extent throughout this 
competition, and, as they have borne the full brunt of the fall in price which was 
induced by this competition there seemi to be considerable reason to expect that 
they and the other importers fr<»m the United States of America and from 
Routnania will very likely h.ive to bear this extra duty themselves and that they 
will not be able to pass it on to the consumer 

"It has been suggested that even if the Burma Oil Company do not raise their 
prices — *and t think t hero is very sirong reason to expect that they will not raise 
them, at lea.st for the present, while the question of excise duties is not settled— 
that the importing companies will raise their prices and that the dealers in towns 
will charge the extra price both on Burma oil and on the other. Well, my Lord, 
if they all combine that can be done, but if any one of them instead of taking his 
share of the profits on the rise of price prefers to charge a lower price, and get a 
greater share of the sales, then the combination will fail and that scheme will not 
succeed. I do not wi'<h to prophesy, and 1 do not think anv one can prophesy, what 
may happen, b,ut I think it is not by any means certain |hat this duty iwill be passed 
on to the consumer. There seem to be three possibilities — either that this duty 
w'ill be passed on to the consumer both for foreign oil and for Burma oil, or else 
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th« prices may be unaffected by it and the' importers will have to bear the extra 
cost, or else in the course of time the Burma oil .will drive the other oil out of 
%^^he market altogether. There is one thing that I note at this point, namely, that 
■’prices began to rise owing to the slackening of the competition, before the 
extra duty was announced. The price had been down as Jow as Rs. 3*3, 
but it had been brought up to Ri>. 3 before this duty tras announced. ^ There 
' is one word more, I might say, on this subject. It has not been said in this 
Council, but 1 have seen it said in thcncwspnpeis and elsewhere,-that the Govern* 
ment was under the impression that the American oil only went to the^ higher 
class of consumers or w'as, burnt in the better sort of houses. 1 think the 
Government was under misapprehension on thrit point. It seems clear that 
a considerable proportion, about fitj^ of the American oil competes with the 
jgiprma oil and with the Boniejusirfr The Burma ’oil is always the cheapest and 
the other oils generally canfy slightly higher prices. 1 believe they havw 
slightly better illuminating effects. Be that as it may, whatever the price of 
Burma oil may be, that controls the markwt ; there is not a fair fight between 
them. Owing to .this system of combines, they cannot sell as much as they 
wish. They have to abide by certain arrangements^ We do not know the 
lUctails of them — of course they are suspected — and consec^uently the price is 
never affected as freely and as easily as that of other commodities is affected. 

“Then there is one more point which I may mention, although it is not 
pi'rhaps exactly relevant to this amendment, and that is the question of the 
excise dut^ I think the Hon’blc Mover of the amendment is not averse from 
some. protection for Indian indistnes, but I don't think his sympathies go as far 
as Burma. Bui naa after all is part of India, and surely the Hon*blc mover of 
I he amendment (foes not wish the people of Burma to think that the enlarged 
^^oresentation of other parts of India on this Council will lead to a less care- 
consideration of Burman interests than before. The Burma petroleum 
|ustr> is surely as worthy of encouragement, 01 even of protection if 
>u like to call it so, as the sug.ir industry. As to this excise duly it has 
the Hon'blc l''inance Member that the question or excise 
there are some practical ditliculties in the way. Besides 
Company’s large refineries then* are between 30 and 40 
in Burma, each of which would have* to be ^supplied 
with guards and watchmen and so on. If fiom a financial point of 
view it is necessary to counterbalance this import duly, if experience 
shows that this is so, I think aomc oiheiP way will have to be found 
of doing It, and perhaps in that case a duty on the transport of uil by 
sea from Burma to India would be feasible. But I w'ould aihl one word of 
caution on the subject, and that A that this would be* a new departure and that 
there is a considei able section in Burma w'hich apt to dwell more upon the 
disadvantages of the connection with India than upon the advantage's. Per* 
haps it would not be wise to diffcrentiMe against Burma by a new process. 
However, 1 think those things are in the future. «\t present, I uclieve it is not 
certain that the Burma oil will drive the other oils out of the market and conse- 
quently it is not certain that the Finance Minister will losr- the revenue for wdiich 
he has budgeted, and therefore I think that the question of excise will not 
^ome up for consideration just yet. 1 submit to the Council that this increase 
}f the petroleum du^ in the present circumstances of the finances is a praise** 
vorthy item of the Tariff Bnl and of the financial arrangements for the coming 
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The Hon’blc Mr. Gokhai.e said — “ My Lord, I am reluctant to address 
he Council again at this late hour, but 1 am afraid I must not allow what the 
rioii’ble Member who has just spolom has said to pass without a reply. The first 
hing that I would like to say is this. I would invite the Hon’ble gentleman to 
iccompany me to the part of the country from which I have come— the Deccan, 
will take him from town to town, village to village, and* will show him that 
here is not a single house which does not use petroleum I will also show him 
housands and thous^jids of poor raiyats who do not use sugar from year's end to 
rear’s end. That is my answer to the first point. Then, my Lord, he said that 
he incidence of this new enhanced duty would be about 4 annas per annum per 
amily. I accept his calculation. To my mind 4 annas per family is a serious 
icUilion to the burdens of the poorest classes of this country. ThC' Hon’ble 
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Member says that the people have had a relief in the remissions of salt tax. The 
prices, however, have gone up in every direction, and 1 am quite sure even 4 
annas a year will make a considerable difference to poor people. As regard^ 
the Question of excise fh Burma, I did not refer to it as I had learned from my 
Hon ble friend the Finance Minister that that question was under consider* 
ation. Moreover my whole fear is that the effect of this duty will be to inflate 
the profits of the producers in Burma. I understand that all Butma oil that can 
possibly come to India finds a ready sale ; therefore it does not seem that any 
protection is necessary.**

The Hon’ble SiR G. Fleetwood WtisON moved that the Bill 
further to amend the Indian Tariff Act, 1H94, as now amended, be passed. He 
said — “ My Lord, I have received Your Lordship's permission to say one word 
in answer to a representation which has been made to me by tne Hon'ble 
Mr. Graham. He, I must say, has fought the battle for all those interests 
which, as Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce, fell to his lot to defend, so 
strongly and at the same time ao courteously, that it has made it all the more 
difficult for me to say no to him. But I am happy to say that we propose to 
meet the case of the rectified spirits ajiich are U!>ed in medicines and drugs. 
We propose to meet the case by asking the Local Governments to give respect* 
able chemists the rectified spirits which they require on the present tariff duty 
df Rs. 7. I think this wdl be a reasonable settlement of a small matte., but one 
which^ undoubtedly is of considerable importance from the standpoint of 
medicine.'* * 


The Hon’ble Mr. Graham said: — "My Lord, as one of the Select Com- 
mittee who has signed the report that we have been considenng in connection 
with this Btil today, I would just like to make one or two remarks in my position 
as representing the Bengal Chamber of Commerce of Calcutta. I think that 
though there is a great diversity of opinion over these duties, yet there is a 
very great volume of opinion in favour of the principles of them, and so 
far as Calcutta is concerned I should not like to miss this opportunity of saying 
so. 1 think there has been a great feeling of sympathy for the people who have 
been especially hard hit as regards the stuff in bond and transit, but from what we 
have been told by the Hon'ble the Finance Member there is evidently no help 
for it, and although our sympathy still remains, personally 1 feel that his answer is 
complete and we hatfe nothing more to say in reply to it. That is with regard to 
the three items tohacc o, spirits and silver. 
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** With reference to spirits the Hon'ble the Finance Member has just made a 
statement which relieves me -from making any further remarks upon the duty on 
spirits used by chemises here in the manufacture of drugs, that is, drugs < 
manufactured in India, about which I had intended to ask a question. 

“ As regards the duty on kerosine oil, I understand it is absolutely impos * 
sible even to take into consideration anything in the shape of excise-duty o** 
Burma oil at the present time, but I take it that this is not the final statement o** 
the matter and it is still possible for it to come up in future budgets, and 1 put it 
forward for further consideration in the future, seeing that the trade has gone on 
for so long a time with what you may call a one anna per gallon protective duty* 
and seeing that the Budget purports to be a revenue one, and not protective, any 
enhancement therefore of that duty might very well have been divided 
between the two. The trade is practically dPt* leu between imported oil and 
Burma oil in equal proportions and a quarter anna on*^ each might fairly have met*^ 
the case, but of course one understands this is impossible under the conditions 
existing at the moment, without very full investigation. With these few remarks 
1 beg to support the Bill.” ^ 

The metion was put and agreed to.

DISCUSSION OF THE FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

Th^ Hon’ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson said:— "Sir Harvey 
i Adamson, the Council will now proceed with the first stape of the discussion on 
5 the Financial Statement. 1 have no further explanations to offer regarding the 
I Statement because any change in iny estimate of Itamp revenue which may be 
fyequired in consequence of the alterations in the rates of stamp-duty originall)| 
A^roposed will obviously require a little time and consideration and roadjnstment 
i g yi account and they will be embodied — I propose to embody them — in the 
j^udget when it is pusented to the Council on the 23rd of this month I think 
W that will probably meet w'lth the approval of the Hon’ble Member.s 
^ The subjects w'hich are open to discussion to<lay, as you are aware, deal with 
the new taxation, the prt)pc)sed loan and the additional grants which we meai 
to give to the Local Governments 1 he new taxation was very fuily and very 
ably discussed yesterday and has now become law, so I suppose we shall 
not return to it. The proposed loan for this year is only Rs crores, and my 
Hon’ble friend Mr. Gokhale lias a rcsAlhtion on the tabic proposing to 
raise it to 187 lakhs The additional grants to Local Governments, 1 may 
mention for the convenience of the Council, are enumerated in paragraph g 
of the explanatory memorandum attached to the Financial Statement. 1 do not 
think that there arc any oiIkt remarks which F am calk'd upon to make with 
regard to the present stage of the discussion.” 

The Hon’blc Mr. Gokhale moved the following ResoKition; — 

"This Council recommends that the amount of loan to be raised during the 
year 1910-1911 should be ,^1,245,900 instead of 1,000,000, and that the sum of 
j^245,9oo, which is the estimated surplus for the current year, should be allotted 
to the several Provincial Governments to be expended by them i» assisting local 
* bodies to carry out projects of sanitary improvement." 

He said " 1 must first explain to the Council what my object is in 
moving this resolution. It is true that the resolution comes before the Council 
in the shape of a proposal to raise the amount of the loan that the Government 
want for next year. As a matter of fact, how'ever, it is not an essential part of 
tny proposal at all that the loan should be raided from 1 to millions. 
Whether the loan for next year is i or 2 millions or half a million is a matter of 
inference to me , but 1 have had to put my motion in this form, because I do 
not want to disturb the provisipn made in the budget for capital expenditure and 
1 do not want to disturb the cash balances that the Go>%rnroent expect to have 
for next year, after making this provision for capital expenditure. My real object 
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is to secure the surplus of the year for expenditure in the promotion of sanita- 
tion throughout the country What usually happens under the procedure adopted 
in connection with a surplus 1$ this. The surplus forms part of the cash 
balances, and out of the cash balances a certain amount is devoted to capital 
expenditure, whenever 4 his is practicable, and thus the surplus ultimately 
finds its way into capital expenditure. I want to withdraw the surplus for next 
year from being expended as capital expenditure, and I would like to have it 
placed at the disposal of Local Governments in order that they might use it in 
assisting local bodies, especially municipalities, in carrying out projects of 
sanitary improvement. The whole of my resolution comes to this, that I want 
this Council to recommend that all surpluses that are annually realised, whenever 
they are realised, should, instead of going into the cash balances, and 
from there going to the construction of Railways and indirectly to the 
redemption of unproductive debt, should he placed at the disposal 
of,. Provincial Governments and be ear-marK^'..to assist municipalities in 
the promotion of sanitation. 1 have urged this question again and again on the 
attention of the Council for the past six^ years. 1 first raised it in 1904, and I 
have continued to press it year by year. Two years ago the then Finance 
Member, Sir Edward Baker, gave us about 30 lakhs to be expended on 
sanitation bv municipalities. That was a small response to the appeal that I 
made year after year, but, with that exception, ray appeals have had no effect. 
Starting with the year 1898-1899, we^ find that we have had during the ten 
years ten consecutive surpluses amounting to 25 millions sterling or 37^ crores. 
And the bulk of them have under our system of accounts gone first to Railway 
construction and from there to the reduction of our unproductive de|)t. Now 
Railway construction is a most desirable object and so is also the reduction of 
the unproductive debt Ordinarily there would be nothing to be said against it, 
but at present, when there hre objects far more pressing and far more important 
which require money, 1 do not think the Government is justified in devoting 
such a largo sum out of surplus revenues in the way they have done, ll 
this sum of ;^25 millions sterling or 37^ crores of rupees, or at any rate thJ 
bulk of It, had been devoted to sanitary projects throughout the country, whar 
a difference it would have made in every direction I I do not think I need say* 
much about the needs of sanitation , the ravages of plague, malaria and other 
diseases in all directions and a death-rate already high and yet steadily rising-— 
for 1907- 1908 it was 37 per thousand as against 35 per thousand in the three 
previous years — all that shows that one of the greatest needs of the country 
today is improved sanitation. How is the need to be satisfied ? Our Munici- 
palities are admitted I v very poor, .. eir resources are small and they are already 
insufficient for their ordinary work. Sanit.iry projects are very costly , expendi- 
ture on them has to be on a Western scale, whereas it has to be carried out in 
Eastern cities which as I have already said are very poor. If Municipalities are left 
to themselves to undertake sanitury works, the case is a hopeless one ; therefore 
Government must come to the rescue of the Municipalities. The only way in 
which Government can do so is either by voting a large permanent annual grant 
or by placing their surpluses at the dispos.il of Provincial Governments for assist- 
ance to local bodies in carrying out these necessary works. As regards a large 
permanent grant, I should be very glad to see it, but I foresee obvious difficultKS 
in the way, especially in a year like this, when the Finance Minister has just carried 
through Bills imposing extra taxation ; it is therefore hopeless to expect that 
Government will make a permanent addition to its recurring expenditure for 
he purpose of assisting Municipilities in regard to sanitation. But there is 
tn easier way of helping them and it is far more effective, and it is a way that will 
neet the requirements of the situation. What I propose is this. Whenever 
i surplus is realised, instead of its being devoted to Railway construction or some 
>uch object, it should be placed automatically at the disposal of Local 
governments. A surplus is so much excess revenue taken from the people 
>y the Government over and above its requirements. Even the Finance 
Departipent, that knows so much more than its critics, cannot calculate to a nicety 
low much money is rec^uired and how much will be raised in a given year. Bat 
rhen a surplus is realised it is clear that the financial authonties have takmi 
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from the peo^e more money than was required. Let this excels therefore go 
back to the people in the form of expenditure on improved sanitation. 1 think tins 
is an eminently ]ust plea, and I think that it is also a plea whose force should be 
recognised in the interests of the masses of ilie people. ^ I know what Has ofum 
urged by the late Finance Member, Sir Edward Baker, that it is tho practice 
in other countries to devote surpluses to the rcductioYi of debt. That is true, 
but 1 would remind the Council of w'hat Sir Herbert Risley said when carrying 
through his Press Bill the other day. He said — Let India be guided by her own 
lights ; she problems and must solve them in her own way. Where 

the debts ate huge as in England and other Europe tn countries, every oppor* 
tunity should be tak' n to reduce tht* debt by means of a Sinking I'und or in any 
other way that is practicable In India the unproductive d< bt is a mere bag i telle, 
it is a paltry sum of 40 millions — it should l>e remembered in tliis connection that 
tk is only the unproductive dejifc »tiat matters. The reduction of the pioductive 
debt is not a matter of aryi^mport mce, and should not be undertaken by Goverti- 
ment out of the revenues of the country. Tlic unproductive debt has got to be 
reduced, but as it is only about 40 millKlRis its reduction ts not a matter of such 
immediate or paramount importance as the promotion of sanii.ition throughout the 
country. Sir, I have not much more to say I wouKf only urge this In conclusion, 
Hhat if the whole of this surplus cannot be made available, 1 am qiitto willing to 
agree to half the surplus being placed at the disposal of lVovinci.il Governments. 
All that 1 insist on is that a surplus should not be absorbed by Government in 
the way it does at present ”

^entirely with what has fallen from our colleague the Hoii’ble Mr. Gokhalt* 1 think 
phe has done admirable service to the country by moving tlic ri solution, andl 
Lhringing the matter to the notice of this Council It is a m. liter on winch we 
Pwe more or less agreed.

Local Governments have also on various occasions ( laim< d largei giants for 
these matters, as they have been absolutdy IiaiaJicappi d in the p.isl. The 
proposal made by Mr Gokliale will relieve Local (jovernmenis consnlerably, 
and they will be m a position to gi\c larger grants to municipalities \Ve know 
that almost all the munuipahlus every w hi reau* m a state of finatici.il depn ssion, 
and that if this proposal is earned and ihc^rpliises aie pl.iccd at the (1is[k»s.i1 
of Local Governinents. a great deal of the tension W'lll bt removt‘d, and Local 
Governments will be placed in a more fa\ curable position. 1 tiiist that this 
Council will give its support to this proposal It is only right in principle that 
as the country pays all tht taxts, when there is^ suiplus ihat suiplus should go 
for distribution among the IVovmcial Governments for the benefit <d tlii* jieople, 
and that it should not be given for th'e benefit of one particular Depart nieiit like 
the Railways.

The Hon’ble Mr Mudholkar said — " My Lord, I had no intention in 
the beginning of interposing in this debate. It is only because oua province has 
hot got a ^ovincial Council of its own and that its requirements are not known 
that 1 find it necessary to bnng forward our special grievance in this matter of 
sanitation. It is unnecessary to say much^^ut the necessity which has arisen of 
incurring expenditure requiring the spendingof large sums of money on itnpoii.mt 
sanitary measures The Malaria Conference which met at Simla m October last 
made recommendations which require vast outlays of money in the province > 
affected. The Plague Commission which assemided some years ago made 
various recommendations which also require vast sums. We hive our own 
experience to show every year the necessity of undertaking sanitation on 
a much more effective stale than it has been possible* till now. Wc have 
almost every year in our province a very severe outbreak of the pi igue. In a 
town with a population of 35,000 in one visitation in 3 months about 3,500 
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people fell victims to it, and on the occasion of another visitation about ^ 2,40 
people died. Akola is now in the midst of a bad outbreak of the epidemic, an 
at Naiipur w'e had a few months a most severe outbreak in which the death-rat 
was almost unheard of in that city. This state of things the sanitary authoritic 
tell us is due to insanitary conditions. For remedying it money is wantec 
Local hodits are .tsked to provide funds. How are thev to do so? They hav 
many of them hardly resources sufficient to meet the nceas of ordinary times, miic 
less .ire tliey able to spend lakhs for the purpose of supplying fresh drinkin 
water and for otticr purposes, such as drains which every decent town must have 
In Herat there are two important centres of trade in which for years pas 
It has been found impossible to introduce an urgently needed effective drainag* 
scheme, because there is no money for it. It is not that this province does no 
contribute its fair share , u gives over a crore and one-third to the country, am 
when a few lakhs are wanted for the most neces.'^y local works it is said tha 
there IS no money available I submit on behalt province that we hav< 

contributed more than our fair share to the general expenditure of the country 
We are now sortly hit by these epidemi/i^ Could not the general revenues comi 
to our aid at such a time as tins? That is the ground of our application If th< 
general revenues are not ‘fu'hcient to meet this claim of ours, there are othei 
sources, and if a loan is necessary, then I submit, on behalf of my province, th<

nised form of national sinking fund. I very much dread that an apprecial^ 
'^change would come over our credit in the markets of fhe world if we left the 
paths of financial r^titude to dally in the pleasant arbours into which the 
llon'ble Member invites us. 

** If in times of peace and prosperity we did not employ all our spare re- 
sources ^to check the growth of our ordinary debt, there is grave reason to feai 
that our indebtedness would ultimately become heavier than the country can 
bear. 1 would ask the Council to look at what happened during the disastrous 
year 190^-1909, when w.* were lalen with a deficit of nearly millions. In 
that year we clearly were unable to employ any of our revenue in discharging 
■rfjg bt ; on the contrary we h adji^ Wai^e temporary loans and increase our non- 
productive ordinary debt^iPmat extent. With the small surpluses for which wff 
are now budgeting it may be several years before it is possibh* again to reduce 
our ordinary debt to the figure at which iPstood at the beginning of 1908. In 
a country like ours, which is unhappily subject to periodical failures of the rain- 
fall, it is both prudent and necessary that our savings Tn prosperous years should 
dpe used to avoid or cancel borrowings in years of scarcity. Incident.dly also it 
•xannot have escaped the Hon'ble Mr. Cvokhale's notice that the large surpluses 
which we have been able in recent years to use for the reduction of debt have re- 
presented in the main the net profits from our railways ; and there is a certain fit- 
ness, which I am sure the Hon'ble gentleman will recognise, in employing for the 
pudding dp of our magnificent railway property some part of the surplus income 
Thich It yields us. 

“ I have attempted to meet the Hon’ble Member’s resolution on broad lines, 
|d I do not propose lo examine too critically the minor questions which the 
Solution opens up. It would be hardly possible however (or Government to 
:ept without murn consid '‘ration the principle of increased grants to local 
lies. The precise object to which he would devote our surpluses is an alto- 
-tber laudable one , but the improvement of sanitation is one of the first duties 
*^of local bodies, and it is a duty which it is incumbent upon them to carry out, so 
far as possible, from their own resources. The Hon’ble gentleman has still to 
make it clear that local bodies are at the‘end of their resources, and thq^, if they 
have a genuine desire for sanitary reform, they have spent their last available 
rupee on that object. 1 would remind the Council that since 1908-09 the 
Government of India have been giving to the WM'ious provinres a total grant of 30 
lakhs a year in aid of sanitary improvement, and it is believed that a substantial 
share t>f that subsidy has b en passed on to municipalities and local boards. 
We have not made any inqui<»itoriaI examination of the use to which these funds 
have been put ; that would be opposed to the geiwral principles which we ob- 
serve in making such subsidies. But from the figures in provincial budgets we 
have considerable doubt whether some ot the provinces have^yet been able to 
spend the grants they have already got. Would it be reasonable to offer them 
more ? Would it be reasonable to offer them doles, the continuance of which 
we could not gu.irantee ? Is it not rather their duty and the duty of the local 
bodies concerned to complete their programme of sanitation, to estimate its cost 
with cai«, to devote their energies to finding the necessary revenutvand to make 
Aemseives independent, so far as possible, of fortuitous assistance from Imperial 
funds ?” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Slackb said Rwaarding sanitary improvements, the 
Government of India made an allotment of 4 ^akhs yearly for that purpose in 
Bengal, and the principle followed by the Local Government is to give one-third 
ot the cost for each improvement if the local bodies will find the other two-thirds 
out of their own resources and the gifts of private individuals. During the past 
year, I was put on to a Committee by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor for 
the purpose of endeavouring to get municipalities to come forward to enable us 
to sj^nd this 4^ lakhs but after a great deal of work we vi^re unable to allocate 
tho^ fund 9. It therefore does not seem to be necessary to increase the grant 
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which is now given to us by the Government of India, at any rate for the 
present.'* 

The Hon’ble Mr. N. Subba Rao said: — “Sir, I have listened with much | 
interest to tlu* remarks that have fallen from the Hon'ble Mr. Meston. 
He points out tliai it is the duty of local bodies to find the necessary revenues to 
meet then wants, and that they should be independent of help from the Govern- 
ment. fit questions whether the requirements of local bodies are such as could 
not be met fiom ih<*ir own resources and whether there is any pressing necessity 
for lit Ip from outside As one intimately acquainted with local self-government 
in thtj province of Madras, I submit that the problem which now races local 
s( lf-} 4 ovcrnment, or rather munu'ipal administration, is how to make it popular and 
Ittjw to mett its multifarious needs as well , that is the problem now facing the 
municipal administration, I m.iy siy, not only^in Madras, but also in other 
provinces Tlie taxation provided for in the is limited, and almosr 

all municipalities have reached the maximum limit of taxation. Their needs are 
growing dav by div. there .ire qucjtions ronnecied with water-supply and 
drainage, the overcrowding of houses, the widening of streets, and the like. 
Numerous are the diunands, wliieli municipalities are unable to meet This is the 
buitnng question bound up with the success of local self-government in this 
country- -how to nuiKe municipal administration both popular and efficient. 
Lord Morlcy as well as the Dccentrall/ation Commission has stated that real local 
self-govcinmcnt should begin in this country and municipal bodies should have a 
free hand in administering their own aflaiis Ilow ran municipalities administer 
then all.iirs fre<*l> and in a way acceptable to the peopK*, unless they haw? sufficient 
funds plated at their ilisposal to meet their pressing requirements?

The Ilon'bU Mr M \niiF Slid —“Sir, I should be very sorry to oppose 
an) measure of N.mit.iry reform The difficulty that this risolution presents to my 
mind is just thiN The llon’ble the Mover hai omitted to suggest any particular 
mi'thod of distribution by which any surpluses should be made over to the various 
provinces m this country In tlie course of the discussions to which we had 
listened wiih gieat interest yesterday^ a thought was thitiwn out that some kind 
of equity w.is involved in retut niii^ to particular provinces some proportionate 
poitions of the contributions that they had made to the general revenues. Now if 
that principle were carried out in this particular matter, I am very muen afrmd 
that the places which stood most m need of s<anitation would have the smallest 
return. I ihink, perhaps, that a befter direction in which to press this enquiry would 
be to turn to the proposal that was ma-^c by the Government either last year 
or the before JjO extend the principle of the Provincial Loans Act. 

In one of the Nocieties to which 1 belong I saw a project mooted somewhat 
to that effect, and 1 think that would be the direction in which we should 
move in this matter by enquiring what has been done with reference to the 
proposal to pass laws b) which local loans should be raised by local bodies. * I 
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think that if that question was fairlr considered we might see our way of 
escape from this difficulty.'* 


The Hon’blc Mr. Ma7HARul Haque said " 1 should like to say a few 
words on this question. We have heard the Hon'ble Mr. Slacke sav that the 
Government of Bengal could not spend its gr int because it had laid down the con- 
dition that unless municipalities were read^ to find two-thirds of the grant it would 
not give the remaining one-third. Sir, I think the principle laid down by the Gov- 
ernment of Bengal is entirely wrong. It clearly shows that the municipalities of 
Bengal are very poor, so much so titet all the municipalities taken together in 
Bengal could not scrape together q lakhs in order to secure this grant. If the 
Government of Bengal had not Uirt do vn anv rule at .all and if it h id given this 
grant of 4J lakhs without any conditions, then I submit the Hon’ble Mr Slacke 
would not have bein hereto say^that he could not spend the grant. There is 
^ot the least doubt that i^ntrv is in gicat need of sanitation We sac 
plague, malaria and all srtrt^ of diseases spreading, and I think, Sir, that the time 
h.is come when the Go\ernment should 'liflp thise municipalities and I would add 
district boards as well tu improve the sanitation of the country.” 



The Hon’ble Pandit Mahan Mohan Malaviya said * — “ l«risc. Sir, to 
f^support the resolution which has been moved by the Hon’ble Mr Gokhale. I 
have listened, 1 must say, with a degree of pain to the criticisms that have been 
offered against the resolution 1 thoughr, Sir, that this was a subject which would

If m the 'ordinary 
cour-c of affairs in th<j administration of the finances of India, sanitation had receiv« d 
that measure of attention .and th.it proportional share of the revenues of the 
country which It undoubtedly dcm.inds, such asvbsolution as is before us would not 
have been necessary. Hut it has unfoitun.itely not received it, .and the sanitary 
conditions which prevail at this moment in the country loudly call for a larger 
allotment of the Imperial revenues for ,^hr‘ purpose* 4 of sanitation, if that alhit- 
ment W'ere m<ide out of the ordiniry revenues tit Indi.a for tlie year, none would 
be happier than iny fr'cnd Mr. Gokhale indeed everybody w’ould he glad of it. 
But if that cannut be d<*ne, 1 think ii "is the duty of the Ciaiiicil and of the 
Governmeat to find means, even' bv recourse to incrc.ised borrowing, to promote 
public health and sanitation rather than allow people to die premature preventibic 
deaths. If it were necessary, I would go even so far as to support fresh taxation 
for such a purpose I feel strongly th.at it is the duty of the tiovernment to find 
piore money to improve the sanitary conditions under wfiicli tbd great bulk of 
the people live, in order that prevcntible deaths may be avoided. 

“ Now, Sir, I wish lo draw attention to a f ew facts /elating to the sanitarf J 
condition of the country as a whole and of^My province in particular. In thc^ 
whole of India, as my friend Mr Gokhale has already pointed out, the death-rate 
Stood at over 37 per thousand in 1907 , the death-rate in Kngland was 16 per 
thou^nd. Sixteen and 37 ' That maices a tremendous difference ; and I submit 
that if the death-rate cannot be brought to the standard prevailing in England-— 
Sir John Hewett said a little time ago that it was out of the question tq expect 
that the death-rate here should be ttie same as that in Epgland — there is aoso- 
lately no reason why the death-rate in India should not be brought to the level of 
the death-rate which prev^ls in jails in India. ^
